This  letter  is  the  final  response  to  your  two  above-referenced  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
(FOIA)  requests  submitted  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS). 

Specifically,  for  request  2019-00040-FOIA-OS,  you  requested  copies  for  the  costs  of  the  family 
separation  policy  for  FY  2018  and  FY  2019,  from  January  20,  2017,  to  the  date  the  search  was 
conducted: 


Requested  Records: 

1 .  Records  sufficient  to  identify  total  costs  of  crafting  and  implementing  the  family  separation 
policy  for  FY  201 8  and  FY  2019  (including  funds  obligated  for  and  reprogrammed  to  efforts 
related  to  the  family  separation  policy  in  FY  2018,  as  well  as  funds  requested  for  FY  2019). 

2.  Records  sufficient  to  identify  the  programs  from  which  funds  for  housing  and  reuniting 
children  separated  from  their  parents  have  been  diverted,  as  well  as  the  amount  of  funding 
diverted  from  those  programs; 

a.  This  should  include,  all  locations  and  individuals  likely  to  contain  responsive  records, 
including  at  least  past  and  current  individuals  working  within  the  office  listed  in 
Appendix  A. 

The  Department  processed  61  pages  of  potentially  responsive  records  captured  in  the 
agency’s  search  for  FOIA  request  2019-00040.  The  61  pages  of  records  referenced  above 
were  subject  to  a  thorough  and  detailed  review  by  the  FOIA  Office.  After  a  careful  review  of 
these  pages,  I  have  determined  to  release  them  to  you  in  their  entirety. 

Specifically,  for  request  2019-00046-FOIA-OS,  you  requested  copies  of  all  communications 
regarding  the  cost  of  the  family  separation  policy: 
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Requested  Records: 

1.  All  records  reflecting  communications  of  political  appointees*  (including  emails,  email 
attachments,  text  messages,  voicemail  transcripts,  messages  on  messaging  platforms — such  as 
Slack,  GChat  or  Google  Hangouts,  Lync,  Skype,  WhatsApp,  Facebook  messaging,  Twitter 
Direct  Messages,  or  Signal — calendar  invitations,  calendar  entries,  meeting  notices,  meeting 
agendas,  informational  material,  draft  legislation,  talking  points,  any  handwritten  or  electronic 
notes  taken  during  any  oral  communications,  summaries  of  any  oral  communications,  or  other 
materials)  regarding  the  cost  of  the  family  separation  policy,  including; 

a.  the  availability  or  unavailability  of  budgeted,  obligated,  or  appropriated  funds; 

b.  any  evaluation,  assessment,  or  analysis  of  currently  available  appropriations  that 

c.  could  be  used  to  fund  implementation  of  the  family  separation  policy;  and 
constraints  on  planning  for  funding  of  the  separation  policy. 

2.  All  records  reflecting  communications  of  political  appointees*  (including  emails,  email 
attachments,  text  messages,  voicemail  transcripts,  messages  on  messaging  platforms — such  as 
Slack,  GChat  or  Google  Hangouts,  Lync,  Skype,  WhatsApp,  Facebook  messaging,  Twitter 
Direct  Messages,  or  Signal — calendar  invitations,  calendar  entries,  meeting  notices,  meeting 
agendas,  informational  material,  draft  legislation,  talking  points,  any  handwritten  or  electronic 
notes  taken  during  any  oral  communications,  summaries  of  any  oral  communications,  or  other 
materials)  concerning  the  appropriations,  budgeting  request,  and  cost  involved  with  the 
implementation  of  the  family  separation  policy  between  such  political  appointees  and  Congress, 
including  congressional  committees  or  staff. 

The  Department  processed  5,865  pages  of  potentially  responsive  records  captured  in  the 
agency’s  search  for  FOIA  request  2019-00046.  After  a  careful  review  of  these  pages,  I  have 
determined  to  release  1,987  pages  to  you  in  their  entirety,  and  I  am  further  releasing  111  pages  in 
part,  with  portions  redacted,  pursuant  to  Exemptions  (b)(5)  and  (b)(6)  of  the  FOIA  (5  U.S.C.  §§ 
552  (b)(5)  and  (b)(6)).  1  have  also  determined  to  withhold  500  pages  in  their  entirety,  pursuant  to 
Exemption  (b)(5).  Furthermore,  I  determined  that  3,257  pages  were  determined  to  be  either  non- 
responsive  or  duplicative  to  your  request.  Finally,  I  have  determined  that  10  pages  should  be  sent 
for  consultation  to  other  government  agencies  to  review  their  equities  and  returned  to  this  office 
for  final  response  to  you.  The  referenced  pages  are  enclosed  on  a  USB  drive. 

FOIA  exemption  (b)(5)  protects  inter-agency  or  intra-agency  memoranda  or  letters  which  would 
not  be  available  by  law  to  a  party  other  than  an  agency  in  litigation  with  the  agency.  This 
exemption  protects  documents  that  would  be  covered  by  any  privilege  an  agency  could  assert  in 
a  civil  proceeding.  These  privileges  include,  among  others,  the  deliberative  process  privilege, 
the  attorney-client  privilege,  and  the  attorney  work-product  privilege. 
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FOIA  exemption  (b)(6)  permits  a  Federal  agency  to  withhold  information  and  records  about 
individuals  in  “personnel  and  medical  files  and  similar  files,  the  disclosure  of  which  would 
constitute  a  clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal  privacy.”  The  definition  of  “similar  files” 
has  historically  been  broadly  interpreted  to  include  a  wide  variety  of  files,  and  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  has  held  that  Congress  intended  the  term  "similar  files"  to  be  interpreted  broadly, 
rather  than  narrowly.  I  have  analyzed  these  records  and  find  they  meet  the  threshold  requirement 
of  this  exemption.  Additionally,  I  have  reviewed  and  weighed  the  public  interest  in  disclosure  of 
this  information  against  the  privacy  interest  in  nondisclosure,  and  found  that  the  privacy  interest 
outweighs  the  public’s  interest  in  disclosure. 

Please  be  advised  that  the  above  referenced  10  pages  will  be  sent  to  you  directly  after  the 
consultation  has  been  finalized.  Should  you  have  questions  or  concerns  regarding  the 
Department’s  response  and/or  the  processing  of  your  request,  any  such  issues  should  be 
communicated  to  your  legal  counsel  and  the  Department  of  Justice  Attorney  representing  the 
Department  in  this  matter.

This  comprehensive  summary  covers  the  HHS-relevant  provisions  in  the  final  FY  2019  Labor- 
HHS  appropriations  bill.  Congress  has  not  yet  passed  the  final  Agriculture  Appropriations  bill 
that  funds  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  or  the  interior  Appropriations  bill  that  funds  the 
Indian  Health  Service,  National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences  atNIH,  or  the 
Agency  for  Toxic  Substances  and  Disease  Registry.  These  activities  are  funded  in  the  Continuing 
Resolution  through  December  7  at  the  FY  2018  level. 
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Summary  of  the  Final  FY  2019  Labor-HHS  Appropriations  Bill 


On  September  28,  2018,  the  President  signed  the  Department  of  Defense  and  Labor,  Health  and 
Human  Services,  and  Education  Appropriations  Act,  2019  and  Continuing  Appropriations  Act, 
2019,  P.L.  1 15-245.  The  Act  includes  a  full-year  appropriations  bill  for  Labor,  Health  and 
Human  Services,  Education  and  Related  Agencies  (“Labor-HHS”),  full-year  Defense 
appropriations  bill,  and  a  Continuing  Resolution  for  other  parts  of  government  through 
December  7,  201 8. 

The  Labor-HHS  component  of  the  bill  provides  $90.8  billion  in  discretionary  funding  for  I M  IS, 
which  is  +$4.2  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2.1  billion  above  FY  2018.  These  totals 
do  not  include  funding  provided  for  HHS  programs  in  the  Interior  and  Agriculture  subcommittee 
bills.

Administration  for  Children  and  Families  (Discretionary) 

The  FY  2019  bill  provides  $23.2  billion  total  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  ACF,  which  is 
an  increase  of  +S7.9  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$357  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Head  Start:  The  bill  provides  $10. 1  billion  for  the  Head  Start  Program,  an  increase  of 
+$788  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$200  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Early  Head  Start-Child  Care  Partnerships'.  The  bill  includes  $805  million  for  the 
Early  Head  Start-Child  Care  Partnerships,  an  increase  of  +$165  million  above  the 
FY  2019  Budget  and  +S50  million  above  FY  2018.  The  report  directs  ACF  to 
continue  to  prioritize  equally  Early  Head  Start  Expansion  (EHS)  and  Early  Head 
Start-Child  Care  Partnerships  (EHS-CCP),  as  determined  by  the  needs  of  local 
communities.  The  report  also  requires  ACF  to  include  information  regarding  EHS  and 
EHS-CCP  grants  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification, 
o  Full  Day  and  Full  Year  Services:  The  bill  does  not  include  funding  for  full -day  and 
full-year  services  in  Head  Start,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget, 
o  Cost  of  Living  Adjustment :  The  bill  includes  $  1 50  million  for  a  partial  cost  of  living 
adjustment  for  grantees,  an  increase  of  +$128  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget. 
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o  Designation  Renewal  System:  The  bill  includes  $25  million  for  the  Designation 
Renewal  System,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

*  Child  Care:  The  bill  provides  $5.3  billion  for  the  Child  Care  and  Development  Block  Grant, 
an  increase  of  +$2.3  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S50  million  above  FY  2018. 

*  Preschool  Development  Grants:  The  bill  provides  $250  million  for  Preschool  Development 
Grants  +$250  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  This  program  is 
discontinued  in  the  FY  20 1 9  Budget. 

*  Child  Welfare  Programs:  The  bill  includes  S326  million  for  child  welfare  programs, 
including  Child  Welfare  State  Grants  ($269  million),  Child  Welfare  Research  and 
Demonstration  ($18  million),  and  Child  Welfare  Adoption  Opportunities  ($39  million), 
which  is  Bat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

*  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  (UAC):  The  bill  includes  $1.3  billion  forUAC, 

+$155  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8.  The  bill  does  not  include 
the  contingency  fund  proposed  by  the  F  Y  2019  Budget  and  increases  the  amount  of  funding 
the  Secretary  may  transfer  into  the  refugee  appropriation  to  15  percent  of  the  appropriation 
(maximum  of  $286  million)  up  from  10  percent  in  previous  years, 
o  The  bill  increases  funding  for  Refugees  within  the  same  appropriations  account  by 
+$34  million  above  FY  2018.  Funds  from  this  appropriation  that  were  not  needed  to 
cover  Refugee  expenses  were  reprogrammed  to  support  UAC  costs  in  FY  2018.  It  is 
possible  some  portion  of  the  Refugee  appropriation  could  again  be  reprogrammed  to 
UAC  in  FY  2019. 

*  UAC  Related  General  Provisions:  There  are  three  general  provisions  related  to  the  UAC 
Program: 

o  Section  232:  HFIS  may  accept  donations  for  the  care  of  UAC  in  its  custody  including 
medical  services,  school  supplies,  toys,  and  clothing.  The  donation  authority  provided  by 
this  provision  does  not  allow  for  cash  donations  to  be  accepted, 
o  Section  233:  The  Secretary  shall,  by  November  1 5,  2018,  submit  a  plan  for  reunifying 
children  in  HHS  custody  who  were  separated  from  their  parents,  including  possible 
children  of  potential  class  members  of  Ms.  L  v.  ICE.  If  the  plan  is  submitted  late,  HHS 
may  not  obligate  NF.F  funds,  outside  of  projects  identified  by  the  statement  of  managers, 
until  the  plan  is  submitted.  Plan  requirements  include: 

■  A  description  of  Administration  activities  to  reunify  children  with  parents  no  longer 
in  the  U.S.; 

■  Details  on  parents  determined  ineligible  for  reunification  and  on  the  disposition  of 
UAC  whose  parents  were  deported; 

■  Estimates  of  FY  2018  and  anticipated  FY  2019  expenditures  for  housing  and 
reunifying  children  separated  from  their  parents. 

o  Section  234:  None  of  the  funds  made  available  by  this  Act  may  be  used  to  prevent  a 
member  of  Congress  from  entering  facilities  used  to  house  UAC. 
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In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  House  and  Senate  Reports  (see  below),  the  statement  of 
managers  incorporates  the  following  House  UAC  amendments: 

o  Section  235:  To  the  extent  practicable  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  child,  UAC  who  are 
siblings  should  be  placed  in  the  same  shelter  and  released  to  the  same  sponsor, 
o  Section  236:  The  Secretary  shall  submit  monthly  reports  with  respect  to  separated 
children  placed  in  ORR  custody  including: 

■  Number  and  ages  of  such  children; 

■  Length  of  separation; 

■  Status  of  reunification  efforts  including  number  reunified  and  number  reunified  in 
family  detention. 

o  Section  539:  Sense  of  Congress  that  immigrant  children  should  not  be  separated  from 
their  parents  and  that  separated  families  should  be  reunified  immediately, 
o  Section  541:  Within  45  days  of  enactment,  the  Secretary  shall  submit  a  report  detailing: 

■  The  number  of  pre-literate  children  in  ORR  custody  during  FY  201 8; 

■  The  languages  spoken  by  such  children  and  number  of  translators  needed  for  each 
language; 

■  Any  additional  resources  needed  to  ensure  communication  with  such  children. 

o  Section  542:  Within  45  days  of  enactment,  the  Secretary  shall  submit  a  report  detailing: 

■  Guidelines  ORR  provided  to  shelter  staff  covering  the  unique  medical  and  mental 
health  needs  of  separated  children; 

■  What  resources,  if  any,  HHS  provides  to  separated  children  to  address  the  mental 
health  needs  and  trauma  such  children  have  experienced; 

■  How  HHS  ensures  that  separated  children  receive  timely  access  to  treatment  by 
qualified  health  professionals. 

■  The  average  length  of  stay  of  separated  children  in  ORR  custody. 

The  statement  of  managers  also  includes  the  following  UAC  requirements: 
o  Legal  Services:  In  addition  to  Senate  report  expectations  that  ORR  continue  the  scope 
and  funding  levels  at  no  less  than  FY  2017  funding  levels,  ORR  should  ensure  that  legal 
service  providers  are  qualified,  independent,  and  free  from  conflict  of  interest, 
o  Medication:  Except  in  the  case  of  medical  emergency,  UAC  receiving  psychotropic 
medication  must  first  receive  a  physical  and  mental  health  evaluation  including 
assessments  for  trauma  and  comorbidities. 

o  Questions  About  Religion:  No  funds  may  be  used  to  gather  information  about  the  religion 
of  a  separated  child,  or  the  child’s  parents/legal  guardian,  except  to: 

■  Accommodate  the  rel  igious  preference  of  the  child  or  parent/legal  guardian; 

■  For  a  claim  of  religious  persecution  under  immigration  law  (by  child  or  parent/legal 
guardian). 

UAC  Senate  report  language: 
o  Monthly  briefings:  to  include: 

■  Status  of  balances,  current  expenditure  rates,  and  current  trends; 

■  Planned  policy  changes  impacting  program  costs  or  operations; 

■  Prior  notification  of  administrative  changes  including  those  impacting  the  number 
of  referrals,  sponsor  placement,  shelter  operations,  and  post-release  services. 
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o  Additional  Weekly  Update  information:  to  include;  for  all  UAC  and  UAC  apprehended 
as  part  of  a  family  unit;  number  of  referrals,  number  in  custody,  age/gender 
distribution,  average  length  of  stay,  number  of  preteen  children,  discharges  to  sponsor 
by  category,  and  number  of  children  reunited  with  family  members.  Monthly  totals 
should  be  provided  for  all  information,  updated  as  information  becomes  available. 

o  Report  within  30  days  of  enactment  on  the  process  for  monitoring  contracts  and 
addressing  allegations  of  abuse/neglect  in  UAC  shelters. 

o  Senate  report  language  also: 

■  Directs  I  it  IS  to  notify  the  Committees  immediately  if  children  remain  in  DMS 
custody  longer  than  72  hours; 

■  Include  sufficient  resources  in  all  budget  estimates  to  thoroughly  monitor 
treatment  of  all  children  in  ORR  care. 

•  UAC  House  Report  language: 

o  Reports  required  in  report  language: 

■  ORR  will  detail  the  number  and  nature  of  shelters  violating  codes  relating  to 
standards  of  childcare  or  child  wellbeing  and  the  steps  taken  to  address  and 
prevent  these  violations. 

■  OIG  will  report,  within  30  days  of  enactment,  on  the  implementation  and  any 
interagency  coordination  of  the  family  separation  policy  and  efforts  made  to 
reunify  families. 

o  Information  about  separated  family  members:  Within  24  hours  of  family  separation, 
parents  must  be  informed  of  the  whereabouts  of  their  children  and  children  must  be 
informed  of  the  whereabouts  of  their  parents. 

o  Interagency  Reporting:  Within  60  days  of  enactment,  HHS,  in  collaboration  with  DHS, 
will  report  on  actions  to  facilitate: 

■  Ability  of  separated  children  communicating  with  their  parents  (including  in 
person  visits  and  video  chats  for  tender  age  children); 

■  Access  of  parents  residing  abroad  to  the  ORR  hotline  to  receive  information 
about  their  children; 

■  Reunification  activities;  and 

■  Post-relief  support  of  separated  children. 

o  Protection  of  DPI  A:  ORR  shall  ensure  the  privacy  of  all  individuals  tested  to  determine 
family  relationship.  Tests  results  will  not  be  stored  or  used  for  criminal  or  immigration 
enforcement.  Testing  entities  will  obtain  consent  of  all  tested  individuals  over  18  and 
make  every  effort  to  obtain  guardian’s  consent  for  testing  individuals  under  18. 

•  Transitional  and  Medical  Assistance:  The  bill  provides  $354  million,  flat  with  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$34  million  above  FY  2018.  Funds  are  sufficient  to  provide  eight  months  of 
cash  and  medical  assistance  for  an  estimated  45,000  refugees  and  74,000  other  new  arrivals 
eligible  for  refugee  benefits. 

•  Other  Refugee  Pro  crams:  The  bill  provides  S248  million  for  other  refugee  programs, 

+$58  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S6  million  above  FY  2018.  Funds  are 
included  for  Refugee  Support  Services  ($207  million).  Victims  of  Trafficking  ($27  million), 
and  Survivors  of  Torture  ($14  million). 
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•  Low  Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP):  The  bill  provides  S3. 7  billion, 
+$3.7  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  which  would  have  discontinued  the  program,  and 
+$50  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Child  Abuse  State  Grants:  The  bill  provides  $85  million,  +S60  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  Bat  with  FY  2018.  The  bill  maintains  the  funding  increase  provided  in 
FY  2018  to  help  states  develop  and  implement  plans  of  infant  safe  care. 

•  Adoption  Incentives:  The  bill  provides  S75  million,  +$37  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  the  flat  with  FY  2018.  The  bill  maintains  the  funding  increase  provided 
in  FY  2018  with  the  goal  of  eliminating  the  backlog  in  incentive  amounts  earned  by  states  in 
previous  years.  Report  language  directs  HHS  to  include  total  estimated  bonus  amounts 
earned  by  states  in  future  budget  submissions. 

•  Administration  for  Native  Americans:  The  bill  provides  $54. 6  million,  +$2.5  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$500,000  above  FY  2018. 

•  Community  Services  Programs:  The  bill  includes  $754  million  for  Community  Services 
Programs,  which  is  +S754  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S1 1  million  above 
FY  2018. 

o  Community  Services  Block  Grant:  The  bill  includes  S725  million  for  the  Community 
Services  Block  Grant,  which  is  +S725  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+$10  million  above  FY  2018.  This  program  is  discontinued  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

o  Other  Community  Services  Program:  The  bill  includes  $29  million  for  the  Community 
Economic  Development  Program  ($20  million)  and  Rural  Community  Facilities 
program  ($9  million),  +$29  million  above  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$1  million  above 
FY  2018.  The  report  directs  the  ACF  Community  Economic  Development  Program  to 
issue  a  funding  opportunity  announcement  that  prioritizes  applications  from  rural  areas 
with  high  rates  of  poverty,  unemployment,  and  substance  use  disorders.  These 
programs  are  discontinued  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  Family  Violence  Prevention  and  Services:  The  bill  includes  $175  million  for  domestic 
violence  programs  ($165  million)  and  the  National  Domestic  Violence  Hotline  ($10  million), 
which  is  +$16  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$6  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Runaway  and  Homeless  Youth  Programs:  The  bill  includes  $127  million  for  the  Runaway 
and  Homeless  Youth  Act  programs,  an  increase  of  +$8.3  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Runaway  and  Homeless  Youth  Programs:  The  bill  includes  $110  million  for  Runaway 
and  Homeless  Youth  programs,  which  is  +$8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
Bat  with  FY  2018.  The  report  directs  the  Department  to  provide  funding  to  the  grantees 
whose  awards  end  on  March  31,  2019  to  continue  services  through  the  end  of  FY  2019. 
The  report  allows  ACF  to  use  any  remaining  funding  for  new  awards  after  funds  have 
been  reserved  for  completing  extensions. 
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o  Street  Outreach  Program:  The  bill  includes  $17  million  to  establish  relationships  with 
homeless  youth  and  help  them  find  housing  and  sendees,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY 
2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 


Administration  for  Children  and  Families  (Mandatory) 

The  FY  2019  bill  provides  ACF  with  a  total  of  $15  billion  in  mandatory  funding  to  support  the 
programs  and  program  areas  below.  In  addition,  the  bill  contains  a  provision  extending 
programs  authorized  under  Title  IV-A  of  the  Social  Security  Act,  specifically  Temporary 
Assistance  for  Needy  Families  and  the  Child  Care  Entitlement  to  States  through  December  7th 
under  a  continuing  resolution.  Due  to  the  nature  of  the  TANF  appropriations  language,  funding 
will  be  available  to  states  for  the  first  full  quarter  of  FY  2019. 

•  Child  Support  Enforcement:  The  bill  provides  S2.9  billion  to  support  the  current  law  baseline 
through  September  30,  2019,  as  well  as  an  advance  appropriation  of  $1.4  billion  for  the  first 
quarter  of  FY  2020.  This  is  almost  -S73  million  below  FY  2018  and  consistent  with  the  FY 
2019  Budget. 

•  Foster  Care:  The  bill  provides  $6,035  billion  to  support  the  current  law  baseline  through 
September  30,  2019,  and  an  additional  S2.8  billion  advance  appropriation  for  the  first  quarter 
of  FY  2020.  This  almost  is  consistent  with  the  FY  2019  Budget.  The  FY  2018  level  was 
$6,225  billion,  and  included  a  S2.7  billion  advance  appropriation  for  the  first  quarter  of  FY 
2019,  also  consistent  with  that  year’s  Budget  request.  Slower  projected  growth  and  an 
eventual  projected  decline  in  the  foster  care  caseload  is  one  reason  for  the  lower  funding 
level. 

•  Promoting  Safe  and  Stable  Families:  The  bill  provides  S345  million  in  mandatory  funding  for 
the  Promoting  Safe  and  Stable  Families  program  in  FY  2019,  consistent  with  the  FY  2019 
Budget.  Promoting  Safe  and  Stable  Families  provides  grants  to  states  to  provide  services  to 
families,  including  to  promote  child  safety  at  home  and  to  support  reunifying  and  adoptive 
families.  FY  2018  mandatory  funding  was  $345  million,  enacted  in  the  Bipartisan  Budget 
Act  of  2018  (February  9,  2018). 

Note:  The  FY  2019  Budget  also  requested  a  reauthorization  of  Sexual  Risk  Avoidance 
Education  (formerly  known  as  Abstinence  Education)  and  the  Personal  Responsibility 
Education  Program  (PREP)  at  current  levels  of  $75  million  per  year  for  each  program. 
These  programs  were  reauthorized  through  FY  2019  in  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Act  of 
2018  (February  9,  2018),  and  therefore  are  not  included  in  the  bill  or  the  total  above. 

•  Social  Services  Block  Grant:  The  bill  provides  SI  .7  billion  to  carry  out  the  Social  Services 
Block  Grant  program,  consistent  with  FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  request  proposes  zero¬ 
funding  for  the  Social  Sendees  Block  Grant  but  maintains  funding  for  Health  Professions 
Opportunity  Grants  (HPOG),  a  separate  work-readiness  training  program  within  the  same 
account,  at  S85  million  per  year.  Funding  for  HPOG  was  appropriated  in  the  Bipartisan 
Budget  Act  of  2018  (February  9,  2018),  which  reauthorized  the  grants  for  FY  2018  and  2019 
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at  S85  million  per  year.  Therefore,  funding  for  HPOG  is  not  included  in  the  bill  or  the  total 
above.  The  FY  2019  Budget  proposed  changing  this  mandatory  program  to  discretionary 
funding,  but  the  enacted  funding  continues  to  be  mandatory. 


Administration  for  Community  Living 

The  FY  2019  bill  provides  $2.2  billion  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  ACL,  +S256  million 

above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S25  million  above  FY  2018.  Combined  with  S83  million  in 

mandatory  funding  of  which  $27.7  million  is  transferred  from  the  Prevention  and  Public  Health 

Fund,  the  total  FY  2019  ACT  program  level  is  $2.3  billion. 

•  Home  and  Comm  uni  tv- Based  Supportive  Services  (HCBSS):  The  bill  provides  $385  million 
for  Home  and  Community-Based  Supportive  Services,  which  is  +S35  million  above  the  FY 
2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  formula  grants  to  states  that  help  older  adults 
and  people  with  disabilities  to  live  independently. 

•  Nutrition  Programs:  The  bill  provides  a  total  of  $907  million  for  Nutrition  Programs,  an 
increase  of  +S69  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S10  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Congregate  Nutrition:  The  bill  includes  $495  million,  which  is  +S45  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$5  million  above  FY  201 8. 
o  Home-Delivered  Services :  The  bill  includes  $251  million,  which  is  +$24  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$5  million  above  FY  2018. 
o  Nutrition  Set-vices  Incentive  Program:  The  bill  includes  $160  million,  which  is  flat 
with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018  to  support  congregate  and  home-delivered 
meals  to  States  and  tribes. 

•  Native  American  Nutrition  and  Supportive  Sendees:  The  bill  provides  $34  million  for  Native 
American  Nutrition  and  Supportive  Services,  which  is  +$3  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  +$1  million  above  FY  2018  to  support  grants  to  tribes  for  the  delivery 
of  nutrition  and  supportive  services  in  tribal  communities. 

•  Preventive  Health  Services:  The  bill  provides  $25  million  for  Preventive  Health,  which  is  flat 
with  the  FY  20 1 9  Budget  and  FY  20 1 8  to  support  States  in  carrying  out  evidence-based 
activities  that  enhance  the  wellness  of  seniors. 

•  Chronic  Disease  Self-Management  Education:  The  bill  provides  $8  million  from  the 
Prevention  and  Public  Health  Fund  for  Chronic  Disease  Self-Management  Education,  which 
is  +$8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018  to  support  activities 
addressing  chronic  disease  management  and  improving  health  status  for  older  adults. 

•  Fall  Prevention:  The  bill  provides  S5  million  from  the  Prevention  and  Public  Health  Fund  for 
Falls  Prevention,  which  is  +$5  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

•  Aging  Network  Support  Activities:  The  bill  provides  $17  million  for  Aging  Network  Support 
Activities,  an  increase  of  +S8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S5  million  above 
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FY  2018.  The  report  directs  $5  million  to  the  Holocaust  Survivor's  Assistance  program  and 
$5  million  for  a  new  Care  Corps  Grants  program. 

o  The  Care  Corps  Grants  program  will  provide  grants  to  public  or  private  agencies  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  volunteers  in  communities  to  assist  family  caregivers,  seniors, 
and  individuals  with  disabilities  in  maintaining  independence  by  providing  non- 
medical  care. 

*  Family  Caregiver  Support  Services:  The  bill  provides  $181  million  for  Family  Caregiver 
Support  Services,  which  is  +$31  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +5600,000  above 
FY  2018.  The  report  directs  5300,000  to  establish  and  carry  out  activities  of  the  Family 
Caregiving  Advisory  Council  (P.L.  1 1.5-1 19),  and  $300,000  to  establish  the  Advisory 
Council  to  Support  Grandparents  Raising  Grandchildren  Act  (P.L.  115-196). 

*  Native  American  Caregiver  Support  Services:  The  bill  provides  5 1 0  million  for  Native 
American  Caregiver  Support  Services,  w'hich  is  +53  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
flat  with  FY  2018  to  support  grants  to  tribes  for  caregivers  caring  for  older  adults  with 
chronic  illness  or  disabilities. 

*  Alzheimer's  Disease  Program:  The  bill  provides  $24  million  for  the  Alzheimer's  Disease 
Program,  which  is  +$4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018  to  support 
grants  to  States  for  Alzheimer’s  and  Dementia  services,  including  the  National  Alzheimer’s 
Call  Center  that  provides  crisis  counseling  for  persons  with  Alzheimer’s  disease  and  their 
caregivers. 

*  Lifespan  Respite  Care:  The  bill  include  54  million  for  Lifespan  Respite  Care,  which  is 
+$1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018  to  support  grants  to  States  to 
expand  respite  care  services  to  family  caregivers,  increase  respite  care  resources,  and 
improve  access  to  respite  care  sendees. 

*  Long  Tenn  Care  Ombudsman  Program:  The  bill  provides  $17  million  for  the  Long  Term 
Care  Ombudsman  Program,  which  is  +$1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018  to  support  the  Long  Term  Care  Ombudsman  Program  in  providing  services  to  older 
adults  in  residents  of  nursing  homes  and  other  long-term  care  facilities. 

*  Elder  Rights  Support  Activities:  The  bill  provides  +$16  million  for  Elder  Rights  Support 
Activities,  which  is  +$4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  Of  this 
amount,  512  million  is  for  the  Elder  Justice  Initiative  to  support  activities  that  prevent  and 
detect  elder  abuse  and  neglect  by  providing  technical  assistance  and  training  to  aging  service 
organizations. 

*  Prevention  of  Elder  Abuse  &  Neglect:  The  bill  provides  55  million  for  Prevention  of  Elder 
Abuse  &  Neglect,  which  is  Bat  with  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  FY  201 8  for  formula  grants  to 
States  to  prevent  the  abuse,  neglect,  and  exploitation  of  older  individuals. 
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•  Senior  Medicare  Patrol  Program:  The  bill  provides  $18  million  from  the  Health  Care  Fraud 
and  Abuse  Control  wedge,  which  is  flat  with  the  F  Y  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018,  to  support 
the  Senior  Medicare  Patrol  program. 

•  State  Councils  on  Developmental  Disabilities:  The  bill  provides  S76  million  for  State 
Councils  on  Developmental  Disabilities,  which  is  +$20  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  flat  with  FY  2018  to  develop,  improve  and  expand  State  systems  of  services  for  people 
with  development  disabilities. 

•  Developmental  Disabilities  Protection  and  Advocacy:  The  bill  provides  S41  million  for 
Developmental  Disabilities  Protection  and  Advocacy,  which  is  +$2  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  formula  grants  to  States  to  support  protection  and 
advocacy  systems  that  protect  the  rights  of  persons  with  developmental  disabilities  receiving 
treatment  and  services. 

•  University  Centers  for  Excellence  in  Developmental  Disabilities:  The  bill  provides  $4 1 
million  for  University  Centers  for  Excellence  in  Developmental  Disabilities,  which  is  +$8 
million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  a  network  of  systems 
that  provide  services  that  ensure  youth  with  disabilities  complete  school  and/or  integrate  into 
employment. 

•  Developmental  Disabilities  Projects  of  National  Significance:  The  bill  provides  $12  million 
for  Projects  of  National  Significance,  an  increase  of  +$1 1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  flat  with  FY  201 8.  Of  this  amount,  the  report  provides  not  less  than  $1  mill  ion  to  fund 
transportation  assistance  activities  for  older  adults  and  persons  with  disabilities.  The 
explanatory  statement  notes  that  transportation  activities  should  focus  on  the  most  cost- 
effective  and  sustainable  strategies  that  can  be  replicated  to  other  communities 

•  National  Institute  on  Disability,  Independent  Living  &  Rehabilitation  Research  (NIDILRR): 

The  bill  provides  $109  million  for  NIDILRR  within  ACL,  an  increase  of  +$14  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$4  million  above  FY  201 8.  It  does  not  shift  these  activities  to 
NIH,  as  requested  in  the  FY  2019  Budget.  The  bill  includes  $4  million  to  fund  competitive 
research  grants  for  assistive  technology  research  within  NIDILRR  to  improve  independence 
amongst  individuals  with  disabilities  and  seniors. 

•  Independent  Living:  The  bill  provides  $116  million  for  the  Independent  Living  program, 
which  is  +$20  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$3  million  above  FY  2018.  The 
explanatory  statement  directs  $25  million  to  the  Independent  Living  State  Grants  program 
and  $91  million  for  the  Centers  for  Independent  Living  program. 

•  Traumatic  Brain  Injury  (TBI):  The  bill  provides  $11  million  for  the  Traumatic  Brain  Injury 
program,  which  is  +S2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018  to  fund 
grants  to  States  to  improve  direct  services  to  individuals  and  families  with  traumatic  brain 
injuries. 
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•  Limb  Loss  Resource  Center:  The  bill  provides  $4  million,  +$4  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  activities  to  improve  the  health  of  people  with  limb 
loss  and  support  independent  living  within  the  disability  community. 

•  Paralysis  Resource  Center:  The  bill  provides  S9  million,  which  is  +$9  million  above  the 
FY  2019  Budget  and  +S1  million  above  FY  201 8.  The  report  directs  ACL  to  continue 
support  for  the  National  Paralysis  Resource  Center  at  not  less  than  the  Fiscal  Year  2018 
funding  level. 

•  State  Health  Insurance  Assistance  Program:  The  bill  provides  $49  million,  which  is 
+$49  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  provide  accurate  health 
insurance  information  to  Medicare  beneficiaries  and  their  families. 

•  Aging  and  Disability  Resource  Centers:  The  bill  provides  S8  million  for  Aging  and  Disability 
Resource  Centers,  which  is  +S2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to 
support  one-on-one  counseling  and  access  to  long-term  services  for  seniors  and  individuals 
with  disabilities. 

•  Voting  Access  for  People  with  Disabilities  (HAVA):  The  bill  provides  S7  million,  which  is 
+$2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8,  to  support  grants  that  improve 
voting  access  for  individuals  with  disabilities. 

•  Assistive  Technology:  The  bill  provides  $36  million  for  the  Assistive  Technology  Program, 
which  is  +S4  million  above  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  provide  access  to 
devices  and  services  that  improve  functional  capabilities  to  individuals  with  disabilities. 

•  Program  Administration:  The  bill  provides  $41  million  for  ACL’s  Program  Administration, 
which  is  +S3  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  related 
expenses  for  program  management  and  oversight  activities. 


Agency  for  Healthcare  Research  and  Quality 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $338  million  in  budget  authority,  which  is  +$82  million  above  the  FY 
2019  Budget,  and  +$4  million  above  FY  2018.  When  accounting  for  all  resources,  the  total 
program  level  includes  $458  million,  an  increase  of  $24  million  above  FY  2018  and  $82  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget.  This  total  includes  $120  million  in  mandatory  resources  from  the 
Patient-Centered  Outcomes  Research  Trust  Fund.  The  bill  did  not  consolidate  AF1RQ  into  NIH 
as  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget,  and  instead  continues  to  fund  the  agency  as  an  independent 
operating  division  within  the  Department.  The  bill  includes  the  following  allocations: 

•  Health  Services  Research,  Data,  and  Dissemination:  The  bill  includes  $96  million  for  the 
cross-cutting  Health  Services  Research,  Data,  and  Dissemination  portfolio,  which  is 
+$46  million  above  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2  million  above  FY  201 8.  This  funding  is  used  to 
support  a  research  portfolio  that  funds  foundational  health  services  research  through  grants 
and  contracts  to  the  extramural  community.  Within  this  amount: 
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o  Opioids  Research:  AHRQ  has  estimated  it  will  spend  $4.5  million,  an  increase  of  +$l 
million  above  FY  2018,  for  opioids  grants  and  technical  assistance  to  research 
barriers  to  increasing  access  to  medication  assisted  treatment  in  primary  care.  This 
amount  is  not  specified  in  the  bill  or  the  report, 
o  Investigator-Initiated  Research;  The  bill  includes  S53  million  to  support  investigator- 
initiated  research,  which  is  +S15  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY 
2018. 

o  Population  Health  Research :  The  bill  includes  $2  million  for  the  Director  of  AHRQ 
to  consult  with  CMS,  to  establish  a  program  to  explore  the  effectiveness  of  data 
computing  analytics  to  identify  trends  in  chronic  disease  management  and  support  the 
development  of  protocols  for  intervention  and  utilization  of  health  care  navigators  to 
carry  out  those  intervention  strategies. 

•  Patient  Safety:  The  bill  includes  $72  million  for  the  Patient  Safety  portfolio,  which  is 
+$2.5  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  S2  million  above  FY  201 8. 

o  Diagnostic  Errors:  The  bill  includes  S2  million  to  support  grants  to  address 
diagnostic  errors,  which  many  include  the  establishment  of  Research  Centers  of 
Diagnostic  Excellence  to  develop  systems  and  new  technology  solutions  to  improve 
diagnostic  safety  and  quality. 

•  Medical  Expenditure  Panel  Survey:  The  bill  includes  S70  million  for  the  Medical 
Expenditure  Panel  Survey,  which  is  -$2.2  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  Bat  with 
FY  2018.  The  data  is  collected  annually  and  provides  detailed  infonuation  regarding  how 
Americans  use  and  pay  for  healthcare. 

•  Health  Information  Technology:  The  bill  includes  $17  million  for  the  I  lealth  IT  research 
portfolio,  which  is  +$  17  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  This 
program  was  proposed  for  discontinuation  within  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  U,S.  Preventive  Services  Task  Force:  The  bill  includes  $12  million  for  the  Task  Force,  which 
is  +$4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  This  funding  is  used  to 
provide  scientific,  administrative  and  dissemination  support  to  the  Task  Force. 

•  Program  Support:  The  bill  includes  $71  million  for  Program  Support,  which  is  +$15  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  This  funding  is  used  to  support  AHRQ 
staffing,  administrative  costs,  and  rent. 


Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 


The  FY  2019  bill  provides  $7.1  billion  in  budget  authority,  which  is  +$1.6  billion  above 
FY  2019  Budget  and  -$357  million  below  FY  201 8.  The  total  FY  2019  CDC  program  level  is 
$13.3  billion,  which  is  +$2.2  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  -S92  million  below 
FY  2018.  This  funding  includes  S805  million  from  the  Prevention  and  Public  Health  Fund, 

+S4  million  above  FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  the  Prevention  and  Public 
Health  Fund  and  proposed  budget  authority  for  all  supported  activities.  The  total  program  level 
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also  includes  $5.3  billion  in  mandatory  resources.  The  total  program  level  also  assumes  that  $75 
million  would  be  available  in  FY  2019  from  the  Interior  appropriation  under  a  continuing 
resolution  for  the  Agency  for  Toxic  Substances  and  Disease  Registry.  The  bill  did  not  reflect  the 
transfer  of  the  Strategic  National  Stockpile  from  CDC  to  ASPR;  as  a  result,  the  FY  2019  bill 
funding  levels  for  CDC  include  $610  million  in  funding  for  the  Strategic  National  Stockpile. 

The  bill  did  not  include  proposed  legislative  language  to  enable  HHS  to  reimburse  overseas 
employees  for  the  new  tax  liability  for  relocation  costs,  or  proposed  buildings  and  facilities 
construction  language  which  will  impact  the  planned  timeline  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
National  Institute  for  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  (NIOSH)  campus  in  Cincinnati. 

•  Immunization  and  Respiratory  Diseases:  The  bill  includes  $798  million  for  Immunization 
and  Respiratory  Diseases,  which  is  +$98  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018. 

o  Immunization  Program :  The  bill  includes  $61 1  million  for  the  Immunization  Program, 
which  is  +$90  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8. 

o  Influenza  Planning  and  Response :  The  bill  includes  $188  million  for  Influenza 

{Manning  and  Response,  which  is  +S8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018. 

•  HIV/AIDS,  Viral  Hepatitis,  Sexually-Transmitted  Infections,  and  Tuberculosis  Prevention: 

The  bill  includes  $1.3  billion  for  HIV/AIDS,  Viral  Hepatitis,  Sexually-Transmitted 
Infections,  and  Tuberculosis  Prevention,  which  is  +$15  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  +$5  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Domestic  HIV/AIDS  Prevention  and  Research'.  The  bill  includes  $789  million  for 
Domestic  HIV/AIDS  Prevention  and  Research,  which  is  +$40  million  above  the 
FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8. 

o  Viral  Hepatitis :  The  bill  includes  $39  million  for  Viral  1  lepatitis,  which  is  +$5  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Sexually-Transmitted  Diseases'.  The  bill  includes  $157  million  for  Sexually- 

Transmitted  Infections,  which  is  +$5  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018. 

o  Tuberculosis'.  The  bill  includes  $142  million  for  Tuberculosis,  which  is  flat  with  both 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018  . 

o  Infectious  Diseases  and  Opioid  Epidemic:  The  bill  includes  $5  million  for  Infectious 
Diseases  and  the  Opioid  Epidemic,  which  is  -$35  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  +S5  million  above  FY  2018.  The  Committee  directs  this  funding  to  target 
surveillance,  treatment  and  education  efforts  around  Hepatitis  B  and  C  and  HIV  as  it 
relates  to  the  opioids  epidemic. 

•  Emerging  and  Zoonotic  Infectious  Diseases:  The  bill  includes  $620  million  for  Emerging  and 
Zoonotic  Infectious  Diseases,  which  is  +$112  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 

+$6  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Antibiotic  Resistance.  The  bill  includes  $168  million  for  Antibiotic  Resistance,  which  is 
+$3 1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 
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o  Emerging  Infectious  Diseases :  The  bill  includes  $157  million  for  Emerging  Infectious 
Diseases,  which  is  -$28  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2  million  above  FY 
2018. 

o  Food  Safety.  The  bill  includes  S60  million  for  Food  Safety,  which  is  +$6  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and+S2  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Harmful  Algal  Blooms'.  The  bill  includes  $1  million  for  Harmful  Algal  Blooms,  which 
is  +$1  million  above  both  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY  2019  Budget:  The  bill  maintains  FY  201 8  funding 
levels  for  Lab  Safety  and  Quality,  All  Other  Infectious  Diseases,  Prion  Disease, 

Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome,  Epidemiology  and  Lab  Capacity  and  Healthcare- 
Associated  Infections.  The  FY  2019  Budget  proposed  to  discontinue  these  programs. 

•  Chronic  Disease  FTevention  and  Health  Promotion:  The  bill  includes  SI. 2  billion  for  Chronic 
Disease  Prevention  and  Health  Promotion,  which  is  +$249  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$25  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Diabetes;  Heart  Disease/Stroke;  Arthritis;  Nutrition,  Physical  Activity,  and  Obesity; 
Tobacco  Prevention  and  Control'.  The  bill  includes  a  combined  total  of  S566  million  for 
these  five  programs,  which  is  +$566  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+S2  million  above  FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  does  not  include  dedicated  funding 
to  these  programs  -  instead  these  activities  are  allowable  uses  within  the  proposed 
$500  million  America ’s  Health  block  grant.  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  provide  funding  for  America’s  Health  Block  Grant. 

•  The  report  language  specifies  that  of  the  total  $57  million  provided  for  Nutrition, 
Physical  Activity,  and  Obesity,  S15  million  is  directed  to  address  High  Obesity 
Counties,  which  is  fiat  with  FY  2018,  and  $2  million  to  Farm  to  School  activities, 
which  is  +$2  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  National  Diabetes  Prevention  Program:  The  bill  includes  $25  million  for  the  National 
Diabetes  Prevention  Program,  which  is  +$5  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat 
with  FY  2018. 

o  Cancer  Prevention  and  Control:  The  bill  includes  $372  million  for  Cancer  Prevention 
and  Control,  which  is  +$34  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$4  million  above 
FY  2018. 

o  Safe  Motherhood/Infant  Health :  The  bill  includes  $58  million  for  Safe  Motherhood  and 
Infont  I  lealth,  which  is  +$12  million  above  both  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

The  Committee  directs  $12  million  to  expand  CDC’s  Maternal  Mortality  Review 
Committees. 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY 2019  Budget :  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  discontinue  funding  for  Glaucoma,  Visual  Screening  Education, 
Inflammatory  Bowel  Disease,  Interstitial  Cystitis,  Excessive  Alcohol  Use,  Chronic 
Kidney  Disease,  Million  Hearts,  Let’s  Move,  Hospitals  Promoting  Breastfeeding, 
Prevention  Research  Centers,  Colorectal  Cancer,  Ovarian  Cancer,  Prostate  Cancer,  Skin 
Cancer,  Epilepsy,  National  Lupus  Patient  Registry  and  Racial  and  Ethnic  Approaches 
to  Community  Health  (REACH). 

•  The  report  language  specifies  that  of  the  total  $56  million  provided  for  REACH. 
$21  million  is  directed  to  Good  Health  and  Wellness  in  Indian  Country,  which  is 
+$5  million  above  FY  2018. 
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*  Birth  Defects  and  Developmental  Disabilities:  The  bill  includes  $157  million  for  Birth 
Defects  and  Developmental  Disabilities,  which  is  +$46  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  +S15  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Emerging  Threats  to  Mothers  and  Babies:  The  bill  includes  S10  million  for  Emerging 
Threats  to  Mothers  and  Babies,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$10  million 
above  FY  2018.  The  Committee  directs  CDC  build  upon  surveillance  through  the 
registry  system  to  monitor  the  long-term  impact  of  Zika  and  to  capture  data  on  other 
emerging  infectious  diseases  and  public  health  threats, 
o  Neonatal  Abstinence  Syndrome:  The  bill  includes  $2  million  for  Neonatal  Abstinence 
Syndrome  which  is  +$2  million  above  both  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

*  Public  FFealth  Scientific  Services:  The  bill  includes  $496  million  for  Public  Health  and 
Scientific  Services,  which  is  +S28  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S6  million  above 
FY  2018. 

o  National  Neurological  Conditions  Surveillance  System:  The  bill  indicates  S5  million  of 
the  total  for  the  Surveillance,  Epidemiology  and  Informatics  program  is  to  establish  the 
National  Neurological  Conditions  Surveillance  System,  authorized  in  the  21st  Century 
Cures  Act. 

o  Primary  Immunodeficiencies-.  The  Conference  bill  includes  SI  million  for  the  Office  of 
Public  Health  Genomics  to  support  education  and  awareness  activities  of  primary 
immunodeficiencies,  which  is  +$1  million  above  both  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

•  Environmental  Health:  The  bill  includes  $209  million  for  Environmental  Health,  which  is 
+$52  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S4  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Environmental  Health  Laboratory:  The  bill  includes  $66  million  for  Environmental 
Health  Laboratory,  which  is  +$10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$3  million 
above  FY  2018. 

o  Environmental  Health  Activities :  The  bill  includes  S44  million  for  Environmental 
I  iealth  Activities,  which  is  +$10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  Hat  with  FY 
2018.  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019  Budget  proposal  to  discontinue  funding  for 
the  Amyotrophic  Lateral  Sclerosis  (ALS)  Registry  or  Climate  Change. 

o  Childhood  Lead  Poisoning  Program :  The  bill  includes  $35  million  for  Childhood  Lead 
Poisoning  Program,  which  is  +$18  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY 
2018. 

o  Trevor’s  Law:  The  bill  includes  $1  million  to  develop  guidelines  to  investigate  potential 
cancer  clusters  in  the  United  States,  which  is  +$1  million  above  both  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  FY2018. 

•  Injury  Prevention  and  Control:  The  bill  includes  $649  million  for  Injury  Prevention  and 
Control,  which  is  +$382  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Gun  Violence  Research:  The  bill  continues  a  general  provision  to  prevent  funds  from 
being  used  to  advocate  for  or  promote  gun  control. 

o  Opioid  Overdose  Prevention  and  Surveillance:  The  bill  provides  S476  million  for 
Opioid  Overdose  Prevention  and  Surveillance,  which  is  +$350  million  above  the 
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FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8.  Of  this  total  funding,  $10  million  is  allocated 
to  a  national  awareness  and  communications  campaign. 

o  National  Violent  Death  Reporting  System :  The  bill  provides  $24  million  for  the 
National  Violent  Death  Reporting  System,  which  is  +S8  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  Hat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY  2019  Budget:  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  discontinue  funding  for  Elderly  Falls. 

*  Occupational  Safety  and  Health:  The  bill  provides  $336  million  for  the  National  Institute  for 
Occupational  Safety  and  Flealth  (NIOSH),  which  is  +$336  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$1  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Firefighter  Cancer  Registry:  The  Conference  report  allocates  $1  million  of  the  total 
NIOSH  funding  to  implement  the  Firefighter  Cancer  Registry  Act  of  2018,  P.L. 
115-194. 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY  2019  Budget.  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  consolidate  NIOSH  within  Nil!. 

*  Global  Health:  The  bill  provides  $489  million  for  the  Global  Health,  which  is  +S80  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  Bat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Global  Disease  Detection  and  Other  Programs'.  The  bill  provides  $108  million  for  the 
Global  Disease  Detection,  which  is  -$1  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018. 

•  Global  Health  Security:  Of  this  total  funding,  S50  million  is  provided  for  Global 
Health  Security  activities,  which  is  -S9  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
flat  with  FY  2018.  This  funding  will  help  bridge  Global  Health  Security  activities 
as  the  Ebola  Supplemental  funding  ends  in  FY  2019. 

*  Public  Health  Preparedness  and  Response:  The  bill  provides  $1.4  billion  for  Public  Health 
Preparedness  and  Response,  which  is  +$665  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 

+$15  million  above  FY  2018.  Of  the  total  increase,  +S10  million  is  provided  to  address  costs 
for  transitioning  the  Strategic  National  Stockpile  to  ASPR,  as  communicated  by 
Appropriations  staff.  The  bill  does  not  reflect  the  transfer  of  the  Strategic  National  Stockpile 
from  CDC  to  ASPR,  as  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget;  however,  report  language 
acknowledges  the  transition  of  the  program  from  CDC  to  ASPR. 

o  State  and  Local  Preparedness  and  Response :  The  bill  provides  $675  million  for  the 
State  and  Local  Preparedness  and  Response,  which  is  +$15  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$5  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  Strategic  National  Stockpile:  The  bill  provides  S610  million  for  the  Strategic  National 
Stockpile,  which  is  +$610  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  for  CDC  and  flat  with 
FY  2018.  The  report  directs  the  Secretary  to  ensure  the  transition  of  the  SNS  from 
CDC  to  ASPR  addresses  programmatic  and  funding  gaps  that  would  hinder  CDC’s 
ability  to  continue  ongoing  activities.  HHS  is  also  directed  to  maintain  a  strong  and 
central  role  for  CDC  in  the  medical  countermeasure  enterprise. 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY  2019  Budget:  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  discontinue  funding  for  Academic  Centers  for  Public  Health 
Preparedness. 
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*  Buildings  and  Facilities:  The  bill  provides  S30  million  for  the  Buildings  and  Facilities,  which 
is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  -S480  million  below  FY  2018.  This  large  decrease  is 
due  to  the  one  time  funding  appropriated  in  FY  2018  for  a  high-containment  biosafety  lab. 

•  CPC  Cross-Cutting  Activities  and  Program  Support:  The  bill  provides  $324  million  for  the 
CDC-Wide  Activities,  which  is  +$1 19  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +50  million 
above  FY  2018. 

o  Infectious  Disease  Rapid  Response  Reserve  Fund:  The  Conference  bill  includes 

$50  million  for  a  new  Infectious  Disease  Rapid  Response  Reserve  Fund.  This  fund  will 
provide  an  immediate  source  of  funding  to  CDC  to  allow  for  quick  response  to  future, 
imminent  infectious  disease  crises.  Previous  budgets  proposed  the  establishment  of  a 
Fund  within  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  with  authority  to  transfer  throughout  the 
Department. 

•  Funds  are  available  for  an  infectious  disease  emergency  that  is  1 )  declared  by  the 
Secretary  under  3 19  of  the  PHS  Act,  or  2)  determined  by  the  Secretary  to  have 
significant  potential  to  imminently  occur  and  potential,  on  occurrence,  to  affect 
national  security  or  the  health  and  security  of  US  citizens  domestically  or 
internationally. 

•  Funds  may  be  transferred  to  Nil !  or  ASPR  following  the  purposes  outlined  under 
this  authority.  (Sec.  231) 

o  Notable  Programs  Relative  to  FY  2019  Budget:  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  FY  2019 
Budget  proposal  to  discontinue  funding  for  the  Preventative  Health  and  Health  Services 
Block  Grant. 

o  The  bill  provides  the  Secretary  with  the  authority  to  transfer  $10  million  of  the  total 
funding  to  the  Working  Capital  Fund  reserve. 


Centers  for  Medicare  &  Medicaid  Services 


CMS  Program  Management 


The  FY  2019  bill  provides  CMS  Program  Management  with  $3.97  billion  (including  the 
additional  $305  million  for  Medicare  Operations),  which  is  +$431  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  Bat  with  FY  2018  (also  including  the  additional  S305  million  for  Medicare 
Operations). 

This  level  includes: 

•  Program  Operations:  The  bill  provides  $2.82  billion  for  Program  Operations,  which  is 
+$423  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018  (including  the  additional 
$305  million  for  Medicare  Operations). 

•  Federal  Administration:  The  bill  provides  $733  million  for  Federal  Administration,  which 
is  +S30  million  above  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8. 
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•  Survey  and  Certification:  The  bill  provides  $397  million  for  Survey  and  Certification, 
which  is  -$24  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  Additionally, 
appropriators  did  not  enact  the  FY  2019  Budget  proposed  user  fee  that  would  have 
allowed  CMS  to  charge  facilities  for  revisit  and  complaint  surveys. 

•  Research:  The  bill  provides  S20  million  for  research,  which  is  +$2  million  above  the  FY 
2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

CMS  Health  Care  Fraud  Waste  and  Abuse  Control  Program  (HCFAC) 

The  bill  includes  $765  million  for  the  HCFAC  account,  which  is  -$5  million  below  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +S20  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  CMS  Program  Integrity: 

o  The  bill  includes  $599.4  million  for  CMS  program  integrity,  which  is  -$5  million 
below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S14.6  million  above  FY  2018.  The  bill  only  reduced 
the  CMS  request  relative  to  the  FY  2019  Budget,  while  all  other  HCFAC 
discretionary  funding  streams  were  flat  with  the  Budget, 
o  The  bill  also  allocates  CMS  program  integrity  funding  in  a  single  lump  sum  earmark, 
which  can  be  allocated  to  Medicare,  Medicaid,  and  private  insurance  program 
integrity,  as  requested  in  the  Budget. 

■  A  portion  of  the  CMS  discretionary  FICFAC  funding  will  be  allocated  to 
the  Administration  for  Community  Living  (ACL). 

•  Office  of  Inspector  General :  The  bill  includes  S87.2  million  for  OIG  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  oversight,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2.8  million  above  FY 
2018. 

•  Department  of  Justice:  The  bill  includes  $78.4  million  for  DQJ,  which  is  Bat  with  the  FY 
2019  Budget  and  +S2.6  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Senior  Medicare  Patrols:  The  bill  includes  language  requiring  that  no  less  than  $17.6 
million  from  the  discretionary  HCFAC  account  must  support  the  Senior  Medicare  Patrol 
program  administered  by  the  Administration  for  Community  Living. 

Grants  to  States  for  Medicaid 


The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $276.2  billion  in  definite  authority  for  FY  2019,  which  fully  funds  the 
FY  2019  Budget,  and  is  a  decrease  of  $8.6  billion  compared  to  FY  2018.  The  bill  also  includes 
and  an  advance  appropriation  of  $137.9  billion  for  the  first  quarter  of  FY  2020. 

•  The  Conference  Report  does  not  incorporate  appropriations  language  that  was  proposed 
in  the  FY  2019  Budget,  which  included  changes  to  the  period  of  availability  of  indefinite 
authority.  “For  carrying  ouf’  language  was  recommended  in  lieu  of  “for  making 
payments”  for  consistency  throughout  the  LHHS  appropriations  language  which  would 
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clarify  CMS  authority  around  the  use  of  the  Medicaid  appropriation  for  administrative 
costs. 


CHIP 


The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $7.7  billion  in  Changes  in  Mandatory  Programs  (CHIMPs)  from  the 
Children’s  Health  Insurance  Program  (CHIP ).  CMS  currently  estimates  that  there  is  sufficient 
funding  available  such  that  none  of  the  proposed  rescissions  would  affect  operations  of  the  CHIP 
program.  The  CHIMP  funding  comes  from  two  separate  pots: 

•  Annual  CHIP  Allotments  to  States:  First,  the  bill  includes  a  permanent  rescission  of  $2.1 
billion  from  the  FY  2019  annual  appropriation  for  state  CHIP  allotments,  out  of  any 
funding  unobligated  as  of  September  25,  2019.  Currently,  CMS  projects  that  it  will 
obligate  $18.3  billion  of  the  $22.6  billion  appropriated,  leaving  S4.3  billion  unobligated 
at  the  end  of  FY  2019.  While  this  total  is  subject  to  change,  the  $2.2  billion  remaining 
post  rescission  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  any  unanticipated  increases  in  allotments  during 
FY  2019. 

•  Child  Enrollment  Contingency  Fund:  The  total  CHIMP  also  includes  $5.6  billion  from 
the  Contingency  Fund.  This  rescission  includes  approximately  S5.5  billion  in  unused 
funding  carried  over  into  FY  2019,  as  well  as  approximately  $100  million  in  interest 
expected  to  accrue  on  this  funding  while  invested  during  FY  2019.  All  of  this  funding 
will  be  made  temporarily  unavailable  for  obligation  during  FY  2019  but  will  “pop  up”  or 
become  available  in  FY  2020  at  which  point  the  Congress  could  CHIMP  these  funds 
again.  CMS  will  also  receive  a  new  deposit  of  20  percent  of  the  FY  2019  allotments 
appropriation,  totaling  $4.5  billion,  which  should  be  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  any 
potential  shortfall  payments  during  the  year. 

CMS  Report  Language 

Medicare 

•  The  Committee  supports  the  promulgation  of  the  proposed  rule-making  for  Durable 
Medical  Equipment  competitive  bidding  and  wants  to  ensure  continued  access  to  care  in 
rural  areas. 

•  CMS  is  expected  to  increase  oversight  of  all  contractors  that  conduct  audits  of  Medicare 
claims  and  is  concerned  over  the  level  of  independence  contractors  have  regarding  claims 
review. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  continue  to  utilize  private  sector  best  practices  to  address 
Medicare  improper  payments  to  the  fullest  extent. 

•  CMS  should  not  remove  Medicare  Advantage  plans  from  markets  based  on  three 
consecutive  years  of  low  star  scores  until  the  ASPE  study  is  completed  and  the 
recommendations  are  implemented. 
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•  CMS  is  directed  to  submit  a  report  within  1 80  days  that  analyzes  the  comments  received  on 
the  request  for  information  about  the  area  wage  index  in  the  inpatient  hospital  FY  2019 
proposed  rule. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  toward  achievement  of  the  Healthy  People  2020  goals  to 
increase  the  percentage  of  adults  age  65  and  older  who  receive  recommended  vaccinations. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  submit  a  report  on  the  migration  of  procedures  since  2008  from  hospital 
outpatient  departments  to  ambulatory  surgical  centers’  of  procedures  that  have  been  added  to 
the  surgical  centers’  payable  list. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  improve  coordination  between  the  Center  for  Clinical  Standards  and 
Quality  and  the  Center  for  Medicare,  and  provide  an  update  on  these  activities  in  the 
FY  2020  Congressional  Justification. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on  the 
inclusion  of  quality  measures  to  assign  accountability  for  the  prevention  of  complications 
with  cardiac  procedures. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  develop  laboratory  test  pricing  policy  that  ensures  the  agency  is  not 
paying  more  for  a  single  or  group  of  clinical  diagnostic  laboratory  tests  than  it  would  for  a 
test  panel. 

•  CMS  is  urged  to  align  its  interpretation  of  the  colorectal  cancer  screening  cost-sharing 
requirements  for  Medicare  beneficiaries  with  those  for  other  Federally-funded  health 
programs. 

•  CMS  is  urged  to  consider  the  impact  of  CMS’  2019  proposed  Part  D  rule  on  seniors’ 
premiums  and  taxpayers,  and  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  describe  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  actions  that  it  is 
taking  to  reverse  the  trend  of  increased  hospital -acquired  pressure  ulcers. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  address  the  ability  of  hospital-based  nursing  programs  to  maintain 
their  pass-through  payments  and  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional 
Justification. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  take  necessary  steps  to  ensure  Medicare  beneficiaries  have  access  to 
lymphedema  compression  garments  and  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional 
Justification. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  review  the  Quality  Payment  Program’s  procedures  and  report  in  the 
FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on  proposals  to  ensure  qualified  physicians  are  not 
denied  reimbursement  regardless  of  their  employment  start  date. 
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•  CMS  is  requested  to  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on  efforts 
to  inform  the  health  care  community  that  new  renal  replacement  therapy  codes  are  available 
for  reporting  and  research. 

•  CMS  has  been  requested  to  provide  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on 
efforts  to  support  rural  nursing  facilities. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  evaluate  existing  and  potential  multi-payer  models  that  incorporate  a 
comprehensive  continuum  of  care  for  persons  with  Alzheimer’s. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  consider  covering  CT  Colonography  as  a  Medicare-covered  colorectal 
cancer  screening  test. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  collaborate  with  NIA.  AHRQ,  and  other  relevant  stakeholders  to 
assess  and  monitor  developments  in  current  methods  for  detecting  cognitive  impairment  and 
to  develop  recommendations  for  health  professionals. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  provide  a  report  regarding  pharmacy  direct  and  indirect  remuneration 
fees  in  Medicare  Part  D  and  the  impact  of  these  fees  on  beneficiaries. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  reexamine  the  determination  that  hospitals  with  approved  residency 
programs  cannot  claim  the  time  that  FTE  residents  train  at  Critical  Access  Hospitals  (CAHs) 
for  indirect  or  direct  GME  purposes  under  Medicare.  CMS  is  encouraged  to  consider 
revisions  that  better  support  hospitals’  efforts  to  train  more  resident  physicians  in  rural 
settings  like  CAHs. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  consider  medical  practices  that  coordinate  with  nonprofit  housing 
providers,  and  prioritize  existing  models  of  support  and  services  at  home  that  demonstrate  a 
reduced  rate  of  growth  in  Medicare  spending. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  incorporate  the  Standards  for  Adult  Immunization  Practice  in  provider 
outreach  and  educational  materials  pertaining  to  the  Initial  Preventative  Physical 
Examination  and  Annual  Wellness  Visits  covered  for  Medicare  beneficiaries. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  consider  the  extent  to  which  population  density,  median  annual 
household  income,  cost  of  living,  and  hospital  closures  may  play  a  role  in  exacerbating  wage 
index  disparities  as  part  of  its  review  of  public  comments  on  the  201 9  I  lospital  Inpatient 
Prospective  Payment  System  proposed  rule. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  explore  whether  Medicare  reimbursement  should  be  modified  for 
alternatives  that  can  reduce  dependence  on  opioid  use. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  suppliers  of  the  Diabetes  Prevention  Program  (DPP)  to 
remove  regulatory  barriers  that  limit  Medicare  beneficiaries’  access  to  this  program.  CMS  is 
further  encouraged  to  enable  online,  distance  learning,  and  combination  providers  to 
participate  as  providers  in  the  DPP. 
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•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  ONC  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  industry  on 
promoting  patient  safety  by  accurately  linking  patients  to  their  health  information. 

•  CMS  will  prepare  a  report  on  the  difference  in  cost  to  Medicare  patients  receiving 
Interventional  Pain  procedures  across  different  settings. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  expeditiously  publish  the  final  rule  for  proposed  changes  to  the 
Program  of  All-Inclusive  Care  for  the  Elderly  (PACE). 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  in  administering  the  Medicare  physician  fee  schedule  to  make  no  further 
changes  for  Robotic  Stereotactic  Radiosurgery. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  States  and  associations  of  rural  hospitals  to  allow  program 
flexibility  to  demonstrate  sustainable  service  delivery  model  options  for  rural  communities, 
focused  on  preserving  access  to  emergency  care  services  and  supporting  future  financial 
viability  of  rural  facilities. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  keep  records  of  how  Certified  Surgical  Assistants  participate  in  all 
Medicare-funded  surgical  operations  that  may  impact  surgery  time. 

•  CMS  is  commissioned  to  provide  a  report  to  the  House  and  Senate  appropriations 
committees  evaluating  the  use  of  telehealth  and  remote  patient  monitoring  under  all  programs 
and  pilots  within  the  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Programs. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  provide  an  update  on  the  progress  of  the  New  Medicare  Card  initiative  in 
the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justifcation. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  finalize  the  proposals  included  in  the  Request  for  Information  in  the 
2019  proposed  Part  C  and  D  Technical  Regulation  that  address  direct  and  indirect 
remuneration  fees  in  Medicare  Part  D.  CMS  is  also  encouraged  to  submit  the  report 
requested  in  the  2018  Omnibus  report  language  on  how  to  best  address  the  dramatic  increase 
of  pharmacy  direct  and  indirect  remuneration  fees  in  Medicare  Part  D,  including  options  to 
require  that  all  direct  and  indirect  remuneration  fees  be  accounted  for  at  point  of  sale;  as  part 
of  negotiated  price;  and  that  any  incentive  fees  be  paid  separately. 

•  Within  30  days  of  enactment,  CMS  is  directed  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Health  and 
Medicine  Division  of  the  National  Academies  of  Sciences,  Engineering,  and  Medicine,  in 
consultation  with  EDA,  to  conduct  a  study  on  the  Federal  healthcare  costs,  safety,  and  quality 
concerns  associated  with  discarded  drugs  that  results  from  weight-based  dosing  of  medicines 
contained  in  single  dose  vials.  The  recommendation  includes  $1,200,000  provided  through 
CMS  Program  Operations.  CMS  is  directed  to  provide  an  update  to  the  appropriations 
committees  1 5  days  after  enactment  and  every  90  days  thereafter  until  the  report  is 
completed. 
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•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  explore  whether  Medicare  reimbursement  for  non-opioid  alternatives 
is  adequate  or  whether  it  should  be  modified  for  alternatives  that  can  reduce  dependence  on 
opioid  use. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  increase  the  representation  of  primary  care  physicians  on  any  advisory 
boards  or  work  groups  that  formulate  recommendations  regarding  physician  work  relative 
values. 

Medicaid  and  CHIP 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  include  autoimmune  conditions  that  cause  hair  loss  within  medically 
necessary  coverage  criteria.  The  Committee  requests  an  update  on  this  effort  in  the  FY  2020 
Congressional  Justification. 

•  The  Committee  requests  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on  the 
possible  impact  of  Medicaid  coverage  of  tobacco  cessation  non  prescription  drugs,  including 
any  associated  savings. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  report  on  the  impact  of  recommended  breastfeeding  rates  on  health 
outcomes  and  health  care  costs.  The  report  should  examine  the  impact  of  clinically 
recommended  breastfeeding  rates  on  associated  Medicaid  expenditures,  urgent  care  costs, 
and  direct  and  indirect  medical  costs,  including  workplace  productivity  and  employee 
retention.  The  Secretary  is  required  to  ensure  that  pregnant  women  have  access  to  guidance 
on  nutritional  advice  based  on  the  latest  scientific  research  on  the  health  and  cost  benefits  of 
human  milk. 

•  The  Committee  notes  the  special  relationship  between  Federally-recognized  Indian  Tribes 
and  the  Federal  Government,  specifically  the  100  percent  Federal  match  for  Medicaid 
services  provided  through  an  IHS  facility.  The  Committee  notes  that  no  discretionary  action 
can  be  taken  that  can  impede  the  direct  relationship  between  the  Federal  government  and  the 
provision  of  health  care  for  Indian  tribes. 

•  The  Committee  encourages  HHS  to  work  with  states  to  employ  peer  support  specialists  in 
Medicaid  to  further  address  the  opioid  epidemic. 

•  The  Committee  encourages  CMS  to  collaborate  with  CDC’s  Division  of  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases  (STD)  Prevention  to  develop  a  screening  and  treatment  initiative  under 
its  Medicaid  program. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  identify  and  share  with  states  best  practices  for  integrating  telehealth 
and  remote  patient  monitoring  into  the  Medicaid  and  CHIP  programs. 

•  The  Committee  requests  that  CMS  update  the  definition  of  Therapeutic  Foster  Care  in  order 
to  enable  more  consistent  care  and  treatment. 
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•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  the  National  Vaccine  Advisory  Committee  to  determine  the 
vaccine  adherence  rate  in  the  Medicaid  and  CHIP  populations  compared  to  the  national 
average  pediatric  rate. 

Exchanges/Private  Insurance 

•  The  Secretary  must  continue  providing  advance  notification  of  Exchange  enrollment  figures 
to  the  Appropriations  Committees  at  least  two  business  days  before  they  are  released  to  the 
public. 

•  The  Committee  continues  to  include  bill  language  to  prevent  the  Program  Management 
appropriation  account  from  supporting  Risk  Corridor  payments. 

•  The  Secretary  must  continue  to  report  all  expenditures  associated  with  operating  the 
Exchanges  since  enactment  of  the  Patient  Protection  and  Affordable  Care  Act,  as  well  as 
estimates  for  future  year  spending  through  FY  2020  in  the  CJ. 

Other 

•  CMS  must  submit  a  report  within  1 20  days  that  pertains  to  price  changes  of  prescription 
drugs  since  2008.  Metrics  to  be  covered  in  the  report  include  the  10  most  frequently 
prescribed  and  the  10  highest-cost  drugs  prescribed  for  each  of  the  following  programs: 
Medicare  Part  B,  Medicare  Part  D,  Medicaid  and  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs. 

•  The  Committee  supports  CMS’s  efforts  to  evaluate  coverage  determinations  concerning 
prefabricated  breast  prosthetics. 

•  CMS  is  urged  to  move  forward  with  fdling  the  vacancy  for  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  position. 

•  CMS  is  directed  to  include  in  the  fiscal  year  2020  Congressional  Justification  a  table  with 
current  law  estimates  for  all  CMS  administered  programs  listed  in  the  table  at  the  back  of  the 
House  report. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  provide  an  update  in  the  fiscal  year  2020  Congressional  Justification  on 
efforts  to  address  access  to  naloxone  for  identified  at-risk  populations. 

•  The  Committee  requests,  as  part  of  the  fiscal  year  2020  Congressional  Justification,  the 
National  Vaccine  Advisory  Committee,  in  coordination  with  CMS,  review  data  and  provide: 
the  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  35  months  that  received  childhood  vaccinations  and 
an  assessment  on  the  extent  to  which  individuals  under  the  age  of  35  months  received 
vaccinations  according  to  the  vaccine  schedule  recommendation  put  forth  by  CDC. 

•  CMS  is  urged  to  formalize  a  process  for  testing  CMMI  models  and  provide  more 
transparency  on  the  impact  of  CMMI  demonstrations  on  patient  access,  care  quality,  and 
health  costs  in  the  annual  Report  to  Congress,  and  work  closely  with  the  Physician  Technical 
Advisory  Committee  when  developing  alternative  payment  models. 
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•  CMS  should  take  necessary  administrative  action  to  ensure  existing  physical  infrastructure 
for  health  care  facilities  is  effectively  utilized  in  order  to  provide  for  necessary  care  in 
disaster-impacted  communities. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  evaluate  diversion  data  from  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  and 
state  sources  to  determine  the  scope  of  the  rising  rate  of  diversion  of  medication-assisted 
treatments  for  opioids  and  to  submit  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  include  a  detailed  explanation  in  its  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification 
of  CMS’  methodology  for  including  data  in  the  National  Health  Expenditure  database. 

•  CMS  is  strongly  urged  to  pursue  initiatives  that  expand  access  to  quality  care  and  increase 
parity  for  mental  health  services. 

•  The  Secretary  is  encouraged  to  promulgate  rules  for  covering  prescribed  compression 
gannents  in  the  treatment  of  lymphatic  system  failure. 

•  CMS  is  requested  to  submit  a  report  on  utilization  for  the  newly  established  ICD-1 0  code 
regarding  Muscular  Dystrophy,  as  compared  to  the  former  broader  ICD-10  code. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  the  stakeholder  community  to  identify  and  address  barriers 
to  access  to  medically  necessary  foods. 

•  CMS’  Center  for  Program  Integrity  should  a)  continue  to  work  with  Oak  Ridge  National 
Laboratory  to  leverage  DOE’s  computational  facilities  to  bring  state-of-the-art  computational 
and  data  analytics  capabilities  to  reduce  waste,  fraud,  and  abuse,  and  b)  brief  the 
appropriations  committees  on  its  progress  and  funding  requirements  needed  to  continually 
address  this  problem. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  ask  the  SEP-1  (severe  sepsis/septic  shock)  measure  stewards  to 
reevaluate  their  SF.P-1  quality  measures  taking  into  account  expanded  FDA  approvals  for 
biomarker  tests  like  procalcitonin  in  conjunction  with  its  impact  on  antibiotic  stewardship. 
CMS  is  encouraged  to  identify  Medicare  and  Medicaid  expenditures  for  individuals  with 
sepsis  and  is  requested  to  submit  an  update  on  these  activities  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional 
Justification. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  collaborate  with  SAMHSA,  CDC,  and  HRSA  to  support  education 
and  training  for  medical  providers  on  the  frontlines  of  the  opioid  epidemic  to  help  expand 
access  to  comprehensive,  coordinated  care  for  opioid  addiction  and  related  infectious 
diseases. 

•  CMS  is  encouraged  to  work  with  skilled  nursing  facilities  and  nursing  facilities  to  improve 
the  quality  of  care  provided  to  their  residents  and  to  educate  these  facilities  about  the  waivers 
authorized  under  statute  and  appeal  rights  of  disapprovals  of  these  nurse  aid  training 
programs. 
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Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration 


The  FY  2019  bill  provides  $6.9  billion  total  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  HRS  A,  a 
decrease  of  -$2.7  billion  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$107  million  above  FY  2018. 
Combined  with  mandatory  funding  from  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Act  of  2018,  the  total  FY  2019 
HRSA  program  level  is  $1 1.7  billion,  an  increase  of  +S2.1  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+S307  million  above  FY  2018.  The  bill  does  not  accept  the  Budget’s  proposal  to  shift  MACRA 
programs  to  the  discretionary  side.  In  FY  2019,  HRSA  mandatory  funding  will  not  be  subject  to 
sequestration. 

•  Health  Centers:  The  bill  provides  SI. 6  billion  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  the  Health 
Centers  Program.  Combined  with  the  S4  billion  appropriated  in  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Act, 
total  Health  Centers  funding  is  $5.6  billion,  an  increase  of  +$535  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  +S200  million  above  FY  201 8.  The  bill  requires  HRSA  to  spend  no 
less  than  $200  million  for  quality  improvement  grants  to  support  and  enhance  behavioral 
health,  mental  health,  or  substance  use  disorder  services.  The  bill  also  raises  the  cap  for  the 
Federal  Torts  Claim  Act  program  from  SI  1 5  million  to  $1 20  million. 

•  Workforce:  The  bill  provides  $1.1  billion  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  health 
workforce  programs,  +$639  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$36  million  above  FY 
2018.  The  bill  continues  funding  for  all  health  workforce  programs  proposed  for 
discontinuation  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

o  Graduate  Medical  Education:  The  bill  includes  $25  million  for  a  new  program  that 
will  support  colleges  of  medicine  at  public  universities  in  the  top  quintile  of  States 
projected  to  have  a  primary  care  provider  shortage.  The  bill  and  report  outlines 
criteria  for  the  prioritization  of  applications  and  includes  a  match  requirement  for 
grantees. 

o  National  Health  Service  Corps :  The  bill  includes  $  105  million  in  discretionary 

funding  for  the  National  Health  Service  Corps  to  expand  the  delivery  of  substance  use 
disorder  treatment  services.  Combined  with  the  $310  million  appropriated  in  the 
Bipartisan  Budget  Act,  total  FY  2019  funding  for  the  National  Health  Service  Corps 
is  $415  million,  which  is  +$105  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018. 

■  Of  the  $105  million,  the  bill  sets  aside  S15  million  for  the  Rural 

Communities  Opioids  Response  Program  and  another  $15  million  to 
expand  the  delivery  of  primary  care  and  substance  use  disorder  treatment 
services  in  Indian  Health  Service  facilities,  Tribally-Operated  638  Health 
Programs,  and  Urban  Indian  Health  Programs 
o  Children  s  Hospitals  Graduate  Medical  Education'.  The  bill  includes  $325  million  in 
discretionary  funding  for  the  Children’s  Hospital  Graduate  Medical  Education 
Program,  +S325  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$10  million  above 
FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  consolidated  all  graduate  medical  education  programs 
into  a  new  mandatory  graduate  medical  education  capped  grant  program, 
o  Behavioral  Health  Workforce  Education  and  Training-.  The  bill  includes  $75  million 
for  Behavioral  Health  Workforce  Education  and  Training,  an  increase  of  +S75  million 
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above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  Bat  with  FY  2018.  Unlike  last  year’s  appropriation, 
funding  for  this  program  now1  has  a  one  year  period  of  availability.  The  FY  2019 
Budget  discontinued  this  program. 

o  Mental  and  Behavioral  Health  Education  Training:  The  bill  includes  $37  million  for 
Mental  and  Behavioral  Health  Education  and  Training,  an  increase  of  +$37  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  Of  this  total,  report  language  notes 
that  $18  million  is  provided  to  the  Graduate  Psychology  Education  Program.  Unlike 
last  year’s  appropriation,  funding  for  this  program  now  has  a  one  year  period  of 
availability.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program, 
o  Training  for  Diversity.  The  bill  provides  $88  million  in  discretionary  funding  for 
Training  for  Diversity  Programs,  an  increase  of  +$88  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  Training  for  Diversity  programs  were  discontinued  in 
the  FY  2019  Budget. 

o  Area  Health  Education  Centers :  The  bill  provides  S39  million  for  Area  Health 
Education  Centers,  +S39  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S1  million  above 
FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program, 
o  Nursing  Programs:  The  bill  provides  $249  million  in  discretionary  funding  for 
Nursing  Programs,  +$166  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 
With  the  exception  of  the  NURSE  Corps  Loan  Repayment  and  Scholarship  Program, 
the  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  all  other  nursing  programs. 

•  Maternal  and  Child  Health:  The  bill  includes  S927  million  for  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health 
Bureau,  which  is  +$197  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$40  million  above  FY 
2018.  The  bill  maintains  programs  that  were  discontinued  in  the  FY  2019  Budget, 
o  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grant:  The  bill  includes  $678  million  for  the 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grant,  +$50  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+$26  million  above  FY  2018. 

■  Special  Projects  of  Regional  and  National  Significance:  The  bill  includes 
$110  million  for  Special  Projects  of  Regional  and  National  Significance  in 
the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grant.  Report  language  directs 
$3  million  of  this  amount  to  support  research -based  Infant-Toddler  Court 
Teams,  $23  million  to  continue  maternal  mortality  activities,  and 
$4  million  for  another  year  of  the  HRS  A  funded  study  focused  on 
improving  child  health  through  a  statewide  system  of  early  childhood 
developmental  screenings  and  interventions. 

Pediatric  Mental  Health  Care  Access:  The  bill  includes  $10  million  for  Pediatric 
Mental  Health  Care  Access,  which  is  +$10  million  above  FY  2019  Budget  and 
flat  with  FY  2018.  Unlike  last  year’s  appropriation,  funding  for  this  program  now 
has  a  one  year  period  of  availability.  This  new  program  received  appropriations 
for  the  first  time  in  FY  201 8. 

Screening  and  Treatment  for  Maternal  Depression:  The  bill  includes  $5  million 
for  Screening  and  Treatment  for  Maternal  Depression,  +$5  million  above  FY 
2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  This  new'  program  received  appropriations 
for  the  first  time  in  FY  2018. 
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o  Healthy  Start :  The  bill  includes  $123  million  for  Healthy  Start,  +$19  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$12  million  above  FY  2018.  The  increase  will  support  a 
new  initiative  to  reduce  maternal  mortality. 

o  Heritable  Disorders:  The  bill  includes  $16  million  for  Heritable  Disorders  program, 
+$16  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and+Sl  million  above  FY  2018.  The  report 
notes  that  S2  million  is  provided  for  newborn  screening  for  Severe  Combined 
Immune  Deficiency  and  related  disorders.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this 
program. 

o  Autism  and  Developmental  Disabilities  Program:  The  bill  includes  S5 1  million  for 
this  program,  which  is  +$51  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2  million 
above  FY  2018.  The  report  language  directs  the  entire  increase  to  the  Leadership 
Education  in  Neurodevelopmental  and  Related  Disabilities  component  of  the 
program. 

*  Rvan  White  IHV/AIDS  Program:  The  bill  provides  $2.3  billion  total  for  the  Ryan  White 
FIJV/AIDS  Program,  which  is  +$59  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  writh  FY 
2018.  The  bill  maintains  funding  for  Part  F-  AIDS  Education  and  Training  Programs  and  Part 
F-  Special  Projects  of  National  Significance  at  FY  2018  levels.  These  programs  were 
discontinued  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  Health  Care  Systems  Bureau:  The  bill  provides  $115  million  for  the  Health  Care  Systems 
Bureau,  an  increase  of  +S15  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$4  million  above  FY 
2018. 

o  Organ  Transplantation:  The  bill  includes  $26  million  for  the  Organ  Transplantation 
program,  an  increase  of  +S2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY 
2018. 

o  National  Cord  Blood  Inventory:  The  bill  includes  $16  million  for  the  National  Cord 
Blood  Inventory,  an  increase  of  +S4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$1 
million  above  FY  2018,  to  support  the  collection  and  banking  of  cord  blood  units, 
o  C.  W.  Bill  Young  Cell  Transplantation  Program:  The  bill  includes  $25  million  for  the 
Cell  Transplantation  Program,  an  increase  of  +$3  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  +$1  million  above  FY  2018,  to  provide  provides  support  to  patients  who  need  a 
potentially  life-saving  bone  marrow  transplant  or  cord  blood  transplant, 
o  Poison  Control:  The  bill  includes  $23  million  for  the  Poison  Control  Program,  an 
increase  of  $4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$2  million  above  FY  2018,  to 
support  the  national  poisoning  awareness  and  prevention  campaign.  Poison  Help 
Line,  and  make  grants  to  regional  poison  centers  to  help  prevent  and  provide 
treatment  recommendations  for  poisonings, 
o  340B  Drug  Pricing  Program:  The  bill  includes  $10  million  for  the  340B  Drug 
Pricing  Program,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018.  The  bill  does 
not  include  the  user  fee  proposal  from  the  FY  2019  Budget.  Within  90  days  from  the 
date  of  enactment  of  the  bill,  the  report  directs  HRSA  to  issue  a  report  to  Congress 
on  its  progress  implementing  a  secure  website  for  the  340B  Program, 
o  Hansen 's  Disease  Programs:  The  bill  includes  $14  million  for  the  Hansen  Disease 
Programs,  +S2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  The  bill 
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includes  funding  for  the  i  lansen’s  Disease  Building  and  Facilities  line,  which  was 
discontinued  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  Rural  Health:  The  bill  provides  S3 1 8  million  for  the  Federal  Office  of  Rural  1  Icalth  Policy, 
which  is  +$243  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$27  million  above  FY  2018.  The 
bill  does  not  include  a  number  of  rural  health  discontinuations  and  reductions  proposed  in  the 
FY  2019  Budget. 

o  Rural  Communities  Opioids  Response:  The  bill  includes  $120  million  for  the  Rural 
Communities  Opioids  Response  program,  an  increase  of  +S120  million  above  the  FY 
2019  Budget  and  +$20  million  above  FY  2018.  Within  the  amounts  provided  to  the 
National  Mcalth  Sendee  Corps,  the  report  directs  up  to  $15  million  to  support  this 
initiative.  The  increase  provided  is  for  the  establishment  of  three  Rural  Centers  of 
Excellence  on  substance  use  disorders.  Report  language  outlines  criteria  for  Centers. 
Unlike  last  year’s  appropriation,  funding  for  this  program  now  has  a  one  year  period 
of  availability. 

o  Rural  Residency  Program:  The  bill  includes  S 1 0  million  for  the  Rural  Residency 
Program,  an  increase  of  +S10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  -$5  million 
below  FY  2018,  to  expand  the  number  of  rural  residency  training  programs  with  a 
focus  on  developing  programs  that  are  sustainable  beyond  Federal  funding.  Funding 
is  available  until  FY  2021. 

o  Rural  Outreach  Grants'.  The  bill  includes  $78  million  for  Rural  Outreach  Grants,  an 
increase  of  +S27  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S6  million  above 
FY2018. 

o  Rural  Health  Policy  Development:  The  bill  includes  $9  million  for  Rural  Health 
Policy  Development  Grants,  an  increase  of  +$4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget 
and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

o  Rural  Hospital  Flexibility  Grants :  The  bill  includes  S54  million  for  Rural  Hospital 
Flexibility  Grants,  an  increase  of  +$54  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$4 
million  above  FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program. 

o  State  Offices  of  Rural  Health:  The  bill  includes  $10  million  for  State  Offices  of  Rural 
Health,  an  increase  of  $10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 
The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program. 

o  Black  Lung  Clinics:  The  bill  includes  $1 1  million  for  Black  Lungs  Clinics,  an 
increase  of  +S4  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and+$l  million  above 
FY  2018,  to  support  services  to  assist  disabled  coal  miners  with  medical,  educational, 
and  benefits  counseling. 

o  Telehealth:  The  bill  includes  $25  million  for  Telehealth,  an  increase  of 

+$15  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S1  million  above  FY  2018.  Within  the 
funds  provided  for  Telehealth,  the  report  includes  $1  million  for  research  and  the 
development  of  best  practices  for  the  delivery  of  mental  and  behavioral  health  care 
via  telehealth. 

*  Family  Planning:  The  bill  provides  $286  million  for  the  Title  X  Family  Planning  program, 
flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 
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•  Program  Management:  The  bill  provides  $155  million  for  Program  Management,  an  increase 
+$3  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  The  report  notes  that  of  the 
amounts  provided,  $250,000  is  for  the  development  of  an  oral  health  awareness  and 
education  campaign  across  relevant  URSA  divisions.  The  report  directs  HRSA  to  identify 
oral  health  literacy  strategies  that  are  evidence-based  and  notes  that  the  Chief  Dental  Officer 
should  play  a  key  role  in  the  design,  monitoring,  oversight,  and  implementation  of  this 
project. 


National  Institutes  of  Health 


The  bill  provides  $38  billion  in  budget  authority,  which  is  +$4.1  billion  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$1.8  billion  above  FY  2018,  and  includes  $71 1  million  from  the  2IsE  Century  Cures 
Innovation  account.  The  total  program  level  for  NIH  is  $39.3  billion,  which  is  +$4.5  billion 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S2  billion  above  FY  2018,  and  includes  $1  billion  in  PHS 
Evaluation  Funds  and  $150  million  in  current  law  mandatory  funding  for  the  Special  Diabetes 
program.  The  total  program  level  also  assumes  that  S77  million  would  be  available  in  FY  2019 
from  the  Interior  appropriation  under  a  continuing  resolution. 

•  Opioids  Research  and  Transfer  Authority:  The  report  specifies  SI. 3  billion  for  opioids 
research,  which  is  +$504  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$74  million  above  FY 
201 8.  The  total  includes  $500  million  for  research  related  to  opioid  addiction,  development 
of  opioid  alternatives,  pain  management  and  addiction  treatment,  divided  equally  between 
the  National  Institute  of  Neurological  Disorders  and  Stroke  and  the  National  Institute  on 
Drug  Abuse.  Additionally,  the  report  directs  $774  million  in  base  funding  for  opioid  misuse 
and  addiction  treatment  as  well  as  pain  research. 

o  Transfer  authority  genera! provision:  Consistent  with  FY  2018,  the  NIH  Director 
has  the  authority  to  transfer  appropriations  for  opioid  addiction,  opioid  alternatives, 
pain  management,  and  addiction  treatment  to  other  Institutes  and  Centers  of  the  NIH 
to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose,  15  days  after  notifying  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations.  This  authority  is  in  addition  to  any  other  transfer  authority  provided 
by  law.  Because  the  opioid  funding  is  not  specifically  appropriated  in  this  bill,  NIH 
may  not  be  able  to  utilize  this  authority.  ASFR  is  consulting  OGC  on  this  provision. 

•  Universal  Influenza  Vaccine:  The  bill  directs  the  National  Institutes  on  Allergy  and 
Infectious  Diseases  to  allocate  not  less  than  $140  million  in  FY  2019,  which  is  +$76  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$40  million  above  FY  2018,  to  advance  basic,  translational, 
and  clinical  research  to  develop  a  universal  influenza  vaccine. 

•  Cancer  Research:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $6  billion  in  budget  authority  for  the  National 
Cancer  Institute,  which  is  +S518  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S179  million  above 
FY  2018.  This  total  includes  S400  million  for  Cancer  Research  authorized  in  the  21st 
Century  Cures  Act.  Up  to  $30  million  may  be  used  for  facilities  repairs  and  improvements  at 
the  NCI-Frederick  facility. 

o  NCI  is  directed  to  conduct  a  study  to  investigate  the  impact  of  providing  navigation 
and  direct  patient  expense  reimbursement  on  participation  in  clinical  trials,  with  a 
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particular  focus  on  underrepresented  communities.  Nil  I  is  directed  to  provide  a 
description  of  NCI’s  plans  for  this  study  within  90  days  of  enactment. 


•  Alzheimer’s  disease:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  S2.3  billion  for  Alzheimer’s  disease 
research,  which  is  +$883  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$512  million  above  FY 
2018. 

•  Down  Syndrome:  The  report  applauds  NIH  for  increasing  its  investment  in  Down  syndrome 
research  and  advancing  the  trans-NIH  initiative  included  in  FY  2018.  The  report  directs  NIH 
to  continue  prioritizing  funding  for  Down  syndrome  research. 

•  Precision  Medicine:  The  bill  provides  $466  million  for  the  Precision  Medicine  Initiative, 
which  is  +S280  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$86  million  above  FY  2018.  This 
total  includes  $186  million  for  the  Precision  Medicine  All  of  Us  study  authorized  by  the  21st 
Century  Cures  Act,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$86  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Brain  Research  through  Advancing  Innovative  Neurotechnologies  (BRAIN)  Initiative:  The 

bill  provides  $429  million,  an  increase  of  +$314  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+$29  million  above  FY  2018.  This  includes  $1 15  million  authorized  by  21st  Century  Cures 
Act  for  the  BRAIN  Initiative  in  FY  2019. 

•  Regenerative  Medicine:  The  bill  provides  $10  million  authorized  by  the  21st  Century  Cures 
Act  for  FY  2019,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  with  FY  2018. 

•  Combating  Antibiotic-Resistant  Bacteria  (CARB):  The  bill  provides  $550  million  for  CARB 
research,  which  is  +$72  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$37  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Fogarty  International  Center:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $78  million  in  budget  authority  for 
the  Fogarty  Internationa]  Center,  an  increase  of  +$8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+$2  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Institutional  Development  Award  Program  (IDeA):  The  bill  provides  $362  million  for  the 
IDeA  program,  which  is  +$l  1  million  above  FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  did  not  direct  a 
specific  amount  to  this  program. 

•  Clinical  and  Translational  Science  Awards:  The  bill  includes  $560  million,  +$17  million 
above  FY  201 8.  The  FY  2019  Budget  did  not  direct  a  specific  amount  to  these  awards. 

•  Office  of  the  Director/Common  Fund:  The  bill  includes  $1.9  billion  for  the  Office  of  the 
Director.  Within  this  total,  $607  million  is  for  the  Common  Fund,  which  is  +$8  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$18  million  above  FY  2018.  The  bill  also  provided  the 
following  for  NIH’s  Office  of  the  Director: 

o  National  Children’s  Study  Follow-On:  $165  million,  which  is  flat  with 

FY  2018.  The  FY  2019  Budget  did  not  direct  a  specific  amount  to  this  study. 
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o 


Gabriella  Miller  Fund:  Appropriates  $12.6  million  within  the  Common  Fund,  which  is 
flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018,  with  an  appropriation  from  the  Pediatric 
Research  Initiative  Fund,  to  support  the  5th  year  of  the  10-year  Initiative.  The  report 
requests  an  update  in  the  FY  2020  Congressional  Justification  on  this  effort  as  described 
in  the  House  and  Senate  reports. 

o  Office  of  the  Inspector  General  Oversight:  The  bill  directs  the  Office  of  the  Director  to 
transfer  $5  million  to  the  HHS  Office  of  the  Inspector  General  (OIG)  to  support  increased 
oversight  of  NIH’s  grant  programs.  These  funds  are  in  addition  to  the  resources  OIG 
currently  dedicates  to  oversight  of  NIH.  The  OIG  must  submit  to  the  Committees  a 
comprehensive  audit  plan  for  its  oversight  of  NIH  for  FY  2019-2020  not  later  than  60 
days  from  the  date  of  enactment,  and  to  brief  the  Committees  on  its  implementation. 

o  Biomedical  and  Behavioral  Research  Fad  lilies:  The  bill  provides  $50  million  for  the  NIH 
Director  to  make  grants  or  contracts  to  public  and  nonprofit  entities  to  expand,  remodel, 
renovate,  or  alter  existing  research  facilities  or  construct  new  research  facilities. 

o  Mental  Health  and  Substance  Use  Disorder  Portfolio  Analysis:  The  report  directs  the  NIH 
Director  to  conduct  a  comprehensive  study  and  submit  a  report  to  Congress  not  later  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  enactment  that  includes  a  portfolio  analysis  of  current  funding 
levels  for  mental  health  and  substance  use  disorder  and  identifies  the  process  by  which 
NIH  sets  funding  priorities  for  these  areas. 

o  Executive  Employee  Performance  Bonuses:  The  report  directs  the  NIH  Director  to 
provide  the  Committees  with  information  not  later  than  10  days  from  the  date  of 
enactment  showing  the  bonus  that  each  NIH  executive  employee  was  eligible  to  receive 
in  FY  2015-2017,  and  the  portion  of  that  bonus  that  each  executive  ultimately  received  in 
those  three  years.  The  report  further  directs  NIH  to  list  all  employees  who  report  directly 
to  the  Director  and  describe  processes  the  Director  use  to  provide  feedback  and  assess 
performance.  Finally,  the  report  directs  NIH  to  describe  the  process  it  relies  upon  to 
ensure  executive  performance  plans  are  based  upon  specific  performance  results  and 
measureable  outcomes. 

*  Buildings  and  Facilities:  The  bill  provides  $200  million,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$71  million  above  FY  2018. 

*  Research  Program  Consolidation:  The  bill  does  not  provide  funding  within  NIH  for  the 
National  Institute  for  Research  on  Safety  and  Quality  (NIRSQ),  the  National  Institute  for 
Occupational  Safety  and  Quality  (NIOSH),  and  the  National  Institute  on  Disability, 
Independent  Living,  and  Rehabilitation  Research  (NIDILRR)  as  proposed  in  the  FY  2019 
Budget. 

*  Facilities  and  Administrative  Costs  (Indirect  Costs):  The  bill  continues  a  provision 
prohibiting  HHS  from  developing  a  modified  approach  to  funding  facility  and  administrative 
costs  (indirect  grant  costs).  It  directs  NIH  to  continue  applying  provisions  relating  to  indirect 
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costs,  including  approval  of  deviations  from  negotiated  rates,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  N1H  applied  such  provisions  in  the  third  quarter  of  FY  2017. 

•  Research  Centers  in  Minority  Institutions:  The  bill  expects  the  National  Institute  on  Minority 
Health  and  Health  Disparities  (NIMHD)  to  allocate  not  less  than  $61.5  million  to  Research 
Centers  in  Minority  Institutions  plus  an  increase  commensurate  with  the  general  increase  for 
NIMHD. 

•  Valley  Fever:  Understanding  that  the  National  Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infectious  Diseases 
(NIAID)  has  halted  enrollment  in  the  Valley  Fever  Randomized  Controlled  Trial  due  to  lack 
of  enrollment,  the  report  directs  NIAID  to  expeditiously  revise  the  study  design  and  protocol 
in  order  to  restart  enrolling  patients  before  the  end  of  2018.  NIAID  is  further  directed  to 
provide  quarterly  updates  to  the  Committees  as  well  as  a  report  on  maximizing  health  care 
provider  enrollment  sites  and  public  awareness  plans  to  increase  patient  enrollment  within  90 
days  from  the  date  of  enactment. 


Office  of  the  Secretary 
General  Departmental  Management 

The  FY  2019  bill  provides  $481  million  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  General 
Department  Management,  which  is  +$191  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$10  million 
above  FY  2018. 

•  Federal  Funds:  Federal  Funds  remain  flat  with  FY  2018  at  $201  million  to  support  the 
Secretary’s  role  as  general  manager  of  the  Department. 

o  The  $5  million  reduction  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  represents  funding  allocated  to  the 
Departmental  Appeals  Board  to  support  adjudication  of  Medicare  Appeals,  resulting  in  a 
funding  level  for  DAB  flat  with  FY  2018. 

•  Sexual  Risk  Avoidance:  The  bill  provides  $35  million,  an  increase  of  +$35  million  above  the 
FY  2019  Budget  and  +S 10  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  Teen  Pregnancy  Prevention  Program:  The  bill  provides  $101  million,  flat  with  FY  2018  and 
an  increase  of  +$101  million  above  thee  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  Minority  AIDS  Initiative  funding:  The  bill  provides  $54  million,  flat  with  FY  2018  and  an 
increase  of  +$54  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  PHS  Evaluation  Set-Aside  funding:  The  bill  provides  $65  million,  flat  with  FY  2018  and  an 
increase  of  $1 1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

Additional  Programs  in  the  bill  flat  with  FY  201 8: 

•  Immediate  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Health  ($36  million)  +$1.2  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  which  proposed  funding  the  Office  of  Adolescent  I  lealth  at 
$200,000. 
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•  Offices  of  Minority  Health  ($57  million)  and  the  Office  on  Women’s  Health  ($32 

million).  This  level  includes  increases  of  +S3  million  and  +$4  million  respectively  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget. 

Office  of  Medicare  Hearings  and  Appeals 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $182  million  in  discretionary  budget  authority,  available  through  FY 
2020,  for  the  Office  of  Medicare  Hearings  and  Appeals  (OMHA),  which  flat  with  FY  2018  and 
an  increase  of  $70  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget.  The  bill  does  not  include  $125  million  in 
mandatory  funding  requested  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

The  level  provided  in  the  Senate  bill  will  ultimately  allow  OMHA  to  adjudicate  approximately 
160,000  appeals.  In  FY  2018  it  is  estimated  that  OMHA  will  receive  an  incoming  appeals 
workload  of  92,000. 


Office  of  Inspector  General 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $80  million  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  the  Office  of 

Inspector  General  (OIG),  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018.  The  level  for 

Discretionary  Health  Care  Fraud  and  Abuse  is  $87  million,  which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019 

Budget  and  $3  million  above  FY  2018. 

•  The  level  provided  in  the  Omnibus  will  allow  OIG  to  maintain  activities  for  PHHS  oversight 
but  will  have  limited  ability  to  shift  current  resources  to  assist  the  Department  in  the  fight 
against  opioid  addiction. 

•  The  increase  to  HCFAC  discretionary  will  provide  resources  to  address  fraud,  waste,  and 
abuse  in  prescription  drugs,  including  abuse  and  diversion  of  opioids  and  enhance  OIG’s 
work  to  detect  and  prevent  drug  abuse  and  fraud  in  Medicare. 

Office  for  Civil  Rights 

The  FY  2019  Omnibus  includes  $39  million  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  the  Office  for 

Civil  Rights  (OCR),  which  is  +$8  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  fiat  with  FY  2018. 

•  At  this  level  OCR  will  maintain  current  levels  of  staffing  and  sendees  without  substantially 
expanded  use  of  civil  monetary  penalty  and  settlement  funding. 

•  OCR  will  also  be  positioned  to  expand  the  new  Conscience  Religious  Freedom  Division 
without  using  resources  from  the  Civil  Rights  and  Operations  and  Resources  Divisions. 


Office  of  the  National  Coordinator  for  Health  IT 


The  FY  2019  bill  includes  a  total  program  level  of  $60  million  for  the  Office  of  the  National 
Coordinator  for  Health  IT  (ONC),  entirely  in  discretionary  budget  authority,  which  is 
+S22  million  above  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  The  bill  and  report  do  not 
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further  allocate  funding  across  ONC  programs  and  activities  within  the  total  of  $60  million. 

ONC  is  working  on  developing  the  program  estimates  within  the  total  for  their  three  programs: 
Policy  Development  and  Coordination;  Standards,  Interoperability,  and  Certification;  and, 
Agency-Wide  Support. 

•  The  report  directs  ONC  to  provide  a  status  report  on  the  rulemaking  for  health  IT 

certification  and  information  blocking  (Sections  3001(c)(5)(D)  and  3022(a)(3)  of  the  PHS 
Act)  to  the  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations,  Senate  HELP,  and  House  Energy  and 
Commerce  Committees  not  later  than  November  1, 2018.  This  legislation  authorized 
ONC  to  define  information  blocking,  implement  information  blocking  rules  and  identify 
exceptions. 


Public  Health  and  Social  Services  Emergency  Fund 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  a  total  of  $2  billion  in  budget  authority  for  the  Public  Health  and 
Social  Services  Emergency  Fund,  which  is  -$282  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+S68  million  above  FY  2018.  The  bill  does  not  reflect  the  transfer  of  the  Strategic  National 
Stockpile  from  CDC  to  ASPR,  as  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget.  The  totals  included  in  this 
summary  also  do  not  assume  the  transfer. 

•  Biomedical  Advanced  Research  and  Development  Authority  (BARDA):  The  bill  includes 
$562  million  for  BARDA,  which  is  +S50  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 

+$25  million  above  FY  2018. 

o  The  bill  maintains  two-year  funding  availability  for  BARDA,  and  does  not  provide  no¬ 
year  funding  as  requested  in  the  FY  2019  Budget, 
o  The  bill  maintains  the  special  contracting  authority  to  permit  BARDA  to  enter  into  a 
contract  for  up  to  ten  years  as  long  as  funds  are  available  and  obligated  for  the  first  fiscal 
year  of  the  contract.  (G.P.  Sec.  218) 

•  Project  BioShield:  The  bill  includes  $735  million  for  Project  BioShield,  which  is 
+$225  million  above  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  +$25  million  above  FY  201 8.  The  bill  does 
not  provide  authority  for  the  Secretary  to  transfer  up  to  ten  percent  of  amounts  appropriated 
between  BARDA  and  Project  BioShield,  as  requested  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

•  Pandemic  Influenza:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $260  million  for  Pandemic  Influenza 
activities  within  the  PHSSEF,  which  is  +$10  million  above  both  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
FY  2018.  Of  this  total,  $256  million  would  support  ASPR  activities.  The  report  table 
incorrectly  includes  funding  for  this  program  in  OASH  rather  than  in  the  PHSSEF,  but  this 
reflection  is  not  binding. 

•  Hospital  Preparedness  Program:  The  bill  includes  $265  million  for  Hospital  Preparedness, 
which  is  +$10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

•  National  Disaster  Medical  System:  The  bill  includes  $57  million  for  the  National  Disaster 
Medical  System,  which  is  +S8  million  above  the  FY  201 9  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8.

•  Medical  Reserve  Corps:  The  bill  includes  $6  million  for  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps,  which  is 
+$2  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  The  report  table  incorrectly 
includes  funding  for  this  program  in  OASIf  rather  than  in  the  PIISSEF,  but  this  reflection  is 
not  binding. 

*  Cvber security:  The  bill  includes  S59  million  for  ASA/Cybersecurity  activities,  which  is 
-S9  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S8  million  above  FY  2018. 

*  Office  of  Security  and  Strategic  Information:  The  bill  includes  $7.5  million  for  the  Office  of 
Security  and  Strategic  Information,  which  is  -SI  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat 
with  FY  2018. 

•  Travel  during  a  declared  Public  Health  Emergency:  The  conferees  include  a  new  provision 
allowing  HHS  to  cover  travel  expenses  when  necessary  for  employees  and  their  families  to 
obtain  medical  care  when  they  are  assigned  to  duty  in  a  location  with  a  public  health 
emergency.  (Sec.  230) 

•  Salary  Pay  Cap:  The  bill  does  not  include  language  that  would  allow  ASPR  to  exceed  the 
Executive  Level  II  salary  cap  for  the  newly  authorized  Medical  Countermeasure  Innovation 
Partnership  program. 

*  CPC  Infectious  Disease  Rapid  Response  Reserve  Fund:  The  bill  establishes  a  new 

$50  million  “Infectious  Disease  Rapid  Response  Reserve  Fund”  within  CDC  with  authority 
to  transfer  to  NIH  and  ASPR.  Previous  Budgets  proposed  the  establishment  of  a  Fund  within 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary  with  authority  to  transfer  throughout  the  Department. 


Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration  (SAMHSA) 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $5.6  billion  in  discretionary  budget  authority  for  SAMHSA,  which  is 
+S2.2  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$84  million  above  FY  2018.  Combined  with 
$134  million  from  the  PHS  Evaluation  Set-Aside  and  $12  million  transferred  from  the 
Prevention  and  Public  Health  Fund,  the  total  FY  2019  SAMHSA  program  level  is  $5.7  billion. 

*  Programs  Addressing  the  Opioid  Crisis:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $1.9  billion  in 
SAMHSA  to  address  opioids,  which  is  an  increase  of  +$1.7  billion  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  +$56  million  above  FY  2018.  In  this  area,  the  bill  includes: 

o  State  Grants  to  Address  the  Opioid  Crisis:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $  1 .5  billion,  which 
is  +$1.5  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  grants  to  states  to 
address  the  opioid  crisis.  Within  this  total  for  formula  grants,  the  bill  includes: 

■  State  Opioid  Response  Grants:  $1.5  billion  for  the  State  Opioid  Response  Grants, 
which  is  $1.5  billion  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$500  million  above  FY  2018  to 
support  grants  to  States  to  address  the  opioid  crisis. 
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■  Of  this  SI. 5  billion,  the  bill  continues  to  direct  $50  million  for  grants  to  Indian 
tribes  or  tribal  organizations,  1 5  percent  set-aside  for  States  with  the  highest  age- 
adjusted  mortality  rate  related  to  opioid  overdose  deaths,  and  a  2  percent  cap  for 
Federal  administrative  expenses,  training,  technical  assistance,  and  evaluation. 

■  The  bill  decreases  the  notification  period  for  the  committees  to  receive  a  report  on 
the  allocation  of  funding  from  30  days  in  FY  201 8  to  15  days  prior  to  obligation. 

■  State  Targeted  Response  to  the  Opioid  Crisis  Program :  The  bill  provides  no  funding 
for  the  older  State  Targeted  Response  to  the  Opioid  Crisis  Program  from  CURES, 
which  is  the  same  amount  as  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  -S500  million  below  FY  2018. 

o  Strategic  Prevention  Framework:  The  bill  includes  SI  19  million,  which  is  +$61  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  201 8.  The  bill  continues  to  earmark 
S10  million  within  this  program  to  partner  with  CDC  on  prescription  drugs,  which  is  flat 
with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018. 

o  Medication-Assisted  Treatment  for  Prescription  Drug  and  Opioid  Addiction:  The  bill 
includes  a  total  of  $89  million,  which  is  +$33  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and 
+S5  million  above  FY  2018. 

■  The  report  increases  the  set-aside  to  $10  million  from  the  $5  million  set-aside  in 
FY  2018  for  grants  to  Indian  tribes,  tribal  organizations,  or  consortia. 

■  The  report  requires  SAMHSA  to  submit  a  report  on  medication-assisted  treatment 
within  6  months. 

o  First  Responder  Training  for  Opioid  Overdose  Reversal  Drugs:  The  bill  includes  a  total 
of  $36  million,  which  is  +$24  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018, 
to  equip  first  responders  with  the  overdose  reversal  drug  naloxone  and  education  on  its 
use.  Of  this  amount,  $18  million  is  set-aside  for  rural  communities. 

o  Pregnant  and  Postpartum  Women:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $30  million,  which  is 
+$10  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  comprehensive 
residential  substance  use  disorder  treatment,  prevention,  and  recovery  support  services 
for  pregnant  and  postpartum  women,  their  minor  children,  and  services  for  other  family 
members  (e.g.,  fathers  of  the  children). 

o  Grants  to  Prevent  Prescription  Drug  Abuse  and  Opioid  Overdose:  The  bill  includes 
$12  million,  w'hich  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018,  for  grants  to  prevent 
opioids  overdose  related  deaths. 

o  Drug  Abuse  Warning  Network:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $10  million,  which  is 

-$5  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  improve  surveil lance  in 
emergency  rooms. 

o  Building  Communities  of  Recovery:  The  bill  includes  $6  million,  which  is  +$3  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$1  million  above  FY  2018,  to  continue  the 
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implementation  and  expansion  of  recovery  support  sendees  as  well  as  reduce  stigma 
associated  with  addictions. 

•  Programs  Addressing  Serious  Mental  Illness:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $1  billion  in 

SAMHSA  to  address  serious  mental  illness,  which  is  an  increase  of +S152  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  In  this  area,  the  bill  includes: 

o  Community  Mental  Health  Services  Block  Grant:  The  bill  provides  a  total  of 

S723  million  for  the  Community  Mental  Flea  1th  Services  Block  Grant  (MHBG),  which  is 
+S160  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018. 

■  The  report  also  continues  to  exclude  the  block  grant  from  the  PI  IS  Evaluation  Fund 
set-aside  assessment. 

o  Certified  Community  Behavioral  Health  Clinics:  The  bill  provides  a  total  of 

SI 50  million,  which  is  +S150  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$50  million  above 
FY  2018,  for  grants  to  communities  and  community  organizations  who  meet  criteria  for 
Certified  Community  Behavioral  Health  Clinics. 

■  The  Committee  continues  to  direct  SAMHSA  to  prioritize  resources  to  entities  that 
are  already  part  of  the  demonstration  under  section  223(a)  of  the  Protecting  Access  to 
Medicare  Act  of  2014  and  to  entities  within  States  awarded  planning  grants. 

■  The  report  requires  SAMHSA  to  provide  a  report  to  the  Appropriations  Committees 
within  15  months  of  enactment. 

o  Children’s  Mental  Health  Services:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  S 1 25  million,  which  is 
+S6  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  provide  grants  and 
technical  assistance  for  community- based  serv  ices  for  children  with  serious  emotional, 
behavioral,  or  mental  disorders.  The  Committee  included  the  proposed  set-aside  for  a 
demonstration  authority  to  improve  services  to  youth  before  their  first  episode  of 
psychosis  proposed  in  FY  2018  Budget,  and  directs  SAMHSA  to  work  with  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health. 

o  Suicide  Prevention  Programs:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  S74  million,  w'hich  is 

+S13  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +$5  million  above  FY  2018,  to  continue 
supporting  suicide  prevention  programs  such  as  the  National  Strategy  for  Suicide 
Prevention:  Zero  Suicide.  The  increase  is  for  the  National  Suicide  Prevention  Lifeline  to 
expand  and  enhance  access  nationwide. 

o  Project  AWARE:  The  bill  provides  $71  million,  which  is  +$71  million  above  the 

FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018.  Of  the  amount  provided,  the  report  continues  to 
direct  SAMHSA  to  use  $10  million  to  support  communities  addressing  the  root  causes  of 
civil  unrest  and  requests  a  report  on  progress  of  FY  2018  grantees  within  180  days  of 
enactment  of  the  bill.

o  Assertive  Community  Treatment  for  Individuals  with  Serious  Mental  Illness:  The  bill 
includes  $5  million,  which  is  -S10  million  below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with 
FY  2018,  for  grants  to  advance  the  Assertive  Community  Treatment  approach  to  address 
the  needs  of  those  living  with  Serious  Mental  Illness  and  technical  assistance  and 
evaluation  activities. 

Other  Mental  Health: 

•  National  Child  Traumatic  Stress  Network:  The  bill  provides  S64  million,  which  is 
+$15  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  +S10  million  above  FY  2018,  for  activities 
supporting  the  National  Child  Traumatic  Stress  Initiative.  The  new  funding  is  required  in  law 
to  be  awarded  not  later  than  December  1,  2018,  and  provides  +$4  million  in  new  funding  to 
support  mental  health  services  for  unaccompanied  alien  children,  +$3  million  for  mental 
health  services  for  children  in  Puerto  Rico,  +$2  million  for  training  and  technical  assistance 
on  evidence-based,  trauma-informed  care  approaches,  and  +$  1  million  for  expanding  access 
for  tribal  populations. 

•  Primary  and  Behavioral  Health  Care  Integration:  The  bill  includes  $52  million,  which  is 
+$52  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  integrate  primary  care  and 
mental  health  care. 

•  Infant  and  Early  Childhood  Mental  Health:  The  bill  includes  S5  million,  which  is  +$5  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  infant  and  early  childhood  mental 
health  promotion,  intervention,  and  treatment  as  authorized  in  section  10006  of  the  21st 
Century  Cures  Act.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program. 

•  Criminal  and  Juvenile  Justice  Programs:  The  bill  includes  $4  million,  which  is  -$ 1 0  million 
below  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  provide  comprehensive  treatment  and 
recovery  support  services  for  adolescents  and  adults  with  co-occurring  mental  and  substance 
use  disorders  who  come  into  contact  with  the  criminal  justice  system,  as  well  as  offenders  re¬ 
entering  the  community. 

Other  Substance  Abuse: 

•  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  and  Treatment  Block  Grant:  The  bill  includes  $1.9  billion, 
which  is  flat  with  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018.  The  bill  continues  to  exclude  the  block 
grant  from  the  PHS  Evaluation  Fund  set-aside  assessment. 

•  Criminal  Justice  Activities:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $89  million,  which  is  +$  1 1  million 
above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  programs  that  focus  on  diversion, 
alternatives  to  incarceration,  drug  courts,  and  re-entry  from  incarceration  for  adolescents  and 
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adults  with  substance  use  disorders  and/or  co-occurring  substance  use  and  mental  disorders. 
Drug  courts  continue  to  be  funded  at  $70  million  of  the  total. 

•  Screening.  Brief  Intervention  and  Referral  to  Treatment:  The  bill  includes  S30  million  for 
this  program,  which  is  +$30  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to 
support  primary  care  physicians  identify  individuals  who  misuse  substances  and  refer  to 
treatment.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  this  program. 

•  Sober  Truth  on  Preventing  Underage  Drinking  (STOP  Act):  The  bill  includes  S8  million, 
which  is  +S1  million  above  the  FY  2019  Budget  and  FY  2018.  This  increase  brings  the 
Community-based  Coalition  Enhancement  Grants  component  up  to  a  total  of  $6  million. 

•  Drug-Free  Communities:  The  bill  does  not  fund  this  program  within  SAMHSA,  which  was 
proposed  in  the  budget  to  be  transferred  from  the  White  House  Office  of  National  Drug 
Control  Policy  (ONDCP)  to  SAMHSA  at  SI 00  million.  SAMHSA  currently  administers  the 
program  under  an  interagency  agreement  with  ONDCP. 

Other  Crosscutting  Report  Language: 

•  HIV/AIDS  Programs:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  $164  million,  which  is  +S1 16  million  above 
the  FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  the  provision  of  effective,  culturally 
competent,  HIV/AIDS-related  mental  health  sendees  in  communities  for  people  living  with 
or  at  high  risk  for  HIV/AIDS.  The  FY  2019  Budget  discontinued  these  programs. 

•  Program  Support:  The  bill  includes  $79  million,  which  is  +$6  million  above  the  FY  2019 
Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  to  support  administrative  functions  of  the  agency. 

•  Health  Surveillance:  The  bill  includes  a  total  of  S47  million,  which  is  +$13  million  above  the 
FY  2019  Budget  and  flat  with  FY  2018,  for  Health  Surveillance  and  data  collection  activities.

Bill} — The  Bill  permits  federal  agencies  to  use  Federal  discretionary  funds  on  10  Performance 
Partner  Pilots.  The  Conference  bill  language  mirrors  the  language  enacted  in  FY  2018  and 
contains  authority  to  extend  operations  at  current  pilot  sites  by  up  to  five  additional  years. 

•  Enacted  in  FY  2018,  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget  without  the  Eve-year  continuation 
authority. 

New  General  Provisions  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget  NOT  included  in  FY  2019 
Conference  bill: 

Evaluation  Funding  Flexibility  Pilot — This  provision  would  have  provided  ACF  and  ASPE  with 
a  source  of  funds  with  extended  period  availability  for  research,  evaluation,  and  statistical 
purposes. 

Prohibition  on  Funding  to  Organizations  that  Perform  Abortions  and_  Receive  TitleX_  Grant 

Funds — This  provision  would  have  prohibited  funds  from  being  made  available  to  community 
provider  organization  that  both  perform  abortions  and  received  title  X  grant  funds  in  FY  2017  in 
excess  of  $23  million.  This  provision  would  only  apply  to  Planned  Parenthood. 

Rescissions: 

NEF  Rescission  (Sec.  228  ojjhe  FY 20j_9  Conference  Bill} — The  bill  rescinds  $400  million  from 
the  Nonrecurring  Expenses  Fund. 

•  This  provision  is  new  language  that  was  not  included  in  the  FY  2018  enacted  language, 
nor  was  it  proposed  in  the  FY  2019  Budget. 

CHIMPS  and  Rescissions: 

The  FY  2019  bill  includes  $7.7  billion  in  Changes  in  Mandatory  Programs  (CHIMPs)  from  the 
Children’s  Health  Insurance  Program  (CHIP).  CMS  currently  estimates  that  there  is  sufficient 
funding  available  such  that  none  of  the  proposed  rescissions  would  affect  operations  of  the  CHIP 
program.  The  CHIMP  funding  comes  from  two  separate  pots: 

•  Annual  CHIP  Allotments  to  States:  First,  the  bill  includes  a  permanent  rescission  of  $2.1 
billion  from  the  FY  2019  annual  appropriation  for  state  CHIP  allotments,  out  of  any 
funding  unobligated  as  of  September  25,  2019.  Currently,  CMS  projects  that  it  will 
obligate  $18.3  billion  of  the  $22.6  billion  appropriated,  leaving  S4.3  billion  unobligated 
at  the  end  of  FY  2019.  While  this  total  is  subject  to  change,  the  $2.2  billion  remaining 
post  rescission  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  any  unanticipated  increases  in  allotments  during 
FY  2019. 

•  Child  Enrollment  Contingency  Fund:  The  total  CHIMP  also  includes  $5.6  billion  from 
the  Contingency  Fund.  This  includes  approximately  $5.5  billion  in  unused  funding 
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carried  over  into  FY  2019,  as  well  as  approximately  SI 00  million  in  interest  expected  to 
accrue  on  this  funding  while  invested  during  FY  2019.  All  of  this  funding  will  be  made 
temporarily  unavailable  for  obligation  during  FY  2019  but  will  “pop  up”  or  become 
available  in  FY  2020  at  which  point  the  Congress  could  CF1IMP  these  funds  again.  CMS 
will  also  receive  a  new  deposit  of  20  percent  of  the  FY  2019  allotments  appropriation, 
totaling  $4.5  billion,  which  should  be  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  any  potential  shortfall 
payments  during  the  year.

CONSOLIDATED  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT,  2019 


The  following  is  an  explanation  of  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act, 

2019. 

This  Act  includes  7  regular  appropriations  bills  for  fiscal  year  2019.  The 
divisions  contained  in  the  Act  are  as  follows: 

•  Division  A  -  Department  of  Homeland  Security  Appropriations  Act, 

2019 

•  Division  B  -  Agriculture,  Rural  Development,  Food  and  Drug 
Administration,  and  Related  Agencies  Appropriations  Act,  2019 

•  Division  C  -  Commerce,  Justice,  Science,  and  Related  Agencies 
Appropriations  Act,  2019 

•  Division  D  -  Financial  Services  and  General  Government  Appropriations 
Act,  2019 

•  Division  E  -  Department  of  the  Interior,  Environment,  and  Related 
Agencies  Appropriations  Act,  2019 
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•  Division  F  -  Department  of  State,  Foreign  Operations,  and  Related 
Programs  Appropriations  Act,  2019 

•  Division  G  -  Transportation,  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and 
Related  Agencies  Appropriations  Act,  2019 

•  Division  H  -  Extensions,  Technical  Corrections,  and  Other  Matters 

Section  1  of  the  Act  is  the  short  title  of  the  bill. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  displays  a  table  of  contents. 

Section  3  of  the  Act  states  that,  unless  expressly  provided  otherwise,  any 
reference  to  “this  Act”  contained  in  any  division  shall  be  treated  as  referring  only 
to  the  provisions  of  that  division. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  provides  a  statement  of  appropriations. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  states  that  each  amount  designated  by  Congress  as  being 
for  Overseas  Contingency  Operations/Global  War  on  Terrorism  (OCO/GWOT)  is 
contingent  on  the  President  so  designating  all  such  OCO/GWOT  amounts  and 
transmitting  such  designations  to  Congress.  The  provision  is  consistent  with  the 
requirements  in  the  Budget  Control  Act  of  201 1 . 

Section  6  of  the  Act  provides  for  adjustments  to  compensation. 
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Section  7  of  the  Act  makes  a  technical  correction  to  amend  the  heading  and 
short  title  of  Division  O  of  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  2018  (Public  Law 
1 15-141)  to  be  cited  as  the  “Stephen  Sepp  Wildfire  Suppression  Funding  and 
Forest  Management  Activities  Act”. 

The  Act  does  not  contain  any  congressional  earmarks,  limited  tax  benefits, 
or  limited  tariff  benefits  as  defined  by  clause  9  of  rule  XXI  of  the  Rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 
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DIVISION  A  —  DEPARTMENT  OF  HOMELAND  SECURITY 
APPROPRIATIONS  ACT,  2019 


The  following  is  an  explanation  of  Division  A,  which  makes  appropriations  for  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Funding  provided  in  this 
conference  agreement  not  only  sustains  existing  programs  that  protect  the  nation  from  all  manner 
of  threats,  it  ensures  DHS’s  ability  to  improve  preparedness  at  the  federal,  state,  and  local  levels, 
to  prevent  and  respond  to  terrorist  attacks,  and  to  hire,  train,  and  equip  DHS  frontline  forces 
protecting  the  homeland. 

The  language  set  forth  in  Senate  Report  1 1 5-283  carries  the  same  weight  as  language 
included  in  this  joint  explanatory  statement  and  should  be  complied  with  unless  specifically 
addressed  to  the  contrary  in  the  conference  agreement  or  in  this  joint  explanatory 
statement.  While  the  statement  repeats  some  language  for  emphasis,  it  does  not  negate  any 
language  in  the  Senate  report  unless  expressly  stated.  Direction  contained  in  Senate  Report  1 1 5- 
283  related  to  the  non-pay  component  of  “Operations  and  Support”  appropriations  may  be  used 
by  DHS  as  guidance.  When  this  explanatory  statement  refers  to  the  Committees  or  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations,  these  references  are  to  the  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee 
on  Homeland  Security  and  the  Senate  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Homeland  Security. 

This  explanatory  statement  refers  to  certain  laws,  organizations,  persons,  funds,  and 
documents  as  follows:  the  Budget  Control  Act  of  201 1,  Public  Law  1 12-25,  is  referenced  as  the 
BCA;  the  Implementing  Recommendations  of  the  9/1 1  Commission  Act  of 2007,  Public  Law 
110-53,  is  referenced  as  the  9/1 1  Act;  the  Robert  T.  Stafford  Disaster  Relief  and  Emergency 
Assistance  Act,  Public  Law  93-288,  is  referenced  as  the  Stafford  Act;  the  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  is  referenced  as  DHS  or  the  Department;  the  Government  Accountability 
Office  is  referenced  as  GAO;  and  the  Office  of  Inspector  General  of  the  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  is  referenced  as  OIG.  In  addition,  “full-time  equivalents”  are  referred  to  as 
FTE;  “full-time  positions”  are  referred  to  as  FTP;  “Information  Technology”  is  referred  to  as  IT; 
the  DHS  “Working  Capital  Fund”  is  referred  to  as  WCF;  “program,  project,  and  activity”  is 
referred  to  as  PPA;  any  reference  to  “the  Secretary”  should  be  interpreted  to  mean  the  Secretary 
of  Homeland  Security;  “component”  should  be  interpreted  to  mean  an  agency,  administration,  or 
directorate  within  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security;  any  reference  to  CAS  shall  mean 
common  appropriations  Structure;  any  reference  to  SLTT  should  be  interpreted  to  mean  State, 
Local,  Tribal,  and  territorial;  and  “budget  request”  or  “the  request”  should  be  interpreted  to  mean 
the  budget  of  the  U.S.  Government  for  fiscal  year  2019  that  was  submitted  to  Congress  on 
February  12,  2018.

TITLE  I— DEPARTMENTAL  MANAGEMENT,  OPERATIONS, 
INTELLIGENCE,  AND  OVERSIGHT 

Office  of  the  Secretary  and  Executive  Management 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  includes  an  increase  for  Operations  and  Support  of 
$1 2,52 1 ,000  above  the  budget  request,  including  increases  of:  $4,487,000  for  the  Office  for 
Civil  Rights  and  Civil  Liberties,  of  which  $750,000  is  for  the  Compliance  Branch;  $2,120,000 
for  the  Immigration  Data  Integration  Initiative;  $1,638,000  for  the  Blue  Campaign  to  continue 
direct  funding  for  personnel;  $321,000  for  the  Office  of  the  Citizenship  and  Immigration 
Services  Ombudsman;  and  $1,261,000  for  the  Privacy  Office.  The  conferees  provide  $700,000 
for  the  Office  of  General  Counsel  to  support  an  increase  in  staffing.  The  total  also  reflects 
increases  above  the  request  of  $4,1 1 1,000  to  sustain  fiscal  year  2018  operational  levels, 

$2,3 1 2,000  for  increased  rent,  and  $1,1 77,000  for  the  20 1 9  pay  raise. 

The  Secretary  is  directed  to  provide  a  monthly  report,  to  be  made  public  on  the 
Department's  website,  on  family  separations,  referrals  for  prosecution,  family  unit  detention, 
referral  of  minors  to  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement,  and  removals,  as  detailed  in  Senate 
Report  1 15-283.  The  report  shall  also  include  data  on  the  total  number  of  referrals  for 
prosecution,  as  described  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 

The  Office  of  Terrorism  Prevention  Partnerships  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees, 
within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  on  efforts  to  combat  domestic  extremism  and 
terrorist  radicalization,  as  described  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 

The  Office  of  Civil  Rights  and  Civil  Liberties  shall  ensure  that  complainants  receive 
information  within  30  days  of  the  completion  of  an  investigation  regarding  its  outcome,  as 
described  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 
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The  Department  shall  update  the  Committees  on  the  implementation  and  oversight  of 
DHS  Policy  Directive  047-02,  related  to  cell  site  simulators  by  the  Department  and  its  state  and 
local  partners. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  requiring  the  continued  submission  and 
publication  of  the  Department’s  annual  Visa  Overstay  Report  and  border  security  metrics.  The 
Department  is  also  reminded  of  its  requirement  to  submit  findings  related  to  the  Blue  Campaign, 
as  directed  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 

As  described  in  House  Report  1 15-948,  the  Department  is  directed  to  continue  its  semi¬ 
annual  updates  on  the  Public  Complaint  and  Feedback  System  Working  Group.  In  addition,  the 
Department  is  directed  to  sustain  the  Blue  Campaign  at  not  less  than  its  total  fiscal  year  2016 
level  of  $5,1 50,000  in  fiscal  year  2019  using  component  contributions  to  cover  non-personnel 
program  costs.  The  Department  shall  account  for  and  propose  full,  direct  funding  for  the 
program  in  the  justification  materials  that  accompany  all  future  budget  submissions,  as  directed 
in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  1 1 5-3 1 . 

In  accordance  with  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  the  Consolidated 
Appropriations  Act,  2018  {Public  Law  1 15-141),  the  Department  recently  briefed  the 
Committees  on  efforts  to  understand  the  homeland  security  needs  of  rural  communities,  and  the 
Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for  Intergovernmental  Affairs  has  been  given  the  responsibility  for 
on-going  stakeholder  engagement.  The  Department  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  not  later 
than  60  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  current  priorities  and  focus  areas  related 
to  rural  communities. 


Management  Directorate 

OPERATIONS  AND  SET1  PORT 

The  conference  agreement  includes  an  increase  for  Operations  and  Support  of 
$249,133,000  above  the  budget  request,  including  increases  of:  $4,631,000  for  the  2019  pay 
raise;  $2,500,000  for  increased  costs  to  support  the  National  Finance  Center;  $3,100,000  for  the 
Cybersecurity  Internship  Program  within  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Information  Officer  (OCIO); 
and  $12,000,000  for  Data  Center  Optimization.  The  bill  includes  a  reduction  below  the  request 
of  $879,000  for  the  Joint  Wireless  Program  Management  Office  to  reflect  updated  estimates  for 
personnel. 
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Additionally,  $230,808,000  is  provided  for  the  Office  of  Biometric  Identity  Management 
(OBIM),  which  is  funded  within  the  Management  Directorate  in  accordance  with  the 
Cybersecurity  and  Infrastructure  Security  Agency  Act  of  2018  (Public  Law  1 1 5-278).  The 
Department  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees,  not  later  than  120  days  after  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act,  on  the  progress  of  OBIM’s  transition  to  the  Management  Directorate, 
including  an  overall  status  update  on  OBIM. 

The  Department  is  expected  to  continue  working  with  the  Committees  on  the  structure 
and  content  of  budget  justification  materials,  and  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  within  90 
days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  plans  for  improving  the  presentation  of  the  fiscal 
year  2021  budget.  The  Department  is  expected  to  refrain  from  initiating  new  programs,  projects, 
or  activities  for  which  funds  have  not  been  provided  in  an  appropriations  act,  either  explicitly  or 
based  on  a  funding  request,  if  such  programs,  projects,  or  activities  would  have  significant 
resource  requirements  beyond  the  budget  year.  When  emergent  circumstances  otherwise  require 
the  initiation  of  significant  new  programs  or  projects,  the  Department  is  directed  to  provide 
advance  notification  to  the  Committees,  along  with  a  justification  for  why  such  activities  are 
required. 

The  Department  shall  continue  to  submit  quarterly  obligation  plans,  which  provide 
transparency  to  Congress  and  departmental  leadership  on  the  status  of  activities  and  programs. 

In  lieu  of  the  direction  in  House  Report  1 1 5-948  regarding  submission  of  obligation  plans  under 
a  continuing  funding  resolution,  the  Department  is  directed  to  report  the  amounts  actually 
executed  in  the  first  quarter  against  the  apportionment  level  for  each  component  for  the  first 
quarter.  Beginning  with  the  second  quarter,  the  Department  shall  submit  plans  showing  planned 
and  actual  obligations  by  quarter. 

Section  101  of  this  Act  requires  the  Department’s  submission  of  a  monthly  budget  and 
staffing  report  every  30  days  after  the  last  day  of  each  month.  In  order  to  provide  flexibility  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Department  is  directed  to  submit  the  October  201 9  report  to  the 
Committees  not  later  than  December  30,  2019.  The  Department  is  also  reminded  that  these 
reports  are  to  be  posted  on  the  Department’s  website. 

OCIO  and  Office  of  the  Chief  Human  Capital  Officer  are  directed  to  update  the 
Committees  on  the  status  of  their  cyber  related  initiatives  as  described  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 
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The  Office  of  Chief  Procurement  Officer  is  directed  to  support  the  newly  created 
Countering  Weapons  of  Mass  Destruction  Office  with  procurement  review  and  guidance  as  it 
solidifies  program  consolidation  from  the  legacy  Office  of  Health  Affairs  and  Domestic  Nuclear 
Detection  Office.  As  directed  by  House  Report  1 15—948,  the  Department  shall  assess  the 
feasibility  of  establishing  a  unified  headquarters  for  U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection  and 
U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  operational  components  in  South  Texas;  provide  a 
report,  within  180  days  of  enactment,  detailing  internal  procedures  to  avoid  the  purchase  of 
“essentially  the  same”  items  in  violation  of  the  Javits  Wagner  O’ Day  Act;  brief  the  Committees 
on  an  implementation  plan  for  field  efficiencies;  explore  firing  range  solutions  for  components; 
provide  quarterly  briefings  on  summary  ratings  for  all  Level  1  and  2  acquisition  programs;  and 
direct  components  to  report  to  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  (OCFO)  on  obligations 
and  expenditures. 

With  the  adoption  of  a  common  appropriations  structure,  the  Department  is  now  poised  to 
standardize  its  periods  of  availability  (POAs)  to  allow  for  more  consistent  planning, 
programming,  budgeting,  and  execution  for  three  of  the  four  major  appropriation  account  types: 
Operations  and  Support  (O&S);  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements  (PC&I);  and 
Research  and  Development  (R&D).  With  limited  exception,  the  O&S  accounts  shall  have  one 
year  of  availability;  the  PC&I  accounts  shall  have  five  years  of  availability  for  construction  and 
three  years  for  all  other  activities;  and  the  R&D  accounts  shall  have  two  years  of  availability.  As 
part  of  future  budget  requests,  the  Department  shall  thoroughly  justify  any  necessary  deviation 
from  these  POAs,  to  include  a  description  of  the  specific  negative  impacts  that  would  result  from 
a  shorter  POA. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $  1 20,000,000  for  headquarters  consolidation  at  the 
St.  Elizabeths  campus.  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Readiness  Support  Officer  is  directed  to  brief  the 
Committees  on  an  updated  consolidation  schedule  and  obligation  plan  as  described  in  House 
Report  115-948. 


Intelligence,  Analysis,  and  Operations  Coordination 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  a  total  of  $253,253,000  for  Intelligence,  Analysis, 
and  Operations  Coordination  Operations  and  Support,  of  which  $78,299,000  is  available  until 
September  30,  2020. 
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Office  of  Inspector  General 


OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

A  total  of  $  168,000,000  is  provided  for  operations  and  support  for  the  Office  of  Inspector 
General  (OIG),  which  is  in  addition  to  $25,000,000  in  supplemental  funding  provided  to  the  OIG 
in  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Act  of  2018  (Public  Law  115-123)  for  oversight  of  major  disasters  that 
occurred  in  2017. 

The  OIG  is  directed  to  review'  ICE’s  implementation  and  oversight  of  the  287(g) 
program,  including  training,  data  collection,  civil  liberties  protections,  and  complaint  processes. 
The  OIG  shall  also  continue  its  program  of  unannounced  inspections  of  immigration  detention 
facilities  and  publish  the  results  of  the  inspections  and  other  reports  related  to  custody  operations 
activities  on  its  public  website.  As  the  OIG  continues  to  conduct  unannounced  inspections  of 
detention  facilities,  it  is  directed  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  health  needs  of  detainees. 

Within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Inspector  General  shall  report  to 
the  Committees  on  the  implementation  of,  and  any  interagency  coordination  associated  with,  the 
previous  policy  of  separating  migrant  families;  the  Executive  Order  issued  on  June  20,  2018, 
entitled  “Affording  Congress  an  Opportunity  to  Address  Family  Separation;”  and  efforts  made 
to  reunify  families  separated  under  the  previous  family  separation  policy. 

The  OIG  is  responsible  for  conducting  annual  audits  of  DHS  fleet  management  practices 
and  shall  make  the  results  for  non-law  enforcement  sensitive  components  publicly  available. 


TITLE  I — ADMIN  ISTRATrVE  PROVISIONS  -  THIS  ACT 

Section  101.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Chief 
Financial  Officer  to  submit  monthly  budget  execution  and  staffing  reports  within  30  days  after 
the  close  of  each  month. 

Section  102.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Inspector 
General  to  review  grants  and  contracts  awarded  by  means  other  than  full  and  open  competition 
and  report  the  results  to  the  Committees. 

Section  103.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  the  Secretary  to 
require  contracts  providing  award  fees  to  link  such  fees  to  successful  acquisition  outcomes. 
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Section  104.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Secretary,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury',  to  notify  the  Committees  of  any  proposed 
transfers  from  the  Department  of  Treasury  Forfeiture  Fund  to  any  agency  at  DHS.  No  funds  may 
be  obligated  prior  to  such  notification. 

Section  105.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  related  to  official  travel 
costs  of  the  Secretary  and  Deputy'  Secretary. 

Section  106.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Secretary  to 
submit  a  report  on  visa  overstay  data  and  to  post  border  security  metrics  on  the  Department’s 
website. 


TITLE  II— SECURITY,  ENFORCEMENT,  AND  INVESTIGATIONS 
U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $12,179,729,000  for  Operations  and  Support  of  U.S. 
Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP).  This  funding  level  includes  an  increase  of  $60,086,000 
above  the  request  to  include  the  following:  $58,710,000  to  hire  600  new  CBP  Officers  (CBPOs) 
and  encourages  CBP  to  use  available  fee  funding  to  hire  additional  new  CBPOs;  $1,000,000  for 
rescue  beacons;  $5,000,000  for  innovative  technology;  $5,797,000  for  laboratory  personnel  for 
opioid  detection;  $2,500,000  for  equipment  for  field  labs  for  opioid  detection;  $5,000,000  for 
counter-network  operations  at  the  National  Targeting  Center;  $1 5,000,000  for  port  of  entry 
technology  for  opioid  detection;  $1,000,000  for  Carrizo  cane  control  efforts;  $23,492,000  to 
annualize  the  cost  of  CBP  officers  hired  in  fiscal  year  20 1 8;  $2,000,000  for  canine  team 
personnel  for  opioid  detection;  $1,600,000  for  support  staff  for  opioid  detection;  $10,000,000  for 
Air  and  Marine  Operations  (AMO)  unmanned  UAS  contracts  and  other  activities  required  to 
increase  flying  hours;  $192,700,000  for  improved  medical  care,  transportation,  and  consumables 
to  better  ensure  the  health  and  safety  of  migrants  who  are  temporarily  in  CBP  custody; 

$1 57,480,000  for  denial  of  the  proposed  travel  processing  fee  changes;  $2,000,000  for  the  Office 
of  Trade  to  enhance  targeting  activities;  and  $128,386,000  to  support  the  2019  pay  raise. 

Funding  is  provided  to  sustain  the  current  level  of  Border  Patrol  Agents.  The  agreement 
provides  $28,600,000  for  CBP  recruitment  and  applicant  processing,  a  reduction  of  $1 7,600,000 
from  the  request,  and  $20,000,000  for  Border  Patrol  relocation  and  retention,  a  reduction  of 
$1 5,098,000  from  the  request.  The  conferees  provide  an  increase  of  $20,000,000  for  the 
expansion  of  the  National  Targeting  Center,  a  decrease  of  $6,896,000  from  the  request. 
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Additionally,  the  agreement  includes  a  decrease  of  $35,000,000  from  Border  Patrol  vehicle 
recapitalization. 

Following  the  recent  deaths  of  migrants  in  custody,  CBP  promulgated  new  interim 
standard  operating  procedures  to  improve  the  agency’s  awareness  of  migrant  welfare  and 
response  to  emergency  situations.  CBP  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees,  within  60  days  of  the 
date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  on  its  progress  in  establishing  more  permanent  plans,  standards, 
and  protocols,  to  include  the  following:  health  assessment  standards  and  response  protocols  for 
medical  emergencies,  including  transportation  between  CBP  locations  and  to  hospitals  or  other 
medical  response  sites;  requirements  for  ensuring  that  CBP  provides  water,  nutrition,  hygiene, 
and  sanitation  needs  of  migrants  in  temporary  CBP  custody;  standards  for  temporary  holding 
facilities  that  ensure  such  facilities  are  humane  and  used  appropriately  for  single  adults,  families, 
and  unaccompanied  children;  protocols  for  responding  to  surges  in  migrants  crossing  the  border; 
and  a  plan  for  providing  training  to  federal  and  contract  personnel  who  interact  with  migrants  in 
CBP  custody.  As  part  of  the  briefing,  CBP  shall  also  present  a  schedule  for  finalizing  and 
implementing  these  plans,  protocols,  and  standards;  estimates  of  the  associated  short-term  and 
longer-term  funding  requirements;  and  any  changes  to  legal  authorities  that  might  be  necessary. 
To  facilitate  these  additional  requirements,  the  conferees  provide  $192,700,000  above  the  request 
to  include  $128,000,000  for  contract  medical  professionals,  $40,200,000  for  increased 
consumable  commodities  such  as  food,  infant  formula  and  diapers;  and  $24,500,000  for 
increased  transportation  between  CBP  facilities. 

When  CBP  is  responsible  for  the  custody  of  siblings  who  are  unaccompanied  alien 
children,  the  Commissioner  shall,  to  the  extent  practicable  and  when  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  children,  place  such  siblings  in  the  same  facility  and  keep  such  siblings  together  before  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  assumes  custody  pursuant  to  8  U.S.C.  1232(b).  When 
considering  whether  a  family  should  remain  together  while  in  custody,  the  Commissioner  should 
consider  the  criminal  history  of  the  parent,  safety  and  comfort  of  the  child,  immigration  history, 
and  physical  and  mental  health  of  all  members  of  the  family.  DHS  is  directed  to  ensure,  when 
appropriate  and  feasible,  that  separated  family  units  are  reunited  and  transferred  together  prior  to 
removal,  release  from  CBP  custody,  or  transfer  to  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement 
custody. 

As  directed  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  115-141,  CBP  shall 
continue  to  brief  the  Committees  quarterly  on  its  progress  toward  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  assessment  of  CBP- wide  capability  gaps,  to  include  personnel,  and  directs  CBP 
to  brief  monthly  on  efforts  to  develop  and  utilize  a  Border  Patrol  workforce  staffing  model  and  to 
continue  these  briefings  until  the  model  is  mature  and  used  to  allocate  personnel. 
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Also  as  directed  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  1 15-141,  CBP 
shall  continue  to  post  to  its  website  a  combined  table  of  CBP  interdictions  of  currency  and  major 
categories  of  drugs,  delineated  by  seizures  at  and  between  the  Ports  of  Entry  (POEs),  and  at 
checkpoints. 

As  previously  directed  in  House  Report  1 15-239,  CBP  shall  continue  to  report  to  the 
Committees  the  following:  the  number  of  detainees  held  by  CBP  for  more  than  48  and  72  hours, 
respectively;  allegations  related  to  employee  corruption  and  use  of  force  abuses;  and  checkpoint, 
transportation  check,  and  roving  patrol  stop  operations.  This  information  should  be  updated 
monthly  and  should  include  a  list  of  all  CBP  facilities  used  for  temporarily  detaining  aliens, 
including  the  year-to-date  average  daily  population  and  the  daily  population  at  these  facilities  at 
the  time  of  publication. 

The  conferees  direct  CBP  to  provide  regular  updates  on  the  implementation  of  the 
working  group  convened  to  improve  coordination  between  U.S.  Border  Patrol  and  AMO. 

Within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  CBP  shall  brief  the  Committees  on 
its  search  and  rescue  efforts  for  fiscal  year  2018,  as  detailed  in  House  Report  115-239,  with  a 
particular  emphasis  on  the  Border  Patrol's  policies,  methodology,  and  oversight  related  to  how 
migrant  deaths  are  counted.  Additionally,  CBP  is  directed  to  report  the  death  of  any  individual  in 
CBP  custody,  in  the  temporary  custody  of  other  law  enforcement  agencies  on  behalf  of  CBP,  or 
subsequent  to  the  use  of  force  by  CBP  personnel  within  24  hours,  including  relevant  details 
regarding  the  circumstances  of  the  fatality. 

As  directed  in  House  Report  1 15-948,  CBP  shall  provide  a  briefing  to  the  Committees  on 
the  results  of  the  Incident-Driven  Video  Recording  Systems  pilot  upon  its  completion  and 
assessment,  including  details  on  lessons  learned  for  policy,  privacy,  and  resource  requirements. 

The  conferees  direct  CBP  to  provide  the  Committees  with  data  pertaining  to  the  number 
and  efficacy  of  roving  patrol  stops  and  to  release  this  data  publicly  on  a  semiannual  basis, 
including  a  description  of  CBP  policies  governing  enforcement  actions  of  this  nature;  the  total 
number  of  roving  patrol  stops  made  by  CBP  personnel,  including  the  number  resulting  in  arrest; 
and  the  date,  location,  duration,  type  of,  and  reason  for  each  roving  patrol  stop  and  each  resulting 
arrest.  All  personally  identifiable  information  about  specific  individuals  shall  be  redacted  from 
these  reports. 

The  conferees  direct  the  Department  to  submit  a  report  that  details  its  prioritization  of 
POE  infrastructure  capital  investment  projects,  the  methods  and  models  used  to  determine 
prioritization,  and  an  overview  of  Public-Private  Partnership  agreements.  The  conferees 
encourage  CBP  to  work  with  the  General  Services  Administration  and  the  Office  of  Management 
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and  Budget  on  the  annual  5 -year  Land  POEs  modernization  plan,  which  is  based  on  CBP's 
operational  priorities  and  should  include  plans  to  complete  the  modernization  of  pre-9/1 1  POEs 
along  the  northern  border.  Specific  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
needs  of  CBPOs. 

rfhe  conferees  remain  concerned  with  the  duty  drawback  program,  including  the 
Accelerated  Payment  privilege  and  directs  CBP  to  comply  with  the  direction  in  House  Report 
115-948. 

To  improve  oversight  on  the  execution  of  funding  for  personnel,  CBP  is  directed  to 
submit  a  report  not  later  than  1 5  days  after  the  end  of  each  month  on  staffing  numbers,  to  include 
gains  and  losses  by  pay  period  during  the  month. 

The  conferees  direct  GAO  to  conduct  a  study  and  report  to  the  Committees  within  240 
days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  on  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  current 
retrospective  duty  system  in  comparison  to  those  of  a  prospective  duty  system,  with  the  goal  of 
minimizing  uncollected  duties. 

CBP  and  U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services  are  directed  to  jointly  brief  the 
Committees  on  current  challenges  related  to  the  implementation  of  section  289  of  the 
Immigration  and  Nationality  Act,  related  to  the  right  of  entry  of  American  Indians  into  the 
United  States  from  Canada.  The  briefing  shall  include  legislative  options  for  how  to  more 
equitably  implement  the  intent  of  section  289  while  also  addressing  appropriate  security 
concerns.  The  Department  shall  also  make  this  briefing  available  to  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee  and  the  Senate  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  upon  request. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $2,5 15,878,000  for  procurement,  construction,  and 
improvements,  an  increase  of  $674,330,000  above  the  request.  Of  the  total,  $870,656,000  is 
available  until  September  30,  2021 .  and  $1,645,222,000  is  available  until  September  30,  2023. 

The  agreement  includes  $1 ,375,000,000  for  additional  pedestrian  fencing  to  include 
$345,000,000  for  approximately  1 1  miles  of  levee  pedestrian  fencing  and  $1,030,000,000  for 
approximately  44  miles  of  primary  pedestrian  fencing  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  Sector  of  Texas. 


The  conferees  also  provide  $100,000,000  for  border  surveillance  technology  to  include 
technologies  such  as  fixed  towers,  remote  video  surveillance  systems,  mobile  surveillance 
capability  on  the  northern  border,  and  innovative  towers.  The  conferees  note  the  significant 
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amount  of  carryover  funding  totaling  over  $200,000,000  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018  that  has  not 
been  placed  on  contract  which  include  significant  balances  for  cross  border  tunnel  threat; 
integrated  fixed  towers,  linear  ground  detection  including  fiber  optics,  mobile  video  surveillance 
systems;  remote  video  surveillance  systems,  and  small  unmanned  aerial  systems. 

Not  later  than  30  days  prior  to  any  construction  contract  award  for  physical  barriers 
funded  in  this  Act,  CBP  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Committees  on  the  estimated  amount  of 
private  property  necessary  to  be  obtained,  the  estimated  associated  cost,  efforts  to  consult  with 
stakeholders,  and  timeline  for  acquisition. 

The  agreement  includes  $564,000,000  for  non-intrusive  inspection  equipment  at  land 
ports  of  entry.  Additionally,  $6,000,000  has  been  included  for  outbound  enforcement 
equipment;  $45,000,000  for  inspection  equipment  at  international  mail  and  express  consignment 
facilities;  and  $  1 0.000,000  for  automated  commercial  environment  enhancements  to  include  post 
core  development  and  collections. 

The  conferees  include  $1 1 2,612,000  for  airframes  and  sensors,  including  three  multirole 
enforcement  aircraft,  and  $14,500,000  for  watercraft,  including  coastal  interceptor  vessels. 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $270,222,000  for  construction  and  facility 
improvements,  an  increase  of  $222,000,000  above  the  request.  The  amount  includes 
$192,000,000  for  a  new  central  processing  facility  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  $30,000,000  for 
renovations  to  the  existing  McAllen  Central  Processing  Center,  $33,447,000  for  a  new  Border 
Patrol  Station  as  requested,  and  $14,775,000  for  Office  of  Field  Operations  facilities  as 
requested.  The  conferees  expect  the  new  El  Paso  facility  and  renovations  to  the  existing 
processing  center  in  McAllen,  Texas,  will  make  them  more  appropriate  for  use  as  temporary 
holding  sites  for  individuals  in  CBP  custody,  particularly  families  and  unaccompanied 
children.  At  a  minimum,  these  facilities  should  be  equipped  with  appropriate  temperature 
controls  and  avoid  chain-link  fence-type  enclosures.  CBP  is  also  encouraged  to  use  a  more 
appropriate  blanket  type  than  currently  utilized. 

The  conferees  provide  $1 8,544,000  for  revenue  modernization,  as  requested. 
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U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement 


OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $7,542,153,000  for  Operations  and  Support.  Of  the 
total  amount  provided,  $75,448,000  is  made  available  until  September  30,  2020,  of  which 
$13,700,000  is  for  the  Visa  Security  Program;  $26,498,000  is  for  wiretaps  that  are  necessary  to 
support  dismantling  transnational  criminal  organizations  that  threaten  the  national  security  and 
public  safety  of  the  United  States;  $15,250,000  is  for  half  of  the  increase  described  below  for 
family  case  management;  and  $20,000,000  is  for  half  of  the  increase  described  below  for  ICE 
management  of  immigration  cases  of  enrollees  in  the  alternatives  to  detention  program. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  $47,250,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise  and  does  not 
assume  the  use  of  $207,600,000  in  Immigration  Examination  User  Fee  revenue  to  partially  offset 
costs  for  eligible  activities  in  this  account  due  to  concerns  with  the  impact  to  U.S.  Citizenship 
and  Immigration  Services  (USCIS)  operations  and  the  growing  backlog  in  applications  for 
immigration  benefits.  The  conference  agreement  assumes  a  net  reduction  below  the  request  of 
$80,578,000  for  salaries  and  benefits  based  on  updated  payroll  analyses  provided  by  U.S. 
Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  in  January  of  2019  indicating  that  payroll  costs  to 
sustain  staffing  levels  achieved  by  the  end  of  fiscal  year  201 8  would  fall  short  of  the  amounts 
proposed  in  the  budget  request. 

The  conferees  direct  the  Department  and  ICE  that  while  Section  503  of  this  Act  provides 
limited  authority  to  address  unanticipated,  unavoidable  detention  needs  within  the  Operations 
and  Support  appropriation,  the  budgetary  impacts  of  any  detention  and  enforcement  policy  must 
be  carefully  considered  prior  to  implementation.  Accordingly,  within  60  days  of  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act,  and  monthly  thereafter,  ICE  shall  provide  a  briefing  to  the  Committees  on 
a  detailed  operational  and  spending  plan  to  show  how  ICE  will  execute  its  budget  within  the 
funding  levels  appropriated.  Such  plan  shall  not  assume  the  use  of  transfer  or  reprogramming 
authorities,  shall  show  anticipated  budget  allocations  at  the  field  office  level,  and  shall  track 
actual  monthly  obligations  and  updated  projected  obligations  against  the  original  projections  for 
each  of  the  remaining  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  that  ICE  transfers  or  reprograms 
funding,  these  plans  shall  be  updated  to  accompany  any  notification  that  is  required  by  Section 
503. 

Within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  ICE  is  directed  to  brief  the 
Committees  on  its  plan  and  schedule  for  completing  its  ongoing  evaluation  of  the  potential  use  of 
body  worn  cameras  in  its  field  enforcement  activities.  The  conferees  note  that  CBP  has  evaluated 
the  use  of  body  worn  cameras  in  its  operations  and  encourages  ICE  to  coordinate  with  CBP  on 
lessons  learned. 
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ICE  shall  continue  to  report  and  make  public  the  following,  as  detailed  in  House  Report 
115-239,  and  shall  follow  the  previously  directed  timeframes  unless  otherwise  specified: 

•  Semi-annual  update  on  UACs  who  age  out  while  in  Office  of 
Refugee  Resettlement  custody; 

•  Secure  Communities  report; 

•  Requirements  related  to  detention  facility  inspections  reports; 

•  Death  in  custody  reporting,  with  subsequent  reporting  to  be  released 
within  90  days  of  the  initial  report  unless  additional  time  is  required  for  redacting 
personally  identifiable  information; 

•  Access  to  facilities; 

•  Detainee  locator  information; 

•  Changes  to  the  current  detention  facility  category  and  inspection 
framework; 

•  Compliance  with  the  201 1  Performance  Based  National  Detention 
Standards  (PBNDS  201 1)  and  PREA  requirements;  and 

•  Weekly  rate  of  operations  for  Custody  Operations. 

The  Department  shall  continue  to  submit  data  on  the  deportation  of  parents  of  U.S.-born 
children  semiannually,  as  in  prior  years,  and  shall  also  report  semiannually  on  removals  of 
honorably  discharged  members  of  the  armed  services. 

The  conferees  direct  ICE,  in  conjunction  with  CBP,  USCIS,  and  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Financial  Officer,  to  provide  the  Committee  with  regular  updates  on  apprehensions,  the  average 
daily  population  (ADP)  in  ICE  detention,  asylum  claims,  the  number  of  prosecution  referrals  to 
the  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ),  and  the  number  of  referrals  accepted  by  DOJ.  These  updates 
should  also  include  information  on  how  the  Department  is  executing  its  current  year  and  fiscal 
year  2019  funding  compared  to  the  enacted  appropriations  levels. 

Within  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Director  shall  provide  one  or  more  national, 
nonprofit  organizations  that  have  experience  advising  on  legal  resources  available  to  immigrants, 
asylum-seekers,  and  refugees  with  the  location  of  all  over- 72  hour  detention  facilities,  including 
those  owned  by  ICE,  by  contractors,  or  by  units  of  state  or  local  government  in  the  event  such 
organizations  are  willing  to  identify  pro  bono  immigration  legal  services  providers  in  the  area  of 
each  facility.  ICE  shall  also  display  this  information  on  an  easily  accessible  area  of  its  website,  or 
provide  a  link  to  the  organizations’  websites  if  such  information  is  provided  there.  To  ensure  the 
information  is  up-to-date,  the  Director  shall  notify  the  organizations  prior  to  any  change  to  the 
inventory  or  location  of  the  above  mentioned  detention  facilities. 

The  conferees  are  concerned  about  the  results  of  a  recent  Office  of  Inspector  General 
audit  finding  that  “[ijnstead  of  holding  facilities  accountable  through  financial  penalties,  ICE 
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issued  waivers  to  facilities  with  deficient  conditions,  seeking  to  exempt  them  from  complying 
with  certain  standards.”  Further,  the  audit  revealed  that  “ICE  has  no  formal  policies  and 
procedures  to  govern  the  waiver  process,  has  allowed  officials  without  clear  authority  to  grant 
waivers,  and  does  not  ensure  key  stakeholders  have  access  to  approved  waivers.”  To  ensure 
appropriate  oversight  of  waiver  authority,  the  ICE  Director  shall  have  sole  authority  to  approve 
waivers,  and  shall  notify  the  Committees  of  such  waivers  within  3  business  days  of  such 
approval. 


Homeland  Security  Investigations 

Domestic  Investigations.*- The  conferees  include  the  following  increases  above  the 
request:  $7,200,000  for  additional  Computer  Forensics  Analysts,  including  for  the  Child  Victim 
Identification  Program;  $1,500,000  for  paid  internships  for  the  Human  Exploitation  Rescue 
Operative  Child- Rescue  Corps  program;  $1,300,000  for  an  interoperable,  nationwide  information 
sharing  platform  related  to  the  relationships  of  gang  members,  the  identification  of  trafficking 
routes,  and  federal  coordination  between  ICE,  CBP,  and  DOJ;  and  $2,000,000  for  upgrades  to 
the  Sexual  Offender  Registration  and  Notification  Act  exchange  portal.  The  conference 
agreement  also  provides  the  requested  $6,498,000  for  additional  wiretaps  to  support  dismantling 
Transnational  Criminal  Organizations  that  threaten  the  national  security  and  public  safety  of  the 
United  States. 

The  conferees  understand  the  importance  of  enhancing  the  capacity  of  Homeland 
Security  Investigations  (HSI)  and  its  partners  to  investigate  criminal  activity  on  the  Internet  to 
combat  opioids/fentanyl.  Accordingly,  the  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $31,605,000  above 
the  request  for  up  to  1 55  additional  criminal  investigators  and  72  support  personnel  dedicated  to 
enhancing  opioid/fentanyl -related  investigations.  HSI  shall  brief  the  Committees  not  later  than 
30  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  its  plan  for  executing  these  funds. 

ICE  plays  a  critical  role  in  investigating  criminal  organizations  that  traffic  individuals 
into  and  within  the  United  States.  The  conferees  encourage  ICE  to  work  with  appropriate 
nonprofit  organizations  and  victim  service  providers  to  improve  the  training  of  ICE  officers  in 
the  field  to  assist  in  the  identification  of  human  trafficking  victims  and  provide  appropriate 
referrals  to  victim  service  organizations. 

The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $7,500,000  above  the  request  for  the  HSI  Victim 
Assistance  Program  for  additional  Victim  Assistance  Specialists  (VASs),  Forensic  Interview 
Specialists,  and  related  personnel.  These  additional  resources  are  intended  to  ensure  that  HSI's 
victim  assistance  capability  is  commensurate  with  that  of  other  federal  law  enforcement 
agencies,  with  the  goal  of  placing  of  a  VAS  with  every  human  trafficking  task  force  in  which 
HSI  participates. 
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The  total  includes  not  less  than  $305,000  for  promoting  public  awareness  of  the  child 
pornography  tip  line  and  not  less  than  $  1 5,770,000  for  investigations  of  forced  labor  law 
violations,  to  include  forced  child  labor.  ICE  is  directed  to  continue  to  submit  an  annual  report  on 
expenditures  and  performance  metrics  associated  with  forced  labor  law  enforcement  activities. 

The  conference  agreement  provides  not  less  than  $15,000,000  for  intellectual  property 
law  enforcement  through  the  work  of  HSI  and  the  National  Intellectual  Property  Rights  (IPR) 
Coordination  Center.  ICE  is  directed  to  ensure  that  the  National  IPR  Center  is  properly  staffed  to 
facilitate  continued  enforcement  actions  against  the  theft  of  U.S.  intellectual  property, 
particularly  online,  as  required  in  Public  Law  1 14-125.  Based  on  a  new  wave  of  digital 
copyright  piracy  involving  devices  and  software  that  connect  consumers’  televisions  directly  to 
copyright-theft  sites,  the  conferees  direct  ICE  to  increase  investigations  and  enforcement  to 
thwart  illicit  streaming  involving  media  boxes  and  televisions. 

International  Investigations. — The  conference  agreement  provides  an  additional 
$4,780,000  over  fiscal  year  2018  levels  for  12  additional  special  agents  for  international 
investigations  and  2  support  staff,  whose  focus  will  be  to  enhance  opioid/fentanyl-related 
investigations.  The  conference  agreement  annualizes  growth  to  overseas  operations  funded  in 
fiscal  year  2018,  for  continued  efforts  to  interrupt  the  illicit  movement  of  people  and  goods  prior 
to  their  arrival  in  the  United  States. 

Not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  ICE  shall  brief  the 
Committees  on  expansion  plans  and  on  efforts  to  implement  the  recommendations  in  GAO-1 8- 
314,  Actions  Needed  to  Strengthen  Performance  Management  and  Planning  for  Expansion  of 
DHS’s  Visa  Security  Program. 

Intelligence.— The  conferees  provide  an  additional  $7,615,000  over  fiscal  year  2018 
levels  for  100  additional  intelligence  analysts,  whose  focus  will  be  to  enhance  opioid/fentanyl- 
related  investigations. 
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Enforcement  and  Removal  Operations 


Custody  Operations. — The  conference  agreement  includes  increases  above  the  request  of 
$12,450,000  for  1 12  additional  Health  Service  Corps  staff  assigned  to  detention  facilities  and 
$4,000,000  to  bring  detention  facility  compliance  with  Prison  Rape  Elimination  Act  (PREA) 
requirements  up  to  97  percent,  from  the  current  86  percent. 

In  the  execution  of  these  activities,  ICE  is  directed  to  ensure  that  field  personnel, 
including  ERO  officers,  are  appropriately  trained  on  all  agency  policies  and  procedures 
involving  detained  parents  and  legal  guardians,  including  ICE’s  directive  on  the  Detention  and 
Removal  of  Alien  Parents  or  Legal  Guardians  and  time  of  arrest  protocols  to  minimize  harm  to 
children. 

ICE  is  directed  to  prioritize  the  use  of  ATD  programs  for  families,  including  family  case 
management,  for  which  the  bill  provides  significant  additional  resources.  ICE  should  continue 
working  with  the  Executive  Office  for  Immigration  Review  at  the  Department  of  Justice  to 
prioritize  the  adjudication  timeline  for  the  cases  of  individuals  enrolled  in  ATD,  particularly 
those  of  families  and  asylum  seekers. 

An  administrative  provision  in  the  bill  requires  ICE  to  provide  weekly  reports  to  the 
Committees  and  to  the  public  on  the  average  daily  population,  average  length  of  stay,  and  total 
year-to-date  book -ins  of  single  adults  and  of  members  of  family  units  detained  in  ICE  custody, 
delineated  by  arresting  agency;  the  daily  counts  of  single  adults  and  family  units  in  detention 
custody;  the  number  of  individuals  in  detention  custody  with  positive  fear  determinations  and  the 
average  and  median  post-determination  length  of  stay  for  such  individuals;  and  the  total  number 
of  enrollees  in  Alternatives  to  Detention,  including  the  Family  Case  Management  Program,  along 
with  the  average  length  of  participation. 

ICE  is  also  directed  to  make  public  the  following  statistics,  to  be  updated  monthly:  the 
average  bond  amount  for  detainees;  the  percentage  of  detainees  released  after  paying  a  bond;  the 
average  length  of  detention  for  individuals  who  are  released  on  bond;  and  the  average  length  of 
detention  for  individuals  offered  release  on  bond  who  remain  in  detention  because  they  do  not 
pay  the  bond. 

All  forms  required  to  be  signed  by  a  detained  person  must  be  available  in  both  English 
and  Spanish.  ICE  is  directed  to  report  to  the  Committees  within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Act  on  a  plan  and  timeline  for  achieving  this  goal. 

Additionally,  ICE  is  directed  to  provide  a  semi-annual  report  to  the  Committees  detailing 
the  number  of  individuals,  by  field  office,  who  are  detained  by  ICE  for  removal  from  the  United 
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States  but  are  subsequently  determined  to  be  U.S.  Citizens,  along  with  the  average  and  median 
lengths  of  stay  in  detention  for  such  individuals.  The  report  should  also  describe  ICE’s  process 
for  adjudicating  claims  of  U.S.  citizenship  by  individuals  it  arrests  for  removal  from  the  United 
States;  major  impediments  to  more  quicldy  resolving  such  claims;  and  ICE's  efforts  to  mitigate 
those  impediments.  The  first  report  is  due  within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

ICE  shall  provide  a  report  to  the  Committees,  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act,  identifying  for  each  detention  contract,  Inter-govemmental  Service 
Agreement  (IGSA),  or  Inter-govemmental  Agreement  (IGA),  the  detention  standards  under 
which  it  is  inspected  and  the  status  of  its  compliance  with  PREA  standards;  all  fiscal  year  2018 
costs  by  category,  as  appropriate;  and  the  number  of  authorized  and  average  number  of  on-board 
medical  and  mental  health  personnel,  if  any,  during  the  fiscal  year.  In  addition,  the  ICE  Director 
shall  continue  to  report  to  the  Committees  at  least  30  days  in  advance  of  entering  into  any  new  or 
significantly  modified  detention  contract  or  other  detention  agreement  that  does  not  meet  or 
exceed  the  Performance- Based  National  Detention  Standards  2011,  as  revised  in  2016.  Each 
report  shall  include  a  justification  for  why  such  contract  or  agreement  requires  different 
standards. 

Within  30  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  ICE  is  directed  to  brief  the 
Committees  on  its  progress  in  implementing  the  five  recommendations  made  by  OIG  in  its  recent 
report  on  detention  standards  (OIG- 1 8-67).  In  addition,  GAO  is  directed  to  follow-up  on  the  OIG 
report  by  examining  ICE's  management  and  oversight  of  detention  facilities,  including  the  extent 
to  which  DHS  has: 

(1)  effective  mechanisms  in  place  to  monitor  compliance  with  applicable  detention 

facility  standards,  including  implementation  of  corrective  actions;  and 

(2)  effective  processes  in  place  for  obtaining  and  addressing  complaints  from  aliens  in 

detention  facilities. 

GAO  shall  provide  a  preliminary  briefing  to  the  Committees  on  its  findings  within  180 
days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

Individuals  detained  in  ICE  detention  facilities  can  voluntarily  participate  in  work 
programs  at  those  facilities,  doing  jobs  such  as  cooking,  laundry,  and  providing  janitorial 
services.  OIG  is  directed  to  review  ICE  policies  and  oversight  of  contract  detention  facilities 
related  to  detainee  work  programs,  with  a  particular  focus  on  how  ICE  can  ensure  that  such  work 
is  strictly  voluntary. 

ICE  should  ensure  that  operators  of  family  detention  facilities  do  not  prevent  co-sleeping 
by  parents  and  their  young  children,  which  can  be  a  source  of  comfort  to  children  in  unfamiliar 
circumstances.

Within  30  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  and  monthly  thereafter,  ICE  shall 
report  to  the  Committees  on  the  fiscal  year-to-date  criminality  breakdown  of  the  individuals  in  its 
custody,  as  well  as  the  estimated  criminality  breakdown  associated  with  its  fiscal  year-to-date 
average  daily  population,  and  the  criminality  breakdown  of  its  daily  population  as  of  the  date  of 
the  report. 

Criminal  Alien  Program. — ICE  is  directed  to  ensure  that  every  287(g)  jurisdiction  has 
established,  and  routinely  and  formally  meets  with,  steering  committees  of  external  stakeholders 
to  discuss  the  performance  and  oversight  of  287(g)-designated  officers.  ICE  shall  continue  to 
provide  an  annual  287(g)  report,  as  detailed  in  House  Report  115—239,  which  should  also 
describe  any  plans  for  future  expansion  of  or  changes  to  the  use  of  its  287(g)  authority. 

The  conferees  also  expect  ICE,  the  Office  of  Inspector  General  (OIG),  and  the  Office  for 
Civil  Rights  and  Civil  Liberties  to  continue  providing  rigorous  oversight  of  the  287(g)  program, 
and  directs  ICE  to  notify  the  Committees  prior  to  implementing  any  significant  changes  to  the 
program,  including  any  changes  to  training  requirements,  data  collection,  or  selection  criteria. 

Alternatives  to  Detention. — The  conferees  include  increases  above  the  request  of 
$28,000,000  to  increase  the  number  of  participants  in  Alternatives  to  Detention  (ATD)  programs 
to  100,000,  up  from  82,000  assumed  in  the  request;  $40,000,000  for  additional  ICE  staffing 
dedicated  to  the  management  of  ATD  immigration  cases,  particularly  those  of  asylum  applicants; 
and  $30,500,000  for  the  Family  Case  Management  Program  (FCMP),  which  can  help  improve 
compliance  with  immigration  court  obligations  by  helping  families’  access  community-based 
support  for  basic  housing,  healthcare,  legal,  and  educational  needs.  Within  90  days  of  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act,  ICE  shall  brief  the  Committees  on  a  plan  for  a  program  within  the  FCMP 
managed  by  non-profit  organizations  that  have  experience  in  connecting  families  with 
community-based  services. 

ICE  is  directed  to  continue  to  provide  performance  reports  to  the  Committees  on  the  ATD 
program,  as  described  in  House  Report  1 14—668.  The  analysis  should  also  include  ATD 
enrollment  by  field  office,  type  of  supervision,  and  arresting  agency,  as  well  as  the  average 
length  of  enrollment  by  type  of  supervision.  In  addition,  the  report  shall  include  ICE  guidance 
for  referral,  placement,  escalation,  and  de-escalation  decisions  in  ATD  programs. 

ICE  is  directed  to  ensure  that  access  to  “know  your  rights”  presentations  is  available  at 
the  point  of  enrollment  for  all  ATD  programming,  and  to  explore  opportunities  to  work  with 
community  based  organizations  that  directly  provide  case  management  services,  including 
referrals  to  services  already  available  in  the  community  that  are  associated  with  higher  ATD 
compliance  rates.  ICE  shall  brief  the  Committees  not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act  on  any  challenges  it  encounters  to  achieving  this  requirement. 
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Further,  ICE  is  directed  to  continue  exploring  the  use  of  available  ATD  models  on  an 
ongoing  basis,  prioritize  the  use  of  such  detention  alternatives  for  immigrant  children  and  their 
families,  where  appropriate,  and  release  individuals  and  their  family  members  who  pass  credible 
fear  screening  and  do  not  present  a  public  safety  or  flight  risk. 

Within  60  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  ICE  is  directed  to  brief  the 
Committees  on  an  analysis  of  each  active  Alternatives  to  Detention  program  within  the  last  5 
years.  This  report  shall  include  compliance  with  court  appearances,  immigration  appointments, 
and  removal  orders,  cost  per  individual  served,  response  times  to  requests  for  legal  counsel, 
family  contact,  and  medical  treatment  (including  mental  health  services).  This  report  shall  also 
provide  data  on  whether  noncompliant  ATD  participants  were  actively  in  the  ATD  program, 
such  as  whether  participants  were  expected  to  be  wearing  monitors  at  the  time  of  noncompliance. 

Within  the  total,  not  less  than  $3,000,000  is  included  to  continue  to  enable  certain  aliens 
on  the  non-detained  docket  to  check-in  with  ICE  via  self-service  kiosks  at  ERO  field  offices.  The 
goal  of  the  program  is  to  reduce  the  time  and  resources  that  deportation  officers  devote  to 
managing  encounters  and  check-ins  with  applicable  aliens,  and  allowing  those  officer  resources 
to  devote  more  time  and  effort  to  improving  attendance  at  immigration  hearings  and  compliance 
with  removal  orders. 

Transportation  and  Removal  Program. — In  recent  months,  ICE  has  collaborated  with 
organizations  that  provide  temporary  shelter  to  migrants  released  from  ICE  custody.  Within  the 
$1 14,147,000  increase  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  funding  level  for  the  Transportation  and 
Removal  Program,  ICE  is  directed  to  provide  for  the  transportation  of  migrants  to  such  shelters 
based  on  where  collaborating  organizations  have  open  sheltering  capacity,  including  during 
surge  periods.  ICE  shall  immediately  notify  the  Committees  in  advance  of  any  decision  to  deny 
such  transportation. 


Mission  Support 

The  conferees  provide  an  increase  above  the  request  of  $6,975,000  for  staffing  at 
the  Office  of  Detention  Oversight  within  the  Office  of  Professional  Responsibility.  ICE  is 
directed  to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of  over-72  hour  detention  facilities  from  once 
every  three  years  to  twice  per  year  not  later  than  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2019. 

Office  of  the  Principal  Legal  Advisor 

The  conferees  provide  an  additional  $7,397,000  for  additional  attorneys  and  for 
courtroom  expansion  to  assist  in  the  backlog  of  immigration  cases  currendy  in  the  system. 
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PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 


The  conferees  include  $45,559,000  for  procurement,  construction,  and  improvements, 
consisting  of  $4,700,000  for  the  Consolidated  Financial  Solution;  $30,859,000  for  tactical 
communications;  and  $10,000,000  for  critical  repairs  to  ICE  facilities. 


Transportation  Security  Administration 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $73,635,000  above  the  request  for  the 
2019  pay  raise. 

The  conferees  provide  an  increase  of  $222,210,000  above  the  request  for  Aviation 
Screening  Operations,  including:  $77,000,000  to  maintain  existing  Transportation  Security 
Administration  (TSA)  staffing  at  airport  exit  lanes  in  accordance  with  section  603  of  Public  Law 
1 13-67;  $44,596,000  for  additional  transportation  security  officers  and  associated  training  and 
support  costs  to  address  the  continued  growth  in  passenger  volume  at  airports.  The  conferees 
also  provide  increases  of  $15,660,000  to  fully  fund  fiscal  year  2019  Screening  Partnership 
Program  requirements;  $2,410,000  for  increased  field  rent;  $12,885,000  to  hire,  train,  certify, 
and  deploy  50  new  canine  teams  to  support  increased  passenger  screening  requirements; 
$10,440,000  for  additional  program  management  staffing  to  support  new  technology 
acquisitions;  and  $4,280,000  for  the  procurement  of  additional  Credential  Authentication 
Technology  units. 

The  conferees  also  provide  $94,220,000  above  the  request  for  Other  Operations  and 
Enforcement,  including:  $3,000,000  to  establish  additional  training  capacity  for  the  Federal 
Flight  Deck  Officer  (FFDO)  and  Flight  Crew  Training  Program  at  a  location  that  is  more 
conducive  to  pilot  participation;  $46,280,000  to  sustain  the  Law  Enforcement  Officer 
Reimbursement  Program;  and  $55,637,000  to  maintain  31  Visible  Intermodal  Prevention  and 
Response  (VEPR)  teams. 

The  conference  agreement  directs  TSA  to  brief  the  Committees  on  a  plan  for  a  new 
FFDO  training  center  not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

The  conferees  provide  an  additional  $17,699,000  above  the  request  for  mission  support 
for  costs  associated  with  added  transportation  security  officers  and  canines. 
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Within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  TSA  shall  provide  a  classified 
briefing  to  the  Committees  on  the  agency’s  plans  for  identifying  3D- printed  guns  at  passenger 
screening  checkpoints. 

The  conferees  direct  TSA  to  brief  the  Committees  on  the  status  of  the  third  party  canine 
program  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

The  funding  level  for  the  Federal  Air  Marshals  Service  (FAMS)  reflects  the  fiscal  year 
2019  requirement,  given  the  restoration  of  funds  for  VIPR  teams.  In  lieu  of  the  direction  in  the 
Senate  Report  115-283,  TSA  shall  submit  semiannual  reports  on  FAMS  mission  coverage, 
staffing  levels,  and  hiring  rates. 

As  directed  in  House  Report  1 1 5-948,  TSA  shall  make  available  a  framework  for 
establishing  operations  centers  to  promote  interagency  response  and  coordination  at  federalized 
airports. 

As  directed  in  House  Report  1 1 5-948,  TSA  shall  provide  a  report  on  airport  compliance 
with  subsection  (a)  of  section  3  of  the  Gerardo  Hernandez  Airport  Security  Act  related  to 
security  plans. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $3 1 ,1 60,000  above  the  request  to 
include  an  increase  of  $20,000,000  to  accelerate  the  procurement  and  deployment  of  computed 
tomography  equipment  to  enhance  detection  capabilities  for  carry-on  baggage  and  $40,000,000 
for  TSA  to  continue  reimbursement  of  airports  that  incurred  costs  associated  with  the 
development  of  a  partial  or  completed  in-line  baggage  system  prior  to  August  3,  2007. 

In  light  of  the  Department’s  recent  decision  to  discontinue  further  development  efforts  for 
the  Technology  Infrastructure  Modernization  (TIM)  system,  no  funding  is  provided  to  continue 
TIM  system  development  in  fiscal  year  2019. 

The  conferees  note  that  the  purchases  of  equipment  with  a  unit  cost  of  less  than  $250,000 
will  continue  to  be  made  with  Operations  &  Support  funds. 

Within  60  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  TSA  shall  brief  the  Committees  on 
its  investment  plans  for  checkpoint  security  and  explosives  detection  systems  refurbishment, 
procurement,  and  installation  on  an  airport-by-airport  basis  in  fiscal  year  2019,  and  shall  provide 
quarterly  updates  on  any  deviations  from  this  plan. 
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Coast  Guard 


OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $215,063,000  above  the  request, 
including:  $15,000,000  for  an  additional  250  military  personnel;  $12,948,000  for  the  2019  pay 
raise;  $2,000,000  to  increase  child  care  benefits;  as  well  as  increases  to  address  rising  costs  for 
fuel  and  rent.  Within  the  total  amount  provided,  $1 1,000,000  is  available  until  September  30, 
2021,  including  $6,000,000  to  continue  the  Fishing  Safety  Training  Grants  and  Fishing  Safety 
Research  Grants  programs,  and  $5,000,000  for  the  National  Coast  Guard  Museum.  Additionally, 
within  the  total  amount  provided,  $13,429,000  is  available  until  September  30,  2023  for 
environmental  compliance  and  restoration. 

The  Coast  Guard  is  directed  to  continue  to  provide  an  annual  report  within  90  days  after 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  on  the  number  of  expedited  requests  for  transfer  made  by 
victims  of  sexual  assault  during  the  prior  fiscal  year,  as  described  on  page  40  of  House  Report 
115-948. 

Illegal,  unreported,  and  unregulated  (IUU)  fishing  leads  to  billions  in  losses  for  the  global 
fishing  industry  and  is  a  source  of  financing  for  illicit  activity  such  as  piracy,  drug  trafficking, 
human  trafficking,  and  slavery.  The  Coast  Guard  is  directed  to  submit  a  plan  for  a  one- year  pilot 
program  to  address  this  issue,  not  later  than  120  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  as 
described  on  pages  40  and  41  of  House  Report  115-948. 

The  conferees  are  concerned  about  the  risks  posed  by  natural  disasters,  including 
tsunamis,  to  Coast  Guard  stations.  The  Coast  Guard  is  directed  to  identify  natural  disaster  risks 
and  develop  a  plan  to  mitigate  the  identified  risks  and  improve  the  resiliency  of  stations. 

The  Coast  Guard  is  urged  to  use  up  to  $1 ,000,000  to  expand  existing  Partnership  in 
Education  programs,  as  described  on  page  41  of  House  Report  115-948. 

Within  1 80  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Coast  Guard  shall  provide  a 
briefing  to  the  Committees  with  an  assessment  of  the  Coast  Guard’s  ability  to  conduct  maritime 
law  enforcement  activities  in  the  high  seas  in  support  of  international  partners,  as  specified  in 
Senate  Report  115-283. 
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Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements 


The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $361,510,000  above  the  request, 
including  increases  of:  $5,000,000  for  post -delivery  activities  for  the  tenth  National  Security 
Cutter;  $2,600,000  for  post-delivery  activities  for  an  eleventh  National  Security  Cutter; 
$5,000,000  for  survey  and  design  work  to  support  the  acquisition  of  a  Great  Lakes  icebreaker; 
$105,000,000  for  the  HC-130J  aircraft  program;  $95,000,000  to  recapitalize  MH-60T  aircraft; 
$8,000,000  to  fund  both  the  planned  avionics  upgrades  and  the  costs  associated  with  the  service 
life  extension  project  for  HH-65  aircraft;  $100,000,000  for  additional  Fast  Response  Cutters  as 
described  on  page  43  of  House  Report  115-948;  $39,51 0,000  for  the  top  two  priorities  on  the 
Coast  Guard’s  Unfunded  Priority  List  (UPL)  that  support  operational  assets  and  maritime 
commerce  and  the  top  priority  on  the  Coast  Guard’s  UPL  for  addressing  facility  deficiencies;  and 
$74,5 10,000  for  the  three  highest  priority  MASI  projects  on  the  Coast  Guard’s  UPL  and 
$5,000,000  for  survey  and  design  work  associated  with  the  Coast  Guard’s  top  UPL  aircraft 
facility  priority.  The  agreement  includes  $655,000,000  for  production  of  the  first  Polar  Security 
Cutter  (PSC)  and  $20,000,000  for  long  lead  time  materials  for  a  second  PSC. 


Research  and  Development 

The  Coast  Guard’s  Research  and  Development  account’s  bill  language  has  been  revised 
to  be  consistent  with  the  Research  and  Development  appropriations  language  provided  for  all 
other  DHS  components  funding  research  and  development  activities.  The  conferees  intention  is 
that  the  Coast  Guard’s  appropriations  and  corresponding  authorities  in  the  new  Research  and 
Development  account  remain  the  same  in  scope  as  those  included  in  the  Coast  Guard’s  legacy 
Research,  Development,  Testing,  and  Evaluation  account. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  $1,000,000  to  evaluate  bromine-free  systems  in 
cutters,  as  described  on  page  71  of  Senate  Report  1 1 5-283. 


United  States  Secret  Service 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 


The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  above  the  request  of  $64,220,000, 
including  increases  of:  up  to  $9,500,000  for  overtime  pay  for  agents  and  officers  in  calendar  year 
2018;  $20,171,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise;  $14,400,000  to  annualize  funding  for  additional 
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personnel  hired  in  fiscal  year  2018;  $3,729,000  for  increased  hiring  in  fiscal  year  2019; 

$1 1 ,900,000  for  additional  retention  initiatives;  $594,000  for  audio  countermeasures;  $784,000 
to  sustain  fiscal  year  2018  funding  levels  for  forensic  and  investigative  support  related  to  missing 
and  exploited  children;  $6,000,000  for  grants  related  to  investigations  of  missing  and  exploited 
children;  $21,022,000  for  basic  and  advanced  computer  forensics  training  for  state  and  local  law 
enforcement  officers,  judges,  and  prosecutors  in  support  of  the  Secret  Service  mission.  The 
increases  above  the  request  accelerate  the  Secret  Service’s  long-term  hiring  plan  to  rebuild  law 
enforcement  and  mission  critical  support  staffing  and  will  enable  the  Secret  Service  to  reach 
7,650  personnel  in  fiscal  year  2019. 

Within  the  total  amount  provided,  $40,036,000  is  made  available  until  September  30, 
2020,  including  $6,782,000  for  the  James  J.  Rowley  Training  Center;  $10,754,000  for 
Operational  Mission  Support;  $18,000,000  for  protective  travel;  and  $4,500,000  for  National 
Special  Security  Events  (NSSE). 

In  addition,  the  conference  agreement  provides  $19,000,000  to  defray  costs  specific  to 
the  Secret  Service  execution  of  its  statutory  responsibilities  to  direct  the  planning  and 
coordination  of  NSSEs,  This  amount  includes  a  realignment  of  $14,500,000  from  the  Protection 
of  Persons  and  Facilities  PPA  to  the  Presidential  Campaigns  and  NSSE  PPA,  in  light  of 
Secretary’s  designation  of  recurring  significant  events  as  NSSEs  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  above  the  request  of  $8,000,000  to 
complete  construction  of  vehicle  checkpoints  and  an  increase  of  $6,475,000  for  deferred 
maintenance  and  investments  in  audio  countermeasures  at  the  White  House  complex. 

Additionally,  the  conference  agreement  provides  $40,800,000  for  the  Fully  Armored 
Vehicle  Program  within  the  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements  appropriation, 
including  $17,840,000  that  was  requested  under  Operations  and  Support. 


RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $2,500,000  for  Research  and  Development. 
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TITLE  II— ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS  -  1TIIS  ACT 


Section  201.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  overtime 
compensation. 

Section  202.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  CBP  to  sustain  or 
increase  operations  in  Puerto  Rico  with  appropriated  funds. 

Section  203.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  the  availability 
of  passenger  fees  collected  from  certain  countries. 

Section  204.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  CBP  access  to 
certain  reimbursements  for  preclearance  activities. 

Section  205.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  individuals 
from  importing  prescription  drugs  from  Canada. 

Section  206.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  the  waiver  of 
certain  navigation  and  vessel-inspection  laws. 

Section  207.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  preventing  the 
establishment  of  new  border  crossing  fees  at  land  ports  of  entry. 

Section  208.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  the  Secretary  to 
reprogram  and  transfer  funds  within  and  into  “U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  - 
Operations  and  Support”  to  ensure  the  detention  of  aliens  prioritized  for  removal. 

Section  209.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  provided  under  the  heading  “U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  -  Operations 
and  Support”  to  continue  a  delegation  of  authority  under  the  287(g)  program  if  the  terms  of  an 
agreement  governing  such  delegation  have  been  materially  violated. 

Section  21 0.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  provided  under  the  heading  “U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  -  Operations 
and  Support”  to  contract  with  a  facility  for  detention  services  if  the  facility  receives  less  than 
“adequate”  ratings  in  two  consecutive  performance  evaluations. 

Section  211.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  clarifying  that  certain 
elected  and  appointed  officials  are  not  exempt  from  federal  passenger  and  baggage  screening. 
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Section  2 1 2.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  TSA  to  deploy 
explosives  detection  systems  based  on  risk  and  other  factors. 

Section  213.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  authorizing  TSA  to  use 
funds  from  the  Aviation  Security  Capital  Fund  for  the  procurement  and  installation  of  explosives 
detection  systems  or  for  other  purposes  authorized  by  law. 

Section  214.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  in  abrogation  of  the  statutory  requirement  for  TSA  to  monitor  certain  airport  exit  points. 

Section  215.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  made 
available  by  this  Act  for  recreational  vessel  expenses,  except  to  the  extent  fees  are  collected  from 
owners  of  yachts  and  credited  to  this  appropriation. 

Section  216.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  under  the  heading  “Coast 
Guard  -  Operating  Expenses”  allowing  up  to  $1 0,000,000  to  be  reprogrammed  to  or  from 
Military  Pay  and  Allowances. 

* 

Section  21 7.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Commandant 
of  the  Coast  Guard  to  submit  a  future-years  capital  investment  plan. 


Section  218.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  the  Secret  Service 
to  obligate  funds  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  for  personnel  receiving  training. 

Section  219.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  by  the  Secret  Service  to  protect  the  head  of  a  federal  agency  other  than  the  Secretary  of 
Homeland  Security,  except  when  the  Director  has  entered  into  a  reimbursable  agreement  for  such 
protection  services. 

Section  220.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  the 
reprogramming  of  funds  within  “United  States  Secret  Service  -  Operations  and  Support”. 

Section  221 ,  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  funds  made 
available  within  “United  States  Secret  Service  -  Operations  and  Support”  to  be  available  for 
travel  of  employees  on  protective  missions  without  regard  to  the  limitations  on  such 
expenditures. 


Section.  222.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  requiring  the  Secretary  to 
submit  an  expenditure  plan  for  funds  made  available  under  “U.S.  Customs  and  Border  Protection 
-  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements” 
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Section  223.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  related  to  the  allocation  of 
funds  for  Overseas  Contingency  Operations/Global  War  on  Terrorism. 

Section  224.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  prohibiting  ICE  from 
removing  sponsors  or  potential  sponsors  of  unaccompanied  children  based  on  information 
provided  by  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  as  part  of  the  sponsor's  application  to  accept 
custody  of  an  unaccompanied  child,  except  when  that  information  meets  specified  criteria. 

Section  225.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  new  provision  authorizing  a  three-year 
pilot  program  through  which  TSA  could  enter  into  reimbursable  agreements  with  up  to  eight 
TSA-regulated  entities  for  screening  services  provided  by  Transportation  Security  Officers  at 
locations  other  than  primary  passenger  terminal  screening  areas. 

Section  226.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  new  provision  that  requires  ICE  to 
provide  statistics  about  its  detention  population. 

Section  227.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds 
to  reduce  the  Coast  Guard's  Operations  Systems  Center  mission  or  staff 

Section  228.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  to  conduct  a  competition  for  activities  related  to  the  Coast  Guard  National  Vessel 
Documentation  Center. 

Section  229.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  the  use  of  funds 
to  alter,  but  not  reduce,  operations  within  the  Civil  Engineering  program  of  the  Coast  Guard. 

Section  230.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  allocating  funds  within 
CBP’s  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements  account  for  specific  purposes. 

Section  231.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  limiting  construction  in 
specified  areas. 

Section  232.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  requiring  consultation  and  a 
public  comment  period  prior  to  construction  in  certain  jurisdictions. 
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TITLE  III — PROTECTION,  PREPAREDNESS,  RESPONSE,  AND  RECOVERY 


Cybersecurity  And  Infrastructure  Security  Agency 

Public  Law  1 15-278  authorized  the  reorganization  of  the  National  Protection  and 
Programs  Directorate  into  a  new  Cybersecurity  and  Infrastructure  Security  Agency  (CIS  A).  In 
concert  with  that  authorization,  appropriations  for  the  Office  of  Biometric  Identity  Management 
(OBIM)  have  been  realigned  to  the  Management  Directorate.  While  the  Secretary  determines  an 
organizational  placement  for  the  Federal  Protective  Service  (FPS),  as  directed  by  Public  Law 
1 15-278,  funding  for  FPS  is  provided  within  CISA. 

CISA  is  directed  to  provide  a  briefing,  not  later  than  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of 
this  Act  and  semiannually  thereafter,  on  the  updated  timelines  and  acquisition  strategies  for  the 
National  Cybersecurity  Protection  System  (NCPS)  program  and  the  Continuous  Diagnostics  and 
Mitigation  (CDM)  program,  including  the  accelerated  deployment  of  CDM  Phase  4  data 
protection  management  (Digital  Rights  Management,  Data  Masking,  Micro-Segmentation, 
Enhanced  Encryption,  Mobile  Device  Management,  etc.)  across  all  “.gov”  civilian  agencies. 

Advanced  persistent  threats  targeting  critical  infrastructure  sectors  in  the  United  States  is 
cause  for  concern.  Not  later  than  60  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Department  is 
directed  to  brief  the  Committees  on  the  status  of  implementing  the  recommendations  of  the  201 7 
report  of  the  National  Infrastructure  Advisory  Council,  Securing  Cyber  Assets:  Addressing 
Urgent  Cyber  Threats  to  Critical  Infrastructure. 

To  provide  greater  flexibility,  CISA  PPAs  are  included  in  the  control  table  for  purposes 
of  reprograming  and  transfer  thresholds  at  the  second  level  PPA.  It  is  expected  that  CISA  will 
include  in  its  budget  request  greater  detail,  to  at  least  the  third  level  PPA,  so  Congress  can 
continue  fiscal  oversight  and  not  have  to  return  to  a  greater  level  of  specificity  in  the  control 
table. 


OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

A  total  of  $1,345,802,000  is  provided  for  Operations  and  Support,  of  which  $18,650,000 
is  made  available  until  September  30,  2020,  for  the  National  Infrastructure  Simulation  Analysis 
Center  (NISAC).  The  conferees  include  a  total  of  $33,000,000  for  the  Election  Infrastructure 
Security  Initiative  (EISI)  and  $7,397,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise  as  described  through  CISA 
PPAs. 
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Cybersecurity 


The  Department  has  a  significant  role  in  assisting  state  and  local  election  officials  as  they 
prepare  for  federal  elections.  While  an  OIG  investigation  on  the  status  of  the  Department’s 
assistance  to  States  continues,  to  further  aid  the  Committees’  oversight,  the  GAO  shall  examine 
how  the  Department  is  implementing  its  key  responsibilities  in  overseeing  protection  of  the 
elections  critical  infrastructure  subsector  and  the  reported  benefits  and  challenges  of  such  efforts. 
GAO  shall  provide  a  report  not  later  than  180  days  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act. 

CISA  is  directed  to  explore  opportunities  for  facilitating  partnerships,  such  as  those 
described  in  House  report  1 1 5-948,  between  and  among  federal,  state,  local,  and  private  entities 
on  the  use  of  testing  and  modeling  to  evaluate  cyber  vulnerabilities  in  critical  infrastructure  and 
work  with  the  Chief  of  the  National  Guard  Bureau  and  other  stakeholders  to  identify  best 
practices  for  such  testing  and  modeling.  CISA  shall  brief  the  Committee  not  later  than  1 80  days 
after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  how  CISA,  the  National  Guard,  and  other  stakeholders 
could  play  a  larger  role  in  facilitating  such  partnerships. 

CISA  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees,  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act,  on  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  pilot  for  a  hacking  competition  that 
would  allow  independent  cyber  experts  to  identify  cybersecurity  vulnerabilities  in  election 
systems  across  the  country,  with  participants  potentially  eligible  to  receive  rewards,  as 
determined  by  the  Secretary,  based  upon  their  findings.  The  participation  of  state  and  local 
election  officials,  including  any  access  to  their  networks,  should  be  completely  voluntary.  State 
and  local  election  officials,  as  well  as  election  service  providers,  should  be  appropriately  notified 
about  relevant  cybersecurity  vulnerabilities  discovered  through  the  competition. 

Cyber  Readiness  and  Response. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  above  the  request  of 
$29,379,000  for  EISI;  $3,000,000  to  increase  cybersecurity  services  for  the  non-election  critical 
infrastructure  sectors;  and  $1 1,400,000  to  continue  enhanced  training,  malware  analysis,  safety 
systems  vulnerability  analysis,  incident  response,  and  assessments  of  Industrial  Control  Systems 
in  emerging  sectors  and  subsectors. 

The  conferees  also  include  $3,000,000  for  the  establishment  of  pilot  programs  to  explore 
and  evaluate  the  most  effective  methods  for  cybersecurity  information  sharing,  focusing  on 
regional  information  sharing;  communications  and  outreach;  training  and  education;  and  research 
and  development  for  the  improvement  of  State,  local,  tribal,  and  territorial  (SLTT)  government 
capabilities  and  capacity. 
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Cyber  Infrastructure  Resilience. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  above  the  request  of 
$7,971,000  to  fully  fund  cybersecurity  advisors;  $4,300,000  to  sustain  fiscal  year  2018  funding 
levels  for  the  Cybersecurity  Education  and  Training  Assistance  Program  (CETAP);  and 
$4,1 00,000  to  hire  subject  matter  experts  for  training  systems  and  for  instructional  system 
design,  develop  consolidated  cybersecurity  training  curricula  and  a  course  catalog,  and  create 
marketing  materials  to  engage  customers. 

Federal  Cybersecurity. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  above  the  request  of 
$3,600,000  to  accelerate  deployment  of  CDM  to  federal  departments  and  agencies. 


Infrastructure  Protection 

Infrastructure  Capacity  Building. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $1,121,000 
above  the  request  for  EISI  and  includes  an  increase  of  $4,650,000  above  the  request,  as  well  as  a 
realignment  of  $2,750,000,  to  support  regionalization  efforts  to  improve  service  delivery  to  the 
field.  The  conferees  also  include  a  total  of  $  1 7,277,000  for  the  Office  of  Bombing  Prevention 
(OBP),  of  which  $2,090,000,  above  the  request  is  to  provide  needed  training,  information 
sharing,  and  awareness  programs  for  SLTT  and  private  sector  entities  related  to  trends  in  terrorist 
utilization  of  explosives.  The  funding  will  also  provide  for  analysis  of  current  counter¬ 
explosives  capabilities  and  identification  of  capability  gaps.  Also  included,  as  requested,  is 
$1 1 ,800,000  for  the  proposed  soft  target  program. 

Infrastructure  Security  Compliance. — The  conferees  include  a  realignment  of  $3,148,000 
from  this  PPA  for  salaries  and  benefits  to  support  regionalization  efforts. 


Emergency  Communications 

Emergency  Communications  Preparedness. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  of 
$2,000,000  above  the  request  for  EISI. 


Integrated  Operations 

Cyber  and  Infrastructure  Analysis. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $9,738,000 
above  the  request  to  restore  the  proposed  reduction  to  the  NISAC  and  an  increase  of  $500,000 
for  EISI. 
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In  July  2018,  the  Secretary  announced  the  redesignation  of  the  Office  of  Cyber  and 
Infrastructure  Analysis  (OCIA)  as  the  National  Risk  Management  Center  (NRMC)  in  an  effort  to 
refocus  risk  management  efforts  across  the  various  critical  infrastructure  sectors.  As  part  of  the 
effort.  CISA  aims  to  improve  security  and  resiliency  outcomes  by  focusing  more  on  sector-wide 
and  cross-sector  risks  and  dependencies.  The  conferees  include  a  realignment  of  $17,216,000 
into  this  PPA  for  such  activities.  Not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this 
Act,  the  NRMC  is  directed  to  provide  a  detailed  spend  plan  for  its  fiscal  year  2019  activities. 

This  spend  plan  should  highlight  the  operational  change  in  strategy  from  prior  years,  to  include 
the  anticipated  outcome  resulting  from  these  efforts. 

The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $4,962,000  above  the  request  for  risk  analyses  of 
industrial  control  systems.  The  conferees  also  encourage  CISA  to  use  commercial,  hum  an -led 
threat  behavioral  analysis  and  technology.  NRMC  is  also  encouraged  to  employ  private  sector, 
industry-specific  threat  intelligence  and  best  practices  to  better  characterize  potential 
consequences  to  other  critical  infrastructure  sectors  during  a  systemic  cyber  event. 

Critical  Infrastructure  Situational  Awareness. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  of 
$3,000,000  above  the  request  to  improve  and  enhance  capabilities  for  near-real-time  monitoring 
of  the  inter-connected  dependencies  of  the  electric  power  subsector  and  other  critical 
infrastructure  sectors.  The  conferees  also  include  an  increase  of  $775,000  to  support 
regionalization  efforts  to  improve  service  delivery  to  the  field. 

Stakeholder  Engagement  and  Requirements. — The  conferees  include  an  increase  of 
$1,700,000  above  the  request  for  the  software  assurance  program  and  $2,000,000  to  continue 
efforts  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  supply  chains. 


FEDERAL  PROTECTIVE  SERVICE 

A  total  of  $1,527,1 10,000  is  made  available  for  the  FPS.  This  funding  is  generated  by 
collections  of  security  fees  from  federal  agencies  based  on  security  services  provided  by  FPS. 

Not  later  than  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act.  FPS  shall  provide  a  briefing  to 
the  Committees  as  described  in  Senate  Report  1 15-283,  In  addition,  FPS  is  directed  to  provide 
an  expenditure  plan  to  the  Committees,  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this 
Act,  detailing  planned  obligations  for  operating  expenses  and  countermeasures  by  region  and 
facility. 


A  new  revenue  model  study  completed  by  the  Administration  and  FPS,  which  proposed  a 
method  to  more  accurately  assign  security  costs  to  users,  is  currently  scheduled  for 
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implementation  in  fiscal  year  2020.  A  provision  is  included  requiring  FPS  to  evaluate  alternative 
approaches  and  methods  to  fund  “'Countermeasures”  security  costs  and  provide  a  report  to  the 
Committees  on  its  conclusions  not  later  than  1 80  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 
These  approaches  and  methods  should  demonstrate  efficiency,  focusing  on  innovative 
countermeasures  which  are  planned  for  in  advance,  and  solutions  that  take  into  consideration  a 
federal  agency’s  own  investments  in  security. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 
Cybersecurity 

The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $34,452,000  above  the  request  to  support  evolving 
requirements  of  CDM  capabilities. 

A  reduction  of  $1 5,000,000  to  the  NCPS  acquisition  program  is  included  due  to  contract 
delays.  Such  unused  contract  funds  are  redirected  to  facility  construction,  expansion,  and 
renovations  necessary  to  support  CISA's  growing  cybersecurity  workforce;  expanding 
operations,  laboratory,  and  logistics  support  activities;  and  Continuity  of  Operations  functions  at 
the  agency’s  existing  support  facility.  In  fiscal  year  2018,  $500,000  was  appropriated  for  facility 
design  purposes. 


Infrastructure  Protection 

The  conferees  include  an  increase  of  $5,000,000  to  modernize  IP  Gateway  infrastructure 
technology,  as  described  in  House  Report  1 15-948,  as  requested. 

Integrated  Operations 

The  conferees  include  a  realignment  of  $41 3,000  into  this  appropriation  from  the 
Operations  and  Support  appropriation  for  the  Modeling  Capability  Transition  Environment 
(MCTE)  program. 


RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 
Cybersecurity 

As  described  in  both  House  Report  1 15-948  and  Senate  Report  115-283,  the  conferees 
support  funding  for  cybersecurity  research  and  development;  however,  the  request’s  proposal  to 
realign  these  efforts  from  the  Science  and  Technology  Directorate  into  CISA  is  rejected. 
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Infrastructure  Protection 


An  increase  of  $2,000,000  is  provided  above  the  amount  requested  for  the  Technology 
Development  and  Deployment  Program  to  define  agency  needs,  identify  requirements  for 
community  level  critical  infrastructure  protection  and  resilience,  and  rapidly  develop,  test,  and 
transition  to  use  technologies  that  address  these  needs  and  requirements. 

Integrated  Operations 

The  conferees  include  a  realignment  of  $1,215,000  from  the  Infrastructure  Protection 
PPA  as  part  of  the  new  NRMC  refocusing  efforts. 


Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  above  the  request  of  $29,976,000, 
including  an  increase  of:  $1 7,817,000  for  Urban  Search  and  Rescue  teams,  of  which  $10,150,000 
is  to  recapitalize  critical  equipment  necessary  to  conduct  life-saving  search  and  rescue 
operations;  $5,840,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise;  up  to  $1,800,000  is  to  administer  predisaster 
mitigation  programs  in  conjunction  with  funds  made  available  through  the  Disaster  Relief  Fund; 
$2,500,000  to  utilize  existing  enhanced  communications  platforms  that  integrate  telephone, 
mobile,  and  web  communications  to  provide  real-time  feedback,  as  described  in  House  Report 
115-948;  and  $1,000,000  to  support  FEMA's  ongoing  efforts  to  deploy  the  Interoperable 
Gateway  System  throughout  the  continental  U.S.  and  the  Caribbean,  as  described  in  House 
Report  115-948. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $30,481,000  above  the  request, 
including  an  increase  of:  $20,000,000  for  design  work  and  renovation  of  facilities  at  the  Center 
for  Domestic  Preparedness;  $5,000,000  for  capital  improvements  at  the  Mount  Weather 
Emergency  Operations  Center;  and  up  to  $10,000,000  for  the  Grants  Management 
Modernization  program. 
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FEDERAL  ASSISTANCE

The  conference  agreement  includes  $472,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise.  The  conference 
agreement  does  not  provide  funding  for  the  proposed  Competitive  Preparedness  Grants  Program. 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $250,000,000,  from  the  Disaster  Relief  Fund,  for  the 
National  Predisaster  Mitigation  Fund  which  can  be  combined  with  the  recently  authorized 
National  Public  Infrastructure  Predisaster  Mitigation  Assistance,  consistent  with  the  Disaster 
Recovery  Reform  Act,  Public  Law  1 15-254. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  a  general  provision  in  Title  V  of  this  division 
providing  an  increase  above  the  budget  request  of  $41,000,000  to  reimburse  state  and  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  for  extraordinary  costs  associated  with  the  protection  of  the  President  in 
jurisdictions  where  the  President  maintains  a  residence. 

The  total  under  this  heading  includes  $8,000,000  for  Continuing  Training  Grants  to 
support  competitively-awarded  training  programs  to  address  specific  national  preparedness  gaps, 
such  as  cybersecurity,  economic  recovery,  housing,  and  rural  and  tribal  preparedness.  Of  this 
amount,  not  less  than  $3,000,000  shall  be  prioritized  to  be  competitively  awarded  for  FEMA- 
certified  rural  and  tribal  training. 

Consistent  with  the  9/1 1  Act,  the  conference  agreement  requires  FEMA  to  conduct  risk 
assessments  for  the  1 00  most  populous  metropolitan  statistical  areas  prior  to  making  UASI  grant 
awards.  The  conferees  expect  that  UASI  funding  will  be  limited  to  urban  areas  representing  up 
to  85  percent  of  the  cumulative  national  terrorism  risk  to  urban  areas  and  that  resources  will 
continue  to  be  allocated  in  proportion  to  risk. 
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DISASTER  RELIEF  FUND 


The  conference  agreement  provides  $12,558,000,000,  including  $12,000,000,000  as  a 
budget  cap  adjustment  for  major  disaster  response  and  recovery  activities  and  $558,000,000  for 
base  Disaster  Relief  Fund  activities.  Of  the  amount  provided  for  base  activities,  $300,000,000  is 
derived  from  recoveries  of  prior  year  appropriations.  Of  the  amount  provided  for  major 
disasters,  $3,000,000  is  available  to  be  transferred  to  the  Disaster  Assistance  Direct  Loan 
Program.  Of  amounts  set  aside  for  the  new  National  Public  Infrastructure  Predisaster  Mitigation 
Assistance,  $250,000,000  shall  be  used  for  Predisaster  Mitigation.  Once  the  recently  authorized 
National  Public  Infrastructure  Predisaster  Mitigation  Assistance  is  implemented,  any  amounts 
remaining  may  be  used  for  that  new  program  consistent  with  the  Disaster  Recovery  Reform  Act, 
Public  Law  1 15-254. 


NATIONAL  FLOOD  INSURANCE  FUND 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $462,000  above  the  request  for  the  201 9  pay  raise. 
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TITLE  III— ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS--THIS  ACT 


Section  301.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  requiring  the  Federal 
Protective  Service,  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget,  to  provide  a 
report  to  the  conferees  providing  no  fewer  than  three  options  for  a  revised  method  to  assess  and 
allocate  costs  for  countermeasures. 

Section  302.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  limiting  expenses  for 
administration  of  grants. 

Section  303.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  specifying  timeframes  for 
certain  grant  applications  and  awards. 

Section  304.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  specifying  timeframes  for 
information  on  certain  grant  awards. 

Section  305.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  that  addresses  the 
availability  of  certain  grant  funds  for  the  installation  of  communications  towers. 

Section  306.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  a  report  on  the 
expenditures  of  the  DRF. 

Section  307.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  permitting  certain  waivers 
to  SAFER  grant  program  requirements. 

Section  308.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  providing  for  the  receipt 
and  expenditure  of  fees  collected  for  the  Radiological  Emergency  Preparedness  Program,  as 
authorized  by  Public  Law  105-276. 

Section  309.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  for  an  adjusted  federal  share 
for  the  cost  of  debris  removal  and  emergency  protective  measures,  including  direct  federal 
assistance,  for  major  disasters  declared  for  wildfires  in  calendar  year  2018. 
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TITLE  IV— RESEARCH,  DEVELOPMENT,  TRAINING,  AND  SERVICES 


United  States  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $607,000  above  the  request  for  the 
2019  pay  raise. 

The  conferees  direct  the  Department,  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  Labor  to 
review  options  for  addressing  the  problem  of  unavailability  of  H-2B  visas  for  employers  that 
need  workers  to  start  work  late  in  a  semiannual  period  of  availability  and  to  report  to  the 
Committees  on  these  options  not  later  than  1 20  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

The  conferees  also  direct  U.S.  Citizen  and  Immigration  Services  (USCIS)  to  conduct  a 
benefit  fraud  assessment  regarding  the  Special  Immigrant  Juvenile  program  and  brief  the 
Committees  on  the  results  of  such  assessment  not  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Act. 

USCIS  is  expected  to  continue  the  use  of  fee  waivers  for  applicants  who  can  demonstrate 
an  inability  to  pay  the  naturalization  fee.  USCIS  is  also  encouraged  to  consider  whether  the 
current  naturalization  fee  is  a  barrier  to  naturalization  for  those  earning  between  150  percent  and 
200  percent  of  the  federal  poverty  guidelines,  who  are  not  currently  eligible  for  a  fee  waiver. 

The  conferees  encourage  USCIS  to  maintain  naturalization  fees  at  an  affordable  level 
while  also  focusing  on  reducing  the  backlog  of  applicants.  As  USCIS  undertakes  its  next  biennial 
fee  study,  the  conferees  urge  the  agency  to  include  in  its  final  report  an  estimate  of  the  resources 
required  to  clear  the  backlog  of  applications  for  temporary  status,  adjustment  of  status,  and 
naturalization,  as  well  as  reduce  future  wait  times  from  the  submission  to  initial  adjudication  to 
no  more  than  one  year  for  all  petitions  processed  by  the  agency.  Additionally,  USCIS  is  directed 
to  brief  the  Committees  on  specific  actions,  if  any,  that  the  agency  is  taking  to  reduce  the 
backlog  of  asylum  applications  while  ensuring  that  asylum  applicants  are  properly  reviewed  for 
eligibility  and  for  security  purposes. 

The  conferees  urge  USCIS  to  dedicate  more  resources  to  U  visa  adjudication,  specifically 
increasing  trained  U  visa  adjudicators  by  at  least  60  additional  agents,  and  provide  adequate 
resources  to  hire  staff  and  train  adjudicators  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  applications  within  six 
months  of  receipt. 
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PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 


The  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements  account  provides  funds  for  the 
acquisition  and  deployment  of  the  E-Verify  program,  which  is  funded  at  the  request  level  of 
$22,838,000. 


FEDERAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $10,000,000  above  the  request  for  the  Citizenship 
and  Integration  Grant  program.  In  addition,  USCIS  continues  to  have  the  authority  to  accept 
private  donations  to  support  this  program.  The  Conferees  direct  USCIS  to  provide  an  update  on 
its  planned  use  of  this  authority  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  to 
include  efforts  undertaken  to  solicit  private  donations. 


Federal  Law  Enforcement  Training  Centers 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  increase  of  $2,210,000  for  the  201 9  pay  raise. 

PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  total  of  $50,943,000  is  provided  for  modular  dormitories,  modular  classrooms,  tactical 
venues,  and  a  tactical  awareness  training  center. 


Science  and  Technology  Directorate 

OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 

A  total  of  $308,520,000  is  provided  for  Operations  and  Support 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  total  fully  restores  funding  for  laboratories,  including  operational  costs  of  $1,900,000 
for  the  Chemical  Security  Analysis  Center  (CSAC);  $3,400,000  for  the  National  Urban  Security 
Technology  Laboratory  (NUSTL);  and  $28,689,000  for  the  National  Biodefense  Analysis  and 
Countermeasures  Center  (NBACC). 
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The  conferees  support  the  proposal  to  expand  the  Work  for  Others  (WFO)  program 
within  NBACC  and  direct  the  Science  and  Technology  Directorate  (S&T)  to  provide  a  briefing 
within  30  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  on  the  process  established  to  document, 
streamline  and  approve  WFO  projects  to  include  the  following  performance  metrics:  number  of 
projects  and  total  revenue  generated  for  each  of  the  next  5  fiscal  years. 

The  conference  agreement  supports  the  transfer  of  National  Bio  and  Agro-defense 
Facility  operations  funding  and  some  personnel  to  the  Agriculture  Research  Service  within  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  agreement  also  aligns  with  the  budget  proposal  for  S&T  to  share 
funding  responsibility  for  NBACC  with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 


Acquisition  and  Operations  Analysis 

The  total  includes  $48,510,000  for  Acquisition  and  Operations  Analysis  including:  $5,000,000 
for  the  Office  of  Standards;  $10,000,000  for  the  SAFETY  Act  program;  $5,364,000  for  Systems 
Engineering;  and  $1,152,000  for  the  2019  pay  raise. 


Mission  Support 

The  total  includes  $19,326,000  above  the  request  for  mission  support  activities  to  restore 
funding  for  the  proposed  Compliance  Assessment  Program  Office  and  proposed  information 
technology  reductions,  and  to  support  the  most  recent  personnel  projections.  This  includes 
$8,541,000  for  financial  systems  modernization. 

The  agreement  includes  an  increase  for  official  reception  and  representation  expenses. 
Funds  provided  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018  for  this  purpose  are  to 
accommodate  S&Ts  increasing  engagement  with  international  partners. 

RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

A  total  of  $51 1,265,000  is  provided  for  Research  and  Development  (R&D). 


Research,  Development,  and  Innovation 

Funding  is  provided  to  continue  prior- year  research  and  development  activities  at  S&T 
laboratories,  including  for  Bio-Threat  Characterization,  which  is  funded  at  $18,427,000;  Bio- 
Forensics  R&D,  which  is  funded  at  $5,682,000;  CSAC  R&D,  which  is  funded  at  $4,393,000; 
Multifunction  Detectors,  which  is  funded  at  $3,099,000;  and  Explosives  and  Radiation/Nuclear 
Attack  Resiliency,  which  is  funded  at  $5,000,000.  The  agreement  rejects  the  budget  request’s 
proposal  to  realign  significant  amounts  of  cybersecurity  research  to  CISA  and  instead  provides 
$89,062,000  for  cybersecurity  research  at  S&T.  S&T  should  consider  direction  related  to 
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cybersecurity  research  associated  with  Senate  Amendment  5  of  the  1 16th  Congress.  S&T  should 
consider  allocating  not  less  than  $3,000,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  cyber  testbed  consistent 
with  direction  contained  in  House  Report  1 15-948. 

Funding  is  also  provided  for  new  and  other  prior- year  research  and  development 
activities,  including  for  the  Biometrics  Technology  Engine,  which  is  funded  at  $4,500,000;  the 
Data  Analytics  Engine,  which  is  funded  at  $5,21 1,337;  the  Apex  Next  Generation  Cyber 
Infrastructure  Program,  which  is  funded  at  $8,000,000;  Apex  Flood,  which  is  funded  at 
$10,000,000;  Cargo  and  Port-of-Entry  Security,  which  is  funded  at  $31 ,705,000;  Air  Based 
Technologies,  which  is  funded  at  $12,878,963;  Port  and  Coastal  Surveillance,  which  is  funded  at 
$16,750,000.  Opioids/Fentanyl,  which  is  funded  at  $8,500,000;  Detection  Canine,  which  is 
funded  at  $12,269,000.  Soft  Target  and  Crowded  Places  ,which  is  funded  at  $7,000,000; 
Explosives  Threat  Assessment,  which  is  funded  at  $18,700,000;  Counter-Unmanned  Aerial 
Systems,  which  is  funded  at  $13,000,000;  Enabling  Unmanned  Aerial  Systems,  which  is  funded 
at  $4,000,000;  Software  Assurance,  which  is  funded  at  $7,295,286;  Cyber  Physical  Systems, 
which  is  funded  at  $6,165,127;  the  Silicon  Valley  Innovation  Program,  which  is  funded  at 
$10,000,000;  First  Responder  Technologies,  which  is  funded  at  $16,000,000;  Partnership 
Intermediary  Agreements,  which  is  funded  at  $7,000,000;  and  Binational  Cooperative  Pilot, 
which  is  funded  at  $2,000,000. 

S&T  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Act  on  the  proposed  allocation  of  Research,  Development,  and  Innovation  funds.  The 
briefing  shall  address  the  planned  use  of  funding  provided. 

The  conference  agreement  restores  the  proposed  cuts  to  University  Programs  to  ensure 
S&T’s  ability  to  maintain  10  Centers  of  Excellence  (COEs).  S&T  shall  notify  the  Committees  of 
any  plan  or  proposal  to  reduce  funding  for,  diminish  the  role  of,  or  eliminate  COEs  prior  to 
taking  any  action  to  do  so.  S&T  is  directed  to  provide  a  report  on  COEs  within  90  days  of  the 
date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  as  described  on  pages  67  and  68  of  House  Report  115-948. 

Countering  Weapons  of  Mass  Destruction  Office 

Consistent  with  Public  Law  115-387,  the  Countering  Weapons  of  Mass  Destruction 
(CWMD)  Act  of  2018,  the  conference  agreement  provides  funding  for  the  newly  authorized 
CWMD  Office,  which  consolidates  the  operations  of  the  Domestic  Nuclear  Detection  Office 
(DNDO),  the  Office  of  Health  Affairs  (OHA),  and  certain  related  activities  and  personnel  from 
other  components  of  the  Department, 
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OPERATIONS  AND  SUPPORT 


Within  the  total  amount  provided,  not  less  than  $500,000  is  to  continue  implementation 
of  the  voluntary  anthrax  vaccine  program  for  emergency  responders.  The  CWMD  Office  shall 
brief  the  Committees  not  later  than  45  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  the  status 
of  implementation  of  this  program,  including  any  plans  for  expansion  beyond  the  initial  pilot  in 
the  first  community  and  associated  costs. 

The  conferees  understand  the  CWMD  Office  is  in  the  process  of  completing  an  integrated 
biosurveillance  program.  However,  it  is  unclear  whether  the  requested  funding  will  fully  support 
the  capabilities  currently  delivered  by  the  National  Biosurveillance  Integration  Center  (NBIC) 
and  the  Joint  Analysis  Center.  Therefore,  within  the  amount  provided,  $5,000,000  above  the 
request  is  to  continue  supporting  the  capabilities  provided  by  NBIC  and  the  Joint  Analysis 
Center  in  order  to  provide  situational  awareness  of  biological  threats  for  the  Department,  as  well 
as  federal,  state,  local,  and  private  sectors  partners. 

The  conferees  encourage  the  CWMD  Office  to  continue  its  engagement  in  support  of  a 
visualization  tool  that  incorporates  data  from  state  and  local  entities  that  can  serve  as  a  bio- 
preparedness  tool  for  emergency  response,  emergency  management,  and  law  enforcement  at  all 
levels  of  government. 

The  $25,200,000  requested  under  this  heading  for  the  acquisition  of  portable  detection 
systems  is  instead  provided  under  Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements. 

In  lieu  of  direction  regarding  the  non-pay  level  of  funding,  the  CWMD  Office  shall 
provide  a  report  on  the  non-pay  funding  level. 


PROCUREMENT,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  conferees  provide  $100,096,000  for  the  acquisition  and  deployment  of  large  scale 
and  portable  detection  systems  to  detect  radiological,  nuclear,  biological,  and  chemical  threats. 

RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

The  conferees  provide  $83,043,000,  as  requested. 
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FEDERAL  ASSISTANCE 


Of  the  total  amount  provided,  $1,500,000  is  for  research  and  development  of  an  active 
neutron  interrogation  system  as  described  in  Senate  report  115-283. 

The  CWMD  Office  is  directed  to  continue  funding  for  research  and  development  of  new 
generation  semiconductor  materials. 


TITLE  IV— ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS  -  THIS  ACT 


Section  401 .  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  USCIS  to 
acquire,  operate,  equip,  and  dispose  of  up  to  five  vehicles  under  certain  scenarios. 

Section  402.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  USCIS  from 
granting  immigration  benefits  unless  die  results  of  background  checks  are  completed  prior  to  the 
granting  of  the  benefits  and  the  results  do  not  preclude  the  granting  of  the  benefits. 

Section  403.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  limiting  the  use  of  A-76 
competitions  by  USCIS. 

Section  404.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  authorizing  the  Director  of 
the  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Training  Centers  (FLETC)  to  distribute  funds  for  incurred  training 
expenses. 

Section  405.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  the  FLETC 
Accreditation  Board  to  lead  the  federal  law  enforcement  training  accreditation  process  to 
measure  and  assess  federal  law  enforcement  training  programs,  facilities,  and  instructors. 

Section  406.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  allowing  the  acceptance  of 
transfers  from  government  agencies  into  “Federal  Law  Enforcement  Training  Center — 
Procurement,  Construction,  and  Improvements”. 

Section  407.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  classifying  FLETC 
instructor  staff  as  inherently  governmental  for  certain  considerations. 

Section  408.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  to  allow  for  unexpended 
balances  from  S&T  to  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  support  the  operations 
of  the  National  Bio  and  Agro-defense  Facility, 
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TITLE  V  -  GENERAL  PROVISION^ 

(INCLUDING  RESCISSIONS  AND  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

Section  501.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  that  no  part  of 
any  appropriation  shall  remain  available  for  obligation  beyond  the  current  year  unless  expressly 
provided. 

Section  502.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  providing  authority  to 
merge  unexpended  balances  of  prior  appropriations  with  new  appropriation  accounts,  to  be  used 
for  the  same  purpose,  subject  to  reprogramming  guidelines. 

Section  503.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  limiting  reprogramming 
authority  for  funds  within  an  appropriation  and  providing  limited  authority  for  transfers  between 
appropriations.  All  components  funded  by  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  Appropriations 
Act,  2019,  must  comply  with  these  transfer  and  reprogramming  requirements. 

The  Department  must  notify  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  prior  to  each 
reprogramming  of  funds  that  would  reduce  programs,  projects,  activities,  or  personnel  by  ten 
percent  or  more.  Notifications  are  also  required  for  each  reprogramming  of  funds  that  would 
increase  a  program,  project,  or  activity  by  more  than  $5,000,000  or  ten  percent,  whichever  is 
less.  The  Department  must  submit  these  notifications  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  at 
least  1 5  days  in  advance  of  any  such  reprogramming. 

For  purposes  of  reprogramming  notifications,  ‘■‘program,  project,  or  activity”  is  defined  as 
an  amount  identified  in  the  detailed  funding  table  located  at  the  end  of  this  statement  or  an 
amount  directed  for  a  specific  purpose  in  this  statement.  Also  for  purposes  of  reprogramming 
notifications,  the  creation  of  a  new  program,  project,  or  activity  is  defined  as  any  significant  new 
activity  that  has  not  been  explicitly  justified  to  the  Congress  in  budget  justification  material  and 
for  which  funds  have  not  been  appropriated  by  the  Congress.  For  further  guidance  when 
determining  which  movements  of  funds  are  subject  to  section  503,  the  Department  is  reminded 
to  follow  GAO’s  definition  of  “program,  project,  or  activity”  as  detailed  in  the  GAO’s  A 
Glossary  of  Terms  Used  in  the  Federal  Budget  Process.  Within  30  days  of  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Act,  the  Department  shall  submit  to  the  Committees  a  table  delineating  PPAs  subject  to 
section  503  notification  requirements,  as  defined  in  this  paragraph. 

Limited  transfer  authority  is  provided  to  give  the  Department  flexibility  in  responding  to 
emerging  requirements  and  significant  changes  in  circumstances,  but  is  not  primarily  intended  to 
facilitate  the  implementation  of  new  programs,  projects,  or  activities  that  were  not  proposed  in  a 
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formal  budget  submission.  Transfers  may  not  reduce  accounts  by  more  than  five  percent  or 
increase  accounts  by  more  than  ten  percent.  The  Committees  on  Appropriations  must  be  notified 
30  days  in  advance  of  any  transfer. 

To  avoid  violations  of  the  Anti -Deficiency  Act,  the  Secretary  shall  ensure  that  any 
transfer  of  funds  is  carried  out  in  compliance  with  the  limitations  and  requirements  of  section 
503(b).  In  particular,  the  Secretary  should  ensure  that  any  such  transfers  adhere  to  the  opinion  of 
the  Comptroller  General’s  decision  in  the  Matter  of:  John  D.  Webster,  Director,  Financial 
Services,  Library  of  Congress,  dated  November  7,  1997 ,  with  regard  to  the  definition  of  an 
appropriation  subject  to  transfer  limitations. 

The  Department  shall  submit  notifications  on  a  timely  basis  and  provide  complete 
explanations  of  the  proposed  reallocations,  including  detailed  justifications  for  the  increases  and 
offsets,  and  any  specific  impact  the  proposed  changes  would  have  on  the  budget  request  for  the 
following  fiscal  year  and  future- year  appropriations  requirements.  Each  notification  submitted  to 
the  Committees  should  include  a  detailed  table  showing  the  proposed  revisions  to  funding  and 
FTE  -  at  the  account,  program,  project,  and  activity  level  -for  the  current  fiscal  year,  along  with 
any  funding  and  FTE  impacts  on  the  budget  year. 

rhe  Department  shall  manage  its  programs,  projects,  and  activities  within  the  levels 
appropriated,  and  should  only  submit  reprogramming  or  transfer  notifications  in  cases  of 
unforeseeable  and  compelling  circumstances  that  could  not  have  been  predicted  when 
formulating  the  budget  request  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  When  the  Department  submits  a 
reprogramming  or  transfer  notification  and  does  not  receive  identical  responses  from  the  House 
and  Senate  Committees,  it  is  expected  to  reconcile  the  differences  before  proceeding. 

[he  Department  is  not  to  submit  a  reprogramming  or  transfer  notification  after  June  30 
except  in  extraordinary  circumstances  that  imminently  threaten  the  safety  of  human  life  or  the 
protection  of  property.  If  an  above-threshold  reprogramming  or  a  transfer  is  needed  after  June 
30,  the  notification  should  contain  sufficient  documentation  as  to  why  it  meets  this  statutory 
exception. 

Deobligated  funds  are  also  subject  to  the  reprogramming  and  transfer  limitations  and 
requirements  set  forth  in  section  503. 

Section  503(f)  authorizes  the  Secretary  to  transfer  up  to  $20,000,000  to  address 
immigration  emergencies  after  notifying  the  Committees  of  such  transfer  at  least  five  days  in 
advance. 
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Section  504.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  by  reference,  prohibiting 
funds  appropriated  or  otherwise  made  available  to  the  Department  to  make  payment  to  the 
Working  Capital  Fund  (WCF),  except  for  activities  and  amounts  allowed  in  the  President's  fiscal 
year  2019  budget  request.  Funds  provided  to  the  WCF  are  available  until  expended.  The 
Department  can  only  charge  components  for  direct  usage  of  the  WCF  and  these  funds  may  be 
used  only  for  the  purposes  consistent  with  the  contributing  component.  Any  funds  paid  in 
advance  or  for  reimbursement  must  reflect  the  full  cost  of  each  service.  The  Department  shall 
submit  a  notification  prior  to  adding  a  new  activity  to  the  fund  or  eliminating  an  existing  activity 
from  the  fund.  For  activities  added  to  the  fund,  such  notifications  shall  detail  the  source  of  funds 
by  PPA.  In  addition,  the  Department  shall  submit  quarterly  WCF  execution  reports  to  the 
Committees  that  include  activity  level  detail. 

Section  505.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  providing  that  not  to 
exceed  50  percent  of  unobligated  balances  from  prior- year  appropriations  for  each  Operations 
and  Support  appropriation,  shall  remain  available  through  fiscal  year  2020,  subject  to  section  503 
reprogramming  requirements. 

Section  506.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  that  deems  intelligence 
activities  to  be  specifically  authorized  during  fiscal  year  2019  until  the  enactment  of  an  Act 
authorizing  intelligence  activities  for  fiscal  year  2019. 

Section  507.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  notification  to 
the  Committees  at  least  three  days  before  DFIS  executes  or  announces  grant  allocations;  grant 
awards;  contract  awards,  including  contracts  covered  by  the  Federal  Acquisition  Regulation; 
other  transaction  agreements;  letters  of  intent;  task  or  delivery  orders  on  multiple  contract  awards 
totaling  $1,000,000  or  more;  a  task  or  delivery  orders  greater  than  $10,000,000  from  multi-year 
funds;  or  sole-source  grant  awards.  Notifications  shall  include  a  description  of  the  project  or 
projects  or  activities  to  be  funded  and  the  location,  including  city,  county,  and  state.  If  the 
Secretary  determines  that  compliance  would  pose  substantia]  risk  to  health,  human  life,  or  safety, 
an  award  may  be  made  without  prior  notification  but  the  Committees  shall  be  notified  within  5 
full  business  days  after  such  award  or  letter  is  issued. 

Section  508.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  all  agencies 
from  purchasing,  constructing,  or  leasing  additional  facilities  for  federal  law  enforcement 
training  without  advance  notification  to  the  Committees. 

Section  509.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  for  any  construction,  repair,  alteration,  or  acquisition  project  for  which  a  prospectus,  if 
required  under  chapter  33  of  title  40,  United  States  Code,  has  not  been  approved. 
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Section  510.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  that  includes  and 
consolidates  by  reference  prior- year  statutory  provisions  related  to  a  contracting  officer’s 
technical  representative  training;  sensitive  security  information;  and  the  use  of  funds  in 
conformance  with  section  303  of  the  Energy  Policy  Act  of  1 992. 

Section  511.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  in  contravention  of  the  Buy  American  Act. 

Section  512.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  the  oath  of 
allegiance  required  by  section  337  of  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act. 

Section  513.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  that  precludes  DHS  from 
using  funds  in  this  Act  to  carry  out  reorganization  authority.  This  prohibition  is  not  intended  to 
prevent  the  Department  from  carrying  out  routine  or  small  reallocations  of  personnel  or  functions 
within  components,  subject  to  section  503  of  this  Act.  This  section  prevents  large-scale 
reorganization  of  the  Department,  which  should  be  acted  on  legislatively  by  the  relevant 
congressional  committees  of  jurisdiction.  Any  DHS  proposal  to  reorganize  components  that  is 
included  as  part  of  a  budget  request  will  be  considered  by  the  Committees. 

Section  5 14.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  for 
planning,  testing,  piloting,  or  developing  a  national  identification  card. 

Section  515.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  that  any  official 
required  by  this  Act  to  report  or  certify  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  may  not  delegate 
such  authority  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  in  this  Act. 

Section  5 1 6.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  for  the  transfer  or  release  of  individuals  detained  at  United  States  Naval  Station, 
Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba  into  or  within  the  United  States. 

Section  517.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  in  this 
Act  to  be  used  for  first-class  travel. 


Section  518.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  to  employ  illegal  workers  as  described  in  Section  274A(h)(3)  of  the  Immigration  and 
Nationality  Act. 

Section  519.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds 
appropriated  or  otherwise  made  available  by  this  Act  to  pay  for  award  or  incentive  fees  for 
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contractors  with  below  satisfactory  performance  or  performance  that  fails  to  meet  the  basic 
requirements  of  the  contract. 

Section  520.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of 
funds  to  enter  into  a  federal  contract  unless  the  contract  meets  requirements  of  the  Federal 
Property  and  Administrative  Services  Act  of  1 949  or  chapter  1 37  of  title  1 0  U.S.C.,  and  the 
Federal  Acquisition  Regulation,  unless  the  contract  is  otherwise  authorized  by  statute  without 
regard  to  this  section. 

Section  521 .  The  conference  agreement  continues  and  modifies  a  provision  providing 
$51,000,000  for  financial  systems  modernization  activities,  which  the  Secretary  may  transfer 
between  appropriations  for  the  same  purpose  after  notifying  the  Committees  at  least  15  days  in 
advance. 

Section  522.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  requiring  the  Secretary  to 
reduce  administrative  expenses  from  certain  accounts. 

Section  523.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  DHS  computer 
systems  to  block  electronic  access  to  pornography,  except  for  law  enforcement  purposes. 

Section  524.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  the  transfer  of 
firearms  by  federal  law  enforcement  personnel. 

Section  525.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  regarding  funding 
restrictions  and  reporting  requirements  related  to  conferences  occurring  outside  of  the  United 
States. 


Section  526.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  to 
reimburse  any  federal  department  or  agency  for  its  participation  in  a  National  Special  Security 
Event. 


Section  527.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  a  notification, 
including  justification  materials,  prior  to  implementing  any  structural  pay  reform  that  affects 
more  than  100  full-time  positions  or  costs  more  than  $5,000,000. 

Section  528.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  directing  the  Department  to 
post  on  a  public  website  reports  required  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  unless  public 
posting  compromises  homeland  or  national  security  or  contains  proprietary  information. 
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Section  529.  The  conference  agreement  continues  and  modifies  a  provision  authorizing 
minor  procurement,  construction,  and  improvements  under  Operations  and  Support  accounts. 

Section  530.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  to  authorize  discretionary 
funding  for  primary  and  secondary  schooling  of  dependents  in  areas  in  territories  that  meet 
certain  criteria.  The  provision  provides  limitations  on  the  type  of  eligible  funding  sources. 

Section  531.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  providing  $41,000,000  for 
“Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency — Federal  Assistance”  to  reimburse  extraordinary  law 
enforcement  personnel  overtime  costs  for  protection  activities  directly  and  demonstrably 
associated  with  a  residence  of  the  President  that  is  designated  for  protection. 

Section  532.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  regarding  congressional 
visits  to  detention  facilities. 

Section  533.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds 
to  use  restraints  on  pregnant  detainees  in  DHS  custody  except  in  certain  circumstances. 

Section  534.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds 
for  the  destruction  of  records  related  to  the  sexual  abuse  or  assault  of  detainees  in  custody. 

Section  535.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  for  the 
Principal  Federal  Official  during  a  Stafford  Act  declared  disaster  or  emergency,  with  certain 
exceptions. 

Section  536.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  related  to  the  Arms  Trade 

Treaty. 


Section  537.  The  conference  agreement  continues  a  provision  requiring  the  Department 
to  provide  specific  reductions  in  proposed  discretionary  budget  authority  commensurate  with 
revenue  assumed  in  the  budget  request  from  fees  that  have  not  been  authorized  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  budget  year. 

Section  538.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  rescinding  lapsed  balances 
pursuant  to  Section  505  of  this  bill. 

Section  539.  The  conference  agreement  includes  a  provision  rescinding  unobligated 
balances  from  specified  sources. 
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Section  540.  The  conference  agreement  continues  and  modifies  a  provision  rescinding 
specified  funds  from  the  Treasury  Forfeiture  Fund.

DIVISION  B  -  AGRICULTURE,  RURAL  DEVELOPMENT,  FOOD  AND  DRUG

CONGRESSIONAL  DIRECTIVES 

The  explanatory  statement  is  silent  on  provisions  that  were  in  both  the  House  Report 
(H.Rpt.  1 15-706)  and  Senate  Report  (S.Rpt.  1 1 5-259)  that  remain  unchanged  by  this  conference 
agreement,  except  as  noted  in  this  explanatory  statement. 

The  conference  agreement  restates  that  executive  branch  wishes  cannot  substitute  for 
Congress’s  own  statements  as  to  the  best  evidence  of  congressional  intentions,  which  are  the 
official  reports  of  the  Congress.  The  conference  agreement  further  points  out  that  funds  in  this 
Act  must  be  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  appropriated,  as  required  by  section  1301  of  title  31 
of  the  United  States  Code,  which  provides:  “Appropriations  shall  be  applied  only  to  the  objects 
for  which  the  appropriations  were  made  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.” 

The  House  and  Senate  report  language  that  is  not  changed  by  the  explanatory  statement  is 
approved  and  indicates  congressional  intentions.  The  explanatory  statement,  while  repeating 
some  report  language  for  emphasis,  does  not  intend  to  negate  the  language  referred  to  above 
unless  expressly  provided  herein. 

In  cases  in  which  the  House  or  the  Senate  have  directed  the  submission  of  a  report,  such 
report  is  to  be  submitted  to  both  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  no  later 
than  60  days  after  enactment  of  this  Act,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

Hereafter,  in  division  B  of  this  statement,  the  term  The  Committees’  refers  to  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate. 

For  the  appropriations  provided  by  this  Act  and  previous  Acts,  the  departments  and 
agencies  funded  by  this  conference  agreement  are  reminded  that  the  Committees  use  the 
definitions  for  transfer,  reprogramming,  and  program,  project,  and  activity  as  defined  by  the 
Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  in  GAO-04-261  SP  Appropriations  Law — Vol.  I  and 
GAO-05-734SP  Budget  Glossary. 

A  transfer  is  the  shifting  of  funds  between  appropriations.  It  applies  to  (1 )  transfers  from 
one  agency  to  another,  (2)  transfers  from  one  account  to  another  within  the  same  agency,  and  (3) 
transfers  to  an  interagency  or  intra-agency  working  fund.  In  each  instance,  statutory  authority  is 
required. 
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Reprogramming  is  the  utilization  of  funds  in  an  appropriation  account  for  purposes  other 
than  those  contemplated  at  the  time  of  appropriation.  It  is  the  shifting  of  funds  from  one  object 
to  another  within  an  appropriation. 

A  program,  project,  or  activity  (PPA)  is  an  element  within  a  budget  account.  PPAs  are 
identified  by  reference  to  include  the  most  specific  level  of  budget  items  identified  in  the 
Agriculture,  Rural  Development,  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  and  Related  Agencies  Act, 
2019.  accompanying  Committee  reports,  explanatory  statements,  the  Statement  of  Managers,  and 
budget  justifications.  Program  activity  structures  are  intended  to  provide  a  meaningful 
representation  of  the  operations  financed  by  a  specific  budget  account  by  project,  activity,  or 
organization. 

For  fiscal  year  2019,  the  Committees  continue  to  include  bill  language  requiring 
advanced  notification  of  certain  agency  actions.  Notification  will  be  required  at  least  30  days  in 
advance  of  any  action  if  (1 )  a  major  capital  investment  is  modified;  (2)  an  office  is  realigned  or 
reorganized:  and  (3)  activities  are  carried  out  that  were  not  described  in  the  budget  request. 

The  conference  agreement  directs  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Analysis  (OBPA)  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  to  provide  an  organizational  chart  for  each  agency 
funded  by  this  Act  to  the  division  and  subdivision  level,  as  appropriate,  by  March  1,  2019.  The 
conference  agreement  also  directs  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  and  the  Farm  Credit 
Administration  (FCA)  to  provide  an  organizational  chart  of  each  agency  respectively  to  the 
division  and  subdivision  level,  as  appropriate,  by  March  l,  2019. 

Further,  USDA  and  FDA  should  be  mindful  of  Congressional  authority  to  determine  and 
set  final  funding  levels  for  fiscal  year  2020.  Therefore,  the  agencies  should  not  presuppose 
program  funding  outcomes  and  prematurely  initiate  action  to  redirect  staffing  prior  to  knowing 
final  outcomes  on  fiscal  year  2020  program  funding.  The  conference  agreement  directs  OBPA 
to  provide  the  Committees  with  the  number  of  staff  years  and  employees  on  board  for  each 
agency  funded  by  this  Act  on  a  quarterly  basis. 

Not  later  than  60  days  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Commissioner  of  Food  and  Drugs  shall  enter  into  a  formal 
agreement  delineating  the  responsibilities  of  the  two  agencies  for  the  regulation  of  cel  I -cultured 
food  products  derived  from  livestock  and  poultry.  Such  agreement  shall  be  made  public  on  the 
USDA  and  FDA  websites  within  one  day  of  the  completion  of  the  agreement. 
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TITLE  I 

AGRICULTURAL  PROGRAMS 
Processing,  Research  and  Marketing 
Office  of  the  Secretary 
(including  transfers  of  funds) 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $46,603,000  for  the  Office  of  the  Secretary. 

In  addition  to  updates  provided  to  the  Committees,  the  Department  is  directed  to  include 
in  its  fiscal  year  2020  Congressional  Justification,  as  a  single  exhibit,  a  table  listing  all 
deliverables,  with  a  column  for  due  dates  if  applicable. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  continued  investment  towards  providing  access  to 
high-speed  broadband  infrastructure  and  services  to  rural  areas  of  the  United  States.  The 
conference  agreement  continues  to  provide  resources  for  broadband  deployment  through  the 
Broadband  Loan  program.  Community  Connect  grant  program,  Distance  Learning  and 
Telemedicine  program  and  an  additional  $550,000,000  for  the  broadband  pilot  program 
established  in  section  779  of  division  A  of  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  2018  (Public 
Law  115-141).  To  ensure  these  investments  are  maximized,  the  conference  agreement  reminds 
the  Department  to  avoid  efforts  that  could  duplicate  existing  networks  built  by  private 
investment  or  those  built  leveraging  and  utilizing  other  federal  programs  and  directs  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  coordinate  with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  and 
the  National  Telecommunications  Information  Administration  (NTIA)  to  ensure  wherever 
possible  that  broadband  loans  and  grants  issued  under  the  broadband  programs  are  targeted  to 
areas  that  are  currently  unserved.  In  particular,  the  conference  agreement  directs  USDA  to  utilize 
the  NTIA’s  assessment  of  the  current  state  of  broadband  access  nationwide,  which  includes  the 
identification  of  existing  infrastructure,  gaps,  and  opportunities  for  more  efficient  deployment. 

In  implementing  a  strategy  for  broadband  deployment  to  unserved  communities,  the  Department 
shall  explore  utilizing  all  technologies,  including  but  not  limited  to,  fiber,  cable  modem,  fixed 
wireless,  and  television  white  space  as  a  means  of  building  sustainable  rural  infrastructure  for  the 
modem  economy.  The  amounts  made  available  for  the  broadband  pilot  program,  as  with  the 
Rural  Economic  Development  Loan  Program  shall  remain  available  until  expended. 
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The  conferees  encourage  the  Secretary  to  work  with  stakeholders  to  develop  accepted 
remediation  protocols  that  will  allow  for  the  repurposing  of  poultry  growing  facilities  into 
controlled  environment  agriculture  facilities  safe  for  food  production. 

The  conferees  are  concerned  about  the  unknown  costs  associated  with  the  proposed  move 
of  the  National  Institutes  of  Food  and  Agriculture  and  the  Economic  Research  Service  to  a  new 
location  outside  of  the  National  Capital  Region.  In  submitting  the  fiscal  year  2020  budget 
justification,  the  Department  is  directed  to  include  all  cost  estimates  for  the  proposed  move  of  the 
two  agencies,  as  well  as  a  detailed  analysis  of  any  research  benefits  of  their  relocation.  There  is 
an  expectation  that  this  process  will  be  followed  in  the  future  for  any  other  potential  proposed 
agency  relocations  by  the  Department. 

The  conferees  support  an  indefinite  delay  in  the  proposed  transfer  of  ERS  to  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  Economist.  At  this  time,  the  conferees  find  it  appropriate  for  ERS  to  remain  under  the 
Research.  Education  and  Economics  mission  area.  The  conferees  take  this  position  as  several 
questions  remain  about  the  merits  of  the  proposed  transfer  as  well  as  the  proposed  relocation  of 
ERS  outside  of  the  National  Capital  Region.  Insufficient  information  and  justification  relating  to 
the  reorganization  and  relocation  make  moving  forward  on  these  proposals  premature  at  this 
time. 

The  conferees  await  the  cost-benefit  analysis  of  the  National  Finance  Center  and 
accompanying  sufficiency  review  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  as  directed  in 
P.L.  115-141 .  The  conferees  remind  the  Department  of  enacted  language  prohibiting  the 
initiating,  planning,  developing,  implementing,  or  making  of  any  changes  to  remove  or  relocate 
any  systems,  missions,  or  functions  of  the  offices  of  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  or  any  personnel 
from  the  National  Finance  Center  prior  to  written  notification  to  and  prior  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  of  both  Houses  of  Congress.

(ARS),  Salaries  and  Expenses. 

The  conferees  do  not  accept  the  President's  budget  request  regarding  the  termination  of 
research  programs,  redirections  of  research  programs,  or  closure  of  research  locations.  The 
conferees  expect  extramural  research  to  be  funded  at  no  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  levels.  The 
conferees  provide  funding  increases  for  cotton  ginning,  alfalfa,  small  grains  genomics, 
postharvest  dairy  research,  marine  aquaculture  seedstock,  sugarcane,  high  performance 
computing,  sugar  beets,  salmonella,  the  Pollinator  Center,  warm  water  aquaculture,  poultry,  fruit 
fly  and  exotic  pest  control,  chronic  wasting  disease,  the  Pulse  Crop  Health  Initiative,  coffee 
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germplasm,  citrus  germplasm,  feed  enhancement,  food  systems  at  land-grant  institutions, 
greenhouse  technology,  long-term  agro-ecosystem  research,  hops  research,  resilient  dryland 
research,  wheat  and  sorghum,  shellfish  genetics,  sudden  oak  death,  industrial  hemp,  oats, 
cranberry  and  blueberry  research,  white  fly  research,  and  human  nutrition. 

The  conferees  recognize  that  the  Department  proposes  to  transfer  the  responsibility  for 
operational  planning,  and  future  operations  of  the  National  Bio  and  Agro- Defense  Facility 
(NBAF)  to  USDA  and  support  the  fiscal  year  2019  funding  request  to  allow  NBAF  to  be  fully 
operational  by  December  31,  2022.  The  conferees  appreciate  the  joint  DHS/USDA  transition 
team  working  to  identify  and  outline  transition  activities  to  address  all  requirements  for  the 
timely  operational  stand-up  of  NBAF.  The  conferees  provide  $10,600,000  to  address  one-time 
costs  associated  with  the  transfer  of  the  science  program  from  the  Plum  Island  Animal  Disease 
Center  to  NBAF  and  $42,000,000  to  address  stand-up  activities  and  other  initial  costs  to  operate 
and  maintain  the  facility. 

NBAF  will  provide  the  U.S.  with  expanded  capacity  to  implement  a  comprehensive 
biodefense  research  program  to  protect  against  foreign  animal  diseases  that  pose  the  greatest 
threats  to  animal  agriculture  and  public  health.  The  conferees  provide  an  additional  $5,000,000 
for  ARS  to  increase  research  efforts  on  foreign  animal  diseases  and  emerging  diseases  with  high 
consequence  to  animal  and  public  health. 

The  Committees  have  read  the  quarterly  reports  on  animal  welfare  issues  submitted  by 
ARS.  While  providing  helpful  information,  on  some  issues,  ARS  did  not  report  a  single  specific 
negative  finding  by  APHIS  inspectors,  despite  the  fact  that  numerous  violations  have  been  found 
involving  the  death  of  numerous  animals  and  serious  health  issues  of  many  more.  The  failure  to 
report  these  problems  to  the  Committees  is  unacceptable.  The  conferees  direct  ARS  to  submit  a 
single  report  covering  all  violations  found  by  APHIS  to  date  and  the  specific  actions  taken  to 
prevent  them  from  recurring  within  60  days  of  enactment.  They  also  direct  ARS  to  continue  to 
submit  quarterly  reports  that  include  all  violations  found  by  APHIS  during  that  quarter  and  the 
specific  actions  that  will  be  taken  to  prevent  their  recurrence.  The  quarterly  reports  shall  also 
include  each  issue  found  by  APHIS  inspectors  at  the  pre-compliance  inspections  of  newly- 
covered  research  activities  and  the  remedial  actions  taken. 

The  conferees  recognize  the  need  for  advancements  in  dryland  production  practices, 
cropping,  and  equipment  to  increase  profitability,  conserve  the  soil,  enhance  soil  water  storage. 
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promote  soil  health,  and  decrease  reliance  on  herbicides.  The  conferees  provide  an  additional 
$2,000,000  to  expand  research  focused  on  resilient  dryland  fanning.

The  conference  agreement  provides  $381,200,000  for  ARS  Buildings  and  Facilities  for 
the  next  highest  priorities  identified  on  the  2012  USDA  ARS  Capital  Investment  Strategy  and 
2015  ARS  Co-located  Cooperator  Facility  Report.

The  conferees  support  efforts  to  address  potential  gaps  in  farm-specific  antimicrobial 
resistance  data.  At  the  same  time,  the  agency  is  reminded  that  any  information  collected  on-farm 
should  be  done  through  the  National  Animal  Health  Monitoring  System  (NAHMS),  keeping 
respondents  anonymous  and  ensuring  that  all  information  collected  is  protected  from  release  or 
distribution  in  a  manner  that  could  identify  an  individual  respondent. 

The  conferees  remain  concerned  with  the  invasive  species  scale  insect  pest  that  is 
destroying  Roseau  cane  in  the  Mississippi  River’s  Delta  region  along  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  The 
conferees  direct  APHIS  to  continue  work  with  the  Agricultural  Research  Service  (ARS)  and 
stakeholders  and  provide  an  additional  $500,000  to  further  develop  an  integrated  management 
program  for  control  of  the  Roseau  cane  scale  insect  pest  infestation. 

The  conferees  include  $28,000,000  under  Wildlife  Damage  Management  for  national 
rabies  management,  surveillance,  and  eradication  efforts  and  $2,000,000  for  Wildlife  Services 
education  and  training.  The  conference  agreement  also  provides  $1 ,600,000  for  combatting 
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wildlife  depredation  to  catfish  production  and  maintain  fiscal  year  2018  funding  levels  for  feral 
swine  surveillance.  Additionally,  no  less  than  $250,000  should  be  available  for  the  agency  to 
reduce  blackbird  depredation  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains. 

The  conferees  provide  $2,000,000  for  APHIS  to  partner  with  state  departments  of 
agriculture  and  forestry  commissions  in  states  considered  to  be  the  epicenter  of  infestations,  to 
assist  with  control  and  treatment  of  cogongrass  in  order  to  slow  the  advancing  front  of  this 
invasive  plant-pest  species  and  its  impact  on  forest  productivity,  wildlife  habitat,  and  private 
landowners.

address  on-farm  agricultural  water  concerns,  including  irrigation  systems  and  other  conservation 
practices  to  improve  water  quality  and  soil  health.

The  conferees  are  concerned  about  the  number  of  staff  vacancies  at  NRCS,  as  unfilled 
state-level  positions  are  creating  delays  in  application  approval  and  the  deployment  of  important 
conservation  funding.  NRCS  is  directed  to  provide  a  report  no  later  than  90  days  after  enactment 
of  this  Act  updating  the  Committees  on  staffing  levels  at  each  NRCS  office  across  the  country, 
by  location,  including  vacancies  that  have  remained  unfilled  for  more  than  6  months,  plans  to  fill 
those  vacancies,  and  the  workload  analysis  that  demonstrates  the  total  number  of  employees 
needed  compared  to  the  national  staffing  cap. 

The  conferees  reiterate  their  support  for  irrigation  agriculture  and  encourage  NRCS  to 
leverage  all  possible  funding  streams  to  support  the  expansion  of  on-farm  irrigation  in  regions 
that  have  previously  not  had  widespread  irrigation  systems,  specifically  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States.  The  conferees  direct  NRCS  to  focus  efforts  on  the  development  of  conservation 
and  irrigation  techniques  to  reduce  water  usage  in  agriculture  production  while  maintaining  crop 
quality  and  yield  in  rural  America.

SPECIAL  SUPPLEMENTAL  NUTRITION  PROGRAM  FOR  WOMEN,  INFANTS,  AND  CHILDREN  (WIC) 
The  conference  agreement  provides  $6,075,000,000  for  the  Special  Supplemental 
Nutrition  Program  for  Women.  Infants,  and  Children. 
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The  conference  agreement  recommends  full  funding  for  WIC  that  will  meet  estimated 
participation  in  fiscal  year  2019.  The  recommendation  includes  $60,000,000  for  breastfeeding 
support  initiatives  and  $19,000,000  for  infrastructure.  The  conferees  recognize  new  technologies, 
including  telemedicine,  that  support  breastfeeding  mothers  through  access  to  professional 
breastfeeding  and  nutrition  consultants.  The  conferees  provide  $5,000,000  for  telehealth 
competitive  grants  to  supplement  the  nutrition  education  and  breastfeeding  support  offered  in  the 
WIC  clinic,  and  to  decrease  barriers  to  access  to  WIC  services,  particularly  in  rural  communities. 
Funding  can  be  used  to  support  a  variety  of  telehealth  interventions,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  use  of  telehealth  tools  by  WIC  staff  as  well  as  clinical  services  and  technologies  provided  by 
third-party  vendors. 

The  work  of  the  National  Academies  of  Science  (NAS)  to  review  and  make 
recommendations  for  updating  the  WIC  food  packages  to  reflect  current  science  and  cultural 
factors  is  recognized.  The  conferees  note,  however,  that  while  all  revised  packages  now  allow 
some  fish,  the  amounts  remain  low  compared  to  the  recommendations  of  other  authoritative 
health  agencies.  The  conferees  strongly  encourage  the  Department  to  consider  the  health  and 
cultural  benefits  of  fish  consumption  as  the  NAS  recommendations  are  reviewed  and  used  to 
inform  the  Department’s  next  course  of  action.  The  conferees  also  strongly  encourage  the 
Department  to  continue  to  allow  states  to  submit  cultural  food  package  proposals  to  respond  to 
the  cultural  preferences  of  WIC  participants  in  states  like  Alaska.

Reprogramming  procedures  shall  apply  to:  funds 
provided  in  this  Act;  unobligated  balances  from  previous  appropriations  Acts  that  are  available 
for  obligation  or  expenditure  in  fiscal  year  2019;  and  non-appropriated  resources  such  as  fee 
collections  that  are  used  to  meet  program  requirements  in  fiscal  year  2019.  These  procedures  are 
specified  in  section  505  of  this  Act. 

Any  reprogramming  request  shall  include  any  out-year  budgetary  impacts  and  a  separate 
accounting  of  program  or  mission  impacts  on  estimated  carryover  funds.  Any  program,  project, 
or  activity  cited  in  this  explanatory  statement,  or  in  the  House  report  or  the  Senate  report  and  not 
changed  by  this  Act,  shall  be  construed  as  the  position  of  the  Congress  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
reductions  or  reprogramming  without  prior  approval  of  the  Committees.  Further,  any  department 
or  agency  funded  in  this  Act  that  plans  a  reduction-in-force  shall  notify  the  Committees  by  letter 
no  later  than  30  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of  any  such  planned  personnel  action. 

When  a  department  or  agency  submits  a  reprogramming  or  transfer  request  to  the 
Committees  and  does  not  receive  identical  responses,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
department  or  agency  seeking  the  reprogramming  to  reconcile  the  differences  between  the  two 
bodies  before  proceeding.

DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE 


International  Trade  Administration 

OPERATIONS  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

The  agreement  includes  $495,000,000  in  total  resources  for  the  International  Trade 
Administration  (ITA).  This  amount  is  offset  by  $1 1,000,000  in  estimated  fee  collections, 
resulting  in  a  direct  appropriation  of  $484,000,000.  The  agreement  provides  no  less  than 
$88,500,000  for  Enforcement  and  Compliance  and  no  less  than  $320,000,000  for  Global 
Markets.  The  agreement  adopts  Senate  report  language  regarding  SelectUSA. 

U  S.  and  Foreign  Commercial  Service  (US&FCS).- — The  agreement  rejects  the  proposed 
cuts  to  the  US&FCS  and  provides  no  less  than  the  amount  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018.  ITA 
shall  submit  quarterly  reports  to  the  Committees,  due  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  detailing  staffing  levels  within  the  US&FCS,  including  a  breakout  of  Foreign  Service 
Officers,  Locally  Engaged  Staff,  and  U.S.  field  staff.  These  reports  shall  also  include  obligations 
by  object  class  for  the  US&FCS  for  the  given  quarter,  and  shall  include  a  comparison  of  staffing 
and  obligation  levels  for  the  same  quarter  in  the  past  three  fiscal  years  along  with  an  explanation 
of  any  significant  variances  compared  to  the  prior  year  quarters.  The  first  such  report  shall 
include  a  discussion  of  the  reasons  for  ITA  not  maintaining  Foreign  Service  Officer  staffing 
within  the  funding  provided  for  the  US&FCS  over  the  last  three  fiscal  years. 


Bureau  of  Industry  and  Security 


OPERATIONS  AND  ADMINISTRATION 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $1 1 8,050,000  for  the  Bureau  of  Industry  and  Security  (BIS). 

The  agreement  does  not  adopt  House  report  language  relating  to  the  division  of  funds 
between  Export  Administration,  Export  Enforcement,  and  Management  and  Policy  Coordination. 
Instead,  the  agreement  includes  bill  language  to  ensure  that  the  additional  resources  above 
enacted  for  BIS  are  devoted  to  an  effective  Section  232  exclusion  process.  The  Department  shall 
provide  quarterly  reports  to  the  Committees,  due  not  later  than  15  days  after  the  end  of  each 
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quarter,  on  the  implementation  of  the  exclusion  process,  which  shall  include:  (a)  the  number  of 
exclusion  requests  received;  (b)  the  number  of  exclusion  requests  approved  and  denied;  (c)  the 
status  of  efforts  to  assist  small-  and  medium-sized  businesses  in  navigating  the  exclusion 
process;  (d)  Department- wide  staffing  levels  for  the  exclusion  process,  including  information  on 
any  staff  detailed  to  complete  this  task;  and  (e)  Department-wide  funding  by  source 
appropriation  and  object  class  for  costs  undertaken  to  process  the  exclusions. 

Economic  Development  Administration 

The  agreement  includes  $304,000,000  for  the  programs  and  administrative  expenses  of 
the  Economic  Development  Administration  (EDA).  Section  523  of  the  agreement  includes  a 
rescission  of  $10,000,000  in  Economic  Development  Assistance  Program  balances.  The  funds 
shall  be  derived  from  recoveries  and  unobligated  grant  funds  that  were  not  appropriated  with 
emergency  or  disaster  relief  designations. 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 

The  agreement  includes  $265,000,000  for  Economic  Development  Assistance  Programs. 
Funds  are  to  be  distributed  as  follows;  any  deviation  of  funds  shall  be  subject  to  the  procedures 


set  forth  in  section  505  of  this  Act:

The  agreement  includes  $39,000,000  for  EDA  salaries  and  expenses. 

Minority  Business  Development  Agency 

MINORITY  BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT 

The  agreement  includes  $40,000,000  for  the  Minority  Business  Development  Agency 
(MBDA),  an  increase  of  $1,000,000  above  fiscal  year  2018.  MBDA  is  directed  to  allocate  the 
majority  of  its  total  appropriation,  including  the  entire  increase  above  fiscal  year  2018,  toward 
cooperative  agreements,  external  awards,  and  grants,  including  not  less  than  $  1 0,400,000  to 
continue  MBDA’s  traditional  Business  Center  program  and  Specialty  Project  Center  program. 
The  agreement  does  not  approve  of  the  Department’s  recent  proposal  to  transform  MBDA’s 
service  delivery  model,  but  transformation  proposals  can  be  considered  if  proposed  as  part  of  the 
Department’s  fiscal  year  2020  budget  request.  While  the  agreement  is  supportive  of  MBDA  and 
its  programs,  MBDA  is  encouraged  to  obtain  an  independent  external  evaluation  of  its  various 
programs. 

Economic  and  Statistical  Analysis 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $101,000,000  for  Economic  and  Statistical  Analysis.  Senate  and 
House  language  regarding  the  Outdoor  Recreation  Satellite  Account  is  adopted,  and  the 
agreement  provides  $1,500,000  to  continue  this  work  in  fiscal  year  2019. 

Income  Growth  Indicators.— -The  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  (BEA)  is  encouraged  to 
work  with  the  relevant  additional  agencies  to  develop  and  begin  reporting  on  income  growth 
indicators.  In  these  indicators,  BEA  is  encouraged  to  report  at  least  annually  on  how  incomes 
grow  in  each  decile  of  the  income  distribution,  no  later  than  2020.  BEA  is  encouraged  to  include 
the  latest  available  estimates  of  these  measures  with  each  report  or  update  issued  by  the  agency 
on  the  Gross  Domestic  Product  of  the  United  States. 

Bureau  of  the  Census 

The  agreement  includes  $3,821 ,388,000  for  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.

CURRENT  SURVEYS  AND  PROGRAMS 


The  agreement  includes  $270,000,000  for  the  Current  Surveys  and  Programs  account  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 


PERIODIC  CENSUSES  AND  PROGRAMS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $3,551,388,000  for  the  Periodic  Censuses  and  Programs  account 
of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

In  October  2017,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  delivered  a  new  life-cycle  cost  estimate  for 
the  2020  Decennial  Census  totaling  $15,625,000,000.  In  addition  to  reliance  on  a  new 
independent  cost  estimate,  the  Secretary’s  estimate  includes  additional  assumptions  to  enhance 
the  robustness  and  reliability  of  the  program.  For  example,  the  new  estimate  assumes  the  need 
for  additional  in-person  follow-up  visits  due  to  fewer  households  expected  to  initially  respond  to 
the  Census.  In  addition,  the  Census  Bureau  is  directed  to  provide  the  Committees  with 
notification  15  days  before  any  spending  it  intends  to  incur  in  fiscal  year  2019  that  is  above  the 
amounts  included  in  the  October  2017  life-cycle  cost  estimate  for  fiscal  year  2019. 

2020  Census  Partnership  and  Communications  Activities. — The  agreement  reiterates 
House  and  Senate  language  regarding  the  Bureau’s  partnership  and  communications  efforts 
aimed  at  maximizing  self-response  to  the  2020  Decennial  Census.  Additionally,  the  Bureau  shall 
devote  funding  to  expand  targeted  communications  activities  as  well  as  to  open  local 
questionnaire  assistance  centers  in  hard-to-count  communities. 

National  Telecommunications  and  Information  Administration 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $39,500,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  National 
Telecommunications  and  Information  Administration  (NTIA).  The  agreement  provides  up  to 
$7,500,000  to  continue  the  broadband  mapping  effort  started  in  fiscal  year  2018  and  adopts 
Senate  report  language  regarding  rural  and  tribal  communities.  The  agreement  modifies  Senate 
language  regarding  a  standardized  process,  to  direct  NTIA  to  work  with  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  to  improve  the  collection  of  broadband  data. 
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United  States  Patent  and  Trademark  Office 


SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  language  making  available  to  the  United  States  Patent  and 
Trademark  Office  (USPTO)  $3,370*000,000,  the  full  amount  of  offsetting  fee  collections 
estimated  for  fiscal  year  201 9  by  the  Congressional  Budget  Office.  The  agreement  transfers 
$1,500,000  to  the  Office  of  Inspector  General  to  continue  oversight  and  audits  of  USPTO 
operations  and  budget  transparency. 

National  Institute  of  Standards  and  Technology 

The  agreement  includes  $985,500,000  for  the  National  Institute  of  Standards  and 
Technology  (NIST). 


SCIENTIFIC  AND  TECHNICAL  RESEARCH  AND  SERVICES 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  provides  $724,500,000  for  NIST's  Scientific  and  Technical  Research  and 
Services  (STRS)  account.  The  agreement  rejects  the  proposed  terminations  and  reductions  for  all 
STRS  programs  and  provides  not  less  than  fiscal  year  2018  funding  for:  Cybersecurity  and 
Privacy;  Advanced  Manufacturing  and  Material  Measurements;  Quantum  Science;  Advanced 
Communications,  Networks,  and  Scientific  Data  Systems;  Biological  Science  and  Health 
Measurements;  Environmental  Measurements;  Time  and  Fundamental  Measurement 
Dissemination;  Physical  Infrastructure  and  Resilience;  the  Special  Programs  Office;  the 
Standards  Coordination  Office;  the  Baldrige  Performance  Excellence  Program;  NIST  Center  of 
Excellence  Program;  and  NIST  User  Facilities.  The  Senate  report  language  regarding  forensic 
sciences  is  adopted  by  reference. 


INDUSTRIAL  TECHNOLOGY  SERVICES 

The  agreement  includes  $155,000,000  in  total  for  Industrial  Technology  Services, 
including  $140,000,000  for  the  Hollings  Manufacturing  Extension  Partnership  and  $15,000,000 
for  the  National  Network  for  Manufacturing  Innovation,  to  include  funding  for  center 
establishment  and  up  to  $5,000,000  for  coordination  activities. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  RESEARCH  FACILITIES 


The  agreement  includes  $106,000,000  for  Construction  of  Research  Facilities. 

Safety,  Capacity,  Maintenance,  and  Major  Repairs  (SCMMR). — Within  the  amount 
provided  for  Construction  of  Research  Facilities,  the  agreement  includes  no  less  than 
$75,000,000  for  NIST  to  address  its  most  pressing  SCMMR  projects. 


National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration 


Judgment  Fund  Repayment. — The  agreement  does  not  provide  funding  for  the  National 
Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  (NOAA)  to  make  payments  to  the  Department  of 
Treasury  Judgment  Fund.  NOAA  is  directed  to  request  all  future  Judgment  Fund  payments 
through  the  regular  budget  process. 


OPERATIONS,  RESEARCH,  AND  FACILITIES 


(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 


The  agreement  includes  a  total  program  level  of  $3,772,477,000  under  this  account  for 
the  coastal,  fisheries,  marine,  weather,  satellite,  and  other  programs  of  NOAA.  This  total  funding 
level  includes  $3,596,997,000  in  direct  appropriations;  a  transfer  of  $157,980,000  from  balances 


in  the  “Promote  and  Develop  Fishery  Products  and  Research  Pertaining  to  American  Fisheries” 
fund;  and  $17,500,000  derived  from  recoveries  of  prior  year  obligations.

Regional  Observations,  $1,500,000  is  for  the  regional  ocean  partnerships,  or  their  equivalent,  to 
enhance  their  capacity  for  sharing  and  integration  of  Federal  and  non-Federal  data  to  support 
regional  coastal,  ocean,  and  Great  Lakes  management  priorities  as  outlined  in  Executive  Order 
13840.  The  IOOS  Program  Office  shall  coordinate  with  the  Office  of  Coastal  Management  on 
the  implementation  of  these  funds,  fhis  effort  is  not  intended  to  detract  from  the  existing  work  of 
IOOS,  but  to  enhance  collaboration  and  coordination  in  the  regions.  Additionally,  Senate 
language  regarding  IOOS  is  adopted. 

Harmful  Algal  Blooms. — The  agreement  adopts  House  and  Senate  language  regarding

$5,000,000  increase  is  for  additional  Competitive  External  Research  to  determine  and  mitigate 
the  impact  of  Harmful  Algal  Blooms  in  marine  and  freshwater  habitats. 

Hydrographic  Surveys  and  Contracts.— The  agreement  adopts  House  and  Senate  report 
language  regarding  the  backlog  in  hydrographic  survey  work  and  charting  in  the  Arctic.  In 
addition,  NOAA  is  directed  to  make  navigationally  significant  waters  impacted  by  disasters  a 
priority. 

Marine  Debris— The  agreement  adopts  Senate  report  language  regarding  Marine  Debris 
and  provides  the  program  $500,000  above  the  enacted  level. 

Coastal  Observing  Assets. — The  agreement  includes  $1,500,000  within  Navigation, 
Observation  and  Positioning  to  replace  or  repair  degraded  or  unreliable  coastal,  ocean,  and  Great 
Lakes  observing  assets. 


National  Marine  Fisheries  Service  (NMFS). — $908,832,000  is  for  NMFS  Operations, 
Research,  and  Facilities.

— The  agreement  adopts  House  and 
Senate  language  regarding  the  economic  impact  of  l'EDs  but  clarifies  that  the  House  and  Senate 
require  only  a  single  report  on  the  specific  steps  NMFS  would  consider  taking  to  eliminate  the 
negative  economic  impact  of  any  rule  requiring  TEDs.  NMFS  is  directed  to  deliver  the  report  as 
soon  as  possible,  but  not  later  than  90  days  prior  to  the  release  of  any  rule. 

Gulf  of  Mexico  Red  Snapper. — Senate  guidance  on  stock  assessments  used  for 
management  of  reef  fish  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  is  adopted.  Within  the  level  of  funding  provided 
for  Fisheries  Data  Collections,  Surveys  and  Assessments,  NMFS  shall  work  on  development, 
implementation,  and  validation  of  electronic  logbooks  for  the  Federally  permitted  charter-for- 
hire  sector,  as  described  in  the  House  report,  and  continue  to  provide  technical  support  to  the 
Gulf  States,  as  described  in  the  Senate  report. 

Oyster  Restoration. — The  agreement  provides  $1,500,000  within  Habitat  Conservation 
and  Restoration  for  oyster  restoration,  as  described  in  House  report  language. 

Salmon  Management  Activities —The  agreement  recognizes  the  importance  of 
implementing  the  newly  renewed  Pacific  Salmon  Treaty  Agreement  and  includes  up  to 
$1,500,000  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  for  these  purposes. 

Offshore  Wind. — The  agreement  does  not  adopt  House  or  Senate  language  regarding 
offshore  wind. 

Highly  Migratory  Species. — In  lieu  of  House  and  Senate  language,  direction  is  provided 
for  this  activity  under  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Research,  National  Sea  Grant  College  Program. 

California  operations. — House  report  language  regarding  California  operations  is  not 
adopted. 

Biological  Opinion  Prioritization. — House  report  language  regarding  Biological  Opinion 
Prioritization  is  not  adopted. 
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Office  of  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Research  (OAR). — $525,060,000  is  for  OAR 
Operations,  Research,  and  Facilities. 


National  Integrated  Drought  Information  System  (NIDIS). — The  agreement  provides 
$  1 3,500,000  for  NIDIS  activities. 

Ocean  Exploration  and  Research. — The  agreement  adopts  House  and  Senate  report 
language  regarding  ocean  exploration  and  research.  The  agreement  supports  the  use  of  existing 
tele-presence  technology,  and  applied  exploration,  to  map  critically  important  mineral  deposits 
within  America’s  exclusive  economic  zone  and  sites  of  submerged  human  history,  particularly  in 


the  Pacific. 


Multi-Function  Phased  Array  Radar  (MPAR)  Program. — The  fiscal  year  20 18 
appropriations  Act  directed  NOAA  to  maintain  its  leadership  in  the  Spectrum  Efficient  National 
Surveillance  Radar  (SENSR)  Program.  There  is  frustration  with  the  decision  to  de-scope  the 
SENSR  program  by  removing  the  high-resolution  weather  sensing  requirements,  and  concern 
that  NOAA  is  unprepared  to  execute  a  weather  radar  follow-on  program.  In  lieu  of  Senate 
language,  the  agreement  directs  OAR,  in  coordination  with  the  National  Weather  Service,  to 
develop  and  submit  to  the  Committees,  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  a  weather  radar 
follow-on  research-to-operations  transition  plan,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  for  agency 
transition  plans  set  forth  under  NOAA  Administrative  Order  2 16-1 05B,  section  3.06. 

Oceanographic  Research  Partnership  Program. — $5,500,000  is  for  NOAA  to  advance 
ocean  science  research  through  the  program  established  under  10  U.S.C.  7901.  Senate  guidance 
for  this  funding  and  support  for  Ocean  Joint  Technology  Transfer  Initiative  projects  funded  in 
fiscal  year  20 1 8  is  adopted. 

Joint  Technology  Transfer  Initiative  (JTTI). — House  language  regarding  JTTI  is  adopted. 
Of  the  amount  provided  for  JTTI,  up  to  $5,000,000  shall  be  available  to  pursue  innovative, 
modem  techniques  to  accelerate  the  transition  of  weather  research  to  operations. 

Highly  Migratory  Species. — In  lieu  of  House  and  Senate  language  under  NMFS,  the 
agreement  provides  up  to  $2,000,000  within  OAR  for  the  Sea  Grant  program  to  partner  with 
State  agencies,  academia,  and  the  fishing  industry  to  research  highly  migratory  fish  species  in  the

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National  Weather  Service  (NWS).- — $1,020,719,000  is  for  NWS  Operations,  Research, 


and  Facilities. 


Quarterly  Briefings. — The  fiscal  year  2018  appropriations  Act  directed  the  NWS  to 
provide  quarterly  briefings  to  the  Committees  on  all  NWS  management  and  budget  issues.  The 
agreement  adopts  House  and  Senate  language  regarding  such  reporting.  However,  there  is 
frustration  and  disappointment  that  the  NWS  was  unable  to  provide  any  quarterly  briefings 
during  fiscal  year  2018.  The  American  people  entrust  the  NWS  with  more  than  $1,000,000,000 
each  year  to  provide  accurate  weather  forecasting.  It  is  unacceptable  that  the  NWS  is  unwilling 
or  unable  to  report  to  the  Committees  on  its  operations.  The  leadership  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  NOAA  shall  ensure  NWS  improves  the  transparency  of  its  operations  and 
provides  quarterly  briefings  on  management  and  budget  issues  to  the  Committees. 

National  Mesonet  Program. — The  agreement  adopts  Senate  report  language  on  the 
National  Mesonet  Program  and  provides  $19,000,000  for  these  activities. 

Advanced  Weather  Interactive  Processing  System  (AW IPS). — Within  the  increased 
funding  for  Central  Processing,  the  agreement  fully  funds  the  request  for  the  AWIPS  Cyclical 
Refreshment. 

Facilities  Maintenance.— Within  funding  for  Analyze,  Forecast,  and  Support,  the 
agreement  provides  $8,000,000  for  the  National  Weather  Service’s  highest  priority  facilities 
repair  and  deferred  maintenance  requirements  at  Weather  Forecast  Offices.  Thirty  days  prior  to 
obligating  any  of  these  additional  facilities  repair  and  deferred  maintenance  funds,  NWS  shall 
submit  a  report  providing:  (1)  a  prioritized  list  of  NWS  deferred  facilities  maintenance  needs, 
based  on  the  facilities  condition  assessment;  and  (2)  an  estimate  of  the  total  amount  and 
composition  of  deferred  facilities  maintenance.  In  subsequent  fiscal  years,  NOAA  shall  request 
resources  in  line  with  the  September  2017  NWS  Facilities  Strategic  Plan. 

Dissemination.  House  report  language  regarding  the  Integrated  Dissemination  Program 
system  is  not  adopted.

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Support  to  expedite  hiring  within  the  NWC  Water  Prediction  Operations  Division.  The 
increasing  prevalence  and  severity  of  flooding  events  results  in  loss  of  life  and  billions  of  dollars 
of  property  damage.  While  NOAA  has  made  progress  in  developing  next-generation  water 
modeling  capabilities,  such  as  the  National  Water  Model,  it  is  imperative  that  these  technologies 
be  transitioned  into  operations  to  enable  more  accurate  and  longer  range  flood  forecasts. 
Objective  3.3  of  the  Department  of  Commerce’s  Strategic  Plan  directs  NOAA  to  begin 
demonstrating  these  capabilities.  Therefore,  NWS  should  also  simultaneously  be  preparing  to 
operationalize  these  capabilities.  NWS  is  directed  to  develop  and  make  public,  by  the  end  of 
fiscal  year  2019,  an  operations  and  services  policy  directive  that  defines  national  instructions  on 
operations  at  the  NWC,  and  the  content  and  provision  of  NWC  products  and  services.  Further, 
such  policy  should  establish  the  NWC  as  the  operational  center  of  excellence  for  water 
prediction  and  related  decision  support  services  within  NOAA. 

National  Environmental  Satellite,  Data  and  Information  Service  (NESDIS) . — 
$242,666,000  is  for  National  Environmental  Satellite,  Data  and  Information  Service  Operations, 
Research,  and  Facilities. 


Mission  Support. — $267,213,000  is  for  Mission  Support  Operations,  Research,  and 
Facilities. 


Office  of  Marine  and  Aviation  Operations  (OMAO). — $226,420,000  is  for  OMAO

The  agreement  includes  a  total  program  level  of  $  1 ,768,349,000  in  direct  obligations  for 
NOAA  Procurement,  Acquisition  and  Construction  (PAC),  of  which  $1,755,349,000  is 
appropriated  from  the  general  fund  and  $3  3,000,000  is  derived  from  recoveries  of  prior  year 
obligations.  The  following  narrative  and  table  identify  the  specific  activities  and  funding  levels 
included  in  this  Act: 


NWS  Construction  and  Major  Repair. — The  agreement  includes  $19,000,000  for  NWS 
Facilities  Construction  and  Major  Repair,  and,  within  the  amount  provided,  not  less  than 
$1 1 ,000,000  is  to  address  NWS’s  most  pressing  major  construction  needs  among  the  Weather 
Forecast  Offices. 

Polar  Weather  Satellites. — Senate  language  regarding  Polar  Weather  Satellites  is  not 
adopted.  The  agreement  maintains  separate  funding  for  the  Joint  Polar  Satellite  System  {JPSS) 
and  the  Polar  Weather  Follow-on  (PFO)  Program  and  includes  $548,035,000  and  $329,956,000 
for  those  programs,  respectively.  NOAA’s  proposal  to  combine  the  JPSS  and  PFO  programs  will 
continue  to  be  considered,  and  NOAA  is  encouraged  to  provide  the  Committees,  concurrent  with 
the  submission  of  its  fiscal  year  2020  budget  request,  a  revised  proposal  that  clearly  identifies  the 
cost  and  programmatic  efficiencies  that  would  be  gained  by  combining  these  programs  into  one 
funding  line.

NOAA  Construction  funding  may  be  used  to  implement  the  recommendations  of 
the  report.  In  the  future,  the  NOAA  is  expected  to  meet  its  reporting  deadlines. 

PACIFIC  COASTAL  SALMON  RECOVERY 

The  agreement  includes  $65,000,000  for  Pacific  Coastal  Salmon  Recovery.  The 
agreement  adopts  the  House  approach  to  the  allocation  of  funds  to  eligible  grantees. 

FISHERMEN’S  CONTINGENCY  FUND 

The  agreement  includes  $349,000  for  the  Fishermen’s  Contingency  Fund. 

FISHERY  DISASTER  ASSISTANCE 

The  agreement  includes  $15,000,000  for  fishery  disaster  assistance. 

FISHERIES  FINANCE  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  agreement  includes  language  under  this  heading  limiting  obligations  of  direct  loans 
to  $24,000,000  for  Individual  Fishing  Quota  loans  and  $100,000,000  for  traditional  direct  loans. 


Departmental  Management 


SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 


The  agreement  includes  $63,000,000  for  Departmental  Management  salaries  and 
expenses. 


Space  Commerce. — The  Department  transmitted  a  legislative  proposal  to  create,  within 
the  Department,  a  Bureau  of  Space  Commerce  in  response  to  Presidential  Space  Directive-2, 
Streamlining  Regulations  on  Commercial  Use  of  Space.  The  mission  of  the  proposed  Bureau  of 
Space  Commerce  would  be  to  encourage  commercial  space  activity,  streamline  regulations,  and 
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consolidate  Department  of  Commerce  space  commerce  functions.  The  Department  shall  work 
with  appropriations  and  authorizing  committees  on  any  future  implementation  of  this  legislative 
proposal.  Until  such  time  that  a  Bureau  of  Space  Commerce  is  established  in  law,  the  agreement 
provides  sufficient  funds  to  support  the  Office  of  Space  Commerce,  within  NOAA  NESDIS,  and 
directs  the  Department  to  fully  utilize  its  current  offices  and  authorities  to  encourage  the 
commercial  use  of  space. 


OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

The  agreement  includes  a  total  of  $41,102,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General.  This 
amount  includes  $32,744,000  in  direct  appropriations,  a  $1,500,000  transfer  from  USPTO,  a 
transfer  of  $3,556,000  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Periodic  Censuses  and  Programs,  and 
$1,302,000  from  NOAA  PAC  for  audits  and  reviews  of  those  programs.  In  addition,  $2,000,000 
is  derived  from  the  Public  Safety  Trust  Fund  for  oversight  of  FirstNet. 

General  Provisions — Department  of  Commerce 

t 

(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  the  following  general  provisions  for  the  Department  of 
Commerce: 

Section  101  makes  funds  available  for  advanced  payments  only  upon  certification  of 
officials,  designated  by  the  Secretary,  that  such  payments  are  considered  to  be  in  the  public 
interest. 

Section  102  makes  appropriations  for  Department  salaries  and  expenses  available  for  hire 
of  passenger  motor  vehicles,  for  services,  and  for  uniforms  and  allowances  as  authorized  by  law. 

Section  103  provides  the  authority  to  transfer  funds  between  Department  of  Commerce 
appropriation  accounts  and  requires  15  days  advance  notification  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  for  certain  actions. 

Section  104  provides  congressional  notification  requirements  for  NOAA  satellite 
programs  and  includes  life  cycle  cost  estimates  for  certain  weather  satellite  programs. 

Section  105  provides  for  reimbursement  for  services  within  Department  of  Commerce 
buildings. 
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Section  106  clarifies  that  grant  recipients  under  the  Department  of  Commerce  may 
continue  to  deter  child  pornography,  copyright  infringement,  or  any  other  unlawful  activity  over 
their  networks. 

Section  1 07  provides  the  NOAA  Administrator  with  the  authority  to  avail  NOAA  of 
resources,  with  the  consent  of  those  supplying  the  resources,  to  carry  out  responsibilities  of  any 
statute  administered  by  NOAA. 

Section  108  prohibits  the  National  Technical  Information  Service  from  charging  for 
certain  services. 

Section  109  allows  NOAA  to  be  reimbursed  by  Federal  and  non-Federal  entities  for 
performing  certain  activities. 

Section  1 1 0  provides  the  Economics  and  Statistics  Administration  certain  authority  to 
enter  into  cooperative  agreements. 

Section  1 1 1  provides  for  certain  joint  enforcement  agreement  activities. 

Section  1 12  amends  Public  Law  1 15-123  regarding  NOAA  facilities. 
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TITLE  II 

DEPARTMENT  OF  JUSTICE 


General  Administration 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $1 13,000,000  for  General  Administration,  Salaries  and 
Expenses.  This  reduction  of  $1,000,000  from  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  reflects  dissatisfaction 
with  continued  poor  responsiveness  to  congressional  inquiries.  The  Department  shall  comply 
with  Senate  Report  114-239  direction  regarding  timely  responses  to  the  Committees. 

Fighting  the  Opioid  Epidemic. — The  agreement  includes  significant  increases  in  both  law 
enforcement  and  grant  resources  for  the  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  to  continue  combating  the 
rising  threat  to  public  health  and  safety  from  opioid  and  heroin  use  and  drug  trafficking.  This 
includes  a  total  of  $468,000,000,  an  increase  of  $21,500,000  more  than  fiscal  year  2018,  in  DOJ 
grant  funding  to  help  State,  local,  and  tribal  communities  respond  to  the  opioid  crisis.  The  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  (DEA)  is  also  funded  at  $2,687,703,000,  an  increase  of 
$77,803,000  more  than  fiscal  year  2018,  to  help  fight  drug  trafficking,  including  heroin  and 
fentanyl.  Funding  for  DEA  will  also  expand  interdiction  and  intervention  programs  including  the 
addition  of  at  least  four  new  heroin  enforcement  teams  and  DEA  360  Strategy  programming. 

Working  Capital  Fund  and  Non-appropriated  Fund  Budget  Requests  and  Expenditure 
Plans. — DOJ  shall  include  a  detailed  breakout  of  its  non-appropriated  funding  sources  in  its 
future  budget  requests,  as  specified  in  the  House  report.  DOJ  shall  include  in  its  fiscal  year  2019 
spending  plans  for  DOJ  components  details  on  non-appropriated  funds  with  regard  to  the 
Working  Capital  Fund,  retained  earnings  and  unobligated  transfers,  and  civil  debt  collection 
proceeds,  as  specified  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports. 

The  spending  plans  should  include  reports  specified  in  the  Senate  report  regarding 
Working  Capital  Fund  carryover  funds  and  Three  Percent  Fund  collections  and  expenditures.  In 
addition,  DOJ  shall  continue  to  provide  the  Committees  quarterly  reports  on  the  collections, 
balances,  and  obligations  of  these  funds,  as  specified  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports. 
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The  agreement  does  not  adopt  section  539  of  the  House  reported  bill  regarding  civil 
settlement  agreements.  The  Attorney  General’s  June  5, 2017,  memorandum,  “Prohibition  on 
Settlement  Payments  to  Third  Parties”  addresses  the  treatment  of  such  settlements. 


JUSTICE  INFORMATION  SHARING  TECHNOLOGY 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $32,000,000  for  Justice  Information  Sharing  Technology. 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICE  FOR  IMMIGRATION  REVIEW 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $563,407,000  for  the  Executive  Office  for  Immigration  Review 
(EOIR),  of  which  $4,000,000  is  derived  by  transfer  from  fee  collection.  Within  the  funding 
provided,  $1 1,400,000  is  provided  for  the  Legal  Orientation  Program  (LOP).  Senate  report 
language  regarding  LOP  and  technology  improvements  is  adopted. 


In  fiscal  year  2018,  Congress  provided  funding  for  484  Immigration  Judge  (U)  teams. 
Despite  Departmental  actions  to  accelerate  the  recruitment  and  hiring  of  immigration  judges, 
only  395  IJ  teams  were  on-board  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2018.  The  agreement  provides  funding 
for  534  IJ  teams,  including  associated  space  and  technology  requirements. 

Immigration  Adjudication  Performance  and  Reducing  Case  Backlog. — The  Department 
shall  continue  efforts  to  accelerate  the  hiring  and  deployment  of  IJ  teams,  giving  priority  to  the 
highest  workload  areas,  and  improving  coordination  with  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security 
to  institute  fair  and  efficient  court  proceedings  in  detention  facilities  and  ensure  court 
appearances  by  non-detained  individuals.  The  Department  should  continue  to  hire  the  most 
qualified  IJs  from  a  diverse  pool  of  candidates  to  ensure  the  adjudication  process  is  impartial  and 
consistent  with  due  process. 


EOIR  shall  continue  to  submit  monthly  reports  on  performance  and  IJ  hiring  in  the 
format  and  detail  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018,  to  include  statistics  available  on  the  number  of 
cases  where  visa  overstay  is  a  relevant  factor  and  the  median  days  pending  for  both  detained  and 
non-detained  cases.  The  reports  shall  also  list  IJs  who  are  temporarily  deployed  away  from  their 
permanent  courtrooms,  noting  the  permanent  and  temporary  duty  stations  of  each  U  and  the 
length  of  such  temporary  duty  assignments.  To  the  extent  EOIR  has  adopted  new  performance 
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measures  related  to  the  efficient  and  timely  completion  of  cases  and  motions,  statistics  reflecting 
those  measures  should  be  included  in  the  report. 

OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

The  agreement  includes  $  1 01 ,000,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General.

The  agreement  includes  $13,000,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  United  States 
Parole  Commission. 


Legal  Activities 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES,  GENERAL  LEGAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  agreement  includes  $904,000,000  for  General  Legal  Activities,  which  supports  the 
Department’s  full  request  for  the  Criminal  Division  (CRM)  to  sustain  the  Mutual  Legal 
Assistance  Treaty  reform  process,  and  provides  increased  funding  for  CRM  and  its  Office  of 
Internationa!  Affairs  for  this  purpose. 

VACCINE  INJURY  COMPENSATION  TRUST  FUND 

The  agreement  includes  a  reimbursement  of  $10,000,000  for  DOJ  expenses  associated 
with  litigating  cases  under  the  National  Childhood  Vaccine  Injury  Act  of  1986  (Public  Law  99- 
660). 


SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES,  ANTITRUST  DIVISION 

The  agreement  includes  $164,977,000  for  the  Antitrust  Division.  This  appropriation  is 
offset  by  an  estimated  $1 36,000,000  in  pre-merger  filing  fee  collections,  resulting  in  a  direct 
appropriation  of  $28,977,000. 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES,  UNITED  STATES  ATTORNEYS 

The  agreement  includes  $2,212,000,000  for  the  Executive  Office  for  United  States 
Attorneys  and  the  94  United  States  Attorneys’  offices,  of  which  $25,000,000  shall  remain 
available  until  expended.

The  agreement  includes  $1,552,397,000  for  Federal  Prisoner  Detention. 
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National  Security  Division

The  agreement  includes  $560,000,000  for  the  Organized  Crime  and  Drug  Enforcement 
Task  Forces,  of  which  $389,000,000  is  for  investigations  and  $171,000,000  is  for  prosecutions. 


Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 


SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $9,192,137,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI),  including  $1,771,000,000  for  Intelligence,  $3,750,000,000  for 
Counterterrorism  and  Counterintelligence,  $3,122,000,000  for  Criminal  Enterprises  and  Federal 
Crimes,  and  $549,137,000  for  Criminal  Justice  Services.  Within  funding  provided,  the  FBI  is 
expected  to  enhance  its  efforts  regarding  human  trafficking  investigations. 

Terrorist  Explosive  Device  Analytical  Center  (T EDA C) .  — The  Terrorist  Explosive 
Device  Analytical  Center  laboratory  at  Redstone  Arsenal  has  been  accredited  for  forensic  testing, 
including  explosives,  by  the  American  National  Standards  Institute- American  Society  for 
Quality  (ANSI-ASQ)  National  Accreditation  Board.  Accreditation  represents  a  significant 
milestone  for  TED  AC  and  its  staff  and  further  cements  the  laboratory’s  role  in  performing 
forensic  and  technical  exploitation  of  terrorist  IEDs  and  explosives,  both  nationally  and 
internationally. 


Cyber-stalking  and  threat  crimes  investigations  and  prosecutions. — The  FBI  is  expected 
to  submit  to  the  Committees  the  report  as  directed  in  House  Report  1 1 5-23 1 ,  and  codified  in 
Public  Law  1 15-141,  regarding  increased  instances  of  cyber-stalking  and  threats,  including  the 
need  for  additional  resources.  Both  the  FBI  and  US  Attorneys  are  directed  to  investigate  and 
prosecute  cyber-stalking  and  other  internet  threat  crimes  to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law. 
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CONSTRUCTION 


The  agreement  includes  $385,000,000  for  FBI  construction,  which  supports  the  Senate’s 
language  on  21st  Century  Facilities  and  provides  additional  funding  above  the  requested  level  for 
the  FBI  to  address  its  highest  priorities  outside  of  the  immediate  national  capital  area. 

Drug  Enforcement  Administration 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  a  direct  appropriation  of  $2,267,000,000  for  the  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  DEA.  In  addition,  DEA  expects  to  derive  $420,703,000  from  fees  deposited  in 
the  Diversion  Control  Fund  to  carry  out  the  Diversion  Control  Program,  resulting  in 
$2,687,703,000  in  total  spending  authority  for  DEA.  Funding  flexibility  is  provided  to  DEA  to 
make  improvements  at  its  training  academy. 

Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $1,316,678,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives. 

Federal  Prison  System 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $7,250,000,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Federal 
Prison  System.  House  and  Senate  report  language  on  treatment  programming  is  adopted. 

Residential  Reentry  Centers  (RRC s) — Senate  report  language  on  RRCs  is  adopted  for 
RRCs  in  compliance  with  Federal  law. 

BUILDINGS  AND  FACILITIES 

The  agreement  includes  $264,000,000  for  the  construction,  acquisition,  modernization, 
maintenance,  and  repair  of  prison  and  detention  facilities  housing  Federal  inmates,  of  which 
$175,000,000  is  included  for  construction  of  new  facilities.  The  Bureau  of  Prisons  shall  provide 
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a  list  of  planned  Maintenance  and  Repair  (M&R)  projects  to  be  carried  out,  with  estimated  costs 
and  completion  dates,  with  the  fiscal  year  2019  spending  plan  provided  to  the  Committees,  as 
well  as  an  updated  listing  of  remaining  unfunded  M&R  projects. 

LIMITATION  ON  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES,  FEDERAL  PRISON  INDUSTRIES,  INCORPORATED 

The  agreement  includes  a  limitation  on  administrative  expenses  of  $2,700,000  for  Federal 
Prison  Industries,  Incorporated. 

State  and  Local  Law  Enforcement  Activities 

In  total,  the  agreement  includes  $3,019,800,000  for  State  and  local  law  enforcement  and 
crime  prevention  programs.  This  amount  includes  $2,915,800,000  in  discretionary  budget 
authority,  of  which  $497,500,000  is  derived  by  transfer  from  the  Crime  Victims  Fund.  This 
amount  also  includes  $104,000,000  scored  as  mandatory  for  Public  Safety  Officer  Benefits. 

House  and  Senate  report  language  regarding  management  and  administration  expenses  is 
adopted  by  reference,  and  it  is  clarified  that  the  Department’s  methodology  for  assessing  these 
costs  should  be  both  fair  and  equitable  across  all  grant  programs. 

The  agreement  does  not  adopt  House  language  regarding  streamlining  of  grant 
administration.

These  funds  are  distributed  as  follows: 


STATE  AND  LOCAL  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  ASSISTANCE 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $1,723,000,000  for  State  and  Local  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
programs.  These  funds  are  distributed  as  follows: 


Comprehensive  Addiction  and  Recovery  Act  (CARA)  programs. — The  agreement 
provides  a  total  of  $347,000,000  for  DOJ’s  CARA  programs,  an  increase  of  $17,000,000  above 
the  fiscal  year  2018  level,  including  $12,000,000  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  for  the 
Comprehensive  Opioid  Abuse  Program  (COAP).  It  is  expected  that  the  Bureau  of  Justice 
Assistance  will  be  able  to  continue  to  make  additional  site-based  program  awards  under  the 
existing  COAP  structure  including  no  less  than:  $5,000,000  for  Law  Enforcement  Assisted 
Diversion  (LEAD)  programs;  $10,000,000  for  drug  collection  programs  as  described  under 
Chapter  6  of  Public  Law  115-271;  $3,000,000  for  forensics  services  for  rural  law  enforcement  to 
address  drug  court  backlogs;  $5,000,000  for  education  and  prevention  programs  to  connect  law 
enforcement  agencies  with  K-12  students;  and  $10,000,000  for  embedding  social  services  with 
law  enforcement  to  respond  to  opioid  overdoses  where  children  are  impacted. 

The  agreement  does  not  adopt  House  report  language  on  extreme  risk  protection  orders. 

Emergency  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Assistance. — In  addition  to  the  funding  provided 
in  the  agreement,  as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2018  the  Emergency  Federal  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Program  had  unobligated  balances  of  $1 1,800,000.  These  funds  remain  available  to 
address  exigent  law  enforcement  needs  in  fiscal  year  2019.

— The  Department  is  directed  that  the 
increased  amount  provided  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  shall  be  divided  proportionally 
among  Missing  and  Exploited  Children  Programs  excluding  research  and  technical  assistance 
activities. 


PUBLIC  SAFETY  OFFICER  BENEFITS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $128,800,000  for  the  Public  Safety  Officer  Benefits  program  for 
fiscal  year  2019.  Within  the  funds  provided,  $104,000,000  is  for  death  benefits  for  survivors,  an 
amount  estimated  by  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  that  is  considered  mandatory  for 
scorekeeping  purposes.  In  addition,  $24,800,000  is  provided  for  disability  benefits  for  public 
safety  officers  permanently  and  totally  disabled  as  a  result  of  a  catastrophic  injury  and  for 
education  benefits  for  the  spouses  and  children  of  officers  killed  in  the  line  of  duty  or 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  as  a  result  of  a  catastrophic  injury  sustained  in  the  line  of  duty.

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Section  201  makes  available  additional  reception  and  representation  funding  for  the 
Attorney  General  from  the  amounts  provided  in  this  title. 

Section  202  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  pay  for  an  abortion,  except  in  the  case  of  rape  or 
incest,  or  to  preserve  the  life  of  the  mother. 

Section  203  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  require  any  person  to  perform  or  facilitate  the 
performance  of  an  abortion. 

Section  204  establishes  that  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Prisons  (BOP)  is  obliged  to 
provide  escort  services  to  an  inmate  receiving  an  abortion  outside  of  a  Federal  facility,  except 
where  this  obligation  conflicts  with  the  preceding  section. 

Section  205  establishes  requirements  and  procedures  for  transfer  proposals. 

Section  206  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  transporting  prisoners  classified  as  maximum 
or  high  security,  other  than  to  a  facility  certified  by  the  BOP  as  appropriately  secure. 

Section  207  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  the  purchase  or  rental  by  Federal  prisons  of 
audiovisual  or  electronic  media  or  equipment,  services  and  materials  used  primarily  for 
recreational  purposes,  except  for  those  items  and  services  needed  for  inmate  training,  religious, 
or  educational  purposes. 

Section  208  requires  review  by  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  and  the  Department 
Investment  Review  Board  prior  to  the  obligation  or  expenditure  of  funds  for  major  information 
technology  projects. 

Section  209  requires  the  Department  to  follow  reprogramming  procedures  prior  to  any 
deviation  from  the  program  amounts  specified  in  this  title  or  the  reuse  of  specified  deobligated 
funds  provided  in  previous  years. 

Section  210  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  A-76  competitions  for  work  performed  by 
employees  of  BOP  or  Federal  Prison  Industries,  Inc. 

Section  21 1  prohibits  U.S.  Attorneys  from  holding  additional  responsibilities  that  exempt 
U.S.  Attorneys  from  statutory  residency  requirements. 

Section  212  permits  up  to  3  percent  of  grant  and  reimbursement  program  funds  made 
available  to  the  Office  of  Justice  Programs  to  be  used  for  training  and  technical  assistance,  and 
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permits  up  to  2.5  percent  of  grant  funds  made  available  to  that  office  to  be  used  for  criminal 
justice  research,  evaluation  and  statistics  by  the  National  Institute  of  Justice  and  the  Bureau  of 
Justice  Statistics. 

Section  213  gives  the  Attorney  General  the  authority  to  waive  matching  requirements  for 
Second  Chance  Act  adult  and  juvenile  reentry  demonstration  projects;  State,  Tribal,  and  local 
reentry  courts;  and  drug  treatment  programs. 

Section  214  waives  the  requirement  that  the  Attorney  General  reserve  certain  funds  from 
amounts  provided  for  offender  incarceration. 

Section  215  prohibits  funds,  other  than  funds  for  the  national  instant  criminal  background 
check  system  established  under  the  Brady  Handgun  Violence  Prevention  Act,  from  being  used  to 
facilitate  the  transfer  of  an  operable  firearm  to  a  known  or  suspected  agent  of  a  drug  cartel  where 
law  enforcement  personnel  do  not  continuously  monitor  or  control  such  firearm. 

Section  216  places  limitations  on  the  obligation  of  funds  from  certain  Department  of 
Justice  accounts  and  funding  sources. 

Section  2 1 7  allows  certain  funding  to  be  made  available  for  use  in  Performance 
Partnership  Pilots. 
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TITLE  III 

SCIENCE 

Office  of  Science  and  Technology  Policy 

The  agreement  includes  $5,544,000  for  the  Office  of  Science  and  Technology  Policy 
(OSTP). 

Emerging  Contaminants. — OSTP  submitted  the  “Plan  for  Addressing  Critical  Research 
Gaps  Related  to  Emerging  Contaminants  in  Drinking  Water”  in  October  2018.  Within  90  days  of 
the  enactment  of  this  agreement,  OSTP  shall  update  the  implementation  plan  included  in  that 
report,  including  identifying  budgetary  resources  required,  by  agency,  for  fiscal  years  2019, 

2020,  and  2021. 

National  Space  Council 

The  agreement  includes  $1 ,965,000  for  the  activities  of  the  National  Space  Council. 

Execution  of  Space  Programs . — U  nder  Executive  Order  13803,  the  National  Space 
Council  (the  Council)  is  directed  to,  among  other  duties,  “develop  recommendations  for  the 
President  on  space  policy  and  space- related  issues”  and  “foster  close  coordination,  cooperation, 
and  technology  and  information  exchange  among  the  civil,  national  security,  and  commercial 
space  sectors.”  In  executing  these  duties,  the  Council  is  reminded  that,  in  recent  years,  poor 
workmanship,  poor  oversight,  and  poor  performance  (e.g.,  flawed  welding  techniques, 
component  tube  contamination,  incorrect  cleaning  methods,  using  the  wrong  voltage  in  testing, 
unreliable  launch  vehicle  bolt  cutter  assembly,  mishandling  of  rocket  stages  during  transport,  and 
substandard  stmt  components)  have  led  to  costly  delays  and  even  loss  of  mission.  Overly 
ambitious  technology  development,  optimistic  scheduling,  and  poor  cost  estimation  have  become 
common.  No  type  of  contract  vehicle  seems  immune,  whether  traditional  cost-plus  contracts  or 
firm,  fixed -price  contracts  are  used.  These  are  inherent,  systemic  problems  that  cannot  continue. 
National  security,  technology  development,  scientific  discoveries,  and  improved  weather 
forecasting  are  too  important  to  the  future  of  the  Nation  and  require  the  Council  to  address  these 
issues. 
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National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 

The  agreement  includes  $21,500,000,000  for  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  (NASA).  The  agreement  includes  substantial  new  resources  for  activities  related 
to  Moon  exploration  and  retains  language  regarding  submission  of  a  detailed  report  prior  to 
obligating  certain  funds.  As  noted  elsewhere  in  this  statement,  the  lack  of  progress  across  science 
and  exploration  programs  despite  continued  significant  and  sustained  investments  in  these 
programs  is  dismaying.  Reports  by  the  NASA  Inspector  General  (IG),  the  Government 
Accountability  Office  (GAO),  and  independent  experts  point  to  a  number  of  deficiencies  that 
NASA  and  its  private  sector  partners  must  address.  During  fiscal  year  2019,  NASA  is  expected 
to  show  marked  success  in  addressing  the  myriad  deficiencies  identified  by  oversight  bodies. 


SCIENCE 


The  agreement  includes  $6,905,700,000  for  Science. 

Earth  Science. — The  agreement  includes  $1,931,000,000  for  Earth  Science  and  adopts  all 
funding  levels  designated  by  the  House  and  the  Senate. 

Planetary  Science. — The  agreement  includes  $2,758,500,000  for  Planetary  Science.  The 
agreement  adopts  House  language  regarding  the  Europa  Clipper  and  Lander  missions  modified 
to  reflect  launch  dates  of  2023  for  the  Clipper  and  2025  for  the  Lander.  The  agreement  includes 
$97,000,000  for  the  Double  Asteroid  Redirection  Test  and  no  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  level 
for  NEOcam.  The  agreement  includes  up  to  $218,000,000  for  the  Lunar  Discovery  and 
Exploration  program,  including  $21,000,000  for  the  Lunar  Reconnaissance  Orbiter.  The 
agreement  adopts  Senate  language  regarding  the  helicopter  technology  demonstration  planned 
for  Mars  2020. 

Astrophysics— The  agreement  includes  $1,191,600,000  for  Astrophysics,  including 
$98,300,000  for  Hubble  Space  Telescope  operations  and  $45,000,000  for  Education  and  Public 
Outreach  activities.  The  agreement  does  not  adopt  House  language  regarding  certain  work  with 
private  sector  or  philanthropic  organizations. 

Wide -Field  Infrared  Survey  Telescope  (W FIRST). — The  agreement  includes  no  less  than 
$312,200,000  for  WF1RST.  The  agreement  emphasizes  and  reiterates  House  and  Senate

James  Webb  Space  Telescope  (JWST). — The  agreement  includes  $304,600,000  for 
JWST.  There  is  profound  disappointment  with  both  NASA  and  its  contractors  regarding 
mismanagement,  complete  lack  of  careful  oversight,  and  overall  poor  basic  workmanship  on 
JWST,  which  has  undergone  two  significant  reviews  because  of  failures  on  the  part  of  NASA 
and  its  commercial  sector  partner.  NASA  and  its  commercial  partners  seem  to  believe  that 
congressional  funding  for  this  project  and  other  development  efforts  is  an  entitlement,  unaffected 
by  failures  to  stay  on  schedule  or  within  budget.  This  attitude  ignores  the  opportunity  cost  to 
other  NASA  activities  that  must  be  sacrificed  or  delayed.  The  agreement  includes  a  general 
provision  to  adjust  the  cap  for  JWST  to  $8,802,700,000,  an  increase  of  $802,700,000  above  the 
previous  cap.  NASA  should  strictly  adhere  to  this  cap  or,  under  this  agreement,  JWST  will  have 
to  find  cost  savings  or  cancel  the  mission.  NASA  and  its  contractors  are  expected  to  implement 
the  recommendations  of  both  the  most  recent  independent  review  and  the  previous  Casani  report 
and  to  continue  cooperation  with  JWST’s  standing  review  board.  The  agreement  does  not  adopt 
the  reorganization  of  JWST  into  Astrophysics,  and  the  JWST  Program  Office  shall  continue  the 
reporting  structure  adopted  after  the  Casani  report  and  reiterated  by  the  recent  Webb  Independent 
Review  Board. 


Heliophysics. — The  agreement  includes  $720,000,000  for  Heliophysics,  including 
$15,000,000  for  a  Space  Weather  Science  Applications  Project. 

AERONAUTICS 

The  agreement  includes  $725,000,000  for  Aeronautics,  including  no  less  than 
$35,000,000  for  hypersonic  research  activities  as  directed  by  the  House.  The  agreement  modifies 
House  language  regarding  air  mobility  and  automation  and  directs  that  this  report  be  submitted 
within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  agreement. 

SPACE  TECHNOLOGY 

The  agreement  includes  $926,900,000  for  Space  Technology.  The  agreement  reiterates 
House  and  Senate  language  regarding  the  need  to  maintain  an  independent  research  and 
technology  portfolio  to  support  both  science  and  human  exploration  programs.  It  is  understood 
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that  NASA  has  further  refi  ned  internal  oversight  responsibility  for  programs  within  this  account 
and  the  Exploration  account  and  directs  NASA  to  make  adjustments  as  necessary  in  the  fiscal 
year  2019  spending  plan.  The  agreement  includes  $180,000,000  for  RESTORE-L;  $20,000,000 
for  the  Flight  Opportunities  Program;  $35,000,000  for  additive  manufacturing;  $48,100,000  for 
solar  electric  propulsion  activities;  $5,000,000  for  NASA’s  regional  economic  development 
program;  $5,000,000  for  innovative  use  of  nanomaterials;  $2,000,000  to  address  challenges 
associated  with  high-speed  crosslink  and  downlink  communications  for  low  Earth  orbit  small 
satellite  constellations;  and  not  less  than  $100,000,000  for  the  development  of  nuclear  thermal 
propulsion,  of  which  not  less  than  $70,000,000  shall  be  for  the  design  of  a  flight  demonstration 
by  2024  for  which  a  multi-year  plan  is  required  by  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  within  1 80 
days  of  enactment  of  this  agreement. 

EXPLORATION 

The  agreement  includes  $5,050,800,000  for  Exploration.  The  recommendation  includes 
$2,150,000,000  for  the  Space  Launch  System,  including  no  less  than  $150,000,000  to  ensure 
continued  work  developing  the  Exploration  Upper  Stage  (EUS).  The  bill  also  provides 
$48,000,000  for  launch  capabilities  and  infrastructure  associated  with  constructing  a  second 
mobile  launch  platform.  There  is  strong  support  for  the  development  of  the  EUS  in  order  to 
ensure  that  NASA  has  sufficient  heavy  lift  capabilities  to  support  a  regular  cadence  of  heavy  lift 
science  and  human  exploration  missions,  NASA  shall  allocate  sufficient  funding  to  ensure  that 
both  the  EUS  and  the  second  mobile  launch  platform  will  be  ready  for  flight  no  later  than  2024. 
The  agreement  provides  not  less  than  $145,000,000  for  the  Human  Research  Program; 

$  1 76,200,000  for  habitation,  airlock  for  docking  vehicles  and  other  logistics  activities  as 
requested;  adopts  House  and  Senate  direction  regarding  lunar  lander-related  language  and 
provides  up  to  $1 16,500,000  for  Advanced  Cislunar  and  Surface  Capabilities;  and  $450,000,000 
for  the  Lunar  Orbital  Platform. 

SPACE  OPERATIONS 

The  agreement  provides  $4,639,100,000  for  Space  Operations,  and  includes  $40,000,000 
for  commercial  low  Earth  orbit  (LEO)  development,  as  recommended  by  the  Senate,  for  LEO 
port  implementation  analysis  and  other  activities  to  enable  future  commercial  activities  at  the 
International  Space  Station.  The  agreement  maintains  2 1st  Century  Space  Launch  Complex 
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language  as  directed  by  the  Senate.  The  agreement  includes  up  to  $60,000,000  for  test  facilities 
as  directed  by  the  House.  In  lieu  of  House  or  Senate  direction  regarding  launch  vehicles  for  small 
payloads,  the  agreement  encourages  NASA  to  work  as  appropriate  to  increase  opportunities  for 
improved  access  to  space. 

SCIENCE,  TECHNOLOGY,  ENGINEERING,  AND  MATHEMATICS  ENGAGEMENT 

The  agreement  includes  $1 10,000,000  for  Science,  Technology,  Engineering,  and 
Mathematics  Engagement,  including  $21,000,000  for  the  Established  Program  to  Stimulate 
Competitive  Research:  $44,000,000  for  Space  Grant;  $33,000,000  for  the  Minority  University 
Research  and  Education  Project;  and  no  less  than  $5,000,000  for  the  Competitive  Program  for 
Science  Museums,  Planetariums,  and  NASA  Visitor  Centers  within  the  STEM  Education  and 
Accountability  Projects.  The  agreement  reiterates  House  and  Senate  direction  regarding 
administrative  costs. 

SAFETY,  SECURITY  AND  MISSION  SERVICES 

The  agreement  includes  $2,755,000,000  for  Safety,  Security  and  Mission  Services.  The 
agreement  modifies  House  language  regarding  submission  of  reports  from  NASA  pursuant  to 
National  Academy  of  Public  Administration,  GAO,  and  NASA  IG  reviews  of  NASA  security 
compliance  protocols  and  foreign  national  access  management  and  directs  that  these  reports  be 
provided  annually.  The  agreement  adopts  House  language  in  this  account  and  Senate  language 
from  the  Science  account  regarding  cloud  computing  services  and  directs  that  this  report  be 
submitted  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  agreement. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  COMPLIANCE  AND  RESTORATION 

The  agreement  includes  $348,200,000  for  Construction  and  Environmental  Compliance 
and  Restoration.  NASA  is  expected  to  continue  to  work  with  communities  to  resolve  water 
contamination  issues.  The  agreement  adopts  Senate  report  language  regarding  access  to  Kennedy 
Space  Center  and  clarifies  that  in-kind  contributions  be  directly  related  to  bridge  repairs. 

OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

The  agreement  includes  $39,300,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 


(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  the  following  administrative  provisions  for  NASA:  a  provision 
that  makes  funds  for  announced  prizes  available  without  fiscal  year  limitation  until  the  prize  is 
claimed  or  the  offer  is  withdrawn;  a  provision  that  establishes  terms  and  conditions  for  the 
transfer  of  funds;  a  provision  that  subjects  the  NASA  spending  plan  and  specified  changes  to  that 
spending  plan  to  the  reprogramming  procedures  under  section  505  of  this  agreement;  a  provision 
regarding  remaining  balances  in  the  “Education”  account;  and  a  provision  regarding  the 
obligation  of  certain  lunar  program  funds. 

National  Science  Foundation 

The  agreement  includes  $8,075,000,000  for  the  National  Science  Foundation  (NSF). 

RESEARCH  AND  RELATED  ACTIVITIES 

The  agreement  includes  $6,520,000,000  for  Research  and  Related  Activities  (R&RA), 
including  $175,689,000  for  the  Established  Program  to  Stimulate  Competitive  Research.  The 
agreement  reiterates  House  and  Senate  language  regarding  support  for  existing  NSF  research 
infrastructure  and  clarifies  that  this  language  excludes  funding  allocated  in  fiscal  year  2018  for 
one-time  upgrades  or  refurbishments.  The  agreement  includes  no  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018 
level  for  the  Innovation  Corps  program. 

MAJOR  RESEARCH  EQUIPMENT  AND  FACILITIES  CONSTRUCTION 

The  agreement  includes  $295,740,000  for  Major  Research  Equipment  and  Facilities 
Construction  (MREFC),  including  $127,090,000  for  continuing  construction  of  three  Regional 
Class  Research  Vessels;  $16,130,000  for  the  Daniel  K.  Inouye  Solar  Telescope;  $48,820,000  for 
the  Large  Synoptic  Survey  Telescope;  and  $103,700,000  for  the  Antarctic  Infrastructure 
Modernization  for  Science  (AIMS)  project.  It  is  noted  that  the  request  and  the  House  bill 
provided  funds  for  AIMS  under  the  R&RA  account.  The  agreement  adopts  the  Senate  approach 
to  fund  this  activity  under  the  MREFC  account.  The  agreement  also  includes  $1,000,000  for 
enhanced  oversight  of  MREFC  projects. 
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EDUCATION  AND  HUMAN  RESOURCES 


The  agreement  includes  $910,000,000  for  Education  and  Human  Resources,  including  no 
less  than  $66,000,000  for  the  Advanced  Technological  Education  program;  no  less  than 
$35,000,000  for  the  Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities  Undergraduate  Program; 
$46,000,000  for  Louis  Stokes  Alliance  for  Minority  Participation;  $15,000,000  for  the  Tribal 
Colleges  and  Universities  Program;  and  $64,500,000  for  the  Robert  Noyce  Teacher  Scholarship 
Program. 

Hispanic-Serving  Institutions  (HSIs). — The  agreement  provides  $40,000,000  for  the  HSI 
program  and  adopts  Senate  language  regarding  capacity  building  at  institutions  of  higher 
education  that  typically  do  not  receive  high  levels  of  NSF  funding. 

AGENCY  OPERATIONS  AND  AWARD  MANAGEMENT 

The  agreement  includes  $329,540,000  for  Agency  Operations  and  Award  Management. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  NATIONAL  SCIENCE  BOARD 

The  agreement  includes  $4,370,000  for  the  National  Science  Board. 

OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

The  agreement  includes  $15,350,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  a  provision  that  describes  terms  and  conditions  for  the  transfer  of 
funds  and  a  provision  requiring  notification  at  least  30  days  in  advance  of  the  divestment  of 
certain  assets. 
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TITLE  IV 

RELATED  AGENCIES 


Commission  on  Civil  Rights 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $10,065,000  for  the  Commission  on  Civil  Rights. 

Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $379,500,000  for  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  (EEOC).  Up  to  $29,500,000  shall  be  for  payments  to  State  and  local  enforcement 
agencies  to  ensure  that  the  EEOC  provides  adequate  resources  to  its  State  and  local  partners. 

International  Trade  Commission 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $95,000,000  for  the  International  Trade  Commission. 

Legal  Services  Corporation 

PAYMENT  TO  THE  LEGAL  SERVICES  CORPORATION 
The  agreement  includes  $415,000,000  for  the  Legal  Services  Corporation. 

Marine  Mammal  Commission 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $3,516,000  for  the  Marine  Mammal  Commission. 

Office  of  the  United  States  Trade  Representative 

The  agreement  includes  a  total  of  $68,000,000  for  the  Office  of  the  U.S.  Trade 
Representative  (USTR). 
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SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 


The  agreement  includes  $53,000,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  USTR. 

Section  301  Exclusion  Process. — USTR  has  finalized  tariffs  on  goods  from  China  under 
Section  301  of  the  Trade  Act  of  1 974  in  three  separate  rounds,  and  provided  an  exclusion  process 
that  allows  U.S.  businesses  to  obtain  relief  from  the  Section  301  tariffs  for  goods  subject  to 
tariffs  in  rounds  1  and  2.  It  is  concerning  that  there  is  no  exclusion  process  for  goods  subject  to 
tariffs  in  round  3  of  the  Section  301  proceedings,  as  was  done  in  the  first  two  rounds.  USTR  shall 
establish  an  exclusion  process  for  tariffs  imposed  on  goods  subject  to  Section  301  tariffs  in  round 
3.  This  process  should  be  initiated  no  later  than  30  days  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act, 
following  the  same  procedures  as  those  in  rounds  1  and  2,  allowing  stakeholders  to  request  that 
particular  products  classified  within  a  tariff  subheading  subject  to  new  round  3  tariffs  be 
excluded  from  the  Section  301  tariffs.  USTR  shall  consult  with  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations,  the  House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Finance  regarding  the  nature  and  timing  of  the  exclusion  process.  USTR  shall  also  report  to  such 
committees  no  later  than  30  days  after  enactment  of  this  Act  on  the  status  of  the  exclusion 
process. 


TRADE  ENFORCEMENT  TRUST  FUND 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  $15,000,000,  which  is  to  be  derived  from  the  Trade  Enforcement 
Trust  Fund,  for  trade  enforcement  activities  and  transfers  authorized  by  the  Trade  Facilitation 
and  Trade  Enforcement  Act  of  2015. 

State  Justice  Institute 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $5,971,000  for  the  State  Justice  Institute.  The  additional  funding 
above  the  enacted  level  shall  be  for  addressing  the  opioid  epidemic  as  described  in  the  House  and 
Senate  reports. 
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TITLE  V 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 


(INCLUDING  RESCISSIONS) 

(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  the  following  general  provisions: 

Section  501  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  publicity  or  propaganda  purposes  unless 
expressly  authorized  by  law. 

Section  502  prohibits  any  appropriation  contained  in  this  Act  from  remaining  available 
for  obligation  beyond  the  current  fiscal  year  unless  expressly  provided. 

Section  503  provides  that  the  expenditure  of  any  appropriation  contained  in  this  Act  for 
any  consulting  service  through  procurement  contracts  shall  be  limited  to  those  contracts  where 
such  expenditures  are  a  matter  of  public  record  and  available  for  public  inspection,  except  where 
otherwise  provided  under  existing  law  or  existing  Executive  order  issued  pursuant  to  existing 
law. 

Section  504  provides  that  if  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  the  application  of  such  provision 
to  any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and  the  application 
of  other  provisions  shall  not  be  affected. 

Section  505  prohibits  a  reprogramming  of  funds  that:  (1)  creates  or  initiates  a  new 
program,  project  or  activity;  (2)  eliminates  a  program,  project  or  activity;  (3)  increases  funds  or 
personnel  by  any  means  for  any  project  or  activity  for  which  funds  have  been  denied  or 
restricted;  (4)  relocates  an  office  or  employee;  (5)  reorganizes  or  renames  offices,  programs  or 
activities;  (6)  contracts  out  or  privatizes  any  function  or  activity  presently  performed  by  Federal 
employees;  (7)  augments  funds  for  existing  programs,  projects  or  activities  in  excess  of  $500,000 
or  10  percent,  whichever  is  less,  or  reduces  by  10  percent  funding  for  any  existing  program, 
project,  or  activity,  or  numbers  of  personnel  by  10  percent;  or  (8)  results  from  any  general 
savings,  including  savings  from  a  reduction  in  personnel,  which  would  result  in  a  change  in 
existing  programs,  projects  or  activities  as  approved  by  Congress;  unless  the  House  and  Senate 
Committees  on  Appropriations  are  notified  15  days  in  advance  of  such  reprogramming  of  funds. 
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Section  506  provides  that  if  it  is  determined  that  any  person  intentionally  affixes  a  “Made 
in  America”  label  to  any  product  that  was  not  made  in  America  that  person  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  receive  any  contract  or  subcontract  with  funds  made  available  in  this  Act.  The  section  further 
provides  that  to  the  extent  practicable,  with  respect  to  purchases  of  promotional  items,  funds 
made  available  under  this  Act  shall  be  used  to  purchase  items  manufactured,  produced,  or 
assembled  in  the  United  States  or  its  territories  or  possessions. 

Section  507  requires  quarterly  reporting  to  Congress  on  the  status  of  balances  of 
appropriations. 

Section  508  provides  that  any  costs  incurred  by  a  department  or  agency  funded  under  this 
Act  resulting  from,  or  to  prevent,  personnel  actions  taken  in  response  to  funding  reductions  in 
this  Act,  or,  for  the  Department  of  Commerce,  from  actions  taken  for  the  care  and  protection  of 
loan  collateral  or  grant  property,  shall  be  absorbed  within  the  budgetary  resources  available  to 
the  department  or  agency,  and  provides  transfer  authority  between  appropriation  accounts  to 
cany  out  this  provision,  subject  to  reprogramming  procedures. 

Section  509  prohibits  funds  made  available  in  this  Act  from  being  used  to  promote  the 
sale  or  export  of  tobacco  or  tobacco  products  or  to  seek  the  reduction  or  removal  of  foreign 
restrictions  on  the  marketing  of  tobacco  products,  except  for  restrictions  which  are  not  applied 
equally  to  all  tobacco  or  tobacco  products  of  the  same  type.  This  provision  is  not  intended  to 
impact  routine  international  trade  services  to  all  U.S.  citizens,  including  the  processing  of 
applications  to  establish  foreign  trade  zones. 

Section  510  stipulates  the  obligations  of  certain  receipts  deposited  into  the  Crime  Victims 

Fund. 

Section  51 1  prohibits  the  use  of  Department  of  Justice  funds  for  programs  that 
discriminate  against  or  denigrate  the  religious  or  moral  beliefs  of  students  participating  in  such 
programs. 

Section  51 2  prohibits  the  transfer  of  funds  in  this  agreement  to  any  department,  agency, 
or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  Government,  except  for  transfers  made  by,  or  pursuant  to 
authorities  provided  in,  this  agreement  or  any  other  appropriations  Act. 
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Section  513  requires  certain  timetables  of  audits  performed  by  Inspectors  General  of  the 
Departments  of  Commerce  and  Justice,  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration,  the 
National  Science  Foundation  and  the  Legal  Services  Corporation  and  sets  limits  and  restrictions 
on  the  awarding  and  use  of  grants  or  contracts  funded  by  amounts  appropriated  by  this  Act. 

Section  514  prohibits  funds  for  acquisition  of  certain  information  systems  unless  the 
acquiring  department  or  agency  has  reviewed  and  assessed  certain  risks.  Any  acquisition  of  such 
an  information  system  is  contingent  upon  the  development  of  a  risk  mitigation  strategy  and  a 
determination  that  the  acquisition  is  in  the  national  interest.  Each  department  or  agency  covered 
under  section  514  shall  submit  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  describing 
reviews  and  assessments  of  risk  made  pursuant  to  this  section  and  any  associated  findings  or 
determinations. 


Section  515  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  this  Act  to  support  or  justify  the  use  of  torture 
by  any  official  or  contract  employee  of  the  United  States  Government. 


Section  5 1 6  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  this  Act  to  require  certain  export  licenses. 


Section  517  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  this  Act  to  deny  certain  import  applications 
regarding  “curios  or  relics”  firearms,  parts,  or  ammunition. 

Section  518  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  include  certain  language  in  trade  agreements. 


Section  5 1 9  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  this  Act  to  authorize  or  issue  a  National  Security 
Letter  (NSL)  in  contravention  of  certain  laws  authorizing  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  to 
issue  NSLs. 


Section  520  requires  congressional  notification  for  any  project  within  the  Departments  of 
Commerce  or  Justice,  the  National  Science  Foundation,  or  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  totaling  more  than  575,000,000  that  has  cost  increases  of  10  percent  or  more. 


Section  521  deems  funds  for  intelligence  or  intelligence-related  activities  as  authorized 
by  the  Congress  until  the  enactment  of  the  Intelligence  Authorization  Act  for  fiscal  year  2019. 


Section  522  prohibits  contracts  or  grant  awards  in  excess  of  $5,000,000  unless  the 
prospective  contractor  or  grantee  certifies  that  the  organization  has  filed  all  Federal  tax  returns, 
has  not  been  convicted  of  a  criminal  offense  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1 986,  and  has 
no  unpaid  Federal  tax  assessment. 
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(RESCISSIONS) 


Section  523  provides  for  rescissions  of  unobligated  balances.  Subsection  (c)  requires  the 
Departments  of  Commerce  and  Justice  to  submit  a  report  on  the  amount  of  each  rescission. 

These  reports  shall  include  the  distribution  of  such  rescissions  among  deci  sion  units,  or,  in  the 
case  of  rescissions  from  grant  accounts,  the  distribution  of  such  rescissions  among  specific  grant 
programs,  and  whether  such  rescissions  were  taken  from  recoveries  and  deobligations,  or  from 
funds  that  were  never  obligated.  Rescissions  shall  be  applied  to  discretionary  budget  authority 
balances  that  were  not  appropriated  with  emergency  or  disaster  relief  designations. 

Section  524  provides  for  rescission  from  defunct  NASA  accounts. 

Section  525  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  this  Act  for  the  purchase  of  first  class  or 
premium  air  travel  in  contravention  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations. 

Section  526  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  pay  for  the  attendance  of  more  than  50 
department  or  agency  employees,  who  are  stationed  in  the  United  States,  at  any  single 
conference  outside  the  United  States,  unless  the  conference  is  a  law  enforcement  training  or 
operational  event  where  the  majority  of  Federal  attendees  are  law  enforcement  personnel 
stationed  outside  the  United  States. 

Section  527  includes  language  regarding  detainees  held  at  Guantanamo  Bay. 

Section  528  includes  language  regarding  facilities  for  housing  detainees  held  at 
Guantanamo  Bay. 

Section  529  requires  any  department,  agency,  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States 
Government  receiving  funds  appropriated  under  this  Act  to  track  and  report  on  undisbursed 
balances  in  expired  grant  accounts. 

Section  530  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  by  NASA,  OSTP,  or  the  National  Space  Council 
(NSC)  to  engage  in  bilateral  activities  with  China  or  a  Chinese-owned  company  or  effectuate  the 
hosting  of  official  Chinese  visitors  at  certain  facilities  unless  the  activities  are  authorized  by 
subsequent  legislation  or  NASA,  OSTP,  or  NSC  have  made  a  certification  pursuant  to 
subsections  (c)  and  (d)  of  this  section. 

Section  53 1  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  deny  the  importation  of  shotgun  models  if 
no  application  for  the  importation  of  such  models,  in  the  same  configuration,  had  been  denied 
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prior  to  January  1 ,  201 1 ,  on  the  basis  that  the  shotgun  was  not  particularly  suitable  for  or  readily 
adaptable  to  sporting  purposes. 

Section  532  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  establish  or  maintain  a  computer  network  that 
does  not  block  pornography,  except  for  law  enforcement  and  victim  assistance  purposes. 

Section  533  requires  the  departments  and  agencies  funded  in  this  Act  to  submit  spending 

plans. 

Section  534  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  implement  the  Arms  Trade  Treaty  until  the 
Senate  approves  a  resolution  of  ratification  for  the  Treaty. 

Section  535  prohibits  funds  to  pay  for  award  or  incentive  fees  for  contractors  with  below 
satisfactory  performance  or  performance  that  fails  to  meet  the  basic  requirements  of  the  contract. 

Section  536  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  by  the  Department  of  Justice  or  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  in  contravention  of  a  certain  section  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of 
2014. 

Section  537  prohibits  the  Department  of  Justice  from  preventing  certain  States  from 
implementing  State  laws  regarding  the  use  of  medical  marijuana. 

Section  538  requires  quarterly  reports  from  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration,  and  the  National  Science  Foundation  of  travel  to  China. 

Section  539  requires  10  percent  of  the  funds  for  certain  programs  be  allocated  for 
assistance  in  persistent  poverty  counties. 

Section  540  limits  formulation  and  development  costs  for  the  James  Webb  Space 
Telescope. 

Section  541  prohibits  funds  to  prepare  for  the  shutdown  of  the  Stratospheric  Observatory 
for  Infrared  Astronomy.

Reports. — Where  the  House  or  Senate  has  directed  submission  of  a  report,  that  report  is 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  1  louse  and  Senate.  Agencies 
funded  by  this  Act  that  currently  provide  separate  copies  of  periodic  reports  and 
correspondence  to  the  chairs  and  ranking  members  of  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations 
Committees  and  Subcommittees  on  Financial  Services  and  General  Government  are  directed 
to  use  a  single  cover  letter  jointly  addressed  to  the  chairs  and  ranking  members  of  the 
Committees  and  Subcommittees  of  both  the  House  and  the  Senate.  To  the  greatest  extent 
feasible,  agencies  should  include  in  the  cover  letter  a  reference  or  hyperlink  to  facilitate 
electronic  access  to  the  report  and  provide  the  documents  by  electronic  mail  delivery.  These 
measures  will  help  reduce  costs,  conserve  paper,  expedite  agency  processing,  and  ensure  that 
consistent  information  is  conveyed  concurrently  to  the  majority  and  minority  committee 
offices  of  both  chambers  of  Congress.

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $214,576,000  for  departmental  offices  salaries  and  expenses, 

Puerto  R ico.—' Within  90  days  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Department  is 
directed  to  provide  a  report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  and  Senate 
describing  how  the  Department  has  used  its  authority  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  Puerto 
Rico  in  fiscal  year  201 8  and  how  it  plans  to  use  its  authority  for  such  purpose  in  fiscal  year  2019. 

Pyrrhotite  Study. — The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  in  consultation  with 
relevant  regulators,  is  directed  to  conduct  a  study  that  examines  the  financial  impact  of  the 
mineral  pyrrhotite  in  concrete  home  foundations.  The  study  shall  provide  recommendations  on 
the  regulatory  and  legislative  actions  needed  to  help  mitigate  the  impact  on  banks,  mortgage 
lenders,  homeowners,  and  tax  revenue. 


OFFICE  OF  TERRORISM  AND  FINANCIAL  INTELLIGENCE 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $159,000,000  for  the  Office  of  Terrorism  and  Financial  Intelligence 
(TFI). 

Opioids.  — Beginning  in  2013,  the  number  of  deaths  involving  synthetic  opioids,  dominated 
by  fentanyl,  rose  precipitously.  According  to  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration,  most  illicit 
fentanyl  that  reached  the  United  States  was  produced  in  China.  The  agreement  includes  funds  for 
TFI  to  investigate  the  illicit  trade  of  synthetic  opioids,  particularly  fentanyl,  originating  from 
China.

The  agreement  provides  $25,208,000  for  the  Cybersecurity  Enhancement  Account.

The  agreement  provides  $4,000,000  for  the  Department-Wide  Systems  and  Capital

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $1 17,800,000  for  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Financial  Crimes 
Enforcement  Network  (FinCEN). 

Geographic  Targeting  Orders. — Not  later  than  180  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this 
Act,  FinCEN  and  the  appropriate  divisions  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  are  directed  to 
submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  and  Senate  a  report  on  any 
Geographic  Targeting  Orders  issued  since  2016,  including  (1)  the  type  of  data  collected;  (2)  how 
FinCEN  uses  the  data;  (3)  whether  FinCEN  needs  more  authority  to  combat  money  laundering 
through  high-end  real  estate;  and  (4)  how  a  record  of  beneficial  ownership  would  improve  and 
assist  law  enforcement  efforts  to  investigate  and  prosecute  criminal  activity  and  prevent  the  use 
of  shell  companies  to  facilitate  money  laundering,  tax  evasion,  terrorism  financing,  election 
fraud,  and  other  illegal  activity. 


Bureau  of  the  Fiscal  Service

The  agreement  provides  $338,280,000  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Fiscal  Service.

The  agreement  specifies  that  not  more  than  $30,000,000  in  new  liabilities  and  obligations 
may  be  incurred  during  fiscal  year  2019  for  circulating  coinage  and  protective  service  capital 
investments  of  the  U.S.  Mint. 


Community  Development  Financial  Institutions  Fund  Program  Account 

The  agreement  provides  $250,000,000  for  the  Community  Development  Financial 
Institutions  (CDFI)  Fund  program.  Within  this  amount,  not  less  than  $160,000,000  is  for 
financial  and  technical  assistance  grants,  of  which  up  to  $3,000,000  may  be  used  to  provide 
technical  and  financial  assistance  to  CDFIs  that  fund  projects  to  help  individuals  with 
disabilities;  not  less  than  $1 6,000,000  is  for  technical  assistance  and  other  purposes  for  Native 
American,  Native  Hawaiian,  and  Alaska  Native  communities;  not  less  than  $25,000,000  is  for 
the  Bank  Enterprise  Award  program;  not  less  than  $22,000,000  is  for  the  Healthy  Food 
Financing  Initiative;  and  up  to  $27,000,000  is  for  administrative  expenses,  of  which  $  1 ,000,000 
is  for  the  development  of  information  technology  tools  to  better  measure  and  assess  CDFI 
investment  performance,  improve  data  quality,  and  enable  more  efficient  allocation  of  CDFI 
Fund  resources.  The  agreement  limits  the  total  loan  principal  for  the  Bond  Guarantee  program  to 
$500,000,000. 

Capacity  Building. — The  agreement  provides  funds  to  offer  training  to  CDFIs  and  other 
organizations  dedicated  to  serving  distressed  and  underserved  communities  to  increase  their 
expertise  and  capacity  to  undertake  community  development  finance  activities.  The  CDFI  Fund 
is  directed  to  submit  a  report  not  later  than  the  end  of  calendar  year  2019  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  of  the  House  and  Senate  to  include  expenditures  on  capacity  building  initiatives, 
parameters  of  the  CDFI  Fund’s  capacity  building  initiatives,  metrics  used  to  track  the  outcomes 
of  trainings,  and  measures  to  assess  participating  CDFIs  and  non-CDFls  increased  impact  on 
serving  distressed  and  underserved  communities. 
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CDFI  Program  Integration  for  Individuals  with  Disabilities. — In  lieu  of  the  direction 
included  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports  on  individuals  with  disabilities,  the  CDFI  Fund  is 
directed  to  summarize  the  progress  made  toward  developing  a  competitive  application  pool  of 
CDFIs  to  compete  for  funds  for  individuals  with  disabilities.  Additionally,  the  CDFI  Fund  is 
directed  to  submit  a  report  every  six  months  until  all  the  funds  are  obligated  with  the  first  report 
due  six  months  after  enactment  of  this  Act  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House 
and  Senate.  The  report  should  include  the  number  of  awards,  amount  of  each  award,  types  of 
programs,  impact  the  funding  has  made  on  the  number  of  CDFIs  serving  the  disability 
community,  and  findings  and  recommendations  to  improve  upon  the  implementation  of  these 
activities. 

The  agreement  does  not  adopt  Senate  report  language  on  tribal  activities.  The  CDFI  Fund  is 
expected  to  ensure  funding  is  not  allocated  to  entities  that  support  activities  in  contradiction  of 
the  Controlled  Substances  Act  (2 1  U.S.C.  801  et  seq.)  and  report  to  the  Committees  on  any  CDFI 
award  recipient  who  uses  Federal  funds  in  contradiction  of  the  Controlled  Substances  Act.

Within  the  overall  amount,  not  less  than  $9,890,000  is  for  the  Tax  Counseling  for  the 
Elderly  Program,  not  less  than  $12,000,000  is  for  low-income  taxpayer  clinic  grants,  and  not  less 
than  $207,000,000  is  provided  for  operating  expenses  of  the  IRS  Taxpayer  Advocate  Service,  of 
which  not  less  than  $5,500,000  is  for  identity  theft  casework. 


In  addition,  within  the  overall  amount  provided,  not  less  than  $1 8,000,000  is  available  until 
September  30, 2020,  for  the  Community  Volunteer  Income  Tax  Assistance  matching  grants 
program.

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS — INTERNAL  REVENUE  SERVICE 


(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  the  following  provisions: 

Section  101  provides  transfer  authority. 

Section  102  requires  the  IRS  to  maintain  an  employee  training  program  on  topics  such  as 
taxpayers’  rights. 

Section  103  requires  the  IRS  to  safeguard  taxpayer  information  and  to  protect  taxpayers 
against  identity  theft. 

Section  104  permits  funding  for  1  -800  help  line  services  for  taxpayers  and  directs  the 
Commissioner  to  make  improving  phone  service  a  priority  and  to  enhance  response  times. 

Section  105  requires  the  ERS  to  issue  notices  to  employers  of  any  address  change  request  and 
to  give  special  consideration  to  offers  in  compromise  for  taxpayers  who  have  been  victims  of 
payroll  tax  preparer  fraud. 

Section  106  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  by  the  IRS  to  target  United  States  citizens  for 
exercising  any  right  guaranteed  under  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Section  107  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  by  the  IRS  to  target  groups  for  regulatory  scrutiny 
based  on  their  ideological  beliefs. 

Section  108  requires  the  IRS  to  comply  with  procedures  and  policies  on  conference  spending 
in  accordance  with  IRS  policies  issued  as  a  result  of  Treasury  Inspector  General  for  Tax 
Administration  recommendations. 

Section  109  prohibits  funds  for  giving  bonuses  to  employees  or  hiring  former  employees 
without  considering  conduct  and  compliance  with  Federal  tax  law. 
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Section  1 10  prohibits  the  IRS  from  using  funds  made  available  by  this  Act  to  contravene  a 
provision  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  related  to  the  confidentiality  and  disclosure  of 
returns  and  return  information. 

Section  1 1 1  prohibits  funds  for  pre-populated  returns. 

Section  1 12  provides  $77,000,000  to  be  used  solely  for  carrying  out  Public  Law  115-97.  The 
IRS  is  directed  to  provide  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  and  Senate  no  later 
than  30  days  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act  a  detailed  spending  plan  by  account  and  object  class 
for  the  funds  provided.  Additionally,  the  IRS  is  directed  to  submit  quarterly  spending  plans 
broken  out  by  account,  and  include,  at  minimum,  quarterly  obligations  and  total  obligations  to 
date,  actual  and  projected  staffing  levels,  and  updated  timetables. 


Administrative  Provisions — Department  of  the  Treasury 
(including  transfers  of  funds) 

Section  1 1 3  allows  Treasury  to  use  funds  for  certain  specified  expenses. 

Section  114  allows  for  the  transfer  of  up  to  2  percent  of  funds  among  various  Treasury 
bureaus  and  offices. 

Section  1 1 5  allows  for  the  transfer  of  up  to  2  percent  from  the  IRS  accounts  to  the  Treasury 
Inspector  General  for  Tax  Administration. 

Section  116  prohibits  funding  to  redesign  the  $1  note. 

Section  117  allows  for  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Fiscal  Service-Salaries 
and  Expenses  to  the  Debt  Collection  Fund  conditional  on  future  reimbursement. 

Section  118  prohibits  funds  to  build  a  United  States  Mint  museum  without  the  approval  of 
the  Committees  on  Appropriations  of  the  House  and  Senate  and  the  authorizing  committees  of 
jurisdiction. 
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Section  1 19  prohibits  funding  for  consolidating  the  functions  of  the  United  States  Mint  and 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  without  the  approval  of  the  Committees  on  Appropriations 
of  the  House  and  Senate  and  the  authorizing  committees  of  jurisdiction. 

Section  120  specifies  that  funds  for  Treasury  intelligence  activities  are  deemed  to  be 
specifically  authorized  until  enactment  of  the  fiscal  year  2019  Intelligence  Authorization  Act. 

Section  1 2 1  permits  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  to  use  up  to  $5,000  from  the 
Industrial  Revolving  Fund  for  reception  and  representation  expenses. 

Section  122  requires  the  Secretary  to  submit  a  Capital  Investment  Plan. 

Section  1 23  requires  a  Franchise  Fund  report. 

Section  1 24  prohibits  the  Department  from  finalizing  any  regulation  related  to  the  standards 
used  to  determine  the  tax-exempt  status  of  a  501(c)(4)  organization. 

Section  125  requires  the  Office  of  Financial  Research  and  Office  of  Financial  Stability  to 
submit  quarterly  reports. 

Section  126  provides  for  the  reimbursement  of  certain  expenses  in  fiscal  year  2019.  ■ 

Section  127  allows  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  to  utilize  its  revolving  fund  to 
construct  a  replacement  currency  production  facility.

Oversight  Monitoring  and  Rating  System— In  lieu  of  Senate  report  language  on  oversight 
monitoring  and  rating  system,  the  FCC  is  directed  to  report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations 
of  the  House  and  Senate  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  the  extent  to  which  the  rating 
system  matches  the  video  content  that  is  being  shown  and  the  ability  of  the  TV  Parental 
Guidelines  Oversight  Monitoring  Board  to  address  public  concerns. 


Transmissions  of  Local  Television  Programming, — In  lieu  of  House  report  language,  the 
conferees  note  that  the  bipartisan  Satellite  Television  Extension  and  Localism  Reauthorization 
(STELAR)  Act  of  2014  was  enacted  to  promote  consumers'  access  to  television  broadcast  station 
signals  that  originate  in  their  state  of  residence,  with  an  emphasis  on  localism  and  the  cultural 
and  economic  importance  of  local  programming.  Congress’s  intent  was  to  ensure  Americans 
have  access  to  local  broadcast  and  media  content.  The  conferees  note  that  many  broadcast 
stations  do  not  neatly  conform  to  Nielsen-measured  designated  market  area  boundaries, 
preventing  many  satellite  television  viewers  from  accessing  local  news,  politics,  sports,  and 
emergency  programming.  The  conferees  note  that  despite  the  reforms  made  in  STELAR,  many 
communities  continue  to  struggle  with  market  modification  petitions.  The  FCC  should  provide  a 
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full  analysis  to  ensure  decisions  on  market  modification  are  comprehensively  reviewed  and 
STELAR’s  intent  to  promote  localism  is  retained.  The  FCC  is  directed  to  adhere  to  statutory 
requirements  and  congressional  intent  when  taking  administrative  action  under  STELAR. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISION — FEDERAL  COMMUNICATIONS  COMMISSION 

Section  510  prohibits  the  FCC  from  changing  rules  governing  the  Universal  Service  Fund 
regarding  single  connection  or  primary  line  restrictions.

— In  lieu  of  the  House  report  language,  the  Commission  is 
directed  to  brief  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  its  rulemaking 
proposals  related  to  disclaimers  on  public  communications  on  the  internet  within  90  days  of 
enactment  of  this  Act. 
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Federal  Labor  Relations  Authority

The  agreement  provides  $26,200,000  for  the  Federal  Labor  Relations  Authority. 


Federal  Trade  Commission

The  agreement  provides  $309,700,000  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  (FTC).  This  appropriation  is  partially  offset  by  premerger  filing  and  Telemarketing 
Sales  Rule  fees  estimated  at  $136,000,000  and  $17,000,000,  respectively. 

Contact  Lenses. — In  lieu  of  the  Senate  report  language  on  the  FTC’s  draft  contact  lens  rule, 
the  FTC  is  directed  to  keep  the  Committees  informed  on  its  progress  in  reviewing  public 
comments  and  providing  a  recommendation  on  the  rule  by  the  beginning  of  2019.

— Due  to  concerns  about  the  FBI  Headquarters  Revised  Nationally- 
Focused  Consolidation  Plan  which  was  submitted  to  Congress  by  GSA  on  February  12,  201 8.  the 
Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  2018  (Public  Law  1 15-141)  included  no  funding  for  this 
project.  No  funds  were  requested  for  the  project  for  fiscal  year  2019  and  no  funds  are  provided  in 
this  agreement. 

There  is  reluctance  to  appropriate  any  additional  funds  for  this  project  due  to  the  unanswered 
questions  regarding  the  new  plan,  including  the  revision  of  longstanding  mission  and  security 
requirements.  GSA  is  encouraged  to  work  with  the  FBI  to  submit  a  prospectus  for  a  new,  fully- 
consolidated  headquarters  building,  including  at  one  of  the  three  previously  vetted  sites,  that 
complies  with  prior  Congressional  directives  and  actions  and  meets  Interagency  Security 
Committee  Level  V  security  standards.

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TITLE  VI 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS— THIS  ACT 

Section  601  prohibits  pay  and  other  expenses  of  non-Federal  parties  intervening  in  regulatory 
or  adjudicatory  proceedings  funded  in  this  Act. 

Section  602  prohibits  obligations  beyond  the  current  fiscal  year  and  prohibits  transfers  of 
funds  unless  expressly  provided. 

Section  603  limits  expenditures  for  any  consulting  service  through  procurement  contracts 
where  such  expenditures  are  a  matter  of  public  record  and  available  for  public  inspection. 

Section  604  prohibits  funds  in  this  Act  from  being  transferred  without  express  authority. 

Section  605  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  engage  in  activities  that  would  prohibit  the 
enforcement  of  section  307  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930  (46  Stat.  590). 

Section  606  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  unless  the  recipient  agrees  to  comply  with  the  Buy 
American  Act. 

Section  607  prohibits  funding  for  any  person  or  entity  convicted  of  violating  the  Buy 
American  Act. 

Section  608  authorizes  the  reprogramming  of  funds  and  specifies  the  reprogramming 
procedures  for  agencies  funded  by  this  Act. 

Section  609  ensures  that  50  percent  of  unobligated  balances  may  remain  available  for  certain 
purposes. 

Section  610  restricts  the  use  of  funds  for  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President  to  request 
official  background  reports  from  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  individual  who  is  the  subject  of  the  report. 
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Section  61 1  ensures  that  the  cost  accounting  standards  shall  not  apply  with  respect  to  a 
contract  under  the  Federal  Employees  Health  Benefits  Program. 


Section  612  allows  the  use  of  certain  funds  relating  to  nonforeign  area  cost  of  living 
allowances. 

Section  613  prohibits  the  expenditure  of  funds  for  abortions  under  the  Federal  Employees 
Health  Benefits  Program. 

Section  61 4  provides  an  exemption  from  section  61 3  if  the  life  of  the  mother  is  in  danger  or 
the  pregnancy  is  a  result  of  an  act  of  rape  or  incest. 

Section  6 1 5  waives  restrictions  on  the  purchase  of  nondomestic  articles,  materials,  and 
supplies  in  the  case  of  acquisition  by  the  Federal  Government  of  information  technology. 

Section  616  is  a  provision  on  the  acceptance  by  agencies  or  commissions  funded  by  this  Act, 
or  by  their  officers  or  employees,  of  payment  or  reimbursement  for  travel,  subsistence,  or  related 
expenses  from  any  person  or  entity  (or  their  representative)  that  engages  in  activities  regulated 
by  such  agencies  or  commissions. 

Section  617  permits  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  and  the  Commodity  Futures 
Trading  Commission  to  fund  a  joint  advisory  committee  to  advise  on  emerging  regulatory  issues, 
notwithstanding  section  708  of  this  Act. 

Section  618  requires  agencies  covered  by  this  Act  with  independent  leasing  authority  to 
consult  with  the  General  Services  Administration  before  seeking  new  office  space  or  making 
alterations  to  existing  office  space. 


Section  6 1 9  provides  for  several  appropriated  mandatory  accounts,  where  authorizing 
language  requires  the  payment  of  funds  for  Compensation  of  the  President,  the  Judicial 
Retirement  Funds  (Judicial  Officers’  Retirement  Fund,  Judicial  Survivors’  Annuities  Fund,  and 
the  United  States  Court  of  Federal  Claims  Judges’  Retirement  Fund),  the  Government  Payment 
for  Annuitants  for  Employee  Health  Benefits  and  Employee  Life  Insurance,  and  the  Payment  to 
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the  Civil  Service  Retirement  and  Disability  Fund  In  addition,  language  is  included  for  certain 
retirement,  healthcare  and  survivor  benefits  required  by  3  U.S.C.  102  note. 

Section  620  allows  the  Public  Company  Accounting  Oversight  Board  to  obligate  funds 
collected  in  fiscal  year  2019  from  monetary  penalties  for  the  purpose  of  funding  scholarships  for 
accounting  students,  as  authorized  by  the  Sarbanes-Oxley  Act  of  2002  (Public  Law  107-204). 

Section  621  prohibits  funds  for  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  to  complete  the  draft  report  on 
food  marketed  to  children  unless  certain  requirements  are  met. 

Section  622  addresses  conflicts  of  interest  by  preventing  contractor  security  clearance-related 
background  investigators  from  undertaking  final  Federal  reviews  of  their  own  work. 

Section  623  provides  authority  for  Chief  Information  Officers  over  information  technology 
spending. 

Section  624  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  in  contravention  of  the  Federal  Records  Act. 

Section  625  relates  to  electronic  communications. 

Section  626  relates  to  Universal  Service  Fund  payments  for  wireless  providers. 

Section  627  relates  to  inspectors  general. 

Section  628  relates  to  pornography  and  computer  networks. 

Section  629  prohibits  funds  for  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  (SEC)  to  finalize, 
issue,  or  implement  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  requiring  the  disclosure  of  political 
contributions,  contributions  to  tax-exempt  organizations,  or  dues  paid  to  trade  associations  in 
SEC  filings. 

Section  630  prohibits  funds  to  pay  for  award  or  incentive  fees  for  contractors  with  below 
satisfactory  performance. 


Section  631  relates  to  conference  expenditures. 
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Section  632  relates  to  Federal  travel. 


Section  633  provides  $2,000,000  for  the  Inspectors  General  Council  Fund  for  expenses 
related  to  www.oversight.gov. 
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TITLE  VII 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS — GOVERNMENT-WIDE 


Departments,  Agencies,  and  Corporations 


(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 


Section  701  requires  agencies  to  administer  a  policy  designed  to  ensure  that  all  of  its 
workplaces  are  free  from  the  illegal  use  of  controlled  substances. 


Section  702  sets  specific  limits  on  the  cost  of  passenger  vehicles  purchased  by  the  Federal 
Government  with  exceptions  for  police,  heavy  duty,  electric  hybrid,  and  clean  fuels  vehicles  and 
with  an  exception  for  commercial  vehicles  that  operate  on  emerging  motor  vehicle  technology. 

Section  703  allows  funds  made  available  to  agencies  for  travel  to  also  be  used  for  quarters 
allowances  and  cost-of-living  allowances. 


Section  704  prohibits  the  Government,  with  certain  specified  exceptions,  from  employing 
non-U.S.  citizens  whose  posts  of  duty  would  be  in  the  continental  United  States. 

Section  705  ensures  that  agencies  will  have  authority  to  pay  the  General  Services 
Administration  for  space  renovation  and  other  services. 

Section  706  allows  agencies  to  use  receipts  from  the  sale  of  materials  for  acquisition,  waste 
reduction  and  prevention,  environmental  management  programs,  and  other  Federal  employee 
programs. 


Section  707  provides  that  funds  for  administrative  expenses  may  be  used  to  pay  rent  and 
other  service  costs  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 


Section  708  precludes  interagency  financing  of  groups  absent  prior  statutory  approval. 

Section  709  prohibits  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  for  enforcing  regulations  disapproved  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  law  of  the  United  States. 
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Section  710  limits  the  amount  that  can  be  used  for  redecoration  of  offices  under  certain 
circumstances. 

Section  71 1  permits  interagency  funding  of  national  security  and  emergency  preparedness 
telecommunications  initiatives,  which  benefit  multiple  Federal  departments,  agencies,  and 
entities. 

Section  712  requires  agencies  to  certify  that  a  schedule  C  appointment  was  not  created  solely 
or  primarily  to  detail  the  employee  to  the  White  House. 

Section  713  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  prevent  Federal  employees  from  communicating 
with  Congress  or  to  take  disciplinary'  or  personnel  actions  against  employees  for  such 
communication. 

Section  714  prohibits  Federal  training  not  directly  related  to  the  performance  of  official 
duties. 

Section  715  prohibits  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  for  publicity  or  propaganda  designed  to 
support  or  defeat  legislation  pending  before  Congress. 

Section  716  prohibits  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  by  an  agency  to  provide  home  addresses 
of  Federal  employees  to  labor  organizations,  absent  employee  authorization  or  court  order. 

Section  717  prohibits  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  to  provide  nonpublic  information  such  as 
mailing  or  telephone  lists  to  any  person  or  organization  outside  of  the  Government  without 
approval  of  the  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

Section  7 1 8  prohibits  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  for  publicity  or  propaganda  purposes 
within  the  United  States  not  authorized  by  Congress. 

Section  719  directs  agencies’  employees  to  use  official  time  in  an  honest  effort  to  perform 
official  duties. 
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Section  720  authorizes  the  use  of  current  fiscal  year  funds  to  finance  an  appropriate  share  of 
the  Federal  Accounting  Standards  Advisory  Board  administrative  costs. 

Section  721  authorizes  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  General  Services  Administration  to 
finance  an  appropriate  share  of  various  Government-wide  boards  and  councils  under  certain 
conditions. 

Section  722  authorizes  breastfeeding  at  any  location  in  a  Federal  building  or  on  Federal 
property. 

Section  723  permits  interagency  funding  of  the  National  Science  and  Technology  Council 
and  requires  an  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  report  on  the  budget  and  resources  of  the 
Council. 

Section  724  requires  identification  of  the  Federal  agencies  providing  Federal  funds  and  the 
amount  provided  for  all  proposals,  solicitations,  grant  applications,  forms,  notifications,  press 
releases,  or  other  publications  related  to  the  distribution  of  funding  to  a  State. 

Section  725  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  monitor  personal  information  relating  to  the  use  of 
Federal  Internet  sites. 

Section  726  regards  contraceptive  coverage  under  the  Federal  Employees  Health  Benefits 
Plan. 


Section  727  recognizes  that  the  United  States  is  committed  to  ensuring  the  health  of  the 
Olympic,  Pan  American,  and  Paralympic  athletes,  and  supports  the  strict  adherence  to  anti- 
doping  in  sport  activities. 


Section  728  allows  departments  and  agencies  to  use  official  travel  funds  to  participate  in  the 
fractional  aircraft  ownership  pilot  programs. 

Section  729  prohibits  funds  for  implementation  of  OPM  regulations  limiting  detail ees  to  the 
legislative  branch  and  placing  certain  limitations  on  the  Coast  Guard  Congressional  Fellowship 
program. 
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Section  730  restricts  the  use  of  funds  for  Federal  law  enforcement  training  facilities  with  an 
exception  for  the  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Training  Center. 

Section  731  prohibits  executive  branch  agencies  from  creating  or  funding  prepackaged  news 
stories  that  are  broadcast  or  distributed  in  the  United  States  unless  specific  notification 
conditions  are  met. 

Section  732  prohibits  funds  used  in  contravention  of  the  Privacy  Act,  section  552a  of  title  5, 
United  Stales  Code  or  section  522.224  of  title  48  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations. 

Section  733  prohibits  funds  in  this  or  any  other  Act  from  being  used  for  Federal  contracts 
with  inverted  domestic  corporations  or  other  corporations  using  similar  inverted  structures, 
unless  the  contract  preceded  this  Act  or  the  Secretary  grants  a  waiver  in  the  interest  of  national 
security. 

Section  734  requires  agencies  to  remit  to  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  and  Disability  Fund  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management’s  (OPM)  average  unit  cost  of  processing  a 
retirement  claim  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  to  be  available  to  the  OPM  for  the  cost  of 
processing  retirements  of  employees  who  separate  under  Voluntary  Early  Retirement  Authority 
or  who  receive  Voluntary  Separation  Incentive  Payments. 

Section  735  prohibits  funds  to  require  any  entity  submitting  an  offer  for  a  Federal  contract  to 
disclose  political  contributions. 

Section  736  prohibits  funds  for  the  painting  of  a  portrait  of  an  employee  of  the  Federal 
Government  including  the  President,  the  Vice  President,  a  Member  of  Congress,  the  head  of  an 
executive  branch  agency,  or  the  head  of  an  office  of  the  legislative  branch. 

Section  737  limits  the  pay  increases  of  certain  prevailing  rate  employees. 

Section  738  requires  reports  to  Inspectors  General  concerning  expenditures  for  agency 
conferences. 
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Section  739  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  increase,  eliminate,  or  reduce  a  program  or  project 
unless  such  change  is  made  pursuant  to  reprogramming  or  transfer  provisions. 

Section  740  prohibits  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  or  any  other  agency  from  using 
funds  to  implement  regulations  changing  the  competitive  areas  under  reductions-in-force  for 
Federal  employees. 

Section  74 1  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  begin  or  announce  a  study  or  a  public -private 
competition  regarding  the  conversion  to  contractor  performance  of  any  function  performed  by 
civilian  Federal  employees  pursuant  to  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A-76  or  any 
other  administrative  regulation,  directive,  or  policy. 

Section  742  ensures  that  contractors  are  not  prevented  from  reporting  waste,  fraud,  or  abuse 
by  signing  confidentiality  agreements  that  would  prohibit  such  disclosure. 

Section  743  prohibits  the  expenditure  of  funds  for  the  implementation  of  agreements  in 
certain  nondisclosure  policies  unless  certain  provisions  are  included  in  the  policies. 

Section  744  prohibits  funds  to  any  corporation  with  certain  unpaid  Federal  tax  liabilities 
unless  an  agency  has  considered  suspension  or  debarment  of  the  corporation  and  made  a 
determination  that  this  further  action  is  not  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Government. 

Section  745  prohibits  funds  to  any  corporation  that  was  convicted  of  a  felony  criminal 
violation  within  the  preceding  24  months  unless  an  agency  has  considered  suspension  or 
debarment  of  the  corporation  and  has  made  a  determination  that  this  further  action  is  not 
necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Government. 

Section  746  relates  to  the  Consumer  Financial  Protection  Bureau  (CFPB).  Given  the  need 
for  transparency  and  accountability  in  the  Federal  budgeting  process,  the  CFPB  is  directed  to 
provide  an  informal,  nonpublic  full  briefing  at  least  annually  before  the  relevant  Appropriations 
subcommittee  on  the  CFPB’s  finances  and  expenditures. 


Section  747  addresses  possible  technical  scorekeeping  differences  for  fiscal  year  2019 
between  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  and  the  Congressional  Budget  Office. 
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Section  748  provides  adjustments  in  rates  of  basic  pay  for  Federal  employees,  to  be  paid  for 
by  appropriations. 

Section  749  limits  pay  increases  for  the  Vice  President  and  certain  senior  political  appointees 
to  1.9  percent. 

Section  750  declares  the  inapplicability  of  these  general  provisions  to  title  IV  and  title  VIII. 
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TITLE  VIII 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS— DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

Section  801  allows  the  use  of  local  funds  for  making  refunds  or  paying  judgments  against  the 
District  of  Columbia  government. 

Section  802  prohibits  the  use  of  Federal  funds  for  publicity  or  propaganda  designed  to 
support  or  defeat  legislation  before  Congress  or  any  State  legislature. 

Section  803  establishes  reprogramming  procedures  for  Federal  funds. 

Section  804  prohibits  the  use  of  Federal  funds  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  a  shadow  U.S. 
Senator  or  U.S.  Representative. 


Section  805  places  restrictions  on  the  use  of  District  of  Columbia  government  vehicles. 

Section  806  prohibits  the  use  of  Federal  funds  for  a  petition  or  civil  action  which  seeks  to 
require  voting  rights  for  the  District  of  Columbia  in  Congress. 


Section  807  prohibits  the  use  of  Federal  funds  in  this  Act  to  distribute,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  the  spread  of  blood  borne  pathogens,  sterile  needles  or  syringes  in  any  location  that 
has  been  determined  by  local  public  health  officials  or  local  law  enforcement  authorities  to  be 
inappropriate  for  such  distribution. 


Section  808  concerns  a  “conscience  clause”  on  legislation  that  pertains  to  contraceptive 
coverage  by  health  insurance  plans. 


Section  809  prohibits  Federal  funds  to  enact  or  carry  out  any  law,  rule,  or  regulation  to 
legalize  or  reduce  penalties  associated  with  the  possession,  use  or  distribution  of  any  schedule  I 
substance  under  the  Controlled  Substances  Act  or  any  tetrahydrocannabinols  derivative.  In 
addition,  section  809  prohibits  Federal  and  local  funds  to  enact  any  law,  rule,  or  regulation  to 
legalize  or  reduce  penalties  associated  with  the  possession,  use  or  distribution  of  any  schedule  I 
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substance  under  the  Controlled  Substances  Act  or  any  tetrahydrocannabinol s  derivative  for 
recreational  purposes. 

Section  810  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  abortion  except  in  the  cases  of  rape  or  incest  or  if 
necessary  to  save  the  life  of  the  mother. 

Section  81 1  requires  the  CFO  to  submit  a  revised  operating  budget  no  later  than  30  calendar 
days  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act  for  agencies  the  CFO  certifies  as  requiring  a  reallocation  in 
order  to  address  unanticipated  program  needs. 

Section  812  requires  the  CFO  to  submit  a  revised  operating  budget  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  Public  Schools,  no  later  than  30  calendar  days  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act,  which 
aligns  schools  budgets  to  actual  enrollment. 

Section  813  allows  for  transfers  of  local  funds  between  operating  funds  and  capital  and 
enterprise  funds. 

Section  814  prohibits  the  obligation  of  Federal  funds  beyond  the  current  fiscal  year  and 
transfers  of  funds  unless  expressly  provided  herein. 

Section  815  provides  that  not  to  exceed  50  percent  of  unobligated  balances  from  Federal 
appropriations  for  salaries  and  expenses  may  remain  available  for  certain  purposes.  This 
provision  will  apply  to  the  District  of  Columbia  Courts,  the  Court  Services  and  Offender 
Supervision  Agency  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Public  Defender  Service. 

Section  816  appropriates  local  funds  during  fiscal  year  2020  if  there  is  an  absence  of  a 
continuing  resolution  or  regular  appropriation  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  Funds  are  provided 
under  the  same  authorities  and  conditions  and  in  the  same  manner  and  extent  as  provided  for  in 
fiscal  year  2019. 

Section  817  reduces  the  income  threshold  for  the  District  of  Columbia  Tuition  Assistance 
Grant  Program  to  $500,000  for  individuals  who  begin  a  course  of  study  in  or  after  school  year 
2019-2020.  The  income  threshold  is  adjusted  for  inflation  thereafter. 
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Section  818  specifies  that  references  to  “this  Act”  in  this  title  or  title  IV  are  treated  as 


referring  only  to  the  provisions  of  this  title  and  title  IV. 


This  division  may  be  cited  as  “Financial  Services  and  General  Government  Appropriations 
Act,  2019.”

The  following  statement  is  an  explanation  of  the  effects  of  Division  E,  which  provides 
appropriations  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  the  Forest 
Service,  the  Indian  Health  Service,  and  related  agencies  for  fiscal  year  2019, 

The  joint  explanatory  statement  accompanying  this  Act  is  approved  and  indicates  congressional 
intent.  Report  language  contained  in  House  Report  115-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276  providing 
specific  guidance  to  agencies  regarding  the  administration  of  appropriated  funds  and  any  corresponding 
reporting  requirements  carries  the  same  emphasis  as  the  language  included  in  this  explanatory  statement 
and  should  be  complied  with  unless  specifically  addressed  to  the  contrary  herein.  This  explanatory 
statement,  while  repeating  some  language  for  emphasis,  is  not  intended  to  negate  the  language  referred  to 
above  unless  expressly  provided  herein. 

In  cases  where  the  House  report,  Senate  report,  or  this  explanatory  statement  direct  the 
submission  of  a  report,  such  report  is  to  be  submitted  to  both  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations,  Where  this  explanatory  statement  refers  to  the  Committees  or  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations,  unless  otherwise  noted,  this  reference  is  to  the  House  Subcommittee  on  Interior, 
Environment,  and  Related  Agencies  and  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Interior,  Environment,  and  Related 
Agencies, 

The  Conferees  direct  each  department  and  agency  funded  in  this  Act  to  follow  the  directions  set 
forth  in  this  Act  and  the  accompanying  statement  and  to  not  reallocate  resources  or  reorganize  activities 
except  as  provided  herein  or  otherwise  approved  by  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees 
through  the  reprogramming  process  as  referenced  in  this  explanatory  statement.  This  explanatory 
statement  addresses  only  those  agencies  and  accounts  for  which  there  is  a  need  for  greater  explanation 
than  provided  in  the  Act  itself  Funding  levels  for  appropriations  by  account,  program,  and  activity,  with 
comparisons  to  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  and  the  fiscal  year  2019  budget  request,  can  be  found  in 
the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division. 

Unless  expressly  stated  otherwise,  any  reference  to  "this  Act"  or  ''at  the  end  of  this  statement" 
shall  be  treated  as  referring  only  to  the  provisions  of  this  division. 

Arts  and  Humanities  Advocacy  ~J he  Conferees  acknow  ledge  and  appreciate  the  decades  of  arts 
and  humanities  advocacy  by  the  late  Rep,  Louise  M.  Slaughter.  In  her  memory,  the  Conferees  encourage 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  to  expand  grant- 
making  activities  in  a  manner  that  honors  her  advocacy,  especially  in  rural  and  under-served  areas,  so

Delivery  of  Reports  and  Correspondence . — All  reports,  correspondence,  and  reprogramming 
requests  from  the  agencies  to  the  Committees  shall  be  provided  in  both  physical  and  electronic  formats. 

Directives . — The  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Forest  Service  are  directed  to  continue  the 
directions  included  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act, 
2017  (P.L.  115-31)  relating  to  Vacant  Grazing  Allotments;  State  Wildlife  Data;  Bighorn  Sheep;  I, and 
Grants,  Acequias,  and  Community  Ditches;  and  Public  Access. 

Harassment-Free  Workplace* — The  Conferees  reiterate  their  expectation  that  all  Federal 
employees,  especially  those  in  leadership  positions,  at  the  agencies  funded  by  this  Act  will  create  and 
maintain  harassment- free  workplaces  and  remind  the  agencies  of  the  directives  in  House  Report  1 15-765 
and  Senate  Report  115-276. 

Making  Litigation  Costs  Transparent — The  Department  of  the  Interior,  ERA,  and  the  Forest 
Service  are  directed  to  provide  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations,  and  to  make 
publicly  available  no  later  than  60  days  after  enactment  of  this  Act,  detailed  Equal  Access  to  Justice  Act 
(EAJA)  fee  information  as  specified  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Division  G  of  the 
Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  20 1 7  (Public  Law  I  i  5-3 1 ). 

Multi-Agency  Transparency . — The  Conferees  support  increasing  transparency  within  all  agencies 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  Forest  Service,  and  BP  A,  These  agencies  are  encouraged  to  disclose 
costs  associated  with  analyses  required  by  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act. 

Paper  Reduction  Efforts . — The  Conferees  urge  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  EPA,  Forest 
Service,  and  Indian  Health  Service  to  work  with  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  to  reduce  printing 
and  reproduction  costs  and  direct  each  agency  to  report  to  the  Committees  within  90  days  of  enactment  of 
this  Act  on  steps  being  undertaken  to  achieve  this  goal  and  how  much  each  agency  expects  to  save  by 
implementing  these  measures. 

Recreation  Fee  Authority  ~ A  one-year  extension  of  recreation  fee  authority'  for  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  and  the  Forest  Service  is  included  in  Section  427. 

Twenty-first  Century*  Conservation  Service  Corps. — Consistent  with  the  direction  in  House 
Report  1 1 5-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276,  the  Conferees  expect  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the 
Forest  Service  to  continue  conservation  partnerships  with  the  21sr  Century  Conservation  Service  Corps 
and  Public  Lands  Corps. 

Water  Rights, — The  Conferees  remind  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  Forest  Service  of 
the  States’  jurisdiction  over  water  law  and  expect  that  all  applicable  taws  will  be  followed  when 
considering  a  request  for  a  permit  or  permit  renewal, 
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White  Nose  Syndrome. — The  Conferees  remind  the  agencies  funded  by  this  Act  of  the  directive 
included  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276* 

Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund. — The  agreement  includes  $435,000,000  derived  from  the 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  (LWCF)  for  programs  consistent  with  chapter  2003  of  title  54  of  the 
United  States  Code,  as  identified  in  the  table  below.

The  Conferees  expect  the  agencies  to  move  forward  with  all  projects  specifically  identified  and 
funded  through  this  agreement;  to  utilize  funding  in  a  timely  manner;  and  to  seek  congressional  approval 
for  reprogramming  unobligated  balances  if  applicable*  The  Conferees  expect  the  agencies  to  provide 
timely  information  on  project  status  and  available  balances.  Agencies  are  directed  to  continue  their 
longstanding  process  of  identifying  and  prioritizing  potential  Federal  land  acquisition  projects  in 
anticipation  of  program  appropriations  as  consistent  with  previous  years*  Within  30  days  of  the 
submission  of  the  fiscal  year  2020  budget  or  by  March  1,  2019,  whichever  comes  first,  each  agency  is 
directed  to  submit  to  the  Committees  a  prioritized  list  of  projects  for  fiscal  year  2020  consideration. 

The  Conferees  believe  increasing  access  to  our  public  lands  for  hunting,  fishing,  and  other 
recreational  activities  is  important  and  again  include  funding  for  these  projects.  The  agencies  are 
expected  to  work  with  their  respective  regions,  State  offices,  and/or  management  units  to  identify 
potential  recreation  access  projects  and  to  inform  the  Committees  on  project  selections  prior  to 
proceeding. 
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REPROGRAMMING  GUIDELINES 

The  following  are  the  procedures  governing  reprogramming  actions  for  programs  and  activities 
funded  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Environment,  and  Related  Agencies  Appropriations  Act.  The 
Conferees  remind  the  agencies  funded  in  this  Act  that  these  reprogramming  guidelines  are  in  effect,  and 
must  be  complied  with,  until  such  time  as  the  Committees  modify  them  through  bill  or  report  language. 

Definitions. — - “Reprogramming/*  as  defined  in  these  procedures,  includes  the  reallocation  of 
funds  from  one  budget  activity,  budget  line-item,  or  program  area,  to  another  within  any  appropriation 
funded  in  this  Act.  In  cases  where  either  the  House  or  Senate  Committee  report  displays  an  allocation  of 
an  appropriation  below  that  level,  that  more  detailed  level  shall  be  the  basis  for  reprogramming. 

For  construction,  land  acquisition,  and  forest  legacy  accounts,  a  reprogramming  constitutes  the 
reallocation  of  funds,  including  unobligated  balances,  from  one  construction,  land  acquisition,  or  forest 
legacy  project  to  another  such  project. 

A  reprogramming  shall  also  consist  of  any  significant  departure  from  the  program  described  in 
the  agency's  budget  justifications.  This  includes  proposed  reorganizations,  especially  those  of  significant 
national  or  regional  importance,  even  without  a  change  in  funding.  Any  change  to  the  organization  table 
presented  in  the  budget  justification  shall  be  subject  to  this  requirement. 

The  Conferees  are  aware  that  agencies  funded  by  this  Act  are  currently  working  to  implement 
Executive  Order  13781,  a  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Reorganizing  the  Executive  Branch,  and  have  included 
in  the  fiscal  year  2019  budget  request  a  number  of  significant  reorganization  proposals  for  the 
Committees'  consideration.  The  Conferees  are  also  aware  of  reports  that  agencies  funded  by  this  Act 
may  be  weighing  additional  organizational  changes  during  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year.  Agencies  are 
reminded  that  this  agreement  continues  longstanding  General  Guidelines  for  Reprogramming  that  require 
agencies  funded  by  this  Act  to  submit  reorganization  proposals  for  Committee  rev  iew  prior  to  their 
implementation.  It  is  noted  that  such  reprogramming  guidelines  apply  to  proposed  reorganizations, 
workforce  restructure,  reshaping  or  transfer  of  functions  presented  in  the  budget  j  ustifications,  or  bureau- 
wide  downsizing,  especially  those  of  significant  national  or  regional  importance,  and  include  closures, 
consolidations,  and  relocations  of  offices,  facilities,  and  laboratories  presented  in  the  budget  justifications. 
In  addition,  no  agency  shall  implement  any  part  of  a  reorganization  that  modifies  regional  or  State 
boundaries  for  agencies  or  bureaus  that  were  in  effect  as  of  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  unless 
approved  consistent  with  the  General  Guidelines  for  Reprogramming  procedures  specified  herein.  Any 
such  reprogramming  request  submitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  shall  include  a  description 
of  anticipated  benefits,  including  anticipated  efficiencies  and  cost-savings,  as  well  as  a  description  of 
anticipated  personnel  impacts  and  funding  changes  anticipated  to  implement  the  proposal. 
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General  Guidelines  for  Reprogramming. — 

(a)  A  reprogramming  should  be  made  only  when  an  unforeseen  situation  arises,  and  then  only  if 
postponement  of  the  project  or  the  activity  until  the  next  appropriation  year  would  result  in  actual  loss  or 
damage. 

(b)  Any  project  or  activity,  which  may  be  deferred  through  reprogramming,  shall  not  later  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  further  reprogramming,  but  instead,  funds  should  again  be  sought  for  the 
deferred  project  or  activity  through  the  regular  appropriations  process. 

(c)  Except  under  the  most  urgent  situations,  reprogramming  should  not  be  employed  to  initiate 
new  programs  or  increase  allocations  specifically  denied  or  limited  by  Congress,  or  to  decrease 
allocations  specifically  increased  by  the  Congress. 

(d)  Reprogramming  proposals  submitted  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations 
for  approval  shall  be  considered  approved  30  calendar  days  after  receipt  if  the  Committees  have  posed  no 
objection.  However,  agencies  w  ill  be  expected  to  extend  the  approval  deadline  if  specifically  requested  by 
either  Committee* 

Criteria  and  Exceptions. — A  reprogramming  must  be  submitted  to  the  Committees  in  writing 
prior  to  implementation  if  it  exceeds  $1,000,000  annually  or  results  in  an  increase  or  decrease  of  more 
than  10  percent  annually  in  affected  programs  or  projects,  whichever  amount  is  less,  with  the  following 
exceptions: 

(a)  With  regard  to  the  tribal  priority  allocations  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  (BIA)  and  Bureau 
oflndian  Education  (BIE),  there  is  no  restriction  on  reprogrammings  among  these  programs*  However, 
the  Bureaus  shall  report  on  all  reprogrammings  made  during  a  given  Fiscal  year  no  later  than  60  days  after 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

(b)  With  regard  to  the  EPA,  the  Conferees  do  not  require  reprogramming  requests  associated  with 
the  States  and  Tribes  Partnership  Grants,  or  up  to  a  cumulative  total  of  $30,000,000  from  carryover 
balances  among  the  individual  program  areas  delineated  in  the  Environmental  Programs  and  Management 
account.  No  funds,  however,  shall  be  reallocated  from  individual  Geographic  Programs, 

Assessments.— “Assessment"  as  defined  in  these  procedures  shall  refer  to  any  charges,  reserves, 
or  holdbacks  applied  to  a  budget  activity  or  budget  line  item  for  costs  associated  with  general  agency 
administrative  costs,  overhead  costs,  working  capital  expenses,  or  contingencies, 

(a)  No  assessment  shall  be  levied  against  any  program,  budget  activity,  subactivity  ,  budget  line 
item,  or  project  funded  by  the  Interior,  Environment,  and  Related  Agencies  Appropriations  Act  unless 
such  assessment  and  the  basis  therefor  are  presented  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  in  the  budget 
justifications  and  are  subsequently  approved  by  the  Committees.  The  explanation  for  any  assessment  in 
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the  budget  just  ifieal  ion  shall  show  the  amount  of  the  assessment,  the  activities  assessed,  and  the  purpose 
of  the  funds, 

(b)  Proposed  changes  to  estimated  assessments,  as  such  estimates  were  presented  in  annual 
budget  justifications,  shall  be  submitted  through  the  reprogramming  process  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  dollar  and  reporting  criteria  as  any  other  reprogramming. 

(c)  The  Conferees  direct  that  each  agency  or  bureau  which  utilizes  assessments  shall  submit  an 
annual  report  to  the  Committees  which  provides  details  on  the  use  of  all  funds  assessed  from  any  other 
budget  activity,  line  item,  subactivity,  or  project. 

(d)  In  no  case  shall  contingency  funds  or  assessments  be  used  to  finance  projects  and  activities 
disapproved  or  limited  by  Congress,  or  to  finance  programs  or  activities  that  could  be  foreseen  and 
included  in  the  normal  budget  review  process, 

(e)  New  programs  requested  in  the  budget  should  not  be  initiated  before  enactment  of  the  bill 
without  notification  to,  and  the  approval  of,  the  Committees  on  Appropriations.  This  restriction  applies  to 
all  such  actions  regardless  of  whether  a  formal  reprogramming  of  funds  is  required  to  begin  the  program. 

Quarterly  Reports, — All  reprogrammings  between  budget  activities,  budget  line-items,  program 
areas,  or  the  more  detailed  activity  levels  shown  in  this  agreement,  including  those  below  the  monetary 
thresholds  established  above,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Committees  within  60  days  of  the  end  of  each 
quarter  and  shall  include  cumulative  totals  for  each  budget  activity,  budget  line  item,  or  construction,  land 
acquisition,  or  forest  legacy  project. 

Land  Acquisitions,  Easements,  and  Forest  Legacy— Lands  shall  not  be  acquired  for  more  than 
the  approved  appraised  value  (as  addressed  in  section  30 1  (3)  of  Public  Law  9 1  -646),  unless  such 
acquisitions  are  submitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  for  approval  in  compliance  with  these 
procedures. 

Land  Exchanges.^ Land  exchanges,  wherein  the  estimated  value  of  the  Federal  lands  to  be 
exchanged  is  greater  than  $1,000,000,  shall  not  be  consummated  until  the  Committees  have  had  a  30-day 
period  in  which  to  examine  the  proposed  exchange.  In  addition,  the  Committees  shall  be  provided 
advance  notification  of  exchanges  valued  between  $500,000  and  $1,000,000. 

Budget  Structure— The  budget  activity  or  line  item  structure  for  any  agency  appropriation 
account  shall  not  be  altered  without  advance  approval  of  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations. 
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Bureau  of  Land  Management  Directives . — The  Bureau  is  reminded  of  the  importance  of  the 
directives  included  in  House  Report  1 15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276  not  addressed  herein,  as  well  as 
the  new  directives  in  this  explanatory  statement,  including  the  front  matter  The  Conferees  support  the 
innovative  use  of  technology  to  improve  the  timeliness  and  accuracy  of  permitting  decisions  and  direct 
the  Bureau  to  provide  a  report  within  90  days  of  enactment  as  directed  by  House  Report  1 15-765.  The 
Conferees  reiterate  the  direction  related  to  Chaco  Canyon  included  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276. 

Management  of  Lands  and  Resources  (MLR). — The  agreement  provides  $1 ,1 98,000,000  for 
MLR.  Within  this  amount,  the  Colorado  Basin  Salinity  Control  Program  is  funded  at  $2,000,000.  Unless 
noted  herein,  the  Conferees  do  not  accept  the  proposed  funding  decreases;  specific  funding  allocation 
information  is  located  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

MLR  Budget  Restructuring.— The  Conferees  accept  the  Bureau's  request  to  restructure  several 
budget  line  items  to  increase  efficiency  in  the  delivery  of  programs.  In  fiscal  year  2019,  Soil,  Water  and 
Air  Management  moves  into  Rangeland  Management.  Riparian  Management  moves  into  Wildlife  and 
Aquatic  Habitat  Management,  Within  the  new  Wildlife  and  Aquatic  Management  budget  line  item,  the 
Conferees  maintain  specific  funding  for  Threatened  and  Endangered  Species  to  ensure  transparency  of 
funding  for  these  activities  and  expect  these  changes  will  improve  the  Bureau's  ability  to  report 
expenditures  and  performance  as  required  by  the  Endangered  Species  Act  (ESA).  The  Conferees  also 
accept  the  proposal  to  consolidate  Hazardous  Materials  and  Abandoned  Mine  Lands. 

Budget  Restructuring  Report  Requirement . — The  Conferees  expect  restructuring  will  improve 
program  delivery  and  provide  better  on-the-ground  results  for  Bureau -managed  lands  and  direct  the 
Bureau  to  provide  a  report  w  ith  evidence  of  this  improvement  within  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Management. — The  agreement  provides  $80,555,000  for  wild  horse  and 
burro  management.  The  Conferees  fully  recognize  the  financial  and  political  challenges  of  controlling 
wild  horse  and  burro  populations  and  note  that  significant  management  changes  need  to  be  made  within 
the  near  future  in  order  to  control  costs,  improve  range  conditions,  and  humanely  manage  wild  horse  and 
burro  populations.  As  such,  the  Conferees  reiterate  their  appreciation  for  the  Bureau's  April  26,  2018, 
report  titled  “Management  Options  for  a  Sustainable  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Program"  but  believe 
additional  analysis  is  needed  as  directed  by  House  Report  1 15-765.  This  analysis  should  be  provided  to 
Congress  no  later  than  1 80  days  after  enactment  of  this  Act.  The  Bureau  is  expected  to  continue 
evaluating  its  internal  policies,  procedures,  and  regulations  to  reduce  costs  and  administrative  burdens,  as 
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well  as  researching  and  developing  appropriate,  humane  protocols  for  fertility  control  methods,  including 
sterilization,  and  improve  its  contracting  for  off-range  holdings.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  Bureau  to 
request  the  funding  necessary  to  address  this  growing  problem;  better  management  of  this  program  now 
will  result  in  fewer  dollars  necessary  in  the  future  to  restore  the  lands  that  wild  horses,  burros,  and  other 
wildlife  depend  upon.  Therefore,  the  Conferees  expect  that  the  Bureau  will  include  in  its  fiscal  year  2020 
budget  request  a  proposal  that  outlines  its  proposed  strategy  and  the  funding  necessary  for 
implementation,  including  anticipated  out-year  estimates.  The  Conferees  continue  the  current 
prohibitions  on  destruction  and  sale  authority  contained  in  the  bill 

LAND  ACQUISITION 
(INCLUDING  RESCISSION  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $28316,000  for  Land  Acquisition  and  includes  a  rescission  of  $1,800,000  from 
previously  appropriated  Emergencies,  Hardships,  and  Inholdings  funding.  The  amounts  provided  by  this 
bill  for  projects  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  listed  in  priority  order  pursuant  to  the  project  list  received 
for  fiscal  year  2019,  The  Conferees  understand  that  projects  on  that  list,  such  as  the  Upper  Snake/South 
Fork  River  Special  Recreation  Management  Area,  meet  the  criteria  for  recreational  access  funding  and 
should  receive  full  consideration  from  the  amounts  included  for  recreational  access.  Further  instructions 
are  contained  under  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  heading  in  the  front  of  this  explanatory 
statement.

The  agreement  provides  $106,985,000  for  Oregon  and  California  Grant  Lands  to  be  distributed  as 
displayed  in  the  funding  allocation  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

RANGE  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  agreement  provides  $10,000,000  to  be  derived  from  public  lands  receipts  and  Bankhead- 
Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act  lands  grazing  receipts* 

SERVICE  CHARGES,  DEPOSITS,  AND  FORFEITURES 

The  agreement  provides  an  indefinite  appropriation  estimated  to  be  $25,850,000  for  Service 
Charges,  Deposits,  and  Forfeitures. 

MISCELLANEOUS  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  agreement  provides  an  indefinite  appropriation  estimated  to  be  $24,000,000  for 
Miscellaneous  Trust  Funds. 
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UNITED  STATES  FISH  AND  WILDLIFE  SERVICE 
RESOURCE  MANAGEMENT 

The  bill  provides  $1,292,078,000  for  Resource  Management.  All  programs,  projects,  and 
activities  are  maintained  at  fiscal  year  201 8  enacted  levels  unless  otherwise  specified  below  or  in  the  table 
at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement.  For  this  and  all  other  Service  accounts  funded  in  this  bill,  the 
Service  is  expected  to  comply  w  ith  the  instructions  and  requirements  at  the  beginning  of  this  division  and 
in  House  Report  1 15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 15-276,  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  Additional 
details,  instructions,  and  requirements  follow  below  and  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division. 

Planning  and  Consultation*— The  agreement  includes  $3,000,000  to  avoid  permitting  delays  and 
to  achieve  compliance  with  other  statutes,  which  should  be  apportioned  in  accordance  w  ith  workload 
needs  nationwide  rather  than  by  region.  In  addition,  $4,000,000  is  provided  for  Gulf  Coast  Restoration 
activities  to  ensure  that  the  Service  has  the  resources  necessary  to  avoid  delays  in  projects  related  to  the 
Deepwater  Horizon  incident.  This  is  consistent  with  the  amount  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018.  Because 
the  Conferees  have  provided  the  Service  with  substantial  resources  for  Gulf  Coast  Restoration,  they 
expect  the  Service  to  move  forward  with  project  reviews  in  a  timely  manner. 

Lesser  Prairie  Chicken. — The  Conferees  are  concerned  that  by  listing  the  lesser  prairie  chicken 
(LPC)  under  the  ESA  in  spite  of  the  unprecedented  level  of  voluntary  conservation  efforts  in  the  habitat 
area,  the  Service  significantly  reduced  the  incentive  for  stakeholders  to  pursue  future  initiatives  to 
preserve  the  LPC  and  other  species.  The  Conferees  note  that  if  the  listing  of  a  species  is  viewed  as 
inevitable,  stakeholders  lose  the  incentive  to  invest  in  private,  voluntary  conservation  efforts.  Therefore, 
the  Conferees  direct  the  Service  to  collaborate  with  local  and  regional  stakeholders  on  improving 
voluntary  solutions  to  conserve  the  species  with  the  goal  of  avoiding  the  necessity'  of  listing  the  LPC 
under  the  ESA. 

Recovery, — The  agreement  includes:  a  $2,000,000  general  program  increase;  $1,000,000  to 
implement  the  Prescott  Grant  Program  as  authorized  by  section  408(e)  of  the  Marine  Mammal  Protection 
Act  (16  U.S.C  142  If-  1(e));  and  $6,000,000  for  Recovery  Challenge  matching  grants  to  enhance  and 
increase  partnerships  with  agencies  and  organizations  implementing  highest  priority  recovery'  actions  as 
prescribed  in  recovery  plans,  and  in  particular  for  genetically-sound  breeding,  rearing,  and  reintroduction 
programs.  Longstanding  partnerships,  including  for  the  northern  aplomado  falcon,  California  condor,  and 
Steller’s  eider,  should  be  funded  at  not  less  than  $2,500,000,  and  partner  contributions  should  be  not  less 
than  their  current  amounts.  The  remaining  funds  should  be  dedicated  to  new  partnerships  and  should 
require  a  50:50  match,  which  may  include  in-kind  services.  Unless  an  affected  State  is  a  partner  on  the 
project,  none  of  the  funds  may  be  awarded  to  a  project  until  the  project  partners  have  consulted  with  such 
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Stale.  The  Service  is  expected  to  explore  entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  National  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Foundation  (NFWF)  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  program  and  leveraging  the  funds  with 
corporate  and  nonprofit  contributions,  in  full  consultation  with  the  Service,  and  to  brief  the  Committee 
within  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  None  of  the  funds  may  be  used  for  indirect  costs. 

Five-Year  Reviews . — The  Service  is  directed  to  complete  all  five-year  reviews  within  the  period 
required  by  law,  and,  for  any  determination  on  the  basis  of  such  review  whether  a  species  should  be 
delisted,  downlisted,  or  uplisted,  promulgate  an  associated  regulation  and  complete  the  rulemaking 
process  prior  to  initiating  the  next  status  review  for  such  species. 

Gray  Wolf, — The  Conferees  recognize  the  Service's  recent  commitment  to  work  closely  w ith 
Federal,  State,  Tribal  and  local  partners  to  assess  the  currently  listed  gray  wolf  entities  in  the  Lower  48 
States  using  the  best  available  scientific  information,  and  if  appropriate,  publish  a  proposal  to  revise  the 
wolfs  status  in  the  Federal  Register  by  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

Grizzly  Bear. — The  Conferees  direct  the  Serv  ice  to  work  with  ranchers,  conservation  groups, 
local  governments,  and  other  local  partners  to  reduce  conflicts  between  grizzly  bears  and  livestock. 

These  efforts  should  draw  upon  lessons  learned  with  the  Wolf  Livestock  Loss  Demonstration  Program  to 
improve  conservation  outcomes  while  limiting  effects  to  agricultural  producers.  Not  less  than  30  days 
after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  and  for  a  duration  of  not  less  than  90  days,  the  Service  and  the 
National  Park  Service  are  directed  to  re-open  the  public  comment  period  regarding  the  draft 
env  ironmental  impact  statement  w  ith  proposed  alternatives  for  the  restoration  of  grizzly  bears  to  the 
North  Cascades  Ecosystem,  Any  member  of  the  public  in  attendance  at  any  of  the  associated  public 
forums  and  wishing  to  voice  their  opinion  must  be  afforded  the  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Preble ’s  Meadow  Jumping  Mouse . — The  Service  is  urged  to  address  consultations  and  permitting 
of  public  and  private  projects  related  to  the  Preble's  meadow  jumping  mouse  as  one  of  the  highest 
priorities. 

Marbled  Murrelet . — The  Conferees  are  concerned  that  the  draft  Long  Tenn  Conservation 
Strategy  for  the  marbled  murrelet  is  focused  primarily  on  inland  nesting  habitat  when  more  than  90 
percent  of  the  life  cycle  of  this  species  is  spent  in  the  marine  environment.  The  Conferees  also  recognize 
that  while  the  relationship  between  nesting  habitat  and  marbled  murreiet  abundance  is  w^ell  documented, 
there  is  comparatively  little  known  about  factors  linked  to  the  marine  environment,  including 
environmental  conditions,  prey  availability  and  bvcatch  mortality,  that  may  be  contributing  to  recent 
population  declines  in  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California.  Therefore,  the  Conferees  urge  the  Service  to 
partner  with  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  to  pursue  additional  studies  to 
determine  the  full  range  of  factors  linked  to  the  marine  environment  that  may  affect  marbled  murrelet 
populations  and  to  develop  a  comprehensive  set  of  recommendations  to  address  those  factors.  In 
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addition,  the  Service  is  directed  to  work  coliaboratively  with  local  communities,  elected  officials,  and 
other  stakeholders  in  the  development  of  the  final  Long  Term  Conservation  Strategy  for  the  marbled 
murrelet 

National  Wildlife  Refuge  System . — The  agreement  includes  a  general  program  increase  of 
$1,000,000  for  Wildlife  and  Habitat  Management,  and  the  Conferees  encourage  the  Service  to  prioritize 
invasive  species  eradication  activities.  The  subsistence  program  is  continued  at  $2,835,000.  In  addition, 
$55,000,000  is  provided  for  Refuge  Maintenance  Support. 

Refuge  Lem  Enforcement . — Adequate  refuge  law  enforcement  is  critical  to  protect  our  natural 
resources,  staff,  and  more  than  53  million  visitors  at  refuges.  The  Service  should  request  adequate 
funding  so  no  refuge  is  without  law  enforcement  at  any  time. 

Trapping  on  Refuges. — The  Service  website  includes  information  on  trapping  on  refuges  at 
https://www,fws,gov/refuges/visitors/trapping*html  and  has  instituted  signage  at  those  refuges.  Trapping 
information  for  individual  refuges  can  be  found  on  their  web  pages  under  Resource  Management. 

Alaska  Maritime  National  Wildlife  Refuges— 1 The  Service  is  expected  to  follow  the  directive  from 
fiscal  year  2018  that  prohibits  a  caribou  hunt  on  Kagalaska  Island  and  efforts  to  remove  cattle  on  Chirikof 
and  Wosnesenski  Islands  in  the  State  of  Alaska. 

Urban  Wildlife  Refuges. — Funding  has  been  provided  to  continue  the  Urban  Wildlife  Refuge 
Partnership  program  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  and  to  support  efforts  to  promote  conservation 
in  urban  areas. 

Green  River  National  Wildlife  Refuge . —  ITie  Service  is  reminded  of  the  direction  included  in 
Senate  Report  1 15*276  to  establish  the  Green  River  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 

Rio  Mora  National  Wildlife  Refuge.—  The  Conferees  expect  the  Service  to  continue  to  support 
staffing  and  educational  programming  at  Rio  Mora  National  Wildlife  Refuge  and  to  continue  dialogue 
with  nonprofit  and  Tribal  partners  on  the  Service's  plan  for  long-term  operations  of  the  refuge.  The 
Service  shall  brief  the  Committees  within  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  on  the  status  of  the  operations 
plan. 

Migratory t  Bird  Management  ~ The  agreement  provides  $3,237,000  as  requested  for  aviation 
management,  which  is  transferred  to  the  General  Operations  activity  to  more  accurately  reflect  the 
program’s  responsibilities  across  the  Service. 

Lem  Enforcement  .—The  agreement  includes  $2,000,000  for  combating  violations  of  the  Indian 
Arts  and  Crafts  Act,  and  the  Service  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  within  60  days  of  enactment  of 
this  Act  on  the  proposed  distribution  of  the  funds.

International  Affairs. — The  agreement  provides  $  1 5,816,000  for  International  Affairs  with  the 
expectation  that  the  Service  will  spend  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  funding  level  for  Wildlife 
Trafficking,  Arctic  Council  Support  is  continued  at  $550,000. 

National  Fish  Hatchery  System  Operations. — The  agreement  provides  $4,000,000  for  Klamath 
Basin  Restoration  Agreement  activities,  of  which  at  least  $3,500,000  is  to  support  rearing  and  population 
monitoring,  and  of  which  $3,000,000  is  transferred  from  Habitat  Assessment  and  Restoration.  None  of 
the  funds  may  be  used  to  terminate  operations  or  to  close  any  facility  of  the  National  Fish  Hatchery 
System.  None  of  the  production  programs  listed  in  the  March  2013  National  Fish  Hatchery  System 
Strategic  Hatchery  and  Workforce  Planning  Report  may  be  reduced  or  terminated  without  advance, 
informal  consultation  with  affected  States  and  Tribes. 

Aquatic  Habitat  and  Species  Conservation.— The  agreement  includes  $6,000,000  to  implement 
the  Delaware  River  Basin  Conservation  Act,  $9,554,000  for  the  subsistence  program,  and  $500,000  for 
the  Lake  Champlain  sea  lamprey  program. 

Asian  Carp . — The  Conferees  recognize  the  importance  of  the  work  conducted  by  the  Service  to 
combat  the  serious  threat  of  Asian  carp  and  provide  $1 1,000,000  for  Asian  carp  activities,  of  which 
$2,000,000  is  for  contract  fishing  and  deterrents  to  extirpate  Asian  carp,  including  grass  carp.  Funding 
should  be  used  to  control  Asian  carp  in  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  River  Basins,  including  in  Kentucky 
Lake,  Lake  Barkley,  Tennessee  river  systems,  and  the  Ohio  River,  and  to  prevent  Asian  carp  from 
entering  and  establishing  in  the  Great  Lakes.  The  Service  should  consider  the  utility  of  creating  a 
dedicated  funding  source  to  increase  the  intensity  and  geographic  scope  of  efforts  to  prevent  entry  into  the 
Great  Lakes, 

Cooperative  Landscape  Conservation . — The  agreement  provides  $12,500,000  for  Cooperative 
Landscape  Conservation  to  support  partnerships  of  Federal,  State,  Tribal  and  other  organizations  to 
develop  shared  conservation  priorities  as  outlined  in  the  congressional  budget  justifications  provided  to 
the  Committees  on  Appropriations.  Any  deviation  from  that  justification  must  be  transparent  and 
officially  presented  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations,  and  there  must  be  opportunities  for  public 
review'  and  comment  before  any  changes  are  instituted.  Funding  for  Gulf  Coast  Restoration  is  continued 
at  $1,000,000. 

General  Operations . — The  agreement  includes  $5,5 1 6,000  for  annual  maintenance  needs  of  the 
National  Conservation  Training  Center  (NCTC).

The  bill  provides  $55,613,000  for  Construction,  including  $39,873,000  for  the  backlog  of 
deferred  maintenance  principally  at  national  fish  hatcheries  and  national  wildlife  refuges,  and  rescinds 
$1,500,000  from  prior  year  unobligated  balances,  of  which  $300,000  was  made  available  by  Public  Law 
111-8.  The  Service  is  directed  to  provide  a  spend  plan  to  the  Committees  w  ithin  120  days  of  enactment 
of  this  Act  for  the  deferred  maintenance  funding.  The  detailed  allocation  of  funding  by  activity  is 
included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement.

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NATIONAL  PARK  SERVICE 
OPERATION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  PARK  SYSTEM 

The  bill  provides  $2,502,7!  1,000  for  the  Operation  of  the  National  Park  System,  All  programs, 
projects,  and  activities  are  maintained  at  fiscal  year  2018  levels,  unless  otherwise  specified  below. 

For  this  and  all  other  Service  accounts  funded  in  this  bill,  the  Service  is  expected  to  comply  with 
the  instructions  and  requirements  at  the  beginning  of  this  division  and  in  House  Report  1 1 5-765  and 
Senate  Report  1 15-276,  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  The  Serv  ice  is  directed  to  submit  to  the  House 
and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations,  within  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  an  operating  plan  for 
the  Operation  of  the  National  Park  System  appropriation  that  includes  any  necessary  adjustments  to  the 
amounts  provided  to  maintain  park  operations  of  all  units  budgeted  in  the  Fiscal  year  2019  request.  Such 
plan  shall  be  subject  to  the  reprogramming  guidelines  contained  in  this  explanatory  statement.  Additional 
details,  instructions,  and  requirements  follow  below  and  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division. 

Resource  Stewardship , — The  agreement  includes:  $3,000,000  for  zebra  mussel  and  quagga 
mussel  containment,  prevention,  and  enforcement:  $10,032,000  for  Everglades  restoration;  $1 ,500,000  to 
continue  landscape  restoration  at  newly  authorized  national  parks,  as  provided  by  Public  Law  114-113; 
and  a  total  of  $800,000  to  continue  cave  and  karst  ecosystem  research. 

Visitor  Services. — The  agreement  rejects  all  of  the  reductions  proposed  in  the  budget  request. 

The  Service  is  reminded  of  the  directive  in  House  Report  1 15-765  with  regard  to  maintaining  fiscal  year 
2018  funding  levels. 

Park  Protection . — The  agreement  does  not  include  a  one-time  increase  provided  in  Fiscal  year 
2018  for  the  replacement  of  Park  Police  aircraft.  Annual  funding  related  to  new  aircraft  is  prov  ided  under 
Park  Support  and  includes  a  program  increase  of  $1,200,000  to  return  the  Service  to  a  standard  aircraft 
replacement  cycle. 

Facility  Operations  and  Maintenance*— The  agreement  includes  $135,980,000  for  repair  and 
rehabilitation  projects  and  $151,575,000  for  cyclic  maintenance. 

Park  Support,— The  agreement  includes  $10,535,000  of  increases  requested  in  the  budget 
addendum,  including:  $6,225,000  for  additional  park  rangers;  $830,000  for  increased  law  enforcement 
training  costs;  $1,200,000  for  the  U.S.  Park  Police  helicopter  replacement;  $1,300,000  for  public  health 
officers;  $1 50,000  for  unmanned  aircraft  services  expertise;  $400,000  for  Katahdin  Woods  and  Waters; 
$965,000  for  new  parks  such  as  Ste.  Genevieve,  Birmingham  Civil  Rights,  and  Freedom  Riders;  and 
$400,000  for  Captain  John  Smith  National  Heritage  Trail  to  manage  the  new  land  acquisition  of 
Werowocomoco.  The  agreement  also  includes  $500,000  for  the  Semiqu incentennial  Commission  to  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  United  States  Semiquincentennial  Commission  Act  of 
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2016.  Funding  for  the  Roosevelt-Campobello  International  Park  is  maintained  at  the  fiscal  year  20 1 8 
level  Finding  requested  for  the  agency’s  reorganization  efforts  is  prov  ided  subject  to  the  guidance 
included  at  the  front  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

The  Conferees  note  there  are  concerns  regard  ing  the  Service's  current  inventory  of  hand-held 
equipment  supporting  global  positioning  systems.  These  systems  are  at  end-of-life  and  have  operating 
systems  that  are  no  longer  supported  by  the  developer.  The  Service  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  on 
these  issues  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

External  Administrative  Costs. — The  agreement  includes  $1 84,925,000  for  external 
administrative  costs,  including  required  fixed  costs. 

Quagga  and  Zebra  Mussel  Control.— T he  Conferees  remain  concerned  about  the  spread  of 
quagga  and  zebra  mussels  in  the  West  and  have  provided  $3,000,000  for  continued  containment, 
prevention,  and  enforcement  efforts,  equal  to  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level 

Blackstone  River  Valley  National  Historical  Park— The  agreement  includes  requested  funding 
for  the  Blackstone  River  Valley  National  Historical  Park  with  the  expectation  that  the  Service  will 
continue  to  make  funds  available  to  the  local  coordinating  entity  to  maintain  staffing  and  capacity  to  assist 
in  management  of  the  park  as  authorized  in  Public  Law  11 3 -29  L 

Captain  John  Smith  National  Historic  Trail , — The  Conferees  strongly  disagree  with  the  Service’s 
decision  to  proceed  with  management  changes  that  affect  the  Service’s  Chesapeake  Bay  Office,  the 
Captain  John  Smith  Chesapeake  National  Historic  Trail  and  the  Werowocomoco  site  despite 
congressional  concerns.  The  Service  is  directed  to  produce  the  report  required  by  Senate  Report  115-276 
that  details  the  Service’s  legal  authorities  to  make  the  change  and  the  steps  it  plans  to  take  to  ensure  that 
the  management  changes  do  not  weaken  the  Serv  ice’s  commitment  to  Chesapeake  Bay  Program 
partnerships. 

Denali  National  Park  Road.— The  Conferees  are  particularly  concerned  about  the  condition  of 
the  Denali  National  Park  road  and  direct  the  Service  to  follow  the  guidance  contained  in  Senate  Report 
1 1 5-276  concerning  the  road, 

Everglades  Restoration  — The  Conferees  note  the  progress  made  toward  restoration  of  the 
Everglades  ecosystem  and  continue  to  support  this  multi-year  effort  to  preserve  one  of  the  great 
ecological  treasures  of  the  United  States, 

Oklahoma  City  National  Memorial  &  Museum. — The  Conferees  acknowledge  the  Service’s 
submission  of  the  report  required  by  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  2018  concerning  Federal  funds 
allocated  for  the  Oklahoma  City  Memorial  The  Service  should  continue  to  work  with  all  interested 
stakeholders  to  determine  options  for  providing  the  fully  authorized  level  of  $5,000,000  for  the  memorial 
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Point  Reyes  National  Seashore  ~ The  Conferees  note  that  multi -gene rational  ranching  and 
dairying  is  important  both  ecologically  and  economically  for  the  Point  Reyes  National  Seashore  and  the 
surrounding  community.  T  hese  historic  activities  are  also  fully  consistent  with  Congress's  intent  for  the 
management  of  Point  Reyes  National  Seashore.  The  Conferees  are  aware  that  the  Service  is  conducting  a 
public  process  to  comply  with  a  multi-party  settlement  agreement  that  includes  the  preparation  of  an 
environmental  impact  statement  to  study  the  effects  of  dairying  and  ranching  on  the  park.  The  Conferees 
strongly  support  the  inclusion  of  alternatives  that  continue  ranching  and  dairying,  including  the  Service’s 
Initial  Proposal  to  allow  existing  ranch  families  to  continue  ranching  and  dairying  operations  under 
agricultural  lease/permits  with  20-year  terms,  and  expect  the  Serv  ice  to  make  every  effort  to  finalize  a 
General  Management  Plan  Amendment  that  continues  these  historic  activities. 

Trestles  Historic  District . —  The  Conferees  recognize  that  Trestles  Beach  plays  a  vital  role  in  the 
training  and  readiness  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  and  note  that  amendments  to  the  National 
Historic  Preservation  Act  included  in  National  Park  Service  Centennial  Act  (P.L,  1 14-289)  modified  the 
nomination  and  approval  process  for  the  listing  of  Federal  properties  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places.  The  Conferees  also  note  the  Department  has  taken  the  position  that  it  does  not  have  jurisdiction  to 
hear  an  appeal  alleging  a  failure  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy  to  nominate  the  Trestles  Historic  District 
to  the  National  Register  and  do  not  expect  the  Department  to  take  any  further  action  on  this  issue. 

NATIONAL  RECREATION  AND  PRESERVATION 

The  bill  provides  $64,138,000  for  national  recreation  and  preservation  programs  and  includes  the 
following  additional  instructions. 

Heritage  Partnership  Program . — The  agreement  includes  $20,32 1 ,000  for  the  Heritage 
Partnership  Program.  The  Conferees  continue  to  encourage  individual  heritage  areas  to  develop  plans  for 
long-term  sufficiency.  The  Conferees  commend  the  Alliance  of  National  Heritage  Areas,  in  response  to 
congressional  direction,  for  developing  an  allocation  model  that  maintains  core  services  of  more 
established  areas  while  proposing  additional  resources  to  newer  areas.  The  Conferees  note  this  progress 
and  direct  the  Service  to  work  with  heritage  areas  to  further  develop  consensus  toward  a  sustainable 
funding  distribution.  As  this  effort  continues,  the  Conferees  expect  the  Service  to  distribute  funds  in  the 
same  manner  as  Fiscal  year  2017  with  the  increase  above  the  enacted  level  to  be  equally  distributed  to  Tier 
I  areas  or  Tier  2  areas  currently  receiving  the  minimum  funding  levels  of  $1 50,000  and  $300,000 
respectively. 
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Natural  Programs. — The  Conferees  maintain  funding  for  Natural  Programs,  including  the 
Chesapeake  Gateways  and  Trails  program  and  Rivers,  Trails,  and  Conservation,  at  the  fiscal  year  2018 
enacted  level. 

Cultural  Programs.— The  agreement  includes  $25,562,000  for  cultural  programs,  an  increase  of 
$500,000  above  the  enacted  level.  The  increase  above  the  enacted  level  is  provided  pursuant  to  20  U/S.C, 
4451(b)  for  grants  to  nonprofit  organizations  or  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  programs  for 
Native  Hawaiian  or  Alaska  Native  culture  and  arts  development  at  a  total  program  level  of  $  1 ,000,000  to 
be  utilized  consistent  with  the  direction  outlined  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law 
115-141,  This  program  is  a  good  example  of  a  multi-state,  multi-organizational  collaboration  as 
envisioned  under  the  American  Indian,  Alaska  Native,  and  Native  Hawaiian  Culture  and  Art 
Development  Act.  Other  cultural  programs,  including  grants  to  preserve  and  interpret  Japanese  American 
Confinement  Sites,  are  continued  at  their  fiscal  year  2018  levels. 

Grants  Administration . — The  agreement  does  not  include  the  proposed  transfer  of  grants 
administration  to  cultural  programs  as  proposed  in  the  request. 

Native  American  Graves  Protection  and  Repatriation  Grants, — The  agreement  supports  the 
Native  American  Graves  Protection  and  Repatriation  Grant  Program  and  maintains  funding  at  the  fiscal 
year  2018  enacted  level, 

American  Battlefield  Protection  Program  Assistance  Grants. — Funding  is  provided  at  the  fiscal 
year  2018  enacted  level.  The  Conferees  recognize  the  importance  of  public-private  partnerships  to 
maintain  the  preserv  ation  of  America’s  battlefields  and  urge  the  Service  to  give  priority  to  projects  w  ith 
broad  partner  support.  The  Conferees  continue  to  encourage  the  timely  review  and  processing  of  grants. 

HISTORIC  PRESERVATION  FUND 

The  bill  provides  $102,660,000  for  the  Historic  Preservation  Fund.  Within  this  amount 
$49,675,000  is  provided  for  grants  to  States  and  $1 1,735,000  is  provided  for  grants  to  Tribes.  The  bill 
also  includes  $1 5,250,000  for  competitive  grants,  of  which  $750,000  is  for  grants  to  underserved 
communities  and  $14,500,000  is  for  competitive  grants  to  document,  interpret,  and  preserve  historical 
sites  associated  with  the  Civil  Rights  Movement.  The  agreement  also  includes  $8,000,000  for 
competitive  grants  to  Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities  and  $13,000,000  for  the  Save 
America’s  Treasures  competitive  grant  program  for  the  preservation  of  nationally  significant  sites, 
structures,  and  artifacts. 

The  agreement  continues  $5,000,000  for  preservation  grants  to  revitalize  historic  properties  of 
national.  Slate,  and  local  significance  in  order  to  restore,  protect,  and  foster  economic  development  of 
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rural  villages  and  downtown  areas.  Grants  shall  be  made  available  to  States,  local  governments.  Tribes, 
or  community  or  statewide  non-profit  organ  izations  for  the  purpose  of  making  sub-grants  to  eligible 
projects.  Priority  shall  be  given  to  applicants  with  a  demonstrated  capacity'  for  allocating  similar  awards 
for  preservation  of  such  sites.  To  ensure  that  limited  funds  are  targeted  in  the  most  effective  manner,  the 
Conferees  recommend  that  the  Service  give  priority  to  applicants  that  cap  their  administrative  costs  at  no 
more  than  five  percent.  The  Service  shall  confer  with  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations  prior  to  finalizing  a  grant  announcement  for  these  funds  and  shall  distribute  grants 
expeditiously. 


CONSTRUCTION 

The  bill  provides  $364,704,000  for  Construction  and  includes  a  general  program  increase  of 
$127,151,000  above  the  request  to  address  longstanding  deferred  maintenance  and  major  construction 
related  requirements  of  the  Service,  The  Service  is  directed  to  provide,  no  later  than  60  days  after 
enactment  of  this  Act,  an  operating  plan  for  the  allocation  of  funds,  including  Line  Item  Construction 
projects.  Requests  for  reprogramming  will  be  considered  pursuant  to  the  guidelines  included  at  the 
beginning  of  this  explanatory  statement.  No  funds  are  provided  for  project  number  16,  entitled 
“Rehabilitate  Historic  Main  Parade  Ground  Barracks1'  at  the  Fort  Vancouver  National  Historic  Site.  The 
Conferees  have  become  aware  that  the  proposed  project  is  intended  as  part  of  a  future  plan  to  relocate  the 
Servicers  Pacific  West  Regional  Office  from  its  current  location  in  California.  However,  the  budget 
request  does  not  indicate  any  such  plans,  and  the  Department  subsequently  implemented  new  regional 
boundaries  for  the  Service  as  of  August,  2018.  Therefore,  it  is  premature  to  fund  this  project  during  fiscal 
year  2019.  The  Conferees  further  note  with  concern  that  the  Service  decided  to  move  the  current  regional 
office  without  first  consulting  stakeholders  and  Congress.  The  Service  is  reminded  that  major 
organizational  proposals  like  this  should  be  disclosed  as  part  of  the  annual  budget  proposal  so  that 
Congress  and  the  public  have  opportunity  to  vet  them, 

Gustavus  Intertie.  Glacier  NP. — The  Conferees  direct  the  Service  to  consult  regularly  with  the 
City  of  Gustavus  as  it  issues  the  RFP,  prospectus,  and  design/build  contracts  for  the  intertie  at  Glacier 
Bay  National  Park. 


LAND  ACQUISITION  AND  STATE  ASSISTANCE 

The  bill  provides  $168,444,000  for  Land  Acquisition  and  State  Assistance.  The  amounts 
provided  by  this  bill  for  projects  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  listed  in  priority  order  pursuant  to  the 
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project  list  received  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Further  instructions  are  contained  under  the  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  heading  in  the  front  of  this  explanatory  statement.

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CENTENNIAL  CHALLENGE 

The  bill  provides  $20,000,000  for  the  Centennial  Challenge  matching  grant  program.  The 
program  provides  dedicated  Federal  funding  to  leverage  partnerships  for  signature  projects  and  programs 
for  the  national  park  system.  The  Conferees  expect  these  funds  to  be  used  by  the  Service  to  address 
projects  that  have  a  deferred  maintenance  component  in  order  to  alleviate  the  sizeable  deferred 
maintenance  backlog  within  the  national  park  system,  A  one-to-one  match  is  required  for  projects  to 
qualify  for  these  funds.  The  Service  is  urged  to  give  preference  to  projects  that  demonstrate  additional 
leveraging  capacity  from  its  partners.  From  amounts  in  the  Centennial  Challenge  account,  the  Conferees 
encourage  the  Department  to  make  $5,000,000  available  for  critical  programs  and  projects,  pursuant  to  54 
U.S.C  1011  Subchapter  II,  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  outlined  in  Title  VI  of  Public  Law  1 14*289. 
The  Conferees  note  that  amounts  appropriated  for  the  Centennial  Challenge  are  now  supplemented  by 
additional  mandatory  revenues  from  sales  of  Federal  Recreational  Lands  Senior  Passes,  as  authorized  by 
the  National  Park  Service  Centennial  Act  (P.L.  1 14-289), 

UNITED  STATES  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY 
SURVEYS,  INVESTIGATIONS,  AND  RESEARCH 

The  bill  provides  $1,160,596,000  for  Surveys,  Investigations,  and  Research  of  the  U.S. 

Geological  Survey  (USGS,  or  the  Survey  ).  The  detailed  allocation  of  funding  by  program  area  and 
activity  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement.  The  Survey  is  reminded  of  the 
guidance  and  reporting  requirements  contained  in  House  Report  1 15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 15-276  that 
should  be  complied  with  unless  specifically  addressed  to  the  contrary  herein,  as  explained  in  the  front 
matter  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

Ecosystems— The  agreement  provides  $156,882,000,  including  a  $2,000,000  reduction  for  land 
and  water  management  research  activities  within  the  status  and  trends  and  fisheries  program  subactivities. 
The  Survey  provides  critical  scientific  research  and  data  to  land  and  water  managers  in  priority 
landscapes  such  as  the  Arctic,  Puget  Sound,  California  Bay  Delta,  Everglades,  Great  Lakes,  Columbia 
River,  and  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  the  Conferees  expect  this  work  to  continue  at  the  enacted  levels.  The 
agreement  includes  $8,800,000  to  maintain  the  current  funding  level  at  the  Great  Lakes  Science  Center. 

The  agreement  maintains  the  Senate  funding  level  and  direction  on  white  nose  syndrome,  as  well 
as  $300,000  for  whooping  crane  research  and  $200,000  for  research  on  coral  disease. 

The  agreement  includes  $7,600,000  for  Asian  carp,  of  w  hich  a  total  of  $2,000,000  is  for  research 
on  containing  and  eradicating  grass  carp. 
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The  agreement  provides  a  $1,000,000  increase  for  Cooperative  Research  Unit  (CRUs)  vacancies, 
including  $250,000  for  research  as  directed  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276* 

The  Conferees  have  included  $500,000  for  the  continued  research  transferred  from  curation 
activities. 

Land  Resources. — The  agreement  provides  $15  8,299,000  for  the  Land  Resources  program. 
Within  these  funds,  Landsat  9  is  fully  funded  at  $32,000,000  and  the  AmericaView  State  grant  program 
receives  $1,215,000.  The  agreement  continues  funding  for  the  eight  regional  science  centers  at  the  fiscal 
year  2018  enacted  level 

Energy,  Minerals ,  and  Environmental  Health . — The  agreement  provides  $1 1 1,736,000  for 
Energy,  Minerals,  and  Environmental  Health,  with  $9,598,000  included  for  the  new  critical  mapping 
initiative.  Three  Dimensional  mapping,  and  Economic  Empowerment  Program*  The  Conferees  include 
$3,800,000  for  the  implementation  of  Secretarial  Order  3352  and  encourage  the  Survey  to  continue  to 
work  on  the  U*S*  domestic  mineral  base  survey,  which  would  be  a  complementary  tool  for  the  new 
critical  minerals  initiative*  The  Survey  is  reminded  to  follow  the  Senate  direction  on  mapping  in  the 
Arctic  mineral  belt. 

The  agreement  includes  $  1 00,000  within  funds  for  Mineral  Resources  to  develop  a  map  showing 
pyrrhotite  occurrences  across  the  United  States. 

The  agreement  provides  $12,598,000  for  toxic  substances  hydrology  with  increased  funding  to 
understand  cyanobacteria  and  toxins  in  stream  and  wetland  ecosystems  and  to  expedite  the  development 
and  deployment  of  remote  sensing  tools  to  assist  with  early  event  warning.  The  Conferees  also  direct 
$200,000  to  be  used  for  activities  to  better  understand  mechanisms  that  result  in  toxins  being  present  in 
harmful  alga!  blooms* 

Natural  Hazards *■ — The  agreement  provides  $166,258,000  for  the  Natural  Hazards  Program, 
including  $83,403,000  for  earthquake  hazards.  Within  this  funding,  $  1 6, 100,000  is  provided  for 
continued  development  of  an  earthquake  early  warning  (EEW)  system  and  $5,000,000  is  provided  for 
capital  costs  associated  with  the  buildout  of  the  EEW.  Additionally,  $5,000,000  is  provided  for 
Advanced  National  Seismic  System  (ANSS)  infrastructure  and  $1,200,000  is  provided  to  address  base 
staffing  needs  necessary  to  support  the  ANSS. 

The  Conferees  have  not  yet  received  an  updated  Technical  Implementation  Plan  for  the 
ShakeAlert  Production  System,  including  revised  cost  estimates  and  timelines,  as  directed  in  the 
statement  accompanying  P.L.  115-141.  The  Conferees  encourage  completion  and  review  of  this  report 
and  expect  to  receive  it  as  quickly  as  practicable* 

The  agreement  includes  the  continuation  of  the  $800,000  for  the  Central  and  Eastern  U.S. 

Seismic  Network  (CEUSN).  The  Conferees  also  continue  the  $1 ,000,000  for  regional  seismic  networks 
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and  expect  the  Survey  to  allocate  foods  according  to  the  same  methodology  used  in  fiscal  year  2018,  The 
agreement  includes  $2,000,000  for  the  Earthscope  USArray  project. 

Within  volcano  hazards,  the  agreement  provides  $1,540,000  for  operations  at  high-threat 
volcanoes  as  a  result  of  the  one-time  infrastructure  funding  provided  in  fiscal  year  201 8;  $1 ,000,000  for 
next  generation  lahar  detection  operations;  and  a  total  of  $3,145,000  for  new  next-generation  lahar 
detection  system  infrastructure  on  very  high-threat  volcanoes. 

Water  Resources. — The  agreement  provides  $226,308,000  for  Water  Resources,  with 
$61,746,000  directed  to  activities  associated  with  the  Cooperative  Matching  Funds,  including  a 
$1,000,000  increase  for  integrated  water  assessments  and  a  $819,000  increase  for  harmful  algal  bloom 
work  as  directed  in  House  Report  1 1 5-765.  The  agreement  maintains  funding  at  the  enacted  level  for  the 
Mississippi  River  Alluvial  Plain,  the  U.S. -Mexico  aquifer  project,  and  shallow  and  fractured  bedrock 
terrain. 

The  agreement  includes  $10,000,000  in  streamgage  infrastructure  investments,  with  a  total  of 
$8,500,000  for  deployment  and  operation  of  NextGen  water  observing  equipment  and  $  1,500,000  for 
streamgages  on  transboundaiy  rivers.  The  agreement  maintains  funding  for  the  streamgage  on  the  Unuk 
River  at  $120,000. 

The  groundwater  monitoring  network  is  to  be  maintained  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level. 

Core  Science  Systems. — The  agreement  provides  $1 1 7,902,000  for  Core  Science  Systems,  which 
includes  an  increase  of  $1,500,000  for  3D  Elevation  Program  (3DEP)  National  Enhancement  and  a  total 
of  $7,722,000  for  Alaska  Mapping  and  Map  Modernization.  The  agreement  includes  $16,580,000  for  the 
US  Topo  program  to  continue  shifting  map  production  toward  dynamic  product-on-demand  mapping. 

The  Conferees  are  aware  there  are  multiple  advanced  lidar  technologies  and  encourage  the 
Survey  to  utilize  advanced  technologies  as  long  as  such  technology  is  in  accordance  with  the  Survey’s 
guidelines. 

Facilities.— The  agreement  includes  $120,383,000  for  facilities,  defened  maintenance,  and 
capital  improvement.  Within  these  amounts,  $12,454,000  is  included  for  the  Menlo  Park  facility 
transition.  The  Conferees  have  continued  the  infrastructure  funding  provided  in  fiscal  year  2018  for 
deferred  maintenance.  Of  the  amount  provided,  $4,800,000  shall  be  available  for  interim  office  and 
laboratory  space,  equipment,  and  other  needs  due  to  the  destruction  of  the  Hawaiian  Volcano  Observatory 
and  the  continuing  volcanic  activity  at  Kilauea, 
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BUREAU  OF  OCEAN  ENERGY  MANAGEMENT 
OCEAN  ENERGY  MANAGEMENT 

The  bill  provides  $  1 79,266,000  for  Ocean  Energy  Management  to  be  partially  offset  with  the 
collection  of  rental  receipts  and  cost  recovery  fees  totaling  $49, 81 6,000,  for  a  net  discretionary 
appropriation  of  $129,450,000.  The  agreement  includes  the  following  additional  guidance: 

Five-year  lease  plan, — The  request  for  the  Bureau’s  efforts  to  initiate  a  new  five  year  offshore 
leasing  program  is  fully  funded,  and  the  Conferees  encourage  an  expeditious  and  thorough  review. 

Offshore  Revenues, — The  Conferees  direct  the  Department  to  distribute  revenues  from  Gulf  of 
Mexico  operations  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  Energy  Security  Act  of  2006  (P.L. 
109-432). 

Offshore  Wind  Energy  Development.— The  Conferees  understand  that  the  Bureau  is  continuing  to 
work  in  North  Carolina  with  local  stakeholders,  industry,  and  State  task  forces,  and  that  there  will  be  no 
lease  sales  for  offshore  areas  in  North  Carolina  during  fiscal  year  2019. 

Renewable  Energy.— The  Bureau  should  continue  to  follow  the  direction  under  this  heading  in 
Senate  Report  1 1 5-276  concerning  offshore  w  ind  energy  and  working  cooperatively  with  the  Department 
of  Energy  and  coastal  States. 

BUREAU  OF  SAFETY  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENFORCEMENT 
OFFSHORE  SAFETY  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENFORCEMENT 

The  bill  provides  $1 87,240,000  for  Offshore  Safety  and  Environmental  Enforcement  to  be 
partially  offset  with  the  collection  of  rental  receipts,  cost  recovery  fees,  and  inspection  fees  totaling 
$65,889,000  for  a  net  discretionary  appropriation  of  $121,35 1,000. 

OIL  SPILL  RESEARCH 

The  bill  provides  $14,899,000  for  Oil  Spill  Research. 

OFFICE  OF  SURFACE  MINING  RECLAMATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 
REGULATION  AND  TECHNOLOGY 

The  bill  provides  $1  [5.804,000  for  the  Office  of  Surface  Mining  Reclamation  and  Enforcement 
(OSMRE)  Regulation  and  Technology  account  and  includes  $2,300,000  in  the  form  of  grant  payments  to 
Slates  preparing  to  assume  primacy.  Regulatory  grants  shall  be  funded  at  $70,890,000,  with  $68,590,000, 
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equal  to  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level,  provided  in  the  bill.  GSMRE  is  directed  to  apply  $2,300,000 
in  fiscal  year  2018  carryover  to  the  State  regulatory  grant  program  to  maintain  fiscal  year  2018  funding 
levels  for  States  with  primacy. 

ABANDONED  MINE  RECLAMATION  FUND 

The  bill  provides  $139,672,000  for  the  Abandoned  Mine  Reclamation  Fund.  Of  the  funds 
provided,  $24,672,000  shall  be  derived  from  the  Abandoned  Mine  Reclamation  Fund  and  $1 15,000,000 
shall  be  derived  from  the  General  Fund.  The  $1 1 5,000,000  in  grants  to  States  and  Indian  tribes  for  the 
reclamation  of  abandoned  mine  lands  in  conjunction  with  economic  and  community  development  and 
reuse  goals  shall  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  same  goals,  intent,  and  direction  as  in  fiscal  year 
2018. 


BUREAU  OF  INDIAN  AFFAIRS  AND  BUREAU  OF  INDIAN  EDUCATION 
OPERATION  OF  INDIAN  PROGRAMS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $2,414,577,000  for  Operation  of  Indian  Programs.  AH  programs,  projects,  and 
activities  are  maintained  at  fiscal  year  2018  levels,  except  for  requested  fixed  cost  increases  and  transfers, 
or  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  For  this  and  all  other  Bureau  accounts  funded  in  this  bill,  Indian 
Affairs  is  expected  to  comply  with  the  instructions  and  requirements  at  the  beginning  of  this  division  and 
in  House  Report  1 1 5-765  and  Senate  Report  1 15-276,  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  Additional 
details,  instructions,  and  requirements  follow  below  and  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division.  Indian 
Affairs  is  reminded  of  the  importance  of  meeting  reporting  requirement  deadlines  so  that  the  Committees 
can  properly  evaluate  programs.  Failure  to  do  so  could  negatively  impact  future  budgets. 

Tribal  Government , — The  agreement  provides  $320,973,000  for  Tribal  government  programs, 
and  includes  $2,000,000  to  improve  the  condition  of  unpaved  roads  and  bridges  used  by  school  buses 
transporting  students.  Funds  to  implement  the  Native  American  Tourism  Improvement  and  Visitor 
Experience  Act  of  2016  continue  at  the  Fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level. 

Human  Services. — The  agreement  provides  $161,41 6,000  for  human  services  programs  and 
includes  $300,000  to  support  women  and  children’s  shelters  that  are  serving  the  needs  of  multiple  Tribes 
or  Alaska  Native  Villages  in  the  areas  served  by  the  Tiwahe  pilot  sites. 

Trust-  Natural  Resources  Management. — The  agreement  provides  $206,870,000  for  natural 
resources  management  programs,  including  a  $500,000  program  increase  for  forestry  Tribal  priority 
allocations.  The  agreement  provides  $1,500,000  to  implement  section  7(b)  of  Public  Law  102-495,  the 
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Elwha  River  Ecosystem  and  Fisheries  Act  and  the  Bureau  is  directed  to  follow  the  related  guidance 
contained  in  House  Report  1 1 5-765. 

The  Conferees  understand  that  the  Pacific  Salmon  Commission  is  close  to  reaching  an  agreement 
to  amend  Annex  IV  of  the  Pacific  Salmon  Treaty  to  replace  management  terms  that  expire  on  December 
3 1, 2018;  therefore,  the  Bureau  is  directed  to  report  back  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  with  a 
detailed  cost  estimate  of  the  responsibilities  under  the  Pacific  Salmon  Treaty  and,  specifically.  Annex  IV 
of  the  Treaty  as  proposed  to  be  amended. 

Trust  -  Real  Estate  Services . — The  agreement  provides  $130,680,000  for  real  estate  services,  of 
which  $1,500,000  is  for  rights  protection  litigation  support  and  $450,000  is  for  certification  of  historical 
places  and  cultural  sites,  including  Alaska  Native  Claims  Settlement  Act. 

Bureau  of  Indian  Education,— The  agreement  includes  $904,557,000  for  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Education  and  partially  retains  and  redistributes  a  one-time  forward  funding  increase  prov  ided  in  fiscal 
year  2018.  A  program  increase  of  $  1,000,000  is  included  for  Tribal  colleges  and  universities.  Tribal 
grant  support  costs  continue  to  be  fully  funded.  Within  education  program  enhancements,  funding  for 
Native  language  immersion  grants  continues  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  of  $2,000,000. 

The  Conferees  are  aware  of  the  Department’s  efforts  to  pursue  alternative  financing  options  to 
address  the  significant  need  for  replacement  school  construction  at  Bureau  of  Indian  Education  funded 
schools  and  have  included  an  increase  of  $2,000,000  within  Facility  Operations  to  implement  a  pilot 
program  to  meet  these  needs.  Before  obligating  these  funds,  the  Department  shall  provide  an  expenditure 
plan  for  these  funds  to  the  Committees  that  includes  details  regarding  how  these  funds  will  be  used  in 
fiscal  year  2019,  potential  out-year  impacts  and  demand  for  the  program,  and  additional  recommendations 
for  legislative  authority  or  other  considerations  for  future  program  management. 

Public  Safety  and  Justice. — The  agreement  provides  $41 1,517,000  for  public  safety  and  justice 
programs,  of  which:  $1,000,000  is  to  implement  the  Native  American  Graves  Protection  and  Repatriation 
Act;  $8,250,000  is  for  patrol  officers  in  areas  hit  hardest  by  the  opioid  epidemic;  $3,033,000  is  to  reduce 
recidivism  through  the  Tiwahe  initiative;  $2,000,000  is  for  Tribal  detention  facility  staffing  needs, 
including  addressing  the  needs  of  newly  funded  Tribal  detention  facilities;  $13,000,000  is  to  address  the 
needs  of  Tribes  affected  by  Public  Law  83-280;  and  $2,000,000  is  to  implement  the  Violence  Against 
Women  Act  for  both  training  and  specific  Tribal  court  needs. 

Community  and  Economic  Development. — The  agreement  provides  $47,579,000  for  community 
and  economic  development  programs,  including  $3,400,000  to  implement  the  Native  American  Tourism 
Improvement  and  Visitor  Experience  Act  of  2016  and  $1,000,000  for  the  modernization  of  oil  and  gas 
records. 
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A  program  increase  of  $1,000,000  is  included  for  the  Office  of  Indian  Energy  and  Economic 
Development  to  provide  assistance  to  Tribes  to  enhance  economic  development  and  improve  access  to 
private  financing  of  development  projects.  The  Office  should  assist  with  feasibility  studies  and  provide 
technical  assistance  to  Tribes  to  establish  commercial  codes,  courts  and  other  business  structures. 

Further,  the  Office  should  undertake  efforts  to  build  Tribal  capacity  to  lease  Tribal  lands  and  manage 
economic  and  energy  resource  development.  Finally,  the  Office  should  explore  opportunities  to  foster 
incubators  of  Tribal -owned  and  other  Native  American-owned  businesses.  The  Office  is  expected  to 
track  accomplishments  for  each  of  these  purposes  and  to  report  them  annually  in  its  budget  justification. 

Executive  Direction  and  Administrative  Services . — The  agreement  includes  $230,985,000  for 
executive  direction  and  administrative  services,  of  which:  $1 0,1 55,000  is  for  Assistant  Secretary  Support; 
$20,251,000  is  for  Executive  Direction;  and  $48,019,000  is  for  Administrative  Services. 

Tribal  Sovereignty, — It  is  the  Conferees’  understanding  that  the  authorizing  committees  of 
jurisdiction  are  actively  working  to  expeditiously  address  issues  raised  by  25  U.S.C.  section  251.  The 
Bureau  is  expected  to  work  cooperatively  with  Tribes  and  the  relevant  committees  on  such  efforts. 

CONTRACT  SUPPORT  COSTS 

The  bill  provides  an  indefinite  appropriation  for  contract  support  costs,  consistent  with  fiscal  year 
2018  and  estimated  to  be  $247,000,000. 


CONSTRUCTION 

(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $358,719,000  for  Construction.  All  programs,  projects,  and  activities  are 
maintained  at  fiscal  year  2018  levels  except  for  requested  fixed  cost  increases  and  transfers,  or  unless 
otherwise  specified  below. 

Education  Construction. — The  agreement  provides  $238,250,000  for  schools  and  related  facilities 
within  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Education  system  and  includes  the  following:  $105,504,000  for  replacement 
school  campus  construction;  $23,935,000  for  replacement  facility  construction;  $13,576,000  for  employee 
housing  repair;  and  $95,235,000  for  facilities  improvement  and  repair. 

Public  Safety  and  Justice  Construction. — The  agreement  provides  $35,310,000  for  public  safety 
and  justice  construction  and  includes  the  following:  $1 8,000,000  for  facilities  replacement  and  new 
construction  program;  $4,494,000  for  employee  housing;  $9,372,000  for  facilities  improvement  and 
repair;  $170,000  for  fire  safety  coordination;  and  $3,274,000  for  fire  protection. 
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Resources  Management  Construction. — The  agreement  provides  $7 1 ,23 1 ,000  for  resources 
management  construction  programs  and  includes  the  following:  $28,695,000  for  irrigation  project 
construction,  of  which  $10,000,000  is  for  projects  authorized  by  the  WlfN  Act;  $2,605,000  for 
engineering  and  supervision;  $1,016,000  for  survey  and  design;  $650,000  for  Federal  power  compliance; 
and  $38,265,000  for  dam  safety  and  maintenance.  The  Conferees  direct  the  Bureau  to  report  back  to  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  outlining  the  execution  strategy 
for  those  funds  provided  under  section  321 1  of  the  WllN  Act  (P.L,  1 14-322), 

Other  Program  Construction. — The  agreement  provides  $13,928,000  for  other  programs  and 
includes  the  following:  $  1,41 9,000  for  telecommunications,  including  $300,000  to  improve  officer  safety 
by  eliminating  radio  communications  dead  zones;  $3,919,000  for  facilities  and  quarters;  and  $8,590,000 
for  program  management,  including  $2,634,000  to  continue  the  project  at  Fort  Peck. 

INDIAN  LAND  AND  WATER  CLAIMS  SETTLEMENTS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  PAYMENTS  TO 

INDIANS 

The  bill  provides  $50,057,000  for  Indian  Land  and  Water  Claims  Settlements  and  Miscellaneous 
Payments  to  Indians,  ensuring  that  Indian  Affairs  will  meet  the  statutory  deadlines  of  all  authorized 
settlement  agreements  to  date.  The  detailed  allocation  of  funding  by  settlement  is  included  in  the  table  at 
the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

INDIAN  GUARANTEED  LOAN  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  bill  provides  $10,779,000  for  the  Indian  Guaranteed  Loan  Program  Account  to  facilitate 
business  investments  in  Indian  Country. 

DEPARTMENTAL  OFFICES 
OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY 
DEPARTMENTAL  OPERATIONS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $124,673,000  for  Departmental  Offices,  Office  of  the  Secretary,  Departmental 
Operations.  Programs  are  expected  to  comply  with  the  instructions  and  requirements  at  the  beginning  of 
this  division  and  in  House  Report  !  15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276.  The  agreement  maintains  the  staff 
and  funding  associated  with  the  office  of  Native  Hawaiian  Relations  in  the  office  of 
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the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Policy,  Management  and  Budget*  The  Conferees  have  provided 
funding  for  the  Alyce  Spotted  Bear  and  Walter  SobolefF Commission  on  Native  Children. 

Department  of  the  Interior  Reorganization. — The  Conferees  note  that  the  Department  moved 
forward  with  the  first  phase  of  its  planned  reorganization  on  August  22,  2018,  when  it  established  new 
regional  boundaries  for  all  of  its  bureaus  except  for  those  which  fall  under  the  leadership  of  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Indian  Affairs.  Recognizing  that  many  of  the  specific  details  of  the  reorganization  are  still  in 
development,  the  Conferees  reiterate  that  the  Department  must  develop  a  concrete  plan  for  how  it  will 
reshape  its  essential  functions,  taking  into  account  its  relationships  with  the  Tribes,  State  and  local 
governments,  private  and  nonprofit  partners,  the  public,  and  the  Department’s  workforce.  Transparency 
must  be  an  essential  element  of  the  reorganization  process,  and  the  Department  is  expected  to  continue 
engaging  external  stakeholders  and  conducting  robust  Tribal  consultation  as  it  develops  its  expected 
organizational  changes. 

The  Conferees  appreciate  the  commitment  of  Departmental  leadership,  through  an  exchange  of 
formal  letters,  to  regularly  consult  with  the  Committees  throughout  the  ongoing  reorganization  process 
and  to  adhere  to  the  reprogramming  guidelines  set  forth  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  this 
Act,  which  require  the  Department  to  submit  certain  organizational  changes  for  Committee  review, 
including  workforce  restructure,  reshaping,  or  transfer  of  functions.  The  Conferees  also  note  that  the 
agreement  includes  a  total  of  $14,100,000  in  new  funding  to  implement  the  reorganization  within  the 
budgets  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  LLS.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  National  Park  Service,  U.S. 
Geological  Survey,  and  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  expect  the  Department  to  provide  a  report  on  the 
planned  use  of  these  funds  to  the  Committees  30  days  prior  to  obligating  these  funds. 

Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PUT). — The  agreement  includes  funding  for  PILT  for  fiscal  year 
2019  In  Section  1 16  of  Title  I  Genera!  Provisions. 

ANSEP. — The  Conferees  are  aware  that  the  Alaska  Native  Science  &  Engineering  Program 
( ANSEP)  at  the  University  of  Alaska  Anchorage  would  like  to  become  a  "Designated  Partner 
Organization’'  under  the  Direct  Hire  Authority  for  Resource  Assistant  Internship  Program,  as  identified  in 
the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act  of  2012;  PL  1 12*74;  H.R,  2055  Division  E  Title  I  Section  121;  16 
U.S.C.  1725(a),  and  the  Conferees  encourage  the  Department  to  facilitate  this  partnership 

Volcanic  Eruption  —Not  later  than  1 20  days  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Secretary' 
shall  submit  to  Congress  a  report  on  all  Department  facilities  damaged  by  a  volcanic  eruption  covered  by 
a  Presidential  Disaster  Declaration  made  in  calendar  year  2018.  The  report  shall  include:  (1)  an  inventory' 
of  all  Department  facilities  that  were  damaged;  (2)  a  full  description  of  facilities  closures,  and  the 
estimated  impact  on  visitation  to  National  Park  Service  facilities;  and  (3)  a  plan  to  restore  or  replace 
damaged  facilities  and  restore  historic  visitation  levels  which  includes  associated  cost  estimates.  In 
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preparing  the  plan,  the  Secretary  shall  engage  with  the  host  community,  including  State  and  local 
governments.  The  Secretary  is  also  encouraged  to  consider  collocating  damaged  U.S.  Geological  Survey 
facilities  in  a  lower  risk  area  as  part  of  the  plan. 

INSULAR  AFFAIRS 
ASSISTANCE  TO  TERRITORIES 

The  agreement  provides  5100,688,000  for  Assistance  to  Territories.  The  detailed  allocation  of 
funding  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

The  Conferees  remind  the  Department  of  the  directives  contained  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276 
regarding  U.S.  Virgin  Islands  Hurricane  Impacts,  American  Samoa,  compact  impact,  and  civic  education 
programs  for  Insular  Area  students. 

COMPACT  OF  FREE  ASSOCIATION 

The  agreement  provides  $3,413,000  for  Compact  of  Free  Association,  $123,774,000  below  the 
fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  and  $304,000  above  the  budget  request.  The  Consolidated  Appropriations 
Act,  201 8  (P.L,  115-141)  provided  $123,824,000  in  necessary  funds  to  finalize  the  2010  Compact  Review 
Agreement  w  ith  Palau  and  bring  it  into  force.  A  detailed  table  of  funding  recommendations  below  the 
account  level  is  provided  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  SOLICITOR 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  bill  provides  $65,674,000  for  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor.  The  detailed  allocation  of  funding 
is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement 

OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  bill  provides  $52,486,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General.  The  detailed  allocation  of 
funding  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 
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OFFICE  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TRUSTEE  FOR  AMERICAN  INDIANS 
FEDERAL  TRUST  PROGRAMS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  provides  $!1 1 ,540,000  for  the  Office  of  the  Special  Trustee  for  American  Indians 
and  includes  the  requested  transfer  to  the  Office  of  Valuation  for  Appraisal  Services.  The  detailed 
allocation  of  funding  by  activity  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 


DEPARTMENT-WIDE  PROGRAMS 
WILDLAND  FIRE  MANAGEMENT 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  provides  a  total  of  $941 ,21 1 ,000  for  Department  of  the  Interior  Wildland  Fire 
Management.  Of  the  funds  provided,  $388,135,000  is  for  suppression  operations,  which  fully  funds 
wildland  fire  suppression  at  the  1 0-year  average,  and  $189,000,000  is  for  fuels  management  activities. 
The  detailed  allocation  of  funding  by  activity  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory 
statement. 


CENTRAL  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS  FUND 
The  agreement  provides  $10,010,000  for  the  Central  Hazardous  Materials  Fund. 

NATURAL  RESOURCE  DAMAGE  ASSESSMENT  AND  RESTORATION 
NATURAL  RESOURCE  DAMAGE  ASSESSMENT  FUND 

The  agreement  provides  $7,767,000  for  the  Natural  Resource  Damage  Assessment  Fund.  The 
detailed  allocation  of  funding  by  activity  is  included  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement. 

WORKING  CAPITAL  FUND 

The  agreement  provides  $55,735,000  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Working  Capital  Fund. 
Funds  previously  appropriated  for  the  Service  First  initiative  that  are  available  for  obligation  as  of  the 
date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  should  be  utilized  for  needs  identified  in  the  fiscal  year  2039  budget  request. 
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OFFICE  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES  REVENUE 

The  agreement  provides  $137,505,000  for  the  Office  of  Natural  Resources  Revenue. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS,  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  INTERIOR 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  various  legislative  provisions  affecting  the  Department  in  Title  I  of  the 
bill,  "General  Provisions,  Department  of  the  Interior.”  The  provisions  are: 

Section  101  provides  Secretarial  authority  for  the  intra-bureau  transfer  of  program  funds  for 
expenditures  in  cases  of  emergencies  when  all  other  emergency  funds  are  exhausted. 

Section  102  provides  for  the  Department-wide  expenditure  or  transfer  of  funds  by  the  Secretary'  in 
the  event  of  actual  or  potential  emergencies  including  forest  fires,  range  fires,  earthquakes,  floods, 
volcanic  eruptions,  storms,  oil  spills,  grasshopper  and  Mormon  cricket  outbreaks,  and  surface  mine 
reclamation  emergencies. 

Section  1 03  provides  for  the  use  of  appropriated  funds  by  the  Secretary  for  contracts,  rental  cars 
and  aircraft,  telephone  expenses,  and  other  certain  services. 

Section  1 04  provides  for  the  expenditure  or  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
and  Bureau  of  Indian  Education,  and  the  Office  of  the  Special  Trustee  for  American  Indians,  for  Indian 
trust  management  and  reform  activities. 

Section  105  permits  the  redistribution  of  Tribal  priority  allocation  and  Tribal  base  funds  to 
alleviate  funding  inequities. 

Section  106  authorizes  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  operating  and  maintaining 
facilities  that  support  visitors  to  Ellis,  Governors,  and  Liberty  Islands, 

Section  107  continues  Outer  Continental  Shelf  inspection  fees  to  be  collected  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior, 

Section  108  authorizes  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior  to  continue  the  reorganization  of  the  Bureau 
of  Ocean  Energy  Management,  Regulation,  and  Enforcement  in  conformance  with  Committee 
reprogramming  guidelines. 

Section  1 09  provides  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with  authority  to  enter  into  multi-year 
cooperative  agreements  with  non-profit  organizations  for  long-term  care  of  wild  horses  and  burros. 

Section  1 10  addresses  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service’s  responsibilities  for  mass  marking  of 
salmon  id  stocks. 

Section  1 1 1  allows  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  and  Bureau  of  Indian  Education  to  more 
efficiently  and  effectively  perform  reimbursable  work. 
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Section  1 12  addresses  the  humane  transfer  of  excess  wild  horses  and  burros. 

Section  1 13  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  the  Interior  Experienced  Services 
Program. 

Section  1 14  extends  the  authority  for  the  Secretary  to  accept  public  and  private  contributions  for 
the  orderly  development  and  exploration  of  Outer  Continental  Shelf  resources. 

Section  1 15  retitles  the  Indiana  Dunes  National  Lakeshore  and  re-designates  the  Paul  H.  Douglas 

Trail 

Section  1 16  provides  funding  for  the  Payments  in  lieu  of  Taxes  (PUT)  program. 

Section  1 17  provides  a  technical  correction. 

Section  1 18  provides  for  the  designation  of  the  Peter  B.  Webster  111  Memorial  Area. 

Section  1  19  requires  funds  to  be  available  for  obligation  and  expenditure  not  later  than  60  days 
after  the  date  of  enactment. 

Section  120  addresses  the  issuance  of  rules  for  sage-grouse. 
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TITLE  II  -  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION  AGENCY 

The  bill  provides  $8,058,488,000  for  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  The  bill  does 
not  support  reductions  proposed  in  the  budget  request  unless  explicitly  noted  in  the  explanatory  statement. 

Congressional  Budget  Justification. — The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  to  include  the 
information  requested  in  House  Report  1 12-33 1  and  any  proposals  to  change  State  allocation  formulas 
that  affect  the  distribution  of  appropriated  funds  in  future  budget  justifications. 

Reprogramming  mid  Workforce  Reshaping  —  The  agreement  does  not  include  any  of  the 
requested  funds  for  workforce  reshaping.  Further,  the  Conferees  do  not  expect  the  Agency  to  consolidate 
or  close  any  regional  offices  in  fiscal  year  2019,  The  Agency  is  held  to  the  reprogramming  limitation  of 
$1,000,000  and  should  continue  to  follow  the  reprogramming  directives  as  provided  in  the  front  of  this 
explanatory'  statement.  It  is  noted  that  such  reprogramming  directives  apply  to  proposed  reorganizations, 
workforce  restructure,  reshaping,  transfer  of  functions,  or  downsizing,  especially  those  of  significant 
national  or  regional  importance,  and  include  closures,  consolidations,  and  relocations  of  offices,  facilities, 
and  laboratories. 

Further,  the  Agency  may  not  use  any  amount  of  de-obligated  funds  to  initiate  a  new  program, 
office,  or  initiative,  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Committees.  Within  30  days  of  enactment  of  this 
Act,  the  Agency  is  directed  to  submit  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  its  annual 
operating  plan  for  fiscal  year  2019,  which  shall  detail  how  the  Agency  plans  to  allocate  funds  at  the 
program  project  level. 

Other  —  It  is  noted  that  the  current  workforce  is  below  the  prior  year  levels,  therefore,  the 
agreement  includes  rescissions  in  the  Science  and  Technology  and  Environmental  Programs  and 
Management  accounts  that  capture  expected  savings  associated  with  such  changes.  The  Agency  is 
directed  to  apply  the  rescissions  to  reflect  efficiency  savings  in  a  manner  that  seeks,  to  the  extent 
practicable,  to  be  proportional  among  program  project  areas.  Amounts  provided  in  this  Act  are  sufficient 
to  fully  fund  Agency  payroll  estimates,  and  the  Conferees  expect  the  Agency's  fiscal  year  2019  FTE 
target  to  be  no  less  than  the  Fiscal  year  2018  levels.  The  Conferees  understand  that  the  Agency  routinely 
makes  funding  payroll  requirements  a  top  priority  and  expect  the  Agency  will  continue  to  do  so  as  it 
executes  its  fiscal  year  2019  appropriation  and  applies  the  rescissions. 

The  Conferees  do  not  expect  the  Agency  will  undertake  adverse  personnel  actions  or  incentive 
programs  to  comply  with  the  rescissions,  nor  do  the  Conferees  expect  the  Agency  will  undertake  large- 
scale  adverse  personnel  actions  or  incentive  programs  in  fiscal  year  2019.  As  specified  in  the  bill 
language,  the  rescissions  shall  not  apply  to  the  Geographic  Programs,  the  National  Estuary  Program,  and 
the  National  Priorities  funding  in  the  Science  and  Technology  and  Environmental  Programs  and 
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Management  accounts.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  submit,  as  part  of  the  operating  plan,  details  on  the 
application  of  such  rescissions  at  the  program  project  level 

SCIENCE  AND  TECHNOLOGY 
(INCLUDING  RESCISSION  OF  FUNDS) 

For  Science  and  Technology  programs,  the  bill  provides  $71 7,723,000  to  be  partially  offset  by  a 
$  1 1 ,250,000  rescission  for  a  net  discretionary  appropriation  of  $706,473,000.  The  bill  transfers 
$15,496,000  from  the  Hazardous  Substance  Superfund  account  to  this  account*  The  bill  provides  the 
following  specific  funding  levels  and  direction: 

Indoor  Air  and  Radiation . — The  bill  provides  $5,997,000  and  funding  for  the  radon  program  is 
maintained  at  not  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level. 

Research:  Air  and  Energy. — The  bill  provides  $94,906,000  for  Research:  Air  and  Energy.  The 
Agency  is  directed  to  allocate  up  to  $3,000,000  to  continue  supporting  the  Partnership  Research  as 
outlined  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  115-141,  This  jointly  funded,  multi-year 
government-industry  research  initiative  should  be  used  to  produce  credible  science  of  national  scope  on 
such  development,  including  review  of  existing  exposure  and  health  studies  already  underway,  and  future 
research.  The  Agency  is  encouraged  to  submit  a  report  updating  the  Committees  on  the  implementation 
of  this  partnership  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act 

Research:  Chemical  Safety  and  Sustainability —The  bill  provides  $126,930,000  for  Research: 
Chemical  Safety  and  Sustainability,  Following  guidance  contained  in  the  explanatory'  statement 
accompanying  Public  Law  1 15-141  and  House  Report  1 15-765,  EPA  also  is  directed  to  include 
advancement  of  methods  to  better  separately  evaluate  chemical  hazards  and  exposures  and  that  take  into 
consideration  harm  to  potentially  exposed  and  susceptible  subpopulations* 

Research:  National  Priorities. — The  bill  provides  $5,000,000,  which  shall  be  used  for  extramural 
research  grants,  independent  of  the  Science  to  Achieve  Results  (STAR)  grant  program,  to  fund  high- 
priority  water  quality'  and  availability  research  by  not-for-profit  organizations  that  often  partner  with  the 
Agency.  The  Agency  shall  continue  to  allocate  the  grants  in  accordance  with  the  direction  provided  in  the 
explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  115-141. 

Additional  Guidance * — The  agreement  includes  the  following  additional  guidance: 

Alternatives  Testing. — The  Agency  is  directed  to  follow  the  guidance  contained  under  this 
heading  in  House  Report  1 15-765  and  to  ensure  that  any  future  plans  identify'  and  address  potential 
barriers  or  limitations  on  the  use  of  alternative  test  methods,  particularly  as  they  relate  to  susceptible 
populations. 
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Enhanced  Aquifer  Use. — The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  following  the  guidance  contained  in 
Senate  Report  1 14-281  in  addition  to  the  guidance  contained  in  House  Report  1 15-765  directing  the 
Agency  to  coordinate  with  other  Federal  research  efforts  in  this  area. 

Harmful  Algal  Blooms. — ' The  Conferees  recognize  the  increasing  challenges  many  communities 
face  from  harmful  algal  blooms  (HABs)  in  freshwater  and  coastal  ecosystems.  The  Conferees  encourage 
the  Agency  to  fund  research  grants  that  help  promote  scientific  progress  towards  preventing  and 
controlling  HABs,  including  research  to:  (1 )  determine  the  effectiveness  of  existing  nutrient  treatment 
technologies;  (2)  evaluate  the  scale-up  of  emerging  nutrient  treatment  technologies  and  develop  new 
technologies;  and  (3)  develop  best  management  practices  to  help  both  rural  and  urban  communities 
control  nutrients  in  their  watersheds.  Additionally,  $5,000,000  is  made  available  to  investigate  health 
effects  from  exposure  to  HABs  and  cyanobacteria  toxins  and  to  develop  methods  to  monitor,  characterize, 
and  predict  blooms  for  early  action. 

STAR  Grants. — The  bill  provides  funds  to  continue  the  Science  to  Achieve  Results  (STAR) 
program,  and  the  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  distribute  grants  consistent  with  fiscal  year  2018, 

ENVIRONMENTAL  PROGRAMS  AND  MANAGEMENT 
(INCLUDING  RESCISSION  OF  FUNDS) 

For  Environmental  Programs  and  Management,  the  bill  provides  $2,658,200,000  to  be  partially 
offset  by  a  $60,201 ,000  rescission  for  a  net  discretionary  appropriation  of  $2,597,999,000.  The  bill 
provides  the  following  specific  funding  levels  and  direction: 

Clean  Air  — The  bill  provides  $273,108,000  for  Clean  Air.  The  Conferees  continue  to  support 
the  EnergySTAR  program  for  both  appliances  and  buildings  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  and  do 
not  recommend  a  shift  to  fee-based  funding,  as  proposed.  The  Conferees  are  concerned  that  litigation 
over  non-compliance  of  voluntary  EnergySTAR  efficiency  standards,  which  can  be  the  result  of  a 
standard  that  has  changed,  may  lead  some  participants  to  avoid  participating  in  the  program.  The 
Conferees  also  are  aware  of  the  need  for  products  carrying  the  EnergySTAR  label  to  achieve  the  required 
efficiency  levels  to  best  benefit  consumers.  The  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  evaluate  how  the  Agency 
may  balance  these  interests  to  ensure  that  the  EnergySTAR  program  is  both  fair  to  voluntary  participants 
and  reliable  for  consumers  and  to  report  back  to  the  Conferees  within  1 80  days  of  the  enactment  of  this 
Act,  The  Conferees  also  fund  both  program  areas  related  to  stratospheric  ozone  at  not  less  than  the  fiscal 
year  2018  enacted  level. 

Environmental  Protection:  National  Priorities, — The  bill  provides  $  15,000,000  for  a  competitive 
grant  program  for  qualified  non-proili  organizations,  excluding  institutions  of  higher  education,  to 
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provide  technical  assistance  for  improved  water  quality  or  safe  drinking  water  and  adequate  waste  water 
to  small  systems  or  individual  private  well  owners.  The  Agency  shall  provide  $12,300,000  for  Grassroots 
Rural  and  Small  Community  Water  Systems  Assistance  Act  for  activities  specified  under  section  1442(e) 
of  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  (42  U.S.C.  300j- 1(e)(8)).  The  Agency  also  is  directed  to  provide 
$1,700,000  for  grants  to  qualified  not-for-profit  organizations  for  technical  assistance  for  individual 
private  well  owners,  with  priority  given  to  organizations  that  currently  provide  technical  and  educational 
assistance  to  individual  private  well  owners.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  provide,  on  a  national  and  multi- 
State  regional  basis,  $1,000,000  for  grants  to  qualified  organizations  for  the  sole  purpose  of  providing  on¬ 
site  training  and  technical  assistance  for  wastewater  systems.  The  Agency  shall  require  each  grantee  to 
provide  a  minimum  10  percent  match,  including  in-kind  contributions.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  allocate 
funds  to  grantees  w  ithin  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

The  Conferees  remain  concerned  that  the  Agency  made  a  decision  to  put  out  a  multi-year  Request 
for  Applications  for  fiscal  year  2017  and  201 8  without  the  expressed  approval  of  the  Committees,  The 
Agency  is  directed  to  obtain  approval  from  the  Committees  for  any  similar  activity  in  the  ftjture. 

Geographic  Programs. — The  bill  provides  $456,958,000,  as  described  in  the  table  at  the  end  of 
this  division,  and  includes  the  following  direction: 

Great  Lakes  Restoration  Initiative, — The  bill  provides  $300,000,000.  The  Agency  shall  continue 
to  follow  the  direction  as  provided  in  House  Report  1 1 2-589  and  in  Senate  Report  1  ]  5-276  related  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Restoration  Initiative, 

Chesapeake  Ray. — The  bill  provides  $73,000,000  for  the  Chesapeake  Bay  program.  From  within 
the  amount  provided,  $6,000,000  is  for  nutrient  and  sediment  removal  grants  and  $6,000,000  is  for  small 
watershed  grants  to  control  polluted  runoff  from  urban,  suburban,  and  agricultural  lands. 

Gulf  of  Mexico , — The  bill  provides  $14,542,000  for  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  Geographic  Program 
where  hypoxia  is  a  growing  cause  for  concern.  The  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  coordinate  with  the 
U,S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Gulf  States,  and  State,  local,  and  private  partners  to  leverage 
additional  resources  for  conservation  projects  on  working  lands  within  the  Gulf  Region  and  Mississippi 
River  Basin.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  distribute  funds  in  the  same  manner  as  fiscal  year  2018. 

Lake  Champlain*— The  bill  provides  $1 1,000,000  for  the  Lake  Champlain  program.  From  within 
the  amount  provided,  $4,399,000  shall  be  allocated  in  the  same  manner  as  fiscal  year  2017,  Funds 
appropriated  above  $4,399,000  shall  be  for  otherwise  unmet  needs  necessary'  to  implement  the  EPA's 
2016  Phosphorus  Total  Maximum  Daily  Load  Plan  for  Lake  Champlain  for  projects  and  work  identified 
in  the  State  implementation  plan, 

Puget  Sound.— The  bill  provides  $28,000,000.  The  Agency  shall  follow  the  direction  under  this 
heading  in  House  Report  1 15-765, 
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Northwest  Forest  Program , — The  agreement  maintains  funding  to  support  the  Northwest  Forest 
program  at  not  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  funding  level 

South  Florida  Program. — The  bill  provides  $3,204,000  for  the  South  Florida  program,  an 
increase  of  $1,500,000  above  the  enacted  level  Within  the  increase,  the  Conferees  provide  $500,000  to 
monitor  coral  health  in  South  Florida;  $500,000  to  enhance  water  quality  and  seagrass  monitoring  in  the 
Caloosahatchee  Estuary  and  Indian  River  Lagoon,  especially  with  respect  to  assessing  the  impact  of  Lake 
Okeechobee  discharges;  and  $500,000  to  enhance  water  quality  and  seagrass  monitoring  in  Florida  Bay 
and  Biscayne  Bay,  especially  w  ith  respect  to  assessing  the  impact  of  Everglades  Restoration  projects, 
Columbia  River  Basin  Restoration  Program. — The  bill  provides  $1,000,000  for  the  purpose  of 
commencing  implementation  of  the  Columbia  River  Basin  Restoration  Program,  which  was  authorized  in 
Public  Law  1 14-322. 

Indoor  Air  and  Radiation. — The  agreement  maintains  funding  for  the  radon  program  at  the  fiscal 
year  2018  enacted  level  Funds  have  been  included  for  the  Radiation  Protection  and  Reduce  Risks  from 
Indoor  Air  programs. 

Information  Exchange/Outreach — The  agreement  includes  funding  for  Tribal  capacity  building 
equal  to  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  use  environmental  education  funds 
for  the  smart  skin  care  program,  similar  to  prior  years.  The  agreement  also  provides  for  the  Small 
Minority  Business  Assistance  program  to  be  continued. 

International  Programs . — The  bill  provides  $15,400,000  for  International  Programs,  which 
includes  funds  for  the  LIS. -Mexico  Border  program  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level 

Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act — The  bill  provides  $1 12,377,000,  an  increase  of 
$3,000,000  above  the  fiscal  year  20  i  8  enacted  level.  Of  the  funds  provided  under  this  section,  not  less 
than  $8,000,0000  should  be  allocated  for  the  purpose  of  developing  and  implementing  a  Federal  permit 
program  for  the  regulation  of  coal  combustion  residuals  in  nonparticipating  States,  as  authorized  under 
section  4005(dtf2XB)  of  die  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act  (42  ILS.C.  6945(d)(2)<B)), 

Additionally,  the  Conferees  continue  the  Waste  Minimization  and  Recycling  program  and  have 
provided  $1,000,000  to  help  public  entities  demonstrate  community  anaerobic  digester  applications  to 
municipal  solid  waste  streams  and  farm  needs,  such  as  capturing  excess  phosphorus. 

Toxics  Risk  Review'  and  Prevention. — The  bill  provides  $92,521,000  for  toxics  risk  review  and 
prevention  activities  and  maintains  funding  for  the  Pollution  Prevention  program  and  the  Lead  Risk 
Reduction  program. 

Water:  Ecosystems . — The  bill  provides  $47,788,000.  Within  the  amount  provided,  $26,723,000 
has  been  provided  for  National  Estuary  Program  (NEP)  grants  as  authorized  by  section  320  of  the  Clean 
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Water  Act,  This  amount  is  sufficient  to  provide  each  of  the  28  national  estuaries  in  the  program  with  a 
grant  of  at  least  $600,000. 

Further,  in  the  Administrative  Provisions  section,  the  Conferees  direct  that  $1,000,000  in 
competitive  grants  be  made  available  for  additional  projects  and  encourage  the  Agency  to  work  in 
consultation  with  the  NEP  directors  to  identify  worthy  projects  and  activities.  In  particular,  the  Conferees 
encourage  the  Agency  to  utilize  a  portion  of  these  funds  to  address  harmful  algal  blooms  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  of  Florida. 

Water  Quality  Protection  —The  bill  provides  $210,91 7,000  for  Water  Quality  Protection  and 
maintains  funding  for  the  WaterSENSE  program  and  the  Urban  Waters  program  at  the  fiscal  year  2018 
enacted  level.  In  addition,  an  increase  of  $500,000  is  provided  for  the  Agency  to  carry  out  the  Clean 
Watershed  Needs  Survey.  The  Conferees  expect  the  Agency  to  request  annual  funding  for  the  Clean 
Watershed  Needs  Survey  and  the  Drinking  Water  Infrastructure  Needs  Survey,  alternating  fiscal  years  as 
appropriate. 

Additional  Guidance. — The  agreement  includes  the  following  additional  guidance: 

Chesapeake  Bay . — The  Conferees  encourage  the  Agency  to  maintain  a  cooperative  relationship 
with  relevant  States  to  ensure  best  practices  are  used  to  promote  the  continued  health  and  preservation  of 
the  Chesapeake  Bay  Watershed. 

Community  Affordability  Study. — The  Conferees  are  concerned  about  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency's  continued  emphasis  on  the  metric  of  2  percent  of  median  house  income  for 
determining  community  affordability  and  encourage  the  Agency  to  continue  ongoing  efforts  to  publish  a 
new  affordability  methodology  for  use  in  updating  all  relevant  EPA  guidance. 

Diesel  Generators  in  Remote  Alaska  Villages. — The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  following  the 
guidance  contained  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  1 15-141. 

Exempt  Aquifers. — For  fiscal  year  2019,  the  Conferees  anticipate  that  the  Agency  w  ill  continue  to 
receive  exempt  aquifer  applications  from  the  State  of  California  for  processing  and  approval.  The 
Conferees  continue  to  support  protecting  underground  sources  of  drinking  water  and  promoting  robust 
economic  development.  Accordingly,  the  Agency  is  urged  to  work  expeditiously  to  process  exempt 
aquifer  applications  and  use  the  existing  regulatory  framework  to  process  these  applications  as  provided 
in  House  Report  1 14-170  and  House  Report  1 14-632. 

Fish  Grinding . — The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  following  the  guidance  contained  in  the 
explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  1  15-141. 

Great  Lakes  Advisory  Board.—  The  Conferees  encourage  the  Agency  to  reestablish  the  Great 
Lakes  Advisory  Board  without  significantly  restructuring  the  member  composition  or  objectives  of  the 
Great  Lakes  Advisory  Board,  as  described  in  the  Great  Lakes  Advisory  Board  charter  dated  June  13, 
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2016,  If  the  Advisory  Board  is  not  reestablished  within  60  days  of  enactment  this  Act,  the  Agency  shall 
provide  the  House  and  Senate  Interior  Appropriations  Subcommittees  with  a  report  that  explains  the 
reason  for  the  delay  and  a  timeline  for  reestablishing  the  Advisory  Board. 

IG  Recommendations  on  Flint  Water  Crisis, — The  Agency  is  directed  to  implement  the 
recommendations  described  in  the  report  of  the  Office  of  Inspector  General  of  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  entitled  "Management  Weakness  Delayed  Response  to  Flint  Water  Crisis”,  numbered 
1 8-P-022 1 ,  and  dated  July  19,  20 1 8,  to  ensure  clean  and  safe  water  compliance  under  the  Safe  Drinking 
W  ater  Act  (42  U.S.C.  300f  et  seq.}.  If  the  Agency  does  not  implement  one  or  more  of  such 
recommendations,  it  is  required  to  submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  and  Environment  and 
Public  Works  of  the  Senate  and  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  and  Energy  and  Commerce  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  a  report  explaining  why  the  Agency  did  not  implement  the  recommendation,  as 
well  as  identifying  specific  actions  the  Agency  is  implementing  to  address  the  concerns  raised  in  the  report. 

Lead  and  Other  Hazardous  Materials . — The  Agency  is  directed  to  follow'  directives  included  in 
Senate  Report  1 15-276  regarding  standards  for  the  identification  of  lead  hazards.  In  addition,  within  180 
days  after  enactment,  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  shall  issue  a  report  on  efforts  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  and  EPA  relating  to  the  removal  of  lead-based 
paint  and  other  hazardous  materials.  The  report  must  include:  (1)  a  description  of  direct  removal  efforts 
by  HUD  and  EPA;  (2)  a  description  of  education  provided  by  HUD  and  EPA  to  other  Federal  agencies, 
local  governments,  communities,  recipients  of  grants  made  by  either  entity;  and  the  general  public 
relating  to  the  removal  of  lead-based  paint  and  other  hazardous  materials;  (3)  a  description  of  assistance 
received  from  other  Federal  agencies  relating  to  the  removal  of  lead-based  paint  and  other  hazardous 
materials;  and  (4)  any  best  practices  developed  or  provided  by  HUD  and  EPA  relating  to  the  removal  of 
lead-based  paint  and  other  hazardous  materials. 

Pesticide  Registration  Improvement  AcL- — The  Agency  is  directed  to  follow  the  guidance 
contained  under  this  heading  in  Senate  Report  115-276. 

PFQA/PFAS*— The  Conferees  are  aware  that  the  Agency  has  announced  plans  to  take  the  next 
step  under  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  process  to  evaluate  the  need  for  a  maximum  contaminant  level 
for  per-  and  polyfluoroalkyl  substances.  The  Conferees  support  this  action  and  urge  the  Agency  to  act 
expeditiously  on  this  matter.  The  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  brief  the  Committees  within  60  days  of 
enactment  of  this  Act  about  its  plans  for  this  action. 

Regulation  of  Groundwater — The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  following  the  guidance 
contained  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public  Law  1 15-141,  The  Conferees  reiterate  that 
since  enactment  in  1972,  the  Clean  Water  Act  (CWA)  has  regulated  effects  to  navigable  waters,  while 
regulation  of  groundwater  has  remained  outside  of  the  Act's  jurisdiction.  Instead,  legislative  history 
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surround ing  the  CWA  indicates  that  Congress  intended  for  groundwater  pollution  to  be  regulated  through 
the  CWA's  nonpoint  source  program  and  other  Federal  and  State  laws. 

Small  Refinery  Relief — The  Conferees  continue  the  directive  contained  in  Senate  Report  114-281 
related  to  small  refinery  relief  The  Agency  is  reminded  that,  regardless  of  the  Department  of  Energy's 
recommendation,  additional  relief  may  be  granted  if  the  Agency  believes  it  is  warranted. 

Toxic  Substances  Control  Act  (TSCA)  Modernization l. — The  bill  includes  language  that  will 
enable  EPA  to  collect  and  spend  new  fees  to  conduct  additional  chemical  reviews,  consistent  with  TSCA 
modernization  legislation.  Those  fees  are  expected  to  be  $27,000,000  per  year  once  the  program  is  fully 
implemented.  T  he  Congressional  Budget  Office  estimates  that  in  fiscal  year  2019  fee  collections  will 
begin  several  months  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  and  will  total  $5,000,000. 

Transparency  of  Public  Calendars. — It  is  appreciated  that  the  EPA  has  recently  taken  steps  to 
improve  transparency  of  the  daily  calendars  of  the  Agency's  senior  leaders.  The  Agency  is  directed  to 
continue  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  comply  with  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276  as  it  relates  to  the  transparency 
of  public  calendars. 

Vehicle  Idling  Training—  The  Conferees  note  that  diesel  vehicle  operators  and  businesses  in  the 
private  sector  have  reduced  their  vehicle  fleet  costs  and  improved  air  quality  by  participating  in  programs 
that  offer  certifications  for  idle  reduction  and  fuel  efficient  driving  programs.  The  Agency  is  directed  to 
conduct  a  cross-agency  analysis  to  determine  which  branches  of  government  could  achieve  savings  and 
improve  air  quality  by  engaging  in  external  programs,  including  university  extension  programs  that  offer 
this  training. 

Water  Quality  Certification.  — The  Conferees  encourage  the  Administrator  to  finalize  guidance  on 
the  implementation  of  Clean  Water  Act  Section  401  (33  U.S.C,  1341). 

HAZARDOUS  WASTE  ELECTRONIC  MANIFEST  SYSTEM  FUND 

The  bill  provides  $8,000,000,  which  is  expected  to  be  fully  offset  by  fees  for  a  net  appropriation 

of  $0.

The  bill  provides  $41,489,000  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General. 

BUILDINGS  AND  FACILITIES 
The  bill  provides  $34,467,000  for  Buildings  and  Facilities. 
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HAZARDOUS  SUBSTANCE  SUPERFUND 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $1,091,947,000  for  the  Hazardous  Substance  Superfund  account  and  includes 
bill  language  to  transfer  $8,778,000  to  the  Office  of  Inspector  General  account  and  $15,496,000  to  the 
Science  and  Technology  account.  When  combined  with  an  additional  $60,000,000  for  the  Superfund 
Remedial  program  and  an  additional  $8,000,000  for  the  Superfund  Emergency  Response  and  Removal 
program  in  a  general  provision  in  Title  IV,  the  bill  provides  a  total  of  $1,1 59,947,000  for  the  Hazardous 
Substance  Superfund,  The  bill  provides  the  following  additional  direction: 

Enforcement — The  agreement  provides  $166,375,000  for  Superfund  enforcement,  equal  to  the 
fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  The  Agency  is  directed  to  continue  financial  support  for  the  Department 
of  Justice  (DOJ)  in  fiscal  year  20 1 9  at  a  level  that  will  ensure  DOJ  can  continue  to  initiate  and  prosecute 
civil,  judicial,  and  administrative  site  remediation  cases  and  ensure  that  responsible  parties  perform 
cleanup  actions  at  sites  where  they  are  liable. 

Superfund  Cleanup. — The  agreement  provides  $721,740,000,  which  is  equal  to  the  fiscal  year 
2018  enacted  level  When  combined  with  an  additional  $68,000,000  in  funds  for  the  Remedial  Program 
and  Emergency  Response  and  Removal  activities,  included  in  a  Title  IV  general  provision,  the  bill 
provides  a  total  of  $789,740,000  for  Superfund  cleanup. 

The  Conferees  also  direct  the  Agency,  within  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  to  submit  a 
report  on  the  status  of  each  time-critical  removal  action  for  which  Federal  funds  greater  than  $1,000,000 
have  been  expended  since  January  I,  2017,  along  with  information  on  the  Federal  cost  of  clean-up  efforts, 
whether  responsible  parties  have  faced  crim  inal  charges,  and  the  amount  of  recovered  Federal  dollars. 

Sediment  Guidance. — The  Agency  is  directed  to  follow  the  guidance  contained  under  this 
heading  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276. 

LEAKING  UNDERGROUND  STORAGE  TANK  TRUST  FUND  PROGRAM 

The  bill  provides  $91,94 1 ,000  for  the  Leaking  Underground  Storage  Tank  Trust  Fund  Program. 

INLAND  OIL  SPILL  PROGRAMS 

The  bill  provides  $18,209,000  for  Inland  Oil  Spill  Programs. 
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STATE  AND  TRIBAL  ASSISTANCE  GRANTS 

The  bill  provides  $3 >605, 04 1,000  for  the  State  and  Tribal  Assistance  Grants  program  and  includes 
the  following  specific  funding  levels  and  direction: 

Infrastructure  Assistance  — The  bill  provides  $2,528,000,000  in  base  funds  for  infrastructure 
assistance.  When  combined  with  an  additional  $665,000,000  included  in  a  Title  IV  general  provision,  the 
bill  provides  a  total  of  $3,193,000,000  for  infrastructure  assistance.  The  amount  provided  increases 
funding  for  the  State  Revolving  Loan  Funds  $880,000  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  level  The 
agreement  includes  a  total  of  $1,694,000,000  for  the  Clean  Water  State  Revolving  Loan  Fund  and 
$1,164,000,000  for  the  Drinking  Water  State  Revolving  Loan  Fund. 

Assistance  to  Small  and  Disadvantaged  Communities . — Within  a  Title  IV  general  provision,  the 
bill  provides  $25,000,000  to  continue  a  grant  program  to  help  small  and  disadvantaged  communities 
develop  and  maintain  adequate  water  infrastructure.  The  program  was  created  in  section  2104  of  Public 
Lawr  1 14-322.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees  prior  to  publishing  its  request  for 
applications  for  this  new  grant  program. 

Reducing  Lead  in  Drinking  Water , — Within  a  Title  IV  general  provision,  the  bill  provides 
$15,000,000  to  continue  a  grant  program,  created  in  section  2105  of  Public  Law  1 14-322,  to  provide 
assistance  to  eligible  entities  for  lead  reduction  projects.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  brief  the  Committees 
prior  to  publishing  its  request  for  applications  related  to  this  new  grant  program. 

Lead  Testing. — Within  a  Title  IV  general  provision,  the  bill  provides  $25,000,000  to  continue  a 
grant  program  for  voluntary  testing  of  drinking  water  for  lead  contaminants  at  schools  and  child  care 
facilities,  as  authorized  in  section  2107  of  Public  Law  1 14-322.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  brief  the 
Committees  prior  to  publishing  its  request  for  applications  related  to  this  new  grant  program. 

Brownfields  Program. — The  bill  provides  $87,000,000  for  Brownfields  grants  and  directs  that  at 
least  10  percent  of  such  grants  be  provided  to  areas  in  which  at  least  20  percent  of  the  population  has 
lived  under  the  poverty  level  over  the  past  30  years  as  determined  by  censuses  and  the  most  recent  Small 
Area  Income  and  Poverty  Estimates. 

Use  of  Iron  and  Steel — The  bill  includes  language  in  Title  IV  General  Provisions  that  stipulates 
requirements  for  the  use  of  iron  and  steel  in  State  Revolving  Fund  projects.  The  agreement  includes  only 
the  following  guidance.  The  Conferees  acknowledge  that  EPA  may  issue  a  waiver  of  said  requirements 
for  de  minimis  amounts  of  iron  and  steel  building  materials.  The  Conferees  emphasize  that  any  coating 
processes  that  are  applied  to  the  external  surface  of  iron  and  steel  components  that  otherwise  qualify 
under  the  procurement  preference  shall  not  render  such  products  ineligible  for  the  procurement  preference 
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regardless  of  where  the  coating  processes  occur,  provided  that  final  assembly  of  the  products  occurs  in  the 
United  States. 

Diesel  Emission  Reductions  Grants  (DERA). — The  bill  provides  $87,000,000  for  DERA  grants. 
For  fiscal  year  20 1 9,  the  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  continue  to  make  at  least  70  percent  of  DERA 
grants  available  to  improve  air  quality  in  non-attainment  areas. 

Targeted  Airshed  Grants. — The  bill  provides  $52,000,000  for  Targeted  Airshed  Grants.  These 
grants  shall  be  distributed  on  a  competitive  basis  to  non-attainment  areas  that  EPA  determines  are  ranked 
as  the  top  five  most  polluted  areas  relative  to  annual  ozone  or  particulate  matter  2.5  standards,  as  well  as 
the  top  five  areas  based  on  the  24-hour  particulate  matter  2.5  standard  where  the  design  values  exceed  the 
35  mg/m3  standard.  To  determine  these  areas,  the  Agency  shall  use  the  most  recent  design  values 
calculated  from  validated  air  quality  data.  The  Conferees  note  that  these  funds  are  available  for  emission 
reduction  activities  deemed  necessary  for  compliance  with  national  ambient  air  quality  standards  and 
included  in  a  State  Implementation  Plan  submitted  to  EPA.  Not  later  than  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2019, 

EPA  should  provide  a  report  to  the  Committees  that  includes  a  table  showing  how  fiscal  year  2017  and 
201 8  funds  were  allocated.  The  table  also  should  include  grant  recipients  and  metrics  for  anticipated  or 
actual  results. 

Animas  River  Spill — EPA  is  directed  to  follow  directives  included  in  Senate  Report  1 15-276 
related  to  the  Animas  River  and  the  Gold  King  Mine  spill.  In  addition,  the  bill  provides  $4,000,000  for 
fiscal  year  2019  for  long-term  water  quality  monitoring  of  the  Animas  River. 

Categorical  Grants. — The  bill  provides  $1,077,04 1 ,000  for  Categorical  Grants.  Funding  levels 
are  specified  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division.  Within  this  amount,  the  Beaches  Protection  program 
and  Radon  program  are  both  maintained  at  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  levels.  The  Agency  shall 
continue  to  allocate  radon  grants  in  fiscal  year  2019  following  the  direction  in  House  Report  1 14-632. 

Categorical  Grant:  State  and  Local  Air  Quality  Management . — The  bill  provides  $228,219,000. 
The  Agency  is  directed  to  allocate  funding  follow  the  guidance  contained  in  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276. 

WATER  INFRASTRUCTURE  FINANCE  AND  INNOVATION  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  bill  provides  a  total  of  $68,000,000  for  the  Water  Infrastructure  Finance  and  Innovation  Act 
(WIFI  A)  program.  Within  base  funding  in  Title  II,  the  bill  provides  $10,000,000  for  the  WIFI  A  program, 
and  a  Title  IV  general  provision  provides  an  additional  $58,000,000  for  the  program.  By  utilizing 
$5,000,000  in  base  funds  and  $3,000,000  in  Title  IV  funds,  the  Agency  may  use  up  to  a  total  of 
$8,000,000  to  assist  with  the  administrative  expenses  for  the  program.  The  remaining  $60,000,000  in 
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WIFIA  funds  is  provided  to  subsidize  direct  loans,  which  may  translate  into  a  potential  loan  capacity 
greater  than  $7,000,000,000  for  eligible  entities  for  water  infrastructure  projects. 

The  Conferees  encourage  the  Agency  to  prioritize  applications  for  WIFI  A  financing  for  projects 
that  address  lead  and  emerging  contaminants,  including  PFOA  and  PFAS. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS— ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION  AGENCY 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  AND  RESCISSION  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  continues  several  administrative  provisions  from  previous  years. 

Rescission ' The  bill  rescinds  $139,078,000  in  unobligated  balances  from  the  State  and  Tribal 
Assistance  Grants  account.  The  Agency  shall  calculate  the  requisite  percent  reduction  necessary  to 
rescind  such  amounts  from  new  obfigational  authority  provided  to  this  account,  both  from  the  direct 
appropriation  and  from  amounts  provided  in  a  general  provision  in  Title  IV,  and  apply  it  across  program 
project  areas  by  formula.  The  Agency  is  directed  to  submit,  as  part  of  the  operating  plan,  detail  on  the 
application  of  such  rescissions  by  program  project  area. 
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TITLE  III  -  RELATED  AGENCIES 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 
FOREST  SERVICE 

OFFICE  OF  THE  UNDER  SECRETARY  FOR  NATURAL  RESOURCES  AND  ENVIRONMENT 

The  bill  provides  $875,000  for  the  Office  of  the  Under  Secretary'  for  Natural  Resources  and 
Environment, 

Forest  Service  Accounting,  Budgeting t  and  Management .  —The  Conferees  appreciate  the 
Service’s  efforts  to  improve  its  accounting,  budgeting,  and  management  practices  and  look  forward  to 
working  with  the  Service,  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Analysis,  Under  Secretary  for  Natural  Resources 
and  Environment,  and  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  continue  these  improvements*  The  Conferees  are 
particularly  interested  in  the  Service’s  plan  to  transition  away  from  Cost  Pools  and  remind  the  Service 
that  a  plan  is  required  within  180  days  of  enactment  of  PE,  11 5-14  L 

Forest  Service  Directives. — The  Forest  Service  is  reminded  of  the  importance  of  the  directives 
included  in  the  explanatory  statement  to  accompany  PE*  1 15-141,  House  Report  1 15-765,  and  Senate 
Report  1 15-276  that  are  not  specifically  addressed  herein,  as  well  as  the  new  directives  in  this  statement, 
including  the  front  matter, 

Wildland  Fire  Management. — The  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  20 1 8  ( PE.  115-141) 
provided  a  budget  cap  adjustment  for  wildfire  suppression  costs  and  included  forest  management  reforms* 
The  Conferees  remind  the  Service  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  multi-year  effort  to  achieve 
these  budget  and  legislative  changes  and  expect  that  all  authorities  will  be  appropriately  used  to  improve 
the  condition  of  the  Nation’s  forests,  as  well  as  the  ability  of  the  Service  to  proactively  manage  and 
sustain  them  for  future  generations.  The  Conferees  also  remind  the  Service  of  their  expectations  for  more 
accurate  accounting  for  wildfire  suppression  costs,  especially  in  light  of  the  availability  of  the  cap 
adjustment  in  fiscal  year  2020*  The  Conferees  are  hopeful  that  the  Secretary’s  Shared  Stewardship 
initiative  will  result  in  better  forest  management,  healthier  forests,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fire- 
adapted  communities* 

Report  on  Partnerships *— Wit h i n  180  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Conferees  request  a 
detailed  report  on  the  funding  the  Service  has  provided  to  the  National  Forest  Foundation  and  National 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Foundation  for  each  of  the  past  10  fiscal  years.  The  report  also  should  include 
information  on  the  specific  projects  and  activities*  other  partners  involved,  and  the  Foundations’ 
administrative  operations  that  were  supported  by  these  funds.

Conservation  Finance. — The  Conferees  encourage  the  Service  to  continue  conservation  finance 
efforts  to  leverage  non-Federal  investments  in  outcome- focused  projects,  promote  collaboration  with 
public  and  private  sector  partners,  and  utilize  new  tools  to  accelerate  the  pace  and  scale  of  forest 
management  activities. 

Reprogramming,— The  Conferees  remind  the  Service  to  follow  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
reprogramming  requirements  in  this  explanatory  statement  and  direct  the  Service  to  submit  requests 
through  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Analysis, 

FOREST  AND  RANGELAND  RESEARCH 

The  agreement  provides  $300,000,000  for  Forest  and  Rangeland  Research,  This  includes 
$223,000,000  for  base  research  activities  and  $77,000,000  for  Forest  Inventory'  and  Analysis,  The 
Service  is  directed  to  provide  $3,000,000  to  the  Joint  Fire  Science  Program  for  fiscal  year  2019, 

The  Conferees  note  the  interest  of  Members  of  Congress,  States,  forestry  and  research 
associations,  industry,  and  researchers  in  the  Service’s  various  research  programs,  projects,  and  activities. 
The  Conferees  believe  Congress  should  broadly  define  the  highest  priority  research  goals,  and  that  the 
Service  should  formulate  the  specific  programs,  projects,  and  activities  to  achieve  them.  The  Conferees 
expect  the  Service  to  complete  the  review  and  restructuring  of  the  research  program,  as  directed  by  House 
Report  115-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276,  prior  to  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  of  fiscal  year  2019, 

The  Conferees  look  forward  to  reviewing  the  Service’s  plan  for  strengthening  its  research  program  and 
note  that  they  will  adjust  the  directions  regarding  forestry  research  as  needed  in  the  future. 

The  Conferees  direct  the  Service  to  prioritize  data  collection  and  analysis  on  U*S,  forests; 
research  to  support  land  affected  by  wildland  fire;  post- fire  analysis;  research  to  support  the  National 
Forest  System;  and  research  related  to  forest  products  for  fiscal  year  2019, 

The  Service  is  directed  to  provide  information  to  the  Committees  regarding  the  mission  of  the 
Southern  Research  Station  Pineville  Research  Facility  and  the  viability  of  continued  wood  utilization 
research  at  that  site  w  ithin  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act, 

The  Service  is  directed  to  provide  a  report  regarding  its  current  and  planned  research  on  issues 
and  risks  related  to  firefighter  health  and  safety  in  wildlands  and  wildland  urban  interface  within  90  days 
of  enactment  of  this  Act.  The  report  should  include  detailed  budget  information  and  identify  gaps  in 
knowledge  and  potential  remedies  to  address  them. 
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STATE  AND  PRIVATE  FORESTRY 
(INCLUDING  RESCISSION  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  provides  $335,487,000  for  State  and  Private  Forestry. 

Cooperative  Forestry  Activities. — The  Conferees  direct  the  Service  to  continue  focus  on  spruce 
beetle.  Emerald  Ash  Borer,  and  bark  beetle  infestations,  which  affect  forests  throughout  the  Nation. 

The  Service  is  expected  to  follow  the  Senate  direction  on  wood  energy  technical  assistance, 

herein. 

Forest  Legacy . — The  bill  provides  $63,990,000  for  the  Forest  Legacy  program.  This  includes 
$6,400,000  for  program  administration  and  $57,590,000  for  projects.  The  Service  should  fund  projects  in 
priority  order  according  to  the  updated,  competitively  selected  national  priority  list  submitted  to  the 
Committees  and  the  directive  contained  in  Division  G  of  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying  Public 
Law  1 1 5-14 1,  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  2018.  The  Conferees  include  a  rescission  of 
$1,503,000  in  Forest  Legacy  funds.  This  funding  rescission  is  from  cost  savings  of  some  projects  and 
funds  returned  from  failed  or  partially  failed  projects. 

The  Conferees  are  concerned  with  the  Service’s  ability  to  provide  timely  information  on  project 
status  and  available  balances  and  expect  the  Service  to  be  able  to  provide  this  information  expeditiously 
moving  forward.  Ensuring  project  recordkeeping  is  accurate  must  be  a  top  priority  in  fiscal  year  20 19, 

NATIONAL  FOREST  SYSTEM 

The  agreement  provides  $1,938,000,000  for  the  National  Forest  System* 

Hazardous  Fuels . — The  agreement  provides  $435,000,000  for  hazardous  fuels  management 
activities  within  the  National  Forest  System  account.  Included  in  this  amount  is  $3,000,000  for  the 
Southwest  Ecological  Restoration  Institutes. 

Ouachita  National  Forest.— The  Serv  ice  is  directed  to  conduct  an  inventory  and  evaluation  of 
land  generally  depicted  on  the  map  entitled  “Flatside  Wilderness  Adjacent  Inventory  Area”,  dated 
November  30,  2017,  to  determine  the  suitability  of  that  land  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Wilderness 
Preservation  System. 

Gifford  Pinchot  National  Forest, — In  lieu  of  the  directive  in  House  Report  1 15-765,  the 
Conferees  encourage  the  Service  and  ail  interested  parties  to  work  together  regarding  the  use  of  all-terrain 
vehicles  in  the  forest. 
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CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  AND  MAINTENANCE 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  prov  ides  $446,000,000  for  Capital  Improvement  and  Maintenance  programs. 

Legacy  Roads  and  Trails ♦ —  While  these  projects  are  to  be  addressed  as  they  rank  in  priority 
along  with  other  infrastructure  needs,  the  Serv  ice  is  directed  to  continue  to  track  Legacy  Roads  and  Trails 
accomplishments,  including  miles  of  roads  and  trails  improved,  miles  of  streams  restored,  number  of 
bridges  and  culverts  constructed,  and  miles  of  road  decommissioned. 

Requested  Reports. — The  Conferees  request  a  report  regarding  options  to  improve  parking  and 
access  to  the  Cleveland  National  Forest  within  180  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act.  The  Service  should 
consult  with  the  State  of  California,  communities  surrounding  the  forest,  and  private  partners  for  their 
input  and  recommendations.  The  Conferees  also  request  a  report  on  its  efforts  to  address  road 
construction  and  maintenance  issues  in  the  Uwharrie  National  Forest  within  30  days  of  enactment  of  this 
Act, 

Comprehensive  Capital  Improvement  Plan. — The  Service  is  reminded  of  the  directive  included  in 
the  explanatory'  statement  accompanying  P.L,  1 1 5-141  that  required  the  development  of  a  long-term, 
multi-year  plan  to  guide  needed  investments  in  buildings,  facilities,  transportation  systems,  and  other 
infrastructure  by  December  30,  2018.  The  Conferees  look  forward  to  reviewing  the  plan  and  expect  the 
Service  to  utilize  the  plan  in  formulating  future  budget  requests.  The  annual  budget  justification 
documents  should  detail  the  amounts  requested  for  new  construction,  maintenance,  decommissioning,  and 
other  activities  for  the  Facilities,  Roads  and  Trails  programs. 


LAND  ACQUISITION 

The  agreement  provides  $72,564,000  for  Land  Acquisition.  The  amounts  provided  by  this  bill  for 
projects  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  listed  in  priority  order  pursuant  to  the  project  list  received  for  fiscal 
year  2019.  The  agreement  supports  the  continuation  of  Forest  Service  and  nonprofit  partner  efforts  to 
resolve  Superior  National  Forest  school  trust  land  management  using  the  private  forestland  alternative, 
f  urther  instructions  are  contained  under  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  heading  in  the  front  of 
this  explanatory  statement.

MANAGEMENT  OF  NATIONAL  FOREST  LANDS  FOR  SUBSISTENCE  USES 

The  agreement  provides  $2,500,000  for  the  Management  of  National  Forest  Lands  for 
Subsistence  Uses. 


WILDLAND  FIRE  MANAGEMENT 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  provides  a  total  of  $3,004,986,000  for  Forest  Service  Wildland  Fire 
Management.  Of  the  funds  provided,  $1,665,366,000  is  for  suppression  operations,  which  includes  an 
additional  $500,000,000  above  the  10-year  average. 
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The  bill  provides  a  total  of  $5,804,223,000  for  the  Indian  Health  Service  (1HS),  of  which 
$4,1 03, 190,000  is  for  the  Services  account  as  detailed  below.  AH  programs,  projects,  and  activities  are 
maintained  at  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  levels  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  The  Service  is  expected 
to  comply  with  the  instructions  and  requirements  at  the  beginning  of  this  division  and  in  House  Report 
1 15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276,  unless  otherwise  specified  below.  Additional  details,  instructions, 
and  requirements  follow'  below  and  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  division. 

Staffing  for  New  Facilities  .--The  agreement  includes  $  1 03,93 1 ,000  for  staffing  newly  opened 
health  facilities,  which  is  the  full  amount  based  upon  updated  estimates  provided  to  the  Committees, 
Funds  for  the  staffing  of  new  facilities  are  limited  to  facilities  funded  through  the  Health  Care  Facilities 
Construction  Priority  System  or  the  Joint  Venture  Construction  Program  that  have  opened  in  fiscal  year 
201 8  or  will  open  in  fiscal  year  2019.  None  of  these  funds  may  be  allocated  to  a  facility  until  such 
facility'  has  achieved  beneficial  occupancy  status. 

Hospitals  and  Health  Clinics.— The  agreement  provides  $2,147,343,000  for  hospitals  and  health 
clinics,  and  includes  $36,000,000  for  operations  and  maintenance  of  village  built  and  tri bally  leased 
clinics,  and  $4,000,000  for  domestic  violence  prevention.  The  Conferees  are  aware  of  ongoing  litigation 
between  the  Cherokee  Nation  and  the  United  Keetoowah  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians,  The  Conferees  are 
neutral  on  this  matter  and  have  provided  the  request  of  $  1 ,969,000  for  new  Tribes.  The  agency  is 
expected  to  consult  with  both  parties  before  disbursing  funds. 

Dental  Health. — The  agreement  provides  $204,672,000  for  dental  health  and  includes  the 
requested  transfer  of  $800,000  from  direct  operations.  The  Service  is  directed  to  backfill  vacant  dental 
health  positions  in  headquarters. 

Mental  Health — The  agreement  provides  $105,281,000  for  mental  health  programs  and  includes 
$6,946,000  to  continue  behavioral  health  integration  and  $3,600,000  to  continue  the  suicide  prevention 
initiative. 

Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse* — The  agreement  provides  $245,566,000  for  alcohol  and  substance 
abuse  programs  and  includes:  $6,500,000  for  the  Generation  Indigenous  initiative;  $1,800,000  for  the 
youth  pilot  project;  and  $2,000,000  to  fund  essential  detoxification  and  related  services  provided  by  the 
Service’s  public  and  private  partners  to  IHS  beneficiaries.  The  Conferees  expect  the  Service  to  continue 
its  partnership  with  the  Na’  Nszhoozhi  Center  in  Gallup,  New  Mexico,  as  directed  by  the  Consolidated 
Appropriations  Act  2017,  and  to  distribute  funds  provided  for  detoxification  services  in  the  same  manner 
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as  in  fiscal  year  20 1 7.  The  Conferees  believe  that  Service  and  Tribally  operated  facility  participation  in 
state  prescription  drug  monitoring  programs  can  help  to  combat  the  abuse  of  drugs  like  opioids  and  direct 
the  agency  to  provide  the  report  required  by  Senate  Report  1 1 5-276  on  this  issue. 

Opioid  Grants.— To  better  combat  the  opioid  epidemic,  the  Conferees  have  included  an  increase 
of  $10,000,000  and  instruct  the  Service,  in  coordination  with  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Mental  Health 
and  Substance  Use,  to  use  the  additional  funds  provided  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  to  create  a 
Special  Behavioral  Health  Pilot  Program  modeled  after  the  Special  Diabetes  Program  for  Indians.  This 
Special  Behavioral  Health  Pilot  Program  for  Indians  shall  be  developed  after  appropriate  Tribal 
consultation  and  should  support  the  development,  documentation,  and  sharing  of  more  locally-designed 
and  culturally  appropriate  prevention,  treatment,  and  aftercare  sendees  for  mental  health  and  substance 
use  disorders  in  Tribal  and  urban  Indian  communities.  The  Director  of  the  Indian  Health  Service,  in 
coordination  with  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Mental  Health  and  Substance  Use,  shall  award  grants  for 
providing  services,  and  provide  technical  assistance  to  grantees  under  this  section  to  collect  and  evaluate 
performance  of  the  program. 

Purchased/Referred  Core. — The  Conferees  recognize  the  strong  need  for  Purchased/Referred 
Care  funding  across  Indian  Country,  particularly  in  areas  that  lack  Indian  Health  Service  facilities.  The 
Conferees  further  recognize  the  Service’s  continued  pro  rata  allocation  of  any  increases  provided  for 
population  growth  and  inflation,  regardless  of  any  population  growth  or  cost-of-living  differences  among 
areas,  as  documented  by  the  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO- 12-466)*  Consistent  with  GAO 
recommendations,  the  Conferees  encourage  the  Service  to  consider  allocating  any  future  budget  increases 
using  the  allocation  formula  established  in  consultation  with  the  Tribes, 

Urban  Indian  Health l — The  agreement  provides  $51,315,000  for  urban  Indian  health  and  includes 
a  $2,000,000  general  program  increase*  The  Service  is  expected  to  continue  to  include  current  services 
estimates  for  urban  Indian  health  in  future  budget  requests* 

Indian  Health  Professions — The  agreement  provides  $57,363,000  for  Indian  health  professions 
and  includes  bill  language  allowing  up  to  $44,000,000  for  the  loan  repayment  program.  The  agreement 
provides  an  increase  of  $  1 95,000  to  expand  the  Indians  into  Medicine  program  to  four  sites.  Funding  for 
the  Quentin  N,  Burdick  American  Indians  into  Nursing  Program  and  the  American  Indians  into 
Psychology  Program  is  continued  at  no  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  levels. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health.  — The  Conferees  support  the  hiring  of  a  national  matemal/child 
health  coordinator  as  a  top  priority  for  the  Office  of  Clinical  and  Preventive  Services  and  await  the  report 
required  in  House  Report  1 15-765* 
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CONTRACT  SUPPORT  COSTS 

The  bill  continues  language  from  Fisca!  year  2018  establishing  an  indefinite  appropriation  for 
contract  support  costs  estimated  to  be  $822,227*000,  which  is  equal  to  the  request  By  retaining  an 
indefinite  appropriation  for  this  account,  additional  funds  may  be  provided  by  the  agency  if  its  budget 
estimate  proves  to  be  lower  than  necessary  to  meet  the  legal  obligation  to  pay  the  full  amount  due  to 
Tribes.  The  Conferees  believe  fully  funding  these  costs  will  ensure  Tribes  have  the  necessary  resources 
they  need  to  deliver  program  services  efficiently  and  effectively, 

INDIAN  HEALTH  FACILITIES 

The  bill  provides  $878*806,000  for  Indian  Health  Facilities.  All  programs*  projects,  and  activities 
are  maintained  at  fiscal  year  2018  enacted  levels  unless  otherwise  specified  below'. 

Staffing  for  New  Facilities, — The  agreement  includes  $1 1*302*000  for  staffing  newly  opened 
health  facilities,  which  is  the  full  amount  based  upon  updated  estimates  provided  to  the  Committees.  The 
stipulations  included  in  the  “Indian  Health  Services’'  account  regarding  the  allocation  of  funds  pertain  to 
this  account  as  well. 

Health  Care  Facilities s — The  Conferees  remain  dedicated  to  providing  access  to  health  care  for 
IHS  patients  across  the  system,  IHS  is  expected  to  aggressively  work  down  the  current  Health  Facilities 
Construction  Priority  System  list.  In  addition,  within  180  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  the  Service  is 
directed  to  publish  the  gap  analysis  directed  by  House  Report  1 1 5-238  so  that  the  Committees  can  more 
accurately  determine  facilities  needs  across  the  IHS  system. 

Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Act  Demonstration  Authorities , — The  Conferees  direct  the 
Service  to  provide  a  report  within  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  identifying  the  criteria  the  agency 
will  use  for  ranking  projects  funded  through  demonstration  authorities  provided  in  the  most  recent 
reauthorization  of  the  Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Act  should  funds  become  available  in  future  fiscal 
years.  The  Service  is  encouraged  to  consider  as  one  factor  the  location  of  existing  or  proposed  facilities 
and  the  distance  that  patients  must  travel  to  receive  the  same  or  similar  services. 

Health  Facilities  Requirements  in  Alaska . — The  Service  is  directed  to  work  with  appropriate 
Tribal  organizations  and  submit  a  report  to  the  Committees  within  1 80  days  of  this  Act  that  includes  an 
assessment  of  updated  facilities  needs  in  the  State  of  Alaska  as  well  as  recommendations  for  alternative 
financing  options  wliich  could  address  the  need  for  additional  health  care  facilities  space  suitable  to  meet 
the  current  and  future  health  care  needs  of  IHS  beneficiaries  in  the  State. 
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NATIONAL  INSTITUTES  OF  HEALTH 
NATIONAL  INSTITUTE  OF  ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SCIENCES 

The  agreement  provides  $79,000,000  for  the  National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences. 
This  includes  an  increase  of  $1,500,000  for  the  Superfund  Research  Program  and  $151,000  for  the 
Worker  Training  Program. 


AGENCY  FOR  TOXIC  SUBSTANCES  AND  DISEASE  REGISTRY 
TOXIC  SUBSTANCES  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  agreement  provides  $74,691,000  for  the  Agency  for  Toxic  Substances  and  Disease  Registry, 

The  Conferees  direct  the  Agency  to  focus  on  its  core  mission  of  assessing  hazardous  exposures 
and  understand  the  Agency  does  not  consider  the  presence  or  absence  of  litigation  when  evaluating  the 
need  for  a  public  health  assessment.  The  Conferees  encourage  the  Agency  to  maintain  professional  and 
scientific  independence  regarding  its  selection  of  sites  for  assessment  while  follow  ing  its  statutory 
mandate  to  work  with  communities. 

Areas  with  High  Incidence  of  Pediatric  Cancer. — Within  J  SO  days  of  enactment,  ATSDR,  in 
consultation  with  other  components  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS),  is  directed 
to  submit  to  the  Senate  Appropriations  and  Health,  Education,  Labor,  and  Pensions  Committees  and 
House  Appropriations  and  Energy  and  Commerce  Committees  a  report  that  provides  details  on  the 
geographic  variation  in  pediatric  cancer  incidence  in  the  United  States.  Such  report  must  include:  (1)  the 
types  of  pediatric  cancer  within  each  of  the  10  States  with  the  highest  age-adjusted  incidence  rate  of 
cancer  among  persons  less  than  20  years  old;  (2)  geographic  distribution  of  pediatric  cancer  types  within 
each  such  State,  in  accordance  with  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  guidelines;  and  (3)  an 
update  on  current  activities  related  to  pediatric  cancer,  including  with  respect  to  cany mg  out  section 
399 V-6  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  (42  U.S.C.  280g~I 7).  in  addition,  HHS  is  encouraged  to 
conduct  public  outreach,  in  collaboration  with  State  departments  of  health,  particularly  in  the  10  States 
with  the  highest  age-adjusted  incidence  rate  of  cancer  among  persons  aged  less  than  20  years  old,  to 
improve  awareness  by  residents,  clinicians,  and  others,  as  appropriate,  of  possible  contributing  factors  to 
pediatric  cancer,  including  environmental  exposures,  in  a  manner  that  is  complementary  of,  and  does  not 
conflict  with,  ongoing  pediatric  cancer-related  activities  supported  by  HHS.  Finally,  the  Secretary  of 
HHS  is  directed  to  ensure  that  all  information  with  respect  to  patients  that  is  contained  in  the  reports 
under  this  section  Is  de-identified  and  protects  personal  privacy  of  such  patients  in  accordance  w  ith 
applicable  Federal  and  State  privacy  law. 
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OTHER  RELATED  AGENCIES 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

COUNCIL  ON  ENVIRONMENTAL  QUALITY  AND  OFFICE  OF  ENVIRONMENTAL  QUALITY 

The  agreement  provides  $2,994,000  for  the  Council  on  Environmental  Quality  and  Office  of 
Environmental  Quality. 

CHEMICAL  SAFETY  AND  HAZARD  INVESTIGATION  BOARD 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $12,000,000  for  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board. 

OFFICE  OF  NAVAJO  AND  HOPI  INDIAN  RELOCATION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  bill  provides  $8,750,000  for  the  Office  of  Navajo  and  Hopi  Indian  Relocation  (ONHIR),  of 
which  $  1 ,000,000  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Office  of  Inspector  General,  for  a 
comprehensive  audit  of  ONHIR’s  finances  and  any  related  investigations  that  are  necessary  in  preparation 
for  the  eventual  transfer  of  responsibilities  to  the  Department  when  ONHIR  closes. 

The  agreement  continues  the  direction  provided  in  the  explanatory  statement  accompanying 
Division  G  of  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act,  201 7,  P.L.  1 1 5-3 1 .  The  Conferees  remain  committed 
to  bringing  the  relocation  process  to  an  orderly  conclusion  and  ensuring  all  eligible  relocatees  receive  the 
relocation  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled.  Consultation  with  all  affected  parties  and  agencies  is  the 
key  to  a  transparent,  orderly  closeout.  The  statute  provides  for  termination  of  ONHIR  when  the  President 
determines  its  functions  have  been  fully  discharged.  That  determination  requires  development  of  a 
comprehensive  plan.  The  Conferees  expect  to  receive  a  progress  report  on  development  of  this  plan 
within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 


INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICAN  INDIAN  AND  ALASKA  NATIVE  CULTURE 
AND  ARTS  DEVELOPMENT 
PAYMENT  TO  THE  INSTITUTE 

The  bill  provides  $9,960,000  for  fixed  costs  and  academic  program  requirements  of  the  Institute 
of  American  Indian  Arts. 
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SMITHSONIAN  INSTITUTION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  a  total  of  $1,043,497,000  for  all  Smithsonian  Institution  accounts,  of 
which  $739,994,000  is  provided  for  salaries  and  expenses.  The  Conferees  maintain  their  longstanding 
commitment  to  the  preservation  of  priceless,  irreplaceable  Smithsonian  collections  and  have  provided 
funds  for  collections  care  and  preservation.  The  Conferees  continue  their  longstanding  support  for  the 
National  Museum  of  African  American  History  and  Culture  (NMAAHC).  Within  amounts  provided  for 
salaries  and  expenses,  the  NMAAHC  is  fully  funded.  The  Conferees  provide  funds  for  the  Institution's 
Latino  initiatives  and  support  the  Smithsonian  Latino  Center's  goal  of  promoting  the  inclusion  of  Latino 
contributions  in  Smithsonian  Institution  programs,  exhibitions,  collections,  and  public  outreach.  The 
Conferees  continue  to  urge  collaboration  between  the  Smithsonian  Latino  Center  and  appropriate  Federal 
and  local  organizations  in  order  to  advance  these  goals  and  expand  the  American  latino  presence  at  the 
Institution.  Further,  the  Conferees  provide  funds  for  the  Institution’s  Asian  Pacific  American  initiatives 
and  continue  to  support  the  Institution’s  efforts  of  developing  programs  and  expanding  outreach  to 
promote  a  better  understanding  of  the  Asian  Pacific  American  experience.  Additionally,  the  agreement 
provides  $2,000,000  for  the  American  Women’s  History  Initiative  within  Institution -wide  programs. 

The  Conferees  understand  that  over  the  last  few  years  several  museums  have  been  closed  due  to 
renovations  and  the  Institution  has  shifted  resources  to  address  certain  needs;  however,  today  these 
museums  have  reopened  resulting  in  increased  costs  that  were  not  accounted  for  in  the  budget  request. 

The  Conferees  provide  $2,500,000  above  the  budget  request  for  facilities  security  and  remind  the 
Institution  that  if  funding  priorities  change,  there  is  the  opportunity  to  request  the  reprogramming  of  funds 
as  outlined  in  the  reprogramming  guidelines  contained  at  the  front  of  this  explanatory  statement.  The 
agreement  also  provides  $2,500,000  in  new  funding  for  facilities  maintenance  requirements. 

FACILITIES  CAPITAL 

The  agreement  provides  $303,503,000  for  the  Facilities  Capital  account,  with  $286,503,000 
provided  for  revitalization  and  $17,000,000,  as  requested,  provided  for  facilities  planning  and  design. 

The  agreement  includes  $21 0,000,000  for  the  National  Air  and  Space  Museum  revitalization  effort  and 
$76,503,000  for  major  revitalization  projects  included  in  the  budget  request. 

National  Air  and  Space  Museum  Revitalization. — The  Conferees  support  the  multi-year,  multi¬ 
phase  renovation  of  the  National  Air  and  Space  Museum  (NASM)  and  include  $21 0,000,000  for  this 
critical  revitalization  effort.  The  Institution  is  directed  to  follow  the  reprogramming  guidelines  contained 
in  this  explanatory  statement  and  may  not  redirect  the  use  of  these  funds  for  other  capital  projects  without 
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prior  approval  of  the  Committees.  Given  the  scale  of  the  project,  the  Conferees  direct  the  Institution  to 
make  available  to  the  Committees  on  a  timely  basis  the  most  updated  and  comprehensive  information  on 
project  and  funding  requirements.  The  Government  Accountability  Office  is  directed  to  continue  its 
review  and  analysis  of  the  project's  cost  estimates,  as  directed  in  the  Consolidated  Appropriation  Act, 
2017  (P.L.  1 1 5-31).  The  Institution  is  directed  to  submit  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations,  within  60  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  a  detailed  list  and  description  of  projects  funded 
within  the  Facilities  Capital  account. 

NATIONAL  GALLERY  OF  ART 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $144,202,000  for  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  account  of  the  National 
Gallery  of  Art,  of  which  not  to  exceed  $3,640,000  is  for  the  special  exhibition  program. 

REPAIR,  RESTORATION,  AND  RENOVATION  OF  BUILDINGS 

The  agreement  provides  $24,203,000  for  the  Repair,  Restoration,  and  Renovation  of  Buildings 
account  and  includes  funds  to  complete  the  repairs  of  the  East  Building  atrium  skylights. 

JOHN  F.  KENNEDY  CENTER  FOR  THE  PERFORMING  ARTS 
OPERATIONS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

The  agreement  provides  $24,490,000  for  the  Operations  and  Maintenance  account. 

CAPITAL  REPAIR  AND  RESTORATION 

The  agreement  provides  $  16,800,000  for  the  Capital  Repair  and  Restoration  account.  Funds 
provided  above  the  request  are  to  address  critical  safety,  security,  and  capital  repair  and  restoration  needs. 

WOODROW  WILSON  INTERNATIONAL  CENTER  FOR  SCHOLARS 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $12,000,000  for  the  Woodrow  Wilson  International  Center  for  Scholars. 
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The  agreement  provides  $155,000,000  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA)  to 
continue  the  important  work  of  the  Endowment.  Changes  to  the  enacted  level  are  included  in  the  table  at 
the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement.  The  agency  is  strongly  encouraged  to  use  the  increases  provided 
for  direct  grants  to  expand  its  Creative  Forces:  Military  Healing  Arts  Network  and  to  increase  grants 
made  available  to  Tribes  and  to  rural  and  underserved  areas.  The  Conferees  continue  to  support  the 
expansion  of  this  successful  program  to  assist  service  members  and  their  families  in  their  recovery, 
reintegration,  and  transition  to  civilian  life.  The  Conferees  remind  NEA  of  the  directives  included  in 
House  Report  1 15-765  and  Senate  Report  1 15-276  regarding  the  collaborative  relationship  among  NEA 
and  the  States,  priorities,  and  allocation  to  State  arts  agencies. 


NATIONAL  ENDOWMENT  FOR  THE  HUMANITIES 
GRANTS  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

The  agreement  provides  $155,000,000  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  (NEH)  to 
continue  the  important  work  of  the  Endowment.  Changes  to  the  enacted  level  are  included  in  the  table  at 
the  end  of  this  explanatory  statement.  The  agency  is  expected  to  use  increases  provided  to  expand  its 
work  with  Tribes  to  preserve  Native  languages  and  culture  as  detailed  below  as  well  as  to  support  other 
local  history  preservation  initiatives.  The  Conferees  remind  NEH  of  the  directives  contained  in  House 
Report  115-765  and  Senate  Report  1 15-276  regarding  support  for  veterans,  American  Indian  and  Alaska 
Native  programs,  the  collaborative  relationship  among  NEH  and  the  States  and  Territories,  and  work  with 
State  humanities  councils, 


COMMISSION  OF  FINE  ARTS 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 


The  agreement  provides  $2,771,000  for  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts. 

NATIONAL  CAPITAL  ARTS  AND  CULTURAL  AFFAIRS 


The  agreement  provides  $2,750,000  for  the  National  Capital  Arts  and  Cultural  Affairs  program. 
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ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ON  HISTORIC  PRESERVATION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $6,890,000  for  the  Advisory  Council  on  Historic  Preservation. 


NATIONAL  CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $8,099,000  for  the  National  Capital  Planning  Commission. 

UNITED  STATES  HOLOCAUST  MEMORIAL  MUSEUM 
HOLOCAUST  MEMORIAL  MUSEUM 

The  agreement  provides  $59,000,000  for  the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum,  Within 
the  amount  provided,  $2,000,000  is  included  to  build  upon  the  capital  improvement  initiative  begun  in 
Fiscal  year  2018, 


DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER  MEMORIAL  COMMISSION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  provides  $  1 ,800,000  for  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  account. 

WOMEN’S  SUFFRAGE  CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  agreement  includes  $1,000,000  for  the  Women’s  Suffrage  Centennial  Commission.  The 
Conferees  note  Congress  has  supported  funding  for  three  fiscal  years  so  that  the  Commission  can  plan, 
execute,  and  coordinate  programs  and  activities  in  honor  of  the  1 00th  anniversary  of  the  passage  and 
ratification  of  the  Nineteenth  Amendment  to  the  U.S,  Constitution,  which  guaranteed  women  the  right  to 
vote.  However,  the  Commission  has  not  yet  been  established  with  the  necessary'  quorum  of  seven 
members  to  select  a  chair,  hire  an  executive  director,  and  begin  operations.  The  Conferees  are  concerned 
that  further  delay  will  hinder  the  development  and  execution  of  programs  and  activities  to  remember  the 
August  1 8,  1920,  ratification  and  strongly  encourage  all  Members  and  Offices,  including  those  in  the 
Executive  Branch,  to  appoint  their  nominees  to  the  Commission  as  soon  as  possible. 
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WORLD  WAR  I  CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 
SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  bill  provides  $7,000,000  for  the  Salaries  and  Expenses  account  of  the  World  War  I 
Centennial  Commission. 


TITLE  IV— GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS) 

The  agreement  includes  various  legislative  provisions  in  Title  IV  of  the  bill.  The  provisions  are: 

Section  401  continues  a  provision  providing  that  appropriations  available  in  the  bill  shall  not  be 
used  to  produce  literature  or  otherwise  promote  public  support  of  a  legislative  proposal  on  which 
legislative  action  is  not  complete. 

Section  402  continues  a  provision  providing  for  annual  appropriations  unless  expressly  provided 
otherwise  in  this  Act 

Section  403  continues  a  provision  providing  restrictions  on  departmental  assessments  unless 
approved  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

Section  404  continues  a  limitation  on  accepting  and  processing  applications  for  patents  and  on  the 
patenting  of  Federal  lands. 

Section  405  continues  a  provision  regarding  the  payment  of  contract  support  costs. 

Section  406  addresses  the  payment  of  contract  support  costs  for  fiscal  year  2019. 

Section  407  continues  a  provision  providing  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be 
considered  in  violation  of  certain  provisions  of  the  Forestand  Rangeland  Renewable  Resources  Planning 
Act  solely  because  more  than  15  years  have  passed  without  revision  of  a  forest  plan,  provided  that  the 
Secretary  is  working  in  good  faith  to  complete  the  plan  revision. 

Section  408  continues  a  provision  limiting  preleasing,  leasing,  and  related  activities  within  the 
boundaries  of  National  Monuments. 

Section  409  restricts  funding  appropriated  for  acquisition  of  land  or  interests  in  land  from  being 
used  for  declarations  of  taking  or  complaints  in  condemnation. 

Section  410  continues  a  provision  addressing  timber  sales  involving  Alaska  western  red  and 
yellow  cedar. 

Section  41 1  continues  a  provision  which  prohibits  no-bid  contracts. 

Section  412  continues  a  provision  which  requires  public  disclosure  of  certain  reports. 

Section  4 1 3  continues  a  provision  which  delineates  the  grant  guidelines  for  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
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Section  414  continues  a  provision  which  delineates  the  program  priorities  for  the  programs 
managed  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Section  415  requires  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  Forest 
Service  and  Indian  Health  Service  to  provide  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  quarterly  reports  on  the 
status  of  balances  of  appropriations. 

Section  4 16  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds  to  promulgate  or  implement  any 
regulation  requiring  the  issuance  of  permits  under  Title  V  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  for  carbon  dioxide,  nitrous 
oxide,  water  vapor,  or  methane  emissions. 

Section  417  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds  to  implement  any  provision  in  a 
rule  if  that  provision  requires  mandatory  reporting  of  greenhouse  gas  emissions  from  manure 
management  systems. 

Section  4 1 8  continues  a  provision  prohibiting  the  use  of  funds  to  regulate  the  lead  content  of 
ammunition  or  fishing  tackle. 

Section  419  continues  a  provision  through  fiscal  year  2020  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  consider  local  contractors  when  awarding  contracts  for  certain 
activities  on  public  lands. 

Section  420  extends  certain  authorities  through  fiscal  year  2019  allowing  the  Forest  Service  to 
renew  grazing  permits. 

Section  421  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  maintain  or  establish  a  computer  network  unless  such 
network  is  designed  to  block  access  to  pornography  websites. 

Section  422  extends  the  authority  of  the  Forest  Service  Facility  Realignment  and  Enhancement 

Act. 

Section  423  sets  requirements  for  the  use  of  American  iron  and  steel  for  certain  loans  and  grants. 

Section  424  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  destroy  any  building  or  structures  on  Midway  Island  that 
have  been  recommended  by  the  U.S.  Navy  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

Section  425  reauthorizes  funding  for  one  year  for  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing 

Arts. 

Section  426  provides  authority  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  enter  into  training  agreements 
and  to  transfer  excess  equipment  and  supplies  for  wildfires. 

Section  427  provides  a  one-year  extension  of  the  Federal  Lands  Recreation  Enhancement  Act. 

Section  428  addresses  carbon  emissions  from  forest  biomass. 

Section  429  makes  additional  investments  in  water  infrastructure  priorities  and  Superfund 
emergency  response,  removal,  and  long-term  cleanup  remediation. 

Section  430  addresses  the  use  of  small  remote  incinerators  in  the  State  of  Alaska. 
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Section  431  addresses  section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act.

Reports  required  to  be  submitted  pursuant  to  the  Act,  including  reports  required  by  this 
joint  explanatory  statement  and  the  House  and  Senate  reports,  may  not  be  consolidated  to  include 
responses  to  multiple  requirements  in  a  single  report,  except  following  consultation  with  the 
Committees  on  Appropriations. 

In  lieu  of  the  tables  and  allocations  of  funding  contained  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports, 
the  tables  and  such  allocations  contained  in  this  joint  explanatory  statement  shall  guide 
departments,  agencies,  commissions,  and  other  entities  when  allocating  funds. 

Section  701 9  of  the  Act  requires  that  amounts  designated  in  the  respective  tables 

referenced  in  this  joint  explanatory  statement  for  funds  appropriated  in  titles  III  through  V, 

including  tables  in  title  VII,  shall  be  made  available  in  such  designated  amounts,  unless 

otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Act.  and  shall  be  the  basis  of  the  report  required  by  section  653(a) 

of  the  Foreign  Assistance  Act  of  1961  (FAA)  (the  653(a)  report),  where  applicable.  The  section 

also  includes  limited  authority  to  deviate  from  such  specified  amounts  and  continues  language 

similar  to  prior  years  including  exceptions  to  the  application  of  the  requirements  of  such  section 

for  amounts  designated  in  tables  included  in  this  joint  explanatory  statement  for  International 

Military  Education  and  Training,  Global  Health  Programs,  and  Economic  Support  Fund/Global 

Programs,  funds  for  which  the  initial  period  of  availability  has  expired,  amounts  designated  by 
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the  Act  as  minimum  funding  requirements,  and  funds  made  available  for  a  country  pursuant  to 
sections  7043(c),  7047(d),  and  7071(b)  of  the  Act. 

Proposed  deviations  from  tables  in  titles  I  and  II  in  this  joint  explanatory  statement  are 
subject  to  the  regular  notification  procedures  of  the  Committees  on  Appropriations,  unless  an 
exception  or  deviation  authority  is  specifically  provided  herein. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  joint  explanatory  statement,  the  term  '‘prior  Acts"  means  prior 
Acts  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  State,  foreign  operations,  and  related 
programs.  In  addition,  any  reference  to  “division  K  of  Public  Law  1 1 5-141”  means  the 
Department  of  State,  Foreign  Operations,  and  Related  Programs  Appropriations  Act,  2018,  and 
any  reference  to  “division  J  of  Public  Law  1 1 5-31”  means  the  Department  of  State,  Foreign 
Operations,  and  Related  Programs  Appropriations  Act,  2017. 

For  purposes  of  the  Act  and  joint  explanatory  statement,  the  term  “regular  notification 
procedures  of  the  Committees  on  Appropriations"  means  such  Committees  arc  notified  not  less 
than  15  days  in  advance  of  the  obligation  of  funds.  The  Secretary  of  State  and  USAID 
Administrator  are  directed  to  submit  notifications  for  the  obligation  of  funds  made  available  by 
the  Act  and  prior  Acts  not  later  than  60  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  funds. 

Congressional  notifications  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  USAID 
Administrator  for  Hinds  that  are  being  reallocated  prior  to  initial  obligation,  reprogrammed,  or 
reobligated  after  deobligation,  shall,  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable,  contain  detailed 
information  about  the  sources  of  the  funds  and  why  such  funds  are  no  longer  intended  to  be  used 
as  previously  justified. 

For  purposes  of  the  Act,  the  term  “prior  consultation"  means  a  pre-decisional  engagement 
between  a  relevant  Federal  agency  and  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  during  which  the 
Committees  are  provided  a  meaningful  opportunity  to  provide  facts  and  opinions  to  inform:  (1) 
the  use  of  funds;  (2)  the  development,  content,  or  conduct  of  a  program  or  activity;  or  (3)  a 
decision  to  be  taken.  Direction  to  consult  with  the  “Committee"  in  either  the  House  or  Senate 
reports  shall  mean  to  consult  with  the  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

In  the  Act,  the  term  "stabilization  assistance"  has  the  same  meaning  as  defined  by  the 
Stabilization  Assistance  Review  in  “A  Framework  for  Maximizing  the  Effectiveness  of  U.S. 
Government  Efforts  to  Stabilize  Conflict- Affected  Areas,  2018.” 
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As  in  prior  fiscal  years,  additional  funding  designated  as  Overseas  Contingency 
Operations/Global  War  on  Terrorism  (OCO/GWOT)  pursuant  to  the  Balanced  Budget  and 
Emergency  Deficit  Control  Act  of  1 985  (BBEDCA)  is  contained  in  title  VIII  of  the  Act.  Such 
funds  are  intended  to  address  the  extraordinary  costs  of  operations  and  assistance  in  countries  in 
conflict  and  areas  of  instability  and  violence,  particularly  in  the  Middle  East,  South  Asia,  and 
Africa;  security,  stabilization,  and  peacekeeping  programs;  humanitarian  activities;  and 
counterterrorism  and  counterinsurgency  efforts. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  comply  with  the  directive  under  section  7015  in  the  House 
report  regarding  the  transfer  or  release  of  any  individuals  detained  at  Naval  Station,  Guantanamo 
Bay,  Cuba  in  the  manner  described.

— To  provide  for  the 
proper  oversight  of  funds,  facilitate  reform  at  the  United  Nations  and  other  international 
organizations,  and  comply  with  congressional  reporting  requirements,  the  conferees  direct  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  consult  with  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  with  respect  to  the 
personnel  levels  of  the  Bureau  of  International  Organization  Affairs  prior  to  submitting  the 
operating  plan  required  under  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act. 

Combating  Anti-Semitism. — Not  later  than  45  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act,  the 
Secretary  of  State  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  the  status  of  the 
appointment  of  a  Special  Envoy  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Anti-Semitism. 

Emergency  Evacuations  Reserve. — The  conference  agreement  includes  an  additional 
$250,000,000  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  within  the  amounts  designated  for  WSP,  to  be 
available  until  expended,  as  a  reserve  for  costs  related  to  evacuations  of  United  States 
Government  personnel  and  United  States  citizens  from  extraordinary  overseas  emergencies. 
Additionally,  section  7004(f)  of  the  Act  is  modified  to  include  Emergencies  in  the  Diplomatic 
and  Consular  Service  to  the  transfer  authority  to  facilitate  such  evacuations. 

Expanded  Professional  Associates  Program.—  The  conference  agreement  provides  funds 
under  this  heading  for  the  Expanded  Professional  Associates  Program  (EPAP).  The  conferees 
direct  the  Secretary  of  State  to  consult  with  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  the  planned 
funding  and  personnel  levels  for  EPAP  for  fiscal  year  2019  prior  to  submitting  the  operating  plan 
required  by  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act. 

Foreign  Affairs  Security  Training  Center. — Not  later  than  45  days  after  enactment  of  the 

Act,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  a  progress  report  on 
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the  Foreign  Affairs  Security  Training  Center  project,  which  shall  be  updated  semi-annually  until 
the  completion  of  the  project.  The  report  shall  include  the  requirements  described  under  this 
heading  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports. 

Global  Engagement  Center. — The  conference  agreement  includes  up  to  $55,400,000  for 
the  Global  Engagement  Center  (GEC),  including  up  to  $20,000,000  to  counter  state  propaganda 
and  disinformation.  The  operating  plan  required  by  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act  shall  include  the 
staffing  requirements  and  on-board  staffing  levels  of  the  GEC,  including  the  use  of  detailees, 
personal  service  contracts,  and  direct  hires,  as  well  as  their  foreign  language  proficiency.  The 
Secretary  of  State  shall  consult  with  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  the  intended  use  of 
any  funds  transferred  or  requested  to  be  transferred  to  the  GEC  by  the  Department  of  Defense 
prior  to  submitting  the  notifications  required  by  sections  7015(d)(2)  and  701 5(h)(2)(A)  of  the 
Act. 

Office  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Trafficking  in  Persons. — The  conference  agreement 
includes  $13,822,000  for  the  Office  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Trafficking  in  Persons  for  support  of 
activities  and  directives  described  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports,  including  additional  staff  to 
address  the  increased  workload  of  regional  analysts  and  improve  expertise  of  in-country 
personnel. 

Public  Diplomacy. — The  conference  agreement  includes  sufficient  funds  to  support 
public  diplomacy  programs  at  not  less  than  the  fiscal  year  2018  level.  In  addition,  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  directed  to  include  projected  funding  levels  for  public  diplomacy  in  the  operating  plan 
required  by  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act. 

United  States  Special  Envoy  for  Sudan  and  South  Sudan. — The  conference  agreement 
includes  funds  for  the  United  States  Special  Envoy  for  Sudan  and  South  Sudan.  Not  later  than 
45  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  consult  with  the  appropriate 
congressional  committees  on  the  timing  of  the  appointment  of  an  individual  to  such  position,  and 
the  costs  associated  with  the  office  of  such  Envoy.

The  conference  agreement  provides  $92,770,000  for  Capital  Investment  Fund. 
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OFFICE  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL 


The  conference  agreement  provides  $90,829,000  for  Office  of  Inspector  General  in  this 
title,  of  which  $13,624,000  may  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020,  and  an  additional 
$54,900,000  in  title  VIII  under  this  heading  is  for  the  Special  Inspector  General  for  Afghanistan 
Reconstruction  (SIGAR)  and  is  designated  for  OCO/GWOT  pursuant  to  BBEDCA,  The  Act 
waives  the  requirement  of  section  209(a)(1)  of  the  Foreign  Service  Act  of  1980,  as  included  in 
prior  fiscal  years.

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  include  in  the  operating  plan  required  by  section  7070(a)  of 
the  Act  the  information  listed  under  this  heading  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports. 

Countering  State  Disinformation  and  Pressure. — The  conference  agreement  includes 
$12,000,000  under  this  heading  to  counter  state-sponsored  disinformation  and  hybrid  threats, 
promote  democracy,  and  support  exchanges  with  countries  facing  state-sponsored  disinformation 
and  pressure  campaigns,  particularly  in  Europe  and  Eurasia.  A  portion  of  the  funds  shall  be  made 
available  through  a  process  whereby  the  Bureau  of  Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs,  Department 
of  State  (ECA),  solicits  proposals  from  posts  located  in  affected  countries. 

Citizen  Exchange  Program. — Funds  made  available  for  the  Citizen  Exchange  Program 
are  intended  for  the  purposes  described  under  this  heading  in  the  House  report. 

Fulbright  Program. — The  conference  agreement  includes  additional  funds  under  this 
heading  for  the  Fulbright  Program  for  Afghanistan,  Egypt,  and  Pakistan,  which  in  previous  fiscal 
years  were  appropriated  under  Economic  Support  Fund.  The  total  Fulbright  allocations  for  such 
countries  for  fiscal  year  2019  shall  not  be  less  than  the  total  amounts  appropriated  under  this 
heading  and  under  Economic  Support  Fund  in  prior  fiscal  years  for  such  purposes. 

The  conference  agreement  also  includes  funding  for  Fulbright  initiatives  in  Korea,  the 
Baltic  Sea  region,  and  Eastern  Europe  at  not  less  than  the  amounts  allocated  in,  and  in  a  manner 
consistent  with,  fiscal  year  2018. 

Special  Academic  and  Professional  and  Cultural  Exchanges.— The  conference 
agreement  includes  funds  to  continue  the  Special  Academic  Exchanges  and  Special  Professional 
and  Cultural  Exchanges  described  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports,  including  the  Benjamin 
Gilman  International  Scholarship  Program  and  the  Tibetan  exchanges  and  fellowships. 

Personnel. — The  conference  agreement  includes  $70,000,000  for  Exchanges  Support  for 
ECA.  Funds  made  available  above  the  prior  fiscal  year  level  are  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  to  the 
authorized  personnel  level  contained  in  the  May  22,  2018  Department  of  State  report  to 
Congress.  The  operating  plan  required  by  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act  shall  include  details  on  how 
such  levels  will  be  achieved. 
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Vietnam  Education  Foundation  Act. — The  conference  agreement  includes  $5,000,000 
under  this  heading  and  $5,000,000  under  Development  Assistance  for  grants  authorized  by 
section  21 1  of  the  Vietnam  Education  Foundation  Act  of  2000.  as  amended. 

Young  Leaders  Initiatives. — The  conference  agreement  includes  an  additional  $1,500,000 
for  the  Young  African  Leaders  Initiative  and  an  additional  $1,000,000  for  the  Young  Leaders  of 
the  Americas  Initiative  above  the  prior  fiscal  year  level. 

REPRESENTATION  EXPENSES 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $8,030,000  for  Representation  Expenses,  subject  to 
section  7020  of  the  Act. 


PROTECTION  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  AND  OFFICIALS 
The  conference  agreement  provides  $30,890,000  for  Protection  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
Officials. 


EMBASSY  SECURITY,  CONSTRUCTION,  AND  MAINTENANCE 
The  conference  agreement  provides  $1,975,449,000  for  Embassy  Security.  Construction, 
and  Maintenance,  of  which  $1,198,249,000  is  for  Worldwide  Security  Upgrades  (WSU)  and 
$777,200,000  is  for  other  construction,  operations,  and  maintenance. 

Acceptance  of  Gifts  for  Embassy  Construction. — The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  notify  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  not  later  than  15  days  prior  to  the  acceptance 
of  a  gift  to  supplement  funds  made  available  under  this  heading.  Such  notification  shall  include 
the  amount,  source,  and  any  terms  associated  with  each  gift,  and  the  Secretary  shall  consult  with 
such  Committees  prior  to  submitting  such  notification. 

Capital  Security  Cost  Sharing  and  Maintenance  Cost  Sharing  Programs. — The 
conference  agreement  includes  not  less  than  $1,025,304,000  for  the  Department  of  State  share  of 
the  Capital  Security  Cost  Sharing  (CSCS)  and  Maintenance  Cost  Sharing  (MCS)  Programs,  not 
including  additional  amounts  to  be  provided  from  consular  revenue. 

In  addition,  the  conference  agreement  directs  Federal  agencies  funded  by  the  Act  to 
provide  contributions  to  the  CSCS  and  MCS  Programs  at  levels  consistent  w  ith  the  Benghazi 
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Accountability  Review  Board  recommended  funding  level  of  $2,200,000,000  forCSCS  and 
$400,000,000  for  MCS  based  on  shares  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Value  Engineering. — Any  notification  submitted  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  for 
a  new  diplomatic  facility  justified  to  such  Committees  in  the  Congressional  Budget  Justification, 
Department  of  State,  Foreign  Operations,  and  Related  Programs,  Fiscal  Year  2019.  or  not 
previously  justified  to  such  Committees,  shall  include  confirmation  that  the  Department  of  State 
has  completed  the  requisite  value  engineering  studies  required  pursuant  to  OMB  Circular  A-131, 
Value  Engineering  December  31 , 2013,  and  the  Bureau  of  Overseas  Building  Operations  Policy 
and  Procedure  Directive,  P&PD,  Cost  02:  Value  Engineering. 

The  reference  to  "Enhanced  Notification  Requirements”  in  the  Flouse  report  shall  mean 
"Notification  and  reporting  requirements’'  under  this  heading  in  such  report. 


EMERGENCIES  IN  THE  DIPLOMATIC  AND  CONSULAR  SERVICE 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $7,885,000  for  Emergencies  in  the  Diplomatic  and 
Consular  Service. 

The  conference  agreement  withholds  from  obligation  $800,000  of  the  funds  made 
available  under  this  heading  until  the  Secretary  of  State  testifies  before  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  on  the  fiscal  year  2020  budget  request.  Funds  withheld  from  obligation  shall  not 
be  from  funds  necessary  for  emergency  evacuations  and  the  payment  of  rewards  for  information 
related  to  international  terrorism,  narcotics  related  activities,  transnational  organized  crime,  and 
war  crimes  as  authorized  by  Section  36  of  the  State  Department  Basic  Authorities  Act  of  1956. 
Instead,  such  withholding  should  be  from  funds  available  under  the  heading  for  entertainment, 
representation,  and  other  related  expenses. 

REPATRIATION  LOANS  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $1 ,300,000  for  Repatriation  Loans  Program  Account. 


PAYMENT  TO  THE  AMERICAN  INSTITUTE  IN  TAIWAN 
The  conference  agreement  provides  $31,963,000  for  Payment  to  the  American  Institute  in 
Taiwan. 
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The  conferees  direct  that  if  consular  fees  collected  by  the  American  Institute  in  Taiwan 
(AIT)  are  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  full  cost  of  AIT’s  consular  operations,  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  make  available  funds  from  the  Consular  and  Border  Security  Program  (CBSP)  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  cover  the  difference  between  such  consular  fees  and  the  cost  of  consular  operations. 
The  operating  plan  submitted  for  AIT  pursuant  to  section  7070(a)  of  the  Act  shall  include  the 
anticipated  costs  of  AIT  consular  operations,  an  estimate  of  consular  fees  anticipated  to  be 
collected  by  AIT,  and  any  anticipated  transfers  from  the  CBSP.

CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE  INTERNATIONAL  FUND  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT 
The  conference  agreement  provides  $30,000,000  for  Contribution  to  the  international 
Fund  for  Agricultural  Development,  which  if  annualized  over  three  years  would  sum  to 
$90,000,000.  In  lieu  of  the  directive  under  this  heading  in  the  Senate  report,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  follow  the  reporting  requirements  included  under  this  heading  in  the  Act.

EXPORT  AND  INVESTMENT  ASSISTANCE 
Export-Import  Bank  of  the  United  States 

INSPECTOR  GENERAL 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $5,700,000  for  Inspector  General  for  the  Export- 
Import  Bank  of  the  United  States,  of  which  $855,000  may  remain  available  until  September  30, 
2020. 

The  Export-Import  Bank  OIG  is  not  required  to  comply  with  the  directive  under  this 
heading  in  the  House  report. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $1 10,000,000  for  Administrative  Expenses  for  the 
Export-Import  Bank  of  the  United  States,  of  which  $16,500,000  may  remain  available  until 
September  30, 2020. 


RECEIPTS  COLLECTED 

The  conference  agreement  does  not  include  the  authority  contained  in  the  Senate  bill  for 
the  Export-Import  Bank  to  retain  collected  receipts  to  fund  the  Bank’s  carryover  account.  Due  to 
the  lack  of  a  quorum  on  its  Board  of  Directors,  the  Bank  was  unable  to  generate  enough 
offsetting  collections  in  fiscal  year  201 8  to  fund  its  carryover  account,  and  the  conferees 
anticipate  that  receipts  will  also  not  be  sufficient  in  fiscal  year  2019.  This  authority  can  be 
reconsidered  in  fiscal  year  2020. 

Overseas  Private  Investment  Corporation

The  conference  agreement  provides  $79,200,000  for  Noncredit  Account  of  the  Overseas 
Private  Investment  Corporation.

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2019.  and  shall  develop  an  inter-agency  agreement  with  the  USAID  OIG  to  continue  oversight, 
including  audits,  inspections,  and  investigations,  of  the  newly  established  United  States 
International  Development  Finance  Corporation  (USIDFC)  until  the  new  USIDFC  Inspector 
General  is  operational,  if  applicable.  The  OPIC  President  and  USAID  Inspector  General  shall 
consult  with  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  such  plans.  In  addition,  the  reorganization 
plan  required  by  section  1462  of  Public  Law  1 15-254  should  include  a  timeline  and  milestones 
for  hiring  an  inspector  general  and  an  estimated  budget  for  associated  staff  and  support  costs. 

PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $20,000,000  for  Program  Account  of  the  Overseas 
Private  Investment  Corporation. 

TRADE  AND  DEVELOPMENT  AGENCY 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $79,500,000  for  Trade  and  Development  Agency,  of 
which  no  more  than  $19,000,000  is  for  administrative  expenses.

Section  7071(b)(3)(B)  of  the  Act  makes  an  additional  $50,000,000  available  for 
assistance  for  Tunisia  from  prior  year  RRF. 

West  Bank  and  Gaza. — Of  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Act  and  prior  Acts,  up  to

Not  later  than  45  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  submit  to 
the  appropriate  congressional  committees  a  report  detailing  assistance  for  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  appropriated  in  prior  Acts  by  fiscal  year,  account,  and  program  that  are  withheld  from 
obligation  or  disbursement,  the  specific  reason  for  such  withholding,  and  the  impact  of  such 
withholding  on  the  welfare  of  the  Palestinian  people  and  the  national  interests  of  the  United 
States,  Israel,  and  Jordan.  The  report  shall  also  include  a  description  of  any  policy  review  on 
assistance  for  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  State,  USAID,  or  any 
other  Federal  entity,  including  the  date  on  which  the  review  was  initiated,  the  participants  in  the 
review,  any  consultations  by  such  participants  with  foreign  or  nongovernmental  entities,  and  the 
findings  of  the  review,  if  concluded. 

Yemen. — Funds  in  the  Act  for  assistance  for  Yemen  shall  be  made  available  for 
stabilization  and  humanitarian  assistance,  including  for  United  Nations  stabilization  and 
governance  facilities. 

Section  7042.  Africa  ( modified) 

Africa  Counterterrorism. — Similar  to  prior  years,  the  conference  agreement  includes 
$25,730,000  for  the  Partnership  for  Regional  East  Africa  Counterterrorism  and  $90,803,000  for 
the  Trans-Sahara  Counterterrorism  Partnership. 

Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo. — The  conference  agreement  includes  a  total  of

Ethiopia. — The  conferees  do  not  support  the  use  of  funds  to  further  policies  or  activities 
that  would  result  in  forced  displacement  in  Ethiopia.  Funds  made  available  by  the  Act  or  prior 
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Acts  to  support  activities  intended  to  improve  livelihoods  shall  include  prior  consultation  with, 
and  the  participation  of,  affected  communities,  including  in  the  South  Omo  and  Gambella 
regions. 

Horn  of  Africa. — The  conferees  encourage  the  Department  of  State  and  USAID  to 
explore  diplomatic  and  foreign  assistance  opportunities  in  furtherance  of  peace  in  the  Horn  of 
Africa. 

Lake  Chad  Basin  Countries. — Funds  made  available  pursuant  to  subsection  (d)  shall  be 
made  available  to  support  populations  at  risk  from  violent  attacks  and  kidnappings  by  Boko 
Haram.  and  to  support  victims  of  such  attacks  and  individuals  who  have  escaped  captivity, 
including  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of  women  and  girls. 

In  order  to  effectively  support  implementation  and  oversight  of  assistance  made  available 
pursuant  to  subsection  (d),  the  conferees  direct  the  USAID  Administrator,  after  consultation  with 
the  appropriate  congressional  committees,  to  increase  the  number  of  USAID  personnel  in 
Cameroon,  Chad,  and  Niger  above  fiscal  year  2018  levels.  Not  later  than  90  days  after 
enactment  of  the  Act,  the  USAID  Administrator  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  appropriate 
congressional  committees  detailing  steps  taken,  and  steps  planned  to  be  taken,  to  implement  such 
directive.

The  Secretary  of  State  should  encourage  the  Government  of  South  Sudan  to  prioritize  the 

identification  of  a  site  for  a  New  Embassy  Compound  in  Juba,  South  Sudan.

Not  later  than  60  days  alter  enactment  of  the  Act  and  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  spend 
plan,  the  Secretary  of  Stale,  in  coordination  with  the  USAID  Administrator,  shall  issue  a 
progress  report  based  on  the  existing  plan  for  monitoring  and  evaluation.  The  report  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  appropriate  congressional  committees  and  the  information  contained  in  the 
report  shall  be  posted  on  the  Department  of  State  and  USAID  websites  in  a  timely  manner.  The 
report  should  inform  the  justification  for  the  allocation  of  funds  in  the  spend  plan,  and 
congressional  notifications  submitted  for  countries  in  Central  America  shall  describe  how 
programs  align  with  such  plan  for  monitoring  and  evaluation. 

The  Secretary  of  State,  in  coordination  with  the  USAID  Administrator,  shall  establish  a 
cost-matching  requirement  that  leverages  from  the  governments  of  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and 
Honduras  $5  for  every  $  1  made  available  by  the  Act  for  each  country.  Congressional 
notifications  submitted  for  such  countries  shall  include  a  detailed  description  of  the 
implementation  of  this  requirement. 

Subsection  (a)(1)  includes  modified  language  withholding  50  percent  of  the  assistance 

made  available  for  each  of  the  central  governments  of  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and  Honduras, 

until  the  Secretary  of  State  certifies  and  reports  that  such  government  is  meeting  certain 

conditions.  In  making  such  certification,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  consider  the  following:  (1 ) 

relating  to  subparagraph  (E),  whether  the  autonomous  entity  operates  transparently  and  is 

representative  of  a  broad  cross  section  of  society;  (2)  relating  to  subparagraph  (G),  whether  the 

government  is  increasing  the  capacity  and  independence  of  the  judiciary  and  the  Office  of  the 

Attorney  General,  including  on  civil,  criminal,  and  tax  matters,  and  whether  the  government  is 

implementing  international  best  practices  to  ensure  due  process;  (3)  relating  to  subparagraph  (J), 

whether  such  personnel  include  military  and  police  commanding  officers  and  that  they  are 

cooperating  in  such  cases;  (4)  relating  to  subparagraph  (N),  whether  the  government  is  protecting 

the  rights  of  human  rights  defenders  and  other  civil  society  activists,  trade  unionists,  and 
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journalists;  (5)  relating  to  subparagraph  (O),  whether  the  government  is  implementing  tax 
reforms  that  increase  government  revenue  and  transparency  in  the  tax  collection  system,  and  that 
strengthen  customs  agencies;  and  (6)  relating  to  subparagraph  (P),  whether  the  government  is 
resolving  commercial  disputes  between  United  States  entities  and  such  government,  including 
the  confiscation  of  real  property,  and  increasing  the  timeliness  of  reimbursements  to  United 
States  businesses.  The  Secretary  shall  include  such  information  in  the  report  accompanying  the 
certification. 

The  conference  agreement  supports  efforts  to  strengthen  the  rule  of  law  by  combating 
corruption  and  impunity  in  Central  America  by  providing:  (1 )  $6,000,000  for  the  International 
Commission  against  Impunity  in  Guatemala;  (2)  $5,000,000  for  the  Mission  to  Support  the  Fight 
against  Corruption  and  Impunity  in  Honduras;  and  (3)  $20,000,000  for  the  offices  of  the 
Attorneys  General/Public  Ministries  of  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and  Honduras.  In  allocating 
funds  for  these  purposes,  the  Secretary  of  State  should  consider  the  capacity,  record,  and 
commitment  to  the  rule  of  law  of  each  office.  The  spend  plan  shall  describe  the  amounts  and 
proposed  uses  of  funds  for  these  entities. 

The  conference  agreement  includes  not  less  than  $6,000,000  for  programs  to  address 
sexual  and  gender-based  violence  in  the  Northern  Triangle. 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $40,725,000  for  assistance  for  Costa  Rica.  Such 
funds,  which  are  derived  from  within  the  amounts  specified  in  the  “Central  America  Regional 
Security  Initiative”  and  “Other  Assistance  for  Central  America”  tables  above,  are  allocated 


according  to  the  following  table  and  subject  to  section  7019  of  the  Act:

The  conference  agreement  provides  resources  above  the  fiscal  year  2018  level  under 
International  Narcotics  Control  and  Law  Enforcement  to  bolster  Colombia’s  drug  eradication 
and  interdiction  efforts  and  enhance  rural  security.

In  lieu  of  the  directives  in  the  House  and  Senate  reports  under  this  heading  regarding 
border  security  and  controls,  the  Secretary  of  State  is  directed  to  work  with  the  governments  of 
Haiti  and  the  Dominican  Republic  to  develop  plans  to  strengthen  border  security  and  control. 
Such  plan  should  improve  security,  enhance  customs  operations,  increase  transparency,  and 
minimize  corruption.  Not  later  than  90  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act,  the  Secretary,  in 
consultation  with  the  USAID  Administrator,  shall  submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  a 
report  on  such  efforts,  including  a  description  of  the  uses  of  funds  made  available  or  intended  to 
be  made  available  by  the  Act  and  prior  Acts  to  support  such  plans. 

The  conference  agreement  provides  $1 ,500,000  for  Haiti  prison  assistance  in  the  manner 
described  under  this  heading  in  the  Senate  report. 

The  report  required  under  this  heading  in  the  Senate  report  shall  be  submitted  prior  to  the 
obligation  of  assistance  for  Haiti,  but  not  later  than  45  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act.

The  strategy  shall  describe  how  funds  made  available  in  the  Act 
and  prior  Acts  will  support  international  and  host  country  efforts  to  provide  essential  services  for 
Venezuelan  refugees  and  migrants  and  support  host  communities.  The  strategy  shall  also 
describe  actions  taken  or  planned  to  be  taken  by  international  organizations  to  support  such 
activities.  The  Secretary  of  State  and  USAID  Administrator  shall  consult  with  the  appropriate 

congressional  committees  on  such  strategy  not  later  than  30  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act.

Not  later  than  45  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act  and  prior  to  the  obligation  of  funds 
made  available  pursuant  to  subsection  (c),  the  Secretary  of  State,  USAID  Administrator,  Director 
of  the  United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  (USF  WS),  Director  of  the  United  States  Forest 
Service  (USFS),  and  Secretary  of  Interior  are  directed  to  consult  with  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  on  the  uses  of  such  funds.

Reconciliation  Programs.- — In  lieu  of  the  directives  on  reconciliation  programs  in  the 
House  and  Senate  reports,  $30,000,000  is  included  for  people-to-people  reconciliation  programs 
to  be  carried  out  in  a  manner  consistent  with  long-standing  congressional  intent.  Not  later  than 
60  days  after  enactment  of  the  Act,  the  USAID  Administrator  shall  consult  with  the  Committees 
on  Appropriations  on  the  proposed  uses  of  such  funds  and  the  amounts  to  be  made  available  for 
such  purposes. 

Trafficking  in  Persons. — The  conference  agreement  includes  not  less  than  $80,822,000 
for  programs  and  activities  to  combat  trafficking  in  persons  internationally,  including 
$13,822,000  provided  under  Diplomatic  Programs  for  the  Office  to  Monitor  and  Combat 
Trafficking  in  Persons,  and  not  less  than  $67,000,000  from  funds  made  available  under  titles  III 
and  IV.  Of  such  amounts,  not  less  than  $45,000,000  is  made  available  under  International 
Narcotics  Control  and  Law  Enforcement  and  a  total  of  $22,000,000  is  included  under  Assistance 
for  Europe,  Eurasia  and  Central  Asia,  Development  Assistance,  and  Economic  Support  Fund  for 
these  purposes. 

Within  the  amounts  made  available  under  International  Narcotics  Control  and  Law 
Enforcement,  $36,000,000  is  to  be  administered  by  the  Office  to  Monitor  and  Combat 
Trafficking  in  Persons.  The  conference  agreement  includes  $5,000,000  for  child  protection 
compacts,  pursuant  to  the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act  of  2000,  as  amended  by  Public 
Law  1 13-4,  which  may  be  made  available  following  consultation  with  the  appropriate 
congressional  committees. 

Funds  designated  for  programs  to  end  modem  slavery  in  the  table  under  International 
Narcotics  Control  and  Law  Enforcement  in  title  IV  are  in  addition  to  funds  allocated  to  combat 
trafficking  in  persons  pursuant  to  this  section  and  shall  be  awarded  on  an  open  and  competitive 
basis.

participation  of  local  organizations  in  participating  as  implementers  and  provide  for  the  training 
and  mentoring  of  such  organizations;  and  (4)  coordinate  and  ensure  complementarity  with  other 
bilateral  and  regional  programs  funded  by  the  Act  and  prior  Acts,  and  with  other  development 
and  security  programs  conducted  by  other  Federal  agencies  and  international  donors. 

Prior  to  the  obligation  of  funds  made  available  by  the  Act  for  such  program,  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  USAID  Administrator  shall  jointly  submit  a  report  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  detailing:  (I )  the  states  potentially  eligible  for  the  program;  (2)  the  requirements 
of  the  central  governments  for  participation  in  the  program  and  program  conditionality,  if  any;

showing  the  operating  units  of  the  respective  department,  agency  or  organization  and  a  brief 
description  of  each  operating  unit;  the  number  of  employees  for  each  operating  unit:  the 
proposed  new  organizational  chart  with  descriptions  of  each  new  operating  unit;  and  the  number 
of  employees  once  the  proposed  reorganization  is  complete;  (3)  an  assessment  of  how  the 
proposed  action  will  improve  the  efficiency,  effectiveness,  performance,  and  accountability 
(including  through  modernizing  information  technology  platforms  and  streamlining 
administrative  functions)  of  the  department,  agency,  or  organization;  (4)  an  analysis  of  the 
impact  of  any  such  change  on  the  ability  to  advance  the  national  interest  of  the  United  States 
through  diplomacy  and  development,  and  to  conduct  adequate  monitoring  and  oversight  of 
foreign  assistance  programs,  and  any  legislative  change  necessary  to  implement  such  proposals; 
(5)  the  estimated  cost,  including  for  design,  implementation,  facilities,  and  personnel  for  fiscal 
years  2019  and  2020;  (6)  the  estimated  timeline  to  complete  the  proposed  action;  and  (7)  an 
assessment  of  any  cost  savings  and  efficiencies  achieved  through  implementation  of  each 
element  of  the  proposed  action. 

The  conferees  direct  the  USAID  Administrator  to  update,  as  appropriate  and  in  writing, 
the  Committees  on  Appropriations  if  implementing  the  recommendations  and  conclusions  of  the 
Foreign  Assistance  Review  (FAR)  would  affect  the  information  or  proposed  changes  in  USAID 
“Reorg  CNs  #1-9”. 

In  addition,  not  later  than  60  days  after  completion  of  the  FAR,  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
USAID  Administrator  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  detailing  the 
anticipated  impact  of  the  FAR  on  Department  of  State  and  USAID  programs  and  operations  in 
future  fiscal  year  budget  requests. 

Pursuant  to  subsection  (b)(2)(A),  the  report  shall  include  the  following  information  on  a 
quarterly  basis:  (1)  actual  obligations  to  date  for  all  implementation  costs  associated  with  “Reorg 
CNs  U 1-9"  by  the  categories  detailed  in  USAID's  response  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations 
on  October  30,  2018,  to  include  the  salaries  and  benefits  of  United  States  Direct  Hire  employees 
working  directly  on  implementation  of  each  reorganization  and  the  source  of  such  funding;  (2)  a 
project  status  and  projected  timeline  for  each  of  the  reorganizations  based  on  the  milestones  and 
timelines  provided  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  on  October  30, 2018;  and  (3)  actual  and 
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anticipated  United  States  Direct  Hire  workforce  level  changes  by  bureau  and  operating  unit  as  a 
result  of  the  reorganizations,  including  staffing  shifts  between  functions. 

Not  later  than  60  days  after  completion  of  the  zero-based  budgeting  and  personnel 
staffing  exercise  being  conducted  in  support  of  USAID's  transformation  initiative,  the  USAID

The  conference  agreement  provides  an  additional  $96,240,000  for  Contributions  to

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Afghanistan,  Iraq,  Libya,  and  Somalia,  which  is  designated  for  OCO/GWOT  pursuant  to 
BBEDCA.

Section  8004.  Rescission 

This  section  rescinds  $301,200,000  from  unobligated  balances  from  amounts  made 
available  under  Diplomatic  and  Consular  Programs  in  title  II  of  the  Security  Assistance 
Appropriations  Act,  201  7,  which  is  designated  for  OCO/GWOT  pursuant  to  BBEDCA.

In  cases  where  the  House  or  the  Senate 
has  directed  the  submission  of  a  report,  such  report  is  to  be  submitted  to  both  the  House  and 
Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations.  The  Department  of  Transportation  and  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  are  directed  to  notify  the  House  and  Senate 
Committees  on  Appropriations  seven  days  prior  to  the  announcement  of  a  new  program, 
initiative,  or  authority.  Any  reprogramming  requests  must  be  submitted  to  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  no  later  than  June  30,  2019.

—  The  conferees  do  not  direct  any  modification  of  the  next  Conditions  and 
Performance  report  required  under  23  U.S.C.  503(b)(8)  and  49  U.S.C.  308(e),

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 


The  conferees  provide  $1 1 3,91 0,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary.  The  conferees  do  not  include  any  specific  caps  on  Full-Time  Equivalents  (FTE)  either 
in  total  or  by  individual  office. 

Service  animals. — The  conferees  reiterate  House  direction  regarding  the  review  of  airline 
modifications  to  service  animal  policies.  Further,  the  conferees  reiterate  direction  included  in  the 
Senate  report  within  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FA A)  Operations  account  expecting 
the  Department  to  work  with  stakeholders  regarding  regulations  defining  types  of  service 
animals. 


Army  Corps  of  Engineers  Reorganization. — The  conferees  do  not  provide  the  Department  of 
Transportation  with  resources  to  undertake  any  reorganization  or  planning  efforts  related  to  a 
transfer  of  functions  from  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  to  the  Department  of  Transportation. 


Intelligent  transportation  systems.  — llie  conferees  direct  the  Department  of  Transportation  to 
submit  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  and  Commerce,  Science,  and  Transportation  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  and  Transportation  and  Infrastructure  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  a  report  on  efforts  by  the  Department  of  Transportation  to  engage  with 
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local  communities,  metropolitan  planning  organizations,  and  regional  transportation 
commissions  on  advancing  data  and  intelligent  transportation  systems  technologies  and  other 
smart  cities  solutions  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 


RESEARCH  AND  TECHNOLOGY 

The  conferees  provide  $8,471,000  for  research  and  technology,  of  which  $2,21 8,000  shall 
remain  available  until  September  30, 2021 . 


NATIONAL  INFRASTRUCTURE  INVESTMENTS 

The  conferees  provide  $900,000,000  for  national  infrastructure  investments,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2021 ,  The  conferees  direct  that  not  more  than  50  percent  of  funds 
awarded  shall  be  for  projects  located  in  a  rural  area  with  a  population  of  less  than  200,000  and 
not  more  than  50  percent  shall  be  for  projects  located  in  an  urban  or  suburban  area  with  a 
population  of  more  than  200,000.  Although  still  eligible  for  an  award,  the  conferees  do  not  direct 
a  minimum  amount  of  funding  for  projects  located  in  and  around  major  seaports.  The  conferees 
do  not  direct  that  the  criteria  to  be  used  for  grant  awards  be  the  same  criteria  from  the  fiscal  year 

2016  Notice  of  Funding  Opportunity  (NOFO)  and  instead  direct  the  Secretary  to  use  the  same 
criteria  from  the  fiscal  year  2017  NOFO  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  September  7, 

201 7  to  make  award  decisions  with  the  exception  of  the  use  of  Federal  share  or  an  applicant’s 
ability  to  generate  non-Federal  revenue  as  a  selection  criteria  in  awarding  projects.  lTie  conferees 
do  not  direct  the  Secretary  to  prioritize  multimodal  projects  and  projects  on  major  corridors  of 
the  national  freight  network  when  awarding  projects  in  urbanized  areas.  The  conferees  do  not 
direct  the  Secretary  to  prioritize  applications  for  bridge  replacement  and  rehabilitation  projects, 
including  off-system  bridges,  or  to  prioritize  applications  that  demonstrate  cost  savings  by 
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bundling  multiple  rural  bridge  projects  into  a  single  proposal,  when  awarding  projects  in  a  rural 


area. 


NATIONAL  SURFACE  TRANSPORTATION  AND  INNOVATIVE  FINANCE  BUREAU 

The  conferees  provide  $5,000,000  for  the  national  surface  transportation  and  innovative 
finance  bureau,  to  remain  available  until  expended.  The  conferees  direct  the  bureau  to  carry  out 
its  various  responsibilities  including  administration  of  grants  and  loans  provided  through  the 
Infrastructure  for  Rebuilding  America  (INFRA)  program  within  this  amount.  The  conferees  do 
not  expect  the  bureau  to  administer  the  maritime  guaranteed  loan  (title  XI)  program. 

FINANCIAL  MANAGEMENT  CAPITAL 

The  conferees  provide  $2,000,000  for  the  financial  management  capital  program,  to 
remain  available  until  September  30,  2020.  The  funding  provided  is  sufficient  to  carry  out  Data 
Act  compliance  requirements  at  the  Department  in  fiscal  year  2019. 


CYBER  SECURITY  INITIATIVES 

The  conferees  provide  $1 5,000,000  for  departmental  cyber  security  initiatives,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2020. 


OFFICE  OF  CIVIL  RIGHTS 

The  conferees  provide  $9,470,000  for  the  office  of  civil  rights. 


TRANSPORTATION  PLANNING,  RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

The  conferees  provide  $7,879,000  for  planning,  research  and  development  activities,  to 
remain  available  until  expended,  of  which  $1,000,000  is  for  the  Interagency  Infrastructure 
Permitting  Improvement  Center  (IIPIC). 
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WORKING  CAPITAL  FUND 


The  conferees  limit  expenditures  for  working  capital  fund  activities  to  $319,793,000.  The 
$1 15,910,000  limitation  increase  is  provided  by  the  conferees  to  support  the  Department’s  shared 
services  initiative  in  commodity  information  technology. 


MINORITY  BUSINESS  RESOURCE  CENTER  PROGRAM 
The  conferees  provide  $500,000  for  the  minority  business  resource  center  program. 


SMALL  AND  DISADVANTAGED  BUSINESS  UTILIZATION  AND  OUTREACH 

The  conferees  provide  $3,488,000  for  small  and  disadvantaged  business  utilization  and 
outreach,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 


PAYMENTS  TO  AIR  CARRIERS 
(AIRPORT  AND  AIRWAY  TRUST  FUND) 


The  conferees  provide  $175,000,000  for  payments  to  air  carriers,  to  remain  available  until 
expended. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS  -  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  TRANSPORTATION 

Section  101  prohibits  funds  available  to  the  Department  of  Transportation  from  being 
obligated  for  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  to  approve  assessments  or 
reimbursable  agreements  pertaining  to  funds  appropriated  to  the  modal  administrations,  except 
for  activities  underway  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  unless  such  assessments  or 
agreements  have  completed  the  normal  reprogramming  process  for  Congressional  notification. 
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Section  102  requires  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  to  post  on  the  internet  a  schedule  of 
all  Council  on  Credit  and  Finance  meetings,  agendas,  and  meeting  minutes. 

Section  103  allows  the  Department  of  Transportation  Working  Capital  Fund  to  provide 
payments  in  advance  to  vendors  for  the  Federal  transit  pass  fringe  benefit  program,  and  to 
provide  full  or  partial  payments  to,  and  to  accept  reimbursements  from,  Federal  agencies  for 
transit  benefit  distribution  services. 


Federal  Aviation  Administration 
operations 

(airport  and  airway  trust  fund) 

The  conferees  provide  $10,410,758,000  for  the  operations  of  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA),  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020.  Of  the  total  amount 
provided,  $9,833,400,000  is  to  be  derived  from  the  airport  and  airway  trust  fund.  Funds  are 
distributed  in  the  bill  by  budget  activity.

Unmanned  aircraft  systems. — The  conferees  provide  $56,000,000  for  unmanned  aircraft 
systems  integration  (UAS)  activities  within  the  operations  account,  to  be  distributed  as  follows: 
$27,375,000  for  the  Air  Traffic  Organization;  $27,375,000  for  Aviation  Safety;  $750,000  for 
Security  and  Hazardous  Materials  Safety;  and  $500,000  for  the  Office  of  Communications 
within  staff  offices.

— The  conferees  direct  the  FAA  to  include  information  on  the 
implementation  of  NextGen  capabilities  at  commercial  service  airports  when  it  publishes  its 
annual  NextGen  Implementation  Plan  as  required  under  section  208  of  Public  Law  1 12-95.

Reduced  Oceanic  Separation. — The  conferees  provide  $17,500,000  for  reduced  oceanic 
separation  and  urge  the  FAA  to  work  with  industry  partners  to  explore  space-based  ADS-B 
technology-proving  activities  in  the  Caribbean  airspace. 
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Next  generation  very  high  frequency  air/ground  communications  (NEXCOM). — The 
conferees  provide  $60,000,000  for  NEXCOM,  a  baseline  increase  of  $  1 0,000,000,  and  agree  to 
House  direction  regarding  segment  2  radios. 

Next  generation  weather  processor. — The  conferees  provide  $28,650,000  for  next  generation 
weather  processor  to  mitigate  the  three  year  gap  before  the  start  of  the  work  package  2 
development  currently  in  the  FAA  capital  investment  plan. 

National  Airspace  System  Voice  System  (NVS). — The  conferees  provide  $43,150,000  for  the 
NVS  program.  This  funding  may  be  used  to  add  additional  capabilities  compatible  with  NextGen 
technology  and  ensure  sustainment  of  legacy  voice  switches  as  the  NVS  program  continues 
development. 

VHF  Omnidirectional  Radio  Range  (VOR)  Minimum  Operating  Network  (MON). — The 
conferees  provide  $20,000,000  for  VOR  MON,  $10,000,000  of  which  is  for  VOR  with  distance 
measuring  equipment  (DME)  to  continue  the  FAA's  efforts  to  address  the  aging  infrastructure  of 
en  route  navigational  aids  through  the  FAA’s  acquisition  management  process. 

Telecommunications  Infrastructure. — The  conferees  provide  $40,000,000  for  FAA 
telecommunications  infrastructure,  which  is  $33,300,000  above  the  budget  request.  A  portion  of 
this  additional  funding,  as  well  as  the  funds  provided  for  this  budget  line  item  in  fiscal  year  2018, 
is  to  support  the  replacement  of  obsolete  infrastructure  hardware  and  software. 

Time  division  multiplexing  (TDM)-to-Internet  Protocol  (IP)  migration.— The  conferees 
provide  $38,000,000  for  TDM  to  IP  migration,  including  funds  to  convert  additional  locations 
from  TDM  to  IP  ethemet  through  an  open  and  competitive  process  for  any  edge  devices.

Advanced  material/structural  safety. — The  conferees  provide  514,720,000  for  advanced 
material/structural  safety,  including  56,000,000  to  advance  the  use  of  new  additive  materials 
{both  metallic  and  non-metallic  based  additive  processes)  into  the  commercial  aviation  industry, 
and  54,000,000  to  advance  the  use  of  fiber  reinforced  composite  material  into  the  commercial 
aviation  industry  through  the  FAA  joint  advanced  materials  and  structures  center  of  excellence. 

Unmanned  aircraft  systems  (UAS)  research. — The  conferees  provide  $24,035,000  for  UAS 
research,  including  512,035,000  for  the  UAS  center  of  excellence  in  UAS  research,  52,000,000 
to  expand  the  center’s  role  in  transportation  disaster  preparedness  and  response,  and  $10,000,000 
to  support  UAS  research  activities  at  the  FAA  technical  center  and  other  FAA  facilities. 
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UAS  integration  programs. — The  conferees  reiterate  House  and  Senate  direction  regarding 
the  development  of  an  Unmanned  Traffic  Management  (UTM)  system.  Low  Altitude 
Authorization  and  Notification  Capability  (LAANC),  and  the  UTM  Pilot  Program,  and  direct  the 
FAA  to  provide  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  with  a  report  and  research 
plan  consistent  with  House  and  Senate  direction  no  later  than  120  days  after  enactment  of  this 
Act. 

Environmental  sustainability.  -  The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $47,187,000  for  research 
related  to  environmental  sustainability  that  supports  the  CLEEN  program,  as  well  as  the  center  of 
excellence  for  alternative  jet  fuels  and  environment.  Within  the  total  provided,  the  FAA  is 
directed  to  use  $15,000,000  for  the  center  of  excellence.

Section  1 13  allows  reimbursement  of  funds  for  providing  technical  assistance  to  foreign 
aviation  authorities  to  be  credited  to  the  operations  account. 

Section  1 14  prohibits  funds  for  Sunday  premium  pay  unless  work  was  actually  performed  on 
a  Sunday. 

Section  1 1 5  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  buy  store  gift  cards  with  Government  issued 
credit  cards. 

Section  116  prohibits  funds  from  being  obligated  or  expended  for  retention  bonuses  for  FAA 
employees  without  prior  written  approval  of  the  DOT  Assistant  Secretary  for  Administration. 

Section  117  requires  the  Secretary  to  block  the  display  of  an  owner  or  operator’s  aircraft 
registration  number  in  the  aircraft  situational  display  to  industry  program  upon  the  request  of  an 
owner  or  operator. 

Section  1 1 8  prohibits  funds  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  more  than  eight  political  and 
Presidential  appointees  in  the  FAA. 

Section  1 19  prohibits  funds  to  increase  fees  under  49  U.S.C.  44721  until  the  FAA  provides  a 
report  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  that  justifies  all  fees  related  to 
aeronautical  navigation  products  and  explains  how  such  fees  are  consistent  with  Executive  Order 
13642. 

Section  1 19A  requires  the  FAA  to  notify  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations  at  least  90  days  before  closing  a  regional  operations  center  or  reducing  the 
services  provided. 
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Section  1 19B  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  change  weight  restrictions  or  prior 
permission  rules  at  Teterboro  Airport  in  New  Jersey. 

Section  1 19C  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  withhold  from  consideration  and  approval 
certain  application  for  participation  in  the  contract  tower  program,  or  for  certain  reevaluations  of 
cost-share  program  participation. 

Section  1 19D  requires  FAA  to  take  certain  actions  regarding  organization  delegation 
authorization. 

Section  1 19E  prohibits  funds  for  construction  of  shelter  for  snow  equipment  in  excess  of 
equipment  needs  unless  the  airport  sponsor  certifies  conformity  with  certain  requirements. 

Section  !  1 9F  requires  the  FAA  to  permit  intermittent  large  cargo  air  carriers  to  land  in 
remote  areas  using  alternative  meteorological  weather  reports. 

Section  1 19G  allows  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the  “Grants- in- Aid  for  Airports'’  account  to 
reimburse  airports  affected  by  temporary  flight  restrictions  for  residences  of  the  President.

The  conferees  limit  obligations  for  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  (FHWA)  to  $446,444,304.  In  addition,  the  conferees  provide  $3,248,000  for  the 
administrative  expenses  of  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission. 
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FEDERAL-AID  HIGHWAYS 


(LIMITATION  ON  OBLIGATIONS) 

(HIGHWAY  TRUST  FUND) 

The  conferees  limit  obligations  for  the  federal -aid  highways  program  to  $45,268,596,000  in 
fiscal  year  2019. 

Alternative  fuel  corridors. — The  conferees  direct  the  Federal  Highway  Administration 
(FHWA)  to  deliver  the  report  required  under  23  U.S.C.  151(e)  to  the  House  and  Senate 
Appropriations  Committees  when  it  is  completed.  The  conferees  do  not  require  any  additional 
reporting  on  alternative  fuel  corridors. 

Infrastructure  for  Rebuilding  America  (INFRA)  and  freight  transportation. —  The  conferees 
expect  the  Secretary  to  prioritize  INFRA  funding  awards  to  port  projects  and  the  intermodal 
connections  that  serve  those  facilities,  where  eligible  under  the  FAST  Act. 

Autonomous  Vehicles  and  Pavement  Performance. —  The  conferees  direct  the  Department  to 
consider  and  evaluate  the  impact  of  autonomous  vehicles,  particularly  commercial  vehicles,  on 
pavement  service  life  when  conducting  research  on  pavement  performance. 

Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices  (MUTCD).  —  The  conferees  direct  FHWA 
to  publish  a  schedule  for  an  update  to  the  MUTCD  for  the  safe  use  of  our  roadways  by  both 
human  drivers  and  automated  vehicles. 
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Rubber  modified  asphalt  usage. — The  conferees  do  no!  direct  a  study  of  rubber  modified 
asphalt  technology  within  the  amount  provided  for  research  and  instead  direct  the  Secretary, 
through  the  academic  and  scientific  community,  to  consider  the  performance,  longevity,  and 
safety  benefits  of  rubber  modified  asphalt  when  conducting  research  on  other  topics  related  to 
the  application  of  this  technology.  Such  consideration  should  include  state  acceptance  of  and 
government  barriers  to  the  use  of  rubber  modified  asphalt.  The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to 
report  the  Secretary’s  findings  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations,  the 
House  Committee  on  Energy  and  Commerce,  and  the  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce,  Science, 
and  Transportation  as  relevant  research  is  completed. 
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(LIQUIDATION  OF  CONTRACT  AUTHORIZATION) 

(HIGHWAY  TRUST  FUND) 

The  conferees  provide  a  liquidating  cash  appropriation  of  $46,007,596,000,  which  is 
available  until  expended,  to  pay  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  various  highway  programs  at 
the  levels  provided  in  this  Act  and  prior  appropriations  acts. 
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HIGHWAY  INFRASTRUCTURE  PROGRAMS 

The  conferees  provide  $3,250,000,000  from  the  genera!  firnd,  of  which  $2,729,000,000  is  for 
state  road  and  bridge  projects,  $16,000,000  is  for  the  Puerto  Rico  highway  program,  $5,000,000 
is  for  the  territorial  highway  program,  $25,000,000  is  for  the  nationally  significant  federal  lands 
and  tribal  projects  program,  and  $475,000,000  is  for  a  bridge  replacement  and  rehabilitation 
program  in  qualifying  states  that  have  a  disproportionate  percentage  of  bridge  surface  that  is  in 
poor  condition.

Section  122  provides  requirements  for  any  waiver  of  Buy  America  requirements. 

Section  123  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  provide  credit  assistance  under  sections  603 
and  604  of  title  23,  United  States  Code,  unless  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  notifies  the  House 
and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations,  the  Senate  Committee  on  Environment  and  Public 
Works,  the  Senate  Committee  on  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Affairs,  and  the  House 
Committee  on  Transportation  and  Infrastructure  at  least  three  days  prior  to  credit  application 
approval. 

Section  124  requires  60-day  notification  to  the  Committees  on  Appropriations  for  any 
INFRA  grants  awarded  under  23  U.S.C.  117  provided  that  such  notification  shall  be  made  no 
later  than  1 80  days  from  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

Section  125  allows  state  DOTs  to  repurpose  certain  highway  project  funding  to  be  used 
within  50  miles  of  its  original  designation.

Bus  and  tease  interchange  rule. —  The  conferees  include  a  provision  prohibiting  funds  from 
being  used  to  implement,  enforce,  or  make  effective  the  May  27,  2015  “Lease  and  Interchange  of 
Vehicles”  rule  and  therefore  do  not  include  direction  to  modify  that  same  rule.  However,  the 
conferees  do  not  prohibit  DOT  from  proceeding  with  a  new  rule  that  incorporates  input  from 
stakeholders. 

Pilot  program  completion. — The  conferees  direct  FMCSA  to  ensure  the  safe  and  timely 
completion  of  the  flexible  sleeper  berth  pilot  program.

Section  132  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  implement,  enforce,  or  otherwise  make 
effective  a  rule  related  to  the  lease  and  interchange  of  vehicles  by  motor  carriers  of  passengers.

The  conferees  provide  $190,000,000  from  the  general  fund  for  operations  and  research.  Of 
this  amount,  $40,000,000  shall  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 

In  addition  to  salaries  and  expenses,  the  conferees  provide  $25,000,000  for  rulemaking 
programs,  of  which  not  less  than  $  1 6,000,000  is  for  the  new  car  assessment  program, 

$33,000,000  for  enforcement  programs,  of  which  not  less  than  $20,000,000  is  for  the  Office  of 
Defects  Investigation,  and  $49,000,000  for  research  and  analysis  programs,  of  which  not  less 
than  $15,000,000  is  for  vehicle  electronics  and  emerging  technologies  which  includes  research  of 
automated  vehicle  technologies.

The  conferees  direct  NHTSA  to  coordinate 
these  resources  with  other  highway  safety  media  campaigns,  and  to  work  collaboratively  with  the 
Federal  Railroad  Administration  on  the  campaign's  message  development.  The  conferees  direct 
the  remaining  $7,000,000  be  used  for  grants,  pilot  program  activities,  and  other  innovative 
solutions  to  reduce  impaired-driving  fatalities  including  law  enforcement  awareness,  training, 
and  other  countermeasures  that  improve  safety  and  reduce  impaired  driving  fatalities  associated 
with  both  drug  and  alcohol  impairment.  Countermeasure  activities  shall  include  those  likely  to 
provide  the  greatest  reductions  in  impaired  driving,  that  are  applicable  or  transferable  broadly 
within  law  enforcement,  or  which  promise  to  increase  efficiency  in  the  recognition,  enforcement, 
and  processing  of  impaired  drivers  on  the  nation's  highways.

Section  142  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  mandate  global  positioning  systems  in  private 
vehicles  without  consideration  of  privacy  concerns. 

Section  1 43  provides  additional  funding  for  highway  safety  programs.

The  conferees  provide  $40,600,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for  railroad 
research  and  development.  This  amount  includes  $2,500,000  to  improve  safety  practices  and 
training  for  Class  II  and  Class  III  freight  railroads;  $2,000,000  for  tank  car  research  related  to  the 
safe  transportation  of  energy  products  in  partnership  with  other  Federal  agencies;  and  up  to 
$5,000,000  for  partnerships  with  qualified  universities  for  research  on  rail  system  safety, 
capacity  and  efficiency,  of  which  $1,000,000  is  for  research  with  universities  on  intelligent 
railroad  systems.

The  conferees  provide  $400,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for  grants 
authorized  by  section  2491 1  of  title  49,  United  States  Code,  and  allow  the  Secretary  to  withhold 
up  to  one  percent  for  project  management  and  oversight  of  these  grants.  In  addition,  the 
conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  issue  a  notice  of  funding  opportunity  (NOFO)  consistent  with 
the  guidelines  from  the  FAST  Act  for  all  funds  appropriated  in  fiscal  years  2017,  2018,  and  2019 
within  30  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  and  make  awards  within  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this 
Act.  The  conferees  reiterate  that  Federal-State  Partnership  for  State  of  Good  Repair  projects 
eligible  under  2491 1(c)  are  authorized  to  include  all  capital  projects  to  replace  or  rehabilitate 
qualified  railroad  assets,  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  section  2491 1  of  title  49.  This 
program  helps  protect  existing  rail  infrastructure  and  funds  investments  and  maintenance  that  can 
avoid  costly  repairs  in  the  future. 
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CONSOLIDATED  RAIL  INFRASTRUCTURE  AND  SAFETY  IMPROVEMENTS 


The  conferees  provide  $255,000,000  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for  consolidated  rail 
infrastructure  and  safety  improvements  grants,  and  direct  the  Department  to  prioritize  funds  for 
railroads  that  are  most  at  risk  of  not  meeting  the  PTC  deadline. 

RESTORATION  AND  ENHANCEMENT 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $5,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for 
restoration  and  enhancement  grants  authorized  by  section  24408  of  title  49  U.S.C. 


MAGNETIC  LEVITA  IT  ON  TECHNOLOGY  DEPLOYMENT  PROGRAM 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $10,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for 
deployment  of  magnetic  levitation  transportation  projects. 

THE  NATIONAL  RAILROAD  PASSENGER  CORPORATION  (AMTRAK) 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $1,941,600,000  for  the  National  Railroad  Passenger 
Corporation.  The  conferees  direct  Amtrak  to  provide  discounted  passenger  fares  to  veterans  (as 
defined  in  section  101  of  title  38,  United  States  Code)  consistent  with  the  discounted  passenger 
fares  currently  provided  to  active  duty  military'  personnel,  and  to  submit  with  its  fiscal  year  2020 
congressional  justification  a  report  that  addresses  items  enumerated  in  the  House  and  Senate 
reports  on  charter,  special,  and  private  trains.  The  conferees  also  direct  Amtrak  to  evaluate 
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options  to  address  the  weekday  Northeast  Regional  Train  between  Washington  and  Boston  and 
to  submit  a  report  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

The  conferees  direct  Amtrak  to  provide  a  station  agent  in  each  Amtrak  station  that  had  a 
ticket  agent  position  eliminated  in  fiscal  year  2018.  Station  agents,  which  include  Amtrak  ticket 
agents  or  caretakers,  assist  passengers  with  their  intercity  rail  travel,  provide  customer  service 
during  all  hours  that  a  station  is  open,  and  perform  building  maintenance  duties.  The  conferees 
direct  Amtrak  to  improve  communication  and  collaboration  with  local  partners  and  take  into 
consideration  the  unique  needs  of  each  community,  including  impacts  to  local  jobs,  when 
making  decisions  related  to  the  staffing  of  Amtrak  stations,  and  to  work  with  stakeholders  to 
maximize  the  efficiency  of  these  station  agents. 


NORTHEAST  CORRIDOR  GRANTS  TO  THE  NATIONAL  RAILROAD  PASSENGER  CORPORATION 
The  conferees  provide  $650,000,000  for  the  Secretary  to  make  grants  for  activities  associated 
with  the  Northeast  Corridor  (NEC),  defined  as  the  main  line  between  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  facilities  and  services  used  to  operate  and  maintain  that  line. 

The  conferees  allow  the  Secretary  to  retain  up  to  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  total  provided 
to  Amtrak  for  project  management  and  oversight  costs  and  require  not  less  than  $50,000,000  to 
bring  Amtrak-served  facilities  and  stations  into  compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act.  The  conferees  also  allow  up  to  $5,000,000  of  the  NEC  grants  to  fund  the  NEC  Commission 
expenses. 


NATIONAL  NETWORK  GRANTS  TO  THE  NATIONAL  RAILROAD  PASSENGER  CORPORATION 
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The  conferees  provide  $1,291,600,000  for  the  Secretary  to  make  grants  for  activities 
associated  with  the  National  Network.  National  Network  Grants  provide  operating  and  capital 
funding  for  expenses  on  Amtrak's  entire  network,  including  long-distance  routes  that  operate  on 
the  NEC.  Of  this  amount,  the  conferees  allow  the  Secretary  to  retain  up  to  $2,000,000  to  fund 
expenses  associated  with  the  state-supported  route  committee,  and  direct  that  not  less  than 
$50,000,000  shall  be  for  railroad  safety  technologies  on  state- supported  routes  on  which  PTC 
systems  are  not  required.  Further,  the  conferees  direct  that  no  less  than  $50,000,000  shall  be  for 
capital  expenses  that  enable  continued  passenger  rail  operation  on  long-distance  routes  where 
Amtrak  is  the  sole  operator  and  PTC  systems  are  not  required. 

The  conferees  do  not  require  GAO  to  submit  a  report  on  on-time  performance,  but 
require  the  Amtrak  OIG  to  submit  a  similar  report. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS — FEDERAL  RAILROAD  ADMINISTRATION 
Section  150  limits  overtime  to  $35,000  per  employee.  The  conferees  allow  Amtrak’s 
president  to  waive  this  restriction  for  specific  employees  for  safety  or  operational  efficiency 
reasons.  The  conferees  require  Amtrak’s  president  to  provide  an  annual  report  by  March  1,  2019 
that  summarizes  Amtrak's  total  overtime  expenses  in  2018  and  the  three  prior  years,  and  the 
number  of  employees  receiving  overtime  cap  waivers  and  total  overtime  payments  resulting  from 
waivers  by  month  of  the  2018  calendar  year  and  the  three  prior  calendar  years. 

Section  151  expresses  the  sense  of  Congress  that  long  distance  passenger  rail  routes  should 
be  retained  to  ensure  connectivity  throughout  the  National  Network.

Federal  Transit  Administration 


ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES 


The  conferees  direct  $113,165,000  for  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  Federal  Transit 
Administration  (FTA),  of  which  up  to  $1,000,000  shall  be  available  for  administrative  expenses 
related  to  transit  asset  management. 


TRANSIT  FORMULA  GRANTS 
(LIQUIDATION  OF  CONTRACT  AUTHORIZATION) 

(LIMITATION  ON  OBLIGATIONS) 

(HIGHWAY  TRUST  FUND) 

The  conferees  limit  obligations  from  the  mass  transit  account  for  transit  formula  grants  to 
$9,939,380,030  as  authorized  by  the  FAST  Act.  Funds  are  to  be  distributed  as  authorized. 
Further,  the  conferees  provide  $9,900,000,000  for  the  liquidation  of  contract  authority. 


TRANSIT  INFRASTRUCTURE  GRANTS 

The  conferees  direct  an  additional  $700,000,000  in  transit  infrastructure  grants  to  remain 
available  until  expended.  Of  the  funds  provided,  $350,000,000  is  available  for  grants  for  buses 
and  bus  facilities  authorized  under  49  U.S.C.  5339,  of  which  $160,000,000  is  provided  for 
formula  grants,  $160,000,000  is  provided  for  competitive  grants,  and  $30,000,000  is  provided  for 
low  or  no  emission  grants;  $263,000,000  is  available  for  state  of  good  repair  grants  authorized 
under  49  U.S.C.  5337;  $40,000,000  available  for  formula  grants  for  rural  areas  authorized  under 
49  U.S.C.  5311;  $40,000,000  is  available  for  high  density  state  apportionments  authorized  under 
49  U.S.C.  5340(d);  $1 ,000,000  is  available  for  the  bus  testing  facility  authorized  under  49  U.S.C. 
5318;  and  $6,000,000  is  available  for  bus  testing  facilities  authorized  under  49  U.S.C.  5312(h). 
The  conferees  provide  funding  from  the  general  fund,  and  the  funding  is  not  subject  to  any 
limitation  on  obligations. 


TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE  AND  TRAINING 
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The  conferees  direct  $5,000,000  for  research  activities  under  49  U.S.C.  5314.  In  addition 
to  the  directly  appropriated  funds,  another  $9,000,000  is  provided  through  the  obligation 
limitation  under  the  heading  “Transit  Formula  Grants”.  Of  the  amounts  provided,  no  less  than 
$1,500,000  shall  be  for  cooperative  agreements  where  FTA  assists  small  urban,  rural,  and  tribal 
public  transit  recipients  and  planning  organizations,  and  no  less  than  $5,000,000  shall  be 
available  for  technical  assistance  and  training  to  increase  mobility  for  people  with  disabilities 
and  older  adults. 


CAPITAL  INVESTMENT  GRANTS 

The  conferees  direct  $2,552,687,000  for  fixed-guideway  projects  to  remain  available 
until  September  30,  2022,  and  direct  the  Secretary  to  administer  the  Capital  Investment  Grants 
(CIG)  program  and  move  projects  through  the  program  to  construction  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  49  U.S.C.  5309  and  section  3005(b)  of  the  FAST  Act.  Of  the  funds  provided, 
$1,265,670,000  is  available  for  new  starts  projects,  $635,000,000  is  available  for  core  capacity 
projects,  $526,500,000  is  available  for  small  starts  projects,  $100,000,000  is  available  for  the 
expedited  project  delivery  pilot  program,  and  $25,51 7,000  is  available  for  oversight  activities. 
The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  obligate  $2,169,783,950  of  the  amount  provided  for  the 
Capital  Investment  Grants  Program  by  December  31,  2020. 

The  conferees  direct  FTA  to  carry  out  the  will  of  Congress  and  continue  to  advance 
eligible  projects  into  project  development,  engineering,  and  construction  through  the  CIG 
evaluation,  rating,  and  approval  process.  The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  allow  projects  to 
enter  into  project  development,  advance  projects  through  project  development,  advance  projects 
into  engineering,  enter  into  Full  Funding  Grant  Agreements  (FFGA)  for  new  starts  or  core 
capacity  projects  that  have  met  the  requirements,  and  to  enter  into  grant  agreements  for  small 
starts  projects  that  have  met  the  requirements.  The  conferees  direct  FTA  to  continue  to  update 
the  Committees  on  the  status  of  projects  in  the  pipeline,  and  include  a  list  of  all  letters  of  no 
prejudice  and  early  systems  work  agreements  under  review  by  the  FTA  in  each  monthly  CIG 
program  update.  The  list  should  include  the  requestor,  the  date  the  request  was  received  by  FTA, 
and  any  status  changes  since  the  last  update.  The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  maintain  the 
Federal  government’s  funding  commitments  for  all  existing  grant  agreements,  and  identity  all 
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projects  with  a  medium  or  higher  rating  that  anticipate  a  grant  agreement  in  fiscal  year  2019  or 
2020.  The  conferees  direct  that  FTA  may  allocate  funding  for  projects  without  an  FFGA. 

GRANTS  TO  THE  WASHINGTON  METROPOLITAN  AREA  TRANSIT  AUTHORITY 

The  conferees  direct  $150,000,000  to  carry  out  section  601  of  division  B  of  Public  Law 
110-432,  to  remain  available  until  expended. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS — FEDERAL  TRANSIT  ADMINISTRATION 

(INCLUDING  RESCISSION) 

Section  160  exempts  previously  made  transit  obligations  from  limitations  on  obligations. 

Section  161  allows  funds  provided  in  this  Act  for  fixed  guideway  capital  investment 
projects  that  remain  unobligated  by  September  30,  2022  to  be  available  for  projects  to  use  the 
funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  originally  provided. 

Section  162  allows  for  the  transfer  of  appropriations  made  prior  to  October  1,  201 7  from 
older  accounts  to  be  merged  into  new  accounts  with  similar  current  activities. 

Section  163  prohibits  funds  to  enter  into  an  FFGA  for  a  project  with  a  New  Starts  share 
greater  than  51  percent. 

Section  164  rescinds  $46,560,000  of  the  unobligated  amounts  from  Transit  Formula 

Grants. 


Section  165  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  implement  or  further  new  CIG  policies  such  as 
those  detailed  in  the  June  29,  201 8  FTA  “Dear  Colleague"  letter. 
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Saint  Lawrence  Seaway  Development  Corporation 


operations  and  maintenance 
(harbor  maintenance  trust  fund) 

The  conferees  direct  $36,000,000  for  the  operations,  maintenance,  and  capital  asset 
renewal  program  activities  of  the  Saint  Lawrence  Seaway  Development  Corporation  (SLSDC), 
Of  that  amount,  not  less  than  $16,000,000  is  provided  for  capital  asset  renewal  activities.  SLSDC 
is  directed  to  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  on 
its  asset  renewal  program  activities  by  April  30,  2019. 


Maritime  administration 
maritime  security  program 

The  conferees  provide  the  authorized  level  of  $300,000,000  for  the  maritime  security 
program,  to  be  available  until  expended. 


operations  and  training 
(including  transfer  of  funds) 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $  1 49.442,000  for  the  Maritime  Administration's 
(MARAD)  operations  and  training  account.  Of  this  amount,  the  conferees  direct  that 
$60,849,000  is  for  MARAD  headquarters,  regional  offices,  and  maritime  program  expenses,  of 
which  $50,849,000  is  for  headquarter  operations,  $7,000,000  is  for  the  short  sea  transportation 
program  (America’s  Marine  Highways),  and  $3,000,000  is  for  the  maritime  environment  and 
technology  assistance  program. 

Within  the  total  amount  provided,  $88,593,000  is  for  the  U.S.  Merchant  Marine  Academy 
(USMMA),  of  which  $70,593,000  is  for  operations,  up  to  $10,000,000  is  for  the  capital 
improvement  program,  and  not  less  than  $8,000,000  is  for  maintenance,  repairs,  and  equipment. 
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The  conferees  no  longer  require  GAO  to  report  on  whether  US  MM  A  should  be  subject  to 
additional  Title  IX  requirements,  nor  direct  the  USMMA  to  provide  updates  on  the  status  of  the 
implementation  of  actions  plans  to  address  sexual  assault  and  sexual  harassment,  as  similar 
reports  are  already  required  under  sections  3508  and  3509  of  P.L.  1 15-232.  However,  the 
conferees  direct  MARAD  to  provide  the  reports  required  under  P.L.  115-232  to  the  House  and 
Senate  Committees  on  Appropriation  upon  completion  and  to  provide  briefings  on  these  subjects 
immediately  upon  request. 

The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  consult  with  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Army  for 
Civil  Works  to  identify  existing  and  new  authorities  needed  to  leverage  funds  from  DOT  for 
inland  waterway  projects. 

The  conferees  move  budget  activities  and  transfer  unobligated  balances  associated  with 
state  maritime  academy  functions  and  programs  to  a  new  state  maritime  academy  operations 
account. 


STATE  MARITIME  ACADEMY  OPERATIONS 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $345,200,000  for  state  maritime  academy  operations.  Of 
this  amount,  the  conferees  direct  $25,000,000  for  schoolship  maintenance  and  repair,  $8,000,000 
to  support  the  cost  of  sharing  training  ships,  $6,000,000  for  direct  payments  to  State  Maritime 
Academies  (SMAs),  $2,400,000  for  the  student  incentive  program,  and  $3,800,000  for  fuel 
assistance  payments. 

fhe  conferees  also  provide  $300,000,000  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a  new 
common  schoolship  for  the  national  security  multi-mission  vessel  program,  and  direct  MARAD 
to  replace  SMA  training  vessels  based  on  the  planned  end-of-serv ice-life  of  existing  training 
vessels,  with  the  vessel  with  the  shortest  remaining  service  life  to  be  replaced  first.  For  ships  that 
have  the  same  end-of-service  life,  preference  shall  be  based  on  meeting  training  capacity  needs. 
The  order  of  replacement  based  on  end-of-service- life  dates  for  the  SMA  ships  is  as  follows:  TS 
Empire  State  -  SUNY  Maritime  College;  TS  Kennedy  -  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy;  TS 
State  of  Maine  -  Maine  Maritime  Academy;  TS  General  Rudder  -  Texas  A&M  Maritime 
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Academy;  TS  Golden  Bear  -  California  Maritime  Academy;  TS  State  of  Michigan  -  Great  Lakes 
Maritime  Academy. 


ASSISTANCE  TO  SMALL  SHIPYARDS 

The  conferees  provide  $20,000,000  for  the  small  shipyard  grant  program,  to  remain 
available  until  expended. 


SHIP  DISPOSAL 

The  conferees  provide  $5,000,000  for  the  ship  disposal  program,  to  remain  available  until 
expended. 


MARITIME  GUARANTEED  LOAN  (TITLE  XI)  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $3,000,000  for  administrative  expenses  of  the  Title  XI 
program  and  directs  these  funds  to  be  transferred  to  M ARAD’s  operations  and  training  account. 
The  conferees  direct  the  Department  to  expeditiously  process  pending  applications  that  meet  the 
terms,  conditions,  and  financial  performance  requirements  of  the  program. 


PORT  INFRASTRUCTURE  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $292,730,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  for  the 
port  infrastructure  development  program  authorized  under  50302  of  title  46.  United  States  Code. 
The  conferees  direct  MARAD  to  provide  grants  for  infrastructure  improvement  projects  for 
coastal  seaports  that  are  either  within  the  seaport’s  boundary,  or  outside  its  boundary  if  the 
project  directly  relates  to  port  operations,  or  to  an  intermodal  connection  to  a  port  that  improves 
the  safety,  efficiency,  or  reliability  of  the  movement  of  goods  into,  out  of,  or  around  coastal 
seaports.  Eligible  projects  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  highway  or  rail  infrastructure  that 
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develops  or  extends  intermodal  connectivity,  inlermodal  facilities,  marine  terminal  equipment, 
wharf  construction  or  redevelopment,  vessel  alternative  fueling  access  and  distribution,  fuel 
efficient  cargo  handling  equipment,  freight  intelligent  transportation  systems,  and  digital 
infrastructure  systems.  The  conferees  direct  that  the  Secretary  ensure  that  any  fully-automated 
cargo-handling  equipment  procured  under  this  section  will  not  directly  result  in  a  net  job  loss  or 
directly  reduce  the  overall  safety,  reliability  and  efficiency  of  a  port. 

Of  the  total,  the  conferees  direct  that  $92,730,000  shall  be  available  for  grants  to  the  15 
coastal  seaports  that  handled  the  greatest  number  of  loaded  twenty-foot  equivalent  units  (TEUs) 
of  foreign  and  domestic  containerized  cargo  in  2016,  as  reported  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers,  and  this  set-aside  does  not  preclude  eligibility  for  the  remaining  amounts  made 
available  under  this  heading. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS  -  MARITIME  ADMIN' ISTRATION 

Section  1 70  authorizes  MARAD  to  furnish  utilities  and  services  and  to  make  necessary 
repairs  in  connection  with  any  lease,  contract,  or  occupancy  involving  government  property 
under  control  of  MARAD  and  allows  payments  received  to  be  credited  to  the  Treasury  and  to 
remain  available  until  expended. 


Pipeline  and  Hazardous  Materials  Safety  Administration 

OPERATIONAL  EXPENSES 


The  conferees  provide  $23,710,000  for  the  necessary  operational  expenses  of  the  Pipeline 
and  Hazardous  Materials  Safety  Administration  (PHMSA).  The  conferees  direct  PHMSA  to 
issue  a  final  rule  to  require  comprehensive  oil  spill  response  plans  for  rail  carriers  within  90  days 
of  enactment  of  this  Act  and  institute  a  fine  of  $  1 0,000  for  each  day  that  such  rule  has  not  been 
issued  following  the  expiration  of  that  period. 
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HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS  SAFETY 


The  conferees  provide  $58,000,000  for  PHMSA’s  hazardous  materials  safety  functions.  Of 
this  amount,  $7,570,000  shall  be  available  until  September  30,  2021 ,  and  up  to  $800,000  in  fees 
collected  under  49  U.S.C.  5108(g)  shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund  as  offsetting  receipts. 
Funds  made  available  until  September  30,  2021 ,  are  for  long-term  research  and  development 
contracts. 


PIPELINE  SAFETY 
(PIPELINE  SAFETY  FUND) 

(OIL  SPILL  LIABILITY  TRUST  FUND) 

The  conferees  provide  $165,000,000  for  PHMSA’s  pipeline  safety  program.  Of  that  amount, 
$23,000,000  is  derived  from  the  oil  spill  liability  trust  fund,  $134,000,000  is  derived  from  the 
pipeline  safely  fund,  and  $8,000,000  is  derived  from  fees  collected  under  49  U.S.C.  60302  and 
deposited  in  the  underground  natural  gas  storage  facility  safety  account.  Of  the  total  amount,  not 
less  than  $53,000,000  shall  be  for  state  pipeline  safety  grants. 
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EMERGENCY  PREPAREDNESS  GRANTS 


(EMERGENCY  PREPAREDNESS  FUND) 

The  conferees  provide  an  obligation  limitation  of  $28,318,000  for  emergency  preparedness 
grants.  The  conferees  permit  the  use  of  prior  year  recoveries  to  develop  a  hazardous  materials 
response  training  curriculum  for  emergency  responders,  to  make  such  training  available  through 
an  electronic  format,  and  to  make  grants  to  train  public  sector  employees  and  instructors  on  how 
to  respond  to  hazardous  materials  incidents. 


Office  of  Inspector  General 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  conferees  provide  $92,600,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  office  of 
inspector  general  (OIG).  The  conferees  request  the  OIG  to  provide  the  House  and  Senate 
Committees  on  Appropriations  a  report  on  the  Florida  International  University  bridge  collapse, 
within  1 80  days,  that  details:  (1 )  any  prior  safety  violations  during  construction  or  structural 
deficiencies  related  to  design  or  construction  flaws  in  bridge  projects  involving  any  of  the  firms 
involved  in  the  design,  construction,  and  inspection  of  the  structure,  or  their  contractors;  (2)  any 
criminal  conviction  of  these  firms  for  alleged  design  or  construction  deficiencies;  (3)  a  list  of  all 
firms  which  have  received  Federal  funding  from  the  Department  and  that  have  a  history  of 
accidents,  violations,  and/or  structural  deficiencies  with  frequencies  greater  than  those  that 
would  be  consistent  with  construction  completed  with  the  appropriate  focus  on  the  safety  and 
security  of  workers  and  the  public  requisite  for  these  types  of  projects. 


General  Provisions — Department  of  Transportation 


Section  1 80  provides  authorization  for  DOT  to  maintain  and  operate  aircraft,  hire  passenger 
motor  vehicles  and  aircraft,  purchase  liability  insurance,  buy  uniforms,  or  allowances  therefor. 


Section  181  limits  appropriations  for  services  authorized  by  5  U.S.C.  3109  to  the  rate 
permitted  for  an  Executive  Level  IV. 
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Section  1 82  prohibits  recipients  of  funds  in  this  Act  from  disseminating  personal  information 
obtained  by  state  DM  Vs  in  connection  to  motor  vehicle  records  with  an  exception. 

Section  1 83  prohibits  funds  in  this  Act  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  more  than  125  political 
and  Presidential  appointees  in  the  Department  of  Transportation. 

Section  1 84  stipulates  that  revenue  collected  by  FHWA  and  FRA  from  States,  counties, 
municipalities,  other  public  authorities,  and  private  sources  for  training  be  transferred  into 
specific  accounts  within  the  agency  with  an  exception. 

Section  185  prohibits  DOT  from  using  funds  to  make  a  grant,  loan,  loan  guarantee,  or 
cooperative  agreement  unless  DOT  gives  a  3 -day  advance  notice  to  the  House  and  Senate 
Committees  on  Appropriations.  The  provision  also  requires  notice  of  any  “quick  release*’  of 
funds  from  FHWA’s  emergency  relief  program,  and  prohibits  notifications  from  involving  funds 
not  available  for  obligation.  The  provision  requires  DOT  to  provide  a  comprehensive  list  of  all 
loans,  loan  guarantees,  lines  of  credit,  and  discretionary  grants  that  will  be  announced  with  a  3- 
day  advance  notice  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

Section  1 86  allows  funds  received  from  rebates,  refunds,  and  similar  sources  to  be  credited  to 
appropriations  of  DOT. 

Section  1 87  allows  amounts  from  improper  payments  to  a  third  party  contractor  that  are 
lawfully  recovered  by  DOT  to  be  made  available  until  expended  to  cover  expenses  incurred  in 
recovery  of  such  payments. 

Section  188  requires  that  reprogramming  actions  have  to  be  approved  or  denied  by  the  House 
and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations,  and  reprogramming  notifications  shall  be  transmitted 
solely  to  the  Appropriations  Committees. 

Section  1 89  allows  funds  appropriated  to  modal  administrations  to  be  obligated  for  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary  for  costs  related  to  assessments  only  when  such  funds  provide  a  direct  benefit  to 
that  modal  administration. 
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Section  1 90  authorizes  the  Secretary  to  carry  out  a  program  that  establishes  uniform 
standards  for  developing  and  supporting  agency  transit  pass  and  transit  benefits,  including 
distribution  of  transit  benefits. 

Section  191  allows  the  use  of  funds  to  assist  a  contract  utilizing  geographic,  economic,  or 
other  hiring  preference  not  otherwise  authorized  by  law,  only  if  certain  requirements  are  met 
related  to  availability  of  local  labor,  displacement  of  existing  employees,  and  delays  in 
transportation  plans. 
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TITLE  II— DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSING  AND  URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 


Management  and  Adminis  tration 

The  conferees  require  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  {HUD}  to 
continue  its  efforts  to  ensure  victims  of  domestic  violence  and  assault  are  not  unlawfully  evicted 
or  denied  housing,  as  required  by  the  Violence  Against  Women  Reauthorization  Act  of  201 3, 
and  to  report  on  these  activities  within  1 80  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 

EXECUTIVE  OFFICES 


The  conferees  include  $14,900,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  executive  offices, 
available  until  September  30,  2020,  which  shall  be  comprised  of  seven  offices  including  the 
Offices  of  the  Secretary,  Deputy  Secretary,  Adjudicatory  Services,  Congressional  and 
Intergovernmental  Relations,  Public  Affairs.  Small  and  Disadvantaged  Business  Utilization,  and 
the  Center  for  Faith-Based  and  Neighborhood  Partnerships. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  SUPPORT  OFFICES 


The  conferees  provide  $541,500,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  administrative 
support  offices,  available  until  September  30.  2020.  Funds  are  provided  as  follows:

The  conferees  provide  $219,800,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of  Public 
and  Indian  Housing,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 

COMMUNITY  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

The  conferees  provide  $1 12,344,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of 
Community  Planning  and  Development,  to  remain  available  until  September  30, 2020.  The 
conferees  direct  HUD  to  prioritize  hiring  and  backfilling  of  staff  to  support  grant  monitoring  and 
the  closeout  of  open  audits  and  backlog  of  audits  in  Regions  I  and  IV.  The  conferees  provide  no 
less  than  $444,000  for  new  personnel  hires  in  Region  1  in  order  to  fulfill  mission  critical 
functions,  including  program  oversight  and  management  and  the  closeout  of  open  audits  and 
backlog  in  Region  I. 


HOUSING 

The  conferees  provide  $382,500,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of 
Housing,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020.  The  conferees  direct  the  Department  to 
ensure  the  Office  of  Recapitalization  is  funded  at  no  less  than  $12,000,000. 

POLICY  DEVELOPMENT  AND  RESEARCH 

The  conferees  provide  $26,000,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of  Policy 
Development  and  Research,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 

FAIR  HOUSING  AND  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY 

The  conferees  provide  $72,900,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of  Fair 
Housing  and  Equal  Opportunity,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 
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OFFICE  OF  LEAD  HAZARD  CONTROL  AND  HEALTHY  HOMES 


The  conferees  provide  $8,600,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  Office  of  Lead 
Hazard  Control  and  Healthy  Homes,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 

WORKING  CAPITAL  FUND 

(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  conferees  provide  the  Secretary  with  the  authority  to  transfer  amounts  provided  in 
this  title  for  salaries  and  expenses,  except  those  for  the  Office  of  Inspector  General,  to  this 
account  for  the  purpose  of  funding  certain  approved  centralized  activities. 


Public  and  Indian  Housing 

TENANT-BASED  RENTAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  conferees  provide  $22,598,000,000  for  all  tenant-based  Section  8  activities  under  the 
tenant-based  rental  assistance  account. 


The  conferees  do  not  increase  the  amount  of  Section  8  administrative  fees  to  be  distributed  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary.  The  conferees  encourage,  but  do  not  require  HUD  to  prioritize  the 
needs  of  Public  Housing  Authorities  (PHAs)  that  participate  in  the  mobility  demonstration 
program  or  that  have  been  impacted  by  disasters  when  awarding  discretionary  administrative  fee 
amounts.  The  conferees  do  not  include  the  authority  to  make  temporary  adjustments  to 
allocations  for  PHAs  in  an  area  for  which  the  President  declared  a  disaster. 


Family  mobility  demonstration. — The  conferees  include  $25,000,000  to  implement  a  family 
mobility  demonstration,  including  no  less  than  $20,000,000  to  support  PH  A  programs  designed 
to  empower  families  to  successfully  move  to,  and  remain  in,  lower-poverty  areas  and  up  to 
$5,000,000  for  incremental  housing  vouchers  for  families  with  children  that  participate  in  the 
demonstration.  The  conferees  include  resources  in  2019  within  the  policy  development  and 
research  account  to  support  a  systematic  evaluation  of  the  approaches  employed  under  this 
demonstration. 
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Public  housing  assessment  system.  —  The  conferees  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  HUD  report  on 
potential  changes  to  the  public  housing  assessment  system  for  PH  As  that  operate  550  or  fewer 
units  and  vouchers  combined  and  does  not  direct  HUD  to  repeat  this  reporting  requirement  in 
fiscal  year  2019. 


HOUSING  CERTIFICATE  FUND 
(INCLUDING  RESCISSIONS) 

The  conferees  include  language  allowing  unobligated  balances  in  the  housing  certificate 
fund  to  be  used  for  renewal  of  or  amendments  to  section  8  project-based  contracts  and  for 
performance-based  contract  administrators. 


PUBLIC  HOUSING  CAPITAL  FUND 

The  conferees  provide  $2,775,000,000  for  the  public  housing  capital  fund.  The  conferees 
provide  up  to  $14,000,000  for  public  housing  financial  and  physical  assessment  activities,  up  to 
$1 ,000,000  for  administrative  and  judicial  receiverships,  not  to  exceed  $30,000,000  for 
emergency  capital  needs,  of  which  not  less  than  $  10,000,000  is  for  safety  and  security  measures, 
up  to  $35,000,000  for  the  resident  opportunities  and  self-sufficiency  program,  $15,000,000  for 
the  jobs-plus  pilot  initiative,  and  $25,000,000  for  competitive  grants  to  public  housing  agencies 
to  evaluate  and  reduce  lead-based  paint  hazards  in  public  housing.  The  conferees  do  not  include 
funding  for  grants  to  support  demolition  of  physically  obsolete  public  housing  properties. 

Emergency  call  systems. — The  conferees  direct  the  Office  of  Public  and  Indian  Housing 
to  issue  the  clarifying  guidance  regarding  emergency  call  systems  required  under  Senate  Report 
1 15-268  within  90  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 


PUBLIC  HOUSING  OPERATING  FUND 
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The  conferees  provide  $4,653,1 16,000  for  the  public  housing  operating  fund,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2020. 


CHOICE  NEIGHBORHOODS  INITIATIVE 

The  conferees  provide  $1 50,000,000  for  the  choice  neighborhoods  initiative,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2021.  The  conferees  include  language  requiring  that  at  least 
$75,000,000  be  made  available  to  public  housing  agencies,  and  provide  up  to  $5,000,000  for 
grants  to  fund  comprehensive  local  implementation  plans  with  community  notice  and  input.  The 
conferees  require  the  Department  to  issue  the  notice  of  funding  availability  within  60  days  of 
enactment  of  this  Act. 


FAMILY  SELF-SUFFICIENCY 

The  conferees  provide  $80,000,000  for  the  family  self-sufficiency  (FSS)  program  to 
support  service  coordinators  who  serve  residents  in  both  the  public  housing  and  voucher 
programs,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 

NATIVE  AMERICAN  HOUSING  BLOCK  GRANTS 
(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

The  conferees  provide  $755,000,000  for  the  Native  American  Housing  Block  Grants 
program.  Of  the  total  amount,  $100,000,000  is  provided  for  competitive  grants,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2023  to  be  awarded  through  a  single  national  competition  based  on 
need  and  capacity.  The  remaining  $655,000,000  shall  be  for  the  formula  funding  program,  to 
remain  available  until  September  30, 2023.  Of  this  amount,  $7,000,000  is  set-aside  for 
inspections,  contracting  expertise,  training,  and  technical  assistance  related  to  funding  provided 
for  the  needs  of  Native  Americans,  including  no  less  than  $2,000,000  to  be  awarded  to  a  national 
organization  as  authorized  by  section  703  of  the  Native  American  Housing  Assistance  and  Self 
Determination  Act  of  1996  (NAHASDA),  and  $2,000,000  is  set-aside  for  the  cost  of  guaranteed 
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loans  as  authorized  by  title  VI  of  NAHASDA  provided  the  principal  amount  is  no  greater  than 
517,761,989. 


INDIAN  HOUSING  LOAN  GUARANTEE  FUND  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  conferees  provide  $  1 ,440,000,  to  remain  available  until  expended,  to  subsidize  a  total 
loan  level  of  up  to  5553,846,1 54. 

NATIVE  HAWAIIAN  HOUSING  BLOCK  GRANT 

The  conferees  provide  $2,000,000  for  the  Native  Hawaiian  Housing  Block  Grant 
program,  to  remain  available  until  September  30, 2023. 


Community  Planning  and  Development 

HOUSING  OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  PERSONS  WITH  AIDS 

The  conferees  provide  $393,000,000  for  the  housing  opportunities  for  persons  with  AIDS 
program,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020,  except  for  amounts  allocated  pursuant  to 
854(c)(5)  which  are  available  until  September  30,  2021. 


COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

The  conferees  direct  $3,365,000,000  for  the  community  development  fund,  to  remain 
available  until  September  30,  2021.  Of  the  total,  the  conferees  direct  $3,300,000,000  in  formula 
funding  and  $65,000,000  for  Indian  tribes,  of  which  up  to  $4,000,000  is  available  for  imminent 
health  and  safety  emergencies. 


COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  LOAN  GUARANTEES 

PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 
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The  conferees  do  not  provide  a  credit  subsidy  for  this  program,  but  instead  provide  the 
authority  to  collect  fees  from  borrowers  adequate  to  result  in  a  subsidy  cost  of  zero.  The 
conferees  also  provide  an  aggregate  limitation  on  commitments  of  no  more  than  $300,000,000 
for  loan  guarantees  under  section  108. 


HOME  INVESTMENT  PARTNERSHIPS  PROGRAM 

The  conferees  provide  $1 ,250,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2022,  for  the 
Home  Investment  Partnerships  (HOME)  program. 


SELF-HELP  AND  ASSISTED  HOMEOWNERSHIP  OPPORTUNITY  PROGRAM 

The  conferees  provide  a  total  of  $54,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  September  30, 
2021  in  the  following  amounts  and  for  the  following  purposes:  $10,000,000  for  the  self-help 
homeownership  opportunity  program;  $35,000,000  for  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  capacity 
building  activities  authorized  under  section  4(a)  of  the  HUD  Demonstration  Act  of  1993,  of 
which  not  less  than  $5,000,000  shall  be  for  rural  capacity  building  activities;  $5,000,000  for 
capacity  building  activities  by  national  organizations  with  expertise  in  rural  housing 
development;  and  $4,000,000  for  a  program  to  rehabilitate  and  modify  homes  of  disabled  or  low- 
income  veterans  as  authorized  under  section  1079  of  Public  Law  1 13-291. 


HOMELESS  ASSISTANCE  GRANTS 


The  conferees  provide  $2,636,000,000,  to  remain  available  until  September  30.  2021 ,  for 
homeless  assistance  grants.  Of  the  amount  provided,  not  less  than  $280,000,000  shall  be  for  the 
emergency  solutions  grants  program;  not  less  than  $2,21 9,000,000  shall  be  for  the  continuum  of 
care  and  rural  housing  stability  assistance  programs;  up  to  $50,000,000  shall  be  for  rapid  re¬ 
housing  projects  and  supportive  service  projects  providing  coordinated  entry,  and  for  eligible 
activities  that  are  critical  in  order  to  assist  survivors  of  domestic  violence,  dating  violence,  and 
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stalking;  up  to  $7,000,000  shall  be  for  the  national  homeless  data  analysis  project;  and  up  to 
$80,000,000  shall  be  for  projects  in  up  to  25  communities,  including  at  least  eight  communities 
with  substantial  rural  populations,  to  demonstrate  how  a  comprehensive  approach  to  serving 
homeless  youth  can  reduce  youth  homelessness,  of  which  up  to  $5,000,000  shall  be  for  technical 
assistance  on  youth  homelessness,  and  collection,  analysis,  and  reporting  of  data  and 
performance  measures  under  the  comprehensive  approaches  to  serve  homeless  youth. 

The  conferees  remind  HUD,  grantees,  and  communities  that  the  emergency  solutions  grant 
program  is  a  flexible  tool  that  can  prevent  evictions  and  reduce  unsheltered  homelessness. 


Housing  Programs 

PROJECT-BASED  RENTAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  conferees  provide  $1 1,347,000,000  for  project-based  rental  assistance  activities,  to 
remain  available  until  expended,  of  which  not  to  exceed  $245,000,000  is  for  performance-based 
contract  administrators.  The  conferees  also  provide  an  additional  advance  appropriation  of 
$400,000,000.  to  be  made  available  on  October  1,  2019.  and  allows  the  Secretary  to  use  project 
funds  held  in  residual  receipt  accounts,  unobligated  balances,  including  recaptures,  and  carryover 
for  program  activities.  The  conferees  encourage  HUD  to  work  with  performance- based  contract 
administrators  to  identify  cost  savings  while  ensuring  continuation  of  all  necessary  tasks. 

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

The  conferees  provide  $678,000,000  for  the  Section  202  program,  to  remain  available  until 
September  30, 2022,  of  which  $51,000,000  shall  be  for  new  capital  advances  and  project-based 
rental  assistance  contracts,  up  to  $90,000,000  shall  be  for  service  coordinators  and  the 
continuation  of  existing  congregate  service  grants,  and  $10,000,000  shall  be  for  the  aging  in 
place  home  modification  grant  program.  The  appropriation,  plus  carryover  balances  and  residual 
receipts,  fully  funds  all  renewals,  amendments,  and  property  inspections  related  to  project-based 
rental  assistance  contracts,  senior  preservation  rental  assistance  contracts,  service  coordinators, 
and  existing  congregate  service  grants. 
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HOUSING  FOR  PERSONS  WITH  DISABILITIES 


The  conferees  provide  $184,155,000  for  the  Section  81 1  program,  to  remain  available  until 
September  30,  2022.  The  appropriation,  plus  carryover  balances  and  residual  receipts,  fully 
funds  all  project-based  rental  assistance  contract  amendments  and  renewals.  The  conferees 
include  $30,155,000  for  new  capital  advance  and  project  rental  assistance  awards,  and  direct 
HUD  to  prioritize  the  creation  of  new  unit  configurations  that  help  localities  comply  with  the 
obligations  of  Olmstead  v,  L.C.,  527  U.S.  58 1  (1999). 

HOUSING  COUNSELING  ASSISTANCE 

The  conferees  provide  $50,000,000  for  housing  counseling  assistance,  including  up  to 
$4,500,000  for  administrative  contract  services,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020. 
The  conferees  require  the  Secretary  to  award  grants  within  180  days  of  enactment  of  this  Act  and 
allow  for  the  Secretary  to  enter  into  multiyear  grant  agreements,  subject  to  the  availability  of 
annual  appropriations. 


RENTAL  HOUSING  ASSISTANCE 

The  conferees  provide  $5,000,000  for  the  rental  housing  assistance  program  and  allow  for 
the  Department  to  use  funds,  including  unobligated  balances  and  recaptured  amounts,  for  one- 
year  contract  extensions. 

PAYMENT  TO  MANUFACTURED  HOUSING  FEES  TRUST  FUND 

The  conferees  provide  $1 2,000,000  for  the  manufactured  housing  standards  programs,  of 
which  $1 2,000,000  is  to  be  derived  from  fees  collected  and  deposited  in  the  manufactured 
housing  fees  trust  fund. 


Federal  Housing  Administration 

MUTUAL  MORTGAGE  INSURANCE  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 
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The  conferees  establish  a  limitation  of  $400,000,000,000  on  commitments  to  guarantee 
single-family  loans  and  5130,000,000  for  administrative  contract  expenses  during  fiscal  year 
2019,  which  shall  be  available  until  September  30, 2020.  The  conferees  also  provide  an 
additional  $1,400  for  administrative  contract  expenses,  up  to  $30,000,000,  for  each  $1,000,000 
in  additional  guaranteed  loan  commitments,  if  guaranteed  loan  commitment  levels  exceed 
$200,000,000,000  by  April  1,  2019.  The  conferees  require  that  insurance  for  new  mortgage 
commitments  in  fiscal  year  2019  under  Section  255  of  the  National  Housing  Act  have  a  net 
credit  subsidy  cost  that  does  not  exceed  zero.  The  conferees  prohibit  FHA  from  taking  adverse 
actions  against  lenders  in  disaster  affected  areas  based  solely  on  compare  ratios. 

GENERAL  AND  SPECIAL  RISK  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 

The  conferees  establish  a  $30,000,000,000  limitation  on  multi  family  and  specialized  loan 
guarantees  during  fiscal  year  2019,  and  provides  that  such  commitment  authority  shall  be 
available  until  September  30, 2020.  The  conferees  direct  the  Secretary  to  evaluate  the  impact 
of,  and  barriers  associated  with,  including  hospitals  with  more  than  50  percent  of  patients 
attributable  to  mental  health  and  substance  abuse  treatment,  in  the  hospital  mortgage  insurance 
program  under  section  242  of  the  National  Housing  Act  and  expanding  the  use  of  healthcare 
mortgage  insurance  program  under  section  232  of  the  National  Housing  Act  to  include 
residential  care  facilities  that  treat  individuals  with  drug  and  alcohol  dependency,  and  to  report 
to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  120  days  after  enactment  of  this  Act. 


Government  National  Mortgage  Association 

GUARANTEES  OF  MORTGAGE-BACKED  SECURITIES 
LOAN  GUARANTEE  PROGRAM  ACCOUNT 


The  conferees  establish  a  limitation  of  up  to  $550,000,000,000  for  new  commitments  and 
provide  $27,000,000  for  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  government  national  mortgage  association 
for  fiscal  year  2019,  which  shall  be  available  until  September  30, 2020.  The  conferees  also 
provide  an  increase  in  salaries  and  expense  funds  of  $100  for  each  $1 ,000,000  in  additional 
guaranteed  loan  commitments,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $3,000,000,  if  guaranteed  loan 
commitments  exceed  $155,000,000,000  by  April  I,  2019. 
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PoLiCY  Development  and  Research 


RESEARCH  AND  TECHNOLOGY 

The  conferees  provide  $96,000,000  for  research  and  technology  activities  and  technical 
assistance,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020.  The  conferees  provide  $50,000,000  for 
core  research  and  technology  including:  market  surveys,  research  support  and  dissemination, 
data  acquisition,  housing  finance  studies,  research  partnerships,  and  housing  technology. 

The  conferees  provide  not  less  than  $29,000,000  under  this  heading  for  technical 
assistance,  of  which  $3,000,000  is  for  non-profit  or  private  sector  organizations  to  assist 
distressed  cities  or  regions  with  populations  under  40,000  and  that  have  been  impacted  by  a 
natural  disaster,  and  up  to  $1,000,000  for  envision  center  technical  assistance. 

The  conferees  provide  up  to  $17,000,000  for  critical  research,  demonstrations,  and 
evaluations,  including: 

•  Up  to  $  1 ,000,000  for  an  envision  center  evaluation; 

•  Up  to  $4,000,000  for  the  moving  to  work  expansion  demonstration  expansion 
evaluation; 

•  $3,000,000  for  the  housing  mobility  demonstration; 

•  $2,000,000  for  homeless  youth  research  activities  authorized  under  section  345  of 
the  Runaway  and  Homeless  Youth  Act; 

•  Up  to  $  1 ,000,000  for  the  Office  of  Innovation  for  innovation  awards; 

•  Continued  funding  for  the  choice  neighborhood  implementation  study  and  the  rent 
reform  demonstration;  and 

•  New  funding  for:  the  Home  Equity  Conversion  Mortgage  (HECM)  improvement 
study;  long  term  tracking  of  the  family  self-sufficiency  program;  a  process 
evaluation  of  the  Section  3  program;  administrative  data  linkages  to  assess  long 
term  outcomes  of  exit  from  assisted  housing;  and  research  addressing  the  housing 
needs  of  older  Americans. 
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In  addition,  the  conferees  direct  HUD  to  compile  and  publish  all  research  it  supported 
over  the  prior  5  years  relating  to  the  HECM  program. 


Fair  Housing  and  Equal  Opportunity 

FAIR  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES 

The  conferees  provide  $65,300,000  for  fair  housing  activities,  of  which  $39,600,000  is 
for  the  Fair  Housing  initiatives  Program  (FHIP),  $23,900,000  is  for  the  fair  housing  assistance 
program,  $1,500,000  is  for  the  national  fair  housing  training  academy,  and  $300,000  is  for 
translated  materials.  Of  the  funds  available  for  FHIP,  not  less  than  $7,450,000  is  available  for 
education  and  outreach  programs. 


Office  of  Lead  Hazard  Control  and  Healthy  Homes 

LEAD  HAZARD  REDUCTION 

The  conferees  direct  $279,000,000  for  the  lead  hazard  control  and  healthy  homes 
programs,  to  remain  available  until  September  30,  2020.  Of  the  amount  provided,  $45,000,000  is 
available  for  the  healthy  homes  initiative.  The  conferees  provide  $64,000,000  for  the 
implementation  of  projects  to  demonstrate  how  intensive,  extended,  multi-year  interventions  can 
reduce  the  presence  of  lead-based  paint  hazards  in  low-income,  pre-1940  homes  by  achieving 
economies  of  scale  that  can  lower  the  cost  of  remediation  activities.  The  conferees  direct  that 
seven  five-year  grants  of  no  less  than  $6  million  per  grant  be  awarded  pursuant  to  this 
demonstration  program. 


Information  Technology  Fund 
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The  conferees  direct  $280,000,000  for  the  information  technology  fund,  of  which 
$260,000,000  is  available  until  September  30,  2020.  and  $20,000,000  is  available  until 
September  30,  2021. 

Office  of  Inspector  General 

The  conferees  provide  $128,082,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  office  of 
inspector  general. 

General  Provisions — Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 

(INCLUDING  TRANSFER  OF  FUNDS) 

(INCLUDING  RESCISSIONS) 

Section  201  splits  overpayments  evenly  between  Treasury  and  Stale  Housing  Finance 
Agencies. 

Section  202  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  investigate  or  prosecute  lawful  activities 
under  the  Fair  Housing  Act. 

Section  203  requires  any  grant  or  cooperative  agreement  to  be  made  on  a  competitive  basis, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  in  accordance  with  Section  102  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Reform  Act  of  1989. 

Section  204  relates  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  services  and  facilities  for  GSEs  and  others 
subject  to  the  Government  Corporation  Control  Act  and  the  Housing  Act  of  1 950. 

Section  205  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  in  excess  of  the  budget  estimates,  unless  provided 
otherwise. 

Section  206  relates  to  the  expenditure  of  funds  for  corporations  and  agencies  subject  to  the 
Government  Corporation  Control  Act. 

Section  207  requires  the  Secretary  to  provide  quarterly  reports  on  uncommitted,  unobligated, 
recaptured,  and  excess  funds  in  each  departmental  program  and  activity. 
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Section  208  requires  the  Administration’s  budget  and  HUD’s  budget  justifications  for  fiscal 
year  2020  to  be  submitted  in  the  identical  account  and  sub-account  structure  provided  in  this  Act. 

Section  209  exempts  GNMA  from  certain  requirements  of  the  Federal  Credit  Reform  Act  of 
1990. 

Section  210  authorizes  HUD  to  transfer  debt  and  use  agreements  from  an  obsolete  project  to 
a  viable  project,  provided  that  no  additional  costs  are  incurred  and  other  conditions  are  met. 

Section  21 1  sets  forth  requirements  for  Section  8  voucher  assistance  eligibility,  and  includes 
consideration  for  persons  with  disabilities. 

Section  212  distributes  Native  American  Housing  Block  Grants  to  the  same  Native  Alaskan 
recipients  as  in  fiscal  year  2005. 

Section  2 1 3  instructs  HUD  on  managing  and  disposing  of  any  multifamily  property  that  is 
owned  or  held  by  HUD. 

Section  214  allows  the  Section  108  loan  guarantee  program  to  guarantee  notes  or  other 
obligations  issued  by  any  State  on  behalf  of  non-entitlement  communities  in  the  State. 

Section  2 1 5  allows  PHAs  that  own  and  operate  400  or  fewer  units  of  public  housing  to  be 
exempt  from  asset  management  requirements. 

Section  2 1 6  restricts  the  Secretary  from  imposing  any  requirements  or  guidelines  relating  to 
asset  management  that  restrict  or  limit  the  use  of  capital  funds  for  central  office  costs,  up  to  the 
limits  established  in  law. 

Section  217  requires  that  no  employee  of  the  Department  shall  be  designated  as  an  allotment 
holder  unless  the  CFO  determines  that  such  employee  has  received  certain  training. 

Section  218  requires  the  Secretary  to  publish  all  notices  of  funding  availability  that  are 
competitively  awarded  on  the  internet  for  fiscal  year  2019. 
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Section  219  requires  attorney  fees  for  programmatic  litigation  to  be  paid  from  the  individual 
program  office  and  Office  of  General  Counsel  salaries  and  expenses  appropriations,  and  requires 
the  Department  to  submit  a  spend  plan  to  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

Section  220  allows  the  Secretary  to  transfer  up  to  10  percent  of  funds  or  $5,000,000, 
whichever  is  less,  appropriated  under  the  headings  “Administrative  Support  Offices”  or 
“Program  Office  Salaries  and  Expenses”  to  any  other  office  funded  under  such  headings. 

Section  221  requires  HUD  to  take  certain  actions  against  owners  receiving  rental  subsidies 
that  do  not  maintain  safe  properties. 

Section  222  places  a  salary  and  bonus  limit  on  public  housing  agency  officials  and 
employees. 

Section  223  requires  the  Secretary  to  notify  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on 
Appropriations  at  least  3  full  business  days  before  grant  awards  are  announced. 

Section  224  prohibits  funds  to  be  used  to  require  or  enforce  the  Physical  Needs  Assessment 
(PNA). 

Section  225  prohibits  funds  for  HUD  financing  of  mortgages  for  properties  that  have  been 
subject  to  eminent  domain. 

Section  226  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  terminate  the  status  of  a  unit  of  general  local 
government  as  a  metropolitan  city  with  respect  to  grants  under  section  1 06  of  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974. 

Section  227  allows  funding  for  research,  evaluation,  and  statistical  purposes  that  is 
unexpended  at  the  time  of  completion  of  the  contract,  grant,  or  cooperative  agreement  to  be 
reobligated  for  additional  research. 

Section  228  prohibits  funds  for  financial  awards  for  employees  subject  to  administrative 
discipline. 
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Section  229  authorizes  the  Secretary  on  a  limited  basis  to  use  funds  available  under  the 
“Homeless  Assistance  Grants”  heading  to  participate  in  the  multiagency  Performance 
Partnership  Pilots  program  for  fiscal  year  2019. 

Section  230  allows  program  income  as  an  eligible  match  for  2015. 2016,  2017,  2018,  and 
2019  continuum  of  care  funds. 

Section  231  permits  HUD  to  provide  one  year  transition  grants  under  the  continuum  of  care 
program  with  no  more  than  50  percent  of  the  grant  provided  for  costs  of  eligible  activities  of  the 
program  component  originally  funded. 

Section  232  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  direct  a  grantee  to  undertake  specific  changes  to 
existing  zoning  laws  as  part  of  carrying  out  the  final  rule  entitled,  “Affirmatively  Furthering  Fair 
Housing”  or  the  notice  entitled,  “Affirmatively  Furthering  Fair  Housing  Assessment  Tool”. 

Section  233  prohibits  section  21 8(g)  and  23 1(b)  of  the  Cranston-Gonzalez  National 
Affordable  Housing  Act  from  applying  with  respect  to  the  right  of  a  jurisdiction  to  draw  funds 
from  its  HOME  Investment  Trust  Fund  that  otherwise  expired  or  would  expire  in  2016,  2017, 
2018, 2019,  2020,  or  2021. 

Section  234  rescinds  the  balance  of  previously  appropriated  funds. 

Section  235  authorizes  a  housing  choice  voucher  mobility  demonstration  program. 

Section  236  repeals  a  reporting  requirement. 

Section  237  maintains  current  Promise  Zone  designations  and  agreements. 

Section  238  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  establish  review  criteria,  including  rating 
factors  or  preference  points,  for  competitive  grants  programs  for  EnVision  Center  participation 
or  coordination.

Access  Board 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  conferees  provide  $8,400,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Access  Board. 

Federal  Maritime  Commission 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  conferees  direct  $27,490,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Federal  Maritime 
Commission,  of  which  not  more  than  $2,000  may  be  available  for  official  reception  and 
representation  expenses.  Of  the  funds  provided,  not  less  than  $365,000  is  available  for  the  Office 
of  Inspector  General, 


National  Railroad  Passenger  Corporation 
Office  of  the  Inspector  General 
salaries  and  expenses 

The  conferees  provide  $23,274,000  for  the  National  Railroad  Passenger  Corporation 
Office  of  the  Inspector  General,  and  direct  the  Inspector  General  to  update  a  2008  DOT  OIG 
report  titled  “Effects  of  Amtrak’s  Poor  on-time  Performance"  no  later  than  240  days  after 
enactment  of  this  Act. 


National  Transportation  Safety  Board 


salaries  and  expenses 


The  conferees  provide  $1 10,400,000  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  National 
Transportation  Safety  Board  (NTSB).  The  conferees  do  not  direct  the  NTSB  to  further 
investigate  the  recent  bridge  collapse  at  Florida  International  University.  Instead,  the  conferees 
provide  direction  on  this  issue  to  the  Department  of  Transportation  Office  of  Inspector  General. 
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Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation 


PAYMENT  TO  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  REINVESTMENT  CORPORATION 

The  conferees  provide  $150,000,000  for  the  Neighborhood  Reinvestment  Corporation,  of 
which  $5,000,000  shall  be  for  a  multi-family  rental  housing  program.  In  addition,  the  conferees 
provide  $2,000,000  for  the  promotion  and  development  of  shared  equity  housing  models. 

Surface  Transportation  Board 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  conferees  provide  $37,100,000  for  salaries  and  expenses.  The  conferees  permit  the 
collection  of  up  to  $1,250,000  in  user  fees  to  be  credited  to  that  appropriation  and  provide  that 
the  general  fund  appropriation  be  reduced  on  a  dollar-for-dollar  basis  by  the  actual  amount 
collected  in  user  fees  to  result  in  a  final  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  estimated  at  no  more 
than  $35,850,000. 


United  States  Interagency  Council  on  Homelessness 

OPERATING  EXPENSES 

The  conferees  provide  $3,600,000  for  operating  expenses  of  the  United  States 
Interagency  Council  on  Homelessness  (US1CH)  and  extends  authorization  for  the  council  until 
October  1,  2028. 

The  conferees  direct  the  Government  Accountability  Office  to  conduct  an  evaluation  of 
USICH  management  and  governance  structure  including  the  council’s  ability  to  effectively 
oversee  the  Executive  Director  and  the  agency’s  annua!  operations,  and  deliver  a  report  to  the 
House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations  within  one  year  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 
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TITLE  IV 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS— THIS  ACT 

Section  401  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  the  planning  or  execution  of  any  program  to  pay 
the  expenses  of,  or  otherwise  compensate,  non-Federal  parties  intervening  in  regulatory  or 
adjudicatory  proceedings. 

Section  402  prohibits  the  obligation  of  funds  beyond  the  current  fiscal  year  and  the  transfer 
of  funds  to  other  appropriations,  unless  expressly  provided. 

Section  403  limits  consulting  service  expenditures  through  procurement  contracts  to  those 
contracts  contained  in  the  public  record,  except  where  otherwise  provided  under  existing  law. 

Section  404  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  for  certain  types  of  employee  training. 

Section  405  specifies  requirements  for  the  reprogramming  of  funds  and  requires  agencies  to 
submit  a  report  in  order  to  establish  the  baseline  for  the  application  of  reprogramming  and 
transfer  authorities. 

Section  406  provides  that  not  to  exceed  fifty  percent  of  unobligated  balances  for  salaries  and 
expenses  may  remain  available  until  September  30, 2020,  for  each  account  for  the  purposes 
authorized,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Appropriations. 

Section  407  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  for  any  project  that  seeks  to  use  the  power  of  eminent 
domain,  unless  eminent  domain  is  employed  only  for  a  public  use. 

Section  408  prohibits  funds  from  being  transferred  to  any  department,  agency,  or 
instrumentality  of  the  U.S.  Government,  except  where  transfer  authority  is  provided  in  this  or 
any  other  appropriations  Act. 

Section  409  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  permanently  replace  an  employee  intent  on 
returning  to  his  or  her  past  occupation  following  completion  of  military  service. 
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Section  410  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  by  an  entity  unless  the  expenditure  is  in 
compliance  with  the  Buy  American  Act. 

Section  411  prohibits  funds  from  being  made  available  to  any  person  or  entity  that  has  been 
convicted  of  violating  the  Buy  American  Act. 

Section  412  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  for  first-class  airline  accommodations  in 
contravention  of  sections  301-10.122  and  301-10.123  of  title  41  CFR. 

Section  413  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  for  the  approval  of  a  new  foreign  air  carrier 
permit  or  exemption  application  if  that  approval  would  contravene  United  States  law:  or  Article 
1 7  bis  of  the  U.S.-E.U.-lceland-Norway  Air  Transport  Agreement. 

Section  414  restricts  the  number  of  employees  that  agencies  may  send  to  international 
conferences  unless  such  attendance  is  important  to  the  national  interest. 

Section  415  caps  the  amount  of  fees  the  Surface  Transportation  Board  can  charge  or  collect 
for  rate  or  practice  complaints  filed  at  the  amount  authorized  for  district  court  civil  suit  filing 
fees. 

Section  416  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  purchase  or  lease  new1  light-duty  vehicles  for  any 
executive  fleet  or  fleet  inventory,  except  in  accordance  with  Presidential  Memorandum- Federal 
Fleet  Performance,  dated  May  24, 2011. 

Section  417  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  maintain  or  establish  computer  networks 
unless  such  networks  block  the  viewing,  do  wnloading,  or  exchange  of  pornography. 

Section  418  prohibits  funds  from  being  used  to  deny  an  Inspector  General  timely  access  to 
any  records,  documents,  or  other  materials  available  to  the  department  or  agency  over  w  hich  that 
Inspector  General  has  responsibilities,  or  to  prevent  or  impede  that  Inspector  General's  access  to 
such  records,  documents,  or  other  materials. 
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Section  419  prohibits  funds  to  be  used  to  pay  award  or  incentive  fees  for  contractors  whose 
performance  is  below  satisfactory,  behind  schedule,  over  budget,  or  failed  to  meet  requirements 
of  the  contract,  with  exceptions. 

Section  420  provides  a  modification  cost  for  credit  risk  premium  repayment  for  a  certain 
cohort  ofRRIF  loans. 

Section  421  modifies  title  23  to  amend  federal  truck  weight  exemptions  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky. 

Section  422  modifies  title  23  to  amend  federal  truck  weight  exemptions  for  commercial 
motor  vehicles  powered  either  by  natural  gas  or  electric  battery. 

Section  423  exempts  truck  length  restrictions  for  the  transportation  of  sugar  beets  on  specific 
routes  in  the  State  of  Oregon.

BLUNT: 

The  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Labor,  Health,  Human  Services,  Education 
and  Related  Agencies  will  come  to  order. 


Certainly  pleased.  Secretary  Azar,  to  have  you  here  this  morning.  I’m  sure  we’re 
going  have  a  number  of  questions  about  your  budget.  And  1  preface  that  by  saying 
that  we  understand  that  the  final  congressional  action  and  administrative  -- 
administration  action  on  F.Y.  T8  occurred  after  you  were  asked  to  submit  your 
budget.  Still,  you  know,  there’s  things  we  need  to  talk  about. 
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The  actual  budget  I  think  you  submitted  is  $1 .9  billion.  That's  2.1  percent  lower 
than  the  bill  we  just  passed.  And  then  in  addition  to  that,  there's  another  $5.6 
billion  that  shifts  from  the  mandatory  side  to  the  discretionary  side  in  your 
budget. 

I  think  when  you  add  all  this  up,  the  budget's  actually  more  like  16  percent  lower 
than  the  budget  we  just  voted  on.  And  I'm  sure  were  going  to  talk  about  that  and 
look  at  that. 

The  budget  request  had  to  be  submitted  when  it  had  to  be  submitted,  but 
throughout  the  bill,  looking  at  some  of  our  priorities,  medical  research,  early 
childhood  education,  education  generally,  the  preparedness  programs  are 
programs  that  there'll  be  questions  on. 

I  certainly  agree  that  we  ought  to  look  everywhere  we  can  for  savings.  We  should 
look  for  programs  that  aren't  working  and  make  that  decision  that  this  is  just  an 
idea  that  wasn't  necessarily  a  bad  idea;  it  didn't  work.  Look  for  programs  that  we 
can  combine  to  where  we  eliminate  both  redundancy  and  administrative  cost,  but 
at  the  same  time,  the  committee  will  want  to  be  heard  on  what  we  think  should 
happen. 

Senator  Murray  and  I  worked  hard  to  craft  a  bill  for  your  department  this  year  that 
I  think  reflected  the  priorities  of  our  members  of  the  department  itself  and  the 
administration. 

We  provided  a  $3  billion  increase  for  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  and  over 
the  past  three  years,  we've  increased  the  NIH  research,  that  budget  by  23  percent. 
We'll  have  Dr.  Collins  in  in  a  few  days  to  talk  about  that. 


BLUNT: 
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I  also,  Mr.  Secretary,  understand  there's  some  questions  from  OMB  about  the  way 
we  believe  that  money  should  be  spent,  and  we'll  be  insisting  on  the  way  we 
believe  that  money  should  be  spent. 

So,  you  know,  the  president  agreed  to  this  budget  and  my  —  management  from 
OMB  is  one  thing.  Trying  to  decide  what  the  congressional  priorities  should  be 
from  OMB  would  be  another  thing. 

We're  committed  and  will  remain  committed,  along  with  you,  to  addressing  the 
opioid  epidemic.  The  opioid  has  passed  car  accidents  as  the  number  one  cause  of 
accidental  death  in  the  country. 

That  budget  was  increased  by  $2.55  billion,  a  244  percent  increase.  At  some 
point,  I  think  we  want  to  look  pretty  carefully  and  be  sure  we're  not  increasing 
that  budget  faster  than  the  money  can  reasonably  be  spent.  But  a  lot  of  that 
increase  —  a  little  over  half  of  that  increase  in  —  $1.5  billion  is  flexible  funding 
for  the  states. 

And  I  would  also  think  that  right  now  is  a  good  time  to  let  the  states  help  us 
figure  out  what  works  and  what  doesn't  work  and  where  it  works  and  where  it 
may  not  work.  It's  a  great  advantage  of  our  system,  and  this  is  a  —  this  is  a  crisis 
that  needs  to  be  dealt  with  quickly,  but  needs  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  way  that  allows 
states  to  try  as  many  things  as  they  think  might  work. 

I  know,  in  Missouri,  we're  doing  the  medication-first  approach,  combined  with 
counseling.  Other  states  are  doing  that  and  other  states  are  looking  at  this  in  a 
different  way.  But  that  flexibility,  I  think,  in  the  —  at  least  initially,  is  going  to  be 
very  important  and  may  turn  out  to  be  very  important  throughout  this  crisis, 
because  it's  a  —  it's  a  big  country  will  lots  of  different  issues  to  be  addressed. 
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I  think  it's  important,  and  our  committee  has  gone  on  record  thinking  it's 
important,  to  create  mental  —  to  treat  mental  health  just  like  we'd  treat  any  other 
health  problem.  I  think  it's  —  those  issues  are  coupled  with  the  opioid 
dependency;  the  mental  health  efforts  are,  clearly,  an  integral  part  of  whether  we 
are  successful  in  —  in  the  opioid  issue. 

But  they're  also,  I  think,  critically  important  as  we  look  to  overall  health.  We've 
made  a  big  increase  in  mental  health  funding.  In  the  omnibus,  in  fact,  it  was  $306 
million.  $160  million  of  that  went  to  the  mental  health  block  grant.  Another  $100 
million  went  to  new  programs  certified  at  —  look  at  ~  targeted  at  certified 
community  behavioral  health  clinics. 

I'm  pleased  that  both  the  medical  research  and  funding  to  combat  opioid  —  the 
opioid  epidemic  were  reflected  in  your  budget.  But  I  was  disappointed  that  we 
didn't  see  as  strong  a  commitment  in  your  budget  as  we  just  made  in  our  spending 

bill. 

I'm  also  concerned  about  the  proposed  elimination  of  LIHEAP,  which  is  the 
heating  assistance  program  —  the  heating,  air  conditioning  assistance  program;  the 
children's  hospital  graduate  medical  education  —  1  actually  don't  know  where  that 
money  is  supposed  to  come  from,  if  it  doesn't  come  from  discretionary. 

I'd  like  to  figure  out  a  way  that  graduate  medical  education  at  children's  hospitals 
has  a  dedicated  source,  just  like  all  other  graduate  medical  education  has.  Zeroing 
it  out  would  not  be  the  way  to  solve  that  problem,  unless  you've  got  a  better 
replacement.  And  I'd  like  to  see  a  permanent  replacement. 

Also,  I  have  concerns  that  some  of  the  health  work  —  the  workforce  programs  are 
not  as  supported  in  this  budget  as  I  think  they  will  be  in  a  product  that  comes  out 
of  this  committee. 
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BLUNT: 


But  you  have  a  big  job.  We  appreciate  the  job  you  do.  I  personally  appreciate  the 
great  expertise  you  bring  to  it,  having  been  in  the  department  before,  having 
worked  in  this  area  for  so  long,  and  I  appreciate  that. 

But,  you  know,  our  job  is  to  work  together  to  try  to  make  what  we  do  better,  and 
I'm  pleased  to  get  to  work  with  Senator  Murray  as  we  do  that.  And,  Senator 
Murray,  if  you  have  some  opening  comments,  we’ll  turn  to  those  right  now. 

MURRAY: 

All  right.  Well,  thank  you  very  much,  Chairman  Blunt.  Welcome,  Secretary  Azar, 
glad  to  see  you  back  and  are  (ph)  recovered  and  with  us  today. 

I  am  interested  to  hear  your  testimony  about  the  department’s  fiscal  year  2019 
budget  request,  though  I  have  to  tell  you  there  are  a  lot  of  things  in  it  that  concern 
me.  While  1  know  you  were  not  part  of  this  administration  when  they  started 
working  on  this  budget  request,  you  have  made  it  clear  that  you  do  plan  to 
continue  some  of  the  alarming  ideological  approaches  this  administration  has 
taken  since  day  one, 

A  budget  isn't  just  a  set  of  numbers;  it's  actually  a  statement  of  values  and 
priorities,  and  this  budget  seems  to  have  been  written  by  an  administration  that 
believes  the  goal  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  is  to  raise 
families’  health  care  costs  and  undermine  patients'  access  to  care.  And  it  is  not. 

It's  clear,  instead  of  fighting  to  make  our  health  care  system  stronger,  instead  of 
prioritizing  ways  to  make  it  more  affordable  or  accessible  or  effective  for  our 
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families  and  patients,  this  administration  is  continuing  to  prioritize  health  care 
sabotage. 

It's  clear,  instead  of  proposing  solutions  to  make  sure  everyone  can  get  the  health 
care  they  need  regardless  of  their  background  or  pre-existing  conditions,  this 
administration  will  continue  to  put  in  place  policies  that  weaken  patients' 
protections,  take  coverage  away  from  people  and  put  their  needed  health  care 
further  out  of  their  reach. 

And  this  budget  does  take  alarming  steps  backwards  when  it  comes  to  women's 
health  care,  continuing  a  much  larger  trend  we've  seen  from  the  Trump-Pence 
administration. 

Time  after  time,  the  Trump-Pence  approach  has  put  ideology  over  women's  health 
and  reproductive  freedom,  like  the  recent  moves  to  undermine  the  Title  X  family 
planning  program  and  the  health  care  providers  that  offer  very  important  services 
to  women  across  the  country  who  might  not  get  the  care  they  need  otherwise. 

And  then  I  am  very  concerned  about  the  way  you've  handled  the  Teen  Pregnancy 
Prevention  Program,  terminating  grants  in  the  middle  of  a  five-year  cycle,  a 
decision  that  was  made  with  little  rationale  and  apparently  at  the  direction  of 
political  appointees,  against  the  advice  of  career  staff,  and  significantly  changing 
the  focus  of  that  program  to  promote  a  single  ideological  approach,  a  decision 
which  is  contrary  to  congressional  intent,  which  is  to  support,  and  I  quote, 
"programs  that  have  been  proven  effective  through  rigorous  evaluation." 

Page  after  page  of  this  budget  request  raises  new  red  flags  —  proposes  to  cut  CDC 
by  over  $2  billion,  which  --  it  would  devastate  the  agency's  crucial  work  to 
promote  immunizations,  combating  emerging  infections,  preventing  chronic 
disease  and  keeping  our  communities  healthy. 
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The  budget  eliminates  safety  net  programs  and  critical  assistance  to  millions  of 
people,  like  the  LIHEAP  program  the  chairman  mentioned  and  the  Community 
Services  Block  Grant,  which  gives  states  resources  to  address  the  challenges  of 
poverty. 

It  eliminates  the  Social  Services  Block  Grant  and  reduces  Temporary  Assistance 
for  Needy  Families,  programs  that  help  families  face  adversity  and  keep  their 
heads  above  water.  It  cuts  $975  million  from  the  Health  Resources  and  Services 
Administration  workforce  programs,  which  support  training  for  every  type  of 
health  care  provider. 

It  eliminates  funding  for  preschool  development  grants,  which  we  recently 
authorized  and  funded  on  a  bipartisan  basis  to  provide  high-quality  preschool  to 
tens  of  thousands  of  families. 


MURRAY: 

So  this  is  not  the  budget  of  an  administration  that  values  fighting,  keeping  our 
communities  healthy.  It  is  not  the  budget  of  an  administration  that  values 
evidence,  science  and  good  policymaking  practice.  And  it  is  actually  not  the 
direction  this  committee  chose  to  take  in  our  recent  bipartisan  spending  bill. 

As  you  know,  that  two-year  bipartisan  budget  agreement  we  reached  in  February 
provided  major  new  investments  to  address  the  opioid  crisis,  childcare,  and  earn 

—  early  learning  needs  and  more.  So  we  need  to  hear  the  administration  —  as  (ph) 

—  I'm  sorry  (ph)  —  as  we  now  hear  that  the  administration  is  going  to  submit  a 
second  rescission  package  and  undo  many  of  these  investments,  I  want  to  make  it 
clear  today:  We  will  vigorously  oppose  any  effort  to  undo  the  bipartisan  deal  the 
president  signed  into  law. 
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Both  sides  made  a  commitment  to  that  deal.  Our  side  didn't  get  everything  we 
wanted;  neither  did  the  Republicans.  But  a  deal  is  a  deal.  Any  attempt  by  the 
administration  to  break  its  promise  by  rescinding  or  failing  to  spend  the  omnibus 
funding  would  be  a  major  breach  of  faith. 

So,  in  addition  to  asking  about  your  budget  request,  I'm  very  interested  in  hearing 
how  you  plan  to  implement  the  funding  increases  we  did  include  in  the  omnibus, 
especially  for  responding  to  the  opioid  crisis  and  childcare. 

I  was  glad  to  see  your  budget  at  least  maintains  the  level  of  funding  Congress 
directed  the  administration  to  spend,  $10  billion  in  multiyear  funding,  for 
activities  related  to  the  opioid  crisis.  Of  that  amount,  you're  proposing  to  allocate 
$2.8  billion  in  2019  to  agencies  funded  within  the  bill. 

As  you  know,  Chairman  Blunt  and  1  agreed  to  increase  funding  for  the  Childcare 
and  Development  Block  Grant  by  over  $2.3  billion  —  almost  double  what  we 
spend  now  --  to  help  improve  childcare  options  for  struggling  families,  and 
agreed  to  increase  Head  Start  by  over  $600  million. 

I  have  heard  from  families  in  Washington  state  and  around  the  country  about  their 
struggle  to  find  and  afford  quality  childcare.  So  I'm  really  glad  we  were  able  to 
take  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

And  I  hope  we  can  keep  working  to  increase  investments  in  childcare  and  early 
learning  so  every  parent  can  afford  childcare  and  every  child  is  prepared  to 
succeed  in  kindergarten  and  beyond.  It's  not  only  the  right  thing  to  do;  it  is  a 
smart  investment  for  families,  communities  and  our  economy. 

It  is  one  of  the  many  urgent  issues  facing  our  families  that  Democrats  and 
Republicans  should  be  able  to  come  together  to  address,  like  the  alarmingly  high 
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maternal  mortality  rate  or  the  epidemic  of  gun  violence  and  the  lack  of  research 
into  this  issue,  which  you  yourself,  Mr.  Secretary,  have  said  a  —  is  a  priority. 

And  Democrats  are  going  to  keep  making  the  case  that  we  should  take  steps  to 
actually  help  families  address  these  problems,  instead  of  imposing  cuts  that  do  the 
opposite.  And  we  will  keep  urging  Republicans  to  work  with  us  to  make  that 
happen. 

So,  Mr.  Secretary,  1  look  forward  to  hearing  what  you  have  to  say  on  these  issues 
and  discussing  any  —  my  concerns  further  during  the  question-and-answer. 

So  thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Murray. 

And,  as  I've  said  already  today,  Secretary  Azar,  wre're  pleased  that  you  bring  your 
skills  and  your  dedication  in  this  area  to  the  job  you're  doing.  And  you've  done  a 
lot  of  things  that  other  people  would  not  have  been  able  to  accomplish,  even  in 
the  last  few  months.  We're  glad  you're  here  and  look  forward  your  testimony. 

AZAR: 

Well.  Chairman  Blunt  and  Ranking  Member  Murray  and  members  of  the 
committee,  thank  you  very  much  for  inviting  me  to  discuss  the  president's  budget 
for  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  for  fiscal  year  2019.  And  also 
my  personal  thanks  for  being  willing  to  reschedule,  in  light  of  my  recent  illness. 
Thank  you  for  that  accommodation. 
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It's  an  honor  to  be  here,  and  it's  an  honor  to  serve  as  the  secretary  of  HHS.  Our 
mission  is  to  enhance  and  protect  the  health  and  wellbeing  of  all  Americans,  it's  a 
vital  mission,  and  the  president's  budget  clearly  recognizes  that. 


AZAR: 

The  budget  makes  significant  strategic  investments  in  HHS's  work.  Among  other 
targeted  investments,  the  budget  requests  $34.8  billion  for  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health,  $5.8  billion  for  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  and  $2.8  billion  for 
priority  biodefense  and  emergency  preparedness  programs. 

The  president's  budget  especially  supports  four  particular  priorities  that  we've  laid 
out  for  the  Department,  issues  that  the  men  and  women  of  HHS  are  hard  at  work 
on  already:  first,  fighting  the  opioid  crisis;  second,  increasing  the  affordability 
and  accessibility  of  health  insurance;  third,  tackling  the  high  price  of  prescription 
drugs;  and,  fourth,  transform  our  health  care  system  into  a  value-based  direction. 

In  addition,  it  strongly  supports  the  ongoing  work  HHS  does  to  keep  Americans 
safe  from  natural  disasters  and  infectious  diseases.  First,  the  president's  budget 
brings  a  new  level  of  commitment  to  fighting  the  crisis  of  opioid  addiction  and 
overdose  that  is  stealing  more  than  100  American  lives  from  us  every  single  day. 

Under  President  Trump,  HHS  has  already  disbursed  unprecedented  resources  to 
support  access  to  addiction  treatment.  This  budget  would  invest  $3.5  billion  in 
F.Y.  2019  to  further  address  the  opioid  epidemic  and  serious  mental  illness. 

Within  that  allocation,  for  example,  the  budget  dedicates  $1.2  billion  to  the  State- 
Targeted  Response  to  the  Opioid  Crisis  Grants  and  invests  $150  million 
specifically  to  confront  the  crisis  in  high-risk  rural  communities. 
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Recognizing  that  we  need  new  tools  and  private-sector  innovation  to  defeat  this 
epidemic,  the  budget  proposes  $500  million  to  continue  the  NIH  public-private 
partnership  to  develop  new  addiction  treatments  and  non -addictive  approaches  to 
pain  management. 

The  budget  also  supports  programs  that  have  a  proven  record  of  improving  the 
lives  of  Americans  who  suffer  from  serious  mental  illness.  We  at  HHS  are 
pleased  that  Congress,  including  members  of  this  committee,  responded  to  the 
president's  call  for  these  investments,  choosing  to  significantly  boost  HHS 
funding  to  confront  the  opioid  crisis  in  the  recent  omnibus  spending  bill. 

The  second  priority  I'll  highlight  is  our  commitment  to  bringing  down  the 
skyrocket  ing  —  skyrocketing  cost  of  health  insurance,  especially  in  the  individual 
market.  The  budget  proposes  an  historic  transfer  of  resources  and  authority  from 
the  federal  government,  back  to  the  states,  empowering  those  who  are  closest  to 
the  people  and  who  can  best  determine  their  needs  while  also  bringing  balance  to 
the  Medicaid  program. 

Third,  prescription  drug  costs  in  our  country  are  simply  too  high.  List  prices  are 
too  high;  seniors  and  government  programs  are  overpaying  due  to  lack  of 
negotiating  tools;  out-of-pocket  costs  are  too  high;  and  foreign  governments  are 
freeloading  off  of  our  investments  in  innovation. 

To  address  these  problems,  the  budget  proposes  a  five-part  reform  plan  to  further 
improve  the  already-successful  Medicare  Part  D  program  by  straightening  out 
incentives  that  too  often  serve  middlemen  more  than  they  do  our  seniors  or  the 
government  program. 

The  budget  also  proposes  Medicaid  and  Medicare  Part  B  reforms  to  save  patients 
money  on  drugs  and  provide  strong  support  for  FDA's  efforts  to  spur  innovation 
and  competition  in  the  generic  drug  market. 
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We  also  want  Medicare  and  Medicaid  and  our  entire  system  to  pay  for  health  and 
outcomes,  rather  than  procedures  and  sickness.  Our  fourth  departmental  priority 
is  to  use  the  powers  we  have  at  HHS  to  drive  value-based  transformation 
throughout  the  entire  health  care  system. 

This  budget  takes  steps  toward  that  shift,  laying  the  groundwork  for  the  value- 
based  vision  that  I  announced  this  spring.  Our  system  may  be  working  for 
entrenched  incumbents,  but  it  isn't  working  for  patients  or  the  taxpayer,  and  that 
has  to  change. 

Finally,  I  want  to  highlight  this  budget's  investments  in  HHS  efforts  to  keep 
Americans  safe  from  a  range  of  threats,  from  natural  disasters,  to  international 
infectious  threats  like  Ebola  and  pandemic  flu. 

The  budget  funds  a  continuation  of  the  successful  public -private  partnerships, 
such  as  the  Biomedical  Advanced  Research  and  Development  Authority,  which 
has  already  launched  35  FDA- approved  products  since  its  establishment  in  2006. 

The  budget  also  provides  U.S.  support  for  the  Global  Health  Security  Agenda,  an 
effort  to  build  other  countries'  response  capacity  so  we  can  prevent  infectious 
threats  from  ever  reaching  our  shores  in  the  first  place. 

The  president's  budget  will  make  the  programs  we  run  really  work  for  the  people 
they  are  meant  to  serve,  including  by  making  health  care  more  affordable  for  all 
Americans.  It  will  make  sure  our  programs  are  on  a  sound  fiscal  footing  that  will 
allow  them  to  serve  future  generations,  too,  and  it  will  make  the  investments  we 
need  to  keep  Americans  safe. 

Delivering  on  these  goals,  as  the  president's  budget  does,  is  a  sound  vision  for  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  I'm  proud  to  support  it.  Thank 
you,  and  I  look  forward  to  the  committee's  questions  this  morning. 
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BLUNT: 

Well,  thank  you.  Secretary.  Well  have  time  for  a  second  round  of  questions. 

Other  members  will  come  later.  So,  as  much  as  possible,  let's  try  to  say  within 
five  minutes  on  our  first  round  and,  if  you  have  more  questions  and  want  to  stay, 
that  would  be  great;  and,  if  you  have  more  questions  you  want  to  submit  to  the 
record,  that  would  be  acceptable,  as  well. 

Well  —  well,  let's  just  start  with  pharmacy  cost.  You  mentioned  some  key 
principles  there.  1  know  the  administration  is  going  to  have  a  major 
announcement  tomorrow.  Can  you  put  just  a  little  more  detail  on  the  key  points 
that  you've  already  made  today  —  how  those  could  be  used  —  Medicare  Part  D  and 
otherwise,  the  middleman  issue?  Anything  you  want  to  explain  to  us  further  there 
would  be  helpful. 


AZAR: 


You  bet.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

What  we  want  to  do  is  —  of  course  we  want  to  balance  the  need  to  support 
innovation  and  the  development,  as  this  committee  is  very  committed  to,  of  the 
next  generation  of  therapies  for  our  people  and  the  people  of  the  world. 

But  we  want  to  balance  that  with  access  for  patients  and,  very  importantly,  want 
to  make  sure  that  those  prescription  drugs  are  affordable.  On  that  affordability 
front,  we're  trying  to  address  four  key  problems. 

The  first  is  list  prices.  The  list  --  every  incentive  in  the  system  is  towards  higher 
list  prices.  How  might  we  help  reverse  the  incentives  on  list  prices? 
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The  second  is  ensuring  that  our  programs  are  up  to  date  and  ensuring  that  we  get 
the  best  deal  possible  for  these  drugs,  so  negotiating  the  best  deals  possible  and 
ensuring  our  programs  have  those  tools. 

The  third  is  ensuring  that  there's  adequate  competition.  At  the  end  of  the  day, 
multiple  products,  multiple  generics,  multiple  branded  products,  swift  entry  of 
generics,  ending  any  kind  of  patent  gaming  that  prevents  generic  entry  is  critical 
to  long-term  price  reduction  in  our  system. 

And  then  the  fourth  area  is  —  are  patients'  out-of-pocket  expenses.  As  we’ve  seen 
changes  and  transformations  in  insurance  design  over  the  last  decade,  patients  are 
being  asked  to  assume  more  of  the  cost  of  drugs  when  they  show  up  at  the 
pharmacy  or  get  the  bill  at  the  hospital  or  doctor's  office  for  those  drugs.  And  how 
do  we  address  that  out-of-pocket? 

So  those  are  the  areas  we're  going  to  be  focused  on  tomorrow,  when  the  president 
rolls  out  his  game  plan. 


BLUNT: 

Yes.  I  would  say,  on  the  list  price  versus  the  net  price  issue,  that  whatever  we  do 
here  needs  to  always  also  keep  in  mind  people  who  aren't  on  any  government 
program,  people  who,  for  whatever  reason,  haven't  been  able  to  afford  or  have 
chosen  not  to  have  an  insurance  plan  that  they  thought  didn't  meet  their  needs. 

And  they're  the  ones  that,  more  often  than  not,  are,  at  least  initially,  asked  to  pay 
the  list  price  that  virtually  nobody  else  is  paying.  And  we  need  to  be  sure  we're 
aware  of  that  at  the  same  time. 

On  durable  medical  equipment,  Mr.  Secretary,  you've  been  forward- leaning  in 
trying  to  help  solve  that  problem.  In  our  state,  in  Missouri,  there  are  a  lot  of  urban 
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Missourians,  suburban  Missourians  who  live  in  communities  that  have  lots  of 
options.  They  can  shop.  There's  competition. 

BLUNT: 

There  are  lots  of  Missourians  that  don't  have  that  at  all.  And,  in  fact,  I  think,  in 
June  of  2013,  we  had  199  suppliers  of  durable  medical  equipment;  many  of  them 
sole  (ph)  —  the  only  supplier  in  rural  communities.  We’re  down,  now,  to  152. 

I  think  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  just  released  a  rule  that  you  sent 
them  last  year.  What  will  that  do  to  encourage  people  to  continue  to  provide  the 
kind  of  medical  equipment  that  allow  people  to  stay  at  home,  rather  than  their 
other  option  --  which  is  much  more  expensive  for  taxpayers,  in  most  cases  --  of 
the  nursing  home  that  leads  to  Medicaid  and  all  kinds  of  federal  costs  —  where 
durable  medical  equipment  being  available  often  can  make  the  difference  in 
whether  that  happens  or  not  —  available  and  supported  by  somebody  who  is  a 
phone  (ph)  —  who  is  able  to  really  support  the  equipment? 

AZAR: 

Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  thanks  to  you  and  other  members  of  the  Senate  and  the 
House,  we  —  we  appreciate  always  being  aware  of  the  concern  on  rural  durable 
medical  equipment  and  the  impacts  that  the  reimbursement  program  was  having 
on  them. 

And  that  inspired  us  to  act  with  the  rule  that  we  put  out  yesterday  that,  we  hope, 
will  provide  some  relief  to  rural  DME  providers.  Ensuring  that  access,  for  reasons 
you  said,  is  absolutely  vital.  To  not  do  so  could  be  penny  wise,  pound  foolish. 


BLUNT: 
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I  think  you've  established  a  rate  for  most  of  the  rest  of  this  year.  What  do  you 
expect  to  happen  after  that? 


AZAR: 


So  what  we're  going  to  do  is  we  want  to  take  the  learnings  —  we  had  been  on 
track  for  2019,  but  we've  actually  put  a  pause  on  that  to  make  sure  we  take  the 
learnings  from  this  experience  of  what  we  have  seen  in  terms  of  the  --  what's 
happened  to  rural  durable  medical  equipment. 

And,  of  course,  in  the  nde  that  came  out  yesterday,  we  have  come  up  with  a  SO¬ 
SO  blended  rate  that  we  think  will  provide  a  lot  of  relief  to  these  rural  DME 
providers. 

We've  also,  in  the  budget,  asked  for  two  changes  to  how  competitive  bidding  can 
work,  and  1  hope  we'll  get  support  from  Congress  on  this.  The  first  is  that  we 
would  pay  winning  suppliers,  winning  bidders  at  their  bid  amounts,  rather  than 
just  at  the  lowest  bid.  There  had  been  some  bottom -feeding  behavior  going  on 
that  was  actually  making  it  unsustainable  in  rural  communities  to  be  a  DME 
supplier,  even  if  you  won  the  bid. 

And  the  second  is  to  expand  competitive  bidding  to  all  areas,  so  that  the  bids  are 
localized,  so  a  rural  provider  isn't  being  judged  and  paid  on  whatever,  for 
instance,  an  urban  community  bidding  process  would  have  resulted,  which  was 
the  challenge  under  the  current  system. 

So  we  are  very  open-minded.  We  want  to  make  sure  this  program  works.  Rural 
DME  is  very  important.  And  so  we'd  seek  any  input  and  want  to  work 
collaboratively  with  both  sides  of  the  aisle  to  just  make  sure  2019  works  better 
than  it  has. 
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BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary.  I'll  have  some  more  questions  later. 

Senator  Murray. 

MURRAY: 

Thank  you  very  much.  And,  again,  thank  you  for  —  for  being  here  today. 

I  wanted  to  ask  about  Title  X.  It  is  the  only  federal  program  dedicated  to 
providing  family  planning  and  related  preventive  care,  including  birth  control  and 
lifesaver  cancer  screenings,  to  uninsured  or  underinsured  and  low-income  people. 

Every  year,  Title  X  providers  serve  more  than  4  million  women,  men  and  young 
people.  Now,  while  your  budget  does  maintain  the  level  funding  for  Title  X  at 
$286  million,  as  Democrats  and  Republicans  agreed  to  in  the  spending  deal  we 
just  reached  and  sent  to  the  president,  your  budget  actually  would  undermine 
access  to  care  by  attempting  to  exclude  Planned  Parenthood  from  participation  in 
this. 

They  provide  basic  health  care  service  to  2.4  million  patients  every  year.  They 
serve  more  of  the  program's  targeted  population  than  any  other  Title  X-funded 
provider,  including  4  in  1 0  of  (ph)  patients  who  receive  contraceptive  care 
through  the  program. 

So,  Mr.  Secretary,  do  you  think  the  federal  government  should  be  in  the  business 
of  telling  women  which  doctors  they  can  and  can't  see? 

AZAR: 

So,  senator,  we  —  we  share  your  prioritization  and  concern  for  the  Title  X 
program.  As  you  said,  in  our  budget,  we  --  we  funded  it  at  a  level  amount,  and  we 
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want  to  ensure  that  the  program  works  for  the  women  and  men  who  are  able  to 
make  use  of  it. 

We  want  to  make  sure  we've  got  a  robust  group  of  providers  that  are  available, 
that  it  ~  that  we're  able  to  reach  people  so  that  they  get  the  services.  We  want  to 
ensure  that  it  reaches  a  broad  range  of  family-planning  services,  which,  of  course, 
is  the  mandate  in  the  Title  X  statute. 

And  so  we  want  to  have  a  diverse  group  of  suppliers,  of  grantees,  and  we  want  to 
make  sure  that  we  have  the  full,  broad  range  of  family-planning  services 
available,  per  the  statute. 

MURRAY: 

OK,  but,  then,  can  you  commit  to  maintaining  a  network  of  safety-net  providers 
that  will  deliver  the  full  range  of  high-quality  family  planning  services  to  4 
million  people  nationwide? 

A2AR: 

So  we  believe  that  whatever  we  would  do  with  Title  X  will  —  will  ensure 
appropriate  access  to  Title  X  services,  as  well  as  —  as  broader  services,  more 
generally.  Our  grant  process  is  actually  seeking  out  a  broad  reach  of  providers 
and  grantees  who  would  be  available  for  individuals. 

MURRAY: 

Yeah,  you  —  OK.  Well,  I  hope  that  you  will  make  the  commitment  to  not  remove 
a  provider  that  actually  provides  41  percent  of  the  currently  served.  And  we'll  be 
watching  that  very  carefully. 
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Let  me  ask  you  about  AC  A,  while  you're  here.  As  you  know,  President  Trump 
campaigned  on  the  promise  to  guarantee  affordable  health  care  for  everyone  and 
protect  people  with  pre-existing  conditions.  It  has  been  really  disconcerting  to  see 
this  administration  sabotage  the  health  care  system  in  —  in  many  ways,  driving  up 
premiums,  and  a  recent  study  showed  that  millions  more  people  are  becoming 
uninsured. 

So  I  am  concerned  that,  now,  in  another  attack  on  patients'  health  care,  HHS  is 
proposing  to  expand  the  sale  of  short-term  junk  plans  that  allow  insurance 
companies  to  deny  coverage  to  people  with  pre-existing  conditions  and  exclude 
essential  health  care  benefits,  like  cancer  treatment  or  maternity  care. 

Many  of  these  junk  plans  spend  as  little  as  50  cents  of  every  premium  dollar  they 
collect  on  actual  medical  care,  spending  the  rest  on  executive  compensation, 
marketing  and  overhead.  Federal  protections  ensure  that  no  one  can  be  denied 
coverage  or  charged  more  based  on  their  health  status.  So  I  want  to  be  very  clear: 
Your  proposed  rule  actually  undermines  those  critical  protections. 

Do  you  know  —  do  you  agree  that  the  short-term  plans  your  rule  is  promoting  are 
allowed  to  actually  deny  coverage  for  individuals  with  pre-existing  conditions  or 
charge  them  higher  premiums  or  exclude  these  critical  benefits? 

AZAR: 

So,  Senator,  we  --  we  share  the  goal  —  we  want  people  have  access  to 
competitive,  affordable  health  insurance.  Unfortunately,  the  Affordable  Care  Act 
is  not  delivering  on  that. 

We  want  to  keep  working  with  you  on  changes  to  make  insurance  affordable  for 
individuals,  but,  pending  legislative  changes,  we  want  to  make  available  to 
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individuals  who  had  been  --  the  28  million  men  and  women  w'ho  been  forgotten 
and  forced  out  of  the  market  —  some  kind  of  option. 

It  may  not  be  the  right  option  for  everybody,  and  we  want  to  be  very  transparent 
about  that;  for  some  individuals,  it  may  be  better  than  nothing... 


MURRAY: 

OK.  What... 

AZAR: 

...  and  so  these  same  short-term  plans  are  what  the  Obama  administration... 


MURRAY: 

...  well,  those  are... 

(CROSSTALK) 


AZAR: 

...  eight  years. 


MURRAY: 

...  those  are  short-term.  And  the  short-term  plans  guarantee  none  of  the  critical 
consumer  protections  that  are  included  in  the  individual  insurance  market  — 
coverage  for  hospitalization,  mental  health  and  substance  use  disorder. 

Actually,  a  recent  report  found  one  that  doesn't  cover  hospital  stays  on  weekends. 
So  what  —  your  proposed  rule  is,  extend  those  short-term  —  very  short-term  plans, 
which  deny  these  coverage,  to  a  full  year. 
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So  I'm  really  concerned  that  part  of  what  is  driving  up  premiums  today  is  this 
rule.  And  I'm  very  concerned  that  families  who  enroll  in  these  plans  will  have  no 
idea  and  will  be  stranded  without  coverage  when  they  are  sick.  So,  again,  this  is 
something  I'll  be  following  very  carefully. 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary. 


BLUNT: 

Senator  Alexander? 

ALEXANDER: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Welcome,  Mr.  Secretary. 

Senator  Murray  and  I  agree  on  many  things.  One  thing  we  do  not  agree  on  is 
health  insurance. 

For  example,  as  you  just  said,  the  short-term  plans  she's  talking  about  are  the 
same  short-term  plans  that  existed  throughout  almost  the  entire  Obama 
administration. 

And  1  want  to  congratulate  the  administration  on  the  associated  health  plan 
proposal,  which  has  the  prospect  of  letting  small  —  employees  of  small  business 
have  a  chance  to  have  the  same  kind  of  insurance  that  an  IBM  employee  might 
have,  at  a  —  much  less  of  a  cost  and  —  and  with  the  same  protections. 

You  couldn't  be  charged  more  because  of  a  —  pre-existing  conditions.  You 
couldn't  have  your  coverage  denied  because  of  a  pre-existing  condition.  Your  kids 
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would  have  —  you'd  have  to  give  coverage  to  your  kids,  up  to  age  26  --  it  couldn't 
be  a  lifetime  limit. 

So  those  who  have  —  and,  in  addition,  rates  didn't  start  going  up  with  President 
Trump.  They  started  going  up  with  President  Obama  in  2013,  with  the  beginning 
of  Obamacare. 

They  went  up  176  percent  in  Tennessee  since  2013.  And  we  had  a  proposal  which 
—  a  month  ago,  President  Trump  asked  Speaker  Ryan  and  Senator  McConnell  to 
put  it  in  the  omnibus  spending  bill.  They  agreed. 

Oliver  Wyman  (ph)  said  it  would  have  reduced  rates  by  40  percent.  It  wouldn't 
have  changed  essential  health  benefits.  It  would’ve  allowed  coverage  for  pre¬ 
existing  conditions,  no  lifetime  limits.  So  (ph)  the  Democrats  blocked  it. 

So  that's  a  difference  of  opinion  we  have  about  who's  responsible  for  the  high 
rates,  which  are  coming  because  of  Obamacare.  And  Democrats  blocked  our 
proposal  a  month  ago.  Now,  one  area  we  agree  on  is  the  urgent  need  for  response 
to  the  opioid  epidemic. 

Senator  Murray  and  I  and  our  Health  Committee  unanimously,  after  several 
hearings,  reported  a  bill,  a  few  weeks  ago,  with  contributions  from  38  senators, 
with  more  that  40  proposals  to  attempt  to  give  states  and  communities  and  doctors 
and  hospitals  and  judges  more  tools  to  deal  with  our  largest  public  health 
epidemic. 

Have  you  had  a  chance  to  review  that  bill?  And  does  the  administration  support 


it? 
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Thank  you,  Senator.  And  thank  you  for  your  commitment  around  helping  to  make 
options  more  affordable  for  individuals  under  the  Affordable  Care  Act.  And,  also, 
we  thank  the  committee  and  the  Congress  for  the  bipartisan  work  on  opioids. 

I've  reviewed  some  of  the  elements  of  the  —  of  the  bill  —  been  briefed  on  them. 
The  administration  doesn't  yet  have  a  formal  position,  as  you  know,  to  stay  on  the 
legislation.  But  there  are  so  many  very  good  things  in  there  that  I'm  sure  we'll 
continue  to  work  together  and  we'll  run  (ph)... 

ALEXANDER: 

Well,  may  I  —  may  I... 

AZAR: 

...  through  the  process  of  —  of  deciding  on  administration... 

(CROSSTALK) 

ALEXANDER: 

May  I  ask  you  to  give  it  your  priority?  Because  the  House  of  Representatives  is 
working  on  opioids,  this  month.  They  hope  to  produce  a  bill.  I  hope  that  our  bill 
could  go  to  the  floor  this  summer. 

I  have  contributions  from  other  senators.  We  invited  many  of  them,  from  other 
committees,  to  meet  the  witnesses  at  ours.  And  we  would  hope  to  be  able  to  deal 
with  this  problem,  this  summer. 

Let  me  move  to  something  called  the  Medicare  Area  Wage  Index.  This  —  this  is 
an  index  which  has  a  big  effect  on  how  hospitals  are  reimbursed,  the  5,500 
hospitals  in  the  country.  And,  from  our  way  of  thinking,  there  is  a  big  unfairness. 
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Because  of  the  wage  index,  for  example,  if  a  hospital  in  Connecticut  is  billed 
$100  —  billed  $100  to  Medicare,  next  year,  it  would  receive  about  $126.  But,  if  a 
hospital  in  Tennessee  billed  Medicare  for  $100,  it  would  receive  $82. 

And,  as  a  result  of  that,  a  number  of  us  in  states  (ph),  because  of  that 
discrimination,  have  introduced  legislation  to  try  to  adjust  the  Hospital  Area 
Wage  Index,  because  it's  causing  hospitals  to  close. 

CMS  announced  a  rural  hospital  initiative,  but  it  didn't  include  any  relief  from  the 
Area  Wage  Index.  Have  you  thought  of  ways  to  adjust  the  Area  Wage  Index  to, 
one,  make  it  fairer,  and  especially  to  focus  on  rural  hospitals? 

AZAR: 

Senator,  thanks  for  raising  that  issue.  The  wage  index  is  one  of  the  more  vexing 
issues  in  Medicare,  and  challenging  in  part  because  of  the  budget  neutrality.  An 
adjustment  for  any  one  state  on  the  wage  index  actually  hurts  other  states  and 
leads  to  this  constant  back-and- forth  of  winners  and  losers  there. 

And  we  have  and  the  prior  administration  have  suggested  to  Congress  that  we 
would  like  to  work  together  to  actually  come  up  with  statutory  changes  to  adjust 
the  wage  index  approach  to  ensure  better  equity.  We,  every  year,  are  dealing  with 
challenges  in  many  states  —  in  particular,  some  rural  areas.  But  we  have  issues 
constantly... 

ALEXANDER: 

Thank  you. 


AZAR: 
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...  in  certain  East  Coast  states.  So  we'd  welcome  the  chance  to  work  with  you  and 
others  on  appropriate  reforms. 


ALEXANDER: 

My  time  is  up,  but  I  want  to  conclude  by  saying,  one  other  area  we  agree  on  on 
this  committee  —  and  Senator  Blunt  and  Senator  Murray  deserve  great  credit  for 
their  leadership  —  is  their  focus  on  biomedical  research  and  the  funding  for  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health.  And  we  hope  to  continue  that. 


BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Alexander. 
Senator  Durbin. 


DURBIN: 

Follow  up  on  that,  thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  and  I  want  to  thank  the  —  the  three 
senators  to  my  left  for  their  leadership  on  medical  research. 

I'm  disappointed  that  the  president's  budget  calls  for  a  reduction  of  6.2  percent  in 
spending  at  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  I  hope  that  we  have  the  wisdom  to 
ignore  that  suggestion  and  continue  to  move  forward  in  critical  medical  research. 

A  32.5  percent  decrease  suggested  by  the  president's  budget  for  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  is  equally  vexing,  when  you  consider  what  we  face  now,  across 
this  country,  in  terms  of  public  health  challenges. 

So  I'm  counting  on  my  three  colleagues  to  my  left,  who  have  shown  real 
leadership  in  this  area.  I  hope  Congress  can  show  a  better  approach  to  the 
administration. 
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Let  me  ask  you  to  join  with  me  for  —  thinking  for  a  moment  about  the  issue  of 
addiction,  today,  and  how  it  has  changed.  I  spent  a  major  part  of  my 
congressional  career  fighting  big  tobacco  for  personal  reasons,  for  family  reasons 
and  for  obvious  public  health  reasons.  And  there  are  indicators  that  we  started 
moving,  just  slightly,  in  the  right  direction. 

And  the  best  indicator  was  the  fact  that  we've  seen  a  decrease  in  tobacco  smoking 
among  kids,  from  28  percent  in  the  year  2000,  to  8  percent  in  the  year  2016. 
That’s  dramatic,  because  we  learned  that,  if  you  don't  hook  kids  early,  while 
they're  making  the  wrong  decisions  and  immature,  it's  very  difficult  to  convince 
them  to  become  cigarette  smokers  later  in  life  —  good  news. 

Now,  let's  talk  about  the  sobering  bad  news  that  we  face.  We  know,  from  the 
opioid  crisis,  that  it  strikes  everywhere  —  not  just  in  the  inner  city,  but  in  wealthy 
suburbs  and  small  towns.  1  can  prove  it  in  my  state.  Everyone  sitting  here  can 
prove  it  in  their  own  state. 

It  is  an  insidious  epidemic  —  the  worst  drug  epidemic  we  have  faced  in  America, 
period.  Now,  it  is  morphing  into  a  new  version  of  that  epidemic  that  is  even  more 
frightening,  with  the  use  of  these  synthetic  narcotics,  like  fentanyl,  which  can  be 
produced,  sadly,  in  a  laboratory  over  a  span,  I  understand,  of  48  hours  in  the 
United  States. 

It's  no  longer  a  question  of  the  poppy  fields  growing  somewhere  around  the 
world,  it's  our  backyard  and  the  opportunity  people  have  to  make  fentanyl,  to 
addict  people  and  to  kill  them  with  this  synthetic  drug. 


DURBIN: 
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But  it's  not  the  only  addiction.  There's  another  one  that  1  want  to  call  to  your 
attention,  on  your  watch,  that  is  becoming  alarming.  Between  201 1  and  2015,  the 
use  of  e-cigarettes  —  vaping  —  among  high  school  kinds  increased  more  than 
tenfold,  from  1.5  percent  to  16  percent.  In  my  state  of  Illinois,  27  percent  of  high 
school  students  are  using  vaping  devices  and  e-cigarettes. 

I  talked  to  Dr.  Gottlieb  about  this.  When  we  confront  the  industry,  they  say  no, 
this  is  about  getting  people  off  of  cigarettes  on  the  vaping,  which  is  not  as 
dangerous. 

Well,  that  might  make  sense.  Maybe  that  argument  might  have  some  merit  until 
we  look  at  the  products  that  are  for  sale.  Let  me  show  you  some  of  those  products 
for  the  record.  These  or  vaping  products  available,  supposedly  for  adults  —  adults, 
to  get  off  of  using  tobacco  products:  Jam  Monster,  a  blueberry  a  packaging  flavor 
of  —  I  guess  (ph)  to  say  it's  the  same  as  jam,  butter  and  toast;  there's  another  good 
one  here,  soft  serve  ice  cream  flavors. 

Then  when  it  comes  to  the  flavoring,  cupcakes  —  raspberry  yogurt  cupcakes, 
raspberry'  jelly,  if  you  don't  like  raspberry  yogurt  if  you're  lactose  intolerant  —  but 
the  difficulty  we  have  is  that  these  are  becoming  so  pervasive,  so  insidious  so  fast 
that  when  the  FDA  says  we'll  get  around  to  this  in  four  or  five  years,  we  don't 
have  the  time,  Mr.  Secretary,  we  don't  have  the  time. 

We  need  to  commit  ourselves  now  to  stop  this.  Did  you  read  the  Washington  Post 
this  morning?  They're  talking  about  saying  that  the  kids  in  schools,  in  the  suburbs 
here  can't  bring  flash  drives  to  school  anymore  because  it  looks  too  much  like  a 
vaping  product  and  they  mistake  one  for  the  other. 

They're  taking  doors  off  the  bathroom  stalls  in  schools  because  kids  are  going  into 
the  stalls  to  vape  during  the  course  of  a  day.  This  is  a  galloping  addiction  and  one 
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that  is  affecting  children  across  our  country.  My  obvious  question  to  you  is  what's 
this  administration  at  about  it? 


AZAR: 


Well,  thank  you.  We  —  we  share  --  we  share  your  goals  here  totally.  And  in  fact, 
just  last  week,  the  FDA  went  after;  I  don't  know  if  it  is  those  precise  products,  if 
not,  they  will  be.  These  products  are  clearly  being  marketed  towards  and  aimed 
towards  children.  We  are  going  after  them.  We  will  go  after  them. 

While  the  commissioner  has  laid  out  an  agenda  that  tries  to  balance  having 
alternative  nicotine  delivery  devices  available  as  a  means  for  exiting  combustible 
addiction  from  cigarettes  another  to  other  devices,  we  must  ensure  that  these 
alternative  nicotine  delivery  devices  are  not  marketed  for  or  become  an  entry 
point  into  tobacco,  exactly  the  concern  that  you're  expressing,  and  we  will  be  — 
we  will  be  very  vigorous  in  going  after  these  —  any  bad  actors  are  trying  to 
market  or  aiming  towards  entry  points  for  children  or  others  into  addiction. 

So  I  think  were  completely  aligned.  We  need  to  just  talk  —  we  want  to  ensure  that 
we  get  adequate  regulation  and  that  we  develop  this  phase  of  the  exit  path  for 
combustible  tobacco.  We  want  to  make  sure  that  that  develops  but  it's  done  the 
right  way,  uncompromising  in  terms  of  any  kind  of  entry  path  for  children  or 
others  into  tobacco  addiction.  We  —  we  would  share  the  goal  completely,  senator. 


DURBIN: 


I  will  tell  you  that  while  we  —  the  jury  is  out  on  this  conversion  from  combustible 
tobacco  to  vaping,  as  to  whether  it  actually  is  a  legitimate  purpose  for  this  product 
—  while  the  jury  is  out,  vigor  and  commitment  of  the  industry  in  hooking  our  kids 
is  unmatched.

And  I  don't  think  there's  a  sense  of  emergency  or  urgency  in  this  administration 
yet  for  something  that  could  end  up  being  sadly  part  of  your  legacy,  to  have  stood 
by  and  watched  as  the  percentage  of  kids  in  America  became  addicted  — 
hopelessly  addicted  to  nicotine  through  these  products. 


BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Durbin.  Senator  Lankford. 


LANKFORD: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chainnan.  I  appreciate  the  comments  and  1  agree  completely  on 
the  issue  on  the  vaping  and  things  that  are  targeted  towards  children  and  what's 
going  on  in  the  opioid  epidemic. 

And  1  look  forward  to  working  with  the  secretary  and  with  all  of  Congress  on  that 
issue  as  well  as  what  1  would  raises  an  issue  of  Congress  has  been  kind  of  double 
minded  on  the  issue  of  one  point  promoting  marijuana  legalization,  on  the  other 
point  trying  to  be  able  to  go  after  vaping. 

And  so  I  would  hope  that  we  would  speak  with  a  consistent  voice  on  these  issues 
that  marijuana  —  encouraging  more  people  to  use  marijuana  doesn't  exactly  help 
us  either  long-tenn  and  that  we  should  be  consistent  messages,  that  —  not  say 
opioids  are  bad,  but  marijuana  is  good. 

Let  —  let  me  to  go  back  to  one  your  comments  earlier  you  made  in  your  opening 
statement.  You  talked  about  the  middleman  in  prescriptions.  I  assume  you're 
talking  about  the  PBMs.  That  has  been  a  big  issue  and  a  major  driver  of  cost. 
Obviously  when  the  EpiPen  whole  conversation  came  out  for  the  first  time, 
millions  of  Americans  heard  about  PBM's  for  the  first  time  and  started  asking 
questions,  but  it  has  been  a  big  issue  for  a  while.

Where  is  that  going  right  now  in  the  ongoing  conversation  about  how  the  dollars 
for  any  of  those  prescriptions  are  getting  to  the  producer  or  dealing  with  the 
consumer  or  the  person  delivering  it  in  the  pharmacy,  but  not  to  the  PBM  in  the 
middle? 

AZAR: 

So  thank  you  for  asking  about  that  and  that  will  be  a  focus  of  the  president's 
announcements  tomorrow  is  addressing  every  element  of  the  pharmaceutical 
pricing  channel,  including  those  who  negotiate  for  so  many  of  us,  the  pharmacy 
benefit  managers,  their  role.  They  serve  a  very  important  purpose. 

LANKFORD: 

Sure  they  do. 


AZAR: 


But  1  think  it's  very  important  that  we  address  the  incentives  that  are  in  the 
system,  who  are  they  working,  who  are  they  being  paid  by  and  where  do  the 
savings  go  to? 

LANKFORD: 

Well  it's  been  clear  that  insurance  companies  are  purchasing  pharmacies  and  such 
to  get  access  to  the  PBM's  in  the  middle  seeing  that  that  becomes  the  pathway  to 
actually  greater  profits  is  to  be  able  to  own  that  PBM  on  it,  but  it's  also,  as  you 
mentioned  in  your  opening  statement,  some  of  your  questions  about  competition. 
If  competition  is  important,  local  pharmacies  are  important. 
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Let  me  ask  --  let  me  ask  your  perspective  on  this  as  well,  The  local  pharmacists, 
especially  a  rural  pharmacist  in  the  DIR  fees,  they're  coming  back  trying  to 
recapture  some  of  these. 

How  we  protect  the  local  pharmacy  in  rural  areas  to  make  sure  that  we  still  have 
those  local  pharmacies,  that  not  everything  it  mail-order,  but  patients  have  the 
opportunity  to  be  able  to  ask  face-to-face  questions  on  it;  but  we're  not  hying  to 
go  back  six  months  later  and  try  to  recapture  things  from  the  DIR  fee? 

AZAR: 

Senator,  I'm  —  I'm  glad  you  raised  this  issue.  It  is  something  that's  been  on  my 
radar  and  is  a  concern  for  me  and  I  will  —  I'm  going  to  actually  ask  our  inspector 
general  to  ensure  that  he  is  looking  into  this  question. 

The  issue  you're  raising,  as  I  understand  it,  is  often  where  you  have  these  large 
pharmacy  benefit  managers  that  own  their  own  mail-order  specialty  pharmacy  but 
they  also  have  to  interact  with  local  or  non-owned  specialty  pharmacies,  are  these 
DIR  fees  essentially  taxes  imposed  differentially  and  unpredictably  on  those 
independent  pharmacies  in  a  way  that  puts  them  at  a  competitive  disadvantage 
from  the  owned  ones. 

I  think  it's  a  —  this  is  an  important  issue  worthy  of  study,  because  as  you  said, 
there  should  be  a  level  playing  field  and  there  should  be  good  competition.  So  I'm 
--  I'm  going  to  ask  the  I.G.  at  HHS  to  look  into  this  issue. 

LANKFORD: 

I  —  I  appreciate  that  very  much  because  that  is  an  issue  and  it  typically  months 
later,  when  they  actually  find  out  about  the  DIR  fees. 
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So  a  local  pharmacy  will  charge  a  client  $10  for  a  pharmaceutical,  and  then  a  DIR 
fee  comes  back  later  that's  a  nine  dollar  claw  back  on  it.  Six  months  later  that 
pharmacy  is  obviously  long  gone.  They're  not  going  to  go  back  to  their  customer 
and  say,  no  I  undercharged  you  on  this. 

It’s  become  a  big  issue  for  them  and  it's  a  rolling  issue.  It's  related  to  what  Senator 
Alexander  was  talking  about  before  with  the  wage  index.  If  you've  got  a 
cardiologist  Oklahoma  doing  a  procedure,  the  wage  index  becomes  a  big  issue 
because  the  device  that  they  may  put  it,  whether  it  be  a  pacemaker  or  any  other 
valve,  whatever  may  be  the  device  is  the  same  cost  wh ether  you're  in  Oklahoma 
or  New  York  City. 


LANKFORD: 

But  in  Oklahoma,  the  cardiologist  makes  a  tiny  amount  because  most  of  the  cost 
of  reimbursement  is  the  device.  While  in  New  York  City,  the  device,  which  is  the 
same  cost,  the  cardiologist  gets  a  very  large  amount.  So  what  happens  is  if  you're 
a  cardiologist  your  tendency  is  to  be  able  to  move  to  the  East  Coast  where  you 
can  get  paid  more  for  the  same  procedure. 

If  we  want  to  have  fair  medical  treatment  for  everyone  across  the  country,  wre've 
got  to  also  be  able  to  balance  out  not  just  the  cost  of  the  device  and 
reimbursement  but  also  what  the  doctor  themselves  is  being  reimbursed  based 
(inaudible). 

Let  me  also  mention  to  you  as  well  about  the  rural  hospitals.  We've  got  multiple 
areas  I'm  going  to  try  to  chat  with  you  about  because  some  of  them  are  issues  that 
you  all  are  dealing  with  like  the  abortion  sub  charge  —  or  sir  charge  that’s  ongoing 
that  Obamacare,  at  the  very  earliest  days  said  that  had  to  be  a  separate  billing 
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amount  but  it  obviously  has  proved  not  to  be  so  and  be  one  of  those  things  I  will 
want  us  to  be  able  to  work  on,  be  able  to  establish. 

But  for  rural  hospitals,  in  201 5,  15  hospitals  were  designated  as  vulnerable  rural 
hospitals.  By  2016,  we  had  42  hospitals  that  were  designated  as  vulnerable.  By 
2017,  we  have  41  hospitals  but  in  the  same  time  4  of  those  hospitals  are  closed. 

We  have  major  issues  that  are  rolling  out  with  the  Affordable  Care  Act  over  the 
years  that  has  disproportionately  hit  those  rural  hospitals. 

I  know  you  all  are  making  some  recommendations  on  this.  1  just  want  to  be  able 
to  say,  this  is  of  epic  importance  to  rural  hospitals  that  we  do  resolve  some  of  the 
issues  that  we  have  there  in  reimbursements. 

Telehealth,  all  of  those  things  that  become  so  important  on  it;  we're  losing 
emergency  rooms  and  we're  losing  access  in  rural  areas  and  that'll  be 
exceptionally  important  we  deal  with  that.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 


BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Lankford.  Senator  Manchin. 


MANCHIN: 

Thank  you  very  much  Mr.  —  Mr.  Chairman  and  thank  you  Secretary,  it's  good  to 
be  with  you.  First  of  all,  we  finally  got  a  bill  called  Jessie's  Law  and  1  think  1  sent 
you  a  letter  on  that  and  I  want  to  follow  up  on  that  because  it's  just  a  common 
sense  piece  of  legislation.  This  little  beautiful  girl  Jessie  Grubb,  as  you  know  had 
an  injury. 

She  was  -  she  was  an  addict  and  she  was  trying  to  clean  up  and  she  was  doing 
very  well  in  rehab  and  went  —  and  had  a  running  injury  and  went  to  a  Michigan

hospital  and  she  told  the  doctors,  her  parents  were  with  her,  and  she  was  so  proud 
of  being  a  recovering  addict  and  wanted  to  be  very  careful  about  her  markings  on 
her  —  on  her  —  all  of  her  scripts  (ph)  as  far  as  her  admission  to  —  to  the  procedure 
she  was  going  to  need. 

And  you  know,  to  me,  I  thought  it  was  common  sense  they  would  mark  it  as  if 
you're  —  are  allergic  to  penicillin;  something  very  critical.  It  wasn't.  She  got 
discharged  -  discharged  and  the  doctor  didn't  see  it,  gave  her  a  prescription  of 
Oxycontin  and  she  had  overdosed  by  that  evening  and  —  and  died. 

So  what  we're  saying  is  this  piece  of  legislation,  you  all  have  it  now,  to  set  some 
guidelines  and  rules  making  sure  that  the  procedures.  So  I  think  what  I  need  is, 
and  1  —  and  I  —  and  I  know  you  feel  the  same  committing  your  agency  to 
immediately  begin  work  on  this  -  on  these  standards  and  disseminating  (ph)  it 
quickly  as  possible. 

Medical  pro  fessionals  all  over  the  country  are  going  to  have  guidelines  of  how 
they  mark  when  there's  a  patient  coming  in  identifying  themselves  of  this  nature. 
Have  you  all  started  or  have  you  received  that  in  the  office  or  have  you... 

AZAR: 

So  I  have  not  been  briefed  on  our  efforts  in  response  yet  but  I  can  assure  you  that 
will  be  a  high  priority  for  us  that  we  share  the  goal,  we  want  to  make  sure  that 
gets  all... 


MANCHIN: 

This  was  —  this  was  all  preventable.  Senator  Capito  is  a  co-sponsor  with  me  on 
this.  It  should  have  never  happened  and  they  just  want  to  make  sure  that  this  — 
this  beautiful  little  girl  didn't  die  in  vain  and  saving  others. 
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So  for  all  your  staff  here,  it's  called  Jessie's  Law;  it  was  in  the  omnibus  bill.  You 
have  a  letter  on  that.  We'd  be  happy  to  work  with  you.  I  know  Senator  Capito's 
staff  will  be  the  same.  Anything  we  can  help  you  with. 

Let  me  go  right  into  —  because  I  —  I  -- 1  really,  1  mean  people  say,  "Well  how 
come  I  can  order  drugs  from  Canada  and  get  them  so  much  cheaper?  Why  are  the 
drugs  so  expensive?  Why  are  pharmaceuticals  charging  so  much?  Why  are  drugs 
protected  for  such  a  long  period  of  time  before  they're  able  to  be  sold  as  cheaper 
generic  drugs? 

And  the  whole  pricing  structure,  the  PBMs  —  the  purpose  of  PBMs,  are  you  all 
looking  at  that  and  they're  telling  me  that  it's  a  pricing  structure  and  howr  we  sell 
drugs  to  the  consumer  is  why  (ph)  the  cost  is  so  much  different  than  anyplace  in 
the  world. 

AZAR: 

So  tomorrow  we'll  —  the  President  will  be  rolling  out  a  comprehensive  plan 
around  drug  pricing  that  addresses  all  aspects  of  the  channel  including  the  role  of 
the  pharmacy  benefit  managers,  drug  companies,  others  in  the  system, 
highlighting  exactly  the  types  of  issues  you're  raising  and  also  going  after  this 
question  of  foreign  governments  that  free  ride  off  of  American  investment... 

MANCHIN: 

Wel  l  is  the  pricing  —  do  —  do  —  would  you  say  Secretary  that  a  lot  of  the  pricing 
in  America  being  some  of  the  highest  cost  in  the  world  as  far  as  for  life-saving 
drugs  and  drugs  that  are  needed  for  quality  of  care  for  people.  Is  it  because  of  the 
pricing,  the  way  we  sell  it,  the  way  we  get  it  to  market  that's  causing  that? 


AZAR: 
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It's  —  so  I  don't  believe  it's  the  selling  and  marketing  of  how  -  is  the  reason,  it's 
basically  government  structures  and  payer  systems  and  what  happens  in  the 
United  States,  some  of  our  plans  and  some  of  our  approaches  actually  drive  as 
good  or  better  deals  than  some  of  the  socialist  systems  abroad.  And  then  within 
other  parts  of  programs  and  for  other  medicines,  foreign  governments,  socialist 
single-payer  systems  get  a  better  deal. 

Now  often  that  deal  comes  at  the  cost  of  rationing  and  access  and  patients  who 
are  suffering  from  cancer  or  HIV  Aids  or  MS  or  rheumatoid  arthritis,  they  can't 
get  access  to  the  medicines  that  you  can  here  in  the  United  States  because  that's 
exactly  what  the  socialist  systems  do. 

So  it  is  a  balance  but  what  the  President's  is  going  to  be  doing  is  trying  to  tackle 
the  elements  of  our  program  —  how  do  we  make  them  better  so  that  we  pay  less 
and  of  course,  get  foreign  governments  to  pay  more. 


MANCHIN: 

I  have  to  hurry  up  real  quick.  I  just  —  I  look  forward  to  that  report  tomorrow  and 
if  we  can  start  down  the  path  to  get  cheaper  drug  prices  and  access  to  those 
cheaper  drugs  —  drug  prices  on  the  market  in  America  is  going  to  be  very  helpful 
to  West  Virginia. 

We  have,  in  West  Virginia,  we  have  the  largest  per  capita  economic  burden  in  the 
country  as  far  as  opiate  deaths,  as  you  know  that.  The  amount  of  money,  how  it 
was  being  dispersed  out  before,  was  not  based  on  the  amount  of  --  rate  of  per 
capita  deaths  that  you  had,  it  was  based  on  population. 

And  1  think  Senator  Capito  and  I  both  have  been  working  on  this.  So  what  we 
need  is  you  working  with  us,  a  commitment  to  work  with  us  to  make  sure  the 
money  is  getting  to  the  front  line. 
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We  are  —  you  know  you  have  a  war  on  drugs.  We  are  the  front  line,  we're  on  the 
battlefield  everyday  and  states  like  us  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Are  you  all 
—  have  you  all  recognized  that  and  are  you  directing  the  money  that  come  to  that 
areas  of  need? 

AZAR: 

Yes,  so  thank  you  for  that  concern  and  we  appreciate  the  flexibility  that  this 
committee  and  Congress  gave  us  in  the  omnibus  appropriations  bill  to  actually 
target  money  toward  the  highest  burdened  states  on  opioids  and  we  will  faithfully 
execute  against  that. 

MANCHIN: 

We  have  a  1 5  percent  set  aside  but  that  depends  on  quickly  and  —  and  —  and  how 
capably  you  all  are  able  to  administrate  to  make  sure  it  gets  to  that  front  line 
because  we're  in  need;  we're  very  much  in  need.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Manchin.  Senator  Kennedy. 

KENNEDY: 

Thank  you  Mr.  Chairman.  Mr.  Secretary,  how  are  you?  How  many  —  how  many 
people  are  on  Medicaid? 


AZAR: 


The  actual  numbers  on  Medicaid,  I  —  you  know  Senator,  I  —  I  want  to  make  sure 
I've  got  that  exactly  —  70  —  70  million  I'm  sorry. 
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KENNEDY: 

OK,  all  right.  Do  you  know  anybody  on  Medicaid  who  is  able  to  work  or  on  any 
social  program  who  —  who  —  who  is  able  to  work  and  by  able  to  work  I  mean  not 
elderly  and  not  disabled  who  doesn’t  want  to  work? 

AZAR: 

I  certainly  hope  all  would.  I  hope  all  would.  We  —  I  view  --  I  view  those  to  being 
able  to  work  and  working  as  such  a  —  when,  where  one  is  able.  It's  such  a 
fundamental  aspect  of  one's  own  dignity,  as  well  as,  we  think,  healthcare. 


KENNEDY: 

We  can  agree  with  all  that.  1  don't  know  anybody.  1  mean,  there  may  be  —  I'm  not 
saying  there  aren't  folks  out  there,  but  I've  never  talked  to  a  person  on  a  —  on 
Medicaid  w'ho,  who  was  able  to  work  that  didn't  appreciate  that  he  or  she'd  be 
better  off  with  a  job  and  paying  —  and  being  able  to  buy  their  own  health 
insurance. 

I've  seen  numbers  that  show  we  have  28  million  people  on  Medicaid  who  are  not 
elderly  and  they're  not  disabled,  who  could  work  if  they  could  find  a  job,  but  don't 
work.  I've  seen  numbers  that  show  wre  spend  about  $150  billion  a  year  on  that 
subset. 

I've  seen  numbers  that  say,  about  40  percent  of  those  28  million  don't  have 
children.  I  think  part  of  the  problem  is  that,  that  many  of  —  many  of  these  folks, 
I'm  not  saying  all.  I'm,  I'm  —  I  mean,  I'm  not  naive,  but  many  of  these  folks  would 
like  to  know  the  dignity  of  work,  but  they  need  a  little  help  about  getting  that  job. 
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Now,  the  economy  is  rocking.  I  think  it's  because  of  our  tax  bill.  I  know  there's 
some  who  disagree  with  that.  I  don't  understand  why  the  administration  does  not, 
loudly  and  aggressively,  say,  look,  the  free  market,  and  by  that  I  mean  being  able 
to  get  a  job,  has  done  more  to  lift  people  out  of  poverty  than  all  the  social 
programs  put  together. 

And  if  you  don't  believe  me,  I  give  you  China.  It's  not  the  communist  party  that 
lifted  so  many  of  our,  our  —  the  people  of  China  out  of  poverty.  It  was  because 
they  adopted  a  form,  anyway,  of  capitalism. 

And  1  don't  understand  why  the  administration,  and  I  wish  you  would  take  this 
back  to  the  President  because  I  believe  —  think  he'll  agree  with  me,  doesn't  say, 
look,  we  don't  to  throw  people  out  in  the  cold,  but  we  want  to  help  them 
understand  the  dignity  of  work.  It's  a  win-win.  It's  better  for  our  fellow  Americans 
to  know  the  dignity  of  work  and  it's  better  for  the  American  taxpayer. 

And  let's  put  together  an  aggressive  program  that's  not  optional  for  the  states.  My 
governor  doesn't  want  to  do  it.  My  governor  —  I  believe  in  more  freedom.  My 
governor  believes  in  more  free  stuff.  That's  just  the  way  it  is.  I'm  not  criticizing 
him,  I'm  just  describing  him. 

But  put  together  a  program,  not  to  throw  people  out  in  the  cold,  but  just  to  say, 
look,  let  us  help  you  get  a  job.  You  can  keep  your  benefits,  but  let  us  help  you  get 
a  job.  Now,  if  your  children  are  older,  we'll  help  you  get  that  job.  We'll  point  you 
in  the  right  direction.  We'll  help  you  find  a  way  to  get  to  work.  You  can  —  you've 
got  to  do  it  for  20  hours  a  week. 

You  can  keep  your  benefits.  You'll  feel  better  about  yourself  And  let's  do  it.  I 
appreciate  that  CMS  is  willing  to  grant  waivers,  but  why  don't  we  take  the  next 
step?  Why  don't  you  take  the  lead  on  that?

KENNEDY: 
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Sorry  for  interrupting,  I'm  not  trying  to  be  rude,  I'm  really  not.  But  I'm  --  we've 
got  —  I  see  I'm  down  to  1 1  seconds. 

(LAUGHTER) 

We  don't  need  to  make  it  optional  and  we  need  you  to  take  the  lead  and  the 
president  —  I  mean,  the  president's  kind  of  busy  right  now.  He's  working  on  a  lot 
of  stuff.

I  know  that  Senator  Alexander  isn't  here, 
but  I  just  want  to  make  a  note  for  the  committee  and  for  the  Secretary  on,  the 
reason  why  we  have  the  wage  differential,  I  say  it  because  Senator  Alexander 
referenced  the  difference  in  payments  to  Connecticut  and  to  Tennessee. 

We're  a  big  country.  We  have  different  costs  of  living.  We  have  different  rates  of 
pay  from  state  to  state.  And  that  is  the  reason  why  Medicaid  —  Medicare 
reimburses  slightly  differently. 

It,  of  course,  results  in  the  average  Connecticut  taxpayer  sending  $14,000  to  the 
Federal  Treasury  and  the  average  Tennessee  taxpayer  sending  about  $8,000  to  the 
Federal  Treasury.  If  we  are  interested  in  equity  and  parity,  then  we'd  me  more 
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than  happy  to  adjust  tax  rates  to  send  $8,000  to  the  Federal  Treasury  instead  of 
$14,000.  And  if  that  was  the  deal,  then  maybe  we'd  be  happy  to  accept  less  in 
Medicare  reimbursement. 

But  there's  a  reason  why  you  pay  a  little  bit  more  for  Medicare  in  Connecticut. 
That's  also  the  same  reason  why  the  Federal  Treasury  gets  a  lot  more  from 
Connecticut.  I  point  that  out  for  the  record. 

I  want  to  continue  along  the  line  of  questioning  from  Senator  Murray,  Mr. 
Secretary,  on  this  campaign  of  sabotage  that  has  been  waged  by  the 
administration,  driving  up  rates  all  across  the  country. 

This  is  a  quote  from  the  head  of  the  largest  health  insurance  company  in 
Maryland,  talking  about  why  they  are  going  to  be  dramatically  increasing  rates, 
especially  for  plans  that  tend  to  be  used  by  sicker  patients.  He  attributed  these  rate 
increases  to  the  continuing  actions  on  the  part  of  the  administration  to 
systemically  undermine  the  market  and  make  it,  almost,  impossible  to  carry  out 
our  mission. 

In  making  that  statement,  he  talked  specifically  about  a  PPO  plans  which  are 
favored  by  sicker  patients,  people  with  chronic  illness.  And,  in  fact,  in  one  of 
those  plans,  in  the  recent  rate  filing,  premiums  went  up  by  90  percent  in 
Maryland. 

And  so,  it  gets  me  to  this  question  of  the  short  term,  what  we  would  call  the  junk 
plans,  the  short  term  plans,  and  the  effect  that  it  will  have  on  the  market. 

The  worry,  of  course,  as  you  know,  is  --  and  the  reason  why  President  Obama 
moved  the  time  duration  down  to  three  months,  is  that  because  these  plans  are  not 
subject  to  the  requirements  that  you  cover  people  with  preexisting  conditions  the 
same  that  you  have  a  minimum  standard  of  benefits,  you'd  have  a  migration  of 
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healthy  people  to  these  plans  and  you'd  leave  all  the  sick  people,  people  with 
preexisting  conditions  behind. 

And  1  think  you're  already  seeing  that  in  the  price  increases  on  the  exchanges. 
And  so,  that's  the  reason  why  the  Obama  administration  said,  listen,  we're  going 
to  make  these  short  term  plans  actually  short  term,  three  months.  So,  how  do  you 
gauge  what  insurance  companies  are  already  predicting? 

That  there  will  be  a  massive  migration  of  healthy  people  into  these  short  term 
plans  that,  you  know,  are  now,  effectively,  a  complementary  option  to  the 
exchanges,  driving  rates  up  for  people  with  preexisting  conditions,  people  who 
can't  —  simply,  can’t  go  on  those  plans  if  they  don't  cover  everything  that  they 
need. 


AZAR: 


So  senator,  first,  it's  great  to  see  you  again.  And  I  would  say  first,  the  —  it's 
important  remember  that  what's  been  proposed,  nothing  is  final,  but  what  has 
been  proposed  on  the  short-term  plans  is  to  restore  what  President  Obama  had  in 
place  until  the  eve  of  his  retirement  from  office.  So  he  kept  12  months  in  place 
the  entirety  of  his  presidency  in  the  program. 

It's  next  important  to  remember  that  of  the  about  1 0  million  people  in  the 
individual  market,  over  82  percent  of  them,  we're  buying  their  insurance  for  them. 
They're  subsidized.  People  are  not  going  to  be  leaving  subsidized  insurance  with 
the  full  slate  of  benefits  for  these  short-term  plans. 

The  individuals  that  are  going  to  —  that  these  plans  are  going  to  be  available  for 
and  its  going  to  make  sense  for  are  folks  who've  been  left  out  in  the  cold  by  the 
Affordable  Care  Act.  Now  there's  28  million  folks  who  are  sitting  out  there  who 
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cannot  afford  these  skyrocketing  price  increases  that  happened  under  President 
Obama  in  his  own  plan  and  we're  just  trying  to  make  options  available. 

They're  not  going  to  be  right  for  everybody,  we're  being  very  transparent  about 
that;  but  want  those  as  options  for  those  if  it  makes  sense  for  them. 

But  what  we  really  have  to  be  working  on  together,  is  fixing  what  is  wrrong, 
what's  not  working  here,  which  is  the  Affordable  Care  Act.  It's  not  delivering,  the 
price  increases  were  happening  before  President  Trump,  they're  continuing.  It's 
not  functioning  and  we  want  to  work  together  to  come  up  with  a  —  with  a  new 
system. 

MURPHY: 

It's  just  not  —  with  all  due  respect,  it's  just  not  true.  It's  not  functioning  even  with 
this  deliberate  campaign  of  sabotage,  even  with  the  administration  cutting  the 
open  enrollment  period  in  half,  even  with  the  administration  stopping  to  market 
these  plans,  even  with  the  administration  refusing  to  pay  for  the  navigators.  The 
same  number  of  people  signed  up  last  year  that  signed  up  the  year  before. 

I  don't  think  that  will  continue  because  at  some  point,  90  percent  price  increases 
are  going  to  force  people  off  no  matter  how  big  the  subsidies  get. 

So  I'm  very  worried  that  Mr.  Chairman,  about  the  that  the  separation  of  the 
market  into  very  healthy  and  very  sick  as  these  short-term  plans  now  become  the 
true  viable  options  right  next  to  the  exchanges.  1  look  forward  to  continuing  the 
dialogue.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Murphy.  Senator  Capito. 
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CAPITO: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary  for  being  here.  I'd  like  to 
follow  up  on  a  question  that  my  fellow  senator  from  West  Virginia  talked  about. 
You  and  I  have  talked  about  this  and  that  is  trying  to  target  the  21  st  Century 
Cures  dollars  to  the  tip  of  the  spear  where  we  have  the  h  ighest  age  adjusted 
mortality  rate  in  the  country. 

I  just  want  to  ask  for  a  clarification  because  my  understanding  is  when  we  talked 
about  this,  and  that  the  last  tranche  of  money  that  went  out,  went  out  on  the  on  the 
old  formula  basis,  but  the  next  tranche  of  money  that's  coming  out  in  September, 
October,  will  have  this  target  adjusted.  Could  —  could  you  kind  of  confirm  that 
for  me  and  maybe  explain  a  little? 

AZAR: 

Yes,  absolutely.  Thank  you,  senator.  As  I  —  as  I  mentioned  to  Senator  Manchin, 
we  appreciate  both  —  there's  the  targeted  holdback  from  the  omnibus,  I  think  15 
percent,  if  I  remember  correctly,  that  is  deliberately  targeted  to  the  highest 
burdened  states. 

But  in  addition,  we  appreciate  the  flexibility  that  Congress  gave  us  now  on  the 
remainder  of  the  money  that  we  would  put  out  in  September  to  also,  with  regard 
to  that  money,  try  to  focus  it  on  the  highest  burdened  areas  of  the  --  of  the 
country.  But  I  think  on  both  sides  of  —  of  the  fence  there,  would  be  our  —  would 
be  our  goal  to  target  where  most  needed  in  the  country. 


CAPITO: 

I  think  that  makes  a  lot  of  sense  and  to  those  of  us  in  states  who  are  not  as  highly 
affected  as  our  states  are  at  the  very  beginning,  if  we  don't  nip  this  in  the  bud 
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where  we  are  and  —  and  find  best  practices,  unfortunately,  I  think  it's  going  to 
cascade  in  the  numbers  that  we  see  in  our  area. 

Another  area  of  concern  that  I  have,  we  see  a  lot  of  money  going  into  this,  we  see 
a  lot  of  recovery  and  treatment  and  a  spectrum  of  solutions  and  —  and  I  welcome 
all  of  that,  from  drug  courts  to  Naloxone  to  medication-  assisted  treatment  to  help 
with  foster  families  et  cetera,  et  cetera. 

I  do  have  in  the  back  of  my  mind,  a  —  a  concern.  And  we've  seen  some  news 
reports  where  recovery  centers  have  sort  of  sprouted  up  without  the  proper 
oversight  as  to  what  type  of  treatments  being  opt  ioned,  what  kind  of  recovery 
programs.  In  some  cases  I  believe,  there  was  a  case  where  in  the  treatment 
program,  the  person  who  was  in  charge  of  that,  or  the  owrner  of  it,  was  actually 
giving  these  the  users  more  drugs  to  keep  them  sort  of  at  bay. 

So  I  don’t  know  where  your  quality  control  is  on  this.  Is  it  more  at  the  state,  is  it 
your  level?  And  what  you  all  are  doing  about  that? 

A2AR: 

So  I'm  glad  you  raised  that.  It's  a  really  important  question  and  that's  something 
that  even  on  the  last  round  of  funding  that  went  out,  the  400  and  I  think  95 
million  dollars  that  went  out  just  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  SAMHSA  with  Dr.  Elbe 
McCance-Katz  imposed  conditions  there.  For  instance,  that  the  money  could  only 
go  to  treatment  centers  that  use  medication-assisted  therapy  because  we  know  that 
works  and  it  ought  to  be  available  if  the  precious  money  that  the  Congress  has 
allocated  is  being  spent  there. 

We're  going  to  keep  looking  as  we  move  forward  to  September,  again,  on  best 
practices,  best  approaches.  We  want  to  be  collaborative,  but  we  also  want  to  make 
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sure  this  money  doesn't  just  get  spent  any  which  way  but  goes  towards  the  real 
approaches  that  are  going  to  work  to  help  solve  this  problem. 

So  exactly  the  kind  of  situation  you're  talking  about.  The  learning  process  for  us, 
primarily  state  regulation,  but  we  of  course,  through  the  grant  process,  as  we 
release  the  money  can  impose  conditions  on  that  on  how  that  should  be  spent. 

And  as  we  learn  and  get  input  from  you  and  others,  what's  working  and  not 
working  and  where  the  risk  of  abuse,  we  want  to  take  —  want  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity. 


CAPITO: 


I  welcome  that.  I  would  also  say  our  local  West  Virginia  —  we  have  Recovery 
Place  and  we  also  have  Rea  of  Hope  that  are  abstinence  treatment,  and  —  and  they 
have  —  and  they  have  some  success  here  and  a  lot  of  success.  So  I  —  you  know,  I 
-- 1  think  as  we  —  we  just  need  a  quality  reassurance  that  we're  not  getting  pop- 
ups  around  to  solve  a  very  deep  and  devastating  problem. 

The  other  area  of  concern  for  me  and  in  health,  and  it's  such  a  large  area  in 
general,  is  the  Alzheimer's  and  —  and  what  we're  doing  in  terms  of  treatment 
research,  helping  caregivers,  palliative  care,  all  the  things  personally  touched  by 
this  in  my  own  family,  as  many  of  us  are. 

So  at  from  the  department’s  perspective,  1  know  you're  doing  research,  I  know 
you're  —  your  kind  of  —  Medicare's  trying  to  help  w'ith  some  of  these  issues.  What 
perspective  can  you  bring  to  us  today? 


AZAR: 


Well  of  course,  we've  got  a  comprehensive  and  deep  commitment  around 
Alzheimer's  just  as  you  do.  At  NIH,  with  the  money  that  this  committee 
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fortunately  allocates  to  us,  I  think  we're  currently  sporting  over  140  clinical  trials. 
In  that  space  —  I  happen  to  be  quite  familiar  with  also. 

We  need  to  keep  looking  in  the  Medicare  and  Medicaid  space  to  see  ways  that 
again,  my  theme  of  not  being  penny  wise  pound  foolish,  are  there  ways  that  we 
can  support  caregivers  and  others  in  nontraditional  ways,  I  think,  to  ensure  that 
we  avoid,  perhaps  early  institutionalization  of  individuals? 


CAPITO: 

Right. 


AZAR: 


And  so  we're,  I'm  —  I'm  open  for  whatever  —  whatever  —  any  ideas  and  best 
approaches  that  we  can  take  across  the  board  in  addition  to  research  support  also 
in  our  payment  side,  how  we  can  help  the  families  who  are  dealing  with  this 
devastating  disease. 

CAPITO: 

All  right,  thank  you.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Capito.  Senator  Schatz. 

SCHATZ: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  Secretary  Azar,  thank  you  for  the  conversation  the 
other  day.  I  want  to  follow  up  on  it,  I  want  to  talk  about  something  rare, 
something  we  all  agree  on,  and  that  is  tele-health.  You  —  you  said  you're  big 
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supporter  of  tele-health.  I'm  pleased  to  be  able  to  work  with  you  on  the 
implementation. 

We  had  a  —  we  still  have  a  bill  called  the  Connect  for  Health  Act,  which  is 
bipartisan  and  bicameral.  About  half  of  it  was  enacted  in  the  last  C.R.  and  so 
we're  going  to  make  good  progress  in  that  space  lifting  certain  restrictions  around 
Medicare. 

But  the  kind  of  the  last  piece,  and  for  me  the  Holy  Grail,  is  to  give  the  secretary 
waiver  authority  assuming  his  or  her  actuaries  determine  that  waving  barriers  to 
telehealth  around  Medicare  would  pay  for  themselves. 

And  so  I'd  like  you  to  talk  about  how  you  would  use  that  waiver  authority  and 
how  it  would  expand  access  and  reduce  costs. 

AZAR: 

So,  Senator,  again  thank  you  for  the  discussion  we  had  on  this  and  I  —  I  do  think 
this  is  a  very  bipartisan  area  where  we  can  all  get  together  whether  it's  in  rural 
health,  remote  frontier  health,  or  just  containing  cost  and  being  efficient  is  —  is 
the  world  of  telehealth  and  the  biggest  challenge  of  course  is  our  payment 
systems  are  sort  of  frozen  in  the  1960s  so  often  in  Medicare  and  Medicaid. 

Now,  in  using  —  if  I  were  to  be  given  that  authority,  the  probably  the  single 
biggest  countervailing  pressure  we  have  is,  of  course,  integrity,  and  ensuring  the 
lack  —  ensuring  program  integrity  there  through  tele  health  that  we  don't  see 
abuse. 

I  mean  so  many  -  I  think  so  many  of  the  rules  that  we  have  are  some  bad  provider 
did  something  and  so  you  put  a  rule  in  place.  So  obviously  we  have  to  do  it  with 
respect  to  the  taxpayer,  program  integrity  but  1  would  want  to  be  very  forward 
leaning  here  on  implementing  any  authority  to  again,  penny  wise,  pound  foolish. 
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Use  telehealth,  expand  the  network  of  providers,  expand  the  reach  of 
communities,  really  help  in  rural  and  frontier  communities,  and  lower  the  cost  of 
care.  So  I'm  with  you  on  this  one. 


SCHATZ: 


Thank  you.  I  think  reaching  veterans,  reaching  people  in  rural  communities, 
helping  with  the  opioid  crisis,  asthma,  psychiatric,  psychological  treatment,  all  of 
it  can  be  done  through  telehealth  and  I  think  the  transformation  in  our  society  is 
that  if  10  years  ago  you  were  instructed  to  interact  with  your  clinician  through  a 
device  you  would  be  irritated. 

And  now  there  is  a  category  of  clients  or  patients  who  if  they  are  not  able  to 
interact  with  their  clinician  through  a  device  they  are  irritated.  So  this  has  really  — 
this  is  transformational  and  I  knowT  the  Chair  and  Ranking  Member  are  —  are  very 
supportive. 

I  want  to  ask  you  another  question.  Clearly  your  philosophy  —  not  sure  if  it's  fair 
to  call  it  federalism,  but  you  want  to  provide  maximum  flexibility  to  states  in 
terms  of  interpreting  AC  A  and  other  statutes  and  in  terms  of  configuring  the  —  the 
healthcare  system  that  makes  most  sense  either  through  the  state  insurance 
commissioner  or  through  the  legislature. 

So  I  want  to  ask  you  maybe  a  ticklish  question;  a  tough  one,  which  is  it  is  one 
thing  to  provide  flexibility  if  it  is  in  the  --  in  the  interest  of  your  view  of  where 
healthcare  should  go. 

What  if  a  state  comes  to  you  and  says  we  want  to  do  a  Medicaid  public  option? 
What  if  a  state  comes  to  you  and  says  wre  wrant  to  do  something  that  is  left¬ 
leaning,  progressive  leaning,  more  coverage,  more  government  involvement? 
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I  am  assuming  because  of  my  brief  interactions  with  you  and  your  reputation  that 
you  would  provide  the  same  flexibility  as  it  relates  to  a  progressive  proposal  that 
you  would  provide  to  anything  that  is  designed  to,  in  my  view,  evade  or 
undermine  ACA. 


AZAR: 


I  —  I  think  you've  seen  that  with  —  writh  our  behaviors.  For  instance,  our 
collaborative  approach  working  with  the  state  of  Maryland  on  their  —  on  their  all¬ 
payer  program  that  they’ve  had  which,  you  know  some  would  have  a  lot  of 
concern  depending  on  ideology  but  we've  tried  to  work  with  them  if  —  to  see  if 
they  --  it  is  a  model  of  value-based  payment  that  they  -  they're  approaching  and 
we've  tried  to  be  very  collaborative  in  working  with  them. 

We  also,  in  our  budget  proposal,  have  a  proposal  to  Congress  that  we  would  have 
—  we  would  offer  up  to  five  states  the  opportunity  to  negotiate  directly  drug 
pricing  through  their  Medicaid  programs  to  test  and  see  if  that  can  deliver  better 
results  than  the  stature  (ph)  or  rebate  programs. 

So  we  try  to  be  open  minded.  We  —  we  have  certain  restraints  around  Medicaid 
and  Medicare  waiver,  of  course,  protecting  the  public  fisc  (ph);  there  are  certain 
budget  neutrality  requirements  that  depending  on  what  —  what  one  wanted  to  try 
to  do  at  a  state  level  might  also  run  contrary  to  --  to  that.  That  might  be  an  outer 
limit  barrier,  certainly. 


SCHATZ: 


And  I'll  just  —  one  final  question.  Tom  Price  said  that  repealing  the  individual 
man  —  mandate  will  harm  the  pool  and  likely  have  individuals  younger  --  you 
know  this.  You  know  the  quote.  It's  adverse  selection;  it  will  drive  costs  up.  Do 
you  agree  with  Tom  Price?  Do  you  think  he  misspoke? 
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AZAR: 

I  think  he  —  my  understanding  is  he  backed  away  from  that  statement  a  little  bit 
later  but  I  will  tell  you  my  view  on  the  individual  mandate  which  is  I  —  I  —  I 
really  do  not  believe  that  it  will  have  a  significant  impact  on  our  risk  pool  —  the 
repeal  of  that. 

We  already  had  6.7  million  Americans  paying  $3.1  billion  of  taxes  a  year;  80 
percent  of  them  earning  $50,000  or  less,  because  they  cannot  afford  this  insurance 
it  doesn't  work  for  them. 

I  think  that  people  were  getting  in  that  pool,  as  I  mentioned  earlier,  to  —  to 
Senator  Murphy  are  people  that  we're  basically  subsidizing  access  to.  It's  not  the 
mandate  that's  gotten  the  merits  that  we’re  basically  giving  them  insurance.  That's 
why  they're  in  there. 


SCHATZ: 

So  you're... 

AZAR: 

So  1  don't  see  -  1  don't  see  the  premium  effect... 


SCHATZ: 

It  just  seems  you're  such  a  person  who  relies  on  data  and  expertise  in  so  many 
instances  but  you  are  disagreeing  with  the  consensus  among  actuaries  and 
healthcare  experts  of  exactly  what  the  individual  mandate  did.  But  my  time  has 
expired. 


BLUNT: 
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It  —  it  has.  There'll  be  time  for  a  second  round  if  anybody  wants  to  ask  more 
questions.  Senator  Moran. 


MORAN: 

Senator  Blunt,  thank  you.  Mr.  Secretary,  thank  you  for  being  here.  I'm  —  I  don't 
know  you  as  well  as  I'd  like  and  1  look  forward  to  developing  a  strong 
relationship.  There's  so  many  things  within  your  department  that  are  so  important 
to  the  citizens  I  represent  and  I  -- 1  —  this  may  be  me  doing  more  talking  than  you 
and  1  apologize  for  that  but  I  want  to  highlight  some  things  in  your  budget  request 
that  are  in  my  view  worthy  of  my  reaction. 

First  of  all,  NIH;  I  will  —  the  budget  that  is  before  us  is  a  $6  billion  reduction  in 
NIH  funding.  I  would  indicate  to  my  colleagues  and  certainly  to  —  to  the  Ranking 
Member  and  Chairman  of  this  committee  that  we  ought  to  continue  our  efforts  in 
finding  ways  to  fund  NIH  at  increasing  rates  and  certainly  without  reductions. 

I  think  we,  in  a  broader  sense,  I  think  we  as  a  Congress  for  a  long  time  have 
focused  on  who's  going  to  pay  for  healthcare  as  compared  to  how  can  we  make 
healthcare  less  —  less  expensive. 

The  focus  is  how  do  we  shift  unaffordable  health  care  to  someone  else  who  it's 
still  unaffordable  for?  And  so  it  seems  to  me  that  the  underlying  cause  of  why 
healthcare  is  expensive  is  where  we  ought  to  focus  and  —  and  you  are  doing  that 
and  I  appreciate  that.  And  NIH,  in  my  view,  is  one  of  those  things.  Not  only  does 
it  improve  people's  quality  of  life  and  longevity,  it's  wonderful  for  families. 

But  if  we  can  find  the  delay  to  onset  of  Alzheimer's,  if  we  can  eliminate  cancer, 
reduce  diabetes,  all  those  things  have  a  tremendous  cost  consequence  and  we 
ought  to  be  pursuing  them. 
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In  —  in  regard  to  the  CDC,  I  am  —  would  —  would  advocate  for  continued  funding 
of  the  Global  Health  Fund.  One  of  the  things  that  was  said  recently  in  the 
rescission  discussion  from  OMB  was  that  Ebola  —in  a  sense,  they  were  saying  a 
Ebola  has  been  taken  care  of;  no  reports  of  Ebola. 

There  were  two  reports  from  Congo  shortly  thereafter,  but  I  also  would  say  that 
regardless  of  reports  of  the  Ebola,  we  need  to  continue  to  have  the  funding 
necessary  for  the  infrastructure  so  that  we  don't  start  anew. 

We  don't  have  the  crisis  that  we  had  when  Ebola  arrived,  and  for  —  for  us  this  is 
not  just  a  problem  in  —  in  Africa  or  elsewhere  in  the  world;  the  consequences  of 
Ebola  and  other  highly-contagious  deadly  diseases  has  a  huge  consequence  upon 
Americans  and  we  saw  that  with  Ebola  and  so  I  would  —  wrould  highlight  the 
importance  of  not  eliminating  the  infrastructure  that's  in  place  to  fight  these 
highly  dangerous  and  contagious  diseases  even  though  there  may  not  be  a  report 
of  that  particular  disease  at  the  moment. 


So  those  two  things  I  wanted  to  --  to  mention.  I  walked  in,  not  as  a  Senator 
Lankford,  from  Oklahoma,  was  talking  about  drug  pricing  transparency,  PBM's. 


Senator  Capito  and  I  have  long  been  supporters  of  —  of  legislation  that  requires 
transparency  in  the  PBM  world.  I  can  tell  you  are  legislation  is  not  advanced  very 
rapidly  and  1  would  look  forward  to  hearing  from  you,  knowing  from  you  how  we 
can  be  of  assistance  to  you  and  your  department's  effort. 


But  this  issue  of  rebates  that's  now  front  and  center;  I  think  maybe  our 
conversation  is  better  had  once  the  announcement  from  the  administration  occurs 
as  to  what  your  —  your  plan  —  what  your  —  the  policies  are  going  to  be.  But  this 
again  is  an  example  of  where,  if  we  can  find  ways  to  reduce  unnecessary  cost  in 
healthcare,  we  can  --  and  the  cost  of  healthcare,  we  can  reduce  the  unnecessary 
cost  of  healthcare. 
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So  I  applaud  the  —  the  department's  efforts  in  regard  to  drug  reform,  and 
particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  PBM  transparency  and  the  rebate  issue.  I  am 
encouraged. 

You  and  I  visited  on  the  phone,  just  as  now  last  week.  I  ~  I  would  highlight  for 
you  once  again  the  importance  of  the  340B  program.  Our  hospitals  from  our 
largest  and  our  most  urban  settings  to  our  critical  access  hospitals,  all  of  them  are 
fragile. 

This  is  a  funding  source  that  helps  the  patient  as  wrell  as  the  provider,  and  in  your 
alterations,  if  there  are  any  of  340B,  I  guess  we're  now  waiting  on  the  courts  to 
tell  us  some  direction  —  provide  us  some  direction,  but  I  would  highlight  the 
importance  of  this  340B  program.  There  are  127  critical  access  hospitals  —  I  said 
that  wrong,  excuse  me.  There  are  127  hospitals  in  Kansas;  80-some  of  them  are 
critical  access  hospitals.  Almost  without  exception,  it's  hanging  on  by  a  thread, 
and  any  alteration  in  their  reimbursement  rate  means  that  there  is  going  to  be  less 
access  to  healthcare  in  rural  places  in  particular. 

But  in  urban  places  as  well,  in  particular,  the  core  center  of  urban  centers.  And  we 
have  both  in  Kansas  from  —  from  Johnson  County  as  our  suburbs  of  —  of  Kansas 
City;  one  of  the  smallest  towns  in  our  state  is  Johnson  City.  So  from  east  to  west, 
this  is  a  huge  issue.  It  highlights  for  me  —  I  didn’t  realize  when  sequestration  was 
passed,  that  we  had  across-the-board  cuts  as  they  affected  critical  access 
hospitals.  I  thought  sequestration  would  not  apply  to  critical  access  hospitals. 

I  didn't  vote  for  sequestration,  but  as  a  —  as  a  bad  policy,  it's  the  wrong  way  to 
approach  to  the  appropriations  process.  But  I  would  never  have  thought  that  we 
would  reduce  across-the-board  funding  that  affects  critical  access  hospitals  that 
are  to  be  paid  cost  basis.  And  it  is  —  this  2  percent  across-the-board  cut  ~  we  need 
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—  ray  view,  ray  colleagues  and  I  need  make  sure  that  this  is  not  extended  even 
further  and  look  for  opportunities  for  its  demise. 

Perhaps  the  last  —  the  only  last  point  I  would  make,  Mr.  Chairman  is  tribal  labor 
sovereignty.  The  words  I  used.  Your  CMS,  Center  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid 
Services  has  taken  upon  themselves  to  declare  Native  Americans  to  be  classified 

—  should  be  classified  as  a  racial  group  rather  than  a  citizen  —  as  citizens  of  a 
tribe. 

I  think  you’re  wrong.  1  think  tribes  should  be  treated  —  as  —  they  deserve  the 
sovereignty  that  they  are  entitled  to  by  our  Constitution  and  our  long-standing 
understanding  that  tribes  are  governmental,  not  racial.  And  I  hope  that  CMS  will 
take  a  look  at  that  issue  once  again  on  behalf  of  the  tribes. 

Thank  you  for  answering  all  my  questions  and  at  least  I  could  say  thank  you  for 
listening  to  my  comments. 

(LAUGHTER) 

AZAR: 

If  --  if  —  if  I  might,  Mr.  Chairman.  We  did  just  earlier  this  week  revise  that 
guidance  on  CMS,  so  we'll  be  happy  to  get... 

MORAN: 

In  regard  to  tribes? 

AZAR: 

With  regard  to  the  community  engagement  and  if  you  are  talking  about  the 
community  engagement  participation  states  that  have  received  those  waivers  and 
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tribal  connectivity  to  that.  We  have  actually  issued  modified  guidance  on  that  this 
week. 

MORAN: 

I'll  take  a  look,  thank  you  very  much. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Moran.  Senator  Baldwin. 

BALDWIN: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  Welcome,  Secretary  Azar.  I'm  going  to  start  the  issue 
of  the  high-price  of  prescription  drugs.  So  reports  show  last  year  that  the 
pharmaceutical  industries  spent  over  $170  million  in  lobbying,  deploying  over 
880  lobbyists  to  influence  Washington  policymakers. 

This  investment  paid  off  for  their  CEOs  and  shareholders.  As  first-quarter 
earnings  saw  seven  of  the  largest  drug  companies  in  aggregate  receiving  $12.1 
billion  in  profits.  This  is  since  the  beginning  of  this  year. 

Meanwhile,  large  drug  corporations  received  a  tax  cut  from  the  Republican  tax 
bill  and  have  spent  a  combined  $50  billion  on  new  stock  buybacks  and  enriched 
shareholders  and  executives  while  still  continuing  to  increase  prices  on  existing 
drugs. 

Now,  I  understand  that  the  president  will  be  outlining  a  plan  to  address  drug 
prices;  we've  been  anticipating  it  since  his  big  announcement  at  the  State  of  the 
Union  Address,  and  1  am  very  interested  in  hearing  what  will  be  included. 

At  your  confirmation  hearing  before  the  HELP  committee,  we  had  an  exchange 
on  this  issue  of  the  ever  increasing  price  of  particular  prescription  drugs.  And  you 
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blamed,  and  1  quote,  "the  system,"  for  the  rising  cost  of  prescription  drugs.  But 
you  never  singled  out  the  role  that  drug  corporations  play  in  this  system. 

So  I  want  to  know  whether  the  administration's  plan  is  going  to  include  actions 
that  hold  drug  companies  specifically  accountable  for  their  role  in  setting  the 
price  of  drugs  and  increasing  the  price  of  drugs.  Yes  or  no? 

AZAR: 

Yes  it  will. 

BALDWIN: 

OK. 

AZAR: 

All  —  all  players  will  be  impacted.  We're  —  as  I  said,  it's  a  systemic  issue  which 
requires  a  systemic  multifactorial  solution;  that's  what  the  president  will  be  rolling 
out  tomorrow.  Absolutely. 

BALDWIN: 

And  one  of  the  things  —  1  sent  a  letter  with  Senator  McCain  to  the  president, 
asking  that  he  look  at  and  support  our  Fair  Drug  Pricing  Act.  That  requires  basic 
transparency  for  drug  companies  wThen  they  plan  to  increase  the  price  of  their 
drugs. 

Will  a  component  of  the  president's  plan  be  a  call  for  basic  transparency  for  drug 
corporations,  particularly,  across  that  system  generally? 


AZAR: 
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Senator,  I'm  sure  you'll  understand  that  I  —  I'm  not  in  a  position  to  preempt  the 
President  of  the  United  States  tomorrow  by  saying  what  he  will  and  won't 
announce. 

So  I  —  I  —  if  —  I  apologize,  but  happy  to  get  back  to  you  after  that  and  discussed 
the  issue  of  transparency,  but  in  terms  of  any  particulars  of  the  president's 
announcement,  I  —  I'm  afraid  I  do  need  to  demure  until  tomorrow.  My  apologies 
though. 


BALDWIN: 

Well  then  we  will  follow  up  on  that.  I  —  I  —  I  think  for  us  as  policymakers,  that's 
one  of  the  most  key  aspects  and  certainly  as  the  advocate  on  behalf  of  our 
constituents. 

I  want  to  turn  to  the  issue  of  the,  the  short  term  health  plans.  During  the  partisan 
repeal  debate,  last  year,  thousands  and  thousands  of  Wisconsinites  called  on 
Washington  to  protect  their  care. 

The  administration,  in  my  opinion,  continues  to  undermine  and  sabotage  the 
Affordable  Care  Act  and  create  more  instability  in  the  marketplace.  There's  a  ™ 
what  I  view  as  a  pretty  radical  proposal  to  expand  the  ability  of  companies  to  sell 
these  skimpy,  short  term  health  plans  that  don't  include  basic  consumer 
protections  that  are  required,  of  course,  in  participation  in  the  Affordable  Care 
Act. 


Particularly,  things  like  preexisting  condition  coverage.  And  they  exclude  basic 
health  benefits  like  maternity  care  or  substance  abuse  treatment.  I  think  some  of 
my  colleagues  know  that  when  I  was  a  child,  I  was  branded  with  the  label 
preexisting  condition  after  a  childhood  illness  and  my  family  couldn't  find  a 
health  plan  that  would  cover  me. 
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Your  plan  would  take  us  back  to  those  days  by  allowing  more  junk  plans  and  for 
longer  periods  of  time.  One  of  those  plans  sold  in  Wisconsin,  today,  excludes 
coverage  for  preexisting  conditions  and  refuses  to  cover  non-emergency  hospital 
services  on  the  weekend. 

Do  you  believe  that  insurance  companies  should  be  allowed  to  deny  coverage  or 
charge  more  for  those  with  preexisting  conditions? 

AZAR: 

So,  these  plans,  which  are  only  a  compensation  for  the  failure  of  the  Affordable 
Care  Act  markets  for  those  —  for  whom  it's  not  working,  the  28  million  people 
who  do  not  have  insurance  because  they've  been  shut  out  of  that  market,  they 
can't  afford  what’s  there. 

We're  trying  to  bring  back  something  that  President  Obama  had,  which  are  the 
short-term  plans  that  people  need  to  go  in  with  their  eyes  open.  They  are  not  right 
for  everybody.  They  will  help  in  transitional  cases.  They  might  be  available  for 
those  who  cannot  afford  --  afford  care. 

We're  trying  to  just  make  more  options  available  there,  the  Labor  Department 
with  association... 

BALDWIN: 

But  you  make  them... 

AZAR: 

...health  plans. 

BALDWIN: 
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...from  three  months  to... 

A2AR: 

To  12,  exactly  what  President  Obama  had  for  the  -  for  up  until  the  eve  of  the  end 
of  his  presidency,  12  months  is  what  the  proposal  is.  To  just  -  to  restore  what 
President  Obama  had  the  entirety  of  his  presidency. 

BALDWIN: 

So,  this  is,  right  now,  three  months? 

AZAR: 

Three  months,  he  changed  in  October  of  2016,  reverted  it  to  put  it  back  to  three 
rather  than  12.  It's  an  option.  It's  not  meant  to  be  the  be  all,  end  all.  It's  just  -  we're 
trying  to  help  those  forgotten  men  and  women  who  are  sitting  there  with  any 
options  we  can  make  available  to  them. 

BALDWIN: 

Why  don't  you  add  a  requirement  that  those  cover  preexisting  conditions? 

AZAR: 

Well,  if  we  —  if  we  start  making  them  the  equivalent  of  the  Affordable  Care  Act, 
we'll  end  up  with  the  same  pricing  regimes.  It'd  be  replicating  that. 

We  just  want  to  make  other  options  available  for  those  —  for  them  to  make  sense. 
And,  again,  be  —  we're  being  very  transparent.  These  will  not  make  sense, 
necessarily,  for  all  people.  It's  for  folks,  for  whom  it  makes  sense,  we  want  to 
have  options  available  and  let  them  choose. 
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BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary.  Thank  you,  Senator  Baldwin.  Senator  Hyde-Smith. 

HYDE-SMITH: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  thank  you,  Secretary  Azar,  for  testifying  today.  I'm 
from  Brookhaven,  a  small  town  in  south  west  Mississippi.  And  so,  I'm  well  aware 
the  challenges  that  a  rural  state  presents  in  healthcare. 

But  I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  CMS  recently  released  the  agency's  very  first 
rural  health  strategy,  intended  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  Medicare  benefits 
who  live  in  rural  areas. 

So  I  thank  you  for  working  to  ensure  that  the  voices  of  rural  patients  and 
healthcare  providers  are  heard  and  when  your  department  considers  payment 
policies  and  regulations,  that  also  —  that  consideration. 

Secretary  Azar,  can  you  discuss,  further,  how  your  fiscal  year  2019  budget 
request  will  support  health  in  rural  America? 

AZAR: 

Thank  you,  very  much,  Senator.  And  it  was  a  pleasure  to  meet  you  over  the 
phone,  thank  you  for  that. 

First,  the  budget  has  $5.1  billion  for  community  health  centers.  And  the 
community  health  centers  serve  1  in  12  Americans  around  the  country,  but,  in 
particular,  86  million  patients,  one  in  six,  living  in  rural  areas. 

So  our  bipartisan  support  for  the  community  health  center  program  is,  of  course, 
vital  to  healthcare  in  the  rural  communities.  We  also,  with  the  opioid  epidemic, 
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we've  added  something  very  novel  in  here,  which  is  a  $150  million  program  for, 
for  opioid  treatment  focused  in  rural  areas. 

And  then,  of  course,  we  have  the  program  that  you,  you  mentioned,  that  we've 
just  laid  out,  the  CMS  rural  health  agenda  and  that's  to  -  we  have  programs  there, 
for  instance,  that  would  allow  Medicare  Advantage  programs  to  deliver,  deliver 
telehealth  services  and  other  services  in  a  rural  area,  more  economically. 

I  also  want  to  look,  if  you  or  others  can  identify,  where  we  have  barriers  in  our 
payment  regimes  or  regulations  that  impede  alternative  or  innovative  methods  of 
care  delivers,  in  a  rural  setting. 

You  know,  we  know  the  issue  in  Mississippi  of  rural  hospitals  suffering  and 
closing.  Maybe  traditional  hospital  models  aren't  the  best  way  to  deliver  care  or 
economically  feasible.  Are  we  getting  in  the  way  of  the  creativity  of  new  models 
for  delivering  the  kind  of  care  that's  needed  in  those  communities? 

HYDE-SMITH: 

Thank  you.  Also,  rural  America  has  20  percent  of  the  population  and  9  percent  of 
physicians.  And  when  I  was  in  Mississippi  legislature,  we  worked  to  establish  the 
Mississippi  Rural  Physician  Scholarship  programs,  to  help  the  shortage  of 
physicians  in  the  rural  areas  in  the  state  and  it  was  a  great  benefit.  We're  still 
reaping  those  benefits  today. 

But  how  does  your  budget  request  support  the  physician  workforce  in  rural  places 
like  Mississippi? 

AZAR: 

So,  what  we've  tried  to  do  is  prioritize  the  programs  that  we  believe  work  the  best, 
especially,  in  getting  providers  to  go  to  underserved  areas.  And  those  are  the 
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scholarship  and  tuition  reimbursement  programs.  As  you  look  at,  say,  the  HRS  A 
budget,  our  focus  there  is  direct  service  care  delivery,  and  then,  workforce 
training  that  is  based  on  scholarship  and  tuition  reimbursement. 

We  just  find  that  those  programs  deliver  health  professionals  and  they,  also,  have 
service  obligations  connected  to  them  that  help  us  get  people  into  remote  areas, 
underserved  areas,  to  be  able  to  deliver,  as  opposed  to  the  program  that  we  have 
that  are,  for  instance,  just  more  subsidy  payments  to  institutions.  The  individual 
targeted  ones,  we  think  there's  decades  of,  of  evidence  that  show  that  those  really 
do  work  and  deliver.  And  we  want  to  focus  in  that  space. 

HYDE-SMITH: 

Great,  thank  you. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you,  Senator  Hyde-Smith.  Senator  Merkley. 

MERKLEY: 

Thank  you,  very  much.  I  want  to  follow  up  on  that  question  about  physician  and 
shortage  because  it  seems  like  we're  all  competing  everywhere,  our  rural  areas, 
our  Veterans  Administration,  as  so  many  practitioners  are  baby  boomers  and 
retiring.  And  so  many  else  are  baby  boomers  and  we  need  more  healthcare. 

So,  I  —  in  that  context,  I  was,  somewhat,  surprised  at  the  $48  million  cut  to 
graduate  medical  education.  And  also,  on  the,  the  nursing  program,  $145  million 
cut  for  nursing  workforce  development. 
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All  I'm  hearing  from  my  medical  community  is  we  need  to  train  more  doctors  and 
more  nurses  and  more  P.A.s  and  —  so,  why  does  it  make  sense  to  cut  these 
programs? 

AZAR: 

So  with  regard  to  the  second  program  that  you  mentioned,  the  nursing  program, 
that  would  —  that  would  get  to  the  comment  I  was  just  making  around  the  types  of 
programs.  The  —  the  ones  that  support  scholarship  tuition  reimbursement  that  are 
individually  focused,  we  think  really  can  deliver. 

The  institutional  subsidization  ones,  we  —  in  a  scarce  environment,  we  think  are 
less  effective. 

In  terms  of  graduate  medical  education,  what  we've  proposed  is  to  combine  the 
children's  graduate  medical  education,  Medicare  and  Medicaid  graduate  medical 
education  into  a  single  program  funded  by  general  fund  revenue  rather  than 
focused  on  Medicare  and  Medicaid,  because  of  course  we  all  benefit  from  —  from 
the  training  of  these  physicians,  nurses  to  the  GME  program. 

And  then  allowing  us  to  give  us  —  right  now  we're  frozen  in  1996.  This  would 
give  us  flexibility  to  actually  target  specialties  as  well  as  areas  that  most  need 
GME  training. 


MERKLEY: 

So  because  I  have  so  little  time,  I'm  going  to  cut  you  off  there  and  —  and  —  and 
just  note  that  it  appears  that  even  when  those  are  added  together,  there  is  less 
money  for  physician  training  and  there's  a  lot  less  money  for  nurse  training. 
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And  while  providing  grants  to  go  to  rural  areas  is  something  that  benefits  my 
rural  areas,  it  doesn't  increase  the  overall  numbers,  and  that  is  the  core  problem; 
so  —  every  —  otherwise  everyone  is  just  competing  for  a  pool  that's  way  too  small. 

Let  me  turn  to  hepatitis  R  and  C.  This  is  have  hepatitis  awareness  month.  I'm  just 
going  to  keep  this  very  short.  There's  been  a  big  increase  in  hepatitis  B  and  C.  Are 
you  aware  of  it  and  will  you  support  helping  to  take  on  this  issue,  as  we're  here  in 
this  month  when  attention  is  supposed  be  focused  on  it? 

AZAR: 

Absolutely. 


MERKLEY: 

Thank  you. 

AZAR: 

So  much  of  it's  connected  to  this  opioid  epidemic.  So  we  look  forward  to  working 
with  you  on  that. 


MERKLEY: 

It  is  very  connected,  absolutely. 

When  you  talked  about  the  —  the  junk  plans,  you  said,  well  it's  nice  to  provide  as 
many  options  to  people  as  --  as  possible,  let  them  choose  their  option.  But  why 
not  let  people  choose  Medicare  as  an  option.  Because  Senator  Chris  Muiphy  and 
I,  and  several  my  colleagues  have  introduced  a  bill  that  says  let  people  choose  a 
Medicare  bill,  a  Medicare  policy  if  they  want  a  public  option. 
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We  created  a  public  option  in  Oregon  under  workers  comp  that  cut  the  cost  in 
half.  Rhode  Island  copied  Oregon's  model  with  the  public  option,  cut  the  cost  of 
care  in  half  So  under  your  philosophy,  why  not  allow  a  choose  Medicare  option? 

AZAR: 

The  challenge  with  —  with  the  Medicare  for  all  type  approach  is  that  it  —  we 
already  have  sustainability  issues  for  senior  citizens  and  Medicare... 

MERKLEY: 

OK,  I'm  just  going  to  cut  you  off  there  because  this  is  a  program  separate  from  the 
existing  pool  for  Medicare.  This  would  be  this  be  Medicare  part  E,  and  it  spends 
the  money  people  spent  on  an  exchange,  but  lets  them  choose  a  better  organized 
option  that  competes  with  the  regular  insurance  options. 

If  you're  really  for  competition,  why  not  support  a  public  option?  1  certainly  think 
that  the  citizens  would  overwhelmingly  —  we  see  this  in  polling  — 
overwhelmingly  would  like  to  see  that  they  could  have  this  choice  on  the 
exchange  or  enable  their  employers  to  be  able  to  choose  this. 

AZAR: 

You're  not  going  to  be  able  to  afford  Medicare  without  a  subsidy,  and  that  would 
undermine  already  the  fiscal  sustainability  of  Medicare.  We  still  (ph)  highly 
subsidize... 

MERKLEY: 

We'll  just  stop  there  because  you  obviously  haven't  read  the  bill  or  you  wouldn’t 
say  that  because  this  is  a  standalone  competition  on  a  level  playing  field,  parallel 
to  the  way  we  do  it  in  Oregon  for  workers  compensation. 
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Take  a  look  at  it.  Look  for  things  that  are  market-based  that  actually  work,  rather 
than  undermining  Medicare  for  all  citizens  across  this  country  as  embedded  in 
your  current  budget. 

And  speaking  of  that,  the  Medicaid  block  grant  strategy  that  you've  laid  out  based 
on  Graham-Cassidy,  this  would  cut  about  $2,500  per  recipient,  in  Oregon.  We 
have  one  of  the  lowest  uninsured  rates  in  the  country  and  you  just  refer  to  your 
concern  about  those  who  don't  have  insurance.  We  have  a  very  low  rate,  because 
we  really  actively  work  on  Medicaid  expansion. 

And  it's  helped  everyone  in  rural  Oregon  and  urban,  because  the  uncompensated 
care  has  dropped  dramatically,  meaning  our  clinics  are  thriving,  or  least  doing  far 
better  than  in  states  that  did  not  expand  Medicaid. 

I  was  just  in  a  state  that  had  three  rural  hospitals  shut  down  because  they  didn't 
expand  Medicaid  and  they  didn't  have  the  finances  to  go  forward.  So  why  go  to  a 
program  that  will  produce  the  closing  of  rural  clinics  and  rural  hospitals 
desperately  needed  across  America? 

AZAR: 

So  the  Affordable  Care  Act  Medicaid  expansion  as  it  is,  is  an  open-ended 
entitlement  that  is  not  going  to  be  sustainable  for  us  as  taxpayers  or  for 
government  in  the  future.  And  what  we  try  to  do  is  focus  that  on  the  individuals 
who  now,  there  is  a  significant  disincentive  towards  the  children,  disabled,  and 
the  age  in  (ph)  Medicaid  towards  able-bodied  adults  through  the  expansion. 

Just  it's  —  its  financial  —  its  basic  math  in  terms  of  the  incentive  structure  of  how 
the  Affordable  Care  Act  was  structured.  So  we're  trying  to  put  Medicaid  on  a 
more  sustainable  path  forward  for  taxpayers  and  for  the  future  of  the  program. 
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MERKLEY: 

Sustainable  means  cutting  healthcare  for  poor  people  and  damaging  rural 
America,  and  that's  just... 


BLUNT: 


Thank  you,  Senator  Merkley.  If  you  want  to  have  a  second  round  of  questions, 
we'll  have  those.  Senator  Rubio. 


RUBSO: 


Thank  you.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  for  being  here  today.  We  had  a  chance  to 
briefly  talk  about  this;  I  wanted  to  explore  it  further  with  you. 

So  there's  a  program  that  China  has  undertaken  called  Made  in  China  2025.  The 
plan  is  to  dominate  the  10  biggest  technologies  of  the  future.  One  of  those  10  is 
the  pharmaceutical  industry,  in  particular  bio  pharma;  in  fact,  was  the  second 
largest  investment  in  China  last  year. 

And  the  way  they  do,  it  is  twofold.  One  is  they  block  off  their  own  market  to 
foreign  competition  and  they  do  this  in  other  industries;  they're  doing  it  now  with 
bio  pharma. 

But  the  other  is  frankly,  they  just  steal  intellectual  property.  And  they  do  that 
through  a  number  of  methods.  The  foreign  domestic  partnerships  they  require,  if 
you  go  do  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  but  go  do  business  in  China,  you  have  to 
partner  with  one  of  their  companies,  they  have  a  track  record  of  stealing 
intellectual  property. 

Obviously  if  you're  not  paying  for  the  research  and  they're  benefiting  from  it, 
that's  an  incredible  —  not  just  is  it  unfair  and  illegal,  it's  an  incredible  advantage.

The  other  is  they  buy  small  companies,  including  here  domestically  that  have  key 
research  components  of  other  industries;  we  should  anticipate  the  same 
pharmaceuticals.  And  the  third,  frankly,  the  just  steal  it.  They  break  into  the 
computer  through  a  cyber  attack,  they  buy  a  business,  they  —  or  they  go  out  to  the 
researchers. 

And  that's  the  part  that  I  am  most  concerned  about  is,  you  know,  we  spend  a  lot  of 
money  and  through  NIH,  to  fund  biomedical  research  and  a  lot  of  that  is  done 
through  universities.  And  I  am  concerned  about  that  because  universities  are  soft 
targets,  and  they're  soft  targets  for  two  reasons. 

First,  universities  don't  think  this  way.  They  operate  in  collaborative 
environments  with  other  people,  and  —  and  they're  not  used  to  sort  of  an 
adversarial  set  up  that  this  proposes.  But  the  other  is  I  wonder  whether  they  have 
the  systems  set  up  to  protect  themselves  for  intellectual  property  theft. 

And  that  can  be  ranging  from  cyber  all  the  way  to  actually  being  able  to  identify 
individuals  and  partners  they're  working  with  who  ultimately  are  really  just 
transferring  intellectual  property  back  to  a  Chinese  company  or  the  Chinese 
government  to  give  them  a  competitive  advantage. 

And  I  would  just  say  that  if  their  growth  in  this  field  advances  or  being  driven  by 
greater  —  better  renovation,  more  investment  all  these  sorts  of  things,  then  it 
would  be  on  us  to  become  more  innovative  and  invest  more.  But  when  a 
significant  part  of  their  advances  on  technology  in  general,  biomedicine  in 
particular  is  driven  by  intellectual  property  theft,  well,  we've  got  deep  concerns. 

I  also  believe  that  this  has  significant  national  security  implications  for  our 
country.  I  challenge  people  to  think  for  a  moment  what  the  world  would  look  like 
if  the  latest,  greatest  cures  for  diseases,  including  —  or  potentially  things  like 
Alzheimer's  that  are  going  to  have  very  significant  impact  on  our  budgets  for 
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years  to  come,  were  controlled  by  China,  the  amount  of  leverage  that  would 
provide  them  geopolitically  and  the  like. 

So  I  was  curious  whether  anyone  at  the  agency  is  thinking  about  this,  thinking 
about  how  to  protect  our  research,  knowing  that  this  industry  is  a  target  of  a 
nation  with  a  long  track  record  of  stealing  intellectual  property? 

AZAR: 

Senator,  thank  you  very  much  for  raising  and  highlighting  what  is  a  very 
important  issue.  It  is  one  that  is  on  our  radar.  It  is  one  we're  working,  and  I  would 
be  happy  to  work  with  you  off-line  also  in  the  appropriate  settings  to  discuss  —  to 
discuss  this  with  you.  I  —  I  think  you  have  —  you  have  hit  on  a  really  quite 
important  issue. 

RUBIO: 

All  right.  The  second  question  is  more  local  and  it  has  to  do  with  the 
preparedness.  During  the  2017  hurricane  season,  my  office  at  one  point  became 
many  ways  a  triage  center,  largely  centered  on  getting  federal  agencies  to 
communicate  with  each  other  and  --  and  states;  this  was  particularly  problematic 
in  —  in  Puerto  Rico  where  there  were  delays  in  getting  supplies  and  H.HS  medical 
teams  to  the  island. 

I  want  to  say  there  are  multiple  occasions  in  which  FEMA  or  the  Department  of 
Defense  caused  delays  in  being  able  to  get  HHS  applies  to  Puerto  Rico.  FEMA 
took  days  to  approve  flights  for  HHS  medical  teams  and  some  medical  supplies. 
They  took  a  week  to  —  the  DOD  took  a  week  to  respond  to  the  initial  request  for 
medical  teams  to  Puerto  Rico.

Have  we  learned  any  lessons  from  Puerto  Rico  from  the  hurricanes  in  2017? 
Because  I  think  this  has  applicability,  not  just  entering  hurricane  season  now,  but 
I  think  this  has  applicability  for  you  know,  natural  disasters  in  the  future  or  quite 
frankly,  biological  attacks  or  any  other  sort  of  mass  public  health  threat  we  might 
face. 


A2AR: 


No,  again,  thank  you  for  raising  what  are  —  what  is  an  issue  very  much  on  my 
radar.  We  actually  just  had  a  session  with  DOD  and  other  agents  —  interagency 
partners  on  lessons  learned  from  last  season  preparing  for  this  with  a  focus  in 
particular  on  transportation  resources  and  our  ability  to  deploy  because  of  course 
we're  often  dependent  on  others  for  transport. 

And  so  there  is  there  is  a  major  focus  on  lessons  learned  from  the  unprecedented 
cycle  of  hurricanes  that  really  taxed,  of  course  our  system,  and  I'm  —  I'm  hopeful 
that  we  have  systems  worked  out  better  and  connectivity  even  better  to  make  sure 
we  serve  our  people  well. 

BLUNT: 

Senator  Shaheen.  Thank  you,  Senator  Rubio. 

SHAHEEN: 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  Andm  Mr.  Secretary,  thank  you  for  taking  time  to 
speak  with  me  yesterday.  I  appreciated  the  call  and  the  conversation.  And  as  I 
told  you,  one  of  the  biggest  challenges  we  are  grappling  with  in  New  Hampshire 
is  the  opioid  epidemic  and  how  to  respond  to  that. 

And  I  have  been  very  concerned  about  making  sure  that  those  small  states  like 
New  Hampshire,  like  West  Virginia  —  I  understand  Senators  Capito  and  Manchin 
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ask  about  this  --  are  able  to  get  help  because  of  the  overdose  rate,  not  just  based 
on  a  population,  but  because  of  that  high  overdose  death  rate. 

New  Hampshire  ranks  third  in  the  country  right  now,  first  when  it  comes  to 
fentanyl  overdoses,  that  we  have  additional  impacts  that  are  not  felt  in  some  of 
the  bigger  states. 

So  I  am  hoping  that  you  will  commit  to  working  with  me  to  ensure,  and  with  the 
committee,  to  ensure  that  those  states  that  are  hardest  hit  by  the  epidemic  because 
of  not  just  in  terms  of  population,  but  based  on  overdose  death  rate,  will  get  some 
additional  assistance  to  help  us. 


AZAR: 


And  thank  you  for  raising  this  important  issue  and  thank  you  for  your  leadership 
and  the  committee's  work  on  this  because  it  —  it  has  been  a  concern  of  ours  and 
we  —  we  have  heard  that. 

And  in  the  coming  grant  cycle  coming  out  of  the  on  the  omnibus,  not  only  did  — 
did  the  Congress  give  us  a  15  percent,  I  believe,  set  aside  for  the  heart  —  hardest 
hit  states,  but  in  addition,  has  given  us  the  flexibility  which  we  intend  to  use  on 
the  remainder  of  our  grant  programs  to  also  target  those  based  on  —  based  on  the 
—  the  burden  of  this  crisis. 

SHAHEEN: 

And  do  you  have  any  sense  of  when  the  decision  will  be  made  about  that  $142 
million,  which  is  the  set  aside? 


AZAR: 
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I  —  so  on  —  I  know  generally  the  next  round  is  expected  in  September  to  —  to  get 
out  in  September.  I  don't  know  if  on  the  set  aside  amount  if  that's  on  a  different 
timeline.  1  —  I'd  be  happy  to  get  back  to  you  on  that. 

SHAHEEN: 

Thank  you.  We  also  talked  about  drug  pricing,  which  I  think  is  a  huge  issue.  It's 
not  just  an  issue  for  families  who  can't  afford  drugs,  particularly  senior  citizens 
but  also  in  terms  of  driving  up  the  cost  of  healthcare. 

And  one  of  the  issues  that  I'm  most  concerned  about  having  with  —  having 
attended  the  Aging  Committee  hearing  on  the  cost  of  insulin  is  what's  happening 
with  the  price  of  insulin.  And  I've  got  —  I  don't  know  if  you  can  see  this,  you  can 
probably  just  see  the  trajectory  of  pricing. 

But  this  is  insulin  prices,  this  line.  And  we  should  have  had  it  blown  up.  Mr. 
Chairman,  can  I  enter  in  —  ask  that  this  be  entered  into  the  record? 

BLUNT: 

Without  objection. 

SHAHEEN: 

But  what  it  shows  is  that  these  insulin  prices  started  going  up  dramatically  in 
2003,  after  we  passed  Medicare  Part  D.  So  clearly  there  is  —  or  I  believe  there's  a 
—  a  correlation  between  what's  happening  with  the  cost  of  insulin  and  I'm  sure 
other  drug  prices,  and  our  failure  to  negotiate  with  pharmaceutical  companies. 

But  can  you  talk  about  what  you  can  do  at  HHS  to  help  address  the  cost  of 
insulin?  Which  is  not  an  option  for  people  who  need  it,  it's  life  or  death. 
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AZAR: 

So  I  —  I'd  like  to  if  I  could  speak  generally  about  what  we  need  to  do  around  the 
drug  --  drug  issue;  first,  in  the  budget  proposal  that  we  have  in  this  F.Y.  '19 
budget.  We  actually  have  a  five  part  plan  that  we  would  propose  to  Congress 
around  restructuring  many  elements  of  the  successful  Part  D  drug  program. 

But  taking  learnings  from  the  last  15  years  and  I  think  you've  highlighted  one, 
which  is  the  incentives  in  the  system  towards  higher  list  price.  Given  that  we  as 
taxpayers  sit  at  that  --  what’s  called  the  catastrophic  period. 

At  the  end  there,  if  the  drug  through  its  list  price  can  march  on  through  there  and 
get  to  the  catastrophic  period,  we  the  taxpayers  bear  80  percent  of  that  cost.  And 
the  drug  plan  only  bears  15  percent  of  that.  We've  proposed  to  Congress  to  flip 
that  around  to  give  those  drug  plans  more  of  an  incentive  to  cram  down  those  list 
prices. 

So  that  —  that's  an  important  part  of  what  we're  driving  towards.  And  of  course 
tomorrow  the  President  will  lay  out  even  more  focus  on  these  issues  of  these  list 
prices  that  you  have  so  rightly  raised. 

SHAHEEN: 

Well  thank  you.  I  appreciate  that  and  look  forward  to  hearing  the  announcement. 
HHS  recently  issued  a  funding  opportunity  announcement  for  Title  10  family 
planning  grant  dollars,  that  really  alters  the  focus  from  selection  of  grantees,  who 
have  focused  on  contraceptive  care,  towards  abstinence-only  approaches. 

Now  we  have  the  lowest  teen  pregnancy  rate  ever  in  this  country's  history  right 
now.  And  most  of  the  data  that  I've  seen  indicates  that's  because  we  have  focused 
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on  contraceptive  care,  on  access  to  reproductive  healthcare  for  not  just  young 
people,  but  for  everyone. 

So  I  don't  understand  why  we  are  fooling  around  with  something  that's  been 
working  to  address  the  issue  of  unplanned  pregnancy,  in  particular  teen 
pregnancy.  In  —  to  focus  on  an  approach  that,  in  all  of  the  data  that  I've  seen, 
shows  doesn't  work. 

AZAR: 

So  Senator,  in  the  funding  announcement  that  we  did  there,  the  intention  was  to 
comply  with  the  statutes  mandate  that  we  —  a  broad  range  of  family  planning 
services.  So  not  just  contraception,  but  natural  family  planning,  which  is  in  fact 
called  out  expressly  in  the  statute. 

So  not  meant  to  favor  one  over  the  other,  but  ensure  the  broad  range  of 
availability,  streamline  our  grant  making  processes  to  make  it  more  efficient.  So 
that  —  the  intention  there  is  a  broad  range  of  providers,  as  well  as  serve  the  full 
range  of  services  that  Title  1 0  asks  us  to  provide. 

SHAHEEN: 

Thank  you.  I  have  a  follow  up,  but  I'll  do  that  for  the  record.  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

BLUNT: 

Thank  you  Senator  Shaheen.  If  you  want  to  —  if  you  want  to  ask  your  question  in 
a  second  —  well  go  ahead  and  ask  it  right  now. 

SHAHEEN: 
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Well  I  just  again  --  did  I  —  do  I  misunderstand  when  I  look  at  this  funding 
opportunity  announcement  and  as  I  said,  my  interpretation  is  that  it  focuses  more 
on  abstinence -only  approaches.  Do  I  misunderstand  what  it's  doing? 

AZAR: 

It  offers  —  it  —  it  offers  natural  family  planning  as  —  as  —  as  one  part  of 
comprehensive  or  the  broad  range  of  family  planning,  but  doesn't  set  aside  —  I 
don't  —  I  don't  believe  does  any  set  aside  or  preference  one  over  the  other,  but 
rather  has  the  full  range  of  availability  and  says  that  if  a  provider  wishes  to 
provide  in  the  one  category,  they  can. 

But  there's  nothing  that  says  one  is  —  is  disadvantaged  by  providing  in  the  —  in 
the  non-natural  family  planning,  the  contraceptive  type  arena. 

So  I  —  I  think  it's  meant  to  —  meant  to  encourage  the  broad  range,  which  is 
exactly  the  language  of  Title  1 0,  the  broad  range  of  family  planning  services.  So  I 
believe  it's  meant  to  be  ecumenical  agnostic. 


BLUNT: 


I  —  I  think  there  will  be  follow  up  questions  obviously  for  the  record.  Let  me  —  let 
me  mention  a  handful  of  them  that  I'm  just  going  to  be  asking,  to  be  sure  both  you 
and  our  staff  knows  I  want  to  ask  these  questions  —  at  least  there  will  be  other 
questions  to  be  asked. 

I  would  --  I  would  suggest,  and  I  believe  our  communication  has  gotten  better 
under  your  leadership.  1  think  it  can  always  be  better  and  hopefully  we  continue 
to  do  that. 
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On  the  unaccompanied  children  issue,  I  think  we  are  —  I'm  —  I'm  not  comfortable 
with  that.  What  we  know  from  the  department,  so  if  you  can  help  us  with  that  so 
we  can  have  a  little  more  ability  to  think  about  that  and  plan  that. 

We'll  be  asking  a  question  about  the  —  the  recovery  audits.  I  know  the  U.S. 
District  Court  recently  ruled  that  HHS  needs  to  pay  the  people  that  have  a 
backload  of  —  log  of  claims  by  2021,  particularly  for  small  hospitals  and  rural 
hospitals,  generally,  that  can't  afford  to  have  a  staff  of  —  of  auditors  and  lawyers 
to  fight  these  —  the  —  the  —  the  longer  they  stay  in  this  line  and  don't  get  their 
issue  decided,  the  more  challenging  it  is  for  them.  I  know  your  budget  request  an 
additional  $70  million  for  this  purpose. 

I  guess  one  of  the  questions  will  be  do  you  think  that  actually  meets  the  court 
deadline  that  by  the  end  of  2020,  everybody  currently  in  this  long  list  of  recovery 
audits  is  going  to  have  their  situation  dealt  with? 

Also,  on  the  mental  health  side,  I  would  hope  that  you  continue  to  look  at 
excellence  in  mental  health,  this  eight  state  (ph)  pilot,  and  determine  how  that  can 
become,  if  the  pilot  produces  what  I  believe  it  will,  how  that  can  become  a  part  of 
our  future  policy  and  our  future  funding  for  treating  mental  health,  like  all  other 
health. 

We  have  a  new  investment  of  $100  million  —  $100  million  for  behavioral  health 
clinics,  to  provide  treatment  for  Americans  that  suffer  on  a  —  on  a  clinic  and 
community  basis,  where  they  can  ask  for  their  --  for  part  of  that  $100  million. 
That's  a  new  —  new  program.  But  we'll  be  asking  to  see  if  that  program  is 
working. 

On  the  —  another  topic  of  transferring  things  to  NIH.  I  would  just  say  one  of  us  is 
not  understanding  the  discussion  here.  We  had  the  same  request  to  transfer  a 
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bunch  of  things  like  National  Institute  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health,  the 
National  Institute  of  Independent  Living  and  Rehabilitation  Research  to  NIH. 

It's  been  the  view  of  the  committee  that  they  have  enough  to  do,  and  that's  a 
priority,  and  those  things  bog  them  down.  We  —  we  probably  need  to  be  sure  we 
understand  your  argument  on  that.  It's  the  second  time  you've  made  it.  If  you 
really  want  to  —  Let's  —  let's  see  that  we  have  —  give  you  a  chance  to  make  that 
case.  And  so  for  me,  the  committee,  you'll  get  those  and  other  questions. 

Senator  Murray? 

MURRAY: 

Yeah,  thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman.  Let  me  just  make  comments  on  two 
things,  and  I  do  have  one  more  question  for  you. 

On  the  Teen  Pregnancy  Prevention  Program  Senator  Shaheen  referenced,  I  —  I 
was  actually  on  Washington  State  a  couple  weeks  ago,  and  I  spoke  to  the  director 
of  the  King  County  Public  Health  Department.  They  operate  a  program  called 
FLASH.  It's  the  Family  Life  and  Sexual  Health  Program.  It  was  one  of  the 
previous  TPP  grantors  --  grantees  whose  funding  was  terminated  by  your  office  in 
the  middle  of  their  five-year  grant.  And  my  understanding  is  that  widespread  use 
of  the  FLASH  curriculum  has  had  really  great  results. 

The  teen  birthrate  in  King  County  fell  by  63  percent  since  2008,  and  despite  that, 
your  —  your  office  terminated  it.  And  I  —  Ijust  want  you  to  know,  you're 
effectively  throwing  away  really  valuable  data  that  these  grantees  have  collected 
over  the  past  three  years,  that  could  really  help  us  inform  pregnancy  prevent  — 
prevention. 

And  actually,  I  want  you  to  know,  too,  that  the  bipartisan  Commission  on 
Evidence-Based  Policymaking,  which  is  —  was  established,  actually,  by  myself 
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and  Speaker  Paul  Ryan,  highlighted  the  TPP  program,  Teen  Pregnancy 
Prevention,  as  an  example  of  a  federal  program  developing  increasingly-rigorous 
portfolios  of  evidence. 

So  I  know  this  is  the  subject  of  litigation  right  now,  in  terms  of  our  grantee,  but  I 
—  and  you  can't  comment,  but  I  will  continue  to  follow  this,  and  ~  and  I'm  really 
concerned  we're  throwing  away  valuable  resource  with  the  changes  you've 
proposed. 

The  other  issue  I  just  want  to  highlight  for  you  is  maternal  mortality.  I  am  really 
troubled  that  greater  proportions  of  women  in  this  country  are  now  dying  of 
pregnancy-related  complications,  more  than  any  other  developed  country  in  the 
world,  and  we  are  —  and  the  U.S.  is  the  only  country  where  the  rate  of  these 
deaths  has  been  rising. 

That  is  really  troubling  to  me  and  it  —  it's  just  so  critical  that  we  improve  systems 
of  maternity  care,  including  both  clinical  and  public  health  systems.  We've  got  to 
work  on  eliminating  this  really  preventable  maternal  mortality  and  severe 
morbidity  —  morbidity  rates  that  we're  seeing  across  the  country.  So  1  will  be 
talking  with  you  about  that. 

And  then  one  —  I  do  have  one  final  question,  and  that  is  on  gun  violence  research. 
Last  time  you  and  I  spoke  on  that  we  talked  about  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
and  Prevention  re-engaging  in  gun  violence  research.  And  I  —  I've  spoken  with 
Dr.  Redfield,  new  CDC  director,  about  that. 

And  since  then,  Kaiser  Permanente  actually  announced  it's  —  it  was  —  invest  $2 
million  to  start  working  on  this  issue,  along  with  a  group  of  seven  bipartisan 
governors  who  launched  a  consortium  to  study  it.  And  that  just  reinforced,  for 
me,  it's  time  for  CDC  to  return  to  do  the  same.

And  Dr.  Redfield  actually  had  the  best  quote.  He  said,  "Science-based,  data- 
driven  agents,  they  —  The  CDC  is  the  science  —  best  science-based,  data-driven 
agency  in  the  world.  We  should  be  using  them."  So  I  wanted  to  ask  you,  do  you 
intend  to  —  Well,  actually,  can  you  —  can  you  —  you  —  reprogram  or  transfer 
funds  today  from  HHS  to  CDC  to  begin  this  work? 

A2AR: 

I  don't  know  about  that,  but  I've  spoken  with  Dr.  Redfield,  as  I  had  previously 
with  Dr.  Shulka  (ph),  to  make  clear  our  understanding  of  the  Dickey  Amendment, 
which  is  that  we’re  not  prevented  from  using  appropriated  funds,  if  we  were 
appropriated  funds,  for  research  on  violence,  including  gun  violence  research. 

We  —  we  do  that  at  NIH  today.  We've  got  ongoing  programs  and  past  programs 
on  violence  and  gun  violence  research  at  NIH,  as  you  know,  because  you 
appropriate  the  money. 

NIH's  pools  of  money  are  much  more  fluid  and  open  for  peer  review  funding  of 
programs. 

MURRAY: 

OK,  my  —  my  question... 

AZAR: 

But  CDC  is  not  that  way. 


MURRAY: 


Yeah. 
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AZAR: 

We  were  very  directed  in  where  the  money  goes  there. 

MURRAY: 

But  can't  you  reprogram  —  If  this  is  a  priority  for  you,  I  believe  that  you  can 
reprogram  or  transfer  funds  directly  for  this  research. 

AZAR: 

I'm  —  I'm  —  I'm  not  aware.  I'd  have  to  look  into  that. 

MURRAY: 

OK,  if  you  could  do  that  and  get  back  to  me. 

AZAR: 

Yeah,  will  do. 

MURRAY: 

Or  —  or  I'll  ask  you,  are  you  intending  to  include  gun  violence  research  funding  in 
your  next  budget  submission? 

AZAR: 

That  --  that  would  be  a  matter  between  the  department  and  OMB  on  the  budget 
submission,  so  I  -- 1  couldn't  comment  on  where  the  —  where  —  where  we  will  be 
as  an  administration  on  the  funding. 


MURRAY: 
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Well,  as  secretary,  would  you  be  willing  to  ask  for  that  in  the  next  budget? 


A2AR: 

Again,  I  —  I  —  I  cannot  reveal  my  deliberative  work  with  the  —  with  the  --  with 
the  White  House  on  that. 

MURRAY: 

OK,  so  let  me  just  say,  would  you  please  look  at  that  as  a  budget  (ph)  priority? 

AZAR: 

I'd  absolutely  appreciate  your  concern  there.

Questions  from  Sen.  Roy  Blunt: 

National  Institute  of  Health 


Last  year,  the  budget  proposed  moving  the  Agency  for  Healthcare  Research  and  Quality  to  the 
Nil  i.  That  proposal  was  rejected.  This  year,  the  budget  once  again  proposes  this  move,  as  well 
as  also  moving  the  National  Institute  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  and  the  National 
Institute  of  Independent  Living  and  Rehabilitation  Research  to  N1H.  I  am  concerned  that  the 
addition  of  these  new  Institutes  takes  Nil  I  out  of  its  defined  role  as  a  biomedical  research 
agency.  The  budget  proposal  appears  to  have  taken  any  “research”  related  organization  and 
moved  it  to  the  NIH.  I  do  not  think  that  is  in  the  best  interest  of  NIH. 

Blunt  01:  What  is  the  goal  of  these  moves ? 

Response:  The  goal  of  consolidating  targeted  research  programs  from  across  HHS 
AHRQ/NIRSQ,  NIOSH  (from  CDC),  NIDILRR  (from  ACL)  -  into  NIH  is  to  focus  resources  on 
the  highest  priority  research  so  these  programs  benefit  from  the  Nil !  research  infrastructure, 
which  we  anticipate  will  improve  coordination  and  outcomes.  NIH  will  continue  to  implement 
strategies  to  increase  operational  efficiencies  and  administrative  reforms. 

Blunt  Q1A:  What  are  the  benefits  to  NIH  in  adding  these  new  centers ? 

Response:  The  FY  2019  Budget  proposes  consolidating  HHS  research  programs  into  three 
new  institutes  within  the  NIH.  The  Budget  provides  $256  million  for  the  activities  of  the 
Agency  for  Healthcare  Research  and  Quality  (AHRQ),  consolidated  into  the  National 
Institute  for  Research  on  Safety  and  Quality.  The  National  Institute  for  Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  (NIOSH),  including  the  Energy  Employees  Occupational  Illness 
Program  (EEOCIPA),  currently  administered  by  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention,  and  the  National  Institute  on  Disability,  Independent  Living,  and  Rehabilitation 
Research  (NIDILRR),  currently  administered  by  the  Administration  for  Community  Living, 
are  also  proposed  for  consolidation  into  the  NIH. 

Consolidating  targeted  research  programs  from  across  HHS  -  AHRQ/NIRSQ,  NIOSH, 
NIDILRR  -  into  NIH  allows  high  priority  research  programs  to  benefit  from  focused  resources 
and  NIH  research  infrastructure,  which  we  anticipate  will  improve  coordination  and  outcomes. 
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NIH  will  continue  to  implement  strategies  to  increase  operational  efficiencies  and 
administrative  reforms. 

Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  Program 

Blunt  02:  The  Department  of  Justice  recently  announced  it  would  criminally  prosecute  all 
undocumented  individuals  apprehended  attempting  to  enter  the  country  illegally  between  points 
of  entry.  How  many  children  does  the  Administration  expect  will  be  referred  to  HHS  as  a 
result  of  this  policy  change? 

Response:  HHS  is  closely  working  with  our  DHS  partners  to  anticipate  and  plan  for  the 
potential  number  of  unaccompanied  alien  children  (UAC)  referrals  and  their  length  of  stay  in  our 
care.  1  listorically,  the  timing  and  number  of  UAC  referred  to  111  IS  each  year  for  care  and 
custody  has  been  difficult  to  predict  with  any  certainty  and  we  assess  need  for  capacity  growth  or 
decline  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

Blunt  Q2A:  What  if  any  preparations  has  HHS  made  to  properly  care  for  additional  children 
referred  to  them  as  a  result  of  this  policy  change? 

Response:  When  there  are  concerns  about  having  adequate  capacity  to  receive  referrals  of 
unaccompanied  alien  children,  HHS  seeks  out  additional  bed  space  to  meet  increased  demand. 
HHS  first  expands  the  number  of  beds  available  with  existing  state  licensed  grantee  care  provider 
facilities.  If  necessary,  HHS  seeks  bed  space  with  a  state  licensed  facility  that  is  not  currently 
housing  UAC.  In  the  event  of  an  influx,  defined  as  a  period  where  the  number  of  UACs  exceeds 
the  standard  capabilities  of  federal  agencies  to  process,  transport,  or  shelter  with  existing 
resources,  HHS  may  open  a  temporary  emergency  shelter,  which  we  call  an  Influx  Care  Facility. 
During  recent  months,  HHS  has  taken  all  of  these  steps,  adding  over  2,300  beds  since  early  May 
by  increasing  bed  capacity  at  permanent  grantee  shelters,  expanding  the  temporary  shelter  in 
Homestead,  FL,  and  seeking  additional  capacity  at  a  temporary  influx  site. 

Blunt  Q3:  HHS  and  DHS  recently  signed  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  (MOA)  modifying 
existing  data  collection  and  sharing  procedures  related  to  reviewing  the  suitability  of  potential 
sponsors.  DMS  also  recently  issued  a  proposed  regulation  on  the  same  issue.  How  does  HHS 
expect  this  MOA  to  impact  HHS ’  administration  of  the  UAC  program? 

Response:  Some  changes  will  be  made  related  to  information  gathering  and  sharing  to 
implement  the  MOA  between  HHS  and  DI  IS.  HHS  has  created  new  policies  and  procedures  as  a 
result.  We  will  receive  from  DHS  more  detailed  information  about  UAC  that  will  enable  HHS  to 
better  respond  to  gang  affiliation.  We  also  believe  that  the  partnership  with  DHS  will  enable 
HHS  to  conduct  improved  background  checks  of  potential  sponsors  to  support  our  efforts  to 
ensure  the  well-being  of  UAC  when  they  are  released  from  our  care. 

Blunt  3A:  Does  HHS  expect  this  will  increase  the  length  of  time  children  are  in  HHSf 
custody? 
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Response:  The  implementation  of  the  MOA  is  still  in  the  early  stages,  so  its  impact  on  the 
length  of  time  children  are  in  HHS’  custody  is  unclear  at  this  time.  If  the  length-of-stay  did 
increase,  one  factor  would  be  the  result  of  HHS  receiving  more  comprehensive  information 
related  to  ensuring  sponsor  suitability  and  the  safety  of  UACs. 

Blunt  Q3B:  Regarding  both  policy  changes  described  above ,  does  HHS  have  any  revised 
estimates  of funding  needs  for  the  UAC  program  in  FY2018  or  FY2019 ,  relative  to  FY2018 
enacted  appropriations  and  the  FY2019  budget  request? 

Response:  HHS  is  closely  monitoring  its  shelter  capacity  needs  in  coordination  with  our 
interagency  partners,  evaluating  its  resource  needs  and,  if  necessary,  will  seek  to  maximize 
currently  available  resources  and  authorities.  As  always,  we  will  continue  to  work  with 
Congress  as  we  learn  more. 

Coldwater  Creek 


The  community  in  St.  Louis,  particularly  those  near  the  Coldwater  Creek  area,  have  been  waiting 
for  a  report  to  be  released  by  the  Agency  for  Toxic  Substances  and  Disease  Registry.  This  report 
will  assess  whether  hazardous  materials  such  as  radioactive  waste  and  other  chemicals  have 
migrated  from  storage  sites  into  the  Coldwater  Creek  area.  ATSDR  originally  expected  to  fde  a 
final  assessment  in  2016,  but  have  yet  to  receive  a  report.  I  am  concerned  this  report  is  2  years 
delayed  and  want  to  ensure  it  is  provided  quickly. 

Blunt  Q4:  Will  HHS  commit  to  issuing  this  report  this  summer? 

Response:  HHS  is  committed  to  releasing  the  report  on  Coldwater  Creek  as  soon  as  we  can 
practically  do  so.  The  report  currently  in  the  final  stages  of  scientific  review  with 
CDC/ATSDR’s  standard  process.  ATSDR  has  been  working  closely  with  the  community  in  St. 
Louis  to  inform  them  of  its  work  to  assess  exposures  to  radiation  contamination  at  Coldwater 
Creek.  We  recognize  the  importance  of  the  assessment  to  the  community  members  and  we  want 
to  make  sure  it  is  as  accurate  and  thorough  as  possible.  The  report  will  be  posted  on  the  ATSDR 
website  for  comment  once  it  has  completed  the  scientific  clearance  process. 

Medicare  Appeals 

Blunt  05:  HHS  has  been  working  for  years  to  reduce  the  backlog  of  Medicare  appeals,  but 
continues  to  project  a  backlog  of  over  500,000  appeals.  What  will  be  the  impact  of  the 
additional  $75  million  provided  in  the  FY2018  Omnibus? 

Response:  The  additional  $75  million  provided  in  the  FY  2018  Omnibus  will  help  OMHA 
expand  its  adjudication  capacity  by  acquiring  additional  ALJ  teams  to  hear  currently  pending  and 
newly  filed  appeals.  When  fully  staffed  in  FY  2019,  OMHA  will  have  approximately  170  ALJ 
teams  with  the  ability  to  adjudicate  approximately  170,000  appeals  annually.  In  FY  2019,  HHS 
projects  receipts  at  OMHA  to  exceed  100,000  appeals  and  continuing  to  rise  in  subsequent  years. 
The  FY  2018  Omnibus  funding  level  will  finally  allow  OMHA  to  steadily  adjudicate  pending 
cases.  At  this  level,  OMHA  projects  to  eliminate  the  backlog  in  approximately  7  years. 
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Blunt  Q6:  How  has  HHS  created  a  more  consistent  process  at  the  Office  of  Medicare 
Hearings  and  Appeals  to  discourage  continued  appeals? 

Response:  OMHA  has  implemented  a  number  of  measures  to  improve  and  expedite  the  appeals 
process.  OMHA  has  established  a  National  Substantive  Legal  Training  Program  for  new  ALJs 
and  attorneys,  with  yearly  judicial  education  to  increase  consistency  in  decision-making  and 
address  program  integrity  issues.  Regulations  effective  March  20,  2017  have  expanded  OMHA’s 
ability  to  process  Level  3  appeals  by  providing  for  review  of  certain  appeals  by  attorney 
adjudicators  rather  than  ALJs,  implemented  processing  efficiencies  at  OMHA,  and  resolved 
many  areas  of  confusion  among  stakeholders.  In  addition,  beneficiary  appeals  have  been 
prioritized  to  optimize  timely  adjudication.  The  OMHA  Case  Processing  Manual  (OCPM) 
initiative  is  establishing  OMHA- wide  common  business  practices  for  the  adjudicative  process, 
and  OMHA  is  using  strategic  case  assignments  to  assign  appellants  with  a  large  number  of 
filings  to  a  single  ALJ,  facilitating  potential  consolidated  proceedings  and  more  efficient 
adjudication.  These  “big  box”  assignments  are  then  rotated  among  ALJs  in  accordance  with  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act.  OMHA  has  a  Statistical  Sampling  Pilot  to  resolve  large  groups  of 
appeals,  and  its  Settlement  Conference  Facilitation  initiative  is  providing  a  less  costly  alternative 
to  ALJ  hearings.  Thanks  to  these  efforts,  and  CMS’s  efforts  implemented  at  appeal  levels  1  and 
2,  the  Department  has  seen  a  drop  in  OMHA’s  annual  receipt  levels  since  the  peak  in  FY  2014 
which  saw  OMHA  receive  over  470,000  appeals  in  one  year. 

Blunt  Q7:  Your  budget  requests  an  additional  $70  million  over  FY201 8  to  work  through  the 
backlog  of  appeals.  If  this  request  is  appropriated,  how  quickly  will  the  backlog  be  reduced? 

Response:  HHS  projects  that,  with  current  administrative  actions  in  place,  the  FY  2018  funding, 
and  additional  resources  and  authorities  requested  in  FY  2019,  once  OMHA  is  fully  staffed,  the 
backlog  could  be  eliminated  in  approximately  4  years. 

In  addition,  the  FY  2019  President’s  Budget  and  the  Audit  &  Appeals  Fairness,  Integrity,  and 
Reforms  in  Medicare  Act  of  2015  (AFIRM),  introduced  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee, 
propose  additional  authorities  that  would  be  useful  in  reducing  the  pending  backlog  of  Medicare 
Appeals  more  efficiently,  and  allow  for  future  receipts  to  be  addressed  at  lower  levels.  These 
authorities  include  changing  the  Medicare  Appeal  Council’s  standard  of  review;  remanding 
appeals  to  the  redetermination  level  with  the  introduction  of  new  evidence;  increasing  the 
minimum  amount  in  controversy  for  Administrative  Law  Judge  (ALJ)  adjudication  of  claims  to 
equal  the  amount  required  for  judicial  review;  establishing  magistrate  adjudication  for  claims 
with  amounts  in  controversy  below  the  new  ALJ  amount  in  controversy  threshold;  expediting 
procedures  for  claims  with  no  material  fact  in  dispute;  limiting  appeals  when  no  documentation 
is  submitted;  requiring  a  good-faith  attestation  on  all  appeals;  and  establishing  a  post¬ 
adjudication  user  fee  for  unfavorable  appeals  at  the  third  and  fourth  levels  of  appeal.  With  FY 
2018  Omnibus  funding,  the  Department’s  current  administrative  actions,  and  these  authorities  in 
place,  the  Medieare  Appeals  process  will  be  better  structured  to  encourage  resolution  of  cases 
earlier  in  the  process  and  resolving  a  greater  volume  of  appeals. 

Mental  Health 
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The  fiscal  year  2018  Omnibus  included  a  new  investment  of  $100  million  for  Behavioral  Health 
Clinics  to  provide  treatment  to  Americans  that  suffer  from  mental  illness,  particularly  in  areas 
impacted  by  the  opioid  crisis. 

Blunt  Q8:  The  fiscal  year  2018  Omnibus  included  a  new  investment  of  SI  00  million  for 
Behavioral  Health  Clinics  to  provide  treatment  to  Americans  that  suffer  from  mental  illness, 
particularly  in  areas  impacted  by  the  opioid  crisis.  How  will  these  funds  help  those  with  mental 
illness  receive  treatment  and  when  does  HHS  expect  grants  awards  to  be  announced ? 

Response:  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  increase  access  to  and  improve  the  quality  of 
community  behavioral  health  services  through  the  expansion  of  Certified  Community  Behavioral 
Health  Clinics.  The  CCB1 1C  Expansion  grant  program  will  provide  access  to  services  for 
individuals  with  serious  mental  illness  (SMI)  or  substance  use  disorders  (SUD),  including  opioid 
disorders;  children  and  adolescents  with  serious  emotional  disturbance  (SED);  and  individuals 
with  co-occurring  disorders  (COD),  SAMHSA  expects  that  this  program  will  improve  the 
behavioral  health  of  individuals  across  the  nation  by  providing  comprehensive  community-based 
mental  and  substance  use  disorder  services;  treatment  of  co-occurring  disorders;  advance  the 
integration  of  behavioral  health  with  physical  health  care;  assimilate  and  utilize  evidence-based 
practices  on  a  more  consistent  basis,  and  promote  improved  access  to  high  quality  care.  CCBHCs 
provide  a  comprehensive  collection  of  services  that  create  access,  stabilize  people  in  crisis,  and 
provide  the  needed  treatment  and  recovery  support  services  for  those  with  the  most  serious  and 
complex  mental  and  substance  use  disorders.  CCBHCs  integrate  additional  services  to  ensure  an 
approach  to  health  care  that  emphasizes  recovery,  wellness,  trauma-informed  care,  and  physical- 
behavioral  health  integration.  CCBHCs  provide  services  to  any  individual,  regardless  of  their 
ability  to  pay  or  their  place  of  residence.  Data  is  currently  being  collected  on  the  program  to 
gauge  effectiveness  and  identify  lessons  learned.  Grants  will  be  awarded  by  September  30, 

2018. 


Blunt  Q9:  When  does  HHS  expect  to  report  preliminary  and  final  results  of  the  current 
Excellence  in  Mental  Health  pilot  program? 

Response:  SAMHSA  is  responsible  for  producing  an  annual  report  to  Congress  in  December  of 
each  year,  until  2021 .  The  reports  will  be  based  on  an  ongoing  evaluation  overseen  by  ASPE, 
drawing  on  multiple  data  sources  including  state  reported  quality  measures,  clinic  cost  reports, 
site  visits,  clinic  progress  reports  and  telephone  interviews.  In  order  to  measure  the  impact  of  the 
program  on  utilization  patterns  and  costs  of  a  full  range  of  mental  health  services  compared  to 
Medicaid  beneficiaries  with  similar  demographic  and  diagnostic  conditions  who  do  not  receive 
CCBHC  services  during  the  demonstration,  Medicaid  claims  data  from  four  states  will  be  used. 
This  quantitative  portion  of  the  evaluation  will  examine  changes  in  inpatient,  outpatient,  and 
emergency  care  for  both  physical  and  behavioral  health  conditions  for  four  states  with  the 
strongest  data  and  comparison  groups.  Because  of  the  lag  in  the  availability  of  the  claims  data 
we  do  not  anticipate  that  all  of  the  necessary  data  will  all  be  available  for  analysis  until  at  least 
two  years  after  the  second  year  of  the  pilot  ends.  As  a  result,  the  report  on  these  impacts  will  be 
available  in  the  final  report  in  December,  2021 .  The  remainder  of  the  reports  to  Congress  will 
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utilize  primarily  qualitative  data,  and  report  on  cost  and  quality  measures  as  soon  as  they  are 
available.  A  summary  of  the  planned  report  content  is  highlighted  below: 


•  The  first  Report  to  Congress  should  be  out  shortly,  and  focuses  on  the  characteristics 
of  state  delivery  systems  and  CCBHCs  at  the  beginning  of  the  demonstration,  planned 
partnerships,  and  plans  for  service  provision,  including  whether  CCBHCs  had  to 
change  services  or  provide  new  services.  The  report  will  also  discuss  state  plans  for 
monitoring  the  quality  of  CCBHC  services,  as  well  as  which  PPS  model  the  state 
selected. 

•  The  second  Report  to  Congress,  due  in  December,  2018,  focuses  on  how  well 
CCBHCs  established  relationships  with  other  providers,  including  formal 
relationships.  It  discusses  how  well  they  were  able  to  bill  and  generate  claims  and 
encounter  data,  what  types  of  services  and  evidence-based  practices  are  being 
implemented,  and  whether  they  are  using  telehealth  or  other  providing  services  in 
other  locations.  It  will  also  discuss  care  coordination  practices,  staffing  patterns,  and 
staff  training. 

•  The  third  Report  to  Congress,  due  in  December,  2019,  will  focus  on  whether  the 
CCBHCs  sustained  their  partnerships  and  delivery  of  required  services,  including 
whether  they  maintained  staffing  levels  and  training.  It  will  discuss  information 
sharing  practices  across  providers  to  coordinate  care,  as  well  as  the  use  of  evidence- 
based  practices.  Because  the  first  year  of  the  demonstration  quality  measures  and 
cost  reports  will  be  available  in  time  for  this  report,  the  report  will  also  discuss 
CCBHC  performance  on  quality  measures  and  whether  CCBHCs  used  the  quality 
measures  to  improve  care.  The  cost  reports  will  allow  the  report  to  address  what  the 
costs  of  care  were,  and  whether  they  deviated  from  expectations.  It  will  also  report 
on  whether  states  changed  the  payment  rates  based  on  the  first  year  of  the 
demonstration’s  costs. 

•  The  four  Report  to  Congress,  due  in  December,  2020,  will  focus  on  changes  in  the 
quality  measures  over  the  course  of  the  demonstration,  as  well  as  changes  in  costs, 
utilizing  both  years  of  cost  and  quality  data.  It  will  investigate  whether  the  costs  and 
performance  data  vary  by  state,  depending  on  the  prospective  payment  used.  It  will 
also  investigate  whether  quality  bonus  payments  were  made  to  clinics. 

•  The  final  Report  to  Congress,  due  in  December,  2021,  will  include  information  on 
service  utilization  patterns  and  costs  of  Medicaid  beneficiaries  in  the  CCBHCs 
compared  to  a  comparison  group.  It  will  also  summarize  the  findings  of  the  previous 
reports,  and  provide  recommendations  concerning  whether  the  demonstration 
program  should  be  continued,  expanded,  modified  or  terminated. 


Strategic  National  Stockpile 

I  appreciate  the  Department’s  continued  communication  as  HHS  works  to  shift  the  Strategic 
National  Stockpile  (SNS)  from  CDC  to  ASPR. 
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Blunt  Q10:  How  will HHS  continue  to  rely  on  CDC expertise  when  deciding  the  necessary 
products  to  purchase  for  the  stockpile? 

Response:  CDC  participates  in  and  provides  subject  matter  expertise  to  the  ASPR-led  Public 
Health  Emergency  Medical  Countermeasures  Enterprise  (PHEMCE),  which  HHS  created  to 
provide  a  venue  for  sharing  information  across  agencies  with  a  role  in  medical  countermeasures. 
CDC  will  remain  an  active  participant  in  PHEMCE  workgroups  and  committees  as  a  forum  to 
ensure  important  clinical,  regulatory,  laboratory,  and  scientific  input  is  accounted  for  in  decisions 
related  to  the  life  cycle  of  SNS  products.  ASPR  has  committed  to  continue  to  fund  in  FY  2019 
most  of  the  subject  matter  expertise  at  CDC  that  has  been  providing  support  to  SNS  activities. 

Further,  to  continue  to  increase  collaboration  across  the  Department,  ASPR  requested,  and  CDC 
has  assigned,  a  senior  CDC  staff  member  to  work  as  a  liaison  within  the  ASPR  Immediate 
Office.  Additionally,  ASPR  is  identifying  an  ASPR  employee  to  serve  as  a  liaison  at  CDC  in 
Atlanta. 

Continued  inclusion  of  CDC  in  PHEMCE  ensures  that  CDC’s  scientific,  epidemiological, 
clinical,  and  public  health  expertise  helps  inform  decision  making  related  to  Medical 
Countermeasures  (MCMs),  such  as  requirement  setting  and  acquisition  of  MCMs  for  the 
Strategic  National  Stockpile,  which  can  be  most  effectively  used  to  significantly  reduce 
morbidity  and  mortality  from  public  health  emergency  threats.  CDC  expertise  is  also  important 
to  help  inform  the  practical  requirements  of  dispensing  MCMs  by  public  health  departments, 
monitoring  use  of  MCMs,  and  assessing  MCM  use.  CDC  also  maintains  strong  partnerships  and 
trust  with  State,  Local,  Tribal,  and  Territorial  (SETT)  public  health  entities  and  clinicians,  who 
serve  as  some  of  the  frontline  providers  for  MCMs.  While  the  SNS  transitions  to  ASPR 
management,  CDC  will  continue  to  provide  this  expertise  through  the  PHEMCE  and  the  SNS 
annual  review'  process. 

Blunt  Q10A:  Does  HHS  plan  to  keep  any  SNS  related  funding  within  CDC  to  cover  CDC’s 
ongoing  SNS  costs? 

Response:  In  order  to  ensure  a  smooth  transition  with  no  degradation  of  operational  capability, 
ASPR  and  CDC  have  set  up  several  joint  SNS  transition  workgroups  to  evaluate  all  aspects  of 
this  program  transition.  Ensuring  CDC’s  continued  ability  to  provide,  in  a  collaborative  and 
transparent  fashion,  scientific,  clinical,  regulatory,  laboratory,  and  SLTT  coordination  expertise 
will  be  a  critical  component  to  ensuring  the  ongoing  successful  operations  of  the  SNS.  While 
some  details  are  still  under  review,  ASPR  has  committed  to  fund  transition  activities  to  meet 
costs  CDC  may  incur  related  to  the  SNS  itself.  Once  finalized,  HHS  would  be  pleased  to  provide 
a  full  briefing  for  Committee  staff  on  the  SNS  transition  details  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Questions  from  Senator  Murray  (WA) 

Maternal  Mortality 
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It  is  deeply  troubled  that  greater  proportions  of  women  in  this  country  are  dying  of  pregnancy- 
related  complications  than  in  any  other  developed  country  in  the  world,  and  the  U.S.  is  the  only 
country  where  the  rate  of  these  deaths  has  been  has  been  rising.  It  is  essential  that  we  improve 
systems  of  maternity  care,  including  both  clinical  and  public  health  systems,  to  eliminate 
preventable  maternal  mortality  and  severe  morbidity  across  the  United  States. 

Murray  Ql:  What  can  HHS  do  to  reverse  the  rising  rates  of  maternal  death ,  and  what  will  it 
take  for  the  Department  to  take  greater  leadership  to  address  this  issue ? 

Response:  Since  2016,  CDC  has  collaborated  with  CDC  Foundation  and  the  Association  of 
Maternal  Child  Health  Programs  on  a  project  to  help  state-based  maternal  mortality  review 
committees  (MMRCs)  produce  stronger  data  on  maternal  mortality.  These  data  can  be  used  to 
better  understand  and  prevent  maternal  mortality.  The  project  also  works  to  foster  information 
sharing  between  MMRCs. 

To  support  this  effort,  CDC  developed  the  Maternal  Mortality  Review  Information  Application 
(MMRIA).  MMRIA  facilitates  case  abstraction  to  help  MMRC  members  to  (1)  understand  the 
story  of  a  woman’s  life  and  the  events  leading  to  her  death  and  (2)  support  routine  analyses  to 
inform  prevention,  and  (3)  share  a  common  language  that  helps  MMRCs  to  collaborate  with  each 
other  in  case  review  and  reporting. 

Through  this  work,  a  Report  from  Nine  Maternal  Mortality  Review  Committees  was  released  in 
February  2018.  The  report  found  that  about  60%  of  pregnancy-related  deaths  are  preventable  and 
highlighted  key  opportunities  for  prevention.  Additional  key  findings  include: 

•  Nearly  half  of  all  pregnancy-related  deaths  were  caused  by  hemorrhage,  cardiovascular 
and  coronary  conditions,  cardiomyopathy  or  infection. 

•  Mental  health  conditions  are  a  leading  cause  of  death,  and  also  an  important  contributor. 

•  Deaths  from  hemorrhage,  cardiovascular  conditions  and  preeclampsia/eclampsia  are 
highly  preventable. 

•  The  leading  causes  of  maternal  deaths  vary  by  race.  For  example,  12%  of  maternal 
deaths  among  black  women  are  due  to  preeclampsia  or  related  conditions,  compared  to 
only  5%  of  white  maternal  deaths. 

CDC  has  invested  in  Perinatal  Quality  Co  11a  bo  rati  ves  (PQCs)  to  improve  outcomes  for  mothers 
and  infants.  PQCs  are  state  networks  of  teams  working  on  quality  improvement.  PQC  members 
identify  health  care  processes  that  need  to  be  improved  and  use  the  best  available  methods  to 
make  changes  as  quickly  as  possible.  PQCs  have  contributed  to  important  improvements  in 
health  care  and  outcomes  for  mothers  and  babies,  including  reducing  deliveries  before  39  weeks 
of  pregnancy  without  a  medical  reason  and  reducing  severe  pregnancy  complications.  As 
MMRCs  have  increased  capacity,  PQCs  can  work  with  them  to  address  the  prevention 
recommendations  that  emerge  from  the  Review  Committee  process.  CDC  currently  supports 
PQCs  in  13  states  (Colorado,  Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Massachusetts, 
Minnesota,  Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Oregon  and  Wisconsin),  to  improve  population 
outcomes  in  maternal  and  child  health. 
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Murray  01  A:  Does  HHS  support  increased  investment  in  successful  evidence-based 
programs  to  prevent  maternal  deaths,  such  as  the  Safe  Motherhood  Initiative,  or  the  Alliance 
for  Innovation  in  Maternal  Health  and  Healthy  Start? 

Response:  URSA  is  committed  to  supporting  continued  investments  in  evidence-based  strategies 
to  prevent  maternal  deaths  and  leverages  existing  resources  and  programs  to  address  this 
important  issue.  For  example,  earlier  this  year  HRSA  released  a  notice  of  funding  opportunity  for 
the  Alliance  for  Innovation  on  Maternal  Health  Initiative.  The  goals  of  this  award  will  be  to  1) 
facilitate  widespread  implementation  of  the  current  maternal  safety  bundles  and/or  resources  by 
maintaining  the  existing  10  AIM  state-based  teams,  and  accepting  25  new  state-based  teams;  2) 
develop  new  maternal  safety  bundles  and/or  resources  that  address  new  topics  in  the  quality  and 
safety  of  maternity  care  practices;  3)  develop  and  implement  a  national  campaign  focused  on  the 
current  state  of  maternal  mortality  and  severe  maternal  morbidity  that  highlights  the  impact  of 
AIM,  and  how  the  maternal  safety  bundles  improve  maternity  care  practices;  and,  4)  prevent 
1,000  maternal  deaths  and  100,000  cases  of  severe  maternal  morbidity  in  the  United  States  by 
2023.  An  award  announcement  will  be  made  before  the  end  of  FY  2018. 

HRSA  also  continues  to  support  the  Healthy  Start  program,  which  currently  funds  100 
competitive  grants  in  37  states  and  DC  to  reduce  disparities  in  infant  mortality  and  improve 
perinatal  outcomes  for  women  and  children  in  high-risk  communities  throughout  the  nation. 
Healthy  Start  aims  to  reduce  these  disparities  by  empowering  high-risk  women  and  their  families 
to  identify  and  access  needed  services  to  improve  the  health  of  mothers  and  children  before, 
during,  and  after  pregnancy.  The  Healthy  Start  program  will  be  recompeted  in  FY  2019  and  will 
serve  women  and  families  across  the  nation  through  approximately  100  new  grants. 

Prevention  of  maternal  deaths  remains  a  priority.  HRSA  plans  to  incorporate  recommendations 
from  the  Maternal  Mortality  Summit  in  future  HSRA  activities  on  maternal  mortality  and  will 
continue  to  explore  opportunities  to  utilize  existing  resources  to  support  evidence-based 
programs  to  address  this  important  public  health  issue. 

In  addition,  HHS  supports  continued  resources  for  the  Safe  Motherhood  Initiative  to  support 
Maternal  Mortality  Review  Committees  to  increase  access  to  robust,  accurate  data  gathered 
through  a  standardized  approach  that  can  inform  strategic,  data-driven  actions  to  prevent 
maternal  mortality. 

Murray  Q 1 B:  Is  the  Department  taking  action  to  address  the  disparities  that  women  of  color 
face  when  it  comes  to  maternal  mortality?  What  steps  are  being  taken? 

Response:  Considerable  racial  disparities  exist  with  respect  to  maternal  mortality,  with  black 
women  almost  4  times  more  likely  to  die  from  pregnancy-related  complications  than  white 
women.  CDC  is  working  to  better  understand  the  disparities  through  better  data.  Data  from  the 
Building  U.S.  Capacity  Project  Report  from  Nine  Maternal  Mortality  Review  Committees  was 
released  in  February  2018  including  important  data  to  begin  to  better  understand  the  disparities 
in  maternal  mortality.  This  report  found  that  the  leading  underlying  causes  of  death  varied 
between  non-Hispanic  white  and  non-Hispanic  black  pregnancy-related  deaths. 
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Among  non-Hispanic  white  pregnancy-related  deaths,  the  leading  underlying  causes  of  death 
were: 

1 .  Cardiovascular  and  coronary  conditions  (at  15.5%), 

2.  Hemorrhage  (at  14.4%), 

3.  Infection  (at  13,4%), 

4.  Mental  health  conditions  (at  1 1.3%),  and 

5.  Cardiomyopathy  (at  10.3%). 

These  top  five  causes  represent  64.9%  of  non-Hispanic  white  pregnancy-related  deaths. 

Among  non-Hispanic  black  pregnancy- related  deaths,  the  following  were  the  five  leading 
underlying  causes: 

1.  Cardiomyopathy  (at  14.0%), 

2.  Cardiovascular  and  coronary  conditions  (at  12.8%), 

3.  Preeclampsia  and  eclampsia  (at  11.6%), 

4.  Hemorrhage  (at  10.5%),  and 

5.  Embolism  (at  9.3%) 

These  causes  represent  just  58.1%  of  non-Hispanic  black  pregnancy-related  deaths,  suggesting  a 
broader  diversity  of  pregnancy-related  causes  of  death  among  non-Hispanic  black  women  than 
among  non-Hispanic  white  women. 

CDC  is  providing  assistance  to  states  to  gather,  analyze  and  use  data  to  better  understand  how 
pregnancy-related  mortality  can  be  prevented  in  their  states.  Including  data  addressing  both  the 
clinical  and  no n-c finical  contributors  to  maternal  deaths  will  allow  states  to  fully  address  racial, 
geographic,  and  economic  disparities  in  maternal  mortality. 

Healthcare  Marketplaces 

Last  October  the  Trump  Administration  halted  cost-sharing  reduction  (CSR)  payments  to 
qualified  health  plans,  creating  chaos  in  the  individual  insurance  market  at  the  exact  time  that 
most  insurers  were  finalizing  their  premiums.  The  move  resulted  in  increased  premiums  and 
reduced  issuer  participation  for  the  2018  plan  year.  This  was  one  of  many  decisions  the 
Administration  made  to  sabotage  our  health  care  system  and  was  in  line  with  President  Trump’s 
statement  that  the  best  political  course  of  action  would  be  to  let  the  marketplaces  “explode.” 

Ending  CSR  payments  was  one  of  numerous  other  policies  that  contributed  to  an  unstable  market 
and  rising  premiums,  including  expanding  the  use  of  “junk,”  short-term  plans,  slashing 
advertising  and  in-person  assistance,  and  weakening  the  essential  health  benefits.  That  said,  state 
regulators  are  stepping  in  to  mitigate  the  damage. 

Most  states  across  the  country  adopted  a  strategy  called  “silver  loading”  in  which  they  allowed 
or  required  insurers  to  load  the  entire  cost  of  CSR  non-payment  onto  silver-level  coverage. 
“Silver- loading”  had  the  unintended  effect  of  increasing  the  value  of  advance  premium  tax 
credits  that  enrol  lees  receive  while  mitigating  premium  increases  on  bronze-  and  go  Id -level 
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coverage.  As  a  result,  the  Kaiser  Family  Foundation  estimated  that  a  40-year-old  with  an  annual 
income  of  $25,000  had  access  to  at  least  one  free  bronze  plan  in  1,679  counties.  That  same  study 
found  that  the  lowest-cost  gold  plan  was  cheaper  than  the  lowest-cost  silver  plan  in  478  counties. 

Officials  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  are  consistently  declining  to 
Response  questions  regarding  whether  the  Department  will  pennit  silver- loading  for  the  2019 
plan  year. 

Murray  02:  Will  HHS  let  states  permit  or  require  insurers  to  load  the  cost  of  CSR  non¬ 
payment  onto  silver-tier  plans  for  the  201 9  plan  year? 

Response:  CMS  continues  to  look  at  a  number  of  factors  in  the  health  insurance  market 
impacting  patient  cost. 

Murray  Q2A:  When  will  you  advise  issuers  of  this  decision? 

Response:  CMS  continues  to  look  at  a  number  of  factors  in  the  health  insurance  market 
impacting  patient  cost. 

Lymphedema 

Many  of  my  colleagues  and  I  have  been  committed  to  helping  patients  suffering  from  chronic 
lymphatic  system  failure  (lymphedema).  This  is  not  just  one  disease  but  a  condition  that  can 
occur  primary  or  secondary  when  the  lymph  vessels  and/or  nodes  are  compromised  -  a  condition 
that  does  not  have  a  cure.  We  hear  about  it  now  far  more  frequently  due  to  increased  cancer 
survivorship,  but  it  can  present  in  almost  40  different  rare  diseases  or  be  acquired  from  over  a 
dozen  other  traumatic  causes.  Given  the  expansive  medical  literature,  which  cites  effectiveness 
of  compression  garment  therapy  and  the  cost  savings  associated  with  reductions  in 
complications,  hospitalizations,  and  physician  and  therapy  visits,  up  to  3  million  Medicare 
beneficiaries  stand  to  benefit  by  better  managing  this  chronic  condition.  The  need  for  this  was 
acknowledged  and  outlined  originally  by  the  Center  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  2001 
Decision  Memo  (C AG-000 16N). 

Murray  Q3:  Will  HHS  prioritize  a  rule  providing  coverage  for  these  items  and  supplies  this 
year? 

Response:  Medicare’s  coverage  criteria  and  benefit  categories  has  remained  largely  unchanged 
since  the  program  was  first  established  more  than  50  years  ago.  It  is  important  to  make  sure  that 
we  are  not  being  short  sighted  and  failing  to  cover  a  treatment  or  item  that  will  improve  health 
and  save  money  simply  because  it  does  not  fit  into  a  benefit  category  in  Medicare.  I  would  be 
happy  to  work  with  you  and  with  CMS  to  explore  whether  separate  coverage  of  and  payment  for 
compression  garments  is  possible  under  the  Medicare  Part  B  benefit  categories  established  in  the 
statute. 

Murray  04:  We  are  facing  a  child  care  crisis  in  this  country,  with  parents  struggling  to  find  and 
pay  for  high-quality,  early  childhood  education.  I  was  proud  to  fight  for  a  commitment  in  the

FY1 8  Bipartisan  Budget  Act  to  double  funding  for  child  care  for  FY1 8  and  FY 1 9.  and  1  look 
forward  to  working  with  my  colleagues  to  ensure  that  we  are  able  to  sustain  and  build  on  these 
increases  long  term.  The  FY  2018  Omnibus  joint  explanatory  statement  outlines  the  Committee’s 
expectations  that  the  Department  should  support  states  as  they  work  to  effectively  use  the  S2.37 
billion  increase  to  the  Child  Care  and  Development  Block  Grant  provided  in  FY  2018.  What  are 
the  Department's  plans  for  meeting  that  expectation,  especially  when  it  comes  to  helping  states 
accomplish  the  goals  outlined  in  the  explanatory  statement  and  sustain  those  goals  in  the 
long-term ? 

Response:  The  additional  $2.37  billion  doubled  the  discretionary  funding  for  the  Child  Care  and 
Development  Fund  (CCDF),  leading  to  an  overall  increase  in  CCDF  funding  of  about  4 1  percent. 
With  this  increase,  the  Department  will  make  about  S8.1  billion  available  to  states,  territories, 
and  tribes.  Under  the  CCDF  final  rule  published  in  September  2016,  states  must  meet  all 
statutory  and  regulatory  requirements  by  October  1, 2018,  with  the  exception  of  background 
check  requirements,  for  which  states  may  receive  time-limited  extensions.  States  and  territories 
will  be  submitting  their  CCDF  Plans  for  FY  2019-FY  2021  this  summer.  These  plans  will 
provide  HHS  with  updated  information  about  the  status  of  implementation  across  the  country. 

To  help  CCDF  grantees  accomplish  the  goals  outlined  in  the  explanatory  statement  and  sustain 
those  goals  in  the  long-term,  the  Department  will  be  issuing  guidance  outlining  current 
requirements  and  priorities  that  align  with  the  Joint  Explanatory  Statement,  providing  training 
and  technical  assistance  through  the  early  childhood  and  school-age  training  and  technical 
assistance  system  in  collaboration  with  the  Office  of  Child  Care  and,  sharing  relevant  research  to 
inform  state  and  local  policymakers  as  they  continue  to  implement  CCDBG  reauthorization  and 
the  increased  funding  through  research  reports  and  briefs  posted  online  and  sent  to  grantees  and 
through  webinars  and  presentations  at  conferences  such  as  the  CCDF  State  and  Territory 
Administrators  Meeting  (STAM) .  The  Department  will  also  use  increased  oversight  to  ensure 
compliance  with  CCDBG  Act  requirements.  Oversight  will  be  done  through  the  review  and 
approval  of  the  FY  2019-2021  CCDF  State  and  Territory  Plans  and  the  FY  2020-2022  CCDF 
Tribal  Plans  and  through  onsite  monitoring. 

Murray  Q4A:  How  does  the  Department  plan  on  engaging  with  stakeholders  as  they  spend 
the  increased  funds  to  ensure  technical  guidance  and  assistance  is  meeting  their  needs? 

Response:  The  Office  of  Child  Care  (OCC)  Regional  Staff  are  tire  first  point  of  contact  for 
engaging  with  states,  territories,  and  tribes  as  they  plan  for,  and  spend,  the  increased  funds.  They 
work  closely  with  CCDF  grantees  to  provide  guidance,  answer  questions,  track  progress  on 
implementation  of  reauthorization  through  the  state  plan  amendment  process,  and  direct  issues  to 
the  Office  of  Child  Care  Central  Office.  The  different  centers  in  the  early  childhood  and  school- 
age  training  and  technical  assistance  system  engage  with  CCDF  Lead  Agencies  through  the  OCC 
Regional  Staff  to  assess  their  training  and  technical  assistance  needs  and  provide  resources  and 
supports  that  are  responsive  to  individual  grantee  requests.  Additional  information  about  the 
technical  assistance  available  to  CCDF  Lead  Agencies  is  available  at 
https://chi1dcarcta.aef.hhs.gov/about-acf-tta-svstem.  OCC  is  hosting  calls  with  CCDF  Lead 
Agencies  to  provide  updates  and  respond  to  questions  from  administrators.  In  person  meetings 
with  administrators  will  also  provide  the  opportunity  to  discuss  CCDF  Lead  Agency  progress 
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and  challenges.  These  meetings  include  regional  meetings,  the  national  State  and  Territory 
Administrators  Meeting  (STAM)  in  August,  and  three  Tribal  conferences  across  the  country  this 
fall. 


Murray  05:  On  April  10th,  President  Trump  issued  an  executive  order  entitled  “Reducing 
Poverty  in  America  by  Promoting  Opportunity  and  Economic  Mobility.”  The  executive  order 
outlined  “Principles  of  Economic  Mobility”,  which  included  improving  employment  outcomes 
by  strengthening  work  requirements.  The  executive  order  directed  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  to  review  all  regulations,  guidance  documents,  and  work  requirements  in  its 
public  assistance  programs  to  determine  if  they  align  with  those  principles  of  economic  mobility. 
Most  research,  including  reports  done  by  the  Center  on  Budget  and  Policy  Priorities  and  the 
Urban  Institute,  shows  that  work  requirements  have  not  proven  to  be  effective  in  helping  families 
secure  stable,  well-paying  jobs  that  get  them  off  assistance  for  good.  What  data  and  evidence  is 
HHS  using  to  evaluate  its  regulations,  guidance  documents  and  public  assistance  programs  as 
it  pertains  to  the  effectiveness  of  work  requirements? 

Response:  The  President’s  Executive  Order  states  that  “bipartisan  welfare  reform  enacted  in 
1996  was  a  step  toward  eliminating  the  economic  stagnation  and  social  harm  that  can  result  from 
long-term  Government  dependence.”  This  success  can  be  seen  in  the  data.  After  welfare  reform, 
the  employment  rate  of  single  mothers  rose  from  an  average  of  58.6  percent  in  the  five  years 
preceding  welfare  reform  (1991-1995)  to  an  average  of  70.2  percent  in  the  five  years  after  reform 
(1997-2001). 1  As  a  result,  the  official  poverty  rate  among  single  mother-led  families  fell  from 
44.0  percent  in  1994  to  33.0  percent  in  2000  and  was  still  well  below  pre-welfare  reform  levels 
in  2016  (35.6  percent).2  While  the  strength  of  the  TANF  program  in  promoting  employment  has 
faded  over  time,  as  part  of  this  review,  we  intend  to  reinvigorate  the  focus  on  employment  and 
personal  responsibility  throughout  HHS  programs  in  order  to  generate  further  increases  in 
employment  and  reductions  in  poverty  for  all  Americans. 

Murray  Q5A:  What  metrics  will  HHS  be  using  as  it  evaluates  programs  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  directives  outlined  in  the  executive  order? 

Response:  While  review  of  our  programs,  regulations,  and  guidance  documents  continues  as 
directed  by  EO  13828,  HI  !S  intends  to  pursue  policies  that  will  help  grow  the  capacity  of  low- 
income  individuals  to  reduce  their  need  for  and  dependency  on  safety  net  benefits-  this  is  how 
we  will  evaluate  the  success  of  programs  and  policies.  Our  goal  will  never  be  solely  to  reduce 
caseloads  in  assistance  programs,  but  to  help  recipients  move  beyond  their  need  for  that 
assistance. 

Murray  06:  The  FY  2018  Omnibus  joint  explanatory  statement  directs  the  Department  to 
provide  the  necessary  technical  assistance,  monitoring  and  oversight  to  assist  and  evaluate  states’ 
activities  to  improve  infant  plans  of  safe  care  for  prenatal ly-exposed  infants,  as  defined  in  the 
Child  Abuse  Prevention  and  Treatment  Act.  What  are  the  Department’s  plans  for  fulfilling  that 
directive?

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Response:  ACF  has  reserved  a  at  least  $25,000  of  the  $60  million  increase  in  CAPTA  State 
Grants  to  support  monitoring  of  states’  implementation  of  Plan  of  Safe  Care  (POSC).  Due  to  the 
shortened  timeframe  for  carrying  out  and  developing  a  monitoring  protocol  in  FY201 .8,  the 
Children’s  Bureau  plans  to  carry  out  a  limited  number  of  site  visits  to  several  states  across  the 
regions  during  the  remainder  of  FY2018.  The  purpose  of  the  CAPTA  POSC  Site  Visit  is  to  gain 
a  greater  understanding  of  the  state’s  policies  and  practices  related  to  the  Comprehensive 
Addiction  and  Recovery  Act  of  2016  (CARA)  amendments  to  CAPTA  POSC.  The  site  visit  will 
assist  us  in  identifying  promising  practices,  as  well  as  the  challenges  and  barriers  to  the 
implementation  of  POSC,  and  provides  an  opportunity  to  discuss  potential  technical  assistance 
needs.  Following  the  site  visit,  the  Children’s  Bureau  will  provide  summary  information  on  the 
site  visit,  including  identifying  strengths  of  the  state’s  implementation  of  POSC,  existing 
challenges  and  barriers,  as  well  as  resources  and  technical  assistance  opportunities. 

Murray  Q6A:  What  technical  assistance  and  guidance  does  the  Department  plan  on 
providing  to  states  regarding  plans  of  safe  care ? 

Response:  The  National  Center  on  Substance  Abuse  and  Child  Welfare  (NCSACW),  which  is  an 
HHS  initiative  jointly  funded  by  SAMHSA  and  ACF  continues  to  provide  technical  assistance  to 
states  in  a  variety  of  ways  to  support  their  efforts  in  protecting  infants  born  substance-exposed 
and  support  the  implementation  of  the  CARA  amendments  to  CAPTA.  These  efforts  include: 

•  Substance  Exposed  Infant  In-Depth  Technical  Assistance  (SEI  IDTA):  The  SEI  IDT  A  is 
designed  to  advance  the  capacity  of  tribes,  states,  and  community  agencies  to  improve  the 
safety,  health,  permanency,  and  well-being  of  substance-exposed  infants  (SEIs)  and  the 
recovery  of  pregnant  and  parenting  women  and  their  families.  The  program  works  with 
states  and  local  communities  to  strengthen  collaboration  among  child  welfare,  substance 
use  disorder  treatment,  and  the  courts,  as  well  as  medical  communities,  early  care  and 
education  systems,  home  visiting,  and  other  key  partners,  including  the  implementation 
of  plans  of  safe  care. 

•  Regional  Convenings  -  The  NCSACW  has  worked  to  plan  and  facilitate  a  regional 
convening  of  states  working  to  implement  comprehensive  and  collaborative  approaches 
to  Plans  of  Safe  Care  for  infants  with  prenatal  substance  exposure  and  their 
families/caregivers. 

The  NCSACW  responds  to  a  large  number  of  technical  assistance  requests  related  to  opioid- 
related  issues,  including  medication-assisted  treatment,  neonatal  abstinence  syndrome,  prenatal 
substance  exposure  and  plans  of  safe  care.  Requests  for  technical  assistance  are  tailored  to  the 
specific  needs  of  the  state,  as  well  as  addressing  the  needs  of  multiple  states  when  appropriate. 
Technical  assistance  may  include:  responding  to  requests  for  information;  disseminating  written 
materials  and  resources,  and  conducting  webinars/conference  calls. 

In  addition,  in  September  2017,  the  Children’s  Bureau  funded  the  National  Quality  Improvement 
Center  for  Collaborative  Community  Court  Teams  (QIC-CCCT)  to  support  demonstration  sites 
that  establish  or  enhance  collaborative  community  court  teams  to  design,  implement,  and  test 
approaches  to  address  the  rise  of  substance  use  disorder  nationally  and  the  increase  in  the 
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number  of  infants  and  young  children  entering  foster  care  and  caregivers.  In  an  effort  to  support 
data-driven,  multi-system  collaborative  team  approaches  across  the  country,  the  Q1C-CCCT  will 
support  demonstration  sites  to  improve  or  develop  their  capacities  to  collaboratively  serve 
families;  design,  implement,  and  test  approaches  to  support  the  needs  of  substance  exposed 
infants,  including  addressing  the  provisions  of  CARA;  and  generate  knowledge  for  the  field.  In 
April  2018,  15  sites  in  9  states  (Oklahoma,  California,  Alabama,  Ohio,  Georgia,  Florida, 

Arizona,  Alaska,  and  Texas)  and  tribal  communities  were  selected  to  participate  in  the  work  of 
the  QIC. 

Murray  Q6B:  How  will  the  Department  continue  to  monitor  States’  progress  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  this  population  and  their  families? 

Response:  To  the  extent  funds  are  available  for  this  purpose,  we  will  continue  to  carry  out  the 
process  described  above.  However,  regardless  of  funding,  we  will  continue  to  address  CAPTA 
compliance. 

Responding  to  changes  made  by  the  CAPTA  Reauthorization  Act  of  2010,  ACF  issued  guidance 
requiring  all  states  to  submit  new  CAPTA  state  plans,  including  state  plan  assurances  signed  by 
the  governor.  Once  states  provide  the  assurances,  the  state  is  in  compliance  with  CAPTA. 

If  ACF  learns  there  may  be  a  discrepancy  between  what  a  state  submitted  in  its  CAPTA  state 
plan  and  the  actual  practices  within  the  state,  ACF  will  explore  whether  a  problem  actually 
exists.  If  the  state  fails  to  correct  the  deficiency  within  a  specified  timeframe,  the  state  risks 
losing  its  CAPTA  grant  funds. 

Murray  Q7:  The  FY  2018  Omnibus  provided  an  additional  S260  million  for  grantees  to  increase 
their  program  hours,  in  alignment  with  the  requirement  in  the  Head  Start  Program  Performance 
Standards  (HSPPS)  that  all  programs  offer  extended  duration  services  by  2021.  What  percentage 
of  programs  currently  meet  the  HSPPS  duration  requirements  with  100  percent,  50  to  100 
percent,  1  to  50  percent,  and  zero  percent,  respectively? 

Response: 

Head  Start  {HS}  Center-Based  (CB) 

Approximately  37%  of  HS  C'B  programs  operate  100%  slots  at  1,020  hours. 

Approximately  1 1%  of  HS  CB  programs  operate  between  50%  and  100%  slots  at  1,020  hours. 
Approximately  34%  of  HS  CB  programs  operate  between  1%  and  50%  slots  at  1,020  hours. 
Approximately  1 8%  of  HS  center  based  programs  operate  no  slots  at  1,020  hours. 

Head.  Start  (HS}  Family  Child.  Care  (FCC} 

Approximately  88%  of  HS  FCC  programs  operate  100%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Approximately  3%  of  IIS  FCC  programs  operate  between  50%  and  100%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 
Approximately  9%  of  HS  FCC  programs  operate  no  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Early  Heacj  Start  (EHS)  Center-Rased  ( CB ) 

Approximately  80%  of  EHS  CB  programs  operate  100%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Approximately  3%  of  EHS  CB  programs  operate  between  50%  and  100%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 
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Approximately  2%  of  EHS  CB  programs  operate  between  1%  and  50%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 
Approximately  15%  of  EHS  CB  programs  operate  no  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Early  Head_  Start  (EHS).  Family  Child  Care  (FCC) 

Approximately  99%  of  EHS  FCC  programs  operate  100%  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Approximately  1%  of  EHS  FCC  programs  operate  no  slots  at  1,380  hours. 

Murray  Q7A:  What  is  the  estimated  cost  of  meeting  100  percent  Head  Start  center-based 
duration  requirement  by  2021? 

Response:  We  estimate  the  cost  of  meeting  the  Head  Start  100  percent  center-based  duration 
requirement  by  2021  will  be  an  additional  S800  million  beyond  the  funding  that  has  already  been 
appropriated.  This  estimate  assumes  FY  2019  funding,  but  costs  can  be  expected  to  increase  over 
time  due  to  rising  costs  of  living  each  year. 

Murray  08:  Research  shows  that  continuous  access  to  full-day,  full-year  early  childhood 
services  improves  the  likelihood  of  successful  outcomes  for  young  children  from  low-income 
backgrounds.  However,  HHS  recently  waived  the  requirement  that  50  percent  of  Head  Start 
center- based  programs  extend  their  services  to  the  equivalent  of  full-day,  full- year  by  August 
2019.  The  notice  of  the  waiver  stated  that  this  action  was  necessary  due  to  insufficient  funding. 
Given  this,  what  is  the  rationale  for  the  FY  2019  President's  Budget  proposing  a  Head  Start 
funding  level  that  is  $ 589  million  below  the  FY  2018  enacted  level  (and  only  $22  million  above 
the  FY  201 7  enacted  level)? 

Response:  At  the  time,  HHS  made  the  determination  to  waive  the  requirement  for  50  percent  of 
Head  Start  center-based  programs  to  extend  their  hours  of  program  operation,  only  S294  million 
had  been  appropriated  to  support  this  service  duration  increase,  which  was  significantly  less  than 
the  estimated  cost  for  all  programs  to  meet  the  50  percent  requirement.  Rather  than  causing  a 
large  reduction  in  children  served  in  Head  Start  programs  as  the  result  of  a  federal  requirement, 
HHS  waived  the  requirement  in  order  to  allow  programs  flexibility  to  design  program  schedules 
that  best  meet  their  community  needs.  Head  Start  programs  can  still  offer  full-day,  full-year 
services  if  that  schedule  meets  their  community  needs  and  is  approved  through  their  grant 
application.  The  FY  2019  request  makes  decisions  about  funding  levels  within  responsible  fiscal 
constraints;  additional  investments  targeted  to  duration  increases  are  not  proposed. 

Murray  Q8A:  What  is  the  rationale  for  the  budget  request's  proposal  to  merge  funds  for  the 
Early  Head  Start-Child  Care  Partnerships  into  the  Head  Start  base  grants ? 

Response:  The  current  appropriations  language  requires  grantees  to  track  and  allocate  regular 
Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start  funding  separately  from  Early  1  lead  Start  Expansion  and  Early 
Head  Start  -  Child  Care  (EHS-CC)  Partnership  funding  across  up  to  six  accounts.  This  separate 
tracking  and  allocation  is  administratively  burdensome  and  does  not  result  in  any  benefit  to 
grantees  or  the  government.  Merging  the  funding  would  allow  these  programs  to  continue  to 
operate  in  the  same  way  while  eliminating  unnecessary  administrative  work  for  grantees  and  the 
government. 
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Given  the  increases  Congress  provided  in  FY  201 8  above  the  requested  level  for  this  program, 
some  technical  changes  to  the  appropriations  language  are  necessary  to  ensure  the  Department  is 
able  to  meet  the  intended  goals  of  the  unrequested  increases  and  retaining  the  extended  period  of 
availability  for  the  new  third  round  of  grants. 

Murray  Q8B:  Other  than  simplifying  reporting  requirements  for  grantees,  will  the  requested 
hill  language  have  effect  on  Early  Head  Start-Child  Partnerships,  Early  Head  Start 
expansion,  or  Early  Head  Start  conversion ? 

Response:  While  a  veiy  small  number  of  3-year-olds  served  in  EHS-CC  Partnership  family 
child  care  programs  would  need  to  be  transitioned  to  Head  Start  or  other  settings  if  the  funding 
were  to  be  merged  in  appropriations  language,  the  existing  EHS-CC  Partnerships,  EHS 
conversion,  and  EHS  expansion  grants  would  all  be  able  to  continue  in  exactly  the  same  way 
they  are  currently  operating  because  these  models  and  activities  are  all  allowed  under  the  Head 
Start  Act  and  the  Head  Start  Program  Performance  Standards. 

The  current  appropriations  language  states  that  funds  appropriated  specifically  for  EHS-CC 
Partnerships,  EHS  Expansion,  and  EHS  conversion  funds  “are  available  to  serve  children  under 
age  4”  whereas  funds  used  to  operate  Early  Head  Start  under  the  base  appropriation  may  serve 
“families  with  children  under  age  3’7  (Section  645A(e)(2)  of  the  Head  Start  Act).  Currently,  the 
flexibility  to  serve  children  up  to  age  4  has  been  exercised  only  by  a  small  number  of  family 
child  care  programs  in  EHS-CC  Partnership  grants,  not  by  center- based  EHS-CC  Partnerships  or 
EHS  expansion  programs.  Based  on  201 7  Program  Information  Report  (P1R)  data,  only  4 
percent  of  children  in  EHS-CC  Partnership  and  EHS  Expansion  programs  are  at  least  age  3  at 
enrollment.  If  the  EHS-CC  Partnerships  funding  were  to  be  included  in  the  base  appropriation, 
any  of  those  children  who  had  not  already  aged  out  of  the  program  once  the  consolidation  occurs 
would  need  to  transition  into  Head  Start  slots,  which  could  be  Head  Start  slots  in  centers  or  in 
family  child  care  settings.  Because  EHS-CC  Partnership  grants  receive  their  annual  awards  iate 
in  the  fiscal  year,  grantees  would  operate  most  of  the  FY  2019  program  year  on  their  prior  year 
funding,  which  would  give  them  additional  time  to  transition  3-year-old  children  into  other 
settings  before  receiving  FY  2019  funding.  OHS  would  work  with  grantees  to  ensure  smooth 
transitions  for  these  children  in  the  event  that  language  is  included  to  merge  Rinding  for  Early 
Head  Start-Child  Care  Partnerships  into  the  Head  Start  base  appropriation. 


Murray  Q9:  Head  Start  programs  are  playing  a  unique  and  important  role  in  addressing  the 
effects  of  substance  use  disorders,  including  as  a  result  of  the  opioid  epidemic,  on  low-income 
young  children  and  their  parents.  Infants  bom  with  prenatal  exposure  are  at  higher  risk  for  short 
term  and  long-term  effects,  including  related  to  growth,  behavior,  cognition,  language,  and 
achievement.  ( h  tt  p  :// pedi  atn  cs .  aappu  b  1  tea  t  i  ons .  org / con  ten  t/ped  iatri  es/ 1 3 1  /3  / c  1 009 ,  fu  1 1 .  pd  0  Head 
Start  programs  need  more  resources,  including  teacher  and  mental  health  consultants,  to  continue 
to  respond  to  these  effects,  as  well  as  the  trauma  young  children  are  experiencing  as  a  result  of 
the  epidemic.  How  is  HHS  leveraging  Head  Start  and  its  existing  local  relationships  to  address 
the  issue  of  prenatal  drug  exposure,  including  neonatal  abstinence  syndrome,  as  well  as 
increased  trauma? 
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Response:  All  Head  Start  programs  are  required  to  collaborate  with  numerous  community 
partners  to  facilitate  access  to  responsive  services  for  their  families  to  help  meet  family  needs 
and  goals.  These  partners  include  Health  care  providers,  including  child  and  adult  mental  health 
professionals,  Medicaid  managed  care  networks,  dentists,  other  health  professionals,  nutritional 
service  providers,  providers  of  prenatal  and  postnatal  support,  and  substance  abuse  treatment 
providers. 

Additionally,  the  ACT  Office  of  Head  Start  (OHS)  partners  with  the  American  Academy  of 
Pediatrics  to  manage  its  National  Center  on  Early  Childhood  Health  and  Wellness  (NCECHW) 
and  provide  education,  training  and  resources  to  its  grantees.  Grantees  and  their  Health  Services 
Advisory  Committees  partner  with  agencies  in  the  community  to  provide  resources  to  children 
and  families  at  risk  of  impacts  from  substance  misuse,  including  trauma.  To  date,  the 
NCECHW  has  developed  a  substance  misuse  landing  page  where  programs  can  obtain 
information  and  resources  related  to  what  staff  should  know,  how  programs  can  help,  basics  on 
opioids  and  substance  misuse,  reducing  risks  for  neonatal  exposure,  caring  for  children  exposed 
to  substances,  and  preparing  for  sensitive  conversations.  For  many  years.  Early  Head  Start 
programs  have  educated  pregnant  women  on  the  dangers  of  substance  misuse  and  all  Head  Start 
programs  provide  families  with  resources  to  educate  them  about  the  dangers  of  substance  misuse 
and  its  impact.  Family  service  workers  and  mental  health  consultants  assist  programs  in 
responding  to  the  needs  of  families  and  in  leveraging  resources  including  health  and  mental 
health  resources  in  the  community  to  provide  additional  support  to  families. 

In  addition.  OHS  has  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  to  coordinate  resources  and  align 
policies  at  the  national  level  with  the  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration,  Bureau  of 
Primary  Health  Care  (HRSA/BPHC),  as  well  as  to  foster  a  partnership  at  state  and  local  levels, 
that  will  lead  to  an  increase  in  access  to  quality,  culturally  and  linguistically  appropriate 
comprehensive  primary  health  care  services  in  states  where  programs  exist.  Under  this 
agreement,  1  IRS  A  and  OHS  will  work  collaboratively  to  support  the  development  and 
strengthening  of  linkages  between  their  programs  at  the  local  or  state  level  and  establishment  of 
measures  for  evaluation  of  improved  health,  dental,  and  behavioral  health  outcomes  and  health 
center  access  and  utilization. 

Murray  Q9A:  How  is  the  Department  supporting  the  1,600  Head  Start  grantees  to  address  the 
increased  workload  and  challenges  as  a  result  of  the  opioid  epidemic? 

Response:  The  Office  of  Head  Start  (OHS)  is  providing  information  and  training  and  technical 
assistance  related  to  substance  misuse  and  specifically  the  opioid  crisis.  Through  its  website. 
Early  Childhood  Learning  and  Knowledge  Center  (ECLKC)  resources  are  being  disseminated  to 
all  grantees  {https://eclkc.ohs.acf.hiis  gov/mental-bealth/article/substance-misuse.)  These 
materials  include  educational  materials  about  opioids  and  substance  misuse  and  impact  on 
children  and  families. 

Head  Start,  home  visitors,  and  child  care  staff  often  have  a  window  into  the  real-life 
circumstances  and  needs  of  families.  These  programs  may  be  the  front-line  in  identifying  issues 
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that  signal  substance  misuse.  It  can  be  hard  to  navigate  these  complex  situations,  but  Head  Start 
programs  have  unique  opportunities  to  engage  families  and  even  prevent  harm  to  children. 

Head  Start  programs  can  be  a  valuable  resource  to  families  by  helping  them  to  know  what 
services  are  available  in  the  community.  A  Head  Start  program’s  Health  Sendees  Advisory 
Committee  (HSAC)  can  develop  policies,  guidelines,  and  community  partnerships  by  knowing 
the  eligibility  requirements  of  programs  that  serve  families  impacted  by  opioid  misuse.  This 
information  is  necessary  when  discussing  service  and  treatment  options  with  families 

In  addition,  this  summer,  OHS  is  holding  an  Expert  Work  Group  on  Substance  Use  Disorder 
with  a  focus  on  the  opioid  epidemic  and  its  impact  on  young  children  and  their  families. 

The  work  group  will  be  comprised  of  experts  on  substance  use  disorders,  with  a  focus  on  the 
opioid  crisis  and  its  impact  on  young  children  and  how  to  support  local  Head  Start  programs  in 
responding  to  the  opioid  epidemic.  Experts  are  expected  to  share  their  current  research  and 
knowledge  with  a  focus  on  the  types  of  strategies  that  would  be  most  helpful  to  those  serving 
children  and  families. 

•  We  anticipate  the  following  outputs  from  this  Work  Group:  Summarized  notes, 
proceedings,  and  key  messages  from  the  expert  work  group  will  be  shared; 

•  Standardized  PowerPoint  presentations  developed  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  meeting  that 
can  be  shared  with  grantees; 

•  Increased  knowledge  of  current  and  future  work  by  each  national  Training/Technical 
Assistance  (T/TA)  center  that  can  be  used  or  modified  across  all  T/TA  centers  to  help  to 
support  grantees; 

•  Repository  of  core  documents  that  can  be  modified  and  supplemented  with  information 
germane  to  a  variety  of  recipients; 

•  Stronger  consensus  in  the  field  regarding  the  most  effective  strategies  for  supporting 
young  children,  families,  programs  and  communities  impacted  by  opioid  use  disorders; 
and 

•  Increased  knowledge  of  successful  community-level  pilots  and  projects  that  may  help 
other  communities  develop  similar  programs  and  strategies. 

Murray  OH):  Head  Start  programs  have  been  tackling  the  issues  resulting  from  the  opioid 
epidemic  for  years,  providing  behavioral,  mental  health,  and  community  supports  to  children 
affected  by  this  crisis,  as  well  as  other  drug  crises.  As  HHS  makes  decisions  about  how  to 
implement  increased  funds  and  address  the  opioid  epidemic,  how  will  HHS  engage  the  Office 
of  Head  Start  to  share  best  practices  with  Head  Start  agencies  and  other  early  childhood 
education  programs  across  the  country? 

Response:  OllS  has  a  long  history  of  providing  support  and  assistance  to  families  impacted  by 
substance  misuse  and  other  trauma,  OHS  utilizes  existing  systems  and  partners  in  order  to 
bolster  its  response  to  the  current  crisis.  For  example,  OHS  is  partnering  with  colleagues  in  HHS 
that  include  other  ACF  agencies  such  as  the  Children’s  Bureau,  and  other  operating  divisions 
such  as  SAMSHA,  CDC,  and  NIH,  and  sharing  information  and  resources  that  can  be 
disseminated  to  1  lead  Start  grantees,  child  care  providers,  and  early  childhood  programs  across 
the  country.  OHS’s  website  (ECLKC)  is  a  resource  for  all  early  childhood  programs;  training 
materials  and  resources  are  available  to  everyone  at  no  cost. 
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In  addition  OHS,  is  a  co-lead  with  HRSA  and  SAMHSA  on  the  Interagency  Workgroup  on  the 
Impact  of  Opioids  on  Young  Children  and  Families,  which  includes  a  wide  variety  of 
participants  across  agencies.  The  purpose  of  the  group  is: 

•  To  share  information  and  materials  related  to  the  impacts  of  opioid  misuse  on  pregnant 
women,  infants,  and  their  families,  to  ensure  that  we  all  have  access  to  the  most  up-to- 
date  resources  and  information; 

•  To  share  resources  and  guidance  that  each  agency  or  program  is  developing  for  its 
grantees  (or  other  audiences),  to  ensure  clarity  and  consistency  across  programs  and 
agencies,  to  the  extent  possible,  and  to  reduce  duplication; 

•  To  share  what  each  agency/program  is  learning  from  its  grantees  and  the  field  (both  in 
terms  of  challenges  and  strategies  for  addressing  the  issue)  that  can  be  captured  and 
shared  more  widely  in  order  to  promote  best  practice  and  innovation;  and 

•  To  share  what  each  agencies  is  doing  to  address  the  issue  so  that  all  involved  agencies  are 
more  aware  of  the  range  of  federal  resources  and  activities  being  devoted  to  this  crisis. 

Information  from  the  workgroup  helps  to  drive  information  that  OHS  can  make  available  to 
grantees  via  the  ECLKC  substance  misuse  landing  page. 

Murray  Oil:  Does  the  Department  believe  that  HHS  should  fund  adoption  agencies  that 
refuse  to  house  children  in  loving  homes  because  the  adoption  agency  objects  to  children 
being  raised  by  same-sex  couples? 

Response:  Title  IV-E  of  the  Social  Security  Act  provides  Title  IV-E  agencies  with  significant 
latitude  to  determine  how  and  under  what  conditions  an  agency  will  license  or  approve 
prospective  foster  or  adoptive  parents.  The  Act  requires  each  state  or  tribe  operating  a  Title  IV-E 
program  to  designate  or  establish  a  licensing  authority  that  establishes  and  maintains  standards 
for  foster  homes  and  child  care  institutions  that  are  reasonably  in  accord  with  nationally 
recommended  standards.  The  Act  does  not  apply  the  foster  family  home  licensing  standards  to 
adoptive  family  homes,  rather,  an  agency  must  place  a  child  for  adoption  in  accordance  with 
applicable  state,  tribal,  and  local  law. 

HHS  does  not  impede  the  placement  of  children  in  eligible  same-sex  households  and  also  does 
not  impede  the  full  participation  of  religious  organizations  in  foster  care  and  adoption.  As  a 
general  matter,  HHS  supports  the  prompt  placement  of  children  in  loving  homes  according  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  child  and  supports  giving  states  flexibility  in  meeting  that  standard  consistent 
with  federal  law. 

Murray  Q11A:  If  HHS’s  position  is  that  such  type  of  discrimination  should  not  be  funded  by 
taxpayer  dollars,  what  course  would  the  agency  take  if  the  adoption  refuses  to  place  children 
in  same-sex  households  due  to  their  religious  beliefs? 

Response:  As  a  general  matter,  HHS  supports  the  prompt  placement  of  children  in  loving 
homes  according  to  the  best  interests  of  the  child  and  supports  giving  states  flexibility  in  meeting 
that  standard  consistent  with  federal  law. 
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Everyone  deserves  to  be  treated  with  respect  and  given  every  protection  afforded  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  passed  by  Congress.  We  will  examine  any  particular  situation  that  arises 
on  these  issues  with  sensitivity  and  will  apply  the  law  to  the  facts  of  each  particular  case  fairly, 
impartially,  and  appropriately.  This  means  we  cannot  prejudge  cases  or  hypothetical  scenarios 
but  must  wait  until  a  concrete  complaint  is  brought  before  us. 

Murray  Q12:  Valid  and  reliable  data  on  children  involved  in  our  child  welfare  system  is  critical 
for  understanding  and  improving  our  nation’s  support  for  our  most  vulnerable  children  and 
families.  Unfortunately,  the  Adoption  and  Foster  Care  Analysis  Reporting  Systems  (AFCARS) 
data  points  have  not  been  updated  since  they  were  first  finalized  in  1993.  In  December  2016, 

HHS  finalized  a  critical  rule  to  update  these  data  points  to  align  with  congressional  mandated 
provisions  of  laws  such  as  the  Fostering  Connections  to  Success  and  Increasing  Adoptions  Act  of 
2008  and  the  Preventing  Sex  Trafficking  and  Strengthening  Families  Act  of  2014.  I  was 
particularly  glad  to  see  new  information  collected  on  educational  stability  for  children  and  youth 
in  foster  care,  which  is  critical  for  implementing  the  Every  Student  Succeeds  Act  with  fidelity. 

On  March  15lh,  HHS  proposed  to  amend  and  delay  these  important  updates  for  two  years  with 
reporting  not  expected  until  October  of  2021 .  Please  explain  why  HHS  believes  it  is  acceptable 
to  delay  the  collection  of  congression  ally-tn  undated  data  elements  until  2021,  especially  in 
light  of  the  fact  that  states  have  been  planning  for  these  upgrades  since  2016.  ’ 


Response:  In  response  to  EO  13777,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services’  (HHS) 
Regulatory  Reform  Task  Force  identified  the  AFCARS  regulation  as  one  where  there  may  be 
areas  for  reducing  reporting  burden  and  where  costs  may  exceed  benefits.  HHS  published  on 
March  15,  2018  an  Advance  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  (ANPR.M)  seeking  public 
suggestions  for  streamlining  the  AFCARS  data  elements  and  removing  any  undue  burden  related 
to  reporting  AFCARS,  per  the  directive  of  the  E.O.  The  delay  allows  HHS  time  to  consider  the 
comments  to  the  ANPRM  and,  if  necessary,  use  them  to  draft  a  NPRM  proposing  revisions  to  the 
AFCARS  that  are  in  line  with  the  directive  of  the  E.O.  It  will  also  allow  title  IV-E  agencies 
ample  time  to  consider  the  full  impact  the  data  reporting  from  the  December  2016  AFCARS 
final  rule  and  provide  HHS  with  specific  comments  on  the  burden  associated  with  the  December 
2016  final  rule. 

Section  479  of  the  Social  Security  Act  requires  us  to  regulate  the  AFCARS  requirements.  There 
is  no  legislative  deadline  established  in  the  Act  for  updating  or  issuing  regulations.  Thus,  it  is 
within  our  authority  to  issue  regulations  and  revise  the  regulations  as  directed  in  the  E.O.  Title 
IV-E  agencies  will  continue  to  submit  AFCARS  data  per  the  requirements  in  regulations  45  CFR 
1355.40  and  the  appendix  to  part  1355  as  they  have  been. 

Murray  013:  In  February,  Congress  passed  and  the  President  signed  into  law  the  most 
significant  reforms  to  our  nation’s  child  welfare  system  in  decades.  The  Family  First  Prevention 
Services  Act  (FFPSA)  reorients  our  child  welfare  system  toward  prevention  by  allowing  states  to 
draw  down  federal  funds  for  evidence-based  prevention  services  in  two  areas:  1 )  in-home  parent 
skills-based  programs;  and  2)  substance  abuse  and  mental  health  treatment  services,  for  children 
at  “imminent  risk”  of  entering  foster  care.  Understanding  the  scope  of  programs  that  will  meet 
the  “evidence-based”  standard  and  disseminating  this  information  to  states  and  child  welfare 
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agencies  will  take  significant  collaboration  between  the  various  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over 
prevention  services,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Administration  for  Children  and  Families, 
Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration,  and  the  Health  Resources  and 
Services  Administration.  How  will  you  promote  collaboration  betiveen  the  relevant  agencies 
tasked  with  ensuring  effective  implementation  of  FFPSA,  particularly  before  the  October  1st 
deadline  for  HHS  to  release  guidance  on  the  practice  criteria  required  for  the  prevention 
services  as  well  as  a  pre-approved  list  of  services  and  programs  that  meet  the  law’s  evidence 
standards? 

Response:  Over  the  next  few  months,  the  Administration  for  Children  and  Families  intends  to 
consult  broadly  across  HHS  and  the  field  in  the  development  of  the  criteria  by  which 
interventions  will  be  assessed  in  determining  which  interventions  are  approved  for  funding  under 
the  title  IV-E  prevention  services  program.  HHS  has  held  an  External  Stakeholder  meeting, 
including  the  National  Governor’s  Association,  National  Association  of  Counties,  and  National 
Conference  of  State  Legislators,  and  has  met  with  county  child  welfare  directors  in  Colorado  and 
Minnesota.  The  Children’s  Bureau  has  also  issued  a  Federal  Register  Notice  seeking  comment 
on  proposed  criteria  for  identifying  evidence-based  practices  for  implementation  of  FFPSA. 
Further  meetings  and  listening  sessions  are  planned  for  the  coming  months. 

Murray  014:  As  Director  of  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement,  Scott  Lloyd  had  denied  young 
women,  even  those  who  are  pregnant  as  a  result  of  rape,  of  their  constitutional  right  to  access 
abortion.  ORR  has  reportedly  posted  instructions  for  young  women  to  seek  counseling  from 
crisis  pregnancy  centers  that  discourage  abortions,  and  to  provide  brochures  with  misleading 
information  including  inaccuracies  on  the  medical  risks  of  abortion.  At  the  House  Appropriations 
hearing  this  past  March,  Secretary  Azar  stated  that  he  will  “absolutely  comply  with  the  law  and 
constitution  as  detennined  by  the  courts.”  A  federal  judge  has  ordered  the  Department  to  stop 
blocking  children  in  its  care  from  obtaining  abortions,  and  to  post  a  notice  in  shelters  to  inform 
them  of  their  right  to  decide  whether  to  have  an  abortion.  What  is  the  Department  doing  to 
ensure  that  ORR  complies  with  the  court’s  order  to  stop  blocking  access  to  abortion  care? 

Response:  ORR  has  already  sent  notice  to  all  of  its  shelters  informing  them  of  the  requirement 
to  post  the  notice  ordered  by  the  district  court,  has  followed  up  on  its  instruction,  and  has 
informed  the  minority  of  shelters  with  conscientious  objections  that  correcti  ve  action  is 
necessary.  The  Department  expects  full  compliance  with  the  district  court’s  order.  In  addition, 
the  Department  has  appealed  the  district  court’s  order  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  D.C. 
Circuit,  but  will  continue  to  comply  with  the  district  court’s  order  as  long  as  it  stands. 

Murray  Q14A:  How  are  you  enforcing  the  requirement  that  all  ORR-funded  shelters  post  a 
notice  informing  minors  of  their  rights? 

Response:  ORR  monitors  all  care  providers  for  compliance  with  ORR  policies  and,  when 
applicable,  court  orders.  Monitors  have  been  informed  of  notice  requirements  and  will  ensure 
compliance  with  the  court  order  from  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Tanya  Chutkan.  Programs 
subject  to  the  court  order  have  also  been  notified  of  the  order.  If  ORR  receives  information  that  a 
program  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  court  order,  ORR  will  investigate  and  act  accordingly. 
Project  Officers  have  been  instructed  to  contact  each  of  the  facilities  they  oversee  to  ask  about 
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the  facility’s  compliance  with  the  court  order.  Federal  Field  Specialists  that  routinely  visit 
facilities  have  also  been  instructed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  court  order.  Facilities  not  in 
compliance  are  subject  to  corrective  actions. 

Murray  QI5:  As  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  consolidates  funding  for  refugee  support 
services ,  how  is  it  implementing  the  expectation  in  the  FY  2018  Omnibus  that  activities  funded 
in  the  Social  Services,  Targeted  Assistance,  and  Prevention  Health  be  continued  at  the  same 
funding  levels  as  in  FY  201 7? 

Response:  Under  the  proposal  presented  in  the  FY  2018  Budget  and  adopted  in  the  FY  2018 
Omnibus,  ORR  will  ensure  funding  levels  for  Social  Services,  Targeted  Assistance,  and  Refugee 
Health  Promotion  (formerly  Prevention  Health)  will  be  funded  as  close  as  possible  to  FY  2017 
levels  within  the  current  budget. 

Murray  Q16:  In  a  United  Nations  panel  on  April  10th,  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  Director 
Scott  Lloyd  said  the  Administration  is  trying  to  “improve  the  legal  framework  whereby  this 
[Unaccompanied  Children]  program  can  be  more  focused  on  those  who  have  legitimate  claims 
for  asylum  or  Special  Immigrant  Juvenile  Status.”  What  options  is  ORR  considering  to  achieve 
this  stated  goal  of  improving  processing  of  unaccompanied  children  through  the  immigration 
system,  including  changes  through  federal  rulemaking  as  well  as  internal  policies  and 
procedures? 

Response:  ORR  is  currently  working  with  DOJ  and  DHS  to  determine  how  the  three  agencies 
can  improve  the  processing  of  UACs  in  the  immigration  system. 

Murray  Q16A:  How  do  those  changes  align  with  the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act,  the 
Homeland  Security  Act,  and  the  Flores  settlement? 

Response:  Any  changes  will  align  with  the  William  Wilberforce  Trafficking  Victims  Protection 
Reauthorization  Act  of  2008,  the  Homeland  Security  Act  of  2002,  and  the  Flores  settlement 
agreement. 


Questions  from  Senator  Leahy  (VT) 

Patent  System  and  Drug  Prices: 

Brand  drugs  now  account  for  more  than  three  out  of  every  four  dollars  spent  on  prescription 
drugs.  The  administration’s  blueprint  to  lower  prescription  drug  costs  notes  that  greater 
competition  lowers  prices,  which  in  turn  benefits  patients.  Unfortunately,  abuse  of  the  patent 
system  is  delaying  patient  access  to  new,  more  affordable,  FDA-approved  medicines.  Examples 
of  this  practice  include  Hurnira,  Restasis,  and  Revlimid  and  patent  abuse  are  becoming  an 
increasingly  common  practice. 

The  FY1 9  Budget  and  the  American  Patients  First  blueprint  does  not  address,  in  any 
form,  the  increasing  use  of  our  patent  system  to  extend  monopolies  and  keep  drug  prices  high  for 
patients. 
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Leahy  Ql:  How  does  the  administration  intend  to  identify  and  tackle  clear  abuses  of  the 
patent  system  to  make  sure  that  generics  and  biosimilars  are  able  to  enter  the  market 
according  to  the  timeline  Congress  intended? 

Response:  In  2017,  FDA  Commissioner  Gottlieb  established  the  Drug  Competition  Action  Plan. 
Through  this  plan,  FDA  is  working  to  help  ensure  consumers  can  get  the  medicines  they  need  at 
affordable  prices,  including  by  helping  ensure  access  to  safe  and  effective  generic  drugs.  One  of 
the  three  major  components  of  the  plan  is  reducing  the  so-called  “gaining”  that  frustrates  and 
delays  generic  drug  approvals  and  extends  brand  monopolies  beyond  what  Congress  intended 
with  the  Hatch-Waxman  Amendments  of  1984. 

FDA  has  made  significant  progress  in  advancing  the  goals  of  the  plan.  For  example,  in  July 
2017,  the  Agency  held  a  public  meeting  on  “Administering  the  Hatch-Waxman  Amendments”  to 
gain  input  on  how  FDA  can  ensure  an  optimal  balance  between  encouraging  innovation  in  drug 
development  and  accelerating  the  availability  to  the  public  of  lower-cost  alternatives  to  brand 
name  drugs.  One  of  the  specific  issues  FDA  solicited  input  on  was  how  the  balance  struck  in  the 
Hatch-Waxman  Amendments  has  been  affected  by  practices  and  trends  related  to  patents.  This 
was  a  well-attended  and  successful  meeting,  and  over  90  substantive  comments  were  submitted 
to  the  public  docket.  The  Agency  is  currently  assessing  these  comments  as  it  continues  to 
actively  identify  new  initiatives  that  can  enhance  efforts  to  provide  more  safe,  effective,  and 
high-quality  generic  medicines  to  the  public,  and  address  “gaming,”  including  abuses  of  the 
patent  system,  that  exploits  rules  and  loopholes  in  our  system  to  delay  generic  approval  and 
thereby  extend  a  drug’s  monopoly  beyond  what  Congress  intended. 

The  FY  2019  Budget  proposal  also  includes  an  important  legislative  fix  to  address  gaming 
related  to  the  Hatch-Waxman  Amendments.  As  background,  in  the  Hatch-Waxman 
Amendments,  Congress  provided  a  period  of  180-day  exclusivity  for  certain  first  generic 
applications  as  an  incentive  for  generic  manufacturers  to  challenge  patents  on  innovator  drugs 
that  might  otherwise  prevent  approval  or  delay  generic  entry  into  the  market.  This  exclusivity, 
which  is  generally  designed  to  reward  certain  generic  drug  sponsors  with  a  finite  period  of 
marketing  exclusivity,  was  intended  to  encourage  generic  drug  development  that  might  not  have 
been  undertaken  otherwise.  In  some  cases,  however,  the  legal  framework  surrounding  this 
exclusivity  has  delayed  generic  competition  to  an  extent  that  was  not  intended  by  the  Hatch- 
Waxman  Amendments,  and  in  ways  that  do  not  serve  the  public  health.  The  FY  2019 
President’s  FDA  Budget  proposal  would  address  some  of  these  issues  by  enhancing  generic 
competition  in  areas  where  1 80-day  exclusivity  is  blocking  such  competition  for  extensive 
periods  of  time  in  certain  circumstances,  including  situations  where  first  generic  applicants  may 
be  deliberately  parking  their  1 80-day  exclusivity  to  delay  approval  of  subsequent  generic 
applicants  who  have  also  challenged  the  patents  on  the  innovator  product. 

FDA  also  prioritizes  its  work  to  facilitate  greater  availability  of  biosiinilar  and  interchangeable 
products.  Increased  access  to  these  products  should  lead  to  greater  price  competition  in  the 
biological  product  marketplace  and  help  bring  down  the  costs  of  these  important  products. 
Although  FDA  has  approved  10  marketing  applications  for  biosimilars  as  of  May  25,  2018,  we 
are  aware  that  many  of  these  approved  biosimilars  have  not  yet  been  marketed.  Although  the 
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challenges  faced  by  the  manufacturers  in  marketing  of  these  products  may  be  outside  the 
Agency’s  control,  FDA  remains  focused  on  creating  and  maintaining  a  rigorous,  modern,  and 
efficient  review  program  for  biosimilar  and  interchangeable  products. 

Building  on  the  success  of  the  Drug  Competition  Action  Plan,  described  above,  FDA  will  soon 
be  launching  a  comprehensive  Biosimilars  Action  Plan  that  will  outline  a  number  of  policies  and 
actions  the  Agency  intends  to  put  forward  to  enhance  the  efficiency  of  FDA’s  review  of 
marketing  applications  for  biosimilar  and  interchangeable  products;  to  increase  regulatory 
certainty  for  biosimilar  manufacturers  and  other  stakeholders;  to  educate  stakeholders  about 
biosimilar  and  interchangeable  products;  and  to  reduce  gaming  of  FDA  regulations  or  other 
attempts  to  unfairly  delay  market  competition. 

Lower  Drug  Costs  Abroad: 

It  is  well-documented  that  brand-name  prescription  drug  prices  in  the  United  States  exceed  the 
costs  for  the  same  brand  drug  in  other  countries.  For  the  top-selling  brand  drugs  in  the  United 
States,  the  costs  are  two-to-three  times  the  price  of  the  same  drug  overseas.  In  the 
administration’s  blueprint  on  drug  prices,  HHS  proposes  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  USTR  to  ’"address  the  unfair  disparity  between  drug  prices  in 
America  and  other  developed  countries”  through  “appropriate  regulatory  changes  and  seeking 
legislative  solutions.” 

Leahy  Q2:  Is  there  any  evidence  of  a  pharmaceutical  company  lowering  the  price  of  a  brand 
drug  in  the  U.S.  because  of  a  price  increase  in  another  country? 

Response:  U.S.  consumers  and  taxpayers  generally  pay  more  for  brand  drugs  than  do  consumers 
and  taxpayers  in  other  OECD  countries.  In  effect,  other  countries  are  not  paying  an  appropriate 
share  of  the  necessary  research  and  development  to  bring  innovative  drugs  to  the  market  and  are 
instead  freeriding  off  of  U.S.  consumers  and  taxpayers.  As  part  of  President  Trump’s  blueprint 
on  drug  prices,  “American  Patients  First,”  HHS  is  actively  reviewing  what  can  be  done  to  reduce 
the  pricing  disparity  and  spread  the  burden  for  incentivizing  new  drug  development  more  equally 
between  the  U.S.  and  other  developed  countries. 

Leahy  Q2A:  What  policies ,  if  any,  are  the  administration  considering  that  would  compel 
pharmaceutical  companies  to  lower  drug  prices  in  the  United  States  as  a  result  of  our  trade 
agreements? 

Response:  As  part  of  President  Trump’s  blueprint  on  drug  prices,  “American  Patients  First,” 
HHS  is  actively  reviewing  what  can  be  done  to  reduce  the  pricing  disparity  and  spread  the 
burden  for  incentivizing  new  drug  development  more  equally  between  the  U.S.  and  other 
developed  countries. 

Family  Separation 

The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  recently  announced  that  it  will  implement  a  “zero 
tolerance”  policy  and  refer  100  percent  of  adults  illegally  crossing  the  border  for  criminal 
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prosecution  -  even  if  they  arrive  with  children.  This  will  establish  a  de  facto  family  separation 
policy,  forcibly  breaking  up  families  and  sending  children  into  the  custody  of  your  agency.  DHS 
has  thus  far  refused  to  make  public  its  memo  outlining  this  new  “zero  tolerance”  policy. 

Leahy  03:  Given  your  agency’s  formal  role  in  housing  and  caring  for  children  separated 
from  their  families  at  the  border ,  has  your  agency  issued  any  memoranda  or  guidance  to 
accompany  DHS’  zero  tolerance”  policy  memo?  If  so,  can  you  please  provide  all  such 
documents  to  this  Committee? 

Response:  ORR  continues  to  implement  the  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  (UAC)  Program  in 
compliance  with  federal  law  and  the  Flores  settlement  agreement,  and  to  provide  care  to  all  UAC 
in  its  custody.  ORR  has  not  issued  any  guidance  because  additional  guidance  is  not  necessary. 

Leahy  Q4:  Have  you  estimated  how  many  additional  children  will  end  up  in  the  care  of  the 
Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement  (ORR)  as  a  result  of  the  Trump  administration 's  new  zero 
tolerance  ” policy ? 

Response:  HHS  is  working  closely  with  our  DHS  partners  to  anticipate  and  plan  for  the 
potential  number  of  unaccompanied  alien  children  (UAC)  referrals  and  their  length  of  stay  in  our 
care.  Historically,  the  timing  and  number  of  UAC  referred  to  HHS  each  year  for  care  and 
custody  has  been  difficult  to  predict  with  any  certainty  and  the  Department  assesses  need  for 
capacity  growth  or  decline  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

Leahy  Q4A:  Have  you  estimated  the  increased  cost  associated  with  this  influx  of  children? 

Response:  We  are  working  closely  with  our  DHS  partners  to  understand  the  potential  impacts 
on  the  UAC  program,  including  number  of  referrals,  length  of  stay  in  our  care,  capacity  needs, 
and  cost  estimates.  As  always,  this  program  is  very  unpredictable  and  we  will  continue  to  work 
with  Congress  as  we  leam  more. 

Leahy  Q4B:  Will  you  submit  an  updated  budget  request  for  ORR  to  reflect  these  costs? 

Response:  HHS  is  closely  monitoring  its  shelter  capacity  needs  in  coordination  with  our 
interagency  partners,  evaluating  its  resource  needs  and,  if  necessary,  will  seek  to  maximize 
currently  available  resources  and  authorities.  As  always,  we  will  continue  to  work  with 
Congress  as  we  leam  more. 

Leahy  Q5:  Please  provide  the  average  duration  in  ORR  for  unaccompanied  children  on  a 
monthly  basis  for  FY  2014  through  FY  2018  (to  date).

I,cah\  06:  Reports  confirm  that  your  agency  is  inspecting  four  military  instillations  for  their 
suitability  to  shelter  unaccompanied  minors  and  children  separated  from  their  families  at  the 
border.  The  Obama  administration  resorted  to  temporarily  sheltering  children  in  military 
installations  after  an  unexpected  surge  in  border  crossings  by  unaccompanied  minors.  However, 
your  agency  is  proactively  searching  for  more  space  to  house  children.  These  inspections  comes 
just  weeks  after  the  Trump  administration  announced  a  new  “zero  tolerance”  prosecution  policy 
that  will  separate  potentially  thousands  of  additional  children  from  their  families  and  send  them 
into  your  agency’s  care.  How  many  additional  children  is  your  agency  expecting  to  shelter  in 
these  military  installations  as  a  result  of  the  Trump  administration ’s  new  “ zero  tolerance ” 
prosecution  policy? 

Response:  HHS  is  closely  working  with  our  DHS  partners  to  anticipate  and  plan  for  the 
potential  number  of  unaccompanied  alien  children  (UAC)  referrals  and  their  length  of  stay  in  our 
care.ORR  uses  influx  care  facilities  only  until  space  in  a  state- licensed  care  facility  is  available. 
Prudent  planning  requires  HHS  to  proactively  search  for  more  space  to  house  UAC  during  an 
influx  situation.  Similar  to  recent  years,  1IHS  is  considering  whether  military  facilities  are  a 
viable  option  for  use  as  influx  care  facilities.  No  final  decisions  have  been  made  at  this  time  and 
HHS  continues  to  evaluate  the  situation  on  an  ongoing  basis.  As  always,  this  program  is  very 
unpredictable  and  we  will  continue  to  work  with  Congress  as  we  learn  more. 

Leahy  07:  Will  these  military  installations  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  standards 
applying  to  HHS  facilities  currently  sheltering  unaccompanied  minors  and  children  separated 
from  their  families  at  the  border? 
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Response:  HHS  has  policies  in  place  for  all  influx  care  facilities  that  are  in  compliance  with  the 
Flores  agreement.  These  policies  are  found  in  Section  1 .7  of  the  ORR  Guide:  Children  Entering 
the  United  States  Unaccompanied.  In  the  event  a  military  base  is  used  to  house  UACs,  the 
policies  in  Section  1.7  would  apply. 

Leahy  Q8:  W ///  uniformed  and  armed  military  personnel  he  assigned  duties  that  require  them 
to  interact  with  children  sheltered  at  these  military  installations? 

Response:  No.  HHS  remains  responsible  for  the  care,  supervision,  and  services  for  all  UAC  in 
HHS  custody.  Consistent  with  past  practice,  HHS  only  occupies  unused  portions  of  DoD 
installations. 

Refugee  Resettlement 

For  Fiscal  Year  2018,  the  Trump  administration  established  a  refugee  admissions  level  of  45,000 
-  a  historic  low  particularly  when  considering  the  scale  of  the  global  humanitarian  crisis  we  face. 
But  even  more  troubling,  as  of  May  -  more  than  midway  through  the  current  fiscal  year  -  only 
12,000  or  so  refugees  have  been  resettled.  At  this  pace,  the  administration  will  not  even  resettle 
half  of  the  45,000  refugees  it  has  committed  to  admitting  this  fiscal  year. 

Leahy  Q9:  What  are  the  Office  of  Refugee  Resettlement’s  projections  for  the  number  of 
refugees  it  expects  to  serve  and  resettle  for  the  remainder  of  Fiscal  Year  2018? 

Response:  ORR  does  not  have  a  role  in  the  admission  of  refugees  and  is  therefore  not  in  the 
best  position  to  estimate  the  number  of  refugees  that  will  arrive.  ORR  will  continue  to  provide 
sendees  to  all  refugees  who  apply  and  meet  eligibility  requirements. 


Low  Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program: 

In  January  of  this  year,  44  Senators  and  I  wrote  to  the  President  in  support  of  including  funding 
for  the  Low  Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP)  in  the  President’s  FY19 
Budget.  Unfortunately,  the  Administration  chose  to  again  eliminate  this  lifesaving  program.  In  a 
response  to  our  letter.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  Director  Mulvaney  cited  a 
GAO  report  from  2010,  which  observed  patterns  of  fraud  and  abuse  in  the  program  as  one  of  the 
justifications  for  eliminating  funding.  OMB  Director  Mulvaney’ s  letter  contends  that  taxpayer 
dollars  need  to  be  spent  efficiently  and  in  an  accountable  manner  and  that  LIHEAP  is  susceptible 
to  fraud  and  abuse.  GAO’s  2010  report  makes  six  recommendations  which,  according  to  GAO, 
were  all  implemented  even  before  the  report  was  released. 

Leahy  Q10:  If  HHS  has  indeed  implemented  all  of  GAO’s  recommendations ,  as  GAO  has 
noted,  what  new  examples  can  you  provide  regarding  whether  the  program  still  susceptible  to 
fraud  and  abuse,  and  how  so? 

Response:  The  program’s  susceptibility  to  fraud  and  abuse  is  only  one  of  the  reasons  for  not 
funding  LIHEAP.  LIHEAP  is  not  the  only  program  helping  low-income  households  pay  their 
heating  and  cooling  bills.  State  and  local  governments  provide  significant  funding  assistance, 
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and  the  majority  of  states  prohibit  utilities  from  discontinuing  a  household’s  energy  in  periods  of 
severe  weather. 

Leahy  Q1 1 :  Families  in  Vermont  often  have  to  make  impossible  choices  between  putting  food 
on  the  table,  medical  care  or  home  heating.  Do  you  believe  assisting  low  income  families  with 
heating  costs  is  a  worthy  objective? 

Response:  LIHEAP  is  not  the  only  program  helping  low-income  households  pay  their  heating 
and  cooling  bills.  State  and  local  governments  provide  significant  funding  assistance,  and  the 
majority  of  states  prohibit  utilities  from  discontinuing  a  household’s  energy  in  periods  of  severe 
weather. 

Leahy  Q12:  Do  you  support  elimination  of  the  LIHEAP  Program?  If  so,  why? 

Response:  The  HHS  Budget  reflects  a  commitment  to  exercising  fiscal  stewardship  by 
streamlining  government  services  and  making  the  best  possible  use  of  taxpayer  dollars.  We  are 
proposing  the  elimination  of  this  program  to  prioritize  funding  for  other  human  services 
activities.  LIHEAP  is  not  the  only  program  helping  low-income  households  pay  their  heating 
and  cooling  bills. 

Questions  from  Senator  Durbin  (ID 

Child  Trauma. 

Experiencing  traumatic  events — such  as  witnessing  violence  or  a  parent’s  opioid  addiction — can 
create  toxic  stress  on  a  young  child’s  developing  brain  and  body.  Exposure  to  these  sorts  of 
traumas  (also  known  as  adverse  childhood  experiences)  at  a  young  age  increases  the  likelihood 
that  children  enter  the  foster  care  system,  misuse  substances,  face  mental  health  challenges,  or 
develop  chronic  diseases — all  health  consequences  that  the  Department  seeks  to  address  through 
various  grant  programs.  Effective  interventions  and  tools  exist  to  mitigate  the  impact  of  trauma 
and  to  prevent  long-tenn  negative  health  outcomes,  such  as  by  strengthening  protective  factors, 
building  nurturing  environments,  encouraging  trauma-informed  practices,  and  building  strong 
two-generational  interventions.  It  is  imperative  that  these  child-serving  systems  that  may  come 
into  contact  with  children  and  families  that  have  experienced  trauma  have  the  training  and 
resources  to  identify  and  support  such  children  with  appropriate  interventions  and  referral 
systems. 

Along  with  Senator  Cap i  to  and  leadership  of  this  Subcommittee,  I  included  report 
language  in  the  FY18  Senate  Labor-HHS-ED  appropriations  bill,  which  was  effectuated  with 
enactment  of  the  Omnibus  appropriations  bill  addressing  activities  under  the  Department  related 
to  children  exposed  to  trauma  (bill-wide  directive  found  on  page  14  of  Senate  Report  1 1 5- 
150).  The  report  language  encourages  the  Department  to  “examine  practices  already  supported 
by  Federal  agencies  and  solicit  public  feedback  in  order  to  identify,  recommend,  and  disseminate 
best  practices  for  the  identification,  referral,  and  implementation  of  trauma- informed 
interventions  in  child  and  youth- serving  settings”  and  “promote  programs  that  incorporate 
trauma-informed  best  practices.”  Indeed,  helping  children  and  families  cope  with  traumatic 
experiences  can  help  uplift  our  communities  and  improve  health  outcomes,  and  is  a  cost- 
effective  way  to  fulfill  the  mission  of  the  Department. 
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Durbin  Ql:  How  is  your  Department  implementing  this  report  language  to  better  support 
children  who  have  faced  traumatic  experiences? 

Response:  The  Department  continues  to  enhance  coordination,  identify  trauma- in  formed  best 
practices,  and  promote  programs  to  identify,  appropriately  refer,  and  implement  supportive 
interventions  for,  children  and  their  families  who  have  experienced  trauma. 

The  HHS  Strategic  Plan,  FY  2018-2022  addresses  trauma  as  part  of  our  strategic  goal  to 
strengthen  the  economic  and  social  well-being  of  Americans  across  the  lifespan.  The  Strategic 
Plan  recognizes  how  trauma  has  lasting  adverse  effects  on  the  individual’s  functioning  and 
mental,  physical,  social,  emotional,  or  spiritual  well-being.  HHS  supports  multiple  trauma- 
informed  care  initiatives'1  to  integrate  a  trauma- in  formed  approach  into  health,  behavioral  health, 
and  related  systems,  to  reduce  tile  harmful  effects  of  trauma  and  violence  on  individuals, 
families,  and  communities.  HHS  also  works  across  the  Federal  Government,  and  with  States, 
territories.  Tribes,  and  faith -based  and  community  organizations,  to  address  trauma  associated 
with  injuries  and  violence. 

The  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Planning  and  Evaluation  (ASPE)  has  initiated  an 
informal  interagency  working  group  on  child  trauma  that  includes  partners  within  HHS,  such  as 
Administration  on  Children  and  Families,  the  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration,  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention,  and  the  Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health 
Administration  fSAMHSA),  along  with  federal  partners  in  agencies  outside  HHS,  including  the 
Departments  of  Justice,  Education,  and  Labor.  ASPE  hosts  a  monthly  call  of  this  working  group 
for  the  purpose  of  coordination  of  federal  efforts  on  child  trauma,  and  is  working  to  understand 
both  the  scope  of  work  across  agencies  and  any  coordination  efforts  on  the  ground  in  local 
communities  receiving  federal  funding  for  trauma- informed  interventions  for  children,  youth, 
and  their  families. 

HHS  funds  23  State  health  departments  through  the  Core  State  Violence  and  Injury  Prevention 
Program,4  which  helps  States  implement,  evaluate,  and  disseminate  strategies  that  address  the 
most  pressing  injury  and  violence  issues,  including  child  abuse  and  neglect,  traumatic  brain 
injury,  domestic  violence,  and  sexual  violence.  HHS  also  works  across  the  Federal  Government, 
and  with  States,  territories,  Tribes,  and  faith-based  and  community  organizations,  to  address 
trauma  associated  with  injuries  and  violence. 

For  example,  we  will  expand  bullying  prevention  and  youth  dating  violence  prevention 
partnerships  to  support  safety  and  well-being.  We  will  assess,  and  increase,  the  capacity  of 
medical  and  behavioral  health  practitioners,  nonprofits,  laith- based  and  community 
organizations,  licensed  social  workers,  child  welfare  professionals,  housing  authorities,  and 
public  health  agencies  to  provide  comprehensive  and  survivor-informed  services  for  victims  of 
human  trafficking.  HHS  will  enhance  the  cultural  competence  of  the  workforce  in  the  delivery 
of  social  services  to  children,  youth,  and  families  through  research,  technical  assistance,  and 
training,  including  information  on  addressing  and  mitigating  the  impact  of  trauma.  We  will  also

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support  the  integration  of  trauma-informed,  family- focused  behavioral  health  services  with 
pediatric  primary  care. 

Most  recently,  the  HI  IS  Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration  and  the 
Administration  of  Children  and  Families  co-hosted  a  human  trafficking  and  child  trauma  expert 
panel  meeting  on  May  2-3,  2018,  to  inform  recommendations  on  how  to  strengthen  prevention, 
clinical  care  and  coordination,  and  the  availability  of  resources  and  technical  assistance  to 
address  both  the  impact  of  exploitation  and  to  mitigate  trauma  that  puts  individuals  at  greater  risk 
for  human  trafficking. 

HRS  A  supports  several  programs  for  health  care,  clinician  training,  and  research  to  improve 
access  for  vulnerable  and  underserved  populations,  many  of  whom  have  experienced  or 
witnessed  trauma,  1 IRSA  supports  programs  that  train  pediatric  primary  care  providers  to 
recognize  exposures  to  adverse  childhood  experiences,  as  well  as  programs  that  promote  trauma 
informed  care  in  school-based  settings.  The  Bright  Futures:  Guidelines  for  Health  Supervision  of 
Infants,  Children,  and  Adolescents  provides  evidence-driven  recommendations  for  health  care 
professionals  to  address  during  well-child  visits,  including  social  determinants  of  health  such  as 
poverty,  parental  mental  illness  or  substance  use,  and  parental  incarceration.  HRSA  also  leads  a 
federal  interagency  effort  to  improve  emergency  care  for  children  experiencing  mental  health 
crisis  in  rural  areas,  which  encourages  identification,  referral,  and  treatment  of  trauma. 
Additionally,  HRSA  has  developed  and  adopted  an  agency-wide  Strategy  to  Address  Intimate 
Partner  Violence,  committing  to  making  a  systems-levei  impact  on  intimate  partner  violence  and 
trauma  awareness,  screening,  and  treatment  across  the  health  care  and  public  health  sectors. 

ASPE  is  also  funding  research  in  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  that  will  formally  scan  federal 
agencies  to  identify  supported  approaches  and  promote  programs  that  incorporate  trauma- 
informed  best  practices  aimed  at  building  resilience  in  children,  youth  and  their  families. 
Previously,  as  part  of  the  Behavioral  Health  Coordinating  Committee,  ASPE  participated  in 
efforts  to  compile  the  I II  IS  Guide  to  Trauma-informed  Human  Sendees5,  an  online  compendium 
of  federal  and  federally  supported  resources  that  provides  an  introduction  to  the  topic  of  trauma 
and  a  roadmap  to  information  relevant  to  human  services  agencies. 

The  Children’s  Health  Act  of  2000  authorized  the  Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Sendees 
Administration  (SAMHSA)  to  develop  a  national  grant  program  to  focus  on  child  and  adolescent 
trauma,  the  National  Child  Traumatic  Stress  Initiative  (NCTSI).  The  purpose  of  the  NCTSI  is  to 
improve  the  quality  of  trauma  treatment  and  services  in  communities  for  children,  adolescents, 
and  their  families  who  experience  or  witness  traumatic  events,  and  to  increase  access  to  effective 
trauma-focused  treatment  and  services  for  children  and  adolescents  throughout  the  nation. 

The  initiative  addresses  child  trauma  issues  by  creating  a  national  network  of  grantees — the 
National  Child  Traumatic  Stress  Network  (NCTSN)  or  Network — that  works  collaboratively  to 
develop  and  promote  effective  trauma  treatment  and  services  for  children,  adolescents,  and  their 
families.  The  NCTSN  is  a  unique  network  of  frontline  providers,  family  members,  researchers, 
and  national  partners  committed  to  changing  the  course  of  children’s  lives  by  improving  their 
care  and  moving  scientific  gains  quickly  into  practice  across  the  United  States.

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The  NCTSN  is  comprised  of  three  types  of  centers: 

•  The  National  Center  for  Child  Traumatic  Stress  (NCCTS)  -  (Category  I)  develops  and 
maintains  the  collaborative  network  structure,  supports  resource  development  and 
dissemination,  and  coordinates  the  Network’s  national  child  trauma  education  and 
training  efforts. 

•  The  Treatment  and  Service  Adaptation  Centers  (TSA)  -  (Category  II)  are  intended  to 
have  broad  geographic  coverage  and  expertise  in  a  range  of  trauma  areas,  service 
systems,  settings,  and  populations.  TSA  eenters  provide  training  and  consultation  to 
support  the  specialized  adaptation  and  implementation  of  effective  evidence- based 
treatment  and  service  approaches  for  communities  across  the  Nation. 

•  The  Community  Treatment  and  Services  Centers  -  (Category  III)  provide  and  increase 
access  to  effective  trauma- focused  treatment  and  services  in  community  settings  and 
youth- serving  systems. 

The  NCTSN  Learning  Center  for  Child  and  Adolescent  Trauma,  https://nctsn.org,  offers  over 
300  web-based  training  resources  that  has  supported  approximately  200,000  users  across  the 
country.  In  addition,  the  Learning  Center  hosts  live  training  events.  The  dissemination  of 
standardized,  effective,  trauma- informed  clinical  interventions  is  a  central  means  by  which  the 
NCTSN  seeks  to  advance  the  standard  of  care  for  traumatized  children  and  to  increase  the 
nation’s  capacity  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  children.  In  recognition  of  the  diverse  needs  of  the 
child  and  adolescent  populations  served  by  NCTSN  sites  across  the  country,  over  30 
interventions  and  treatments  developed  or  adapted  by  the  NCTSN  have  spanned  a  continuum  of 
evidence-based  and  evidence-supported  interventions  ranging  from  rigorously  evaluated 
interventions  to  promising  and  newly-emerging  practices. 


Maternal  and  Infant  Mortality. 

The  U.S.  is  one  of  only  13  countries  in  the  world  where  new  moms  are  dying  at  rates  higher 
today  than  they  were  25  years  ago.  Women  of  color  are  three  to  four  times  more  l  ikely  to  die 
from  pregnancy-related  complications  than  white  women.  Our  babies  are  not  faring  better — in 
1960,  the  U.S.  ranked  12th  among  developed  countries  in  infant  mortality.  Today,  we  rank  32nd 
out  of  35.  Black  infants  in  America  are  twice  as  likely  to  die  as  white  infants.  We  know  that 
increasing  women’s  access  to  health  care  would  help  -  which  is  why  we  should  not  allow  “junk 
plans”  that  exclude  maternity  benefits  and  why  the  18  states  who  have  refused  to  expand 
Medicaid  should  do  so  immediately. 

Durbin  02:  But,  what  else  should  HHS  be  doing  to  address  this  problem? 

Response:  HRSA  is  committed  to  improving  the  health  of  women,  infants  and  children 
including  addressing  disparities  in  maternal  and  infant  mortality  and  morbidity.  The  response  to 
Q2A  below  includes  additional  descriptions  of  HRSA’s  ongoing  investments  to  address  maternal 
and  infant  mortality  and  morbidity.  HRSA  programs  focus  on  continuous  quality  improvement 
and  ways  to  improve  our  impact,  as  well  as  enhance  the  capacity  of  states  and  stakeholders  to 
address  these  public  health  issues.  For  example,  HRSA  supports  the  Alliance  for  Innovation  on 
Maternal  1  lealth  and  Safety  Initiative,  or  AIM,  a  national  data-driven  maternal  safety  and  quality 
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improvement  initiative  that  implements  maternal  safety  bundles  -  small,  straightforward  sets  of 
evidence-based  practices  that,  when  performed  collectively  and  reliably,  have  been  proven  to 
improve  patient  outcomes  -  within  birthing  facilities  to  address  leading  causes  of  maternal  death, 
such  as  hemorrhage  and  hypertension.  Through  AIM,  HRS  A  works  directly  with  women’s  health 
practitioners  in  birthing  facilities  reaching  1,780.000  annual  births  or  45  percent  of  all  annual 
births  in  the  U.S.  In  FY2018,  HRSA  is  doubling  the  investment  in  AIM  to  $2  million  to  support 
the  existing  state  teams  and  add  25  new  state-based  teams.  Further  expansion  of  evidence-based 
safety  bundles  in  all  states  would  increase  the  chances  of  improving  outcomes  such  as  those 
we’ve  seen  with  AIM  investment  to  date. 

As  another  example,  HRSA  is  building  on  early  successes  from  its  Collaborative  Improvement 
and  Innovation  Network  (CoIIN)  on  Infant  Mortality  which  seeks  to  reduce  infant  mortality  in 
areas  with  high  annual  rates,  as  well  as  disparities  in  infant  mortality  and  related  perinatal 
outcomes,  through  support  of  collaborative  improvement,  collaborative  innovation,  and  the 
spread  and  scale  of  best  practices  to  reduce  infant  mortality.  The  CoIIN  launched  in  2012  at  the 
request  of  southern  state  health  officials,  and  was  the  first  multi-state  public  health  quality 
improvement  initiative  to  address  infant  mortality.  A  recent  study  led  by  HRSA  researchers 
evaluated  data  from  201 1-2014,  comparing  outcomes  before  and  after  the  CoIlN’s  original  18-24 
month  project  period  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  Regions  IV/V1J0  Early 
elective  delivery  decreased  by  22  percent  in  the  South,  versus  14  percent  in  other  regions. 
Alabama  and  Louisiana  showed  the  largest  reductions  in  the  nation  at  more  than  40  percent. 
Results  in  the  South  also  showed  that  the  rates  of  stopping  smoking  during  pregnancy  increased 
by  7  percent,  infant  back  sleep  position  increased  by  5  percent,  and  preterm  birth  fell  by  4 
percent;  other  regions  only  showed  improvements  of  2  percent  for  each  of  the  outcomes 
measured.  Preliminary  data  indicating  CoIIN’s  success  in  the  South  and  in  the  subsequent 
national  expansion  to  ail  states  (2014-2017)  led  to  current  HRSA  support  of  four  IM  CoIIN 
teams  aiming  to  improve  preconception  health,  increase  use  of  early  prenatal  care,  increase,  safe 
sleep  practices,  and  address  social  determinants  of  health.  Twenty-one  states  are  participating  in 
the  current  phase  of  IM  CoIIN. 

Durbin  Q2A:  What  HHS  programs  are  most  important  for  improving  maternal  and  infant 
health  outcomes  ami  addressing  these  stark  racial  disparities? 

Response:  HRSA  supports  several  programs  and  activities  to  improve  the  health  of  America’s 
mothers,  infants,  and  children  in  order  to  ensure  that  all  children  and  families  are  healthy  and 
thriving,  and  have  a  fair  shot  at  reaching  their  fullest  potential.  The  HRSA-supported  Title  V 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  Services  Block  Grant  program,  a  federal-state  partnership,  helps 
reduce  health  disparities,  improves  access  to  health  care,  and  improve  the  quality  of  health  care 
for  mothers  and  children  in  59  states  and  territories.  Title  V  federal  funds,  combined  with  state 
investments,  support  service  systems  that  address  maternal  and  child  health  needs  identified  by 
each  state  such  as  reducing  infant  mortality;  assuring  access  to  care  for  all  mothers  and  children; 
providing  comprehensive  care  for  all  women  before,  during,  and  after  pregnancy  and  childbirth; 
providing  preventive  and  primary  care  services  for  all  infants,  children,  and  adolescents;  and 
providing  comprehensive  care  for  children  and  adolescents  with  special  health  care  needs. 
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HRSA  also  supports  community-based  strategies  to  reduce  disparities  in  infant  mortality  and 
improve  perinatal  outcomes  for  women  and  children  in  high-risk  communities  through  the 
Healthy  Start  program.  Healthy  Start  empowers  high-risk  women  and  their  families  to  identify 
and  access  comprehensive  health  and  social  services  to  improve  the  health  of  mothers  and 
children  before,  during,  and  after  pregnancy.  Healthy  Start  targets  communities  with  infant 
mortality  rates  that  are  at  least  IV2  times  the  U.S.  national  average  and/or  with  high  indicators  of 
poor  perinatal  outcomes,  particularly  among  non-I  lispanic  Black  and  other  disproportionately 
affected  populations.  Healthy  Start  funds  100  competitive  grants  that  reach  127  counties  in  37 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Another  key  program  in  improving  maternal  health  outcomes  is  HRSA’s  Alliance  for  Innovation 
in  Maternal  Health  Initiative  (AIM).  AIM  seeks  to  prevent  maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  severe 
maternal  morbidity  by  working  with  states  and  hospitals  to  implement  maternal  safety  bundles  - 
small,  straightforward  sets  of  evidence-based  practices  that,  when  performed  collectively  and 
reliably,  have  been  proven  to  improve  patient  outcomes.  AIM  is  working  with  13  states  and  more 
than  667  hospitals  and  targets  complications  including  obstetric  hemorrhage,  severe 
hypertension,  and  venous  thromboembolism,  and  also  seeks  to  avoid  low-risk  primary  cesarean 
births  and  reduce  racial  disparities  associated  with  prenatal  care.  Additionally,  HRSA  is  working 
to  improve  women’s  health  prior  to  pregnancy  by  focusing  on  women’s  preventive  services. 
Through  a  coalition  of  experts,  HRSA  maintains  the  Women’s  Preventive  Services  Guidelines 
which  identifies  certain  preventive  health  screenings  and  services  to  be  provided  without  cost¬ 
sharing.  These  guidelines  help  ensure  women  have  access  to  standard  level  of  care. 

Lastly,  HRSA  supports  voluntary,  evidence-based  home  visiting  sendees  during  pregnancy  and 
to  parents  with  young  children  up  to  kindergarten  entry  through  the  Maternal,  Infant  and  Early 
Childhood  Home  Visiting  (MIECHV)  Program.  Among  the  ways  the  program  seeks  to  improve 
the  lives  of  children  and  families,  the  MIECHV  program  focuses  on  improving  maternal  and 
child  health  outcomes.  In  these  voluntary  programs,  trained  professionals  meet  regularly  with 
expectant  parents  or  families  with  young  children  in  their  homes,  building  strong,  positive 
relationships  with  families  who  want  and  need  support.  MIECHV  state  and  territory  grantees 
provided  nearly  4.2  million  visits  from  FY  2012  through  FY  2017.  In  FY  2017  states  reported 
serving  more  than  156,000  parents  and  children  in  893  counties  across  all  50  states,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  five  territories.  In  addition,  a  recent  report  on  maternal  mortality  review 
committee  data  showed  mental  health  conditions  (including  substance  use  disorders)  to  be  one  of 
the  leading  causes  of  pregnancy-related  death.  The  MIECHV  Program  supports  mothers  who 
experience  depression  by  providing  support,  resources  and  referrals,  as  needed.  In  FY  2016,  44 
states  reported  comparable  data  on  maternal  depression.  The  overall  screening  rate  among  these 
44  states  was  82  percent,  with  15  states  reporting  screening  rates  of  95  percent  or  more. 

Durbin  Q2B:  Do  you  believe  that  the  Medicaid  program  should  cover  postpartum  care  for 
longer  than  the  currently  required  two  months? 

Response:  We  are  committed  to  making  sure  the  right  patient  gets  the  right  treatment  at  the 
right  time.  While  the  Federal  government  establishes  general  guidelines  for  Medicaid,  states 
design,  implement  and  administer  their  own  programs.  HHS  believes  that  States  understand  best 
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the  unique  needs  of  their  residents  and  has  committed  to  restoring  balance  to  the  Federal  and 
State  partnership.  Through  our  Maternal  and  Infant  Health  Initiative,  which  is  designed  to 
improve  the  rate  and  content  of  postpartum  visits  and  increase  the  use  of  effective  methods  of 
contraception  among  women  in  Medicaid  and  CHIP,  CMS  works  to  provide  States  with  the 
information  they  need  to  inform  their  policies.  Through  this  initiative,  CMS  has  offered  states 
several  reports,  webinars,  and  opportunities  to  share  best  practices.  In  addition,  to  support 
HHS's  maternal  and  perinatal  health- focused  efforts,  CMS  recently  identified  a  core  set  of 
measures  for  voluntary  reporting  by  state  Medicaid  and  CHIP  agencies  that  will  be  used  by  CMS 
to  measure  and  evaluate  progress  toward  improvement  of  maternal  and  perinatal  health  in 
Medicaid  and  CHIP. 

Opioids/CDC  Guidelines  for  Doctors. 

Pharmaceutical  companies  bear  the  lion’s  share  of  blame  for  today’s  opioid  epidemic — for 
misleading  doctors  and  the  public  about  the  risks  of  opioids  and  for  over-producing  prescription 
painkillers  (14  billion).  But  from  there,  opioids  get  to  Americans  from  a  prescription  pad 
— for  every  100  patients  who  receive  a  one-week  opioid  prescription,  9  of  them  will  still  be 
taking  opioids  one  year  later. 

Four  out  of  five  recent  heroin  initiates  report  prior  nonmedical  pain  reliever  use — 

The  CDC  recognizes  that  the  medical  community  must  be  part  of  the  solution  and  employ 
more  responsible  opioid  prescribing.  The  CDC  released  the  “Opioid  Prescribing  Guidelines  for 
Chronic  Pain,”  a  guideline  that  was  sent  to  every  practitioner  nationwide.  These  guidelines  are 
clear — they  state:  “in  general,  do  not  prescribe  opioids  as  the  first  line  treatment,”  and 
recommend  “less  than  3  day  supply  for  acute  pain.” 

Durbin  Q3:  Should  opioid  prescribes  have  to  go  undergo  mandatory  training  on  the  latest 
knowledge  about  the  risks  and  benefits  of  opioids? 

Response:  The  Department  is  engaging  on  multiple  fronts  with  respect  to  education  of  health 
care  providers,  and  in  particular,  prescribers,  on  the  risks  and  benefits  of  opioids. 

CDC  supports  the  education  of  prescribers  on  the  risks  and  benefits  of  opioids  as  well  as  safe  and 
effective  pain  management,  including  the  recommendations  included  within  the  CDC  Guideline. 
While  enacting  and  executing  decisions  around  mandatory  education  of  providers  falls  outside  of 
CDC’s  purview  as  an  agency,  CDC  would  encourage  the  widespread  dissemination  and 
education  of  safer  opioid  prescribing  practices  given  that  such  guidance  is  informed  by  the  best 
available  scientific  data.  The  ways  in  which  CDC  encourages  the  uptake  and  use  of  the 
recommendations  within  the  Guideline  include  the  sharing  of  the  Guideline  document  itself,  as 
well  as  other  resources  developed  through  various  channels.  CDC  has  created  an  interactive 
training  series  and  a  webinar  series  for  healthcare  providers  that  offer  the  ability  to  earn 
continuing  education  credits.  The  interactive,  web-based  training  features  self-paced  learning, 
case-based  content,  knowledge  checks,  and  integrated  resources  to  help  healthcare  providers  gain 
a  deeper  understanding  of  the  Guideline.  Another  way  in  which  CDC  is  working  to 
operationalize  Guideline  recommendations  within  clinical  practice  is  through  the  development 
and  piloting  of  Guideline-informed  quality  improvement  (QI)  measures.  CDC  has  developed 
voluntary  QI  measures,  aligned  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Guideline,  which  are 
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intended  to  support  practice  improvement  for  primary  care  practices  by  tracking  opioid 
prescribing  and  providing  feedback  to  clinicians  through  a  data  dashboard. 

C DC -funded  state  health  departments  also  are  involved  with  a  wide  breadth  of  work  related  to 
provider  outreach  and  education.  One  particular  strategy  to  align  opioid  prescribing  practices 
with  Guideline  recommendations  is  to  implement  academic  detailing,  a  practice  where  unbiased 
and  evidence-based  information  is  presented  to  medical  providers  to  affect  behavior  change.  The 
in-person  and  one-on-one  academic  detailing  session  is  based  on  principles  of  social  marketing 
and  the  health  behavior  model.  Across  CDC’s  program  portfolio,  each  funded  state  has  different 
programmatic  goals  and  resources  for  planning  and  implementing  provider  outreach  and 
education.  Currently,  about  a  third  of  the  states  funded  through  CDC’s  Prevention  for  States 
program  are  engaging  in  work  that  use  the  principles  of  academic  detailing  as  a  model  to  drive 
behavior  change  among  providers. 

Specific  to  medical  education,  CDC  sees  a  benefit  in  facilitating  the  use  and  uptake  of  the 
Guideline  within  curricula  across  the  continuum  of  medical  education,  including  medical 
education  programs,  residency  training  and  transition  into  the  clinical  workforce,  and  continuing 
medical  education.  Shortly  following  the  release  of  its  Guideline,  CDC  engaged  with  60  medical 
schools  that  previously  had  pledged  to  incorporate  some  aspect  of  the  Guideline  within  their 
respective  educational  curricula  for  the  forthcoming  academic  year.  While  the  discussions  were 
beneficial,  CDC  learned  that  each  academic  institution  operates  very  differently  and  that  there  is 
inherent  value  for  organizations  to  share  and  learn  promising  strategies  from  their  peers,  as 
opposed  to  from  CDC  as  a  federal  entity. 

To  that  end,  CDC  has  newly  initiated  work  toward  the  planning  and  implementation  of  a 
convening  of  leaders  across  the  continuum  of  medical  education,  in  order  to  highlight  best 
practices  and  strategies  in  aligning  curricula,  training,  and  continuing  education  with  safer  opioid 
prescribing  practices,  including  those  enumerated  within  the  Guideline.  CDC  aims  to  engage 
leaders  and  program  directors  who  represent  entities  across  undergraduate  and  graduate  medical 
education,  residency  training  programs,  and  faculty  continuing  medical  education  programs. 

Such  individuals  may  include,  but  may  not  be  limited  to,  those  at  the  highest  level  of  leadership 
(i.e..  Deans  of  Medical  Schools,  Heads  of  Residency  Programs),  those  who  direct  curricula 
development  and  implementation,  and  any  others  who  make  decisions  on  behalf  of  entities 
whom  we  would  want  to  engage  through  this  work.  As  a  result  of  this  convening,  CDC  would 
aim  to  have  in  place  an  implementation  guide  highlighting  strategies  across  the  continuum  of 
medical  education  and  clinical  training  that  would  be  of  value  to  the  broader  field.  Additional 
outcomes  would  also  include  increasing  CDC  knowledge  and  insight  on  how  current  Guideline 
translational  tools  and  resources  are  used  and  how  CDC  can  address  remaining  gaps  with  future 
materials,  as  well  as  determining  the  needs  of  educators  on  the  front  lines  of  medical  education 
on  how  best  to  integrate  safer  opioid  prescribing  practices  within  curricula. 

In  addition  to  external  entities  mentioned  above,  CDC  also  regularly  collaborates  with  federal 
partners  to  implement  the  Guideline  and  to  ensure  alignment  across  the  federal  landscape.  For 
example,  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  Department  of  Defense,  and  the  Indian  Health 
Service  released  an  updated  clinical  practice  guideline  for  opioid  therapy  for  chronic  pain  based 
in  part  on  the  CDC  Guideline.  The  Centers  for  Medicare  &  Medicaid  Services  (CMS)  has  also 
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changed  program  quality  measures  and  Medicare’s  Merit-based  Incentive  Payment  System 
quality  measures  to  be  consistent  with  the  Guideline  (e.g.,  on  high-dose  opioid  prescribing, 
review  of  PDMP  data).  CDC  shares  updated  Guideline  resources  and  educational  materials  with 
fellow  agencies  that  can  help  inform  their  efforts.  These  collaborations  extend  to  its  partners  in 
public  safety  as  well.  Earlier  this  year,  DEA  sent  an  email  notification  to  1.7  million  registrants 
to  encourage  Guideline-concordant  care  among  providers. 

FDA’s  Opioid  Policy  Steering  Committee  is  currently  considering  the  issue  of  whether  opioid 
prescribers  should  have  to  undergo  mandatory  training,  taking  into  account  comments  it  has 
received  from  two  recent  FDA  public  hearings  on  the  opioid  crisis.  FDA  recently  announced  its 
plans  to  expand  the  risk  management  plans  (known  as  Risk  Evaluation  and  Mitigation  Strategies, 
or  REMS)  -  with  which  it  requires  the  manufacturers  of  certain  opioids  to  comply  -  to 
incorporate,  for  the  first  time,  all  opioid  analgesics  that  are  intended  for  use  in  the  outpatient 
setting,  including  the  immediate-release  formulations.  FDA  has  revised  the  associated  Blueprint 
for  how  providers  should  be  educated  about  prescribing  opioids,  and  it  is  requiring  this  training 
be  made  available  to  all  providers  likely  to  come  into  contact  with  patients  who  are  prescribed 
these  medicines,  including  nurses  and  pharmacists. 

In  addition  to  changing  their  quality  measures,  CMS  has  undertaken  a  number  of  other  steps  to 
help  decrease  opioid  prescribing  and  to  educate  providers  about  the  risks  to  beneficiaries.  In  the 
2019  Medicare  Parts  C  and  D  Final  Call  Letter,  CMS  finalized  a  new  policy  that  requires  Part  D 
sponsors  to  implement  a  hard  safety  edit  to  limit  initial  opioid  prescription  fills  for  the  treatment 
of  acute  pain  to  no  more  than  a  7  days’  supply  for  opioid  naive  beneficiaries.  For  chronic  opioid 
users,  CMS  finalized  the  expectation  that  all  sponsors  implement  real-time  safety  alerts  at  the 
time  of  dispensing  as  a  proactive  step  to  engage  both  patients  and  prescribers  about  overdose  risk 
and  prevention,  including  use  of  a  new  opioid  care  coordination  edit  at  90  morphine  milligram 
equivalent  (MME)  per  day  and  additional  soft  safety  edits  to  alert  the  pharmacist  about 
duplicative  opioid  therapy  and  concurrent  use  of  opioids  and  benzodiazepines.  The  care 
coordination  edit  and  other  opioid-related  strategies  implemented  for  Part  D  beneficiaries 
finalized  in  the  Call  Letter  support  adoption  of  the  CDC  Guideline  for  Prescribing  Opioids  for 
Chronic  Pain.  Through  parallel  rule-making,  CMS  also  implemented  the  provisions  of  the 
Comprehensive  Addiction  and  Recovery  Act  of  2016  (CARA)  that  provide  for  a  drug 
management  program  under  which  Part  D  sponsors  will  be  able  to  limit  at-risk  beneficiaries’ 
coverage  for  frequently  abused  drugs  to  certain  prescribers  and  pharmacies  (“lock-in”).  In 
addition,  CMS  has  sent  24,000  letters  to  Medicare  physicians  that  were  prescribing  at  higher 
rates  than  their  peers.  CMS  is  also  working  to  promote  effective,  alternative  pain  treatments  that 
are  not  as  addictive  as  opioids,  including  by  disseminating  best  practices  guidance  to  state 
Medicaid  agencies.  These  actions  and  many  more  will  be  taken  as  part  of  CMS’s  three  part 
response  to  the  opioid  epidemic,  focusing  in  prevention,  treatment,  and  data. 


With  the  increases  received  in  FY  2018  for  opioids,  HRSA  will  support  current  Behavioral 
Health  Workforce  Education  and  Training  grantees  who  partner  with  health  centers  to  develop 
integrated,  interprofessional  care  teams  to  improve  access  to  opioid  use  disorder  and  other 
substance  use  disorder  treatment. 
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Questions  from  Senator  Marco  Rubio  (FIA 


CMS  recently  proposed  a  rule  for  2019  Medicare  hospital  payments.  This  proposal  mentioned 
revising  the  Medicare  payments  for  the  cutting  edge  immunotherapies,  known  as  CAR-T 
therapy.  Oncology  drugs  are  often  administered  on  an  outpatient  basis,  but  these  new  CAR-T 
therapies  must  be  given  on  an  inpatient  setting.  Yet,  the  costs  of  these  drugs  are  only  really 
covered  by  CMS  if  administered  on  an  outpatient  basis. 

CMS’  recent  1PPS  proposal  would  not  go  into  effect  until  2019,  yet  Moffitt  Cancer 
Center  is  one  of  two  NCI-designated  cancer  centers  that  is  capable  of  administering  both  of  these 
breakthrough  CAR-T  treatments.  Because  of  Moffitt’s  commitment  to  patients,  they  are 
absorbing  the  difference  between  the  price  of  the  drug,  which  is  either  $373,000  or  $475,000, 
and  the  $20,000  that  Medicare  reimburses.  But  Moffitt  cannot  do  this  forever. 

Rubio  Ql:  Would  you  he  willing  to  work  with  cancer  centers  like  Moffitt  to  address  the 
reimbursement  shortfalls  that  are  taking  place  through  2018,  before  CMS’  proposed  payment 
reforms  go  into  effect? 

Response:  HHS/CMS  is  considering  the  potential  challenges  in  Medicare  payment  structures  for 
new  treatments  like  CAR-T  therapies.  Two  CAR  T-cell  therapy  drugs  received  FDA  approval  in 
2017  -  Novartis’s  Kymriah  and  Kite  Pharma’s  Yescarta.  For  Medicare,  CAR-T  therapy  is  paid 
for  use  in  the  hospital  outpatient  setting  under  the  Outpatient  Prospective  Payment  System 
(OPPS),  and  in  the  hospital  inpatient  setting  under  the  Inpatient  Prospective  Payment  System 
(IPPS). 

In  the  hospital  outpatient  setting,  effective  April  1,  2018,  both  Kymriah  and  Yescarta  have  been 
approved  for  transitional  pass-through  payment  status  under  the  OPPS.  Drugs  under  pass¬ 
through  status  are  generally  paid  at  average  sales  price  plus  6  percent. 

Under  the  IPPS,  payment  for  CAR-T  is  currently  bundled  into  the  Medicare  payment  for  the 
inpatient  stay  and  thus  there  is  no  separate  CAR-T  payment  rate.  In  the  fiscal  year  (FY)  2019 
Medicare  IPPS  proposed  rule,  CMS  proposed  the  assignment  of  CAR-T  related  procedure  codes 
to  the  bone  marrow  transplant  diagnosis  related  group.  CMS  also  invited  comments  on 
alternative  approaches  to  establishing  payments  for  FY  2019. 

CMS  has  received  applications  for  IPPS  new  technology  add-on  payments  for  Kymriah  and 
Yescarta  for  FY  2019.  It  is  also  seeking  public  comment  on  these  applications  in  the  FY  2019 
IPPS  proposed  rule.  Under  the  new  technology  add-on  payment  policy,  one  of  the  criteria  for  an 
additional  payment  is  that  the  technology  represents  an  advance  in  medical  technology  that 
substantially  improves,  relative  to  technologies  previously  available,  the  diagnosis  or  treatment 
of  Medicare  beneficiaries.  The  deadline  for  submitting  comments  on  the  FY  2019  IPPS  proposed 
rule  is  June  25. 

However,  because  Moffitt  Cancer  Hospital  is  a  PPS-Exempt  Cancer  Hospital  it  is  generally  paid 
based  on  reported  cost  and  not  under  the  Inpatient  Prospective  Payment  System. 

Questions  from  Senator  Reed  (RD 
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Preserving  funding  for  the  Low  Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LI HEAP)  has  been  a 
bipartisan  priority  that  I  have  been  proud  to  work  on  each  year  with  my  colleague  from  Maine, 
Senator  Susan  Collins.  While  this  Administration  has  proposed  eliminating  this  vital  program,  I 
was  pleased  that  the  recent  Omnibus  appropriations  law  provided  an  additional  S250  million,  and 
that  HHS  promptly  distributed  those  funds  to  states. 

Reed  01:  Do  you  intend  to  continue  HHS ’  longstanding  commitment  to  ensuring  that 
vulnerable  households  have  access  to  home  energy  assistance?  Will  you  also  commit  to 
distributing  these  funds  to  states  as  quickly  and  at  as  high  a  level  as  possible ,  based  on 
Congression  al  appropriations? 

Response:  The  I  IMS  Budget  proposed  the  elimination  of  this  program  to  prioritize  funding  for 
other  human  services  activities.  LIHEAP  is  not  the  only  program  helping  low-income 
households  pay  their  heating  and  cooling  bills.  State  and  local  governments  provide  significant 
funding  assistance,  and  the  majority  of  states  prohibit  utilities  from  discontinuing  a  household’s 
energy  in  periods  of  severe  weather. 

Once  LIHEAP  funds  are  appropriated,  HHS  is  committed  to  distributing  them  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  FY  2018  Omnibus,  included  S3. 6  billion  for  LIHEAP,  an  increase  of  S250  million 
above  the  FY  2017  appropriation.  All  remaining  FY  2018  LIHEAP  funding  was  released  to 
states  on  April  23,  2018. 

Reed  02:  The  child  welfare  community  in  Rhode  Island  is  enthusiastic  about  the  opportunity  to 
transform  the  approach  to  foster  care  through  the  Families  First  Prevention  Sendees  Act.  When 
does  the  Department  plan  to  issue  regulations  or  guidance  to  implement  the  new  law? 

Response:  We  intend  to  provide  maximum  flexibility  to  states  in  our  implementation  of 
Families  First.  As  such,  we  will  use  subregulatory  guidance  in  order  to  transmit  instructions  to 
states  and  tribes  on  how  to  comply  with  the  changes  whenever  possible.  We  expect  to  issue  such 
guidance  in  the  form  of  Program  Instructions  (PI)  as  soon  as  July  on  the  title  IV-B  and  Chafee 
programs,  the  changes  to  the  title  IV-E  Foster  Care  Maintenance  Payments  (FCMP)  Program,  the 
title  IV-E  Adoption  Assistance  phase-in  delay,  and  the  optional  effective  date  delays.  HHS  will 
implement  the  title  IV-E  Prevention  Sendees  Program  through  Pis  that  we  expect  to  publish  in 
the  first  quarter  of  federal  fiscal  year  2019,  most  likely  near  the  end  of  this  calendar  year. 

Reed  Q2A:  What  are  the  plans  for  technical  assistance  to  help  states  build  the  capacity  and 
infrastructure  to  implement  it? 

Response:  ACF’s  implementation  plan  includes  the  provision  of  training  and  technical 
assistance  to  states  as  we  roll  out  guidance  over  the  summer.  For  example,  SAMFISA  and  ACYF 
jointly  fund  the  National  Center  on  Substance  Abuse  and  Child  Welfare,  which  is  available  to 
assist  states  with  developing  collaborative  practices  to  expand  access  to  family-centered 
treatment  services  on  a  system- wide  basis. 
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Reed  03:  There  have  been  recent  reports  that  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  is 
making  arrangements  to  house  migrant  children  on  military  bases  in  anticipation  of  an  increase 
of  unaccompanied  immigrant  minors  due  to  the  Administration’s  new  policy  to  separate  children 
of  asylum  seekers  from  their  parents.  Please  provide  details  of  the  Department’s  discussions 
with  the  Department  of  Defense  and  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  on  these  plans, 
including  the  legal  authority  to  separate  families ,  detain  children,  and  hold  them  in  custody  in 
this  manner. 

Response:  HHS’s  authority  extends  only  to  children  that  meet  the  legal  definition  of  an 
unaccompanied  alien  child  found  at  6  U.S.C.  279(2)  as  determined  by  DHS.  HHS  defers  to  DHS 
concerning  the  separation  of  families.  HHS’s  authority  for,  and  obligation  with  respect  to,  the 
care  and  custody  of  UAC  is  found  in  the  Homeland  Security  Act  of  2002  and  the  Trafficking 
Victims  Protection  Rcauthorization  Act  of  2008.  Under  these  statutes,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Flores  v.  Reno  Settlement  Agreement,  HHS  may  place  children  in  temporary  emergency 
shelters,  which  may  include  temporary  shelters  located  on  a  military  installation,  when  there  is  a 
situation  where  I  HIS’s  normal  bed  capacity  is  overwhelmed.  The  policies  governing  an  influx 
can  be  found  in  Section  1.7  of  the  ORR  Guide:  Children  Entering  the  United  States 
Unaccompanied.  ORR  will  examine  other  available  non-DoD  installation  options  before 
attempting  to  open  an  influx  care  facility  on  DoD  property. 


Reed  Q3 A:  Has  the  Department  estimated  how  many  children  will  he  placed  in  its  custody? 

Response:  We  are  closely  working  with  our  DHS  partners  to  plan  for  expansion  of  program 
capacity,  similar  to  activities  in  past  years  when  large  numbers  of  unaccompanied  alien  children 
(UAC)  were  referred  to  ORR  for  care.  The  UAC  program  will  consider  potential  impacts, 
including  number  of  UAC  referrals,  length  of  stay  in  our  care,  capacity  needs,  and  cost 
estimates.  As  always,  this  program  is  very  unpredictable  and  we  will  continue  to  work  with 
Congress  as  we  leam  more. 

Reed  Q3B:  What  accommodations  are  being  considered  for  young  children  and  minors  with 
special  needs? 

Response:  HHS  has  policies  in  place  to  ensure  that  all  children  in  its  care  have  their  needs  met. 
HHS  does  not  place  children  under  the  age  of  13  or  a  child  with  special  needs  in  an  emergency 
influx  care  facility. 

Reed  Q3C:  What  are  the  potential  impacts  on  the  children 's  health  and  well-being  from  being 
forcibly  separated  from  their  parents  and  detained  on  a  military  base?  Does  the  Department 
have  a  plan  to  mitigate  these  impacts? 

Response:  HHS  works  to  ensure  that  each  UAC’s  needs  are  met  while  they  are  in  the  care  of  the 
agency.  All  care  facilities  have  clinicians  and  case  managers  to  provide  support  and  counseling 
to  UACs. 

Reed  Q3D:  Does  the  department  track  and  make  available  any  data  on  negative  health  effects 
experienced  by  children  who  are  separated  from  their  parents  and  detained  in  this  manner?

Response:  ORR  does  not  systematically  track  or  make  publicly  available  data  on  the  health 
needs  of  UACs. 

Reed  04:  Do  1  have  your  commitment  to  spend  these  funds  to  expand  the  number  of  funded 
states  and  allow  currently  funded  states  to  expand  their  lead  poisoning  prevention  programs? 

Response:  The  FY  201 8  Omnibus  provided  $35  million  in  funding  for  CDC’s  Childhood  Lead 
Poisoning  Prevention  Program,  representing  an  $18  million  increase  over  FY  2017.  In  FY  2017, 
CDC  funded  a  total  of  48  funded  programs  from  38  states,  5  large  cities,  4  counties,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  In  FY  2018,  CDC  anticipates  funding  additional  state,  local,  territorial,  or 
tribal  agencies,  as  well  as  providing  supplemental  funding  to  enhance  activities  for  the  48 
existing  funded  programs  for  the  following  four  lead  poisoning  prevention  strategic  activities 
related  to: 

1 )  Strengthening  blood  lead  testing 

2)  Strengthening  surveillance 

3)  Strengthening  linkages  to  ensure  children  exposed  to  lead  receive  appropriate 
follow-up  services 

Strengthening  population-based  interventions 

Reed  05:  My  bipartisan  legislation  with  Senators  Capito  and  others,  the  Childhood  Cancer 
Survivorship,  Treatment,  Access,  and  Research  (STAR)  Act,  recently  passed  the  Senate.  Should 
this  legislation  be  passed  by  the  House  and  signed  into  law,  as  is  expected,  how  do  you  plan  to 
implement  the  STAR  Act’s  provisions  to  do  expand  biorepositories,  improve  surveillance  of 
childhood  cancer,  develop  best  practices  for  the  treatment  of  late  effects  of  childhood  cancers, 
improve  collaboration  among  providers  so  that  doctors  are  better  able  to  care  for  this  population 
as  they  age,  and  create  innovative  models  of  care  for  childhood  cancer  survivors  establish.  Will 
you  join  us  in  supporting  funding  for  the  initiatives  authorized  in  the  legislation? 

Response:  Thank  you  and  your  colleagues  for  your  leadership  and  support  for  childhood  cancer 
research.  HUS  appreciates  that  the  STAR  Act  aims  to  build  upon  and  complement  childhood 
cancer  research  and  programs  already  underway  with  HHS  support,  including  at  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  (N1H),  the  National  Cancer  Institute  (NCI),  and  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  (CDC).  If  the  STAR  Act  is  signed  into  law,  HHS  will  certainly  work  to 
implement  its  provisions  to  the  best  of  our  ability  with  the  funds  made  available  to  us  by 
Congress. 

HHS  remains  committed  to  advancing  progress  for  childhood,  adolescent,  and  young  adult 
cancer  patients  and  survivors  and  their  families.  NIH  and  NCI  will  continue  to  support  critical 
investments  in  childhood  cancer  survivorship  research,  including  the  Childhood  Cancer  Survivor 
Study;  and  pediatric  biospecimen  collection  and  related  resources,  including  the  Children’s 
Oncology  Group  Biorepository  and  the  Pediatric  Cooperative  Human  Tissue  Network.  CDC 
will  continue  to  support  and  improve  surveillance  on  childhood,  adolescent,  and  young  adult 
cancers  through  its  National  Cancer  Registries  Program.  Research  supported  by  NCI  and  other 
NIH  Institutes  and  Centers  will  continue  to  inform  best  practices  in  long-term  pediatric  cancer

survivorship  care,  including  the  treatment  and  management  of  the  late  effects  of  cancer  therapy. 
HHS  will  leverage  pediatric  oncology  expertise  across  our  operating  divisions  to  review  HHS 
activities  related  to  workforce  development  for  health  care  providers  who  treat  pediatric  cancer 
patients  and  survivors. 


Questions  from  Senator  Jeanne  Shaheen  (NH) 

I  continue  to  be  concerned  by  the  Department’s  proposal  to  increase  the  availability  of  so-called 
“short-term,  limited-duration  insurance  plans”  that  are  not  required  to  meet  consumer  protection 
and  comprehensive  coverage  requirements  under  the  Affordable  Care  Act.  These  insurance 
policies  are  not  required  to  cover  preexisting  conditions,  are  not  required  to  cover  essential 
health  benefits  and  can  charge  sick  patients  more  in  premiums. 

Shaheen  Ql:  Given  the  likelihood  for  consumer  confusion  resulting  from  the  availability  of 
these  skimpy  insurance  products ,  will  the  Department  consider  restoring  the  advertising  and 
consumer  outreach  funding  for  Health  Insurance  Marketplace  coverage  that  was  reduced  by 
90  percent  last  year? 

Response;  The  Federally-Facilitated  Exchange  will  conduct  its  sixth  Open  Enrollment  later  this 
year.  The  Exchange  is  now  an  established  marketplace  for  individuals  seeking  insurance.  Last 
year  we  had  our  most  cost  effective  and  successful  open  enrollment  to  date.  The  Exchange  has 
grown  in  visibility  and  become  more  familiar  to  Americans  seeking  health  insurance.  CMS  spent 
more  than  SI 00  million  on  promotional  activities  during  Open  Enrollment  2017  (nearly  double 
what  was  spent  in  2015)  but  saw  enrollments  decline  by  10  percent  since  the  previous  year. 

The  Health  Insurance  Marketplace  advertising  budget  is  now  consistent  with  its  advertising 
spending  for  Medicare  Part  D  and  Medicare  Advantage.  As  a  comparison,  1 1 .8  million 
consumers  selected  or  were  re-enrolled  in  an  Exchange  plan  during  Open  Enrollment  2018, 
while  41.3  million  Americans  are  enrolled  in  Medicare  Part  D  and  another  19.1  million  are 
enrolled  in  Medicare  Advantage.  CMS’s  combined  advertising  budget  for  Medicare  Parts  C  and 
D  is  S9.7  million. 

CMS  will  continue  to  leverage  the  capabilities  of  the  private  sector  as  well  to  ensure  our 
partners,  such  as  agents  and  brokers,  are  equipped  with  the  necessary  resources  to  educate 
consumers  on  their  coverage  options. 


Shaheen  02: 1  worked  with  Senator  Collins  on  the  bipartisan  National  Clinical  Care 
Commission  Act,  which  President  Trump  signed  into  law'  last  year.  I  appreciate  the  Department’s 
recent  efforts  to  approve  the  charter  for  the  National  Clinical  Care  Commission  and  to  seek 
nominees  for  the  Commission.  Can  you  provide  any  additional  information  on  the 
Department’s  timeline  for  finalizing  Commission  membership  and  providing  additional 
regulatory  guidance  on  the  Commission ’s  activities? 
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Response:  The  Office  of  Disease  Prevention  and  Health  Promotion  is  coordinating  the  efforts  of 
the  National  Clinical  Care  Commission.  The  final  nominations  are  expected  by  the  end  of  June. 


Shaheen  03:  The  Fiscal  Year  (FY)  2019  budget  request  would  eliminate  funding  for  the 
Prevention  Research  Center  program  within  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
(CDC).  I  am  concerned  about  the  loss  of  this  funding  and  the  potential  impact  on  the  important 
work  conducted  by  academic  and  medical  research  centers  in  New  Hampshire,  especially  in 
relation  to  seniors  with  health  needs  and  individuals  with  mental  health  issues  and  substance  use 
disorders.  How  does  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS)  plan  to  fill  this 
void  if  the  funding  is  cut? 

Response:  The  FY  2019  Budget  eliminates  funding  for  the  Prevention  Research  Centers 
(PRCs),  which  work  with  academic  institutions  to  conduct  research  and  disseminate  prevention 
interventions  across  the  United  States.  In  FY  2018,  CDC  will  fund  PRCs  at  26  universities  in  24 
states  to  study  how  individuals  and  communities  can  avoid  or  counter  the  risks  for  chronic 
illnesses.  The  PRC  program  has  developed  and  evaluated  many  effective,  practical  public  health 
strategies  and  programs,  which  can  continue  to  be  disseminated  throughout  the  country.  CDC’s 
chronic  disease  prevention  portfolio  will  continue  to  focus  on  implementation  of  the  most 
effective  existing  interventions,  working  with  community  organizations  and  state  and  local 
public  health  agencies. 

Shaheen  04:  The  role  of  HHS  in  administering  global  health  funding,  including  HIV/AIDS 
funding,  means  that  the  Department  is  responsible  for  implementing  components  of  the 
expanded  "global  gag  rule,”  also  known  as  the  “Mexico  City  Policy.”  HHS  participated  in  the 
State  Department’s  initial  review  of  the  policy  earlier  this  year,  but  the  majority  of  HHS  grants 
and  cooperative  agreements  had  not  received  new  funding  at  the  time  of  review.  How  are 
agencies  within  HHS  monitoring  the  effect  of  this  policy  on  women ’s  access  to  health  care, 
including  a  full  range  of  family  planning  methods  and  counseling,  rates  of  unsafe  abortion 
and  maternal  mortality? 

Response:  To  assess  the  impact  of  the  policy  on  HIV/AIDS  sendees,  the  President’s  Emergency 
Plan  for  AIDS  Relief  (PEPFAR)  will  continue  its  routine  capture,  monitoring,  and  use  of  age  and 
sex  disaggregated  data,  by  partner  and  by  site,  to  track  precisely  whether  and  to  what  extent  the 
Protecting  Life  in  Global  Health  Assistance  (PLGHA)  policy  may  affected  life-saving  activities 
related  to  HIV/AIDS.  The  Department  of  State  has  worked  closely  with  USAID,  HHS,  and  DoD 
to  implement  the  policy  consistently,  examine  progress  in  carrying  it  out,  and  monitor  its  effects. 

Shaheen  05: 1  am  very  troubled  that  as  of  April  1st,  halfway  through  the  fiscal  year,  only 
10,548  refugees  have  been  resettled,  just  23  percent  of  this  admissions  determination  and  73 
percent  fewer  than  the  same  time  period  last  year.  What  measures  are  the  Office  of  Refugee 
Resettlement  (ORR)  taking  to  maintain  the  capacity  of  refugee-serving  organizations  across 
the  country  to  provide  robust  assistance  for  refugees  and  to  ensure  the  long-term  sustainability 
of  the  U.S.  refugee  resettlement  network? 

Response:  ORR  continues  to  use  its  current  budget  to  support  the  resettlement  agencies. 
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Shaheen  06:  The  FY  2018  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act  accepted  the  Administration’s 
proposal  to  consolidate  funding  for  Targeted  Assistance,  Refugee  Health  Promotion,  and 
Refugee  Social  Services  under  one  funding  line.  However,  Congress  explicitly  stated  that  it 
expects  activities  previously  funded  under  the  three  lines  to  continue  in  FY  2018  at  the  same 
level  as  FY  2017.  How  is  ORR  administering  this  funding  to  ensure  that,  in  compliance  with 
this  Act,  these  programmatic  activities  continue  at  the  same  level  as  FY  201 7? 

Response:  ORR  will  ensure  funding  levels  for  Social  Services,  Targeted  Assistance,  and 
Refugee  Health  Promotion  will  be  funded  as  close  to  possible  to  FY  2017  levels  within  the 
current  budget. 

Shaheen  07:  _The  FY  2018  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act  also  includes  language  in  Senate 
Report  1 15-150  strongly  encouraging  HHS  to  increase  the  percentage  of  eligible  arrivals  served 
by  the  matching  grant  program  and  to  give  matching  grant  organizations  flexibility  in 
administering  their  programs.  How  is  ORR  implementing  this  guidance  from  Congress? 

Response:  As  a  result  of  a  lower  number  of  refugee  arrivals,  grantees  are  able  to  offer 
enrollment  to  all  eligible  individuals  at  the  locations  where  the  program  is  available. 
Additionally,  and  for  the  first  time  since  2007,  the  per -capita  funding  amount  has  increased  to 
S2,500  from  S2,200.  The  required  grantee  match  also  increased  to  $1,250.  Finally,  ORR 
continuously  assesses  and  makes  adjustments  to  program  guidelines  to  ensure  enrolled 
individuals  receive  high  quality  services  leading  to  economic  self-sufficiency  while  affording  the 
grantees  the  flexibility  to  innovate  in  service  delivery. 


Shaheen  08:  Due  to  this  Administration’s  newly-announced  policy  to  separate  all  children  from 
their  parents  when  apprehended  by  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP).  How  many 
additional  children  does  ORR  anticipate  serving  in  FY  2018  who  have  been  separated  at  the 
border  from  their  parents? 

Response:  We  are  closely  working  with  our  DHS  partners  to  understand  the  potential  impacts 
of  their  new  policy  on  the  UAC  program  including  number  of  referrals,  length  of  stay  in  our 
care,  capacity  needs  and  cost  estimates.  As  always,  this  program  is  very  unpredictable  and  we 
will  continue  to  work  with  Congress  as  we  learn  more. 

Shaheen  Q8A:  How  does  this  number  compare  with  ORR  '.s  existing  capacity  to  serve 
unaccompanied  children? 

Response:  ORR  will  expand  its  capacity  to  provide  shelter  and  care  to  UACs  as  needed. 

Shaheen  Q8B:  What  is  the  estimated  cost  to  the  taxpayer  of  holding  these  additional  children 
under  ORR  custody? 

Response:  We  are  closely  working  with  our  DHS  partners  to  understand  the  potential  impacts 
of  their  new  policy  on  the  UAC  program  including  number  of  referrals,  length  of  stay  in  our 
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care,  capacity  needs  and  cost  estimates.  As  always,  this  program  is  very  unpredictable  and  we 
will  continue  to  work  with  Congress  as  we  learn  more. 


Shaheen  Q8C:  How  does  ORR plan  to  coordinate  with  DHS  and  DOJ  to  ensure  continued 
communication  and  eventual  reunification  between  parents  and  the  children  separated  from 
them  at  the  border  and  placed  under  ORR  custody? 

Response:  ORR  is  collaborating  with  DHS  and  DOJ  to  make  sure  that  children  who  can  be 
reunified  with  their  parents  are  reunified  in  a  timely  and  safe  manner.  ORR  and  DHS 
havedeveloped  and  issued  a  notice  to  clearly  inform  parents  about  how  to  contact  their  children 
in  ORR’s  custody.  ORR  is  also  working  with  care  providers  to  help  link  children  to  parents  in 
detention. 

Questions  from  Senator  Merkley  (OR) 

In  April,  press  reports  indicated  that  the  Center  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  had  refused 
to  grant  requests  from  tribal  governments  to  exempt  tribal  members  from  Medicaid  work  rules. 

A  “Dear  Tribal  Leader”  letter  and  subsequent  related  statements  made  by  HHS  personnel  on  the 
issue  of  American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native  (Al/AN)  exemption  from  Medicaid  work 
requirements  revealed  a  startlingly  poor  understanding  of  the  unique  legal  status  of  Indian  tribes 
and  their  members  under  federal  law,  the  U.S.  Constitution,  treaties,  and  the  federal  trust 
relationship. 

While  I  was  encouraged  to  see  that  CMS  dropped  its  erroneous  claim  that  exempting 
tribes  from  work  requirements  raised  civil  rights  issues,  1  remain  concerned  that  CMS’  deference 
to  state  agencies  on  this  issue  represents  a  further  erosion  of  the  principle  of  tribal  sovereignty 
and  an  abdication  of  the  federal  government’s  trust  responsibilities. 

I  request  that  you  provide  the  Committee  with  the  following  information: 

Merkley  Ol:  How  much  in  Medicaid  reimbursements  did  tribal  and  IHS providers  receive  in 
the  last  year  for  which  data  is  available ? 

Response:  IHS  can  only  provide  information  about  federal  Medicaid  reimbursements.  Tribal 
entities  who  have  exercised  self-determination  directly  receive  their  Medicaid  reimbursements 
and  are  not  required  to  report  them  to  the  IHS.  For  the  most  recent  complete  year,  FY  2017,  II  IS’ 
federal  Medicaid  collections  were:  $259,886,004. 

Merkley  Q1A:  As  you  know,  the  U.S.  government  has  a  trust  responsibility  to  provide  health 
care  to  Native  Americans.  If  a  state  were  to  impose  a  work  requirement  and  knock  a 
significant  population  of  Native  Americans  off  of  Medicaid,  how  would  HHS  address  the 
resulting  revenue  gap  for  tribal  and  IHS  providers  and  ensure  that  they  can  continue  treating 
their  patient  populations? 

Response:  The  Department  is  working  with  states  that  want  to  implement  Medicaid  community 
engagement  requirements  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  are  reasonable,  achievable,  and  tailored 
to  the  goal  of  promoting  positive  health  outcomes  for  beneficiaries.  For  instance,  the 
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Department  has  worked  with  states  to  include  program  features  such  as:  permitting  Medicaid 
beneficiaries  to  engage  in  a  broad  range  of  activities  to  satisfy  the  requirements  (such  as 
community  service  on  or  off  tribal  lands,  participation  in  workforce  participation  programs 
including  tribal  workforce  participation  programs,  caring  for  children  or  for  family  members 
with  disabilities  and  medical  conditions,  or  participating  in  substance  abuse  treatment); 
exempting  from  the  requirements  various  individuals  (such  as  those  in  substance  use  disorder 
treatment  or  rehabilitation,  or  those  caring  for  family  members);  and  requiring  states  to  provide  a 
range  of  reasonable  accommodations  to  participants  with  disabilities  so  they  can  meet 
requirements  or  be  exempted  from  them  if  they  are  unable  to  do  so. 

Merkley  Q1B:  Given  that  providing  health  care  to  Indian  people  is  a  federal  responsibility, 
which  is  codified  through  numerous  federal  laws  and  treaties,  why  is  it  appropriate  that  States 
determine  how  Indian  people  are  treated? 

Response:  The  Indian  Health  Service,  a  federal  program,  is  the  health  care  system  for  many 
American  Indians  and  Alaska  Natives.  Members  and  descendants  of  a  federally  recognized  tribe 
are  eligible  to  receive  care  at  II  IS  facilities. 

Medicaid  is  also  an  important  source  of  health  coverage  for  American  Indians  and  Alaska 
Natives,  but  that  program  is  administered  by  states,  subject  to  federal  approval.  The  Social 
Security  Act  allows  states  to  propose  Medicaid  demonstration  projects  to  test  innovative  ways  of 
designing  and  administering  their  state  Medicaid  programs.  Given  that  Medicaid  is  a  state- 
administered  program,  the  Department  requires  states  to  consult  with  tribes  and  seek  their  advice 
on  how  state  demonstration  projects,  including  any  community  engagement  requirements,  would 
be  implemented  with  respect  to  tribal  members  who  are  Medicaid  beneficiaries.  This 
longstanding  policy  recognizes  the  sovereign  nature  of  the  tribes  by  requiring  government-to- 
government  consultation. 

Questions  from  Senator  Schatz  (HI) 

Expanding  access  to  telehealth  for  Medicare  beneficiaries: 

I  was  pleased  to  hear  that  you  would  be  “very  forward  leaning”  if  you  were  to  receive  the 
authority  from  the  CONNECT  for  Health  Act  to  waive  barriers  to  Medicare  fee-for-service 
reimbursement  for  telehealth. 

Schatz  Ql:  Please  provide  an  update  on  how  HHS  plans  to  support  and  use  telehealth  to 
expand  provider  networks,  improve  access,  and  lower  the  cost  of  care. 

Response:  Telehealth  can  provide  innovative  means  of  making  healthcare  more  flexible  and 
patient-centric.  Innovation  within  the  telehealth  space  could  help  to  expand  access  to  care  for 
Medicare  beneficiaries,  particularly  within  rural  and  underserved  areas.  We  are  working  to 
implement  the  provisions  of  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Act  of  201 8  that  support  greater  access  to 
telehealth  services  for  Medicare  beneficiaries  in  the  areas  of  home-based  dialysis  care,  stroke 
care,  and  care  from  certain  Accountable  Care  Organizations. 
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The  Centers  for  Medicare  &  Medicaid  Services  (CMS)  has  previously  sought  information 
regarding  ways  that  it  might  further  expand  access  to  telehealth  services  within  its  current 
statutory  authority,  and  pay  appropriately  for  services  that  take  full  advantage  of  communication 
technologies.  CMS  has  been  reviewing  comments  and  considering  commenters’  suggestions  for 
future  rulemaking  and  any  appropriate  sub-regulatory  changes.  Furthermore,  in  their  Calendar 
Year  2018  Medicare  Physician  Fee  Schedule  Final  Rule0  released  last  November,  CMS 
expanded  access  to  Medicare  telehealth  services  by  paying  for  more  services  through  new 
additions  to  the  list  of  Medicare  telehealth  services  and  making  it  easier  for  physicians  and 
practitioners  to  bill  for  these  services. 

In  addition,  in  May  2018,  CMS  released  the  agency's  first  Rural  Health  Strategy,  intended  to 
provide  a  proactive  approach  on  healthcare  issues  to  ensure  that  the  nearly  one  in  five  individuals 
who  live  in  rural  America  have  access  to  high  quality,  affordable  healthcare;  one  of  the  five 
objectives  of  this  strategy  is  to  advance  telehealth  and  telemedicine.  In  continued  collaboration 
with  CMS,  agencies  across  HHS,  including  the  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration 
(HRS A),  will  work  to  implement  this  strategy.  Improving  access  to  telehealth  services  reflects 
CMS's  work  to  modernize  Medicare  payments  to  promote  patient-centered  innovations. 

HHS  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  work  with  Congress  and  other  stakeholders  to  identify 
additional  ways  in  which  it  can  further  expand  access  to  telehealth  services  within  Medicare  and 
reduce  the  administrative  burden  for  health  care  providers  to  bill  for  these  services. 

Telehealth  and  Medicare  Advantage: 

With  the  passage  of  CONNECT  for  Health  Act  provisions  in  the  Bipartisan  Budget  Agreement 
of  2018,  Medicare  Advantage  organizations  can  account  for  telehealth  services  in  their  2020 
bids.  Currently,  in  the  Medicare  Managed  Care  Manual,  the  Centers  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid 
Services  (CMS)  lists  "Telemonitoring,"  "Remote  Access  Technologies,"  and  “Enhanced  Disease 
Management"  as  examples  of  possible  supplemental  benefits. 

Schatz  Q2:  Arc  you  planning  to  revise  the  Medicare  Managed  Care  Manual  to  clarify  that  the 
use  of  remote  monitoring  and  telehealth  to  deliver  chronic  care  management  services  is  a 
basic  benefit  rather  than  a  supplementary  benefit? 

Response:  As  part  of  the  Balanced  Budget  Act  of  20 18,  Congress  passed,  and  the  President 
signed  into  law,  changes  that  will  allow  Medicare  Advantage  (MA)  plans  to  offer  additional 
telehealth  benefits  beyond  those  currently  paid  for  in  Medicare  Part  B  (Fee- for- Service),  starting 
in  2020.  CMS  knows  that  it  is  important  that  plans  and  beneficiaries  have  accurate  and  timely 
information  about  these  changes  in  time  for  the  2020  plan  year.  As  it  does  regularly  when  there 
are  changes  in  Medicare  Advantage,  CMS  will  update  the  Medicare  managed  care  manual  to 
reflect  those  changes,  as  well  as  announcing  the  policy  changes  in  the  annual  MA  Call  Letter. 


Schatz  Q3:  Please  provide  an  update  on  how  CMS  plans  to  address  this  imbalance.  Is  CMS 
willing  to  make  a  case-by-case  adjustment  as  it  did  with  Puerto  Rico? 
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Schatz  Q3A:  Since  Medicare  Advantage  penetration  continues  to  grow,  will  CMS  correct  the 
fee-for-service  spending  calculation  for  all  Medicare  Advantage  organizations  to  he  more 
accurately  representative  of  the  expected  spending  for  Medicare  Advantage  beneficiaries? 

Response  to  3  and  3A:  HHS  is  aware  that  areas  of  the  country  in  which  there  are  a  higher 
proportion  of  beneficiaries  who  do  not  have  Part  B  compared  to  the  rest  of  the  nation,  such  as 
Hawaii,  face  different  challenges  than  those  areas  of  the  country  that  do  not  have  a  similar 
population.  This  Administration  is  committed  to  promoting  healthcare  choice  and  competition 
across  the  United  States,  and  Medicare  Advantage  plays  an  important  role  in  our  efforts.  HHS  is 
open  to  having  a  conversation  with  stakeholders  in  Hawaii  in  order  to  better  understand  the 
unique  challenges  they  face.  CMS  will  continue  to  analyze  this  issue  and  consider  whether  any 
adjustments  to  the  methodology  on  this  point  may  be  warranted  in  future  years. 

Questions  from  Senator  Baldwin  (WI) 

President  Trump  recently  signed  my  bipartisan  RAISE  Family  Caregivers  Act  (P.L.  115-119)  into 
law,  which  I  authored  with  my  colleague  Senator  Collins.  This  new  law  would  formally 
recognize  and  support  the  over  40  million  family  caregivers  who  are  overlooked  in  our  health 
care  system.  It  helps  ensure  that  older  adults  and  loved  ones  with  disabilities  receive  the  highest 
quality  care  in  their  own  homes.  Every  day,  family  caregivers  do  right  by  their  loved  ones,  and 
I’m  proud  to  say  that  we’re  now  doing  right  by  them.  But,  in  order  to  fulfil  this  promise,  it  is 
essential  that  you  begin  swift  implementation  of  the  law  by  immediately  establishing  the  Family 
Caregiving  Advisory  Council  that  is  charged  with  providing  you  timely  advice  to  inform  the 
national  Caregivers  Strategy. 

Baldwin  Q 1 :  Will  you  agree  to  work  with  me  and  Senator  Collins  to  support  family  caregivers 
hy  swiftly  and  faithfully  implementing  this  measure? 

Response:  The  RAISE  Family  Caregivers  Act  requires  the  Department  to  promote  improvement 
of  the  Federal,  State  and  community  systems  that  support  family  caregivers.  The  two  primary 
functions  of  the  RAISE  Act  are  to:  1)  establish  a  national  Family  Caregiving  Strategy  with 
recommendations  for  ensuring  person-  and  family-centered  care,  assessment  and  service 
planning,  information  on  accessing  hospice  and  palliative  care,  respite  options,  financial  security 
and  workplace  issues,  and  delivering  service  in  an  effective  and  efficient  manner;  and  2) 
establish  a  Family  Caregiving  Advisory  Council  of  Federal  and  non-Federal  representatives  to 
provide  recommendations  and  identify  best  practices  to  recognize  and  support  family  caregivers. 

The  Act  did  not  authorize  the  creation  of  new  programs  or  services,  and  specified  that  work 
should  be  accomplished  within  existing  resources.  The  Department  has  been  exploring  all 
options  for  implementing  the  Act  with  existing  HHS  authorities  and  appropriations.  . 

Baldwin  Q1A:  Will  you  commit  to  establishing  the  Advisory  Council  immediately  in  FY18? 

Response:  The  RAISE  Act  did  not  authorize  an  appropriation  for  the  creation  of  new  programs 
or  services,  and  specified  that  work  should  be  accomplished  within  existing  resources.  HHS  has 
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sought  but  not  yet  identified  existing  authorities  and  appropriations  that  would  allow  the 
Department  to  proceed  with  implementation  of  the  Act. 

Baldwin  02:  Last  year  in  China,  192  people  contracted  the  H7N9  strain  of  avian  influenza  and 
79  died.  While  that  virus  is  not  jumping  from  birds  to  humans  with  a  great  rate  of  frequency, 
reports  indicate  that  the  CDC  remains  concerned.  Recent  studies  show  that  the  virus  is  only 
several  mutations  away  from  being  able  to  easily  spread  from  human  to  human,  which  could 
ignite  a  deadly  global  pandemic.  It  is  essential  -  and  one  of  my  top  priorities  to  help  ensure  -  that 
our  country  is  prepared  to  take  on  this  serious  health  threat  before  it  arrives.  The  Assistant 
Secretary  for  Preparedness  and  Response  recently  released  the  Public  Health  Emergency 
Medical  Countermeasure  Enterprise  budget,  which  called  for  $632  million  for  FY19  for 
pandemic  influenza,  I  lowever,  your  HHS  FY19  Budget  only  requests  $250  million.  Can  you 
explain  this  gap  in  requested  funding,  and  what  HHS  is  doing  to  ensure  our  nation  is 
prepared  for  this  known  health  threat  that  may  he  only  a  plane  ride  away? 

Response:  The  Public  Health  Service  (PUS)  Act,  as  amended  by  the  Pandemic  and  All-Hazards 
Preparedness  Reauthorization  Act  of  2013  (PAHPRA),  requires  the  Office  of  the  Assistant 
Secretary  for  Preparedness  and  Response  (ASPR)  to  lead  the  development  of  a  coordinated  five- 
year  budget  plan  for  medical  countermeasure  (MCM)  development  and  to  update  the  plan 
annually.  The  2016-2020  PIIEMCE  Multiyear  Budget  was  transmitted  to  Congress  and  made 
publically  available  in  December  2017. 

The  report  includes  spending  estimates  for  the  HHS  PHEMCE  agencies  (ASPR,  CDC,  FDA,  and 
Nil  1)  that  are  equal  to  actual  appropriations  in  FY  2016  and  FY  2017,  the  FY  20 IS  President's 
Budget,  and  use  a  professional  judgment  budget  to  estimate  potential  investments  for  two  future 
years  (FYs  2019-2020).  The  spending  estimates  for  FY  2019  are  considered  a  professional 
judgment  budget,  which  were  developed  without  regard  to  the  competing  priorities  that  are 
considered  in  the  budget  development  process.  These  priorities  must  be  considered  as  future 
President’s  Budgets  are  developed.  The  spending  estimates  included  in  the  Multiyear  Budget  are 
subject  to  change  in  the  future. 

The  FY  2019  President’s  Budget  was  transmitted  to  Congress  this  past  March.  The  request 
included  $250  million  for  pandemic  influenza  activities  funded  from  the  Public  Health  and 
Social  Services  Emergency  Fund.  This  funding  level  represents  an  increase  of  nearly  $200 
million  over  the  FY  2017  appropriated  level.  The  Department  greatly  appreciates  the  $250 
million  appropriated  to  the  PHSSEF  for  pandemic  influenza  in  the  FY  201 8  Omnibus. 

ASPR  continues  to  monitor  the  H7N9  strain  of  avian  influenza.  Through  BARDA,  ASPR  has: 

•  Responded  to  the  2017  I I7N9  crisis,  awarding  three  contracts  for  production  of 
approximately  20  million  regimens  of  vaccine  antigen  for  H7N9  influenza  vaccine 
from  the  2016-2017  Yangtze  River  virus  lineage  candidate  vaccine  virus  provided 
by  CDC  to  achieve  National  Pre-Pandemic  Influenza  Vaccine  Stockpile 
preparedness  goals;  and 

•  Supported  a  clinical  study  to  assess  the  safety  and  antigen-sparing  capacity  of 
adjuvants  that  are  maintained  in  the  National  Pre-Pandemic  Influenza  Vaccine 
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Stockpile,  when  combined  with  recombinant-based  vaccine  for  the  5th  Wave/Yangtze 
River  lineage  H7N9  influenza  virus  circulating  China. 

Baldwin  Q2A:  How  are  you  ensuring  we  are  utilizing  new  cell-based  pandemic  influenza 
technologies? 

Response:  HHS  is  committed  to  development  of  new  vaccine  technologies,  in  order  to  improve 
the  Nation’s  ability  to  respond  to  an  influena  pandemic,  as  well  as  to  address  seasonal  influenza. 
Since  2010,  BARDA  has  supported  the  licensure  of  both  cell-based  and  recombinant  influenza 
vaccine  technologies.  The  new  technologies  have  the  potential  to  increase  the  U.S.’s 
manufacturing  capacity  and  shorten  the  manufacturing  timelines  for  seasonal  and  pre- pandemic 
vaccines.  BARDA  both  utilizes  these  investments  from  a  readiness  and  procurement  stance,  as 
well  as  continues  to  make  targeted  investments  to  further  improve  the  Nation’s  preparedness 
posture.  As  part  of  BARDA/ASPR’s  pandemic  influenza  preparedness  strategy,  contracts  are  in 
place  with  all  US  licensed  influenza  vaccine  manufacturers,  including  the  manufacturers  of 
recombinant  and  cell-based  influenza  vaccines,  to  allow  production  and  delivery  of  vaccine  to 
the  United  States  Government  in  the  event  of  a  pandemic.  BARDA  has  also  purchased  cell- 
based  pre-pandemic  influenza  vaccine  for  the  pre-pandemic  influenza  vaccine  stockpile  (2013 
H7N9  vaccine),  and  is  currently  supporting  production,  stability  testing,  and  clinical  trial 
evaluation  of  recombinant  and  cell  based  pre-pandemic  influenza  vaccines  to  inform  future 
purchases.  Finally,  BARDA  continues  to  fund  advanced  development  of  these  technologies, 
particularly  cell-based  pandemic  influenza  technologies.  This  funding  has  supported 
development  of  a  more  efficient  manufacturing  process,  which  if  approved  by  FDA,  will 
translate  into  greater  seasonal  vaccine  output  and  faster  pandemic  response. 

Baldwin  03:  The  opioid  epidemic  has  far-reaching  and  deadly  public  health  impacts  including 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases.  We  have  seen  reports  across  the  country  of  spikes  in  HIV  cases 
linked  to  injected  drug  use,  and  the  CDC  estimates  a  133%  increase  in  acute  IICV  infection  due 
to  opioid  use.  While  I  am  encouraged  by  the  budget  provisions  that  speak  to  the  opioid  crisis,  I 
am  concerned  that  this  plan  does  not  prioritize  evidence-based  public  health  resources,  including 
access  to  primary  care  and  preventive  services,  which  will  be  needed  to  address  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases.  Can  you  describe  how  the  Administration  will  emphasize  the  public  health 
interventions,  research,  and  workforce  support  necessary  to  prevent,  track,  and  treat  opioid- 
related  infectious  diseases? 

Response:  The  rising  rates  of  infectious  diseases  associated  with  injection  drug  use  are  of  great 
concern. 

CDC  is  working  to  address  bloodborne  infectious  diseases  linked  to  intravenous  drug  use  by 
sharing  the  best  available  science  and  approaches  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these  diseases,  getting 
people  treated,  and  reducing  the  injection  drug  use  that  puts  people  at  greater  risk  of  getting 
infected.  CDC  is  building  state  and  community  capacity  for  comprehensive  approaches  for 
preventing,  tracking,  and  combating  infectious  diseases  stemming  from  the  opioid  crisis  by: 

•  Collaborating  to  help  states  and  communities  track  disease  patterns,  determine  if  they 
are  at  risk  for  disease  outbreaks,  and  implement  proven  prevention  strategies. 
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•  Providing  technical  assistance  to  state  and  local  health  departments  and  community- 
based  organizations  on  the  most  effective  strategies  to  engage  people  who  inject  drug, 
and  connect  them  to  treatment  and  prevention  services  for  drug  use  and  infectious 
diseases. 

•  Using  molecular  surveillance  to  identify  clusters  of  viral  hepatitis  and  HIV  infections. 
This  information  can  direct  prevention  activities  to  stop  disease  transmission 

With  additional  resources  provided  to  CDC  in  FY2018  for  opioids,  HHS  will  continue  to  expand 
and  enhance  its  comprehensive  public  health  response  to  the  opioids  crisis  by  working  with  state, 
territorial,  and  tribal  health  departments  to  address  the  full  range  of  public  health  consequences 
of  opioids,  including  infectious  diseases. 

Similarly,  with  the  increases  provided  in  FY  2018,  HRS  A  will  expand  and  improve  access  to 
opioid  and  substance  use  disorder  treatment  through  the  Community  1  lealth  Centers  and  National 
Health  Service  Corps  programs. 

In  April  2018,  the  NIH  launched  the  Helping  to  End  Addiction  Long-term  (HEAL)  Initiative,7  to 
speed  scientific  solutions  to  stem  the  national  opioid  public  health  crisis.  This  Initiative  will 
build  on  extensive,  well-established  NIH  research,  including  basic  science  of  the  complex 
neurological  pathways  involved  in  pain  and  addiction,  implementation  science  to  develop  and 
test  treatment  models,  and  research  to  integrate  behavioral  interventions  with  medication-assisted 
treatment  for  Opioid  Use  Disorder  (OUD). 

In  FY  2019,  the  President’s  Budget  includes  a  request  for  S40  million  within  CDC  to  eliminate 
new  infections,  and  where  relevant,  decrease  the  prevalence  of  HIV,  hepatitis  B  virus,  hepatitis  C 
virus,  STIs  such  as  syphilis,  and  tuberculosis  in  select  states  and  jurisdictions  at  high  risk  for 
these  diseases,  including  those  with  high  rates  of  opioid-related  transmission. 

Baldwin  04:  On  February  23,  2018,  HHS  issued  a  delayed  Funding  Opportunity  Announcement 
(FOA)  for  the  Title  X  Family  Planning  Program.  I  am  concerned  that  the  language  in  this 
announcement  indicates  a  shift  from  evidence-based,  comprehensive  family  planning  services 
toward  abstinence-only-until-marriage  education.  Why  was  this  FOA  delayed,  and  what 
organizations  does  HHS  plan  to  prioritize  in  awarding  Title  X grants,  given  these  shifting 
priorities ? 

Response:  HHS  recognizes  the  FOA  was  delayed,  but  the  current  funding  announcement 
streamlines  the  application  process.  This  improvement  makes  it  easier  and  more  efficient  for  a 
wide  variety  of  organizations  to  submit  quality  applications,  enabling  more  women  and  men  to 
receive  excellent  care  through  the  Title  X  program.  This  funding  announcement  is  now  closed. 
Applicants  have  submitted  their  proposals  and  each  will  be  subject  to  the  same,  objective 
assessment  process.  In  addition,  this  FOA  is  currently  the  subject  of  litigation.  As  a  result  of  both 
the  ongoing  litigation  and  the  ongoing  grant  review  process,  HHS  cannot  comment  at  this  time 
on  future  plans  regarding  the  grant  process  or  future  awards.

Baldwin  05:  Last  year  before  the  HELP  Committee,  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  said 
that  pharmaceutical  companies  could  easily  absorb  revenue  losses  from  lower  prices  by  reducing 
buyback  programs  and  executive  compensation,  instead  of  reducing  R&D,  which  is  often 
threatened.  If  drug  prices  fell,  do  you  think  it  would  be  right  for  drug  companies  to  cut  more 
from  R&D  than  from  buybacks  and  executive  compensation?  What  do  you  think  the  majority 
of  executives  would  choose? 

Response:  HHS  recognizes  that  the  current  drug  ecosystem  requires  dramatic  change.  The 
Administration  understands  that  the  drug  pricing  problem  is  complex  and  has  multiple  parts: 
high  list  prices,  overpaying  in  government  programs,  high  out-of-pocket  costs,  foreign 
governments’  underpaying  for  drugs.  They  are  connected  in  a  way  that  attempting  to  squeeze 
one  end  of  the  balloon  won’t  lead  to  lasting  change  and  requires  a  broad-based,  systematic 
approach  to  the  problem. 

Recognizing  these  challenges,  in  May,  the  Administration  released  the  “American  Patients  First” 
Blueprint,  which  will  bring  immediate  relief  to  American  patients  while  also  delivering  long¬ 
term  reforms.  There  are  four  strategies  for  reform  set  out  in  the  administration’s  drug-pricing 
blueprint:  improved  competition,  lowering  out-of-pocket  costs,  enhanced  negotiation,  and 
incentives  for  lower  list  prices. 

Baldw  in  06:  Pharmaceutical  executives  receive  an  inordinate  amount  of  their  compensation  in 
the  form  of  stock-based  pay.  Over  the  last  ten  years,  the  top  pharmaceutical  companies  spent  an 
average  of  ninety-nine  percent  of  their  profits  buying  back  their  own  stock  and  issuing  dividends. 
Pharma’s  fmancialized  business  model  draws  heavily  on  taxpayer-funded  investment  in  research. 
Yet  drug  company  profits  overwhelming  benefit  executives  and  wealthy  shareholders.  How  will 
you  ensure  that  American  drug  companies  serve  the  taxpayers  who  have  subsidized  them  and 
the  public  interest  instead  of  just  their  shareholders? 

Response:  HHS  is  committed  to  getting  more  value  for  the  prescription  drugs  that  patients  and 
taxpayers  purchase.  The  Trump  Administration  has  already  taken  a  number  of  significant 
administrative  steps.  It  proposed  in  the  President’s  FY  2019  Budget,  to  improve  competition  and 
end  the  gaming  of  regulatory  processes,  support  better  negotiation  of  drug  discounts  through 
government  insurance  programs,  create  incentives  for  pharmaceutical  companies  to  lower  list 
prices,  and  reduce  consumer  out-of-pocket  spending  at  the  pharmacy  and  other  care  settings.  For 
example,  FDA  approved  or  tentatively  approved  over  1 ,000  generic  drugs  in  2017,  which  is  the 
greatest  number  of  FDA  generic  approvals  in  a  calendar  year  by  over  200  drugs.  These  generic 
approvals  saved  American  consumers  and  taxpayers  nearly  $9  billion  in  2017. 

In  May,  the  Administration  released  the  “American  Patients  First”  Blueprint,  which  will  bring 
immediate  relief  to  American  patients,  while  also  delivering  long-term  reforms.  The  Blueprint 
proposes  new'  strategies  and  takes  bold  actions  to  improve  competition  and  end  the  gaming  of 
regulatory  processes,  supports  better  negotiation  of  drug  discounts  through  government 
insurance  programs,  creates  incentives  for  pharmaceutical  companies  to  lower  list  prices,  and 
reduces  consumer  out-of-pocket  spending  at  the  pharmacy  and  other  care  settings. 
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Baldwin  07:  In  February  2018,  the  Administration  released  “Reforming  Biopharmaceutical 
Pricing  at  Home  and  Abroad.”  That  report  makes  the  baffling  claim  that  American  drugs  prices 
are  too  high  because  drug  companies’  global  financial  returns  are  “unfairly  low”  [because 
foreign  governments  set  lower  drug  prices].  In  response,  the  report  recommends  that  the  U.S. 
force  foreign  governments  to  raise  their  drug  prices,  to  make  financial  returns  to  U.S. 
pharmaceuticals  ‘fair.’  It  is  very  clear  to  me  what  U.S.  drug  companies  would  do  with  additional 
profits — they  would  give  them  to  their  shareholders.  The  1 8  pharmaceutical  companies  in  the 
S&P500  spent  an  average  of  ninety-nine  percent  of  their  profits  on  buybacks  and  dividends  over 
the  last  ten  years.  Why  does  the  Administration  think  that  if  drug  companies  got  additional 
cash  they  would  do  anything  other  than  reward  their  shareholders? 

Response:  I II IS  is  committed  to  getting  more  value  for  the  prescription  drugs  patients  and 
taxpayers  purchase.  In  May,  the  Administration  released  the  “American  Patients  First”  Blueprint, 
which  will  bring  immediate  relief  to  American  patients,  while  also  delivering  long-term  reforms. 
The  many  interacting  drivers  in  the  current  pharmaceutical  market,  including  growth  in 
international  price  controls,  have  created  an  environment  of  high  list  prices  and  increased 
consumer  out-of-pocket  spending.  The  blueprint  identifies  four  key  strategies  to  realign  the 
system:  improved  competition,  better  negotiation,  incentives  for  lower  list  prices,  and  lowering 
out-of-pocket  costs.  Short  and  long  term  actions  the  Administration  is  taking  on  all  of  these 
fronts  will  bring  relief  to  American  consumers  and  taxpayers.  . 


Baldwin  08:  WHO  is  currently  pushing  countries  to  implement  its  2016  guidance  related  to  the 
promotion  of  foods  for  infants  and  young  children.  The  guidance  would  restrict  communication 
about  and  promotion  of  milk  products  for  children  up  to  age  three.  This  contradicts  international 
and  US  dietary  guidelines  that  recognize  dairy  products  as  an  excellent  source  of  nutrition  for 
toddlers.  How  is  the  United  States  working  at  the  WHO  to  promote  good  nutrition  of  and  role 
of  dairy  in  nutritious  diets,  in  keeping  with  U.S.  nutrition  guidelines? 

Response:  The  Administration  agrees  that  more  balaneed  approaches  are  needed  to  address 
nutrition  issues,  including  improving  nutrition  among  infants  and  children.  At  the  71sl  World 
Health  Assembly  (WHA)  this  May,  the  U.S.  delegation  successfully  advanced  this  view  in 
negotiating  a  resolution  on  infant  and  young  child  feeding.  The  U.S.  delegation  emphasized 
developing,  implementing  and  evaluating  evidence-based  recommendations;  WHO  technical 
support  to  Member  States  upon  request;  and  the  importance  of  taking  into  account  national 
context  in  determining  which  voluntary  approaches,  policies,  or  mandatory  approaches  to  apply. 
In  addition,  the  U.S.  delegation  successfully  negotiated  out  of  the  resolution  any  direct  references 
to  the  2016  WHO  guidance. 

In  2016,  the  69th  World  Health  Assembly  (WHA)  adopted  a  resolution  welcoming  the  World 
Health  Organization  (WHO)  Guidance  on  Ending  the  Inappropriate  Promotion  of  Foods  for 
Infants  and  Young  Children.  In  the  U.S.  statement  on  the  resolution  -  and  in  subsequent 
interactions  with  WHO,  with  other  Member  States,  and  with  other  stakeholders  -  the  United 
States  government  emphasized  improving  nutrition  among  mothers,  infants  and  young  children 
as  an  important  public  health  priority;  that  children  over  six  months  of  age  need  nutrient-rich 
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complementary  foods  from  a  variety  of  sources;  and  the  importance  of  this  time  period  for  child 
health  and  development. 

The  WHO  guidance  does  not  seek  to  prohibit  the  marketing  of  all  milk  products  consumed  by 
young  children,  limit  product  availability,  or  discourage  the  general  inclusion  of  age-appropriate 
dairy  products  such  as  milk,  cheese  and  yogurt  in  the  diets  of  young  children.  WHO  intends  the 
guidance  to  complement,  not  replace,  domestic  and  global  recommendations  for  feeding  infants 
and  young  children,  including  current  recommendations  on  feeding  breastfed  and  non-breastfed 
infants  and  young  children.  The  document  does  recommend  that  countries  prohibit  the  promotion 
of  breast-milk  substitutes  marketed  for  feeding  children  up  to  three  years  of  age.  The  voluntary 
guidance  is  a  technical  document  and  is  not  binding  on  Member  States  or  on  other  actors. 

U.S.  departments  and  agencies  regularly  interact  with  WHO,  other  Member  States,  and 
stakeholders  to  urge  the  development  of  evidence-based  guidelines,  tools  and  recommendations, 
applied  according  to  national  or  local  context,  in  order  to  improve  nutrition.  HHS  continues  to 
lead  processes,  in  coordination  and  collaboration  with  the  U.S.  interagency,  to  solicit  and  provide 
evidence-based  feedback  to  WHO  on  its  nutrition  work,  and  to  convey  the  importance  of 
providing  countries  with  clear,  evidence-based  recommendations. 

Baldwin  09:  Vaccines  are  among  the  most  cost-effective  clinical  preventive  services,  however, 
outbreaks  of  diseases  that  were  once  nearly  insurmountable  in  the  U.S.  are  again  threatening 
children’s  health  due  to  inadequate  vaccination  rates.  One  measles  outbreak  in  Minnesota  last 
year  exceeded  the  total  number  of  cases  in  the  entire  U.S.  for  2016.  The  CDC’s  Immunizations 
Program  is  critical  to  help  improve  our  ability  to  prevent  and  respond  to  outbreaks  of  vaccine 
preventable  diseases.  The  president’s  FY19  budget  proposes  to  cut  funding  for  CDC’s 
Immunizations  Program  by  approximately  $98  million.  How  will  the  Administration  ensure 
that  adults  and  children  are  receiving  the  necessary  vaccinations  to  protect  them  from 
outbreaks  of  measles  and  other  vaccine-preventable  diseases? 

Response:  At  this  funding  level,  CDC  will  continue  to  provide  assistance  to  the  64 
immunization  awardees  for  state  infrastructure  awards  and  vaccine  direct  assistance.  CDC  will 
continue  providing  technical  assistance  and  laboratory  support  to  states  and  local  communities 
responding  to  vaccine-preventable  disease  investigations,  including  outbreaks. 

Questions  from  Senator  Murphy  (CIS) 

I  know  that  you  have  made  delivery  system  reform  a  priority  since  coming  back  to  I II  IS.  You 
have  laid  out  several  times  four  broad  shifts  in  policy  that  you  think  will  accelerate  the  move 
toward  a  system  that  rewards  value. 

Among  those,  you  have  said  that  the  federal  government  needs  to  use  Medicare  to  drive 
innovation  faster  as  we  move  from  volume  to  value-based  reimbursements.  A  natural  way  to  do 
this  would  be  to  use  the  Center  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Innovation  (CMMI),  which  is  tasked 
with  the  development  and  testing  of  innovative  health  care  payment  and  service  delivery  models. 
Just  last  week.  President  Trump  announced  a  rescission  package  that  included  an  $800  million 
cut  to  the  Innovation  Center.  This  is  despite  the  fact  that  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  has 
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said  that  on  average,  the  Innovation  Center  produces  an  almost  four  to  one  return  in  reduced 
federal  Medicare  costs  over  a  10- year  period. 

Murphv  Ql:  Do  you  support  this  proposed  cut  to  CM  MI? 

Response:  Given  the  long-term  fiscal  constraints  facing  our  Nation,  the  President  is  committed 
to  using  all  available  tools  to  put  our  fiscal  house  back  in  order.  As  the  first  of  several  proposed 
rescissions  packages,  this  Administration  is  fully  committed  to  protecting  taxpayers,  and  urges 
Congress  to  do  the  same. 

For  CMMI,  the  rescission  of  $800  million  is  in  excess  of  the  funds  needed  by  the  Innovation 
Center  in  FYs  2018  and  2019.  In  FY  2020,  CMMI  will  receive  a  new  mandatory  appropriation  of 
S10  billion. 

Murphv  Q1A:  Will  this  proposal  hinder  your  ability  to  drive  delivery  system  reform?  Is 

there  a  statutory  reason  why  this  funding  cannot  be  rolled  over  into  the  future? 

Response:  No,  it  will  not.  Under  the  Affordable  Care  Act,  Congress  appropriated  $10  billion  for 
fiscal  years  201 1  through  2019  for  activities  initiated  under  the  Innovation  Center’s  statutory 
authority,  including  for  the  Innovation  Center  to  test  new  payment  and  service  delivery  models. 
The  law  appropriates  an  additional  S10  billion  for  each  subsequent  decade. 

The  Innovation  Center  was  created  to  test  innovative  payment  and  service  delivery  models  to 
reduce  program  expenditures  under  Medicare,  Medicaid,  and  CHIP  while  preserving  or 
enhancing  quality  of  care. 

The  initial  years  were  focused  on  establishing  and  operationalizing  the  Innovation  Center.  With 
a  few  exceptions,  most  of  the  models  the  Innovation  Center  has  tested  or  is  currently  testing 
launched  after  2015. 

For  CMMI,  the  rescission  of  $800  million  is  in  excess  of  the  funds  needed  by  the  Innovation 
Center  in  FYs  201 8  and  201 9. 

Murphv  Q2:  As  you  may  know,  around  two-thirds  of  veteran  suicides  involve  a  firearm.  The 
Veteran’s  Administration  (VA)  has  funded  research  studies  to  determine  the  factors  associated 
with  Veteran  suicide,  including  access  to  lethal  means.  VA  researchers  have  looked  at 
interventions  to  delay  or  reduce  access  to  guns  for  individuals  at  risk  of  suicide.  This  research 
has  led  the  VA  to  design  and  implement  programs  that  effectively  mitigate  suicide  risk  in  this 
population  that  include  lethal  means  reduction.  In  the  general  population,  more  than  half  of 
suicides  involve  a  firearm.  Does  the  current  funding  landscape  allow  for  research  on  lethal 
means  reduction  in  high-risk  groups  and/or  the  general  population? 

Response:  CDC  works  to  prevent  injuries  and  violence  through  a  host  of  programs  spanning 
surveillance,  development  and  evaluation  of  recommendations,  and  implementation  of  effective 
strategies.  CDC  currently  conducts  and  funds  research  on  a  variety  of  related  topics,  including 
youth  violence,  child  maltreatment,  domestic  violence  and  sexual  violence.  These  are  the  topical 
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line  items  that  are  supported  through  CDC's  annual  appropriation  for  both  research  and  non¬ 
research  activities. 

CDC  has.  and  continues,  to  support  data  collection  (public  health  surveillance)  activities  to 
document  the  public  health  burden  of  suicide  and  firearm  injuries  and  death  in  the  U.S. 
Understanding  the  patterns,  characteristics,  and  impact  of  firearm  violence  is  an  important  step 
toward  preventing  firearm  injuries  and  deaths  in  the  United  States. 

In  addition,  NIH  is  committed  to  understanding  effective  public  health  interventions  to  prevent 
suicide.  Studies  of  lethal  means  restriction  (i.e.,  limiting  access  to  lethal  methods  used  for 
suicide),  including  but  not  limited  to  access  to  firearms,  are  an  important  part  of  these  efforts. 
More  generally,  NIH-supported  research  on  the  causes  and  prevention  of  firearm  violence 
addresses  a  range  of  topics,  such  as  understanding  environmental  and  sociocultural  risks  for 
firearm  violence;  means  restriction  for  people  who  are  at-risk  for  suicide;  and  pediatrician 
counseling  for  parents  on  safety  practices,  including  safe  firearm  storage. 

Suicide  is  the  10th  leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United  States,  and  in  2016.  firearms  accounted 
for  more  than  half  of  all  suicide  deaths. s  To  address  this  public  health  concern,  the  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health  (NIMH)  supports  a  diverse  portfolio  of  suicide  prevention  research, 
including  efforts  to  investigate  means  restriction  for  individuals  who  are  at  high  risk  for  suicide. 
For  example,  one  study  examined  emergency  department  means  restriction  counseling  discharge 
practices  for  at-risk  patients.4’ 10  This  study  incorporated  input  from  hospital  decision  makers, 
leaders  of  law  enforcement  organizations,  gun  retailers,  and  shooting  ranges.1 1-I3‘13  This  project 
identified  practical  and  temporary  safe  storage  options  for  families  with  a  member  who  is  at  high 
risk  for  suicide,  laying  the  groundwork  for  the  development  of  community- based  firearm  safety 
efforts.14  Currently,  NIMH  funds  research  that  aims  to  develop  and  test  a  patient-centered,  web- 
based  firearm  lethal  means  decision  aid  to  augment  clinician-delivered  counseling  by  enabling 
at-risk  individuals  and  their  families  to  determine  how  best  to  reduce  home  firearm  access  (e.g.. 
through  locking  devices  or  temporary  out-of-home  storage).  This  approach  offers  the  potential 
to  significantly  enhance  current  care,  reduce  access  to  lethal  means  of  suicide,  and  ultimately 
reduce  suicides  by  firearm.15  Another  NIMH-funded  study  is  focused  on  preventing  suicide  in 
children  and  adolescents  by  enhancing  the  implementation  of  Safety  Check,  an  evidence-based 
firearm  means  restriction  intervention,  in  pediatric  primary  care  across  1 3  healthcare  systems. 
Successful  implementation  strategies  from  this  study  may  inform  large-scale  interventions  to 
prevent  suicides  by  firearm.’6  In  addition,  NIMH  supports  a  data  linkage  study  to  identify 
precursors  of  firearms  injury  and  suicide  among  veterans,  with  the  aim  of  reducing  fatal  and 
nonfatal  traumatic  injuries  among  veterans.17  Suicide  prevention  research  is  a  high  priority  for

Jessie’s  Law 


In  2016,  we  lost  a  young  woman  with  great  potential  named  Jessica  Grubb.  Jessie  was  a  great 
student,  a  loving  daughter  and  sister,  and  an  avid  runner.  She  was  also  recovering  from  an  opioid 
addiction. 

When  she  had  surgery  for  an  infection  related  to  a  running  injury,  both  Jessie  and  her 
parents  told  her  doctors  and  hospital  personnel  that  she  was  a  recovering  addict  and  not  to  be 
prescribed  opioids.  Unfortunately,  Jessie’s  discharging  physician  did  not  know  that  she  was  a 
recovering  addict  and  sent  her  home  with  a  prescription  for  50  oxycodone  pills.  That  night,  she 
overdosed  and  passed  away  in  her  sleep. 

That  is  why  I  introduced  Jessie’s  Law  to  require  HHS  to  establish  standards  for  hospitals 
and  medical  professionals  for  prominently  displaying  substance  use  disorder  history  just  like 
any  deadly  allergy  in  a  person’s  medical  record  when  that  information  is  provided  by  the 
patient. 

This  language  was  included  in  the  FY18  Omnibus. 


Manchin  01:  Secretary  Azar,  will  you  commit  to  me  that  your  agency  will  immediately  begin 
working  on  these  standards  and  disseminate  them  as  quickly  as  possible  to  medical 
professionals  all  over  the  country?  This  is  just  a  commonsense  step  that  will  ensure  that 
hospitals  amt  medical  professionals  have  access  to  the  information  that  they  need  to  provide 
medically  appropriate  care  and  keep  us  from  losing  more  people  like  we  lost  Jessie  Grubb. 

Response:  Yes,  efforts  are  actively  underway  to  ensure  that  substance  use  disorder  data  are 
more  readily  available  to  healthcare  providers  and  practitioners.  The  Department  is  examining 
ways  in  which  to  better  align  42  CFR  Part  2  with  HIPAA,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  sharing  of 
information  on  SUDs  is  more  comparable  to  other  chronic  diseases.
